Well direi^cd £re. The enemy's fecond 
frigate then paiFmg, and exchanging the 
pppofite broadfides, his Maje(ty*s (hips 
were kept on the fame tack till (he went 
about, when, fearing (he might (bnd to 
the afRllance of the dil'matted (hip, the 
LoweftofFe was fent in chace. The French 
frigate eCcaped byfuperiorfailing, leaving 
her friend to be raked in a very judicious 
manner, on the return of the Loweftoffe, 
to whofe fire (he furrendered about noon. 
The Dido, having cleared the wreck of 
(he mizen-matt, and bent new toplkilsj 
joined in fecuring the prize, La Minerve, 
a new (hip of 42 guns,eighteen pounders 
on the main dcclc, and 330 men, a re* 
markablc faft failcr. Her companion we 
learnt to be L'Artemife of 36^gun9. 

Having given a detail of the a^ion, it 
"becomes as much my duty as it b my in- 
clinatipn to acknowledge the very abje 
lupportof his Majcfty's (hip LoweftofFe, 
and toteftify that by Captain Middleton's 
good conduft,lhe bufinefs of the day was 
m a grtat rocafure brought to a fortunate 
iffue, I muft, at the fame time, pay, the 
^uft tribute of my warmeft gratitude to the 
Oificers and (hip's company I have the ho- 
nour to command j and it is with deep 
regret I add, that Lieutenant Bu^rkol 
(Firft of the Dido), a moft a£livc officer, 
is among the wounded, I fear feverely, 
though he never quitted the deck. Mr. 
pouglas, the boatl'wain, adefcrvingman, 
is killed. Captain Middleton*s report of 
the conduft or the Officers and people of 
the LoweftofFe, is alfo highly flattering.

ACCpUNT pF THE CHJ^ISTMAS FESTIVITIEiS AT F0|^T|1IL;., 
(bt a correspondent who was fresent.) 



SEVERAL of thp firft artifts in tfcc 
kingdom, whofe talents, in their dif- 
ferent branches, have \icv^ engaged fpr 
the plapi ap4 cfnapentf of ^ ;£bey, a 



noblf fpecimcn of. Gothic archite^ui^ 
now erefting at Fonthill, bein^at prefertt 
there to oals the Chriftmas holidays, iy!r. 
Bcckfofd c|lofc thi$ cpcaiioQ to give an 
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entertainment to the numerous body of 
daily workmen who have been, and will 
long be, employed on this edificp, or on 
the grounds and plantations where it is 
fituated. 

On Friday, Jan.6, being Twelfth Day, 
the &aft was |^iven without doors ; but 
lb far was it from being confined to the 
Workmen juft mention^, who 4imount 
to upwards of three hundred, that the 
poor in general gf the two Fonthills, of 
the town of Hindon, and many other poor 
perfons of the neighbourhood, ail together 
near one thouiiaind, received tickets to 
partake of it ^ not to mention that brtad 
and ftrong beer were provided for ten 
tboufand of the multitude of Grangers, 
who were admitted into the park as fpec- , 
tators of the entertainment. The din- 
ner, to the perfons invited, confiited of 
an ox, and ten iheep,roafted whole. A v-ry 
large fquare tent, or booth, coved in the 
roof, and covered with canvafs, having 
ievcn long parallel ubles, each receiving 
one hundred perfons, was ere^cd on the 
lawn, before the North front of the 
faoHle, for the purpofe of the dinner. At a 
proper diitance, on one fide of this capa- 
cious booth, a confiderablc length of bnck 
wall, to I'upportthe ncceflary iron ranges, 
was reared tor the occaf^n. Eleven great 
lirei which (bpplied them, partly for the 
purpofe of roahing the meat, ax)d partly 
that of warming the air, may be imagined 
to have had a ftriking effect in the cottp 
tToeii, On the oppofite fide of the booth, 
and in front of the houle, a portion of 
|i^und was fenced out, within which 
was pitched a Turkifh tent, for the re- 
ception of Mr. Bcckford, and a lari^ 
company of ladies and gentlemen. In 
the area, between this and the dinner- 
tent, two bonfires wer^* lighted, and, at 
due dil^ances from each, were placed two 
Semicircular tables* to receive a number 
of children at dinner, chiefly belonging 
to the peribns feated in the grand booth. 
Betwixt the bonfires lufficicnt fpace was 
left for the cxhibitjon of I'everal of the 
furai fports witb which the company 
were entertained both before and after 
dinner. Prizes were given to the beft 
wreftlers, runners, players at fingle ftick, 
and thufe who excelled in various other 
performances. The game of foot-ball, 
on an open part of the lawn betwixt the 
fcene already dcfcribed and the lake, 
afforded admirable divcfficn. This en- 
gaged not only theti^ro parties concerned 
in the match, but nut ten thouland f^te^a- 
tors, chiefly conhfting of the peaiantry 
of bptl; fexe?, in motion* ail in high glee 



at ^ different turns of the game, tad 
yet without riot, or any other difordfy 
than a lively and continual change dP 
place. This diverfion formed to thoft 
who beheld it from high ground at ibmc 
diftaTiCe, taking in the occafional Iccnerj, 
coipbined with the views of thehouie, its 
fiirroundinghms,woods and watcr,a fpec- 
tadc altogether of lingular intercft, »pd» 
indecd,ofcuriofity .The bonfires and all the 
others, which remained burning all night, 
with their flames and long-wreathed co- 
lumns of differently coloured finoke»rif}ng 
among the lofty firs arul unleaved oaks ia 
the neighbourhood of the tent, (till 
crouded by a fhouting multitude, dimly 
leen dancing round them, difplayed to 
fpeftatprs in the houfe an effect equally 
pi6lurelque and uncommon. Many gen- 
tlemen of the county, the Mayor, the 
Corporation, and other gentlemen of the 
city of Salifbury, having exprefled a de- 
fire to pay their refpeos to Mr. Beck- 
ford on this occafion, a fuperb dinner, in 
the old flile of baronial hofpitalitv, was 
lerved in the Grecian hall, which, with 
the cnlot;ndes and paflTages leading to it, 
was be ir'iiully illuminated. A chofen 
band of v( cul and inflrumenial mufic en- 
tertainctl the company during the whole 
evening, and the crcateft good-humour 
and hilarity prevailed beyond the earlicft 
hours of tnc morning. The collection 
of fongs, catches, and glees, prepared 
by Mr. Corfe, and printed for the occa- 
fion, that books might be dillributed to • 
the whole company, was judicioufly 
made, and the execution of^ them did 
equal credit to his tafte and that of ^he 
Salifbur>' choir. The effeft of fome of 
the chorufTes, particularly that of God 
favc. the KiHgt accompanied as thc^ 
were by the organ, and the full band of 
military inflruments, and thcfe joined by 
hundreds of voices in tlye hall, and in the 
apartments contiguous, with thofc of 
perfons who filled the colonades and 
furrounded the houfe, was inconceivably 
grand, and excited in the minds of many 
of the company a lively recolleilion of 
the fii-ft performances of Weilminftcr 
Abbey.

On the fame day, Mr. Beckford's 
trade fmen, tcnai.ts, and fevcral other par- 
tics, dined in different apartments of the 
2koufc ; and the whole number entertained 
within doors, including his own family, 
snr.Qwntcd, at leaft, to tour hundred per- 
fcns. The whole entertainment on 
Twelfth-day (not to notice thofe which 
commenced with Chriftmas) was charac- 
teriitd by that good order, pi6lm'efque 
arrangement^ holpitality, and magni^- 



cenct, which have on feveral dccafions 
been witneffcd at Fonthill. 

The joy, gratitude, and contentment^ 
cxprefled by repeated acclamations froia 
fuch a multitude of the peafantry as a£> 
femblcd on the Uwb, th^ neat appear* 
ance, and, al)ove all, their orderly con* 
du^ thipttghout the day, were circunx* 
ftances, in theie timcjs, highly to their 
c« edit, and ferve to fhew the vaft influence 
which ^ntlcmen of fortune and benefi- 
cent dilpofitions, refiding on their cllatc^ 
in the country, can A ill maintain, in op* 
pofition to tne eife<^s of more modern 
habits and fafhionable life, which, totally 
eftrangin^ the higher from the lower 
ranks of lociety, tend to increafe the hard* 
/hips and discontents of the latter, and^ 
in their confequences, to haften that le- 
velling and confufion of all orders, whici^ 
the higher ranks arc fo peculiarly inte- 
reAd, by their befl exertions, to avert. 

We cannot clofe this account without 
mentioning, what we have learnt onjgood 
authority, that the Chriftmas feftivitics of 
Fonthill, which appear to haye been con« 
du^ed with fuch extraordinary hofpita»> 
lit^ were begun by a£ls of the moft fub^ 
fbmtial charity ; Mr. Beckford having 
ordered two hundred blankets to be diH 
tributed among the- poor families of botk 
the Fonthills» with a load of fuel to each 
of them, befides confidcrablc fums of mo- 
ney to the indigent of his own and other 
neighbouring parilhes. 

As Ibmc interelUng circumftancec re- 
lative to Fonthill, and the works which 
ha\'e been carrying on there for thefe lail 
(jxteen years, are little known to the pub- 
lic, much the fineft parts of the place be- 
ing never Ihewn but to Mr. Btckford^g 
particular friends, and the primary mo* 
tives of thefe great projefts being littljs 
underftoo^i we hope to be able, in oty 
next,' to gratify our readers, through the 
fame channel by which we have pro- 
cured the above account, with a commu^ 
nication of f^mie particulars, which will, 
perhaps, be thought more valuable, a9 
they are of a lefs temporaiy natuic thaa 
thofe we have uaw prefented.

The ftatc of Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, at that time will be fonad, to 
him who will give himfclf the trouble of 
making the necelTary inquiry, yery 
wretcmd and contemptible indeed: It 
could icarcely produce a icholar fit to 
take upon him the charge of a country 
parifh$and hence Archbimoplf(hcr,and the 
ether Prektet of that Univerfity, in their 
letters to the Englifh Divines, were aU 
ways importunate with them to ule their 
intereft m fending Klinifters to Irriand. 
While the Church was in foch a condi- 
CioDy it is not to be wondered at, that 
the old fuperftition fhould ffcneFally pre- 
vail. It is a matter that deferves lome 
coniideration, whether the impOTcrifhing 
of the Church by alienating its poiTclTions 
to the laity, did not throw very powerful 
obtfacles in the progreft of the Reforma- 
tion I and afterwards, when fome great 
men endearourcd to regain them, did not 
prove an advantage to thofe who vrere 
bent on deftroying both Church and 
State ?

(bcocfsful was be therein, that In a fevr 
years the Protcftant Clergy were nut 
unon a refpedable footinr. Archbiihop 
UAier, knowing' the wei^t of his influ* 
ence, and the Ibyength ot his zealt pro« 
cured him to be eleflcd Chancellor ot the 
Univerfity; but that Ibciety was alwaya . 
in a Itateof diftra^ion, and was perpe* 
tually giving the Primate caufe of vexa* 
tion. The cle<5lion of a Provoft never 
failed letting the College in a flame, and 
therefore it was, that Arcjibifhop Uiher 
concurred virith our prelate in the 
then falutary meafure of removing the 
elc^ion out of the hands of the ftrUows. 
BeHdes there was another reafon for thia 
ftep, and that was the great and predo- 
minating fvvay which the Rom?n Catho* 
lies had in Dublin, and the danger which 
thence threatened this PToteftant loninary.* 
Archbifhop Laud had no other views 
in agerandiEing the monarch than to Ic- 
cure Uicreby the interells of Itarmng and 
rctigion* Simply to aggrandize his So- 
vereign waK never his ooje^l ; and in all 
tJie great and tryiiig circumftaiiccs of his 
public life, no fupport will be found for 
this injudicious alfertion. A fuller view 
of his life and chara^er, however, will 
foon appear, from which, I truft, it will 
befeen that his zeal was difiuterefted, hia 
motives upright, and hia principles pure 
and conftitutionaL I am, &c.

ARABIC PROFESSOR. AT CAMBRIDGE. 



qlMON OCKLEY, an eminent Orirn- 
V talift, was of ^ gentleman's family 
at Great Ellingham ^n Norfolk, where 
his father lived ; but was bom acci- 
dentally at Exeter in 1678. After a 
proper foundation in fchool-leaming he 
V^as fcnt in "1693 to Quecn*s Collect in 
Cambridge, where he foon diftinguifhed 
' iimfelf by great ouickn^fs of parts, as 
♦rell as by (what ^lo not always accom- 
pany them) intenfe application to Litera- 
ture: to the Oriental Languages more 
J)articularly, fot his \mcommcn fkill in 
which he afterwards bccaaii3 famous. 
He took "at the ufual times' the degrees 
in Arts, and that of Bachelor in Divinity. 
Having taken holy orders alfo, he was 
in 1705, through the iiitercft of Simon 
Patrick, Bifhop of Ely,^brefented by 
JeAis College, in Cambridge, to the 
Vicarage of Swavefey in 'that county j 
and in 1711 chofen Arabia ^rofelTcr of 
the Univerfity. Thefe pr^fcrmcnu he 



held to the day of his death, which hap- 
pened at Swavefey tl^c 9th of Augul^. 
1720; immaturely to himfelf, but more 
fo to his family. , 

pckley had the culture of Orient^ 
learning vciy much at heart } and the fc- 
veral publications whi^h he made were 
intended Iblely to promote it. In 170^ 
. he printed at Camoridge an ufeful little 
book, entitled, Introau&io ad linguas 
Or'ientalfiy in quA iisdi/cendis via mitni^ 
tur^ et earum ufus tflenditur. Accedit in* 
dex aufforumy tarn iil$rum quorum in hoc 
hbello mentiofity quam aliorum qui barum^ 
rnvm ftudiqfis ufui ejfe pqfflnt, i amo. 
Prefixed is a dedication to his fnen4 
the Bifhop of Ely, and a preface addrefTed 
to the jKventus Academica^ whom be 
labours to excite by various arguments 
to the purl u it of Oriental learning j af- 
furing them in general, that no man ever. 
was, or ever will be truly great in dii^i- 
nity wj^out at tca^ ibmc portion of ftiU 
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our Rabbi h^ cooft^iy k Tiewi umI 
therefore in his Orath InamgwrtUis fbr 
the Proieflbrikipy we fte him infiiHnc 
upoD the beauty, eopi<m&eA> and anta^ 
qulty of the Arabic ton^ in particular^ 
amd upon the ufe of Onental teaming in 
|;eneral,and dwelling upon thtpraiieaxif 
Erpenniusy Golius, Pocock* Herb^lot, 
ana all who had any ways contribntad 19 
promote the ftudy of it.

We will only oblerve, 
that, being married very young, he was 
encumbered with a ianlily early in lite y 
that his preferment in the church was 
not anfwcrable to his reputation as a 
icholar^ that bis patron, the Earl of Ox- 
^vd, fell into dilgrace when he wanted 
him moft) and. laiUy (for we mud' not 
omit to note it) that he had Tome ihare of 
that common infiiTnity among the learned, 
viz. a ncglcft of ceconomy, and want of 
pi^udential regard to outward things j 
without which, however, all the wit and 
all the learning in the world will but 
ierve to render a man the more miierable. 

As to his literary chara^er, which is 
the chief point we have to do with, 
it is certain that he was extremely well 
flciUed in all the ancient ian^ges, and 
particularly the Oriental; lo that the 
ftry learned Rcland J thought it not too 
nuch to declare, that he was vir^Ji quis 
tdiui b^Tum litftarmn peritm* He was 
iikewife very knowing in modem lan- 
guages, as the French, SpaniOi, Italian, 
\c. and upon the whole, confidered as a 



Linguift, we may pnTum* that few hav^ 
cxcMded him.

npHOUGH this Princei's could be very 
"^ familiar at timcs> and was fcldom 
V^ithouta party of private friends, where 
Majefty was entirely laid aiidc, fhc was a 
great obfcrvcr of Conrt etiquette, and 
fook care it ihotild be prefcrvcd moft 
frrupuloufly by all thofc who approached 
lier prefence in public. We have an in- 
fhmce of this in the difficulty Lord 
BoHngbrpke had, when Secretary of 
State, in introducing Prince Eugene 
'(who arrived late in the evening) to her 
Majefty without a Court-wig, which, at 
laft, was difpenfed with only on account 
of the particular celebrity of his cbarac^ 
tn-f «« and which," the Queen faid, 
(houid not be drawn into precedent." 

Al another time, a Captain, and the 
|bn of a Nobleman, who arrived with 
difpatches from abroad, unfortunately 
happened to make his firft appearance at 
Court, after his arriyal, in a Major 
wig. The Queen, who was quick to 
Ipy out thole irregularities, immediately 
{dked who he was ? and how he prefumed 
to appear before her in undrefs ? Being 
told, and an apology made for his not 
knowing the eti(^uette of the Court, /h^ 
faid, it did not fignify, he muft be told 
It J for^ if (he fuifered this indignity, flie 
iuppofod flic might . foon expert to fee 
all her officers pome to f ourt in bootf and 
fpurs. The Captain got the hint, went 
liorfie, rcdrefled nimfe|f, and was moft 
^cioufly received. 

GEORGE THE FIRST. 

There was a gentleman who lived in 
the city in the beginning of the reign of this 
monarch, who was fo fhrewdly fulpciled of 
Jacobitifm,* that he was taken up two 
or three times before the Council, but 
who defended himfdf fo dcxtroufly that 
fhey. could faften nothing pn l^im. On 
the breaking out of the rebellion in 1715, 
this man, who mixed fome humour with 
rIs politics, wrote to the Secretary of 
State, that, as he took it for granted that 
ax a tinie like the prcfeot he Ihouli be. 



taken up, as ufual, for a Jacobite, he ha4 
only one favour to beg, that if the Ad- 
minittration mcaat any fuch thing, 
they would do it in the courfe of the next 
week ; for the week after he was goin^ 
down to Dcvonlhirc upon his own buh- 
nefs, which, without this explanation, 
no doubt, would be conftrued as tranf- 
afting the bufinefs of the Pretender. 

Lord Townfhend, who was Secretary 
of State at that time, in one of his con- 
vivial moments with the King ihewed 
him this letter, and a(ked him what hif 
Majefty would dircft to^bc done with fuch 
a fellow? «< Poh f poh !" fayi the King, 
there can be little harm in a man vrhq 
writes To plcalanf ly j I'Jl tell you what 
you ftiall do : let him know I am wil- 
ling to make a drawn battle of it— fo 
that, if he lets me alone, he may depend 
upon it I ihall do the fame by him.'^ 

It was very fortunate for George th^ 
Firft, and, indeed, ivt the happinefs ^ 
his fubjefts, that, at fo critical a Dcricd 
of his coming to the throne ot thcle 
realms, the politics of France ftood \r% 
the relative htuati^n that they did. Oii 
the death of Louis the XlVth, Spain 
equallv thrcatencil to depriv*^ the Dukcf 
ot Orleans of the Regency, as the King 
of England of his dominions ; this be- 
got a perlbnal conneaion between the 
two laft-mcntioned perfonagts, which, 
confirmed by treaties, continued till thi 
majority and marriage of the young Kin^ 
«>t France} then, indeed, the peaceful cor- 
refpondence between the^o nations waa 
not fo ftrong j but, by that time, the Kin^c 
of England had fupprefled a rebeUion; 
and was, in other refpcfts> fvUy eftt- 
b|iihed on his throne. 

qUKEN CARpLINS. 

During tlie time of the debates on tH 
famous Excife Bilh, this Princdt, ^^ 
took a very great intereft in Imf ing it 
paiTed, endeavoured to pcrfuade £>ni 
Stair not \o be concerned in the oppofi- 
tica \ for this pyrpofe flie icat Ua that 
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Noblenuui) and^ amongft other particu- 
lars, told bin), that Ihc wt(hed, for his 
own fake, he would not meddle with po- 
liticly but would con^e himfelf to .the 
tflfairs of the ^miy, where he wa« fo 
eminent, and of which he was fo much 
s better judffe. To which he anfwered, 
'* Madam, if I had not meddled with 
politics, I, perhaps, now (hould not 
Dave the honour of paying my reipcfls to 
you *.*' ' 

. The Queen a^In preiled him, when he 
rave her this iaort, but honed anfwer : 
•* I will aniwer for my regiment againft 
the Pretender, but not agamft the oppo- 
lers of the Excife $** upon which the 
CJucf n, with tears in her eyes, iaid, " Wc 
nuft then dropit/* ^ 

The Queen was much of a literaij 
yroman ; and was obfefved to be never io 
much at her beft, as when in the com- 

J»any of literary men. She had, however, 
cmetimes prejudices in favour of this 
clafs of people, a^, upon coming to the 
throne, it is faid, (he had ferious thoughts 
of recommending Dr. Freind (a very li- 
terary man, and Firft Phyfician to her 
li^ajcfty) to be Secretary of State,

He ofr^ pfed to complain, that wh^ii 
thp moil barkinr whelps of Oppofition 
were converted into hit fervice, they 
funk at once into hnguor and ina6livity. 
He ufed to lay, (and no man knew' better 
than himfelf) that attack and defence 
were very different tt^'^ches of fervice. 
'< Common llren^h may pull down a 
wall, but the ficill of a workman is ab- 
folutely necfifary to rebuild it." 

Opinions were held in his time, that th^ 
Anniverfary of the 30th of January 
(hculd be abolilhed as a day of 
public fall and obfervance. Talking 
nrivately on this fubje^, one day, to a

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n^HE Reader is prefented in this work 
^ with a collection of fa£ts, fuch as he 
may conceive to be fupplied by the vaii- 
ous experience and the free converlation 
of an artift, a foldier, a moraliit, and a 
traveller. We may add to thcfe charac- 
ters that of a l<fV(T^ for Capt. Stedman 
has contrived to weave into his Nana^ 
tive the ftory of his tender aifeCtions : 
nor does ^e faithful and fair Joanna, if 
a mulatto complexion will permit us to 
apply that epithet to a very charming 
female in other refpecls, degrade the dig- 
nity, while fhe confiderably heightens the 
intereft, of his adventures. As a Mo- 
ralif^, we And our author wandering 
among the plantations of Surinam $ ob- 
icrving the behaviour of the planters 
towards their (laves and each other ; and 
'deducing ufeful refle£lions from the oc- 
€\irrencers that prcfent themftrlves. As a 
Soldier, we follow him with difficulty 
Along the tracklefs forefts of the inte- 
rior country, purfuing the revolted ne- 
groes with pcrlevering bravery and ulti- 
mate fuccels, in fpitc of the difficuliies 
of cold and hunger, a favage foe, and a 
peHilentiol climate« 

As an Artift, Capt. Stedman employs 
cv«ry leifure hour or his travels, and evc- 
rv vacant page of his book, in a defcrip- 
tion and delineation of fome curious ani- 
. mal or plant ; of fome American fcenc, 
•either of perfons or of country, recom- 
mended by its beauty or its ^guiaiity. 



Mr. Stedman, as a Natural ift, is fome- 
times deficient in verbal accuracy, whick 
may be readily excufed in a writer whole 
occupations could hardly have afforded 
him opportunity for fcientilic precifioa ^ 
but his reprefentations on paper are, for 
the moft part, exa£l, and unconunoniy 
animated and chara6leriftic. 

On the fubje6l of the condition of the 
negroes who cultivate the plantations of 
Surinam, one mi^ht fuppole out author, 
from fome pait ot his work, to be a can- 
did and inrpartial viritneft. If fo, the 
horrible initances of cruelty, which he 
narrates with drcadi\il minutenefs, would 
difpofe every real friend to mankind to 
reprobate, in the moft decided manner, 
both, the Slave-trade and its votaries. 
Some of the examples of iavage fever ity 
which he records, he beheld himfeif j ana 
of theftr the refpe6l we are difpofed |o 
entertain for his veracity will not peimit 
us to doubt \ bat ieveral cafes he relates 
from the report of others j and, perhaps, 
a fecrct prejudice againft the charafter of 
the planters and their agents might in- 
cline him to fulpeil their guilt, where tic 
proof of its cxillcnce was incomplete. 

Wc have formed this judgment from 
obferving the apparent complacency wkh 
which Capt. Stedman dilates on every 
atrocious circumdance employed to ag- 
gravate and enhance the fuiVcrings of the 
mifeiable negroes* If he has liippoled 
that, b^ theie msansj he ihould au^me;nt 
T the 
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if» intereft of hit work, wt fear he hat 
made, in this inilance, a wrong conclu- 
Con. Moft of his readers wilfprobably 
be at length wearied and dfrguited wito 
a pi6hire, too frequently exhibited, of 
ihcckiogy inconceivable, and g^ratuitou* 
barbarity. Why this fyftem ot" accumu- 
lated horrors (houid continue to be in- 
fli6^ed on a wretched race, when, by the 
acknowledgment of the planters them- 
ielvcs, it is wholly inefFeftual as to all 
the rational purpoles of puniihrnent, be- 
ing derided by the ftoical contempt of the 
intrepid iuffcrer, and exciting little Co* 
licitude in the minds of his tnougbtlefs 
ailbciates, it is uielel's to enquire ; and 
what no reafonablc ptrfon would do, or 
permit, the mind does not willingly be- 
lieve can very often take place. The 
love of the mar\'ellou8, too, and the trc* 
knendous, is fo prevalent in the human 
breaft, that we now and then fiwi it en- 
couraging the fcntiment, when there is 
not an adequate objeft to excite it. 

For thefe reafons the reader will perufe 
the narrative of the fufferings and pu- 
nishments of the negro davcsj at Surinam 
with fome grains ot" allowance tor par- 
donable partiality, and a fondnefs for* 
the wonderful and the uncommon. Julticc, 
however, calls upon us to declare, that 
Capt. Stedman fpcaks on the great qucf. 
tion of the Slave-trade with candour :u;d 
philofophical mo<.kration ; and, thinking 
It wrong and rcprehenfible on tin; whole, 
is fully aware ot the milchieis that would 
probably eniiie frcm its premature and 
iudden abolition. On this topic our au- 
thor is very eloquent and argmnentative, 
though his reafonings do not entirely 
correfpond with what he deliver* in other 
parts of his bock on the liamc i'ubje£l. , 
The firft Chapters of this work are 
employed in dcfcribing our author's 
voyage to South America, and in rebting 
the hiftcry of the colony at Surinam, 
from the time of its earlieft difcovcry by 
the Spaniards^ till its poiTeinon by thie 
English in the reign of Charles the Se- 
corid } by the I>utch toward the end of 
the fame reign } by the French in the 
year 1712, vmo took the fettlement from 
the Hollanders with five fhips of war, and 
fold it to them immediately for 56,618!. 
fterlmg. They have continued ever fincc 
its undidurbed proprietors. In the fame 
part there are particubr details of the re- 
volts of the negro flaves of the colony at 
different timc«. Thcie are a very proper 
introdu6Uon to that porlipn of Capt. 
Stedman*s worJc which relates to the ex- 
peditioa undertaken to fubduc aod dii- 



perft tbefH, while he wu on the cotft, Im 
which he bore a very Considerable and dis- 
tinguished Share. . 

He thus dflfcribet one of the leaders of 
the rebels, with circumSbntes not very 
hoBourablg to European faith, 

*' Baron, with the greateft number of 
the rebels, efcapcd into the woods, hav- 
ing firft found means, however, to cut tiit 
throats of un or twelve of the rangers, 
who had loSl their way in the maiSh, and 
whom he fcized as they Sluck fait In thm 
fwamp ; and cutting off the ears, nole, 
and lips of one ot them, he left hiin 
alive, m this condition to return to his 
friends, with whom, however, the miie- 
rable man foon expired. 

** This Baron had formerly been tlie 
negro Slaveof a Mr. Dalilbergh, a Swede, 
who, on account ot his abilities, had 
advanced him to the rank of a favourite, 
had taught him to read and write, and 
bred him a malln. He had alfu been with 
his mafter in Holland, and was promiled 
his manuniiiTion on his return to the co- 
lony. But Mr. Dahlbergh, breaking 
his word with regard to his liberty, and 
felling him to a Jew, Baron obltinately 
rcfuled to work, in confcqueace of which 
he was publickly flogged under the gal- 
lows. This uiagc the negf* i'o violently 
rx:fented, that from that moment he 
vowed revenge again/l all Europears 
without exception, fled to the wood>, 
where, putting himfelf at the head of the 
rebels, his name became dreadful, aiid 
particurarly fo to his former maimer 
Dahlbergh, as he folemnly fwore that 
he Sliculd never die in peace till he had 
washed his hands in the tyrant's blood.** 

In the page immediately fucceedlr.g 
that from which we have extracted the 
above paiTage, another occuis of a veiy 
different nature, which is a proper controii 
to that which precedes it. An it alfodii- 
plays to great advantage our author's ta- 
lent fordercription,and makes the reader, 
in feme Sort, acquainted with the heroine 
of tile Slory, we Shall here prefent it to hin^^ 
" This charming young woman I firtt 
law at the houfe 01 a Mr. Demelly, ic- 
cretary to the Court of Policy, where I 
daily breakfalled, and with whole lady, 
Joanna, but fifteen years of age, was a very 
remarkable favourite. Rather taller than 
the middle fize, (he was poitclfed of ihe 
mofl elegant Shape that nature can exhi- 
bit, moving her wellformcd limbs with 
more than common gracefubels. Her 
face was full of native modclty, and the 
moft diftinguilhed fwectucSV j her eyes, 
a4 black as ebony, were large and f^ill of 
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<tj >teflk m bdpeakinff the gbodneft of 
lier heart, with chedcs, through which 
•glowed, in fptte of the darkceis of her 
^iomplexion, a beautiful tinge of vermil- 
I1011, when gazed \ipon. Her nofe was 
Mrfe^iy wefi formed, rather ^all.; her 
ftps a iirtle prominent, which, when fha 
^ke, difcovcred two regular rows of 
Heth, as white as mountain fnow ; her 
Iwir was a dark brown, inclining to 
black, forming a beautiful globe of Imall 
tinglets, ornamented with flowers and 
fpA fp^ingles. Round her neck, her 
^urms, and her ancles, (he wore gold 
chains, rings and medals ; ^hile a (hawl 
of India muflin, the end of which was 
negligently thrown over her polifhed 
ftcuBcrs, gracefully covered part of her 
lovely bofom j a petticoat of rich chintz 
mlone completed her apparel. Bare- 
lieaded and bare-footed, me (hone with 
double luitre as ihe carried in her delicate 
hand a beaver hat, the crown trimmed 
ttiund with filver. The figure and ap« 
pcarancc of this charming creature could 
not but attra^ my particular aUention, 
^sthey did indeed that of ail who beheld 
her, and induced me to enquire from Mrs. 
Dcmelly, with much lurprize, who fhe 
wrls, that appeared to be io much diftin- 
j^ithed above all others of her Ipccies in 
the colony. 

«« She is, Sir," replied this lady, "the 
daughter of arclpcftablc gentleman, nam- 
ed iSruythcff, who hrtci, bcfidcs this girl, 
(bur children by a black woman called 
Cery, the property of a Mr. D. ft. on his 
«ftate called Fanconbcrg, in the upper 
part of the river Comewlna. 

•* Seme tew years fmce Mr. Kniythoff 
madethecffer 01 above one thou land pounds 
itcriing to Mi-. D. T^. to 'obtain manu- 
miilion for his offspring, which bcini^ in- 
humanly refuled, ic had luch an eftcS 6n 
his Ipirits, that he became irantic, and 
died in that mclarchcly itate loon after, 
leaving in flavcry, at ihe diCci-eti^n of a 
tyrant, two boys, ar.d three fine girh, 
of which the one now bctore us is the 
ekleft. 

*« The geld medals, &c. which feem 
to lurprize ytu, arc the giits which her 
taichtul mother, who is a dc>erving wo- 
man towards htr children, and ^f fome 
confequence anion^ft htr calt, received 
"from ber father (vvncm Ihe ever attended 
withtxtmptary afftfticn) juft before he 
expired* 

•*Mr. D. B. howeA'er met with his juft 
reward : for having fmce driven all his 
bed cai-pcntcr negrots to the woods by his 
injuttice andfcveriry, he was ruined, and 



obliged to fly the colony, tnd leave hit 
eflate and ftock to the difpofal of his 
creditors, while one of the above unhap- 
py dciertcrs, ^famboo (the offspring, that 
18, of a mulatto and a negro), has, by his 
induftry, been the protefior of Cery and 
her children. His name is Jolycoeur» 
and he is now the flrft of Baron* s cap. 
tains, whom j^oo may have a chance of 
q^ting in the rebel camp, breathing re- 
venge againft the Chriftians. 

"Mrs. D. B. is ftill in Surinam, being 
arrefted for her hufband's debts, tillFau- 
conberg (hall be fold by execution to pay 
them.* This lady now lodges at my 
houfe, where the unfortunate Joanna at* 
tends her, whom flie treats with peculiar 
tendemefs anddiftin6lion.** 

" Having thanked Mrs. Dcmelly for 
her account of Joanna, in whofc eye 
glitterod the precious pearl of fympathy, 
I took my leave, and went to my lodg- 
ing in a irate of ladnefs and ftupet'a6^ion» 
However trifling, and like the ftilc of 
romance,this relation may appear to fomc^ 
it is neverthelefs a genuine account, and, 
on that i'coixr, may not be entirely unin- 
terefting to my readers.*' 

Capt. Stedman mentions, in a note a^ 
the bottom of the page, that, in Surinam^ 
if a mother be in Havery, her ofl'spring 
are her mafttar's property, fliould their' 
father be a prince, unlels he obtains them 
by purcha:e. We apprehend that this 
regulation is univerlal wherWcr flavciy 
is cftablifhed. The narrative above 
cited is ornamented by a whole-length 
reprefentation of Joanna, in which both 
the lover and the artift have laboured with 
iuimitable fuccefs. 

In the Fifth Chapter ^a circumftance it 
detailed which (hews that, however harlh 
the treatment of the ilaves may cccafion- 
ally be at Surinam, yet, on the whole, 
the planters are not lorry to favour them, 
when it may be done by transferring theif 
haidihips to others. This proves, we 
fliould think, that of wanton cruelty po- 
licy will, for the mcft part, prevent the 
perpetration. 

** Five or fix failors now were buried 
every day, belonging to the merchant- 
ftiips, whofe lamentable fate I cannot 
pals by unnoticed, being aftually uled 
worfe than the jiegrces in this Icorching 
climate, where, bcfides rowing lar« 
flat-bottomed barges up and down the 
river, day and night, for coflfcc, fugar, 
&c. and being expoled befides to the bur- 
ning lun atd heavy rains, and flowing 
the above commodities in a hold as hot 
as an oven, they arc obliged to row every 
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B^feutjpUmter to his citate at a call, 
Waich aves the jnentJcman To manv ne* 
gFot$9 and for which they rcceiTe» in re- 
turn, nothing — many tiroes not fo much 
aa a QKrathfuT of meat and drink i palii- 
ating hunger and thirft by begging from 
the Haves a few bananas or plantains ; 
eating oranges, and drinking water> 
which, in a httle time, relievrs them from 
every complaint, by iUpping them off to 
eternity. In every part of the colony 
they are no better treated, but, like 
hor^, they muft (having unloaded the 
vdTeis) drag the commodltlts to the dii- 
tant Itore-houies, being bathed in fweat, 
and bullied with bad language, fometimea 
with blows ; while a few negroes are 
ordered to attend, but not to work, by 
the dire^^ion of their mailers, whicn 
many would willingly do to relieve the 
drooping failors* to whom this ufage 
moit be exceedingly dlflieartening and 
filing. The planters even employ 
thofe men to^ paint their houfes, clean 
their iaih-windows, and do numberlefs 
other menial offices, for which a feaman 
ynut never intended. All this is done 
to finre the work of their negroes j while 
by this ufage thouiands are fwept to the 
. j;rave, who, in the Hnc of their profcflion 
alone» might have lived for many years j 
HCH- dare the Weft India captains to re- 
iuictheirmen, without incuning the dif- 
pieai'ure of the plaiHrrs, and leeing their 
^tps rot in the narboyr without a /p^^. 
iMji i nay, I have heard a Tailor fervently 
yrith be had been bom a negro, and beg 
to be enmioyed amongft them in cultivat- 
Vig a colfee plantation/^ 

Admit the truth of the fa^s above 
ftated in their full extent (and there is no 
reafon to call them in queftion),and then 
£»y whether Haves ai^ tne only objeils of 
a juft man*s ccmpaffion j and whether 
BuFopeans and Freemen are not often 
pkinged in dcepei: and more pungent dif- 
treis. 

Soon after his arrival our author was 
packed by a violent fever, in <;onie< 
^uecce of an intemperate and diflipated 
courie of life in a very unhealthy climate. 
In this cakunityhewas traatcd with great 
Idndnefs and hMnianlty bvmany of the'in- 
habitants of Surinam. AUt he attributed . 
his recovery chiefly to the good oiiices 
and tender nuffing of Joanna, who, hear- 
ing of hb malady, c^e, with one of her 
fifters, to offer her icrvice^. Hy he^ un- 
remitting care and attention he had the 
good fortune to ifegain his health and 
oirits in a great meafure ; at leaft, fo 
ikr as to take an airing in the carriage of 
afrtcod. 



, " Till this time," fays our author, 
I had chiefly been Joanna's friend j but 
now I began to feel I was her captive. 
I renewed mv wild propofals of purcha« 
iing, educating, and tranl'porting her to 
Europe ; which, though offered with the 
moft perfe£l fmcerity, were by her ro— 
jelled, with this humble declaration : 

•• I am bom a low contemptible Have. 
Were you to treat me with too much a^ 
tention, you muft degrade youriclf with 
all ^our friends and relations ; while tht 
purchafe of my freedom you will find as- 
peiifive, difficult, and apparently impoflU 
ble. Yet, though a (lave, I have a ibui, 
I hop<:, not infuior to that of an Euro- 
pean { and bluffi not to avow the regard J 
retain for you, who have diltinguilbal 
me fo mucn above all othtrs of my 04* 
happy birth. You have, Sir, pitied me; ' 
and now, independent of every other 
thought, I ihail have pride in throwin|r 
myfcif at your feet, till fate ihall part 
us, or my condu^ become fuch as to give 
you caufe to banilh me from your pf«- 
Icncc.'* 

** This ftic uttered with a downcaft 
look, and tears dropping on her heaving 
bofom, while (he held her companion by 
the hand. 

" From tha.: inftant this excellent crea- 
ture was mine ; — nor had I ever cauli; to 
repent of the ftep I had taken, as will ap- 
pear more particularly in the courie of 
this narrative. 

** I cannot omit to record, that having 
purchaied for her prcfents to Jfhe value of 
twenty guineas, I was the next day great- 
ly aftonifhed to fee all mv gold returned 
upon my table $ the charming Joanna 
having carried every article back to the 
merchants, who cheerfully returned her 
the money. 

" Your generoiis intentions alone, Sir, 
((he (aid) were lufficient : but allow mc 
to tell you, that I cannot help conOdering 
any fuperfluous expence on my account 
as a climinution of that good opinion 
v^hich I hope you have, and will ever 
entertain, of my difmterefted diTpQil. 
tiori." 

" Such was the language of a flavc, 
whqhad fimplcnatyre only for her inftruc- 
tor, the purity of wliofe fentiments ftood 
in need of no ornament \ and theii: I was 
now determine^ to improve by every 
care." 

Of our author's talent for delineatijpg 
and difcriminating charafter8^ no unri- 
vo^rable fpccimcn may be given in hie^ 
portraits of Governor Nepfeu, the prefi- 
dent of the colony^ and oi Colonel Four- 
' geotidt 
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gcond, tiSc coftmiandcr of the regiment in 
which Capt. Stcdman ferved. 

" As the ingredients of flattery or 
fear make but a ImaiJ part of that man's 
compoiition, who prefumts to give thofe 
outlines, and who pretends pcrfti^tly to 
have known both chara^er^, the ri;adcr 
may depend on having them painted in 
their true original colours, however Urong 
the (hades. 

** Governor Nepfeu was faid to he ra- 
ther a man of fenle than of learning, and 
was wholly indebted to hi» art and ad- 
dreis for having rilim to his prefeht dig- 
nity from I'wceping the hall of the 
Court- houfc- By the feme means he was 
rnrhled, frrm nothing, to accumulate a 
fortune, by icme computed at no Ids than 
Soeol. Iterlirg, annually, and lo com- 
^und refpeft from all ranks of people, 
po perlbn ever daring to attack him but 
at a diftance. His deportment was affa- 
bk, but ironical, without ever Icfmg the 
fommard of his temper, which eave him 
the appearance of a man of laihion, and 
.rendered his influence almolt unbounded.' 
Jle vras generally known by the appella- 
tion oi RtiY)ia^(U and was moft certainly a 
fox of too much artifiee to be run down 
by all the huunds in the colony. 

'•Colonel Fouj-^eond was alniod exaflly 
the revcrfe of this portrait. He was 
impetuous, paflionate, lelf-lulficicnt, and 
revengeful: he wcs not cr\iel to indivi- 
duals, but was a tyrant to the generality, 
and caufed the aeath of hundreds by 
his fordid avarice and oppretlion. With 
?1J this he was partial, ui'^ratcful, and 
confuted ; but a mr.lt indchtigable man 
in bearing hardfhips, and In bra virg dan- 
gers net exceeded by CclumUus him- 
lelf, which, like a tnie Buccaneer, he 
fuftaincd with the moll heroic courage, 
patience, ard pcrleverance. Though 
unconquerably harih and feverc to his 
«i!icers, lie was, hc^Svever, not wanting 
in affiability to the private fcldiers. He 
had resd \ but had no education to aflill 
him in digefting what he read. In 
ihort, few men could talk better, but, on 
moft cccnfions, few could a^ worfe. 

•'Such were the chtirafters of cur com- 
mandeis, while the oppofition of two 
fuch men to each other coukl not fail to 
prrduce unhappinefs to the troops, and 
operated as a lulficient caule for thefliic- 
tnnting ftaic of political affairs in this 
dfjt^ed colony." 

Capt. S. mentions a curious contri- 
vance for fending a piece of ready roafted 
bccf frcm Europe to Surinam, where, on 
account of the Imall lizc and roark grain 



of their own oxen, it it accounted a moff 
raluable and delicate prelcnt. The man« 
ner of prcferving the meat for this long 
voyage, when roafted, is by puttijtg it 
in a block-tin box, or canifter \ then fil- 
ling up the empty fpace with gravy oi- 
dripping, till it is perfeftly covered over; 
after which the box mu i be fok'ered and 
made faft round about, lo that mither air 
nor water can penetrate :— by theic mean« 
it may be carried, with fafcty, round the 
globe. 

At Paramaribo, the capital of Suri- 
nam, our author tafted a fi(h called a 
jackee, about eight or ten inches long, 
exceedingly fat and delicate, of which it 
is extremely remarkable that it changes 
to a frog. " Of thi« truth,'' lays Capt. 
S. " I was fully fttisfied, by feeing the 
above animal difl*eAed, and lufpenddi in 
a bottle with fpirits j when the two 
hinder legs of a very fmall frog friade 
their appearance, growing within fide 
from that part of the back to which ufti- 
ally the inteftines are fixed. He there* 
fore juftly concludes, that the jackee is 
only a kind of tadpole, growing to a 
large (ize before its ufual transformation. 

He mentions another evtraordinary 
fpecies of fifli, feen in great quantities 
near the town of New Amfterdam, in 
this colony, which has four eyes, and 
fwimftconibntly with two above and two 
under the water. They are about the 
fize of a fmelt, and move in fhoals witli 
incredible velocity. 

In the Seventh Chapter there is the 
following acc' unt, in his own words, of 
the abnolt miraculous el'cape of a Ibldiery 
who was wounded by the rebel negroes^ 
and fell, in the engagement in which a 
Lieutenant Lappcr and many men were 
killvd. 

« I was Ihot, Sir,'* faid he, " with a 
m.ulkct bullet, in my breai^ 5 and to re- 
fift or efcape being impoflible, as the only 
means left me to fave my life, I throw 
myfelf down among the mortally wound- 
ed and the dead, without moving hand 
or foot. Here, in the evening, the rebel 
chief, furveying his conquelt, ordered 
one of his captains to besin inftantly to 
cut off the heads of the iTain, in order to 
carry them home to their village, as tro- 
phies of their vifloryj this captain, 
naving already chopped oflF that of Lieu- 
tenant Lapper, and one or two more» 
faid to his tricnd, " Sonde go fieeby^ cabn 
rhaketve lih ten ina thgo tay tamara }" 
" the fun is jult going to llcep, we muft 
leave thofe other dogs till to-morrow.*' 
Upon laying which (continued the fr>l-

with my face reftin^ on my left arm, he, 
dropf ing his hatchet into my (houlder, 
made the fatal wound you fee, of which 
libaii, perhaps, r.o mote recover. ^I, 
however, lay quite ft ill.

at laft arrived at the military poll of

l]l^E announce with pleafurc the publi- 
cation of a work which has long 
been a deiideratum to (ludents \ a work 
which ccnununicates the important difco- 
veries in natural knowledge in an enter- 
taining manner, and which prelcnts to 
gcnerad readers an eafy explanation of the 
nioft curious phenomena which. conti- 
nually fail under the obfervation of man- 
kind.

jeft of optics is treated with accuracy 
and ability, but in fome parts will prove 
rather unmterefting to perfons not ac- 
quainted with the mathematics. Thr 
Fourth Book treats of ele£lricity and 
ele^rical phenomena, thunder and light- 
ning, waterlbouts, meteors, the aurora bo- 
realis, &c. The Fifth Book relates to air, 
and is particularly important. 

On the dilcoveries which have been * 
made wiihrefpe^ to the properties of the 
elaiiic fluids principally depend tho(h 
vaft improvements in chemical and phU 
lofophical knowledge which have for lome 
years paft fo much engaged the attention 
of fcientific men. We hxvt no hefitatioA 
in faying that the work before us con- 
tains the beft account of the different I'pcr 
cies of air which has yet been prefcntcd 
to the public. In this book are included 
the elafticity and weight of the ttmo- 
fphere, with their more remarkable efFefts^ 
the nature of found, the caufes of 
winds, and the atmofpherical phenomenal 
together with an account of the prognol^ 
tics of the weather, as far as they have 
been afcertained. It »lfo explains th^ 
^^inc:ples on which balloons aicend into 
the higher regions of the atmofphere. 

Minerals are the fubje£t of the Sixth 
Book, which leads to the (lru£>urc of the 
earth, and the (Inking eflfcOs of volca*- 
noes and earthquakes. In this part of 
the work the new chemical doftrmes arc 
better ap|)]ied in explaining the changet 
which mineral fubftances undergo than 
we have yet feen. Water is the fubjefl 
of the Seventh Book, and fr.;m the vari« 
ous dates and dwamftarcetf In which it 
is found, forms an intererting fabfeft 
of enquiry. The Eighth Book treats, 
pretty largely, of vegetation, the ftmc- 
ttn-e of vegetables^ and the properties of 

uiyiii/fcju uy >^-j^^v' v>'pt ix^ 
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▼egetable Aibftancet. The Kiittfa Book, 
for almoft the whole of which our author 
acknowledges himfclf indebted to Dr. 
Belcher, QTMaidftone, treats of the ftnic- 
tore and fiin6lioii« of animals. The ana- 
tomical part is accurate, but in fome 
parts more minute, than, perhaps, the 

1>lan of the work required. The phyfio- 
ogy is entertainine, and might have 
bm prolonged with advantage. The 
Tenth and iaft book gives a concKe and 
judicious iriew •f the numnn mind. That 
theDodlor bv not embrace ^ the pernicious 
tenets of whi^ is called the New Philofo- 
phy, will appoor from the following cz* 
traa; 

< <That the do6lrine of the aflbeiation of 
ideas Ihould, in the mind of any vihonarv 
writer, have ever been connected wito 
the fatal necelHty of human anions, i8> 
I coniefs, to me a matter of furprize. 
Miierabie, indeed, muft be the ftatc of 
man, if he was ^dued with no power 
of regulating or dire6llng the traia of 
his ideas ; if they muft flow for ever in 
one Dcceflary, unbroken channel, or if 
external objcfts alone were to dilate to 
us what to th'.nk. It is obrious, that If 
this was the cafe, thore could be no va- 
fiety, and fcarcely any change in the pur- 
suits oi men s the thoughts muft flow 
from each othjor in opc uninterrupted ic- 
jries, aad man could not be an accounta- 
ble, and icarcely a rational ^rettvre. 



** It is, hoffvever, plain, that wt have a 
powerof interrupting the train of thought, 
of dwelling more intenfelv upon particular 
ideas, and even of occauonally divert in|r 
our reflections and contcnaplationa into 
new channels ; and this power alone is 
fu£cient, in my opinion, to coniHtnte 
man a free agent *• Indeed, thofe au« 
thors who contend moft for the dodrine 
of a fatal necdiity are among the flrft 
to recommend an application to ftudy ami 
the cultivation of the mand| whereas, if 
the mind is endued with no fpontaneoos 
energy whatever, no felf-dire£^ing agen- 
cy, lurely fuch a recommendation is in- 
confiflent and abiurd f . 

* * On any queftion of ieriout importance, 
analogical reafoning ihould be admitted 
with the utmoft caution ; and yet a fenfc* 
lefs and puerile analogy has been called m 
to the aid of an argument, which cannot 
be fupported by pofitive proof. Motive 
and aaion in morals, have been compar- 
ed to cauic and cfte€t in phyiics {. That 
icroe motive in the mind precede* every 
human a^too is certain, and thus far the 
analogy is juft i but the motive may as 
well be in the will itfelf, as the mere re^ 
fult of any external caule. If, indeed, 
the analog was true tn all its parts, $, 
human being would be altogether as Tub- 
je£i to the lawf of inert matter as a block 
of marble or of wood. Whatever ia 
fubje^ to an abfohite neceflity , can never

It it the 
di<^atc of nature and commoo ienk ; one 
of the Arft perceptions wt ha?c of the 
operations oi our own minds* It does not 
lie with us, therefore, to prove, that the 
human mind is free ; but U lies with tht 
^ponenta of liberty to /tmv that / / // 
^Qifrte \ and this ought to be done upcn 
dirDft, po6tive, experimental evidence; 
and not upon ^uiciful analogic or coo- 
jeAure. 

"The onlyargoaient which the fotalLfts 
have ever bc^n able to addxice, which -at 
alt bears upon the pointy is this— that 
men i£t from motiTcs, and thefe motives 
are dependent upon fituation and external 
circumftabces. This, then, is really 
the point at iAoer between the fatalLfts» 
and the advocates for tht free agency of 
man. The former fuppoie the fe- 
fluence of motives from external caulet 
to be abfolute and unlimited } the latter 
allow the influence of motives to a certain 
extent, but they deny that it is ablblute 
and tuolimited. 

'< In the prefent ftate of human know- 
ledge, it is, indeed, a fpecies of dogma- 
tifm not to be endured, to pretend pre- 
ciftly to afcertain how hx the influence 
of external motives extends over tha 
mind of man. That external cauies 
fliould have a certain weight and influence 
with us, is certainW confiflent wkh the 
wiidom of Divine Providence, and con- 
fiflent with that order and regularity 
which he has every where eftabliibcd. If 
nicn were to aft entirely independent ctf 
all influence from external cauies and 
clrcumflances, vm world would be an 
entire fcene of confufion and difor- 
der J if, on the contrary, they were en- 
dued with no power of choice pr deli« 
bcratlon, the whole would be an inani- 



ante tnifonn mals, fubjeft to certain and 
deflnite laws, as much aa inert matter. 
In this, therei'ore, the lame ha^py medium 
appears to be eflabliflicd u m other in- 
flances. Kfan, fr^m his natural relation 
to external things, from that wonderi'ol 
connexion which exifls between the body 
and the mind, is fub^eft to a certain a^ 
fluence from dtuatioo and circumflances \ 
but there is ftill in his own mind a'pewtr 
of reflefting, deliberating, and deeidinf 
upon his motives and cofMl«£l. 
^ ^' Another argument in favour of fata* 
lity is dedticed trom the prePciencc of the 
Deity. «If Oo4 foreknows aU thinra 
(it is alle^), then every event muft be 
p r e d e te nnmed/* But this argument 
refts upon the lame prefumptuous foun- 
dation as the prececling, which would 
pofltively determine the precife degree of 
infiucuce that external caufes mufl have up« 
on themind oflnan. Dogmatifln certainly 
never was the road to truth, and is utterly 
inconflflent with that naodefty and humi* 
lity, which is the verv charafteriiic of a 
real Philofopher. The pre/cience of the 
Deity! Who will dare to iav that he ia 
able to define it ? Who will dare to al* 
lege that he underftands every particular 
circumflance and attribute ot the Divine 
exiflence ? To (ay that Ood cannoi ex« 
ercife his own powers in that way which it 
moft agreeable to the ends that infinity 
wiidom propofes, and infinite j^oodneit 
would dictate, is to define and limit om- 
nipotence I ani to afiirm that God can« 
not conftitute man a free agent, cemntt in 
this inflance difpcnle with his own pre- 
icience, is to {ay, that God is not omni- 
potent. This was long my own- opinion 1 
and I was happy to find it confirmed by 
the excellent and judicious Dr. Henry 
More, whoie ftntimentt on this fubjeA 
were pointed out to me by a friend. <^ It 
is ^ true (lays he) we cannot otherwiie 
think of God's ftff-kiwvUfidge^ but as 
bcing^ everyway clear and perfeft, and 
without poifibihty of error, as to thofe 
object about which he judges er pro- 
nounces. And furely he does always 
Judffe and determine of things according 
as Siey are \ that is to fay, of a contin- 
gent thinff aa it it contingent { and of a 
neceflary tning as it is oeceflarj^. Whence;, 
it comes to 1^%^ that thole things which 
are contingent and proceed from a free

" * A« it IS in the qiotions of the body, fe Jr It in the thoofhts of our aninds \ where 
sny ooe U fuch, that we have pov^er to take it up, or ley it byi according to the preCe- 
f*nce of the nund, Qiere we areat libeffty.**^Laicke*s Sfl^y, Bb il c ai. 
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<< But siol to cenfine Qoi^tomnijtienee 
within iiaiTO«r«r» nor afcribe to it wider 
bounds than we do to his ^mnipUence^ 
which all fvppofe to be an abtlity to do 
whatever implies not a contradiction j let 
us difpatch the difficulty in a few words, 
by ^yingt that the fore-knowied^e tf 
soMiingent effeC^s, which proceed irom a 
free principle &f aSin^* docs either im- 
ply a eontradi^ion» or it does not.

<'Tbemoft decifive argument, however, 
mgainft the Bitaliits, it, the extravagant 
conclufions to which this gloomy and 
•omfbrtlefs do^rine leads, a!nd the hor- 
rible confequences which are attached to 
k. If man is a necejfary agent, he cannot 
pcsffiblv be an accountable being ; for how 
DEepolterous is the thought, how incon- 
iftent would it be with every principle 
of juftice, to punifli any being whatever, 
or in anv degree, for what he couM not have 
avowed ? In a theological view, therefore, 
this doC^rise appears to conduct dire^ly 
to atheifm 5 for we cannot conceive of 
tftie Deity in fuch a manner as to fuppofe 
bim \irantonly cruel or unjuft. To fay 
that future puni(hments are not to be (as 
the orthodox party conceive) eternal in 
their duration, does not remove the dif- 
iiculty J to puniih at all for involuntary 
offences, is cruelty and injulticc. The 
fyilem of firet agencvs on the contrary, 
is condftent wtth all the attributes of 
God, and is hrghlv confolatory and in- 
ifcruftive to nun. This lyftem rtfts upon 
the cleared bafit of jultlcc Man is 
created freej br lias good and evil placed 
before him, Vloth the itron^ll and molt 
conciliating motives^bi the Chriitian dif- 
peniation to puriuc the one, and to avoid 



tke other* If he pcrreffHy taket th« 
wrong coorie, and proves incoriigibly 
wick«l, every principk of reafcn and 
equity ian^ioos the juftice of his pu« 
niihment. Into the natve of that pum/h-. 
ment, it is not my orslent bufiaefa to eit*. 

2uire. It will douotlefs be (bch as t« 
ithfy infinite juflice, yet tempered by 
the fweet and falutary exercifcof infinite 
mercy* 

<* If the divine laws are thus outraged 
by the preppfterous hypolhefis of a fatal 
neceility, human laws, I fear, will not" 
ftand upon a much firmer foundation. 
To punifli anv criminal for an error 
wbicd he couid not avoid, is certainly 
not only cruel, but wicked in the ex* 
treme \ and yet fuch muft be the cafe> if 
the doArine of the fatalifts is true *. 

*• On the whole, it is the part of truer 
philofophy to avoid equally the dangerous 
extremes oFan arrogant dogmatifin, wh ich 
profeiles, like the ignorant opponents oF 
Socratea, to know cvrt*y thing, and oF 
that j)erpiexing fcepticilin which won Id 
deprive the human underftanding of capa- 
city and intelligence. A» finite beings, 
many fa^ls are neceiEurilv pbced beyond 
the reach of our rcfearcnes. They arc 
neither fuited to our faculties, nor our 
fituation in this lite \ and where we have 
no bafis of faft on which to reilbn, error* 
will generally be the conftquence of our 
indulging in vifionary ipecuiations. 

** To confole us for this deficiency, we 
may f^lll remark, with iatisfa^^ion and 
gratitude, that if much is concealed, 
much alfo is known. There is an im- 
menfe fund of pra6lical knowledge per 
fe<5lly within the grafp of our faculties.' 
There is Icarcelv any human fcience, which, 
to know it well, is not fufficient to cm- 
ploy the moft protrafted exiftencc of man . 
It will be more confident with happinefs, * 
as well as with modeftv, to acquamt our- ' 
felves with thefe, before we launch into 
the unfathomable abyfs of metaphyfical 
fpeculation $ nor, indeed, can any thing 
be mcredifgufUng, than to hear a loqua- 



** • In the coorfe of a very few year?,' it will fcarcely be credited, that a book has been 
lauly publilhed on this very principle, and the argument of the author Is briefly this : Man 
is a necefltfy agent, he is then fore not an accountable being \ hit aaioo^jpre aQ determined 
by his fitaatkm and dreumAarc^, taking in amongd thcfe hlii education and the degree o£ 
knowledge he has been enabli'd to acquire.

Thefe are cer- 
t&mly pofitive and undeniable defers ; and 
tkougb an author is not to be implicitly 
trofted in what ht declares in favour of 
fcimfelf, yet it .fceros reafonable-to fup- 
i>o(e, that a longer time for reviiion muft 
have produced a proportionable accuracy 
and improvement. The advantages of 
an earher appearance in^he fhop wouki 
never have been rciinquiihed, nor vrould 
a rival have been thus permitted to enjor 
an undivided harveft of purchafers, if 
the preftnt Editor had not tully confided 
in the fuperiority of kis claims with the 
Public for a complete indemnification. 

In this remark, which" we have made 
as Critics, and therefore 'Bound to exaft 
impartiality, though we have not exa- 
mined the rival work, we have no quef- 
tion of the reader's concurrpnce. 

We have already hinted that this bo«k 
contains more matter than is fpecified in 
the title-page. We find, in the firfk 
place, a Frojodial Grammar, extrafled 
chiefly from the bulkv volumes of Dr. 
Johnlbn and Mr. Sheridan . There are aWb 
Short Rules in the Art of Readirrg, contaXxi'- 
ing very ufeful information for thofc who 
•re called upon to fpeak in public ; to 
thefe are fubjoined fome neceffary remarks

In faA, (he (eemed 
to have every good quality ihat could be 
capered in a Northern Indian woman^ 
and that could render her an agreeable 
companion to an inhabitant pf mis part 
of the world. She had not, however, 
appeared happy in her late fituation, and 
chofe rather to be the fole vife of a 
^rightly young fellow of no note (though 
Very capable of mainuining her), than 
toluive the feventhor eighth fliare of the 
affe^on of the greate^maa in the coun- 

** I am (brry to mention an incideit 
^vhich happened while we were building 
the canoes at Clowey, and which by no 
Qieans does honour to Matonabbee : it 
is BO leis a crime than that of having 
a^ually ftabbed the huiband of the above 
iQeofioned girl in three places, and, had 
it not been for tia^ly aiTiilance, would 
certainly have murdered him, for no 
other retiba than becaufe the poor man 
had fpoken dilrerpedfully 'of him for 
having taken awa^ his wife bv force. 
The cool deliberation with which Mato- 
iMbbee committed thia bloody a{U«a. 



convinced me it had been t long pceme- 
difeated dcfign i for be no fooner heard of 
the man*s arrival, than he opened one 
of his wives bundles,* and with the 
grsateft compofure took cut a new loog« 
handled knite, went into the man*s tent^ 
and, without any preface whatever, toofe 
him by the collar, and began to execute 
kis horrid defign. The poor man, anti« 
dnatin^ hit danger, Ivll on his face, and ' 
Ouled for alTiihincey but before any could 
be had he received three wounds in the 
back ; fortunately for him, they all hap- 
pened on the (houkier-blade, lb that hia 
life wae fparcd. When Matonabbee 
returned to his tent, after committing 
this horrid deed, be (at down as com- 
|ofedly as if nothing had happened, called 
rar water to wa/h his bloody hands and 
knife, fmoked his pipe as uiual, licemed 
to be perfleaiy at eaic, and a^cd if I 
did not think hie had done right ? — It haa 
ever been the cu(h>m among thofc peopli 
for the men to wreftle tor anr woman to 
whom tbey are attached, aqd, of courfc, 
the ftrongdt party always carries off the 
prize I A weak man, uiUefs he be a 
good hunter, and wcU-beloved, is feldom 
permitted to keen a wife that a (hronger 
man thinks worth his notice i for at anf 
time when the> wives of thofe (trong 
wreftlers are heavy-laden cither with furs 
or provifions, they make no fcniple of 
tearing anv other man*s wife from his 
bofom, and make her bear a part of his 
luggage. This cultom prevails through- 
out all their tribes, and caufes a great 
fpirit of emulation among their youth» 
who are upon all occafions, from their 
childhood, trying their (breogth and Jkik 
in wreftling. This enables them to pro. 
te^^l their property, and particularly 
their wives, from the hands of thoie 
powerful ravifliers, fome of whom make 
almoft a livelihood by taking what they 
pleafe from the weaker parties, with^nt 
making them any return. Indeed, it is 
reprefcnted as an aft of great gcneroiity, 
if they condefcend to niake an unequal 
exchange $ as, in general, abufe and in- 
Adt are the only return for the lofs which 
is fuftained. 

** The way in which they tear the 
woooen and other property from one ano- 
ther, though it has the appearance of 
the maten brutality, can Icarcely be 
called fighting: I never knew any of 
them receive the leaft hurt ii^ thefe ren- 
contres i the whole biifiners coniifts in 
handling each other about by the hair of 
the head $ ther are feldom known either 
tofk^-yu Of kick ooc another. It is not 
tmcommoa. 
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i w cw p mon for one of diem to cut off bit 
luir, and to grciie his ears, immediately 
before the conteft begins. This,- how- 
«yer, it done pilvatply 5 and it Is forae- 
ttines truly laughable to fee one of the 
yartkt ftrutting about with an air of 
Mportanee, and calling out, << Where 
k he f why does he not conw out V* 
when the other will bolt out with a 
tfieaxx-ihorned head and greafed ears, ruth 
dn his antagonifti feixe him by the hair, 
and, though perhaps a much weaker man, 
ibon drag mm to the ground, while the 
irouger is not able to lay bold on him. 
It is very frequent on thofc occafions for 
each party to have fpies, to watch the 
other* 8 motions, which puts them nK>r« 
dn a footing of eouality. For want of 
hair to pull, they ieize each other about 
the wain, with legs wide extended, and 
try their Itrcngth, by endeavouring to 
vie who can firtt throw the other down.'* 



BAD qUALITIES OF THB NORTHERN 
INDIANS. 

«* Their difpofitions are in general 
morofe and covetous, and they ieem to 
be entirely unatauainted even with the 
name of gratituae. They are forever 
pJeading poverty, even among themfelves, 
and when rhey vifit the faftory, there is 
not one of them that has nott thoufand 
wants. When any real diiireiM objefls 
prefcnt themielves at tlie Company^s fac- 
tory, they are always relieved with 
Victuals, cloaths, medicines, and every 
other neceiTary, gratis ; and, in return, 
they inftru6l every one of their countiy- 
laen how to behave in order to obtain tne 
fame charity. Thus, it is very common 
to fee both men and women come to the 
fbrt half naked, when either the feverc 
pold in winter, or the extreme trouble- 
Ibmcnefs of the flies in fummer, make it 
necefTary for every part to be covered. 
On thole occafions they are feldom at a 
U(s for a plaufible ftory, which they re- 
late as the occafion of their didrefs (whe- 
ther real or pretended), and never fail to 
interlard their hiftcry with plenty of 
pghs, tears, and groans, fometimcs af^ 
fcfting to be lame, and even' blind, in 
order to excite pity. Indeed, I know of 
no peopk that have more command of 
their psdTiont on fuch occafions ; and in 
this refpcft the women exceed the men, 
?« I can affirm with truth : I have feen 
ihm^ cjf them with one fide qf the face 
bathed in tears, while the other has ex- 
hibited a Significant fmile. Falfc pre- 
t-^ces for obtaining charity are fo com- 
r:ion amon^ thofe ptoplfj and- £0 then- 



detected, that the Governor Is fire^ucittlf 
obliged to turn a deaf ear to many who 
a|>ply for relief ; for if he did not, he 
might give away the whole of the Com- 
nany^t goods, aad by dentes all tht 
Northern tribe would make a trade of 
begging, inftead of brtngin|t fora to 
purchaie what they want. It reay.be 
truly faid, that they polTefs a confiderable 
d^ee of deceit, and are very complete 
adepts in the art of flattery, which they 
nerer fpare as long as they hnd it conduces 
to theur intercli, but not a monnent 
longer. They take care always to feem 
attached to a nfw Governor, and flatter 
hit pride by teUing him that they loo{c 
op to him as the father of their tribe, 
on whom they can Oifely place their de- 
pendance j and they never £iil to depre- 
ciate the generofitv of his predecelfor, 
however extenfive that might have been, 
however humane or difintereiled his con- 
dufl ; and if afperiing the old, and flat- 
tering the new Governor, has not the 
defiredeflfe^ in areaf«nable time, they 
reprefent him as^ the worf^ of chanflers, ■ 
and tell him to his face that he is the 
moft cruel of men ; that he has no feel- 
ing for the diftpcffcs of their tribe, and 
that many have perifhed for want of pro- 
per afliflance (which, if it be true* is only 
the want of humanity among themfelvet) $ 
and then they boa» of luving received 
ten times the favours and prefents from 
his predeceflbr. It is remarkable, that 
thole are mod lavifh in their prailes, who 
have never either deferved or received any 
favours fipom him. In time, however, 
this language alio ceafcs, and they ara 
perfe£lly reconciled to the man fH)om 
thev would willingly have made a fool, 
and fay, « he is no child, and not to be 
deceived by them.*' 

** They differ fo much from the reft 
of mankind, that harih uncourteous uiage 
6ems to agree better with the generality' 
of them, particularly the lower dafs, 
than mild treatment j for if the leafl ne*- 
ffft^ be ihewn them, it makes them in- 
tolerably infolent ; and though fome of 
their leaders may be exempt from tbia im-? 
putation, yet there are few even of them* 
who have Jenfe enough to fet a p^o|^^ 
value on the favours and indulgencea 
which are granted to them while they 
remain at the Company's fa^orics, or 
eifewhere witliin their territories. £x-> 
perience has convinced me, th^by keep- 
Ulg a Northern Indian at a (Kftance, he 
mav he made ferviceable both to himfelf 
and the CoffipMif ; but by giving him 
thf k^ indu%eA«c at the faaoryy-he 
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will grow indot^ti iaaftlvf , and trou- 
blcfcmie, and only <Sontrive method« to 
tax the generoTity of an Eui'ppcan. - 

*« The gnratcft part of thelc people 
never hil to defraud Europeans when 
erer it is in their power >. and take tvety 
mediod to overreach them in the way of 
trade i they will difgutle their perlbns 
and change their names in order to defraud 
them of their bwfiil debtt) which they 
aiv ibmetimes permitted to contra^ at 
the Company^a faftory; and all debts 
that are outitanding at the fUccefBonof 
a new Covemor are entirely loft, as they 
tlways declare, and bring plenty of wit- 
neiies to prove, that they were paid long 
bcfbre, but that their names had been 
forgotten to be ftnick out of the book. 

" Notwithftandine all thofcbad qualities, 
they are the mildett tnbe of Indians that 
trade at any of the Company's iettlenieDt8> 
and, at the greateH part of thtm are never 
beared with liquor, art always in their 



ieafet, and never proceed to riot^ or any 
violence beyond bad language. 

'* The men are in general very jealous 
of their wives ( and I make no doubt but 
the latnc ipirit reigns among t'^e women ; 
but they are kept ib much in awe of 
fiieirfhuibands, that the liberty of think- 
ing is the greateft privilege they enjoy. 
Thepreience of a Northern Indianman^ 
ftrikcs a peculiar awe into his wives, as 
he always aiTumes the fame authority 
over them that the mailer of a family in 
Europe ufually does over bit dom iHc 
icrvants.'* 

Mr. Heame is a philolbphical obferver, 
without being warped by any theory, 
which, with the belt judges, will be 
thebcft recommendation.

SIR WILLIAM iOKESf 

OtfE OF HIS MAJESTV*S JUDGES 0^ 

THE SUPREME COURT OF BENGAL* 

This learned man perh-^ps owed hJa 
great and extenfive application of ^inti 
to a particular accident* He was natu-« 
rally of % very lively difpofitioo. On 
fitting one day under a pear-tree in tl>e 
yard of the boarding-houfe at Harrow , 
where he was at fchool, feme of the 
fruit fell o/F, and there was a general 
fcramble of the boys that were near the 
tree for it ; — poor young Jones had his 
thigli broken in the prcfs, and was di- 
rect ly conveyed to bed, where he lay 
for a Ung-time, and contracted a love oS 
reading from the books that were 
brought to amufe him. 

Sir William gave an ample tcfti- 
mony in his belief of Chriftianity J in a 
blank leaf of one of his Arabic MSS* 
His defence of the Chronology of Mo^ 
fes, againft the wild fyllems of the 
Eaherti Philofophers, is prcferved ii| 
the Afiatic-Tranfaftions. The laft aft 
of his life was an a£t of homage to the 
Supreme Being, who, in kindnefs t6 
mankind, afforded them a difpcnfation 
of his Will, and brought life and ihmior'- 
tality to light. Sir William died in a 
kneeling attitude in his clofet, with his 
hands clafpsd together, and his eyes 
turned up towards Heaven. 

Sir William Jones 'f opinion of the 
Bible was written at the end of one be- 
longing to him, as follows : 

•* I have regularly and attentively 
read thefc Holy Scriptures, and am of 
opinion^ that this Volume, indep«n* 
dently of its divine origin, contains 
more fublimiry and beauty, rrfofe pUre 
morality, more important hiftofy, and * 
finer ilrains pf poetry and eloquence, 
than carf be colleftcd from all other 
book?, in whatever age or language 
they may have been compofcd.*' 

In Sir William Jones, India has lod 
her greateft ornament, thft Commenrst- 
tor of hct Poetry, the In^eftigator of her 
Hiftory, and the £tucidator of her An-* 
riquities, her Laws, her Manners and 
her Opinions. His lofi may be conG* 
dcred as a public lofs ^ and the Eaft In- 
dia ComfJany, to whom he was fo va* 
luable and fo honouiiable a fervant, feem * 
bound in gratitude to erc6t a Scatne to 
him in the Cathedral of St. PmuI in 
London, the appropriate Britifti Temple 
of Fame.

THE Allies of France not having 
hitherto cxprelTed any dcfire ordifpoii- 
tion to treat with the King, His Ma- 
jefty mi^ht have forborne to enter into 
any detail on their account ; but in 
Order to avoid any detaiU prejudicial 
to the great ob}e6t which the King h^s 
in view, and to accelerate the work of 
""a General Peace, His Majcfty will not 
rcfufc to expUin himfelf in the nrft 
iiiliance on the points which concern 
thofe Powers. Jf, then, the Catholic 
King (hould defire to be comprehended 
in this Ncgocianon, or to he allnvecLto 
accede to th« Definitive Treaty, tliis 
would meet with no obftacle f»n the part 
of His Majcfty. Nothing haviag 
hitherto been cunqucVed by eiiher of 
the two Sovereigns froirk- the other, no 
other point conUi, at the prcfent mo. 
ment, come inro qucdioD but that of the 
rc-tftablifhmcBt of Peace, fimply, and 
without any rertttuii«»nior compcnfation 
vbirever, except fuch as might poiiinty 
reUiic from the application of rhe pri<i- 
iipit declared at ibre cod of tlM fourth 



articU of the Memorial already deUvere^ 
to the Minifter for Foreign Affairs. 

But if, during the Negotiation, any 
alteration Aou Id. take place in' the ftat# 
of things, in this rcfpeflr, it will then 
be proper to agree upon the reftith- 
tipns and compeafations to be made on 
each fide. 

With regard to the Republic of thflr 
United Pfovinces,HisBritanttic Majefty 
and his Allies find themfelvatoo nearly 
interedcd in the political fituation of 
thole Provinces to be able to confenc 
in their favour to the re-eftabki(hmenc 
of the Status ante Bellum as with 
refpe£^ to territorial poffeifions, unlcfs 
France could, on her part, reinftate 
them in all refpe^s in the fame politi- 
cal fituation in which they Hood before 
the War. 

If at. lead it were poilible to fe«- 
e(bbli(lria thofe Provinces, agreeably 
tu what is believed to be the wilh of a 
great majority of the inhabitants, their 
ancient Conftitution and form ^f 
Government, his Majefty might then 
be difpofcd to relax, in their favour, 
from a very confiderabje part cf the con- 
ditions on which the prefent ftate of 
things obliges him to inlift. 

But if, on the contrary, it is with 
the Republic of Holland, in its prefent 
l^atc, that their Britannic and Imperial. 
M-^jcftics will have to treat, they will 
feel rhemfelvts obliged to feek in 
territorial acquifitionk, thofe compenfa- 
t;ons, and that fccurity, which fuch a 
(late of things wiH ^ave rendered 
indifpenfible to them. 

Rcflitutions of any kind; in favour 
pf Holland, could in that cafe be 
admitted in fo far only as they (haH be 
cm pen fated by arrangements calcu- 
lated to contribute to the fccurhy of the 
Auftriin Netherlands. The means of 
Bcconplifli ng this obje6^ will be found 
in thecclfions which France has cx^^led 
in her Treaty of' Peace with Holland, 
and the poffcirion of which by that Power 
would ro any cnff be abfolutely incom- 
patible with the (ecurityof the Auflrraa.

AithoQgh nothing can be clearer, 
more ably drawn •up, or more fatif- 
fa€iory, than, the inftruftiont they 
concaio, yet as ic was of the iaft 
importance that I fliouid be completely 
maifter of the rubje6t before I faw the 
French Minifter, I deJaycd alking for a 
Conference till late on Fnd?y evening, 
with a view that it fhould not take 
place till Saturday morning. 

He appointed the hour of eleven A,' 
M, on that day, and it was near one be- 
fore we parted. Although what is faid 
by M. I>e]acroix before he has com-

I Chen put the two Papers into his 
hands. He began by reading the Note, 
on which of courfe he could only exprefs 
fatisfaftion. Afitr perufing the Con- 
ii<1ential Memorial with all the attention 
it deferved, he, after a fljort paufc,faid, 
that it appeared to him to be li^)le 
to infurmountable objc^ions j that it 
«fecmed to him to require much mor© 
than it conceded, and, in the fcvent, 
not to leave Prance in a (ituation of 
proportional greatftcfs to the Powci^* 
of Europe. He faid, the A^ef their 
Conftitution, according to the manned 
in which // "Mas interpreted by ibe befi 
PMicifts (and thli phrafe \% worthy 
remark), made it impoillble for* the 
Republic to do what we required. The ' 
Auftrian Netherlands were annexed to 
it ; they could not be dilfrnfcd of without 
flinging the nation into all iheconfufioh ' 
which muft follow a convncation of the 
Primary Alfemblies; and he faid, he 
was rather furprifed that Great Bri^ 
tain ihould bring this forward as the 
governing cnndition'of the Treaty, fince 
he thought he had, in fome of our lac(^ 
cyvcrfations, fully explained the nature 
of^their Conftitution to me. 1 I'eplied, ' 
that every thing I had heard from him 
on this point was pcrfe6lly ih my re- 
eoUe^ion, as it probably was in his ; 
that tliough I had liftcned to him with 
that auentioa I always aftbrded to 
every thin^ her ftiid, yet I had never 
made him any fort of reply, and had 
neither admitted nor controverted hif 
opinion ; that although I believed I 
could eafily difpFOve tbif opinion fron^^ 

\f X , Jiyiiizyu uy >-j>^>'>^>'rf»h^- 
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the fpirit of the FreBch Conftitution 
}tfeif } yet (he difcuffion of that Con* 
flitution was .perfectly foreign to the 
objeA of my miffion ^ nnce, even allow- 
ing hit two pcfitions, viz. that the re- 
troceffioQ of the Aufivian Netherlands 
vras incompatible with their Laws, and 
* that we ought to have known that be- 
forehand i; yet that there c;[tfted^ DrcU 
fkhlic in Europe, paramount to any 
proit ptibiic they might think proper to 
el^ablilk within their own dominions ; 
tod thft if their Con ft it ut ion , \vas 
jMiblickly known, the Treaties exifling 
Detween his Majefty and t^e l^rope- 
ror were at leall equally public, and 

J> thefe it was 'clear'y and diftin£tly 
epounccd, that the Two Contra^ing 
jSirties reciprocally promife not to lay 
down thctr arms without the reftitution 
of all the dominions, territoties, &c. 
which may have belonged to either of 
them before the War. That the date 
oF thia ftlpullition was previous to their 
annexing the Auftrian Netherlands ^o 
France \ and the notoriety of this 
ought, at the very mt^ment when they 
had pafled that Law, to have convinced 
fhfjn, that, if adhered to^ it muft prove 
nn ^nfurmountable obftacle to Peace. 
I applied {lit ma^im to the Weft India 
l:faiids» and to the ftttleinents in the 

. £aft Indies; and aflted him. Whether 
it was expeA^d that we wer^ to \Vav^ 
our rig^t of poire(fioa» and beTtquired 
lliil to confider them »s integral parts 
of the French Republic wbicu muji be 
reftored, and on which no value was 
to be fct in the balance of compenfa. 
tion 2 J alfo ftatcd the .poHible cafe 
of France having loft part of what Skc 
cleemed her integral dominions, inftead 
of having addedtothtm in the courfe of 
the W^r, and whether then, under the 

' apprehenfion of ftill greater lone«, the 
Govcrn(ncnt, s^s it was now composed, 
/houid confider itfelf as not vcfted 
with^ powers luffic'^cnt to fave their 
country ficm the mipcnding danger, 
f>y making Peace on the' fonditions of 
facrificing a portion of tWir dominioy^ 
%o fave the remainder ?. *M.' Dcla^rofit 
iaid, this was Hating a cafe of necctfity, 
and fuch a mudc of fcalopirg did not 
attach to the prefent circuinftances. 
X readily admitted the $rft part of rhi* 
propofition, but contended, th%t if tl^e 
power exifted in a ca£e \i nectflity, 
It equally exifted in aif others, and 
particularlv in the cafe befoi^e us, finre 
he himl^lt had repeatedly told ^e that 
^eac^ w^ what this Coui^Uy ^^ its 



Government wiibcd for, and erta 
wanted. 

M. Delacroix, in reply, (ktftcd hi$ 
ground, ^nd by a Aring of argumentf 
founded on premiCot calculated for thit 
p\irpofe, attempted to prove» tJmt f rom 
the relative (ituatton of the adjacent > 
Countries, the prefent Government of 
France would be reprehenfible in the 
extreme, and deserve impeachment, if 
they ever fuffcred the Netherlands to be 
(^parated from their dominions; that by 
the panition of Poland, Rulliia, Auftria, 
and Pruflia, had increafed their power 
to a moft formidable degree ; that Eng- 
land, by its conquefts, and by the 
a^ivity .and judgment with which it 

toverned it^ Colonies, had doubled ics 
rength. — Your Indian tmpire alone, 
faid M. Delacroix with vehemence, baa 
enabled you to fubfidize all the Powers 
of £urope againft us, and your mo- 
nopoly of trade has put you in poiTclfion 
of a fund of incxhauAible wealth. 
His word* were : •* f^'ofre Em/iire dony 
tinde VCU3 afi/mm Us Moyens defcdaiy^ 
toutei Us FuiJfuHcrs lontre nous^ ei n/ottS\

From the i.tcelhty that prance ihould 

#keep the Ijctherlands and the Lett 
Bank of the Rhine for the purpofe o^ 
pBcferving its relative fituatioo in 
E^urope, he palfed to the advasugc^ 
which heciptcnded would refult to the 

• other Powers by fuch an addition to 
the French dominions, Belgium (toule 
his vikrd) by belonging to France, 
would femovc what had been the 
fource of all Wars for tivo centuries 
paft, ai^d the Rhine, being the natural 
boulidary of France, would enfure th^ 
tranquillity of^uropefur two centuries 
to come, i old not feel itneceflary tp 
combat this ptepoftcrous do^^rine \ I 
contented myl'clt with reminding him 
of what he had faid to. me in one of our 
laft conferences, when he made acotn- 
pari(bn of the weafcnei^ of France 
under its Mo^archs, and its ftrength and 
vigour under its Republican ForQi 
of Govervmenr. *• Atfu nejommes plus 
dans la Ut^epii^dt deia FroMie Monar^ 

. cbique^ mats dans toute la hcrce d'un^ 

. HefubUqm adoUJcenu^^ was his ex- 
prelfion ; . and 1 inferred fro^i this, 
according to his own reaibning, that 
the force and power France had ac- 
quired by its change of Government was 
m\ich greater than it could derive fron^ 
any acquifuion of territory \ and that 

it 
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it foHowcdt if France, when under a 
regaJ form of Government, was a very 
juS and conftanc object of attantion, not. 
to fzj of jealoufy, to the other Power* 
of Europe, France (iuimitting his axiom) 
was a much more reafonable object of 
jealoufy and attention under its prcfent 
ConftitutifiD than it ever had yet been, 
and that no addition to its dominions 
Could be feen by its neighbours but 
under IrapreUions of alarm for their own 
future farety and for the general tran- 
quillity of Europe. M. Delacroix's 
anCwer to tliis was, fo remarkable, that 
I muft beg leave ro infert i( in what I 
believe to be nearly his own words.— 
** Dans U 7epu Revelutionairt tout ceque 
V9US iiiles^ my Lord^ euii vrai — r/eM 
itegaloit notre Tuijfo^ce j mcu$ ce irms 
ifexiflt plus. Nous ne pom^v^ns fltts ' 
le^er la Nation en Maffe pom 'voler cm 
Zcuurs <U la Pairie en danger. Nous ne 
povvoHs plus engager nos Concitoj-fns 
ttoffifi^ fettrs Bourfespour Us nMrferaans 
le Ircfor Naiionfiu et d^fi priver m^t 
du necejfairc pour Le Bitn de la Cbofe 
FubltqueS^ And he ended by faying, 
that the French Republic, when at 
Peace, nrccflTarily muil becqme the nK>(l 
quiet and pacific Power in Europe. I 
only obferved, that in this cafe the palTagt 
of the Republic from youth todecrepi-i 
Tode had been very luddcn ; but that 
fiill I never could admit that it could 
be a matter of indiffwrcnce to its neigh- 
bours, mqch lefs one necclTary fecurity 
to itfelf, to acquire fuch a very extcn- 
five addhion to its Frontiers as that he 
had hinted at. 

This led Monf. Delacroix to talk 
of offering an equivalent to the Empe- 
ror for the AuUrian Netherlands, and 
it was to be found, according to his 
plan, in the fecularization of the Thre^ 
^cclefianical Electorates, and feverad 
l^ilbopricks in pcrmany an^iQ Italy. 

He talked upon this fuSjcC^ as one 
Tcry familiar to %im, and cin which his 
thoughts bad been frequently employed. 

Be fpokc of mak^ing new Electors, 
and named, probably with a view to 
render his fchi-me more palatable, the 
^tadtholder and the Dukes of Brunf* 
^ick and Wurtemberg as perfons 
proper to replace the three Eficlefiadi- 
Cal Eleftors who were to be re-4i)rmed« 

It would be making an ill ufe of 
your Lord(hip*s time to endeavour tp 
repeat to you all he faid on this fu^- 
jctt J it went i^ fubllance (as he himfelf 
coqfeflcd) to the total fubvcrfmn of the 
prcXciit ^on(lit^tioll of ^e GerinaSiic 



Body ; and as it militated dire6lty agaiwft 
the principle which both his Majel^ 
and the Emperor laid down fo diftinAlf 
as the bafis of the peace to be nad« 
for the Empire, I contenud myftlf witk 
reminding him of this <ircu|iifta«cet 
particularly as it is impoifiblc to difcuft 
ttiis point with any propriety rill bia 
Imperial M^jcRy becomes a party to 
the negociation. I took this oppor* 
tunity of hinting, that if on all the 
other noinu France agreed to the. 
propofals now made, it would not b^ 
iropolfible that fome increafe of tarri« 
tory might be ceded to her on tJi«(x 
Germanic iide of her frontiers, and 
that this, in addition to the Duchy o€ 
Savoy, Nice, and Avignon, would be a 
very great acqutfitioQ of Arength and 
power. Monueur Delacroix here agaim 
reverted to the Conrtitution,ancl raid,tha^ 
theft countries were alrcadyconltitutiott^ 
ally annexed to France. I replied, tlia% 
it was impoiiible, in the ncgociatiofii 
^h ch wc were beginning, for the otheg;, 
Powers to take it up from any period 
but th9t which immediatdv preceded 
the war, and that any acquintion or di^ 
minutioa of territory which had takeu 
place among 'the Belligerent Powera 
unce it firft broke out, muft neccffarily' 
be co£ne'fubjc£t- matter for negMiatton^ 
and be baUnced againft each otbtr i« 
the final arrangement of a general peace^ 
•« You then perfifl," fwd M. Dcla- 
croiX. " in applying rliis principle to 
Belgium?** 1 anfwered, *« Moft cer* 
tainlv ; and I ihould not deal fairly with 
y(ju if i helitated to declare, in the out^ 
fet of our Neg.ciation, that on this point 
vou mud entertain no expe^atiun fhac 
bis Majeftywili relax or ever coofent, 
to fee the Netherlahds remain a. pare 
of France." *' 

*" M. Delacroix replied, he faw no pro^ 
pc6t in this cafe of our ideas ever meet* ' 
ing, and he defpaired of the fuccefs of 
our Negociation. He returned again, 
houevcr, to his idea of a polfibkr 
equivalent to be found for the Empe* 
rur ; but as all he propofed was th^ 
alienation or difmemberment of cou re- 
tries not belonging to France, even by 
conqucft, 1 did not confider it as aeferv- 
ing a^ention, and it is certainly not 
worth repeating to your Lordfliip. 

I need not obTerve that all the eqoi** 
valents propofed, however inadequate 
to the exchange, were offered as ^ 
return for our confcnt that the Nether* 
lauds /bould remain part of France^ 
of courJTe ine admitting them in any 
^r^_ fijaf 
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Aape would hive been in dirc£t con- 
tradiction to my tnftru6tions. 

M. Delacroix touched very (lightly 
©n Itily, and the courfc of our coii- 
xerfation did not bring this pari of the 
fubje6t more into difcuffion. 

1 muft add^ that whenever I men- 
tioned the rcftorati^n of the Netherlands 
to the Emperor, 1 always took care 
it fliould be underftood^hat thefe were 
to ibc accompanied by fuch further 
ceflions as Ihould form a competent 
Jine of defence, and that France could 
not -be permitted to keep poflelfion of 
. nil the intermediate country to the 
Jlhine ; and I particularly dwelt on 
this point, when I held out the pofii- 
bilky of admitting an exteniion of the 
limits of France oh the fide of Germa* 
«y. But as the French Minifter no 
lefs iirenuoufly oppofed the reftitution 
of the Netherlands to the* Emperor 
than I tenacioufly infifted upon it, 
cbe further ej^teniion of my claim could 
DOC of courfe become a fubjc6t of argu« 
inent. 

1 believe I have now, with a tolerable 
degree ' of accuracy, informed your 
Lordfhip of all that the French Minifter 
laid en my opening myfelf to him on 
that part of my in<lru£tions which more 
• ifn:i^di^rely relates to Peace between 
Great Britain, his Imperial Majedy, 
und France. . It remains with me to 
infbrm your Lord (hip yhat j^aflfed be- 
twcen us oo the fubjcdl of ou^>^cfpec- 
tivc Allies. 

On the articles referring a right to 
the Court of St. Peter(burgb, aiyj to 
'that of Li(bon, to accede to the Treaty 
of Peace on the ftri£l Sia/us ante Bel- 
/iTOT, the French Mini(^ermade no other 
rrmark |han by mentioning the Allies 
of the' Republic, and by enquiring 
whether I .was prepared to fay any 
thing relative to i^ieir intcrcfts, \vhi( h 
ttrrainly. the Republic could never 
abandon. This afforded me rheoppcr- 
ninity of civing in the Corfideniial 
Merrorial B. rthrivc to Spain and Hol- 
land, and I prefaced it by repeating to 
him the fubftar.ce of the firll part of 
your Lord III p*s No. ii. 

Alt"houj;h I had touched upon the 
fiibje^ of the Sparifii pnrt of Sf. 
Pomingo, when J had been fpeakipg 
to M. Delacroix on the Ptace with 
France, yet, as it did nm become a 
i>\*«acr of difcuflion between us till I 
CHme to mention the Peace with Spain, 
J thought it better to place all that 
paHcd on the fu^c6t in this part of my 



difpatch ; it was the only pointon whicli 
he entered, but I by no means infer 
from his not bringing forward fome 
claims for Spain, that we are npt to hear 
of any in the ccurfe of the Ncgocia- 
tion; on the contrary, I have little 
(Joiibt that manv, and moft of them 
inadmiffibie, will be made before it 
can end. He, however, was filent on 
them at this moment, and conBned all 
he had ro lay to combating the idea that 
Spain was bound tiy the Tre^tv of 
Utrecht not to alienate her poflTe^fions 
in Americ:*. 1 had the Article copied 
in my pAcker, and I read it to him* 
He confelTcd it was clear and explicit, 
but that circumftances had fo materially 
altered fince the year 1713, that en- 
gagements made then ought not to be 
confidered as in force now. I faid that 
the (^pirit of the Article itfclf went to 
provide for diftant contingencies, not 
JFor what was expected to happen ac 
or near the time when the Treaty 
was made, and that it was becauie 
the alteration of circumftances he al- 
luded to was forcfeen as poflible. that 
the claufe was inferted ; and that H 
Spain paid. any regard to the faith of 
Treaties, (he muflt confider herfelf at 
no lefs flri6l^ly bound *by this claufe 
now, than at the moment when it was 
drawn up, I went on by faying, that 
it did not, however, appear quit^ im- 
pnflible that this point might be fettled 
without much difficulty ; and that meant 
might be dcvifed that his Catholic. 
Majefty (hould not break his faith, 
and both England and France be cquaj y 
fatisfied. -1 then htl.l out to him, but 
in general term*, that cither Spain 
might regain her part of St, Do- 
mingo, by making fome confiderable 
ccflion to Great Britain and France, at 
trie price of Peace, or that, in return 
for leavi»g#he whole of Sr.^ Domingo to 
France, wc (hould retain either N£irtiv 
nico rr St. Lucia artd Tobagc. My 
Delacroi^f liftencd with a degree of 
attent'on to thefe propolaU, but he Wat 
fearful of committing himfelf by any 
exprcfTion cf approbation, and he dil- 
milTed the fubjert of the Court of 
Madrid, "by obfprving, that France 
never would forfake the intcreds of ii^ 
Allies. 

Our convcrfaiioD on ihofe of i;$ other 
Aliyj Jiolland| was much longer, a$ 
the w.ording of-.the Memorial inevita- 
bly led at once deep into the fubjedt." 

Mf pcl.)croix affe£tcd to treat tfny

•DiicMed betiveen Frtoce and that 
Country, or any reftoration of Terri- 
tories acquired under chat Treaty to 
France, as quite impra^icable. He 
treated as equally impraAicable any at- 
tempt at rcftoring the ancient Form of 
Government in the Seven Unitc4 Pro- 
vinces. He talked with an air of tri- 
umph of the eftahliihment of a National 
Convention at the Hague> and with an 
affectation of feeling, that by it the 
eaufe of Freedom had extended itfelf 
over fuch a large number of I^eople. 
He however, was ready to confcfs, that 
from the great loffcs the Dutch Re- 
public had fuftained in its Colones, 
and particularly from the weak man- 
ner in which they had defended them, 
it could not be expeAedthat his Msjcfty 
would confent to a full and complete 
reditution of them, and that it was 
reafonable that fome flioutd be facrl. 
-ficed ; and he a(ked me if I could in- 
form him how far our views extended 
on this point ?^I faid, 1 had reafon to 
believe that what his Majcfty would 
require would be pofTeiTioDs and fettle. 
ments which would not add either t» 
the power or wealth cf our Indian 
dominions, but only tend to fecure to 
t|s their fafe and unmoleftcd p< (Tellion. 
You mean by this, faid M. DcUcroix, 
the Cape and Trincomale ? I (aid^ 
they' certainly came under that defcrip- 
tion J and I (aw little profpe^il o^ their 
being xeftorcd to the Dutch. Monf. 
DelacroiK launched forth on this into a 
moil laboured diflertation on tUe value 
of the Cape of Good Hope, which he 
did not confider at all as a fort de 
Telatbct but as a polTcilinn which, in 
Our hands,^ would become cnie of the 
inoft fertile and mofi produ^^ive Colo- 
nies in theEaft; and, according to his 
tftimat'on of it, he did not Icruple to 
sffert, that it would uhimattly he an 
icquifition of infinitely greater import- 
ance to England than that of the Ne- 
therlands to France \ and, if acquit:fced 
in, Ihould be reckoned as a full and 
ample compenfation for them. He 
added, ** If yon are matters of the Cape 
and Trincemale, we fhali held all our 
fettlemeDU in india, and the Jflands of 
France at»d Bourbon, entirely at the 
tenure of your will and plcafurc j they 
will be ours only as long a§ you choclc 
we Ihould retain them. You' will be 
fole mafters in India, and we ihall be 
entirely dependent upon you." 1 re- 
peated to hiftiy that ic was as means of 
^cncty no(. ^f'ofcftce, that thcfe 



poffeffions wouU h% iofifted on; and 
that, if the matter was failrly and 
difpailionatcly difculTed, he would 
6nd that they afforded us a great addi- 
lional/ecurity, but no additional power 
of attack, even if we were difpofed to 
diilurb the peace of that part of the 
world. If thcfe, and perhaps fome few 
other not very material fettlements be* ' 
longing to the Dutch, were to be in* 
fiftcd upon, and, if he would be pleafeef 
to enumerate all wrfbould dill have to 
reftore to them, while they had nothing 
to re (lore to England, it ivas impof- 
fible not to confider jche terms on which 
his Majefty propofed Peace to Holland 
as generous and liberal. 
t M. Delacroix was not at all di(po/cd to 
agree with me on this point j and faid, 
Hi^lland, Arlpt of ^hefe polTeHionsy would 
be ruined. He then held out, but as if the 
idea had ju(l eroded his mind, tKe polJl- 
bility of indemnifying the Dutch for their 
lofles in India, by giving them a traA of 
territory tovrards th? Meufe ( I could not 
find out whether he meant Aix-Ia-CHa. 
peile, Liege, cr the countriea of Juliert 
and Bera;), and hinted, that if this was not 
to be done, an additional fuear ifland' 
might, perhaps, be ceded to the Dutch 
Republic. I ti»ld him al^ this might be- 
come a fubje£l of futiu-e dircuHion ; and 
I conceived, that if we could agree upon 
the more elTcnttal points, thel^reaty wouli 
not break otPon thcfe fecondary confidera- 
tions. Our cdnverfation Md now be.ii 
extremely long, and M. Delacroix ended 
by laying, that, although he bad taken 
upon himlclfto enter wiih me thus far U|h.w 
the fubjeft, yet I muft n-jt confider any 
thing he faid as binding, or as pledgi^]; 
the Kepublic, till fuch time as he bad Iriul 
the papers J had given him bcloie the Di- 
recloiy^ and, in wrder to do |l)is wiih 
more accuracy, he again afked me, Whe* 
ther in his Report he was to (late the d»f- 
uniting Belgium from France as a Jine 
qua Hon from which his M*je(ty would not 
depart ? I replied, It moft ccrtainlv wa« a 
J/fig qua non from which his Majelly 
would not depart \ and that anv propofal 
which would leave the Netherlands annexed 
to France would be attended with much 
greater benefit to that Power, and lofs to 
the Allies, than the prcfenti dative litu.nion 
of the Bclligeicnt Power* could entitle 
the French Government to expert. 

M. Delacroix lepeatcd h^s concern at 
the peremptory way in which I made this 
aJTcnion, and alked. Whether it would 
admit of no modification ? — I replied. If 
Fiance could, in ^^CoHirc*}'ro;€t, poini 
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«i!t a prt^rfablb 4m1 sfcqtiate one, ftHt 
Iteqyingin view, that the NeiherUnds muft 
HOC be Prenchy or IMy again to fail into 
the hands of Prance, fuch a propoCtl might 
certainly be taken into confKleratro* 

M. Delacroix by no means encouraged < 
itie to explain myCcH more fully j he re. 
pcaredly (Slid; that this diffiailty reUtiire 
ip the Netherlands was one which could 
Ikm be overcome. 

Juft at I was taking learc of him, he 
begged me to expUin what was meant by 
the words in the memoire (A) in the 4th 
paragraph, bcginnitig t^e s^enfen re ntu* 
tu^l emfnt fur Ari Movens d^aJTureT^ and 
ending at Uvrs popjioni refp^Hiijrs, \ 
told him it lefeiTed to the deftru6tive 
frit em adopted by France in the Weft 
Indies, and went to exprcTt a wi(b, that 
the two Powers (hould agree on fome 
genei-al and uniform fyfteoa of internal 
pf>lice in the fettlements there, which 
would contribute to the/eciuity oftfeefe 
pofTeilions to the refpe^live c:>vntries, and 
Q|t the fame time to the happinef's of evtry 
jdelcrption of inhabitants in them. 

M. Delacroix, a little hurt at my ex- 
torelPion relative to the fyftcm adopted by 
France, endeavoured to recriminate on us ; 
but he tnded by faying, chat they fhould 
ceitaii)ly t)e v| ling to concur in any ar- 
rargtmtni rtljt vc to the Negioes, which 
did i)dt militate againft the princip'es of 
ihe.r Cur.iiitution. Here our conference 
«ndcd, ?iihI ^s. during the whole couil'e of 
IS 1 l^orc in my mind the poffibilty, 
that aithoMgh tins our firft m'ght be tht 
only IrtVouraUk opportunity I fhooU tvcr 
have of Ipeitking on thcgeiurat principles 
©n whkh iiis IVlajeny vva»d:r|H»4Vdtotrtnt, 
I et'rteavoiunl, by a Jvertiug more or Ms 
»o atmoli eviry |>oni in my inrtru^^Ions, 
to enable M. Dvlacioix (if he report* 
faiihf^il'y) to ftaic to iHe Dl»e<^ory vih^t

anxiouf to do this eorrc6^1y And miiimiljr,' 
at well that Tou may judge on thepropriety 
of what I (aid myl'eif, as that what M. 
Delacroix faid to me may be accurately 
known, and remain on record. 

It muft, however, be remembered (at 
I obferved in the beginning of this dif* 
patch) that he fpoke from himfelf, at 
Miniver indeed, but not under the 
immediate in fl ructions of the Dire^ory, 
and this coniideration will cake a tktle 
aw'ay from the ftngularity of fome of » 
the poijcions he advanced. 

I confefif, my Lord, from the civility 
of his manaers, and from his apparent 
readinef's to difcufs the fubjeft, the ira« 
preflioo which remained on mf mind on 
leaving him was, that the Negociation 
would ^o on, but be liable to (6 many 
difficulties, and fome of them fo nearly 
infurmountable, that, knowing at I do 
the opinion of thc^ Dire^ory, I faw 
little urofpeCt of its terminating fue* 
cefsfutly. But I did not expert tht 
conduct of the Diredlory won Id immo* 
diately be fuch as to evince a ma* 
nifeii inclination, and even determioa* 
tioo, to break off on the firft propoHiU | 
and i Avas not a little furprifed at re- 
cqving, on Sunday, at three P. M. 
the incofed lett't^A) from M. Deb* 
croix : he fent it by the Principal St- 
crerary of his department ^M. Guiran* 
dct) who communicated to me the or1« 
ginal of the arr^t^ of the DireAory, of 
which this letter, abating the ^Iteratioa 
io the form, is a literafcopy. After 
peraGng it, J aiked M. Gufraudet 
whethtT he was informed of its con- 
tents, and this led to a- fliort converfatioo 
on them, i told him, that both the 
demands^ were fo unexpected that I 
could not reply io*^hcm off-hand : that 
as to the firfl, it was qjLiite unufual to 
fign Memnrials which were annexod 
to a Note actually figned, and that I 
fcarcely felt myfelf authortfed to 
depart from what was, I bel evcd, an 
invariable rttle. That as to the fccortd 
demaod, made in fo peremptory t,iKft 
unprecedented a way, 1 could without 
much hcfitation fiy at once that it could 
not be complied with. MonC Gui- 
raudet lamented this much, and fai(l,thar 
this being the cafe, he feared our prta- 
9>ples of Negociation wotild never co- 
incide. I agreed wtth him in my ex- 
prtffions of concern. We converted 
together afterwards for fome tifne, bat 
norhing paCed at all worthy rcm;wk. I 
told him I fhould fend my anfwer the 
next day. 0» ret«6tipf[' more attctt. 
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thrdy on the recyueft that I would f\gn 
the t\*'o MemomJs which I had given 
in, it ih-uck me that the complyiiig with 
it pledged me to nothings that ir was 
merely gratifying them on a point in- 
fixed on peerifliiy, and that the doing 
it would put them (Lili more in the 
wrong. 

As to the ftrange demand of aa XiU 
tttnatiim, it was perfcAly clear what 
ic became me to fay, and 1 hope th^ in 
the inclofed anfwer B. (which I fent 
vefterday morning at twelve o'clock to 
M. Delacroix), I ihall be found to hare 
adhered as clofcly aspoiilbly to the fpirit 
af my inftru6lions. 

Yefterday evenings at half paft nine^

THE Ncgociatfon," which an anxious 
dcfire for the reftoration of Peace had 
induced his Majeltr to open at Paris, 
having been abruptly terminated by the 
French Government, the King thinks 
it due to hiAifelf and to his people to 
" ftate, in thit'tmblic manner, the circurii- 
iftanccs which have preceded and at- 
tended a traAfadioR of fv iliuck ifrpi«r- - 



tancc to the general interefts of Ei« 
rope. 

It is well known, that early in the 
prcfent year his MajcfVy, laying afidc 
the confideration of many circumftances 
of difficulty and difcouragement, de- 
termined to takt fuch (&ps as were 
be ft calculated to open the way for 
Negociation, if any corrcfponding de- 
fire pre\'ailed on the part of his enemies. 
He dire6^ed an overture to be made in 
his name by his Minifter iff Swiflferland, 
for the purpofe of arcei:uining the dif- 
pofitlons of the FrenchGovernment with 
refpe£t to Peace. The Adfwer %vhich 
he received in return was tt ones 
haughty and evaHvet It affeded to 
quefijcn' the fincerity of thofe difpo- 
mtofis of which his Msjefly's conduft 
afforded fo uncauivocal a proof; it raif* 
ed groundlefs obje6tions to the mode of 
Negociatioil propofed by his Majefly 
(that of a General Congfcfs, by which 
Peaoe has fo often been refhired to 
Europe); but it (tudioufly pafled ovci 
in flit nee his Majefty's defire to learn 
what other mode would be preferred by 
France. It at the fame time alfertcd a 
principfc, which was ftatcd^ ao *wdif- 
penfable Prcliminarv to aU Negpcia- 
tion; a principle unicr which the terms 
of Peace fiiuft have been regulated, not 
by the ufual considerations of juftiee, 
policy, and reciprocal convenience { but 
oy an implicit fubmifffon, on tRe part of J 
all other rowers, to a claim founded on 
the internal Laws and feparate Confti- 
tution of France, as having full autho- 
rity to fuperfede the Treaties entered 
into by Independent Sta^s, t« eoveni 
their Interclh, to controul tbcir En- 
gagements, and to difpofe of their Do- 
minions. 

A preteniion in itfclf fo extravagant 
could in no in (lance have been admitted, 
nor even liftened to for a moment. 
Its application to the prWcnt CaS!^ led to 
nothing Itfs thdn th^t France fhoufd, as 
a Preliminary to all DifcufHon, rctiin 
nearly all her Conquefts* and tbof^ par- 
ticularly in whi^h his Majcfty wm mr^ft 
concerned, both from the ties of intereft, 
an4.the facred obligations of Treaties : 
that'lhe (hould, itt like manner, recover 
back all that had been conquered from 
her in every part of the World ; and 
that ihe ihouldbe left at liberty to bring 
forward fuch further demands, o<i all 
other poinu of Negociation, as (uch ihi- 
qualified fubmiifimi on the part of thofe 
with whom (he treated oOttld not ^irto 
pcudace*

On furh f routuls as thcfc, it «ras fuf- 
ficicntly evident that no Ncgociatio« 
could be eftablilhcd : neither did the 
anfwer of his Majcfty's Enemies nfford 
any opening for continuing the difcuf- 
fion, fince the m, dc of Negdciation 
offV red by his Majcfty hid been peremp- 
torily rejected by them, and no other 
had been Hated in which they were 
willing to cnncur. 

His Majefty was, however, not dif- 
cooraged even by this rtfult from ftill 
purfuing fuch mcafurcs as appeared to 
hira moft conducive to the end of 
feace 5 and the wifliet of his Ally, the 
Emperor, corrcfponding with thofc 
Which his Majefty had maiiift,rtcd, fcn- 
timcnis of a nmilar tendency were ex- 

I prelTed on the part of his Imperial Ma- 
jefty at the time of opening the Cam<* 
pai^n : but the continuance of the- fame 
fpirn aod principles on the part of the 
Eoemv rendered this frefU oyerture 
equally unfuccefsfu?. 

Wltile the Government of France 
t!»us periifted in obftrufi^ing every mct- 
fore that ceuld even open the way to 

\ Negotiation, no endeavour was omitted 
to miflcad the public opinion through* 
oat all Europe with rcfpe^t to the real 
caufe of the prolongation of the war, 
aod to ca(b a doubt on thofc difpoGcions. 
•^hich could f lone have diftated the ftcps 
taken by his Iyl'>jcfty an^ his anguft 
ally. 

In oj>der tp. deprive his enemie^ of 
all poAibiiity of fubterfujre or eva/ions 
wd*in the hope that a jnift fenfc of the 
coDtioued calamities of War, and of 
theincrcafing diftreiTcs of 'prance h^r* 
l^if, might at length have led to more 
iuft ^nd pacific difj>ofitioii», his ^^a;eftr 
rcne\ved in another form, and througn 
the intervention of a friendly ^owcr, 
» propofal for opening Negotiations fo^ 
P^ace. I^he itianner in which, tl)tsin- 
terven^kn was received, indicated tire 
noft hoftile difpoHtion towards Great 
Britain, and ^t the fame time ^fiordeci 
JO all Europe a ftriking inftance of that; 
iijarious^ and offbnfive condtid which 
i« obr^rved, on the part o< the French 
Government, towards all othei[ coun* 
^rics.' The repeated overtures made Jtt 
his Msjcfty*6, name were neverthelefs of 
fuch a natuire, that it was at laft 6>und 
io|P(^ble to per(\^ in the abfolute re4> 
it^ioD of ihem, without the dlred an^ 
undifgaiScd avowal of a determination 
to refnfe to Europe all hope of the re- 
ftoraiW of tranquillity. A Channel 
^^ therefore it ienph i|idicat«4 



through which the Government of 
France proft ffcd itfelf willine to cnrry 
on a Negotiation, and a readinefft watt 
expreficd (though in terms far remote 
fr<$m any fpirit of cooctliaticn) to re« 
ceive a Minifter authorhed by his Ma- 
jefty to procetd to Paris for that pur* 
pole. 

Many eircumflances might have ^eA 
urged as affording powerful motives 
again ft adopting this foggefiion, until 
the Government of France had, given 
fome indication of a fpirit better cal* 
culated to promote the fuccefs of fuch 
aMiiOon, and to meet thefe advance^ 
on the part of Great Britain, The 
King's defire for the reftoration of ge« 
neral Peace on juft and honourable 
terms, his concern for the incercfts of 
his fub]e6ls, and his determination to 
leave to his enemies no prcte-xt for iro* 
putingtohtm the eonfcquenoesof theif 
own ambition, induced nim to overlook, 
every fuch confideration, and to take f 
ftepwhVh thefe reafons alone eo^jufV 
tifr. 

The repeated endeavoun of the 
French Goiremment to defeat this Mif- 
fion in its outfet, and to break oflF the 
intercourfe thus opened« even before 
the fird fteps towards Negotiation coul4 
be taken, the indecent and injurioua 
language employed with a view to ir* 
rjtate, the captious and frivolous objec- 
tions raifed for the purpofe of obftru^« 
ing the progrefs of the difcuHion i all 
thefe have fufticiently appeared from the 
Ofticial I\ipert which pafe<i on botix 
fides, and which are k^avri\ to %U ^ixn 
ropeV 

But, above all, the abrupt teroMuatioia 
of the Wegociation has aflSbrded the moli 
concluiive Koof, that at no perio^j of it 
was any real wifti for Peace eixte^tai^c^ 
Oft the part df ^e Freddy Government. 

After repisated evjifion smd <j^l^,^{hat 
Government had at length conCented to 
e^abHlb,as the Bafts of the l^rgociatinnj^ 
a principle proofed by his Majefty, lU 
Wf ral in its ciwn nature, equitable to^ 
wards brs Enemiea, and cal^ul^^ed to^ 
provide for the intereiU of his AlEes^ 
and o( Europe. It Had be^n agreed, thac 
Cocnpenfation fhouUi be otade to France ' 
by propprgonabk B%ftitutions from his 
Majefty*s Goo^uefta on that Power, for 
ihoie anGangcm^nta^to which ihc (bouldl 
bg called upon m iaaQtntf in order ta 
^tisfy theiMft preren^ons q£ hi^ Alii^s, 
and to preurve sl^ political B«i]^cc o£ 
Europe. At the dehre of the French^ 
government itfelf Mcp^i^ were 
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praTeatcd br his Mijpfty*» BAiaifter. 
^\uck eoBmmcd theoudiMS of urmtof 
Peace* groua^td m the B^fit fo c0^* 
blUktd, aad in which his Majedy pro* 
poitd to carry to the atmoft polfible cz- 
ceat the apjjli^ation of a principle ^ fo 
equitable with refpedr to France, and fo 
liberal dn his Majefty's part. The de- 
livrry of thefe Papef s pas accompanied 
by- a Declaration enprefsly and repeated- 
ly iRAdcy both verbally and in writing, 
tnat his Ma|elly*s Miniftor was wBliog 
and prepared to en^ert with a fpirit 
of conciliation and fairiiers, into the dif- 
cuffion of the different points there cbn- 
taioedy or Uito that of ai^ other propo- 
fal oFlbhesne of Peace which the French 
GoveroBicat might wiik to fubftitute in 
its place. 

In reply to this Communicationt he 
received a demand, in form the mod 
offenfive, and in fubftance tb? mod "ex- 
travHfant, that erer was m^de in the 
courfe of any Negotiation* It was pe- 
remptorily required of him, that in the 
i^ry oiitict ot the buiinefs,' when no 
anfwer had been ^ven by the French 
Government to his firft propoial* w|itn 
he had not sven' learned, in anyreEular 
ihape, the ^ature or extent of the objcc* 
tiorfs to it, aod much lefs received frotn 
that Govenvmeirt any other offVr or plan 
of Peace, be (bould, in 24 hours, deliver 
in ndatement of the final terms to which 
bis Court would in any cafi? accede ;' a 
demand tending evidently' to fbut the 
door td all Hegociation, to preclude ail 
difculion, alt eiplaoation, all poffibility 
of ^%hM amicable adjuftment of points 
of ditference ; a demand in its nuucc 
.^repoderous, in us execatioa impraai? 
cable, fince it is plaia that no fuch uiti* 
mate re^olution^ refpeding a general 
plan of Peace, ever can be rationally 
^rmed, much le(s declared^ without 
knowinr what points tare principally 
onje^ed to by the eneay^and what fa*. 
€ilities he may be wiUrog to offer in re^r 
turn for oonceffion in ihofe reljpe^s. 
Having declined- compliance with thia 
demand, and explained the rea(bnswbich 
rendered it inadmiffible, bt^ having, «!t 
the Tame .time, eiprefsly renewed thn 
declara:ion of his readinefs to ester in* 
to the difcudion of the propafat he hs4 
conveyed, or- of any other which jnighc 
be communioared to him, the King's 
Minider received no o«her, anfwer than 
an abrupt command lo^uit Paris in for- 
ry-eight hours. — U, in addition to fueh 
an infult, any fortlier proof we«e ne- 
uS^y ^ <^^ difpontions of ihofe by 



whom it was offered, fnch proof wonld* 
be abundantlv fupplied from the coo« 
tents of the Note in which this order 
W9S conveyed. The mode of Nego^ 
ti^on, on which the French Govern- 
ment had hfelf infided, is there r6jea« 
ed, and no practicable means left open 
for treating with effea. The bads df 
Negotiation, fo recently eftabliihed by 
mntual consent, is there difclaimed, and 
in its room a principle;' clearly inadmif^ 
dbit, is re*aiierted, as the only ground 
bn which France can confent to treat, 
-*>the veryfame principle which had 
been brought forward In reply* to his Ma- 
jcdjr's fird overtures from Swidbrland, 
which had then* been reje^^d by Ifis 
Majedy, but which now appears never 
tQ have been, in fa£t, abandoned by the 
Government of France, however incon* 
ddent with that^on which they had tx» 
prefsly agreed to treat. 

It is tliercforc neceflary thatall Europe 
ihould underdand, that the rupture of 
tbe Negotiation' at Paris dues nOt arife 
from the failure of any dncere attempt 
on the part of France to reconcile; by 
fair dircuiiion, the vie^s and intereds 
of the eonrending Powers : fuch a AS* 
culUon has been repeatedly invited, and 
even folkited on the part of his Ma- 
jedy, but has been, io rht: fird indance, 
and abfolutely, precluded by thtji a^'-«f 
the French Government. 

^Jtarifcs exdudvely* frqm the deter* 
mination of that Govemmerft to reje^ 
all means bf Peace— >a determination 
which appjedred but too ftronsly in all 
the prclijninarv difcuilions ; w nich was 
clearly mnnifeded in the demand of an 
Ultiroatuitt^ made in the very out fet of 
the Negotiation; but which is proved 
beyond ail poffibilky of doubt^ *py the 
obdinato adherenoe to a claim which 
never can ^ admi^ted-'-a claim thtft*the 
candni£tioo^ wl^ich that Government 
affe^s to put (though even in that re* 
tpc6k unfupported by the h€t) on tb# 
internal CoiUlitution of its own country, 
ikall be received' by aU other nations an 
paramount to every known principle ^f 
p\iblic la will Europe, as fuperior to the 
^bligatipns of Trqatiei^ to the ties of 
common intered,'<o the mod prefling 
and urgent conddcrations of j^ienerai Uw 
curicy. • . , 

' 0n fuch grouncis it is that the French 
Government has abruptly terminated a 
Negotiation which it commenced witl^ 
relu&ance, and conducted with eter/ 
indication of a refolution to prevent ita 
finai fuccefs. On thtiu motives it is that- 
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the further cfTufion o£ blood* tht con- 
tioued cakmitics of War, the interrup- 
tioAi of peaceable and friendly inter- 
courfe amonc maakindt the proJopged 
diflreflcsof Europe, and the accumula- 
ted miferiet of France itl'elf, are hj the 
Gofemmcatof that country to be julli- 
fied to the world.

Mr. Alderman Combe, in obedience 
to the inftru^tion of his conftituents, 
who had met that day in the Common 
Hall of the city of London, and had de- 
iired tbeir Reprefentatives to cenfure 
the condu6^ of the Minifter, in giving 
away the public roonev without the con. 
fent of Parliament, ieconded the mo. 
tion. He fpoke of the rerpeftability of 
the meetine, and of the pride he ihould 
always feelin obejring tiie voice of his 
conftituenrs, the Livery of London, who 
almoft uu;inimoufly dilapproved of the 



monstodifpqf&of t^e public ippn^T> ^ ^^* 
mit without anj^ qualification ; that sU 
grants of moneyfortbe public(ervice muft 
proceed from Parliament is an undenia- 
ble proportion } but in point of fa^, it 
would be impoilible to profecute a war, 
to Incounter any emergency, or to pro- 
vide fuitably for the public fervice, ub- 
leCi extraordinaries were allowed. On 
this point I defire to (^uote the hiftorjr . 
df the whole fucceflion ot Adminiftratiolis, 
from the reign of King William to the 
prcfent period. It will be found, thu 
in proportion to the difficulty of the cr> 
Hs, and the dangers with which the 
country was threatened ^rom the am- 
bition of France, it has been found ne- 
eelTary to encreafe the rate of extraof di- 
naries. I reft then the juftification of 
tl^ pra^ice not on one or two folttary 
precedents, but on the uniform praAice 
of the government of the country. The 
power of the Houfc of 9<)inmonf over 
ther public purfe is not cramped by any 
rigid, arbitrary, and unvarying rulc$» 
It is a power which is guided bv a found 
difcretjon^ and which admits la its cx« 
erciCe all thofe modifications which are 
confident with a prudent and well re- 
gulared ufe of the public money. On 
this point then I have ro defire you to 
look, not to the recorded book of the 
Conftitution, but to the un-written law- 
of Parliament, the fpirit and letter of 
the Con(kitution, and to the tenour uid 
context of tha whole hiftoryof thecoun- 
uy.' i ftue this in order to (hew how 
the beft princi{)lcs of^the ConHitution^ 
if not taken without the due modifica* 
tions which have been introduced by the 
wifdom of time, and fan£Uoned by the 
practice of the mod enlightened and vir* 
taous Adminiftrations, may be carried 
to fuch an excefs as to condemn every

Mr. Pitt repeated, that he grounded 
his defence on the pri^ice now com* 
plained of beine the unavoidable prac*, 
ticeof all his predtce (Tors, and he quoted 
a number of precedents on the Journals 
that bore analogy to the prcfent cafe, 
in which the moA eminent Minifters in 
all the reigns from King William to his 



cafion, independent of the great mif. 
chief it had occafioned in the commercial 
world. 

Mr. Pitt now rofe. He faid, he had ro 
requcll of the candour of that Houfe to 
fuipend their judgment on the prefent 
charge, until they had heard his de- 
fence ; that, difmi^ng every previous 
prepe^eflion, they would inveftigate the 
true nature and colour of the tranfac-' 
tiofiy and not haftily affix on a public 
man, like fome members and their con .

crer to fupprefs) that he refted hia dt • 
iience*for ne would not take ihelter evea 
under the aufpicet of the rooft |;lorioua 
Tidories of Auftria. 

He moreover obfervcd^ that a rote of 
credit more than twice the fum ad^ 
Tanced the EmperoT) had beet) granted 
Miniftert, which he contended wu ap- 
plicable to any fetvice the exigency of 
afl^a might require. The money ap«> 
propriated was of an aflignable nature^ 
and came within the fpiritand letter of a 
vore of credit. He was aware that refpon- 
fibility did eaiftfor the dirpofal of money 
fubje& to the cofltroul of Parliament. 
To juftify to the Uoufe then the mea- 
furcr he had adopted^ he would appeal to 
the fiate of affairs when he made tne Brft 
diftribution of the money. He had at 
that time confulted the 6rft commercial 
men and bodies^ wbo declared that the 
attempt at that period to negodate a loan 
for the Emperorwoold be attended with 
the moft diiaftrous eSt6tt to the country, 
and occafion a fcarcity of fpecie of tha 
moftdiftrefling nature ^ yet the expedi- 
ency of (bmc immediate aid to be grants 
td toour brave and faithful ally was evi- 
dent from the then iituaiion ot the hof- 
^c urmiesy from the rapid progrefs of 
the French into the heart of Germany, 
and the unfortunate, though heroic, re- 
freacof the Aufirian army. By it, 19 
party the turn was in ftaotaneouily given 
to the tide of affairs, the aftoniihing vie- 
coriea atchievcd by that gallant army, 
and their rapid purfuit of the enemy, 
demonstrated the utility of the meafure. 
Who would put nine or even twelve 
hundred thoufand pounds in copipe- 
tition with thefe fucceffes produced by 
Bdtiik money ? Whatever this country 
had tranfmitud, it was only i^ftt ; but 
even if it had been ^iitfx to a much 
larger amount, the fervice has amply re- 
paid us* 

Mr. Pitt, afur begging the Houft to 
view the fubje^ in the aggregate, and 
. with all its concomitant circumftancet, 
threw himfelf upon iu candour and juf- 
tice, denting, however, that he had 
rather fink, under its cenfure (fevere at 
tt would be to him) than have the pain- 
fuirefledion of haviog{acrificed,through 
timidity, and from fear of perfonal 
confequence^, th; intereftsof hu coun- 
try. 

Mr. Bragge enured at great length 
into the fttbje^t ; followed the argumenu 
«f the Chancellor of the Exchequer i 
«M of opinion that no improper ale had

firofelTed a defire that the Houfe ihould 
ot jealous and watchful upon ail appli^ 
cations of tha public money, as.betojg 
the peculiar dmv at well as the pru 
vilage of the Com«iona. To fecure 
that privilege, as well aa to iKew that 
the Houfe thought the j^refent meafure 
jnftified by the ncceffity of the prefent 
c»fe, he moved the following amend- 
ment :-^ 

** That the meafure of advancing th« 
feveral fums of money, which appear, 
from the accounts prefented to the 
Houfe thia SelOon of Parltamenti to 
have been ififued for the fervice of the 
Emperor, though not to be drawn into 
precedent, but upoapccafions of fpeci4. 
neccffity, was> under the peculiar cir- 
curoftances of the cafe, a juftifiable and 
proper excrcife of the difcretion veftedin 
nis Majcfly's Minifteirs by the Vote of 
Credit, and calculated to produce coo- 
fequences which have proved highly 
advantageous to the common caufe, and 
to the general interefla of Europe.** 

Alderman Curtis, Luibiagton, and 
Anderfon (the other ^hrce Members fo^ 
the Citv) faid thev IboUid not, like 
their colleague (Alderman Cohibe^ be 
guided by the refolution of the Com- 
mon Hall of Livery, that day« which 
meeting, they remarked, did not con- 
iifl of one-ftxth part of the Livery-men 
•*but they would vote according to 
their own fentimenti— for the amend* 
roent. "" 

The amendment was alfo fupported 
by Mr. Wilberforceaad Col. 6alcoignC( 
and warmly oppoTed by Mr. Sheridan. 
Sir W. Pulteney, Mr. W, Smith, Mr. 
Taylor, and others. But on a divifion, 
at half paft three o'clock in the morning, 
it nas carried— Ayes 1%^ — Noes Si^* 
Majority im favor of the amcndmeot

After a ballot had taken place for % 
Committee to try Mr. Tiemcy's Peti- 
tion aeainft the Sonthv^ark Ele^ion^ 
Mr. M. A. Taylor rofe, and complain- 
ed of a libel upon him in The Sun Pa- 
per, purporting to be a fpeech deliver- 
ed by him in that Houfe, and which the 
Editor had made the compleateft non* 
fenfe, for the purpofe of raifing ft 
laugh againft him. Though he Ihoul^ 
nut, the firft time of his offence, move 
any profecutton againd the Infulting 
Editor, he ffiould expe^ in future the 
full prote^lion of the Houfe. 
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-MAR<^I8 t)li LA FAYETTE.* 

A very long debate now took place 
on a motion of General Fkxpatrick. to 
aJdrefs his Majcllv to intercede with 
the Emperor for tlie liberatbn ofGe-. 
neral La Fayette, MeflVs.Latour Mau. 
beuge, and Bureau de Pufy, who were 
kept ill clofe confinement in the prifon 
of pimutz, as fuch imprifonment was 
injurious to the caufe ot the Allies. 

The General drew a melancholy pic- 
ture of L& Fayette and his companions 
in their captivity. The ri^ht to im- 
prifon ihcrt^, he faid, could be juftified by 
no' law of any civilized natioil whate- 
ver. It was as unjuft as their treatment 
had Hnce been barbarous and cruel. 
The undefervcd^ fufferings of Madame 
La Fayette he painted in the moft pa* 
thetic terms. After feeing her mother, 
lifter, and other dear relations, fufTer tra- 
der the zxt of Robe(^ierrc> Ike had the 
fortune to eluJe with her two daugh- 
ters the vigilance and fury of the ty- 
rant, Jnftantly ihe flew to the fuccour 
of her hulband, a)id with fome-di(Hcui- 
ty obtained an audience of the Emperor', 
who did nut hear her tale of woe without 
emotion. She alked leave to alleviate 
her huiband's fufferings by fharing his 
confinemenf, and hinted a hope of his li-> 
beratioa. To the firft the young So- 
vereign coirfented, but faid as to the 
General's liberation — <• the bufinefs 
*was com pi icated^his hands were bound 
upon the fubje£t.** 

Here General Fitzpatrick drew a de- 
plorable picture of the ftate in which 
ihe and her daughters found, and con. 
tinued with kcr hulband in the prifon. 
i^cd on unwnolefome food, in vile 
cJoathing, and in a loathfome cell, her 
iiealth in three months was Uft, and 
the folicited leave to repair to Vienna 
from Otpiutz, for medical aflTiiUnce.— - 
The Imperial Minifteis faid, *' (ht 
' might do fo, but itiDuft be on condi- 
tion of returning to her hulband no 
'more/' The amiable woman and young 
females preferred death to fuch terms j 
on the refijied cruelty of which the Ge- 
neral failed not to remark ; and, obferv- 
ing that thc^dminifirationofthis country 
ought to be glad to adopt every mcaiiire* 
to Tree them from a fufpicion of being 
parties in enforcing and compelling the 
rigour of the Emperor, made his motion, 
^hlch was feconded by Mr. Sheridan. 

Mr. Pitt oppofed the motion on two 
pounds*. Arft, as he could not believe 
ali the fa>^s dated ; and fecondly, as his 
Maj<i^y ^^^ no right whatever to in- 



terfere with the Emperor refpc€Hng kit 
prifoners, or his promifes refpeSing 
them ; for as well might any other na- 
tion interfere in our private concerns, 
and with our State prifoners, had we 
any» He thought it neceffary to obferve, 
the words quoted as fpoken by the Em- 
peror could not apply to this country, 
and folemnly to declare we had bound 
him under no obligation or condition 
whatever refpe6ting La Fayette. 

Mr. Fox, with great yvarmth and elo- 
quence, fupported the motion ; Mr. 
Windham, Mr.Dundas, and others op- 
pofed it. Mr. Windham was particu- 
larly fevere on the conduft of- La Fa- 
yette, throughotit his whole life, and 
feemed to confider him as the fountain 
and prime agent of the American and 
French rebellions againft Monarchy. 
He faid, he was the only man, of all 
that had injured her, that the unfortu- 
nate (^een of France, when the ar- 
rived at her .latter days, declared Iht 
could not forgive. 

Mr. Wilberforce, convinced by^the 
arguments of Mr. Pitt, that this coun« 
try had no right to interfere with the 
Emperor in the bufinefs, wiihed the mo- 
tion to be — to Jiibmit to bis Mitjeftj the 
propriety of interfnitig for the hheration 
of the prifoners, and on thi< the Houfe 
divided — Noes 13* — Ayes 5a— Majori* 
rity 80. After which the Houfe nega- 
tived the original motion. 

SATURDAY; DEC. 17. 

Mr. Pitt brotight up the folloyring 
Meflage from his Majcfty : 
George R. 

** His Majeftv thinks proper (o ac- 
quaint the Houie of Commons, that he 
is at prefent engaged in concerting 
meafures with his Allies, in order to be ' 
fully prepared for the vigorous and 
effe^^ual profecution of the War, if the 
failure of his Majefty's earned endea- 
vours to effeft a General Peace, on fe- 
ctire and honourable terms, (bould un- 
fortunately render another campaign 
anavoid^ble ; and his Majefty will not 
fail to take the firft opportunity to«om- 
muntcate the rcfutt ot tho(e difcufSont 
to the Houfe. In the interval, his Ma- 
jefty conceives that it may be of the 
greate<l importance to the common caufe, 
that his Majefty (hould be enabled to 
continue fuch temporary advances for 
the fervice of the Emperor, as may br 
indifpcnfably neceffary, with a view to 
miKtary operations being profe«uted 
with vigour and effeft at an early pe^ 
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"^ ; and hitMajefty recominendt it to 
tke Hoyic to coofider of making fiich 
provifion as may appear to them to ba 
inoft expedient for this purpofe. 

G. R." 
Mr. Piu then moved, that his Ma* 
•jcfty'sMcflagc ihould be taken iatocon- 
iideratioo on Monday. Ordered. 

MOKDAT, Die, 19. 

Mr. Pitt, in confequence of a R^cf- 
iagc from hisMajefty, moved in a Com- 
mittee of Supply, that a fum not ex- 
ceeding 500,0001. (boiild be granted to 
his Majefty, to enable his Majtfty to re- 
mit, from time to time, to his Imperial 
Majcfty, luch fum or fuma •% mijfit be 
deemed neceflary for the profecution of 
the War, ihould another campaign be 
Rndered unavoidable. 

Mr. Fox, after alluding to the late 
Supply to the Emperor, and the man- 
ner in which the Minifter difpofed of 
the public money, faid, it was a farce 
anddelufion any longer to think that 
Houfc had influence or direAion over its 
diftriburion. He, and Sir Wm. P^iltc- 
ncy, and Mri Sheridan propofed dif- 
ferent amendments, to do away the ef- 
U6i of the motion, but which were all 
negatived without a division, and the 
motion was carried.

EAST^INDIA AFFAIRS. 

Mr. Dundas, exprcfling a hope that w# 
ihould never pan with the Cape,of Good 
Hope, but hold it for ever, obferved* 
that in confequence of the navigating 
laws it was rtquifite a bill ihould pa£i 
to enable his N^nieAy to make cenain re- 
gulations refpeaing that colony, for is 
was the wifli of the Government of thia 
country, that it ihould not be held iii^ 
the-monopc'lifing manner of the Dutch* 
who compelled other Countries in their 
traffic with it to oumero|is impoi^ADd 
ioconvcniences^but be op«n to the irade 
of all nations, and in its imprf>(ls equal- 
ly impartial to all. He moved a Biliac* 
cordingly. 

The Houfe bein^ then formed into a 
Committee', the R>ight Hon. Gentle- 
o^an again rofe to nate the annual ac- 
counts of the revenues and expenditures 
of the Eaft India Company. He read 
from* papers, the accounts of the re« 
ceipu and charges (caO up in rupees 
and pagodas) at the different fettle* 
ments ; and then combined them witK 
l^e 'property of the Company at home 
and aAoat, in one view-— t^e refult of 
which was, that there \yas a large fur- 
plus of revenue, and the Company's 
affairs thi» year were better as to debts 
and aflcts 1,240,4901. 

Much of the profperity of oiTr territo- 
ries in India, and particularly in Bengal, 
he attributed to the wife and benevoienc 
iVAem which had been eilablilhtd in 
that province by t Noble Lord -<Mar- 
quisCornwairu),and the good efiedUof 
whicii were daily ohferved in the grow, 
ing happinefs and tbeincreafmg wealth 
of that country. There fecurity was novr 
affixed to property, the people were 
happy in the enjoyment of what thcy^ 
poflefled, and population increafed fron& 
the temptation which increafed profpe<«' . 
rity held out to people to leave, other 
counirtes,and to fettle in that. From an 
increaie of popuiatioo an increafe of 
revenue followed of courfe, becaufe 
ihere was a greater demand for every 
^article of confumption in the country* 
He then remarked, that this year near 
400^000!. had been expended, agreeably 
to the ju(l and humane laws of Parlia- 
ment, in relieving tbofe officers of the 
Company who had long laboured undes 
agC) fickadty and in&nity^ th^t the 
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#«l>eiwe of mif totfqucftt of Ctflon, 
B«tftvia, &c. had beea defray^ bj tlit 
€ofii|>ftfiyi ftn^ ttuuthough from the vU 
gilinceof ourNavj none of the BmISL In* 
dia (hipt had ^een captured) yet on ac« 
count of the war the ezpences of 
height had increafed one milltoo ; but, 
Hotwithftanding ibefe heavy deduc« 
tiont, he i^iU hoped the million to heap* 
l^o^iated to the naiion would be found 
iDrtncoBiing. 

Mr. Dondas 6nally ohfervedythat the 
Kade of the Company had laft year in. 
•Tea fed four millions, and aa it wai not 

rbable they ftould long have a rival 
that quarter of the globe, it was not 
likely their trade would foon be di* 
ttiin^ed. ' T^eir prefent capital allow. 
#d tnem by Parliament to traiHc with, 
would therefore be in^dequacet and it 
anuft be enlarged. The Ri?ht Hon. 
Gentleman then made fcverai motions 
Ibunded on his ftarement. 

Mr.Biddulph, Sir Francis Baring, and 
Mr, Huflcy, made fevcral obfcnracionsr 
tending to Aiew thnt the Company's af. 
Ikirs were not in rhc fiouri(hing (ituation- 
■ow reprtffented $ and were replied to by 
Mr, S,cott (Chairman of the Court op 
Bire6tors). Sir Francis thought fhe 
Cape would be an incumbrance to us ^ 
it, he faidy annually coil the Dutch 
<oo,oool. a year to maintain it'. Mr. 
-HulTey infiftcd, it would turn out, that 
were all the Company's effedtf convert* 
9d into mnnev, it would not have enough 
to pay off ail dsmandsi the former he 
calculated at 6,734,0001. and the lauer 
would amount to 7,7So,oool. 

Mr. Dundas contradiAed this ftate- 
jnent, and fliewcd that the Company 
|ud almoft enough to pay their peribnat 
4ebts out of their perfonal efef^s, and 
if to tbefe was added their old property, 
jiot only would they b^ able to pay to 
^e amount of their capital at the end 
fii their Charter, but be a rich focety 
4ttdeed, werb they to divide the furplua 
jimnn^ then, if, he added, tney (bouid 
^e fo ill advifed aa to adopt fuch t dc« 
^termination. 

After fome further eonverfatkm, th« 
HeiblatioDt ^ert put and agreed to | 
^»d the Houfe bc^i>g refuined, the He* 
|N»rt waa ordered 10 ic received to-mor* 
sow.

Mr. Dundai and Mr. Pitt eppoTei 
thcf motion, as no reafons had been ^ven 
upon which it was grounded, as it would 
be difficult and ^xpenfive to be com*- 
pfied wixh, and as the difg^Hlion of tht 
lubje^t did not properly belong to that 
Houfe. The motion waa negatived

Agreeably to the report made to the 
Houfe in favour of Mr. Tierney, by the 
Committee appointed to try the meriis of 
the Southward Ele^ion Petition, that 
Gentleman took the oaths and his feat. 

It was agreed that, ♦« I fwcar I am a 
Proteftant,^ &ould be left out of the 
oath taken by thofe ballotted to ferve i« 
the Supplementary Militia.

'which condition, he obferved, would 
prevent perfons from being impofed 
upon, as to price, by thofe who meapt 
to become fubllitutes.

Mr. Eiu began ))y ftating» that various 
tnd important ton tide rations would arife

• variety of opinions would, no doubti 
prevail ; but ail muft concur in fend- 
mcnts of regret at the abrupt failure of 
tht: Degociation, and the neceffity cV per* 
levering in a conteft undertaken, how- 
ever, in confequence of complicated ag^ 
grelOons on the part of the enemy, for 
the independence of Great Britain, and 
the general fccuriry of Europe. Thefe 
leeliDgs of regret and difappointment 
were, however, he trufted, unaccom- 
panied by defpondency. 

J fit ihoii)<l appear that Minifters were 
fi'ncefe and delirous for peace, on prin* 
dples which ought to render it adequate 
and permanent, the attempt, though 
nnfucceftfui, would not be lo(l. It 
would convince Europe, that the enemy 
Was the f 4e caufc of the prolongation of 
the war \ it would tend to unit^ England 
and to divide Prance. 

After the propofals had been made, 
anil^erms founded on tquicable grounds 
had been offered j after refuTing to fuf- 
ler thofe terms to be dil'cuflcd ; after 
the infulting order for his M.«jc(ly's 
Miniftcr to quit Paris ; and after (he 
Would not call it xYutJlmblance, hut the 
mockery of ntgoci?tion on ih^part of the 
Enemy ) this country had no option or 
alternativ# as to the ultimate line cf 
conduct it ought^ adopt. 

Mr. Pitt then entered into a general 
review of all the circumilances attend- 
ing the overtures that had been made in 
order to a pacification j beginning with 
Mr* W!ckham.*$ correfpondence with 
Monf. Harthelemi, at Ballc, and going 
tbroui^h the whole of the State Papers* 
This he did in a moft able, candid, and 
manly manner ^ and from them he

M rely : that at alt evtnts their devand 
of an UUimAtnm was as improper, as if 
was unprecedented, and calcniated fur 
no purpofe but to put an end to tht 
Negfjcianon. As to the grent point, 
the>f;r^ qua noii of the reftitution of the 
Netherlands, be remarked that lefs we 
. could n«t a(k for, at the commencement 
of a negociation, for our Allies, with* 
out the confent of the Emperor, and ne 
fuch confent had been obtained. \% 
the fubfequent ft ages, however, e^en 
thii flipulation might bceve undergone car* 
tain modifications by concellions elfe- 
where. Welikewiie inAfted upon the 
eracnation of Italy by the French 
troops ; but Savoy, Nice, and Avignon 
did not come within the fcope of this 
defcription. 

Upon the whcle, he contended, that^ 
the offer to France was fair, juft, and 
liberal; an offer, which (hewed our 
anxiety for a fpeedy reftoration of peace, 
and merited a fair and candid difcuifioB 
from the enemy* ' 

He commented at ereat length on the 
Confidential Memorial delivered on the 
peace with Spain and floiland, and aifo 
on Lord Malmefbury's converfatton 
with the French Minifier for Foreign 
Affairs on this fubjed^. 

Holland, confidered with a reference 
to its former conne6iion with this coun* 
try, and its transfer to the fcale of> 
France, muft render the reftoration of 
any of the Colonies conquered by Great 
Britain ^m her gratuitous. What 
France had extorted from Holland ^the 
Dutch Netherlands), if re (lor ed, might 
be the means of fecuriog the Nether* 
lands, and might form a ul'cful barrier 
ro Holland itl'elf; but Holland being 
conneded with France, France had na 
right to demand any of thoi'e conqueAs 
in behalf of Holland. ^ 

Whether there was any thing fo in- 
temperate in the tleporttnent . of Lord 
Malme(bury, or {o very extravagant 
and unreafonable in his demands, as t^ 
warrant the ftrong and infulting mea-* 
fures adopted by the Dire6^ory> »he 
would leave to the common juftice, even* 
of the greateft advocates of France to 
decide. Yet on the moment of our Mi*- - 
nifter's withdrawing, they propofc a 
new bafis of their own, refuting to treat 
on our projet^ or to give one of their 
own i and after rejeOing Negodatton .

AJIading totbe prdp«iition of annex- 
ing to France all her cunquefts by an 
interaal laM^ Mr. Pitt fai<l, that it waa 
too ahfnrd for eVcn the mod infatuateii 
friends of France and French conduct 
tofnpport* No one would be fo infane 
ai to contend that alt the treaties, UMt 
aod relations, whi^h boond together the 
tarjous nations of Europe, wire to be 
preliminarily furrcndcred at tbe feet of 
tiiat country.

Report of a defcent upon Ireland, it Was 
fbrtuoate they did not think of annexing

of wat ou^ht to bt incurred to deftroy 
Ft-ench prmcipies, tbey muft ^hooib be- 
tween the Miniflcr and peace, for ther 
were incompatible. Could the Frcacn 
Dire£kory believe perfbns to b« m e*r« 
neft to conciuie peace with thei!, wb^ 
had deelartd the country was in danger 
the moment peace arrived from the i.V 
flux of French principles } UoUfs Mi^ 
nifters difAVowed the principles o^ the 
war, there couU be nO hopes of peace* 
Mr. Fox, after difcuffing a variety of 
fubjeas mtrodticed in Mf . Pitt's fpcech^ 
entered into a full eximination and hit* 
tory ef the negociation. He infited 
Upon the abfurdity and imbecility of 
Ix>rd M4ime(bttry*s mifiioa ; who wt$ 
£ent to treat on fut^eds oik, which be had 
nov power to conclude an v terms, and 
with powers to come to a definitive coo* 
dufien on fubjefks ai which he was not 
empowered to treat. The tcn»i pro- 
poled to France left btr nothing, and 
Were not fuch as the Allies were j a IH- 
ficd by their comgrative circumftancet 
in dtinanding. The Minifler excelled 
in artifice and fophiitry ; but thefe were 
not the qualities now wanted to give re« 
pole to Europe. The Houfej'by alTent* 
ing CO the Addrefs, aifented to the pro- 
fecution of the war till Belgium waa 
reftorcd to the Emperor^ He ealled oa 
Gentlemen, if convinced of the pro- 
priety of fuch a principle, to tvow it, 
and a^ openly, and not go into the 
country with falfe pretences of having 
voted for peace : rarliament w^re hot 
in that credit with the country, and the/ 
did not defcrve to be in that credit.

On the morning of the 1 ^th inft. at day- 
light, we difcovered a frigate to windward 
ftanding towards us \ abodt eight I could 
perceife her making every preparation for 
battlt, and was then apparently in cbace of 
•s. Onr fituation altogether was fnch as 
to prerent my being pver dcfirous of en- 
gaging her. Out of our fmali comple- 
ment of men, we had left thirty at the bof* 
iital, and we bad more than tbat num* 
oer ftill on board in our ill and conva* 
kicent lifts, all of whom were dangef- 
nnfly fick or extremely weak. We wert 
icarcelv out of fight ot the fpot where wt 
)uiew the 8pani(h fleet to have been crUit- 
ing only two days before } and, in fa£l, 
we had ftood on to look for them, with a 
view of afcertaining their movements. A 
friall Spanifh vefltJ, which we conjc^u. 
led to be a fort of tender, was pailing ut, 
fteering towards Carthagena, fo tlut I 
could hardly flatter mylelf with being a. 
ble to bring the frigate off in thp event of a 
TiAory, or of even efcaping myii If, if 
diiabled. On the other hand, it evident^- 
\j appeared y that nothing but a flight aud 
wperior (ailing could enable me to avoid 
an aftion } and to do that from a fri- 
gate apparently not much Aipcrior to us, 
eicept in point of bulk, would have been 
coimnitiins the cbara^er of one of his 
Ma^efly^s mips more than I could bring 
myfelf to reiolvc on.

Hid orders, in c^fc of being attacked by 
a rery fupcripr forcC| to retire nearer 
to Mayence'. 

This Dofiiioo on the right banH of the 
I^er Nahe is well known from thp 
^rations of laft Tear. It is not to be 
Bniataiaed a^inft an enemy of very 
fup«rior force ^ for Creutznach lies (o 
ewirejy un<fer the fire of the hills from 
, iae lc|t bank of the river, that the ene- 
my W always mafter of th^t paffage, a^ 
w» fufiUiently proved by tl e affair of 
the iff of December 1795. On this fide 
Creotznach the heights are fo difiant 
frorathc river, that the enemy has every 
ncility in extending himfelf in front 
k »Qd on eitch flank <^f t^9 town i 2Lni \ 



corps of very inferior force cani<it take 
poll near enough to prevent this fonoA- 
tion. 

On the lith Generals SimpfchAn a«d 
RoTemberg were attacked by two di* 
yifions of the army of the Sambrc and 
Meufe. The action taffcd fcvcral hours, 
and the enemy, notwitl^danding foverr 
-great ^n inequality of members, wai 
repulfed with con fiderabie iofs. ' 

Farly on the 27th the French renewed 
the attack, and advanced in fcvcfal oo-* 
lumns frum Creutznach, to turn 'hf 
left of the Auftriank( but the latter, 
by an exertion of much ability and Bmm^ 
dinefs, D^aintaiaed their |H)fi(ii'n.

The enemy *s was certainlv confide* 
rable ; ipo of them were tallen prifo^ 
ncrs, and brought into Mayence. 

I amthtiscircumftanttalin ftating the 
particulars of this,^ in fa^, uminportaac 
affair, becaufe I obicrve that tl>: official 
reports of the army of the Samt>reand 
Mcufc, 1 mean the late ones, contain the 
moft abfurd exaggerations. 1 ibouM 
confider them perfcdVly undcferving «f 
notice, were it not that thofc who hav^ 
no other meaqs of judgingof the events 
of the campaign than by comparing the 
accounts pubiilhed by the contending 
armies, would be led into the mod er- 
roneous conciufions, if thev' gave each 
p?irty credit for only an equal degree of 
tairnefs in their reUtionv. 

In theenemy/s official account of the 
affair of the aift of tad month near 
Neuwied, it is reprefented as having 
been a fcrit^s and general attack ; 
whereas it was merely undertaken for 
the purpofe of deftroying his bridge, 
and Ipreading alarm on the left bank of 
the Rhine. Both thefe objedts were 
effeAed by a very infigntficant force ; 
and there was not the Imalleft idea of a 
fcrious nlTault on the Tete-dc-Pont of 
Neuwied. The enemy dates, that, be* 
fides an immenfe number killed and 
drowned, he actually took loooprifo* 
ners, whereas I can ad'ure your Lord* 
Aip, from the mod authentic informal 
tion, that the whole lofs ofihe Audriana 
did not exceed ^84 men. 

j^het General Moreau'i army had

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«roflcd the Tlhine, two divifions of it 
■were detached towards Landaa, and 
one divifion of the ar»*y of the Sambrc 
and Meufe arrived about the fame time 
in the ncijjhbourh^odof Kayfcrflautcrn- 
General Hov^c .was ftili at Schwcii^ca- 
heim, on the road from Sjxyer to Lan- 
dau ; hli corpn was not of fuflicient 
ftrength to hive any other objcft than 
that of fpreading alarm in Lower Al- 
face ; and it was evident, th^t as CiXiXi 
SIS the Rhine (hould again fcparate the 
main armies^ the enemy mutt inimcili- 
atcly bccomt maftcts of the vic.nrty of 
J^andau. 

General Hotze, therefore, on the ap- 

{iroach of forces fo ir finitely fuperior to 
lis own, letiied towards tht entrenched 
camp of Manlieim, without being in the 
fmalleit degree molefted by the; enemy.

General Alvinzy halted on the '5th in-j 
ftaot, ?.nd fpent that day in reconnoitering 
the pofition of the enemy. He found thi 
French army encamped in three linesj in 
front of Vicenza. 

I On the 6th, as General Alvinzy vn% 
on the point of puflnng forward his ad- 
v^nced guard, Buonaparte, who had 
marched in the night, commenced a moft.

day at the camp of Caldo F«rro. 

General Davidovitcb had in the mean 
time driven back the corps oppofed to him, 
had made a thouland pnToners, and taken 
pofTefTioa of Tr«nte» as was mentioned in 
his foruicr repon. 

On the fame day that the above men- 
fioned fevere a£lion was fought on the 
^ Brenia, General Davidovitch attacked the 
enemy in tlie ftrong pafs of CaWano, a lit- 
tle lo the Jiorthward of Rovcrcdo. The 
French had entrenched their portion, and 
occnpied, in confiderable force» the cadtes 
ef BeflTanoand LaPIetpa, which, as I ,un» 
derftand command the paH*. 

The ftrength of the'potition was fuch^ 
diat, Dotwithrtanding his repeated ef« 
forts. General Davidovitch could not force 
it on the 4th } but on the following day ht 
renewed his attack. 

The corps on the jight of the ^dige 
eftabliihed batteries on th^ heights, of 
Nomi, which fired with conGcIerable efFecl ^ 
the troops on the Itrfi of theriv«r attacked 
the cailies and intrenchmems with perfe- 
vering bravery, and the enemy was at 
Jength completely dtfcated, with the lofs 
of five cannons* eight ammunition wag- 

g>ns, and a thoufand prifonei s. Genernl 
avidovitch fuppofes the enemy*s lofs, in 
killed and wounded, to have beeq vci y ' 
confiderable, and ilates his own to have 
amounted to four hundred men, killed,

10 his Majcfty's Sfiniilers, we have dc- 
lennined to- forward this letter by the

It appears by th«. Rear- Admiral V 
OifpaccheS} dftte<i the 17th. of Marcli 



and nth of.April laft.and which reach- 
ed us on the i8th inftant, by the Or- 
pheus frigate, that the BritiHi troop» 
were in poflcflion of the idandsof Am. 
boyna and Banda, with their fevcral 
dependencies, comprizing, as it was 
thought, the whole of the'Dutch iflands^ 
excepting Fornat^, yielding cloves, nut- 
megs, and mace.

III, From the pryfcnt moment all 
hoftiltties ihail ceafe on both fides, and 
the Auilrian troops 'ihall take poffcfnon 
of the redoubt and burying- ground, and 
carry their adraneed poils to the nearei^ 
bamer. ' The redoubt, the hurying- 
ground, and the barrierMeading to the 
fort, ihall be iniiantly furrendcrcd. 

IV, The Fr^ch troops ihall hold the 
other iide of the barrier until four 
cf clock to-morrow.

V, On each fide a Staff OfTicer fliair 
be exchanged as an hoftage, who ihall 
remain until the Capitulation is execute 
ed, and then to be re>«xchangc^. Anf. 
Granted. They ihall be exchanged the 
moment <the Auftrians take poifciliou 
of the fort. 

At three quarters after three the tth' 
of the troops had defiled ; the rear- 
guard was the 62d[ half brigade. 

Every thing has been carried off;

CONFLAGRATION IM AMERICA. 

iffw-York^ Dec. 9. 
About one o'clock this morning a f»re 
broke out in one of the ilores on M^ir- 
ray's Wharf ,<;:offcc-ht>urc- ilip,and raged* 
with fuch furjr as to' bnfflc all hutnatr 
exettion, till it had lard in a&es t)ie 
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wholcMnckof buttings Included between 
that flip, Front- ftreet) and the Fly -mar* 
ket. The number of building coofumed 
Diaybe from (ixty to fere nty, confiding 
inoHly of large wareboufei, with fome 
Urgt and valuable dwelling-houfet. 
The goods in the ftoret firft burnt were 
ail confiiined» with all the books and 
pipers of the occupiers. Of this num- 
ber are Meff. Robinfon and Hartlliorne, 
Mcfl*. Loomis and Tiilingheft, W. and 
S. Robinfon, and the repretjentativcs of 
Nichola«Cooic# The merchandize in the 
ifores nearer to theFly- market wai much 
of it faved* Fortunately it was high 
water, and the x«ind off (bore, bv which 
meBii» the ihtpping was^favcd. The 
principal proprietors of the buildings 
burnt are, Stewart and Jooesy John 
iWurray, jiin. Jphn Marfton* Robert 
Browne, John Tavior,Garcy Ludlow, 
Roben and Peter Bruce, and Henry H. 
K.!p. It would be imprudent at prefent 
to nazard a gueCs at the amount of pro* 
periy deftroyed. It muft be immcnfe. 
The warehoufet were all of wo»d, and 
pany ofthem coniaiqed large auandtiea 
of rum and ipiriu, which rendered the 
flames terrible in rapidity and extent.

The cttizenVi 
together with the officers and crews of 
the veflels in the harbour, were iboo 
convened } but, unfortunately, no if»* 
mediate and deciflve maafuret ware 
adopted by which the Are could h^ ikofi* 
ped in its beginning, 

T^e feafoQ, for two months previo«t 
.to this accident, had been dry ; the 
night was co]d» and a light breeze 
from N. N. W. was foon iact^eafel 
by the efe£t of the lire. The 
coverings of the buildingSt beinjr of wood 
were, from the above circttiaftances> 
rendered highly combuflible* Several 
of the adjoining houfts were foon af* 
ft€ttdt and then alrooft inftanrly ia 
flames. The wind now became iirong^ 
and whirled into the air, with agitlttfd 
violeact, large flakes of burning fliia^ 
gles, boardsy and other lifi;ht fubfUnces^ 
which, alighting at a <fiflance, added 
confufion to the other terrors of the 
conflagration. The ufe of water waf 
npw rendered totally vain ; its common 
extinguifliing power feemed to be \o(k. 
— Torreptt 5 flames rolled from houfe 
to houfe, with a deflru^ive rapidity 
which bid defiance to all human con- 
trouly and individual exenicms were 
from this time principally pointed to- 
wards the fecuring of private property. 
The dire6fcioii of the fire btmg now 
committed to the wind, its rage v^as 
abated only when, by extendiag to the 
comiBoa« it fQund no farther obje£l 
wherewith to JFecd its fury« On the' 
nortb fide of Market-fquarti^ aird thence 
in a fui^thealUrly dire^ion, the inha- 
pitan^ were enabled, by favour of the 
wiad, ta fave thtir houfes, and limit 
the conflagratioa.— On the other h^nd« 
hj the tiij^e it h^d extended on the Bay, 
nearly to Abcrcorn-ilreet, the prodi- 
gious quantity of heat already produced 
m the center of the city,. he^.an to draw 
in a current of air fiomihe ea(i,^nd 
enabled (oxf^ of %)ft moHa^ifeiuhabi- 
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tanrt tnd feamem to hwe a few houfes 
in that quarteri after havii^g been in 
iiomincm danger. Between twelve and 
one the rage of the fire abated, and few 
other houTet from this time took fire. 
Th« exhaufied fuffererty of both fexes, 
had now to remain expofed'to the in- 
..clemency of a cold froftV night, and to 
witnefcthediftrelfingfpe^cleofthcirnu- 
merous dwellingc, covered with rolumes 
of fmokeand flame» falllA| into ruins. 

Thui was this Itttle cay, foon , after 
emerging from the ravages of our revo- 
lutionary war|. and which had lately 
promifed a confiderable figure among 
the commercial cities of ouv Sifter States^ 
almoft deftroy ed in one night. The num* 
W of houfes (ezclufive of other build- 
iii§t) which are burned, is faid to be

Bay of 
Abcrcom*ftrect, thence in a fouth-eaft 
dire^Ucm, -taking the whoU centre of 
the pity to the fouth and eaft commons | 
i few hotifes quite in the fouth-eaft pare 
pnly excepted.

The mt- 
riu of Jonas Hanway and John Hpwand 
have been already amply detailed in the 
courie of our Magaaine } we now proceed 
to do juftice to another gentleman, whole 
exertions ieem not left deferving applaufe 
than thofc of cither of the former, regret- 
ting, at the £aaie time, that our materials 
for *' a life chequered,*! as he iays, 
'^ bya greatvariety of incidents,"* ihould 
be to (canty. 

Count Rumfiord^s sane is Thompfbn ; 
and he is, if .we are rightly informed, a 
flatWe of a town of the fame nanoe as his 
ptticst titk in the province of Ma£a- 
cbUets. During the late unhappy war 
between the Colonies and the mother 
country, he ratfed a regiment of Ame. 
fican Bragoons, and iignalizcd himfelf 
oil many occafions during the heat of that 
tDi>be*laiiiented conteft. Atone period 
be was, we are told, employed under 
ZotA George Germaine, Secretary of 
6tsie fimr the American Department ^ and 
about February 1784 received fh>iQ hil

In tht iame year, by bis Majefty'a 
permiflion, he engasjxl himfelf in the 
iervice of his Serene Hiffhnefs the Eleftor 
Palatine, Reiening Duke of Bavaria, and 
was employecTin various public Icrvices, 
paiticuhrly in arranging hit military af« 
iairs, and introducing a new fyftem of 
order, difc inline, and economy among 
his troops. But thefe were not the moS 
Important fcrvices rendered to the EleAor 
by Count Rdmford : he formed c/abliA. 
ments for the relief of the poor at Ma^ 
nich j fumilhcd them with employment { 
put a complete flop to mendicity, then 
exceedingly prevalent j and, by eltabUHi. 
ing good regulations, brought the who^e 
vagrant tribe to prefer induftry to idle- 
neis, and cleanlinefs and decency to filth 
and ra|s. Bfc fuggefted many plans ^r 
^oviding the poor with food, wholb* 
Ibme, agreeable, and nouriihing, «t a 
finall expence ; and bv various experi- 
ments, was enabled to fave in the article 
of fuel a great part of the expence which 
before had been incurred in the article of 
drefing the provision for the table. la 
purfuing thel^ enquiries he made many 
Valuable difcoveries in the conftruAion of 
chimneys ; and was enabled to point out 
the means, which have ilnce been iucceis* 
fully employed, of increaiing the beat« 
and at the fame time decreafing the 
quantity of fuel. In many |>arts of the 
three kmgdoms, thefe experimems haire 
been tried, and found to anfwer the pro- 
poied end ; and, at the time we are writ* 
ing this Memoir, numbers are employed 
in adapting the chimneys of ostny no* 
blemen Rndgentlcmea to receive the be-

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iMfit of tbe plm. He was the meant of 
introducing into Germany the ufe of that 
wholeiome vegetable the potatoe; of fa- 
miliarizing the ufe of it to the people in 
general; and of conquering the national 
prejudice agaanft it. He introduced ma- 
nii&^uret> until then unknown, into 
Munich ; and before he left that place to 
come to England, had the plealure to 
a(fift in packmg up, and fending off oyer 
the Alps, %Y the ^vrol, fix hundred ar- 
iiclet of clothing or different kinds, for 
the poor of Verona. At that jun6lure 
he had hope foou to fee the poor of Ba- 
varia grow rich by manufa£luring cloth- 
ing for the poor of Italy. How far this 
expe^ation has been defeated by the ca- 
lamities of war, which has fmce raged in 
the place where his improvements were in- 
troduced, we are afraid to enquire. 

Services fuch as^efe, though origi- 
nally intended for particular places^ are 



not to be confined to them ; but 
arc calculated for every fituation not 
forbidden by climate or inveterate pre- 
judice. Much of Count Rumford's plans 
might be adopted in thefe kingdoms, to 
the bene£t of every clafs ; and fome <^ 
them have already met with a cordial re- 
ception. Where io much has been done 
as at Munich, it may well be concluded 
that the Author has not gone unreward- 
ed.

CRAYON PAINTING. 



CRAYON Pifturcs are in their nature 
more delicate, and confequently more 
liable to injury, than alm^ll every other 
kind of painting : they ai^ ufually exe- 
rted upon a paper ground, ^afted over 
the finett lincn,:ind are often painted upon 
blue, but nioft commonly upoh paper pre^ 
pared with a fizc ground, rendered of a 
middle t^int for the fake of expedition, 
and fometimes ujwn paper J>erfe6^1y 
white. It muft hot be concluded that 
becaufe drayoii pi6lure^ are eaOly injured, 
that they cannot with care be prelcrved 
« great length of timje j nay, for many 
centuries; but it will always be necelfaiy 
to keep them with attention, and above 
all things to take care that they are not 
left in (Uunp rooms, or in moiil places, 
tor the pafte which is ufed in preparing 
the grounds will inevitably procluce a 
mildewj and blacky and the darkeft 
colours be covered with fpots. 

All the Itght teints of Englifh Crayons 
are perfe£lly fafe and durable, and pi^hires 
of this defcrtption are to be fcen that have 
been painted more than forty year^, and 
which have been expofed to the climates 
of the Eafl and Wefl IncMey ; and aife, 
potwithffamding, in no rerpe6l decayed. 
It mvft always be rememfat^redi that ar 



Crayon piflures are dry, a^d have of 
courfe a powdery furface, they never 
fhould be left uncovered with a glafs ; 
becaufe whatever duft Jetties upon them 
cannot be blown off or removed in any 
other manner. Crayon pi6lurc8, when 
finely painted, are fupcrlatively beautiful, 
and decorative in a vciy high degree in 
apartments that are not too large j for, 
having their furface dry, they partake in 
appearance of the effeft of Frefco, and by 
caixiie light are luminous and beautiful 
beyond all other pi^ures. 

The finell examples that are known in 
this branch of painting are the pij^ures 
by the Caval. Mcngs in the gallery at 
Dreldcn, tlu: Seafons and other beautiful 
paintings by Ro^dba, and certain por- 
traits of Lietaxxi, which are difperfed and 
to be found all over Europe, at ne painty 
in almoft every cou^ntry ; perhaps to thcfc 
may be added a few of my late mafter^s 
portraits ; and finally, if it will not be 
<feemed too much prefumption, my fa-

any effort refulting from the cool dilates 
of prudence and reafi^n. 

At the fame time, there are certain 
bounds beyond which this prejudice 
muft not extend ; for daily obfervation 
will convince us, that from an immoderate 
Jove of liberty, our dear countrymen arc 
too frequently guilty of intbierance and 
oppremon ; in defpiilng the underftand- 
ing, and infulting the perfons of men, 
whole moderate dilpolition they call ier- 
vile compliance, and whofe love of order 
is conffrued into affedion for abfolute 
luonarchy. 

This fort of prejudice is not however 
meant to apply to the freedom of our 
Idand, which is allowed by the molt 
liberal and uaprejudiced men to be ftable 
and uniform ; though what is the caufe 
of this almoft uninterrupted continuance 
of liberty, and the queflion, how long is 
it likely to continue? is a point that has 
been frequently agitated^ and is indeed 
adbuc fub justice. Some learned, pious, 
and enthufiaftic men, have deduced the 
bWiEng of liberty from th^ immediate in- 
terpofition of Providence; and alFert, that 
the fame power that keeps the planets in 
regular motion prefcrves the equilibrium 
0k liberty in the ifland of Great Britain, 



Others maintain, that it is Owing t* 
the wife and admirable form of our Con- 
flitution, which carries n.t in itielf, like, 
other worldly ftrudlures, the principles of' 
corruption and decay. Some philolb- 
phers, who maintain the exiAcnce of 
innate ideat^ allert, that we are bom with 
a. propenfity to freedom, and that wc 
mult ever rile with an claftic force from 
the prelTure of tyranny and ufuipation^ 
nor are there wanting many who afcribe 
our love of freedom to the temperature 
of the air and nature of the foil, a Ipeciea 
of Phyfico-freemen, who will doubtlels by- 
feeling a man*s pulfe declare the degree of 
freedom that circulates in his veins. 

My friend Jack Ranter lately honoured 
me with a vilit ; and, as he is a protcflfed 
Orator, I afked his opinion of the origin 
of liberty j when he delivered himJelf aa 
follows: *< Without deviating firom the 
plain road of common fenfe into the wil. 
dernels of abltra6l and metaphy fical Ipecu- 
lation,IthinkIhavedircoveredthecaideaf 
the coiuinuance of freedom in this our 
highly-iavoured IHand to be no lefs thaa 
the rife, progrefs, and continuance of 
Debating Sccicties. — Nay do not laugh,*' 
added litj «* let Fhilofophers puzzle their 
brains in fearching for a more remote 
caul'e, their airy flights will be vain, and 
they will find the truth not in the clouds 
of conjecture but on tar a fir md^ that is at 
the Weftminlter Forum, or Ciceronian 
School of Eloquence. There each man» 
as he enters, divefts himfelf (or is fup- 
pofed to diveft himfelt) of every particle 
of prejudice, and deals out his portion of 
wiidom with the fcales of jufcice in his 
hand. What a facred awe muil fuch an 
auguft aflembly inlpire ! Surely in thia 
temple dedicated to Liberty ana Cicero, 
decency and impartiality muft preiide. 
There each man brings his opinions 
to market, and vends them without 
interruption. Legiflators," continued 
Jack, " may talk of one part of their 
nicely-balanced Conilitution being a 
check upon the other; I affirm, that a De* 
bating Society is a check upon them aU, 
It is biaffed^y no intercfted motives; it

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holAt the rox fopnH to be the F0X Dei, 
sad if broken in upon and routed by in- 
tniding ^agiftrates, Toon riles like the 
Fhoenixy more beautiful from the wide 
Ipreading fire of the Police !'* 

At I found my friend's oratorical fit 
ifras upon him» I waited till be had re- 
coveredi and then promifed to attend 
liim to the next meeting of the " Friends 
of Free Difcuilion." The evening being 
arrived) after entering and taking my 
fcat» I liflened with attention to the bold 
and Uniterm eloquence of thofe about 
me : my Iriend Ranter foon arofe, an4 I 
was in but little pain for him, know^nx - 
he confidered himlelf* upon the credit 6f 
his lungs, as an excellent Qrator : neither 
was I iurpriled at the applaule that 
followed every fentence in which the 
words, Reform* Reprefcntation, General 
Good^ ^uice et dtcorttm rfi pro patrid 
worif c^r. &r. followed in rapid fuccefDoii. 
Jn ihort, my friend continued to « cleave 
the general ear with horrid fpeech/* to 
the great latisfa^lion of the audience, and 
ihouts of applaui'e graced the conclufion. 
I thought this a fair opportunity of 
I'peaking in mv turn, and role with an 
intention of Itating fome errors that

audible . Deeming my chara^cr at ftakey 
I for a while ftood firm as the Acrocerau- 
nian Promontory $ but men are but men, 
and I was ibon obliged to make a precir 
pitate retreat. My friend wat'^ind 
enough to fol)ow me down flairs } and z% 
we walked home together, I could not 
help exprefTmg my indignation at their 
conduft. " Oh Heaven," cried Ranter, 
« what a homer*s nefty^u brought about 
your ears ! I believe you, my dear Caiua, 
to be a very honeft and fenfible fellow, 
but you was guilty of a dreadful over- 
fight."—" What overfight ?" exclaimed 
I, in great furprife ? " Why," replied 
Ranter with a flirug, " jrou fpoke on 
the verong fide!"

an old friend, as well as a Phyfician, to

COWLEY. 

^ Abraham Cowley, our celebrated Eng- 
^ Poet, borrowed his notion of a Fbtlo^ 
S^phk ColUgi from Lord Bacon's Ata- 
lantic ; and from Mr. Cowley's idea of 
fuch a College, the prefent Royal bociety 
had its beginning. 

An Author on^e brought a poem to 
Mr.Cowley, for his perulal andjudpncnt 
«f the performance, which he impatiently 
<lemanded at the next vifit. Mr. Cow- 
fey with his ufual modefty detod, "that 
^ would be pleaied to look a little more 
to the grammar ot* it. "— " To the gram-

Sir," fays Cowley very drily, " woqM 
there be any harm in thstt ?" 

DENNIS 

(Thi Qritic), 
AnjMgll the iingvlariiief of this IdUmed 
felf. tormentor, bt either hated or affefted 
to hate a pun fo much, that he either 
grew oHtraifouiJy angry, or quitted th« 
company 'vhenevcr a pun happened to be 
let off iji his pr^eiesice. He has exprcfled 
his contempt of thia (jpecics of wit in 
many parts of his writings, particularly 
in one wh^cc be makes this very particu- 
lar remark : " 2 look upon the difference 
between a pun, and a ientiment well con- 
ceived and happily executed, to be ^a 
gi-eat, as the pain of teaUng — and the ex- 
quifite pleafwes of fruition." 

With this well known prejudice afainft 
him the wits of his time conifantly 
availed thcmftlves ; One night in parti- 
cular, at Button's, Steele wanted to make 
. a party without Dennis, tho* he could 
not decently do it, as Dennis was in the 
coffee-houie at the fame time ; ruminating 
for feme time how to get rid of him, he 
at iaft obfcrved Rowe fitting' at the oppo- 
fite fide of the iame box, when coming up 
to Dennis he ajked him aloud, « what 
was the matter with him ?"--" The matter 
with me," fays Dennis, ** what do you 
mean by that?''—" Why," fay3 Steele, 
'< I did not know ; but you appeared t6 
me to be like an angry watensun : ypa 
Ipolc one way, and Rowe another.' 

This was enough for our angry critic^ 
who immediately bounced up, and left 
the room, thundering his anathema 
againft all puns and nnferable punfters. 

This acerbity of temper ftuck to poor 
Dennis to the laft, as the following anec- 
dote, not generally known, will prove \ 
nor could even the libera] iiy or amduity 
of his friends allay it. Having outllv^ 
an annuity which he had of one hundred 
pounds per ycar« t^e latter part of his 
life was fupported partly by the benefac- 
tions of his friends, and partly by bene- 
fit p]ays, wbi$h Ithcy occafionalfy pro- 
N cured 
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cured for him. His laft benefit was 
•* The Provoked Huibwd," which was 
obtained by the intereft of Po{>e. and 
tYbmCon} and as it turned out fuc- 
oefsfttl, 8avage» who could contribute 
nothing but by his pen>r wrote and pub- 
lifhed, m Dennises name, ibme compli- 
mentary verfes on the occaiion. When 
Dennis heard theft lines repeated to him 
(for by this time )ie was quite blind), he 
excfainwd in a great fury, ** Why am I 
treated in this manner? bv G'-d this can 
be no other than that fool Savage.** 

This was perhaps his lalt flaih of 
critical reientment, as he died two days 
afterwards. 



DUKE DE SCHOMBERGH. 

This celebrated General, who from his 
eminent fervices railed himfelf to the title 
of a Duke in England, and hence is en- 
titled to rank amongft celebrated £ngli(h 
charafVers, was no lefs remarkable for 
his polite auxl eafy behayiour, and his at- 
tacnmtmt eren to the laft to young and 
gay company, than for his military ac- 
compliihments. His perfon was agree- 
able; he made a fine figure on horfeback; 
danced and walked well, and was fo far 
from feeling any of the incommoditits 
of affc either in body or mind, 
that m point of drefs, exercife, and 
fpriffhtly humour, he came nothing fhort 
of uic company he kept. He uied to 
fay, ** that when he was younfl; he con- 
Verfed with old men to gam wifdom and 
experience ; and now that he was old, he 
delighted in the company of young men 
to keep up his fpirits.** 

The year before his death, as he was 
walking in the park with a number of 
young officers about him, a grave old 
Nobleman of his acquaintance met him, 
and rallied him a good deal on the youth- 
ful company he kept. <* Why, yes, my 
Lord," replied Schombergh, "I do it 
t>n a military principle, as you know a 
good General fhould always make his 
retreat as late as he can." 

This vstcran officer was killed by a 
cannon I^U at the head of his regiment at 
the fajnous battle of the Boyne, in Ire* 
land. 



LORD STA^R. 

When this Nobleman was at the Court 
ef Louts XlV. his manners, addrefs, 
and converfatlon, gained very much on 
the efteem and friendfliip of that mo- 
Tiarch : inibmuch that one day in a cir- 
cle of his courtiers, talking of the ad- 
vantages cf ^o<^ Ceding and cajy mmn* 



nerh the King offered to lay a wager h« 
woufd^name as Englifh Nobleman that 
fhould excel in thoie particulars any 
Frenchman about his Court : the ^^'^Vf^ 
was jocuhrly accepted, and his Ma^nfcf 
was to chooie his own time and place 
for the experiment. 

To avoid fuipiciun, the King let the 
fubje£k drop for fome months, till the 
courtiers imagined he had forgot it ; he 
then chofe the following ftratagcm :— He 
appointa^Lord Stair and two of th« moA 
poliflied Noblemen of his own Court to 
take an airing with him, aittr the break- 
ing up of the Levee J the King accoid- 
ingly came down the ereat flaircafe at 
Verlailles, attended by thofe three Lords,'' 
and, coming up to the fide of the coach- 
door, inftead of going in firft as uiual, 
he pointed to the two French Lords to 
enter : they both, unaccuftomed to thi» 
ceremony, fhrunk back, and fubmiflively 
declined the honour | he 'then pointed to 
Lord Stair, who made his bow, and in- 
ftantlv fprung into the coach j the King 
and the two French Lords then followed. 

When they were all feated the King 
exclaimed, «« Well, Gentlemen, I believe 
you^ll adcnowlcdge I have now won my 
^*^g^r.';-.«« How fo. Sire?" replied the 
courtiers. — " Why,** continued the 
King, ** when I defired you both to go 
into my coach, you declined it ; but this 
polite foreigner (pointing to Lord Stair) 
no fooner received the commands of s 
Kingf tho* not his Sovereign, than he in- 
ftantly obeyed/'— The courtiers hung 
their heads in confiition, and acknow- 
kdged the julUce of his Majefty*s claim. 

Farinelli, tlie celebrated finger who 
made fo much noife in this country about 
half a century ago, having acquired a 
very confiderable fortune here, fettled in 
Spain, where he became fo eieat a fa* 
vourite with the Qireen (coniort to Fer- 
dinand), that he for a wbdlc not only go- 
verned her councils, but at her intercef- 
fi( n was made a Knight of Caravalla. 

The Spanish Nobles felt this dilgrace 
fo much, that on the day of InftalUtioo, 
whilfl the gald fpuTi were putting on 
Farinelli, a grandee aflcedLord Stair, who 
happened to be preient at the ceremony, 
*< wliether it was the fafhion in Eng- 
land to do fo much honour to their 
cafh'ato fbigers V Upon which his Loid- 
fhip (who mt by a fympsithy congenial

(he WIS drtfling for the ftage; and at (he 
had but a tew hours to fpare before the 
plmy began, (he went in her morning 
gown and her hair in papillotes to the 
Palace, apologizing for her drcfif and the 
ihortnefs of the time Ihe had to ftay. The 
the Quetn gracioufly told her hew much 
obliged to bcrfliewas for coming fo foon* 
and under fuch a prefTure of bulinefs ^ but 
as there was a foreign lady of diftin^ion, 
pointing to a lady who ftood oppcfite to 
neriwho was going abroadncxtday,(he had 
fent for her to oblige that lady with the 
fong of " Mad Befs." Mrs. Barry 
inftantly ob.'yed, and fung the long wita 
fuch a power of a^ion as well as voice, 
that by the time (he had fini(hed, (he had 
torn every one of the papiUoie$ out of her 
hair, and fcattered them on the fl or. 

The circumftances of this little anec- 
dote come (rom the old Lord Bathurft 
(grandfather of the j)re(cnt Lord), who 
often told the ftory with a perfe£l remem- 
brance of many of the particulars, which 
were afterwards confirmed to him by one of 
the Lords in waiting at that time. Lord 
Bathurft being about dx or (even years 
of age, he was conitantly at the Palace ' 
as a companion to the Duke of Glou. 
cefter (the only fon of the Princels» 
afterwards Queen Anne), who was much 
about his age ; and Lord Bathurft de- 
clared, they were both fo much frightened 
all t he timcMrs Barry was fmgingher ibng^ 
and tearing the papillotes out of her hair, 
that theyweredomgnothingelfe butgather- 
ing them up, under an idea that if they 
did not do this, that (he would kill them, 

Mrs. Barry died towards the latter end 
of Queen Anne^s reign \ and what was 
remarlcable at her death was, the follow% 
ing expreflion which fell from her in her 
lait hours : 

** Ha, ha ! and fo they make us Lords 
by dozens." 

Tho' this fpeech in all probability 
was the cfFeft of a delirium; yet, the 
Queen having juft at this time created 
tivelvdi new Peer^ (of whom Lord 
Bathurfl was one), the public would un- 
derfland it as % political alltifion^ and thus 
circulated a laugh ^t the expence of ad- 
roinifh-ation.

Lord Stair took them 
all and won them, as the King died feme 
days before the clofe of September 17x5.

TTic fortune of this Nobleman was (b 
iimnenfe, that Voltaire (ays his widow 
(the Dutchefs) told him, when in Eng« 
land In the year 1726, that after giving 
verv hand(oinic fortunes to his four 
children, he had remaining, independent 
of any gifts from the Crown, Srvent% 
Ttxfkfand Pounds per annum, tiear of all 
outgoings. — To this he adds, " had not 
his frugality been equal to his greatnefs, 
he might have formed a party in the 
kmgdom that the Qbeen could not eafily 
have overthrown 5 and had his wife been 
a little more complaiiant, the Queen 
vould never have broken her chains/* 



MRS. BARRY, 

(Tbf CfUbratfd A8ref$). 

This great oranment to the Theatre, 
whom Cibber has prailed fo highly (and 
of whom Dryden, in his preface to Cleo. 
nencs, has left this (lill Wronger eulogium : 
** Mrs. Barry, always excellent, has in 
this tra^v excelled herfelf, and gained a 
reputation beyond any woman I have ever 
(een on the Theatre),'' podefTed, befide 
her great theatrical abilities, almoft equal 
talents as a ixnger, and in this line often 
had the honour to aiTift at Queen^s 
Mary's • concerts, as well as at many of 
her private parties. 

In the cat^loffue of her fongs (he was 
p^rticuVirly dt(Ungui(hed for dnging 
<' Mad Beis,** and the Qgeen often ufed 
to (end for her to Kenfington Palace to 
fing this fong, which was one of her 
greatefl £ivorites. One day (he happe(»ed 
to have the honour of a command when 
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fi^rent graves ; hut foon learnt that thoie 
persons were cxercifing certain rites over 
the tombs of their deccafcd relations j a 
cuftom which at ftated periods they all 
reljgioufly obferve. 

The ceremony was tnilyfingular, and 
afforded me the greateft fatisfaftion. — It 
difcoveredi I mud own, as ^at a 
degree of fuperftition as ever exittcd, but 
at the fame time evinced fuch lively 
marks of giateful affe^ion, as cannot be 
obferved without infpiring a tender fym- 
pathy ; it formed a light which, though 
con/idered in the abftraa it may be thought 
moft groiny ludicrous, was ftill a fpcdlacle 
highly fentimental, and delicately plea- 
finff. 

It is not in great events alone, that na- 
ture vifits our affeftions. The fimple, 
artlefs, tender little gifl, who weeps the 
lofs of her departed fparrow, holds as 
ftrong a clue to fenfibihty, — as the im- 
perious monarch who mourns his loft do- 
minion in a priibn, with all the royal 
dignity of grief. One is a pure ftroke of 
nature, the other is da(hed with pride. 

Amidft the numerous parties^by which 
I was furrounded, I at length difcovcred 
one, that from tfce Angularity parficulaily 
arretted my attention; this groupc con- 
£fted of three men, and one woman — I 
approached them with an a u- of refpe^l 
' and diffidence infpired by my feelings j 
I thought nfty prefencc might interrupt 
their rites, and was determined to have 
retired, if my curiofity appeared to be 
intruijvej however, their attention was 
too much engrofted to obferve me, and I 
found myfelT, 9fi it were, an invifible 
fpeflator of their a^lions, a circum.'lance 
Vhich greatly favoured ray wifties. 

The men were of a middle age, and 
finfc athletic figures, but the woman had 
an appearance fo fingular, that I can 
compare her to nothing but the ftriking 
pi6hire of Famine, given us by Ovid, in 
his Metamorphofes. If you add to this, 
the infirmities of extreme old age, and a 
ikinofajct black, except whcre/potfcd 
with the leprofy, you may conceive an 
idcaof this wretched creature, whofe fuf- 
ferlnc^s appeared <o reproach exigence j 
yet, however incredible it may appear, 
ihe continued for near half an h<jur 
hobbling a favage dance around the 
grave o{ her relation, as did the men, 
who followed her, finging at the fame 
^ime a fong in the African language, 
which was addrelTcd to the deceaied : it 
had a general chorus, and, as far as I could 
Judge, was only a conftant repetition of a 
hw ih{>rt fentenccsj tk« fvands, how* 



ever, appeared highly expredivf of regret, 
and it was fung with fervour and emo«^ 
tion. 

During all this time, a fifth perfon 
(whom I had not obfervcxi at firft) ftood 
Upon the grave, and employed his 6eet in « 
t ep fomewhat fmiilar to the ihuffle in a 
Scotch hornpipe, only done much (lower. 
He was a man of a vciy flight make and low 
ftature, his flcin of the deepeft black, but 
his hair and beard were of a grizly filverj 
he appeared to hold the office of a prieft» 
and evidentlv conduced the prefe&t cere, 
mony, whicft he finally clofcd foon after, 
by pouring a libation of new runi upon 
the grave j this being done, the mould 
which had been kicked off, was replaced 
by a kind of (hovel, an^ they all retired - 

I vifited feveral other parties before t 
had an epportunitt of fatisfying my cu* 
riofity, when oblerving an unconuzion 
croud of negi'oes at a more remote part «f 
the burying ground, I immediately joinej 
them. At the foot of this grave ftocd a 
black woman, about forty years of age, 
of a countenance fingularly exprefive ; ii^ 
one hand (he held a fmall crutch flick, 
while (he employed the other as amini(lcry 
that enforced much graceful geftune 
through a fpecch of ftrong and ready elo- 
cution 5 for to my great delight (he was 
haranguing in beautiful, though broken 
£ngli(h j ihe had but juft conunenced her 
oration ) (he moralized fome time upon 
the fubje^l of death ; there was an inezo 
preffible beauty in her manncr'of delivery, 
a ftr iking propriety in her choice of 
words, a delicacy in her fcntiments ! (he 
Was all truth, clearnefs, and (implicity. 

Who is it, that declares an Orator mull 
feel himfelf before h^ can command the 
feelings of his audien^^ ? 

Nothing is more correft than the re- 
tnark $ this woman was a lively ihftancc 
of its truth. 

Electrified from the conduflor of her 
feelings, the fympathctic heart (ho k with 
the finell throbs of fenfibility. Nat\irc» 
*tis thou alone that govemeft the fine 
movera^ents of the foul ! touched by thy 
gentle hand, the hcart-ftrings tremble 1 
tis /thou alone canft make a true chont 
with the padions! 

Infidious art, by throwing in our 
eyes the fubtle pulvil of hypocrify, 
may fomctimes doench the cheek with 
a mechanic flood ] 'but fuperficial is 
the tear, it rolleth not with energy ; 
while the (bontaneous fprings of real 
grief pour their warm torrents down the 
heavmg breaft, andybeingre-abforbed into 
the beart» create tbo^ pleaiin; pains, 

thbfc 
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thok incommunicable joyi» wiiith iighf 
sitteinpt to Ipeaky when Ipccch is loft. 

1 thought it ftrange, that a woman 
whofe diicourie evinced ib much good 
icnfe ihouid nev^ithelefs conhnc it to 
the narrow Tphcrc ot'luperliition} but the 
cuftoms of nations ancl the prejudices of 
education are not eafily iubdued. 

Out upon thele prejudices! I feel feme 
relict bf thtm at thii hour j they creep 
along my bones, infmuate tbemielvcs in- 
to my very marrow, aiid, for aught I 
know, will remain there till the wonns 
diflodge th^ra. 

The Negro addreflcd every fjrilable of 
her converiation to thtf t ult of her de- 
parted hufbandy and fometimes Teemed as 
if flic pauled tor anlwers; Ihe had pro- 
rlded, for a perfon in her circumftances, a 
moft fumptuo«s dinner j (he brought 
it with hef to her huiband's grave ! 

The memorable Spanifh Gala, when 
placed in the fair order of proportion, 
wasnot fupcrior to this Negro's enter- 
tainmcntj it was like the «* widow's 
mite," a valoabk treafure! this genc- 
roas woman had procured liich dainties for 
the melancholycclebrati jn of her hiilband's 
death, as ihe could not afford at any time 
to purchafe for berfelf 5 grateful offering 
of an exalted foul! tender tribute of re- 
fined affcftjonl— to weep in unilon with 
fuch a gentle bcine was a luxury indeed ; 
this was a fympathy worth being fhiutd, 
nor (hall my bofom ever forget to chcrilh 
the /acred memory of fuch a privilege. 

There was not an article in this plenti- 
ful feaft, which the woman and her at- 
tendacts did not carefully diftribute upon 
the grave ; a plate of boiled rice bemg 
then prefentcd to her, flie took a hand- 
ful, and threw it up Into the aif ; a por- 
tion of it fell upon my hat j the woman 
obferved it, and would hare wly^d it oi^j I 
took it from tny head, wiih a refpe^ful 
bow, and offered her an apology for 
having caufcd an interruption td her ce- 
remonies^ Ihe continued them, I have 
heard the bcft orations of our British 
Cicero's ! yes, but I have alio heard an 
ttnidhiifted Negro! a flavcl whofc powers 
. of rhetoric arc rar above the reach of my 
comparifon. 

It wcmld have (hamed our oratori,had 
they been preifcnt at the declamation of 
^1 unlettered woman. 

She now inveighed againft the malice 
of a neighbour, who had ivantonly 
afperfed her charaf^er, and tried to un«. 
dermine her reputation j (he pointed out 
thecruehy of fuch ungenerous calumnies, 
and made icme animated ftri^urcs upon 



the conduct of thofe who, horn mothref 
cither of envy or natural maievohncer 
indulge a vile propenfity to defamation. 

bhe called Heaven to witnefs with whaf 
unbounded tcnderncts Aic filled Uiedutiet 
of a mother ) v/ith what fcrupukms inte- 
grity flie canied on her hnfmelf) «od 
with what friendly decorum Hie evctt 
treated all her friends and neighbours. 

It is true, (he ipoke entirely in the firft 
perfon ; but here egotilin was pcrfeflly ex- 
cusable ; this harangue was meant as % 
loltmn refutation of thofc calumnies with 
which (he had Ween innocently branded. 

I c^uld not for a moment d^ubt the 
tr«thofbcra(rertion8 j there is an ingenu- 
ous and fervid ilylc that marks tlic con- 
fctous dignity of innocence, widely dif- 
tinguifhed from tlie mean equivocations 
of confounded guilt. I would haw 
pledged my life for her veracity. 

It is a known fa6l, that upon thefe oc • 
cafions they even prefer death to falfe- 
hood J this ieems to be their grand point 
of honour. Not many months before my 
arrival here, a murder was committed by 
three Negroes on the body of a Gentle- 
man mucn cftcemed by all the iflands. 

The manner in which the criminals 
were difcovercd is as follows : tholit 
who were fufpefled were taken into this 
burying ground, to fwear their innocence 
upon the graves of their relations* when, 
as it was expcfted, the murderers all 
three confeflTcd their guilt. , 

The perfons from whom I had this in- 
foimation obferved, that a few initances 
of perjury had cccurredj but that thecri«> 
minals all uniiormly either ftarved or 
poilbncd thcmfelvcs loon after, being un- 
able to fupport the weight of infamy 
attached to luch a breach of folemn cul. 
toms. 

I was fui-prifed to hear this woman dif- 
Courfc with her hufband's fpirit upon many 
paft tranlaftions : She related levcral fa« 
mily anecdotes, and, what gave me infi- 
nite pleafure, obferved of^fomc white 
man, that ho was full of charity and. 
feeling! he was always gentle, generoua, 
'and friendly! « but he is gone now, 
poor Oliver, he is gone !\' faid (he, "hc'i 
gone! he's gone!"— I am Hot eq^al to 
Oct words. 

Hadil thou been prefent, Yorick, at 
this fcene, thou woukin: have done (bme 
juftice to the merits of a (lave. 

Warm from the lively touches of th^ 
matchlefs pencil, we Ihould have had a 
faithful pifture of her fenfibility^ yes, 
thou would(t have built a temple to her 
mcmwryi as glorio4is and ioamorul ai the>

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flirine tbtt cenfccrttct the dud of thy 
XcFevre! 

Th^ woman kaving finifted her ora- 
tion, I was going to retire, when (he, per- 
ceiving it,came forward and prefcnted roc 
with ^e cakQi flie prelTed vnt much to 
have ibme wine, vfhich I declined 5 how. 
ever, to niakc her amends I took a tnm* 
|>terof forrel-watcr, which is a moft cool 
and agreeable beverage of a hn% fcarlet 



cclouri and voy much vfed in tho(e 
warm climates. The woman now went 
away, and I was infinitely Aiocked at the 
manner in which thi« folcmn ceremony 
clo(ed ; it ended in a general fcrambie of 
the fpef^atorsjwho roon,ieizing on the r/rad 
man*s uinner^ devoured it on his grav^, 
without fo much a« waiting to fay gracc^

•« T HAVE been a great traveller fmcc 
■^ you wrote to me lal^, ^d like 
Ulyflea have icen many men and many 
cities. I have feen moreover what h^ 
never (aw, a real fimple, unaife^^ed her- 
mlt ; not fuch as with long beards, and 

{>retended ianflity, make piou« means 
ubfervient to wordly ends ; but a poor, 
pbin, honeft old man, who has volunta- 
rily quitted the bufy haunts of men, for 
the love of fo|itude and of Heaven. 

«* In the midft of an extenfive foreft in 
Staffoidfliire called Chank Wood, two 
miles at leaft from any frequented road, 
having furmounted a.lleep hill, and be- 
Jleld before me a deep valley, in the mi^ft 
of which another little hill arofej to* 
vards the top of this laft was my Hermit's 
habitation, partly built with brick, and 
partly dug in the ground j a little fmoke 
gently afcending towards the top of the 
eminence, ferving to mark it tor a hu- 
man dwelling, from the dreary wafte 
around j about tlu-ce yards from it, and 
leaning againft the little gate of his little 
garden, appeared the venerable Sire, who, 
approaching me with courteous bMt feeble 

St, aiked roe if I had loft my way, and 
red to fet me right. — I alighted from 
my horfe, and attended him to his cottage \ 
ciofe to which on the left a board wa$

** I then entered the old nun's dwelling, 
which was about half the f»ze of your 
inner parlour, and in which a little turf 
on the hearth, a few religious. books, and 
a miferable bed, were the oyXj objects 
that drew my attention. I next attended 
him fomewhat lower down the hill, where 
he (bowed me a cavity neatly bricked by 
his own hands, and of the dimenfions of 
a human body : this fays he is to be mf 
grave, and I have a friend who, if he fur- 
vives mc, will depofit my remains here. 
Laft of all, I peeped over a broom hedge 
into his gai*den, where the cabbages an4 
potatoes would have been more plentiful, 
if the hares and the rabbits had t>ecn leff 
fo. I now began to have leifure to con- 
template the extraordinary inhabitant of 
theie dreary ftenes, and found hiip 
courteous, intelligent, and contented.'* 
— '* I have fpent twelve years," fays he, 
** in this place 5 in which nothing ha^ 
dilhirbed my religious puce, unlefs in- 
deed it was the death of that hare, which 
viiited me coniiantly with the utmo^ 
familiarity, and whofe lofs this noify cv^r 
by my fide doef but ill f*pply«^t have 
been afked for my beafd \ but | fetk not 
fingularity for it^ own fa|(e, and Wiih to 
dreft, at far a$ I can, like other folks of 
my age and circumftance$. I walk three 
miley to church every Sunday, when I 
am prevented neither by iUnefs ncr 
weather J in thefe cafes I ferve God 
at heme, and can do it as well : i 
have bMDcn richer than now, but neither 
happier, nor mere independent 5 as I ofteif 
dine on bread and w?iter fweetened with ^ 
JIttle fugar, with perfe6l fatisfa^lioQ.^I 
drink beer however, and ale too ^en I 
can get it j and fopaetimeir lure brougkt 

a bottle 
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a bottle of it in my hand firom the town 
to my cottage; but there are no means oC 
conveying any quantity hither ; and I 
wilJ not go there to feek at. It' I quit 
this retieati I mud go into a workhoufe, 
which I diflike; here I am quite con- 
tented : with what you have brought me 
from your charitahie lemaie friend, I have 
ieventeen ihiUings, and have no farther 
anxiety for the winter : once I was here 
three whole days furroanded with fnow, 
and unable to ftir five yards from my 
dwelling ; but I had bacon which had 
been lent me by a friend) I had potatoes, 
and I had Inow water to drink; and I had 
a mind pcrfe^y at reft/* So far for the 
Worthy Hermit, about whom all I have 
faid i« exaAly true, only that the real 
fyeeck was probably not worded in the 
fame manner, and was interrupted by oc- 
cafional quefttons from me/*

*• 1 was on a week's touri with Mr. 
ftnd Mrs. , one of her fifters, and 

a ^pmtleman, when we heard of this 
carious and venerable chara^cr. It is 
near Woli^ly-bridge in StafFordihire, 
tod about fourteen miles from Mr. ■, 
that the foreil is fituatcd ; and tho* my 
curioiltv was much railed by the name of 
a hermit, I do not think I (hould have 
gone out of my way for futher informa- 
tion about him, had I not been ftirau- 
lated to it by one of my fair companions, 

Mifs , who beine informed by the 

Landloid that the parUh bad withdrawn 
their weekly allowance to him, in confe- 
quence of having finifhed the building of 
an ample poor hoafe, to which he wav at 
liberty to betake himfelf ; and that there- 
fore, bis main dependence being removed, 
his ihuation muft become more precarious, 
perfuaded me to rife half an hour before 
the reft of the party, to carry him a prc- 
, lent fmn her ; in this I readily ac- 
quiefced, having before felt ibme degree of 
inclination for it, which I had fuppiefled, 
on finding that none of my friends were 



difpofed f accompany me. It was aoC 
Without considerable diAculty that I 
traced the folitary to his cave j and on 
leaving him, wandered about for £omm 
tinx over a moft delblate country, bcfm 
I could rejoin my companions. Conceivo 
an open country many miles in circum- 
ference, with numbrrlcfs tracks inter- 
ie6ling one another, all leading to widel/ 
different places, and all equally remark- 
able ) conceive me alio on this heath, on 
which I had never been before, in th« 
thickeil of fogs, and you will have ibme 
idea of my iituation.^I muft own my 
old friend gave me as good a delcriptioa 
as he could of the road 1 was to take; bat 
he pointed out Tome obje^s ibr dire^iion^ 
which I couid not fee through the.mtft^ 
as it came on much fafter after I had 
quitted him-, and he acknowledeed, 
moreover, that, feldom leaving his celJ. he 
knew little of the dif!ierent paths that 
cendufted to " the bufy haunts of men.'* 
It is probably in moft cafes fome di^uft 
conceived againft mankind, ariling from 
the baienefs of individuals conneAed with 
him, that, hai made the melancholy and 
ientimental hermit fbriake the chearfnl 
circles of fociety; and a caufe of this 
fort feems to have operated very forcibly 
on the mind of the folitary I amdefcribing. 
He in the early part of life (he is now leven- 
ty-three) receiveda brother into his hoQie, 
who, after having v)ajied bis Jubflance in 
riotous livings was greatly diftreiled, 
and who requited his hofpitality by de- 
bauchioghis wife r, he then lold a (mall free- 
hold, and wandered about the country for 
leveral years after the death of his unfaith- 
ful partner. He married a lecond tinse ^ it 
was to a widow, and Oie behaved well to 
him; when (he died, he betook himleU 
to his old trade of a bricklayer, and 
—but whither am I going? this hermit 
of mine has already fiUed too many pases 
to my con-efpondent j let me call another 
caufe.*'

The Indul- 
gence you (hewed me m printing a Letttr of mine in Auguft 179I) giving ^n, Ac* 
ount of the Revolution at Delhi, induces me to trouble you once more.

Mr Dear Sir, 



T AM JTift returned from a four months 
* ezcurfion with his Excellency the Na- 
tffoSy and, as a iketch of our ramble mav 
afford you fome amuferoent in an idle 
hour, I (hall detail a few of the moft 
agreeable and intereftin^ circumftancet 
which occurred. We len I^chow on the 
4th O^obrr lift, and dirtied our courfe 
towards Bnraeecb : our Kafeela confilled 
of about 40,000 men and ao,ooo beads, 
compoied of 10,000 foidiers, 1000 cavalry, 
and near 1 50 pieces of cannon ; 1 500 ele- 
phants, ^ooo Hackeries^ and an innume* 
rable train of camels, hor(es, and bul- 
locks ; great numbers of Ruts * filled with 
the Naivakl*s women; many large and 
finall boats carried on carts drawn by 50, 
¥>* 30, or ao bullocks \ tvgers, leo- 
pards, hawks, fighting- cocks, quails, 
aiKl nightingales ; pigeons, dancing- 
women, and boys j fuirers, players, buf- 
^ckms, and mountebanks. In fhort, his 
Excelkr.eyhad every thing, every obje^ 
which could plcale or furprize, cauic a 
fmik, or raife afneer, attraf^ admiration, 
fix with wonder, or convulfe with laugh- 
ter; captivate the eye, lull the ear, or 
tickle the palate : above 500 Coolea were 
employed to carrv his (hooting apparatus, 
guns, powder, mot, and etceteras \ he 
U2S aocve icoo double barrel guns, the 
fineft that Mattton and Uftck could make, 
aod fingle barrels, piftols, fwt^ i, and 
ijpears without number. 

Religion conflrained him to (lop tome 
days at Bara/fch to pay homage at the 
tcmb of a celebrated Saintf; all^W meK 
who are able refort to wor(hip this holy 
Anchorite once a ^ear, generally in the 
month of May ; his bones were difcover- 
ed about 400 years ago, mkl manifcfted 
their (anftity by fome miraculous marks. 
The witty and unbelievirp fay, tb^ were- 
the ikeleton of an afs, without thmking 
of the impiety in imagining there ii any 
refimblance between an aU and a (aint» 
whether dead or alive.

Lucnoiu^ %:itb Jan. 1794* 

From Baraeecb we fteered towards 
Nan^ara, a fmall town in the (irft range 
of mountains, commonly called the Com- 
mow Hills f which extend from the Eaf- 
tern extremity of Boottut to Uttrdwar^ and 
divide Htndofian from Ttbet and VoftJ^ 
Ganoe of all forts were deftroyed every 
morning and e?ening without number or 
didinaion \ his Excellency is one of the 
bert maikfinen I ever (av \ it would be 
(IrangB if he was not, as one day with 
another he (ires above 100 (hots at every 
ipccies of birds and animals. The firit 
tiger wc faw and killed was in the roottn«> 
tains : we went to attack him about 
noon \ he was in a narrow valley, which 
the Nawab furrouodcd frith above 200 
elephants j we heard him growl horribly 
in a tiiick bu(h in the middle of the val. 
ley. Being accuftomed to thcfport, and 
very eager, I piu(hed in my elephant *} tbf 
fierce bead charged me inunediately | the 
elephant, a timid animal, at they gene* 
rally are, tttmed tail, and deprived me of 
the opportuuity to fire*, I ventured again^ 
attended by two or three other elephants ^ 
the tiger made a i'pring, and nearly 
reached the back of one of the elephants, 
on which were three or four men ; the 
elephant (hook himfelf fo forcibly as to 
throw thele men off his back; they tumb- 
led into the bu(h ; I gave them up. fo|r 
lott, but was agreeably furprised to fee 
them -creep out unhurt. Hi* Excellency 
was all this time on a rifmg ground near 
the thkkot, looking 00 tabnly, and beck- 
oning to me to drive the tiger towarda 
him i I made another attempt, and with 
more fuccefs j he darted out towards me 
on my approach, roaring furioufly, and 
la(hiBg his fides withUis tail. I luckily 
got a mot, and hit him ; he retreated into 
the bu(h, and ten or twelve elephants- jud 
then puihed iato the thicket, alarmed the 
tigcr^ and obliged him to run out towards 
the Nawah, who iniiantly eave him % 
warm receptipn, and, with the a(Bftance 
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of fome of hit Omraos, laid the tiger 
if rawline on hif fide as dead as a ftone. 
A loud inout of wba I wba ! proclaimed 
the yiaory 5 and thofc who had been too 
timid to approach before, from idle ap- 
prehenfion, aiTumed their valour, and 
tuflicdon the fallen hero with flaughtcring 
fwords. On elephants there is no dan- 
gcr in encountering thefe favage beafts, 
which you know from repeated trials. I 
have been at the killmg of above thirty 
tigers, and feldom faw any one hurt ; if 
ypu recollefl, I was once tl^rown off ttiy 
ricphant on one, and efcaped with a 
bruiie. 

The next fport we had of any magni- 
tude was the attack on a wild elephant, 
which we met a few dajs after the batti? 
with the tiger : we efpied him on a large 
plaiii overgrown with grafs. The 
ifcnuahy eager for fuch divcrfions, imme- 
diately formed a femi- circle with 400 ele- 
phants, who were dirc^led to advance on 
imd encircle him. This was the (irflr wild 
elephant I had ever feen attacked, and 
confefs I did not feci very cafy j however 
I kept along fide of his Bxtellency^ de« 
tennined to take my chance. When the 
Icmi-circle of elephants got within 300 
yafds of the wild one, he looked amazed, 
but not frightened ; two large muft * ele- 
pnaiftiof the M<:c;a^*J were ordered to 
advance againft htm \ when they ap- 
proached within 20 yards, he charged 
them \ tl^e (hock was dreadful ; however, 
fhe wild one conquered, and drove the 
^1^ elephai^t^ before him. As he palTed 
us, the iiawab ordered fome ot the 
ftrongeft female elephants with thick ropes 
to go along ude of him, and endeavour 
to entangle hini with noofes and running 
knots ; the attcn^'pt was vain, as he fnap. 
ped every rope, aiid none of the tame ele- 
phants could liop his prosrefs. The 
Ifawltbf perceiving it impomble to catch 
Kim, ordered his death, and immediately 
a volley of above 100 ihots were fired j 
many of the balls hithirpi, but he feemed 
unconcerned, and inoved on tow.:rd« the 
mountains ; we kept up £(n inceflant fire 
fcr near half an hour ; the Nawal and 
mo/( of his Omraos ufcd rifles which car- 
tied two or three ounce balfs, but they 
made very little impreflion ; the balls juft 
entered the ilkin and lodged there. I went 
vp repeatedly, bein^ mounted on a female 
elephant, witi^n ten yards of the wild one, 
and fired my rifle at his head ;*th<, blood 
guihcdout, but the ikuU was invulnera- 



ble. Some of the Kandahar horfe ga]« 
loped up to the wild'elephant, and imyd« 
cuts at him with their fabres ^ he chareed 
the horfemen, wounded fome, and kilM 
others . Being now much exhauiied with 
the lol's of blood, having received above 
3000 ihots, and many ftrokes of die fa- 
bre, he flackened his pace, quite pL|n^ 
and ferene, as if determined to meet hit 
approaching end witll the undaunted 
firmnefs ol a here* I could not at thi< 
time refrain firom pitying lb noble aa ani- 
inal, and thought I law in him the great 
Kpamimndas incompafled by the Lace^ 
demonians, at the battle of Maxtineia, 
The horfemen feeing him weak and flow 
dirmouQtedt and~ with their Iwords bezaa 
a furious attack on the tendons of lii^ 
hind legs ; they were foon cut ; unable to 
proceed, this noble monarcb of the woods 
ftaggered, looked with an eye of reproach 
mix^ with contempt at his untieeling 
foes, and then fell without a groan, Kke 
a mountain thrown on its ude. The 
HMcbstmen now advanced, and commeoc- 
ed an attack on his laree ivory tulka^ 
whilft the horfemen and loEiiers, with bar- 
barous infult, began a cruel and de- 
grading afllault on the extended hero ; to 
try the fharpnefs of their fabres \ difpla v* 
the (brength of their arm, and fhew their 
innHHcibte eourage. The figtt vraa very 
affef^ing ; he ftil) breathed, and breathed 
without a groan ; he rolled his eyes with 
anguifh on the furrounding crowd \ and, 
making a iaft effort to rife, expired with 
a figh ! Thus has many a braye Roroai^ 
met his fate, overcome by fuperior num- 
bers. The //az(/a^ returned to bis tents, 
as much flufhed with vanity and exul- 
tation as AcbilUs \ and the remainder of 
the day, and many a day after, were dedi- 
cated to repeated narrations of this^ vie-* 
tonr, whicn was ornamented and mag- 
nified by all the combined^ powers of in- 
geniou \ flattery and unbounded cza^ 
geration.

From the inountains we dif^ed oi^ 
courfe towards Buckra Jeel^ where we 
arrived on the 4th of December. Buckra 
Jeei is a large lake about three miles 
round at its moil contraAed exiflence, and 
«bout 30 in its extenfive period ; fur*

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roundrd hj thick and high grafii, at the 
foot of the Gorrackpoor hiUs i the Jun^U 
which cntoars the lake it full of wild 
^iephanti, rhinoceroics, tigers, leopards, 
wild buHfalos, deer, and every ipecies of 
aerial game. This was the place dcltin- 
ed for the grand hunt, which we were 
daily taught ^ expe6l withpleafin^ anxi- 
ety, by the florid deicriptions of his Ex- 
ceUtncf, On the 5th of December, early 
in the morning, we were fummoned to the 
Sylvan war : a line of 1200 elephants 
was drawn up on the North of the lake, 
^u:ing the £aA ; and we proceeded ra- 
pidly through the high grals with minds 
glowing with the expcftati^n of the mag- 
nanimous fpcjrt we Ihcukl meet. Lay 
<lown vour pipes, ye country fquires, who 
boaft m fuch pompous language the dc- 
ftniAion of a ^oorfox or pttfit and fay in 
tvhat fplendid lexicon ye could find terms 
%o convey a reicmblance of the icene I 
iaw, and now endeavour to deicribe. 
\Vhch we had airivcd at the Eaftern ex- 
tremity of the lake, we perceived a large 
drove of wild elephants feeding and 
Eamboling at the toot of the mountains ; 
I counted above one hundred andfrventy. 
At this critical moment Mr. Conway, a 
pentleman in the Nanvub'^s icrvice, fell 
off his elephant, owing to the animaPs 
Hipping his tbr^ foot into a concealed hole } 
1^. Conway was much bruiied, pale, 
»nd almoft ienfelefs ; the Hawah ftopped 
to put him into a palankeen^ and Tent him 
back to the encampment. This gave the 
wild elephants time to ^e on our dread- 
M front, and recover trom their amaze \ 
many of them fcamr^ered off towards the 
hills. The Naioal divided our line of 
I300 elephants into four bodies, and fcnt 
Ihem in purfuit of the wild ones which 
they were to take or deltroy ; I remained 
with the divifion attached to the l^aiuab ; 
we attacked a large male elephant, and 
after a long conteit killed him in the lame 
Bnanner, as the one I have already def- 
cribed ; we killed alio four fmaller ones, 
and our divifion, inciudin? the other three, 
caught 2 1 elephants which we led to our 
enC^npment iii high trinrpph. I have 
oi^y given a ihoft account of this grand 
hunt, as it is impoffible for the moil 
(plendid language to deicribe what we 
Biw and felt. The confufion, tumult, 
Boife» ^ing, ihrieking, and roaring of

J too tame elephants attacked and at« 
tack^^ 170 wild ones, aLi in urnOirdif- 
order tojfcd^ formed a dreadtiil mclacgc 
whicl;! cannot be imagined bu tl)e moH 
luxuriant fancy j to aittmpt thcrctore a 
delineation would be to injure the lubJirac 
fubjeft. There were above io,ocofhot» 
fired from all quarter*; and, conlidti ing the 
confiifion, I am lurprilcd the Iccnc was 
not more bloody on our fide ; about so 
men were killed and maimeil, aixl near 
half a dozen oi horfes-. I had two rifle* 
and two double barrels, and a boy to load 
for me «.. who Khaavas • j yet I could not 
lire quick enough, though I expended 
400 balls. Many of our tame elephanto, 
whp were muj}, and brought to t.puolc 
the wild ones, were knocked dovrn, 
bruifed, pierced, and made to fly $ the 
largeit elephant we killed was above tea 
feet high f , and would have fold for 20,000 
rupees | if it had been caught. Oyr 
prize of this day might, without ampli- 
fication, be eftimatcd at 50,000 ruptes i| 
but you know the love ot lucre was utt 
our aim. 

Paufe for a moment, my dear Sir, «th1 
reflcft on the Icere I have dercribed j and 
you will confels, though Iccn thiough 
tlie impcrfe^l medium of a deicription, 
that it mull have been the lublimelt fight 
that ever was prefentcd to the mind of 
man in the Sylvan war. A/>o//o would 
have been aftonifhed j J^eon conftcrned | 
and Dia»a and her nymphs frightened out 
of their wits. We expatiate on it with 
rapture to this day j and no one who was 
prelent will loic the remembrance of it as 
long as he enjoys his fappcJlant faculties. 

From Bnckra Jet /we came to Fatzebmd, 
where we repofed for three weeks, to re- 
cover from tne great fatigue we had on* 
dergonc. After a gay fcene of every 
i|>ccics of oriental amuiement and dilfipa- 
tion, we ret\irncd to this phce, havmr 
killed inourexcurfionelght tigers, fix ele- 
phants, and caught twentv-one. To 
enumci-ate the other kinds otgame wouU 
require a fheet as ample as the petitioo 
which was prefented to Junggaxe Khan\ 
and might perhaps be treated by you in 
the manner that conqueror treated the 
petition. Adieu.

|T is a curioys, afnd ccrbinly not an 
"* entirely ulelei'spnr*uit, to cflauire into 
the cauies and em;6l of national calami- 
ties } as fuch a dilquilltion frequently 
leads the mind, while it takes a retro- 
Ipeftive view of thofc events which have 
perhaps been deemed tlic iccurgcs of man- 
kind,, to confider the misfortunes of a for- 
mer age as a bleffmg to the prtleni. 

Many inftances might be adduced in 
fupport of this propofition j but it would 
be difficult to find a ftronger than is pre- 
fcnted to the philofopher or archite<^>, as 
either of them compares the (late of the 
city of London, with refpcft to health) 
beauty, or convenience, previous and mb- 
fequent to the fire in 1666, which forms 
fo memorably an epoch in our civic hil'- 
torv. 

Not meaning minutely to fcnitinlze 
the conjeftural caufes which are laid to 
have produced that event, I /hail only 
remark the inHuence' which it had upon 
the public mind, and how much religious 
afperity, which feenis to have been the 
icharafteiiftic of the age, was Sharpened 
and incrcaled by a misfortune which 
ought to have calmed the turbulence of 
party, to have blunted the acrimony of 
political contention, and have united the 
whole mafs of people in thaifks for their 
/deliverance from tne various calamities 
.which they had experienced. 

The fire of London happened at a pc- 
ficd when the exultation of the nation 
for the reftoration of its monarch had 
had time to fubfide } when many of his 
fubjeflofaw, or thought they faw, as the 
iharafterof Charles oegan to be devo- 
loped, confiderable reafon to be alarmed, 
ror their religion in the firft inftancc, and 
Ifbr their liberties in the fecond. The 
pviU of the war, in which we were at this 
time engaged with the French and Dutch 
pegan a(io to be fevereiy felt. Our 



fuccefs had by no means anfwered <mr t%* 
pc<5ta*.ion j we had experienced Ibme !«• 
verfc, and cvnfequently defpondence fuc- 
cccded. 

The nation, dividcil into three greait 
fc6>s, the Proteftant, Prefbytcrian, and 
Catholic, from the two latter of whicli 
the former had fuffered the greatc;ft per- 
fecutions, and dreaded their renewal^ 
was, at the period marked by the aw^ul 
event which I have mentioned, in a reli* 
gious and political ferment ; and, as thm 
dellru^lion of the city did not at firft-^ 
even to the moft unprejudiced, fccm to be 
ti^effc^ of accident, it is not to be won* 
dered, that the betbre-mcntioned panics 
ihould accufe each other as the authors 
of it, and that every falfchood which ma- 
lice could invent, afperity could uttei*, or 
credulity believe, (hould find a ready cir- 
culation through the country, 

Stiange as the ailbciation may feem, 
the firing of the city was, by fome means ' 
or other, connected with the divifion of 
the fleet. The nation conceived iticlf 
betrayed both upon fea and land, abroad 
and at home : an uncommon confteniatjoa 
pervaded the country. The queftion, 
whether thc.fe events happened by acci* 
dent or dcfign, became a fubje^l of coAtn>. 
verfy, not only among anonymous wri- 
ters, but parliamentary partizan*. 

The endeavour to amx upon their oppo^ 
nents the odium of an ^Si of fuch aiixK* 
city as the burning the metropolis, wa« 
purfued with avidity by one party, and 
repelled with equal vigour by the other ? 
for upon this «ccafi6n we read but of 
two, Papift and Protcltant j and the lat- 
ter, having facrificed one • vi6lim to the 
ra^e of the times, might be faid to bo 
trmmphant f . 

Among the many writers that diftin- 
guiflitd thcmfelves on the Proteftant fide 
of the queftion was Dr, Gale, who had^

fion happened before, joined the proteAant part>| aod fbrmefi aQCulkuons that^pe cao hardly 
think itmy were ferious in pro«mil(ating. 
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Vpon paper, a largt (harp in the contp- 
vcrly of the times 5 but as, like many of 
his cotemporary authors, his polemical 
works, as well fircmi the nature of their 
fubjed as the inflabUity of their materials. 
Were periihable, and have perlihed j he 
niuft be confidered as peculiarly fortunate 
in having the fcntimcnts which he had 
diffiifed through many, engraved upon 
one which ieems calculated to bid defiance 
to time, and which is, perhaps, the 
(bongeft and molt confpicuous rtcord of 
pvty- prejudice that the laft or anv age, 
precedmg or lucceedtng, has producMt. 
The reader will anticipate that I mean 
the Monuxnent, of whofe fcveral infcrip- 
tions J>r. Gale was the author ; ioicrip- 
tions which not only icrved to record the 
calamity the colunm was intended to 
conunemoij^atc, but, as the lines of my 
motto /hewy to continue the controverly 
through part of the lall and mor^ than a 

?uarter of the prelcnt century. Yet, altho* 
have mentioned the author of tbofe mo- 
numental records with fome little al'perity, 
for endeavouring to immortalize prejudices 
which it would have been much better 
to have buried in oblivion, I would not 
he Qnderitood to wilh to convey a general 
refledion upon his chara^er, which was 
that of a man equally pious and learned ^ 
but only to (hew that llierc is, even in 
the beft and moil enlightened minds, * 
Something which will, at times, reprel's 
that liberality of ientiment which religion 
amd erudition, philanthropy and philo- 
iopby, ought to infufe into them. 

In this propenfity we can only lament 
the imperie£licn of human nature, and, 
from fuch examples, endeavour to corre^ 
any temporary depravity of heart, fuch 
as, from their condu^, we may judge 
fometiraes to reign even in thofe oi' men 
otherwife diftinguiihed for wildom and 
virtue : in which clals, I repeat, I mean 
to include the Rev. Dr. Gale, oi" whom I 
ihall fubjoin the few following anecdotes : 

This Gentleman was bom In the year 
1 6 34^ at Scru ton, in Yorklhire. He \f as 
^ucaied at Wcftminfter School, from 
which he removed to Cambridge, where 
be continued levcral years, became a Fel- 
low of Tiinity College, and afterwards 
Oreck Piofcflbr in that Univerfity. How. 
long he continued in this fitoation is Mn-> 
certain ; but we find thsit, in the year 
S67Z, having, as I before obferveS, from 
the year i666> diftiaguiihed himfelf by 
his political vrrif ings, he was chofen 
Hc24 NIafter of St. Paurs School, and 
ibon aiter had the honour to be nanoied by 
Ibc City tQ compofe thole infariftioas ea* 



graved upon the Monument, which have 
been ib muchceniurcd and celebrated, for 
which he was, by the Corporation of 
London, rewarded with a piece of plate. 

In the year 1676 be received a far mor^ 
ample remun«ration ; for he was made a 
Prebendary of St. Paul's, being bnt of 
thole tenned co/t/um/'i, ^ermarc. 

Dr. Gale had, as foon as he was qua- 
lified, taken the Degree of Do^or ot Di- 
vinity ; he was alio cholen a Fellow of 
the Royal Society j and gave to tlte repo* 
fitory oi Greiham College a K«man ur» 
with its alhes. 

About the year 1697 he made a dona- 
tion to the new Library of Tcinky Col- 
lege of a great number of Arabic Manu- 
Icripts. 

Having continued Head Mailer of St. 
Paul's School twenty-five years, he, in 
the lame year 1697, was preferred to the 
Dtanry of the Metropolitan Church of 
Ycik, in which fituation his piety, hof- 
pitality, and benevolence, were equally 
confpicuous ; as was alio his care for. 
and good govemnumt of the Chapter, aa4 
his ailiduity in repairing and beautifying^ 
that venerable and augutt Cathedral. 

It was a misiortune lamented by hit 
friends and the literary world, that Dr, 
Gale did not lonj^ enjoy that elevate^ 
ilation to which his merit, in an anxiou* 
and laborious employment, had raiic4 
him. He died at his Diranry, April th« 
Sth, X702, leaving behind nim the oha-> 
radicr of a IcarncU divine, a great hiito« 
rian and antiquary, and one of the bcil 
Grecians of his time. 

The Icveral wciks which he publiihed 
arc equal evidences of hi^ indefatigable 
indultry and erudition, as the icUowln^ 
catalogue of them will evince ;

Beiides which, among his papers, - the 
following Manutcripu wer^ tcuinl nearly 
ready tor the pi«isf fome ot which have 
iince been publilbcd» though, perhaps,, 
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down the oM church, which ftoo4 too 
pear it, and to build a new one in a 
jjituation more convenient. This vene- 
rable old Arudure, dedicated to St. Ni- 
cholas, contained a number of monu- 
ments, and fome of fplendid workman- 
&ip for the times when thty were ex- 
ecuted, in memory of the family of 
the Mervyns, formerly one of the mod 
opulent and refpe^table in the county 
of Wilts A This family was defcended, 
by an hcirefs. from the firft Lord Lati- 
mer, who was fummonedto Parliament 
in the reign of Edward I. Through 
the< Mervyns, Mr. Beckford clearly 
traces his own lineal delcent up the 
fame fourcc ♦. The above-mentioned 
fepulchral monuments of the Mervyns, 
tvho were not only Mr. Beckford** an- 
ceflors, but for feveral centuries the 
original poflcffors of the Fonthill eftate, 
having been tipofed to the open air on 
the removal ot the old chtKch, and 
neglected till their ornaments became 
mutilated and their tnrcriptbns effaced, 
Mr. Beckford hasdcfigned his Gothic 
Abbey as a memorial tribute, m their 
ftead, to this ancient family. Their 
Arms, in regular fccies, and with their 
different QuartehngsJ art to be painted 
on the windows of this edifice, and the 
names and dates of each fucceifivc mem- 
ber of the family infcribed on mural 
tablets, 10 the galleries and cloyllers of 
the Abbey. 

Although it will be imagined that 
Venues and ridrai^s canuot h.'.ve been 
wanting in the vaft extent of tht vvoo<*$ 
vind plantations of Fonthill, it fhouid 
W- particularly noticed in this account 
of works fet on foot by the prefent Mr. 
Beckford, that a great variety of beau- 
tiful walks and avenues have been 
formed under his direction, particu- 
larly within the great walled inclofure. 
Xhcfe, though each of very confidcr- 
able Ungth and width, are all laid in 
the fmootheftiurf, kept atgreatcxpencc, 
and condantly mown in the manner of 

owhng-greens, and are aimod all 
bordered on <ither fide, within the 

ofiy fcreens of the plantat'oni with 
laurel, flowering fh rubs and liowcrs in 
great variety and abund^^nc*. One of 
the approaches lately made to the Ab- 
bey is a broad (Iraight avenue, in the 
fame ftile and keeping as of thofc juft 
mentioned, and ;it us termination at the 
wall of the inclofure communicating. 



by means of a bridge oter a road, wirb 
a bold terrace, four milts and a half in 
length. Besides this terrace, and the 
avenues here fpoken of, a walk (for fo 
it is called) was begun to be opened laft 
fummer, which is to be continued for 
at lead twenty sniles, and is to wind 
about in eafy curves over hills, valleys 
and levels, to every ftriking or inte- 
reding point of view which- can be com- 
manded within or without the whole 
extent of Mr. Beckford's fylvan do« 
main. As the ground of this walk is 
to be fmoothed throughout, and covered 
with the verdure of s^ lawn, a great 
deal of labour isnecelTary to its forma- 
tion, and not more than five or (xx 
miles of it are yet entirely finished ^ 
but as an addition of labourers will be 
empbyed upon it, a verv conliderable 
progrefs may be expected in the courle 
of another year* 

With how little inflnence the motive 
of oftentation can be fuppofed to have 
operated on the mind of the Proprietor, 
in the ffreated of thefe proje£tfr, m^f 
be concluded from the impra^icability 
of (hewing more than a i'mall part ef 
them to the numerous companies who 
are ufed to include Fonthill in the plan 
of their fummer cxcurHons. It is noc 
only that fbmc days would be requifitc 
for parties on foot, but that no carriages, 
except garden chaifes, with broad 
wheels, cani without injury, be ad- 
mitted within the great walled inclo* 
fure. 

As not lefs than three hundred men 
will generally continue to be employed 
on the prefent works, it is hoped that 
two years more may, nearly fuifice for 
their accompli fliitient. when they are 
finilhed, nothing, unlefs we meatioa 
another inclofure of about eleven hun- 
dred acres* the prefent bank-fence of 
which will be changed into a wall, will 
remain to be executed, except the great 
Tower on Stops. Beacon, of which aia 
incorrc£t, though not exaggerated ac« 
count, ^ appeared lad autumn in the 
Papcri.^ 

Mr. Wyatt has already drawn fome 
of the plans and aa elevation of this 
edifice- The Prcfident of the Aca- 
demy, and many other celebrated Ar-. 
tifts, are at prefent engaged oh the 
. paintings and different objects of orna* 
mcnt fwr the Abbey, not to mention 
many others intended for the decoration

mentioned proje£ls» wh' ther of ufe or 
of ornament, having originated from 
himfttlf, and their planfr, of whatever 
kind, having been allilUd or corrctled 
by his own pure and clalOctafte. One 
of his principal amufcmcntsat Fonthiil 
confifts in attending and frequently 
directing the fu peri t)^ workmen in the 
execution of his fchemcs ; and fuch is 
the ardour with uhich he is carrying 
forward his favourite buiiding, the 
Abbey, that the froft and fnow of the 
prefcnt winter were never fuSered to

qNE of the mod pleafurable occur- 
^ rcnces is meeting a friend cccafion- 
aHy after a fcparation for any length of 
time. It generally calls into txercile 
ibmc of our bed affcflions, and is grate- 
ful in proportion as unexpefled. Wc re- 
gard our prefcnt Traveller in this endear- 
ing light, and re-commence our nc- 
Quaintance with fimilar emotions. His 
tormcr ingenious narrations charmed us in 
lid inferior degree, and feniibly enlivened 
pur Journal (foe Vol. XVIII. p. 106. 185. 
440 •) ; and we now join him in faU iecond 
jottte, in perfe6l confidence of re- 
ceivbg from his fcientific labours and 
weU-di^fted oblervations equal indruc- 
tion and amulement. No man ever had 
the means of both more completely at his 
command, was better oualified to com. 
municate the ftores derived from induf- 
try and experience, or more libera)ly in- 
clined to gratify the utmoft curiotity of 
his readers : and with whatever avidity 
and eafi;emefs he may be again pern fed 
by fuch as have ali*eady participated in 
hw purfuits, or raniacked th-j refotirces 
he opens of honcft intelligence, we ven- 
ture to infure them high laii^fa^^uon. 



Whoever looks in thefe Volumes for an 
arbitrarv folution of inexplicable pheno- 
mena, chimeras, and moniters of human 
creation, or any confirmation of all thole 
marvellous improbabilities, lies, and 
dreams, which ipeculative men ^bricate 
in their ciplcts for the credulous muki- 
tude to fwallcw implicitly, will aflWe^ly 
be dilappointed. Our vcrjr intelllgCfnt 
adventurer, no abetter of impofture, 
embraces, with a ?eal truly honourable to 
the liberal purluit of Icience, every op^ 
portunity that occurs of detecting it, 
diflipating the clouds of ignorance, in 
which genuine nature is fiili I'o much en- 
veloped, and, by adhering rigidly to fa6>, 
efFe^ually cuuntera^s the prevalence of 
fiction and faiiehood. The refult, 'in- 
deed, of long and fevcre exertion and in- 
vef^igati«n are here exhibited in fuch 
genuine and explicit characters, as caAnot 
fail to intereft, in an eminent degree,- aU 
the real admirers of rural fcenery in its 
naked and fimple ftate. 

The want of a copious Table of Ctn* 
tents is a detriment to the popularity 
of the work, by giving it fuch an ubrupt- 
nefs, as renders it rjther rcpuliix-e anti 
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forhiddi!]^ than inviting to the gene- 
rality ot readers. Slotli often find» an 
excuTe in this deficiency by declining a 
taik not previoufly defined, and thus the 
iavings of avarice fumiih a' cloak for ig* 
norance. It is where we expeft the great* 
eft variety of entertainment that we are 
rncft folicitcus to fee the bill erf fare ; and 
our appetites arc never blunted by know- 
ing betcre- hand the (jpecific nature of our 
provifjon. The moft ulcful account we 
<an give of thefe Travels is, therefore, 
to fupply, as well as we can, this unpar- 
donal>le negleft, by laying before our 
K^aders, as our manner has lately been, 
a brief fummary of what they contain. 
By fuch an analyfis,however impcrfefl ,wc 
may become, in feme mcafure, the Au- 
thor's aflbciates in all his cxcurfions ; 
Jeam the objcft on which he fcts out 5 
'appreciate his means of^ realizing it 5 
iollowhim in his routes contemplate the 
fatigues and dangers he encounters j and 
calculate the a^quifitions he makes; 
noting, as we proceed in whatever may 
ftrike us as deftflive in his plan, or, the 
execution of it. 

Our Traveller does not ftatc fpecifi- 
cally what the exclufive aim of his labo. 
rious and expenfive undertaking is 5 but 
he fteins to be every where ftimulatcd by 
an irrcfiftible defire of improving natural 
hiftory, and efpecially of examining with 
his own eyes luch particular branches of 
it as are moft to his tafte. few ob- 
je6>$ of any value or novelty, in any fiiu- 

. ation^ or on any occafion, efcape bis re- 
search. Oftcner than once virc find him 
rtKrettin^ hif want of botanical know. 
k4gc, which pi-evented his colle^ing the 
variety of curious vegetables which iiir- 
iPunded him, and that he had neither the 
^U nor appiuratus of a chymift for tnaly. 
yin^ the diflferent fubftances or bodies 
^hich ocourred to him, and excited his 
littention. His great pafllon, which di- 
, Tt&fsd and concentered all his ftudies and 
purfuits, was to range through animated 
. nature, and felcA from the infinite 
fwaijns of c^reatures who people the Afri* 
ean territories, fuch as are leaft known 
to the naturalifts of Europe. He aban. 
rfons himfelf entirely to whatever he 
ffeemr mofte(\£ntial and conduct^ to this 
acquifition. The fupremc and prevail- 
ing end of all Ills ambition and labours 
is fuch an alTemblage of animated forms 

' as has been hitherto produced by no for- 
mer naturalift. Two objefts feem to 
occupy his attention equally, in all cir- 
cumftances ; the knowledge of the coun- 
try^ and fuch materials as could be found 



and dmafted for this d^>oritum. Theiry 
however, prove occaucnaliy fo incoro* 
patible, and interfere fo eflentially with 
each other, as to put him fometimcs to 
the greateft inconvenience. But the ul- 
timate xefult of all his ingenuity and 
dilcoveries arc refervcd for hia orni- 
thology, which he repeatedly promifes 
the public, and to which his further de- 
tails and traits of all the non-defcripts 
which fall in his way, are in general re- 
ferred. 

Of the means he pofTcffvd and prepared 
for accompliflibg thefe ends, he fome- 
times prefents us with very copious and 
minute details. The caravan he equipped 
confiftec^of three carriages, accompanied 
with relays of cattle w relieving each 
other in the draught, fome Hottentot 
negroes who ferved him on his preceding 
journey, and fevcral new ones; but no 
other European was fuflfered to be of the 
party but himfelf. His train was Hke- 
wi(e fumifhed with £Dme faddle-horres,apd 
a fmall flock of iheep, goats, and milk- 
cows . He had alio a few poul try, a monkey, 
his old companion, and feventecn dogs. 
The merchandite by which he meant to 
traffic with the natives were trinkets of 
different kinds, tobacco, brandy» nails, 
and knives. Thefe, with fife -arms, 
powder, lead, provifions of tools and 
iron, and ftores of fuch neceilkries as 
were not likely to be found very plen- 
tifully, at leaft in dtflrifls without cul- 
ture, civility, or perhaps inhabitants, 
kitchen utenfils, and inftrmnents for 
hunting and preparing the materials of 
.his cabinet, compofed his luggage. For 
the confidence and fatisfa^ion of his rea- 
ders in what may be expcf^ed from his 
diligence and exertions>hc delineates very 
part icularlv all the apj>aratu& he thought 
indifpenfible both to fafety and fucccfs. 
He even condefqends to cnara6lerize the 
individuals who coropofe his fuite, acd 
afcertain the feveral departments they 
filled. He ftates the nature of .their fcr- 
vices, the ufes to which his animals are 
feparatcly appropriated, and, in propor- 
tion as they anfwercd his purpo(e, emits 
no occafion of celebrating their merit in 
tlie fond langua^of an indulgent maftcr. 
The very ftrujlure and conformation 
of his waggons, the niode of his en- 
campments, and the invariable care and 
precautions eflTential to his fccurity, are 
corre^ly ftatcd for the infcrmaticn and 
convenience of future travellers. The 
arts by which he fecured the game in 
moft requeft, his means of obtaining the 
fptcific ob'eft* of bib curicfity ^ith leaft

damage, ofbeft prcparln^y keeping* and 
ftowing tlurm tor carriagr, aiiu a great 
Variety of ingenious devices to which he 
bad occafionally recoiirfe, where expe* 
riexice failed, ajxl he depduied folely on 
the refcurcei of bis own mind^ are aJl 
fpeci6ed and explained. It were need- 
leis to add the talents and addrel's by 
which this complicated machine is iiibri- 
cated, j>uK in motion, condu£^cd^ and ren- 
dered )n every rel'pefl efficient. Oil thefe 
every reader muft be left to form his own 
judjnnenty by an impartial cftimalf of the 
work, on carefully pcruling its contents. 
The firft Volume oi" thele Travels dc- 
icribesthe tour of the colony, which in- 
cludes a coofiderable trafl of country 
behind and round the Cape, ^s me- 
teorological remarks ot\ the adjacent 
xncun tains, Tome of which overlook an 
immenie extent, both of lea and land, 
are curious and new. Some of thefe 
altitudes, the Very delcrifttion. of 
which renders us giddy, helped him to a 
partial anticipation oi the difHculties he 
had to ibrmount in the journey He medi- 
tated: but his ardcur only incrvafed in 
proportion a« the wilds under view ap- 
peared impalfable. He enumerates, in 
this inrroduflion to the travel :» before him, 
various incidents, occalioncd by his 
frienddiips both in town and amone the 
planters t>n their forms, at a diltance 
which confiderably impeded his fetting 
out. Of all the captivating fpots in 
this rich and ron^antic colony, a place 
called the 'twenty-Jour Rivers feems to 
have charmed him moil. He mentions it 
as peculiarly calculated for the Ciit: of a 
town, which, with very little attention, 
might i<;>on be made to rival that on the 
CajM? ; and from the vicinity of a capa- 
cious' harbour, and a conllant fupply of 
the bcit and cheapeft provifions, with 
every cominercial accommodation, eafily 
iurpafs it both in trade, population, and 

* magnificence. He traverled the whole of 
what U called HoiUntot HoUandy SufeU 
linbacby Draaken Steyn^ Rotkrveidy 
Roogt'xand, and by Sivartland ^ every 

* goint as far as this enchanting retreat. 
The rcfpeftivc produ6^ions of the fevcral 
cantons, their iCate of cultivation, and 
local peculiarities, arc defcribed in his for- 
mer work. They turniihed him few ar- 
ticles for his C9lle^ion on this occafion ; 
and what obfcrvations they fuggeft, are 
chiefly conlined to the charafleis of the 
planters, and their mode of living. 
Thefe he divides into three clalFes : The 
ftrft a^ a kind of grandecsof enormous 
vrealfh, poflliHd of fumptuous eftabllih- 



raenttf and marked from otbcrs by a 
dillant» fiipercilious, and haughty de- 
portment : The next owe every tiiuig to 
their own indultry, enjoy an hi^h degree 
of incbpendence, live in a moderate 
fiate of competence, and emulate eadi 
other in pra6tiQng the amiable virtues 
of kindnele and holpitality : The third 
are a fpecies ot di'ovtrs, who keep their 
flocks m the re^cHca of the country^ and 
expolc them to lale in the ditlerent can- 
tons, lead a war^dering and paltoral life* 
and have no means of iublillcnce, but 
what is derived fronf this ambulator/ 
traflic. 

The two firft Volvmes of this Work# 
published fix years ago, had no chart by 
which the eye cauld turnilh the leaft help 
to the underlhmdingt in tracing the 
courie of our traveller throueb a delert ' 
hitherto fo little known. Tnisdefc^ is 
in part at Jeall lupplied by the prelent 
publicatiom to which is prefixed a map 
explanatory of b^th tours ; the former 
b^ a red line, and this by a yellow. 
Thefe extenfive routes lie in oppofite 
direAions, on a bale in the (hape of in 
angle, the veitcx of which jets out into 
the fea, and tonus one of the moft extra- 
ordinary capes or prumoutories in the 
world, which is warned by the Southern 
Ocean in front, by the Indian on one fide, 
and by the Atlantic on the other. Our 
traveller reached along both Ihores ^ttj 
far up the country to a diftrifl of Cafira. 
ria in one voyage, and mountains inha- 
bited by the Howfuanas, under the tro- 
pic of Capricorn, in the other. But this 
iketch only expoies the valWfs of the 
latitudes Itill unexpUi-ed^ and the im- 
menie fwarms of unknown favagea btt» 
ried in their deep impenetrable recefles ^ 
and it muft leave on the mind of every 
judicious rt;adcr fcntiments of real con- 
cern, that one fo competent to tht talk 
had it not in his power to. vifit the whole. 
I'his map, like many others, is on too 
finall a fcale to he cf much uie ; and iU 
conlults the convenience of readers by a 
rigid adherence to the technical language 
of geography, which fo few underlland. 
Had the leveral tribes of favages rec'on- 
noitered, and their different hordes or 
kraals, been didinflly named in large 
iifong chara^ers, and the mod important 
pafles emphatically marked, every rcft- 
mg-place, place of adventure, or place 
noted by whatever accident or circum- 
llance, in the whole courfe might have 
become equally perfpicuout to every lea- 
der.

and pctT^fTtd of many invaluable advan- 
tages irom Icicnce and indullry peculiar 
to a poilHied Rate of iWitty, ihinlt of the 
rxptnce to iwhich they owe their cnjo>- 
pitnts. The pain of much thinking, the 
drudgery of fevere inveftigatioil, and all 
thofe namtlefs circumftancts of Iblicitiide 
•nd labour, which render a itudious life 
Jo wcarilome both to tbe j!eih and the 
fpiritb, aft icidora lutHcicntly confidprtd 
by thofc to whofe indulgence and luxury 
it chit fly eontributet. The force of this 
remnrlc muft be acknowledged by al} who 
peru(t thel'c (ravels. They exhibit a (e- 
rics of experiments carried on for the ad- 
▼ancenaent of knowledge, at the jrifque 
of whatever is valuable to human pom- 
fcrt^ Every confidcf^tion, however 
intcxtiling and important, is abruptly 
abandoned, for whatever promiie» the 
leaft acceflicn to ojjjr ftof k of intelligence. 
\Ve have here a man poflTefled of eale and 
indeptndehce, ifluinfe from the bofom of 
tattc and luxury j and, for the purl'uit of 
fcience, rellnquifhing alf the endearmentf 
©f domcftic felicity j committiufi: hirafelf 
to the perils of the cceanMn a tedious anil 
difailrous voy:^gc j Iwcltering under the 
potent rays ot a vertical fun, plunging 
iimidft the llorms which agitate the tro- 
pical climates with fo mucn violence ; al- 
knolt fuffocated by clouds offalineduft 
mud acrid vapours conftantly inhaled 
irom a foil every where impregnated by 
ialt and fulphur ; alternately parched 
with thirft and devoured by nunger, 
ivxthout profpeft of water or food 5 ex- 

Priencing the narroweft eiizapes from 
•ifoned arrows, and poifoned fountains, 
acd the moil ferious depredations both of 
robbers and fire ; exploring the hordes 
cf jar.known baibarians, lar from the 
f our.iel and countenance of regular foci- 
eiy J embracing as aflbciafes and friends 
Trihes cf men as wild a«the lumraits that 
harbcvir tbem, and uncultivated as the 
l*amt' th^y purfue j dafh^ng into the bo- 
fom s ftf tc rcft» infellcd by beafts of prev, 
eroffjiig on rdHs or ttumps of trees the 
fncft iinpttucvis torrcntJ* j ftumbling on 
a kiaa) of miiciabic wtetches, blockaded 
fu their hnts by a r^ihkncc fo deadly, 
that it jecmcd impomble either to recede 
or contimie, without embracing inevita- 
- ble dcftruCtion j encountering elephants, 
who arc nearly treading him down, rhi- 
ncceroles whofe ftrength is enormous, 
ai d mode ot defence peculiarly ficice and 
dreadful j peratfes, bufldl«>cs, lions, ti- 
fTrs, hyenas, vultures , and ahnoit every 
other carnivorous animal ! Such a fcries 
oi hazards as diftinguiih this boid ad\ en- 



turcr cannot be read or recited wit1ioa| 
coniiderable pain j but they give peculiar 
intcrell to the narration, and feniibly en- 
hance the value of the refult. 

The Author has no where laid befonp 
his readers a j-egular catalogue of his ac- 
quifitions in natural hittory. They can 
belt judge of thele ^ho have accefs to 
the cabinet he muft by this time havedi- 
gefted and arranged. Xhe following arc 
a few fpecimcns of the advantage* wc 
o^e to his new Xnivejs : 

1. Though no botanift bimfelf, he 
difclofes the moft fertile fources tc»r en- 
riching that delicious' Icience to f\»ch aa 
ftudy and purfue it. He pjromilcs to 
publifli wito all convenifent Ipeed feveraj 
engravings of fome fingulaity beautiful 
plants. He explains the natui-e of vege- 
tation in thefe acrid climates, chaiue^f- 
rizes the foil, and directs the floiiil how 
to cherifli and prelerve this exquiiite taftc 
^ith moK pleaiure and I'uccels. An un- 
common plant olten and inienfibly rivet* 
him to the Ipot. In a fweet thicket on 
the bank of. the Fifh Kiver, he is filltd 
with rapture at the fight of a lily (hcddir^ 
its beauties to the * dcfert air,* and wav- 
ing majeftically on a fJe^ble ftem, feven 
feet high and lix inches round the bulb, 
more than one foot in length, and nearly 
two and a half in circumference. 

2 . Hi:i clailifi cation of animals was here 
CBnfiderably augmented, as thefe fertile 
banks fumilhcd him with eighty different 
Ijpccies of birds, teh of which were en- 
tirely new : their novelty was the more 
plealing as it was what he principally 
lought. He added likewife to bis collec- 
tion many quadrupeds both great and 
finall { but what is of the higheft con- 
fequence to the knowled^ of genuine 
nature, the habits and manners of every 
independent kind he was chiefiy careful 
to e>damine and difplay j and from the in- 
llonces produced in thefe Volumes of hi| 
acuteneis and diicrimination, we ar? 
heartily difpofed to wifli him all poflxble 
fuccels in the feveral publications an- 
nounced, and which are probably now ia 
train. 

3. He endeavours to purge natural 
hiltory of all the niisHikpen fables which 
have nitherto disfigured and difguifcd it. 
Several fafts doubted or dilbelieved, he 
authenticates j ailerts the praflicability 
of taming the fierccft animals from his 
own experience and example in the caie 
of a zebra $ and e(labli(hes the'fafcinattng 

■ power of certain reptiles fropt the tefti- 
mony of his own fenles, and that' of 
other f9ientifi€ gentlemen of indifputable 
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tredibility and honour : and thffe things 
are the more likely to be true, that tnii 
publication mult reach the Capc» where 
many witnefles are alWe and to be 
found, and inlallible means of detefling^ 
fidiiioui ftatementfl art at hand. 

4. Nothing recommends the Work 
more to our attention, than the many 
amiable and interefting traits it affords 
of our conomon nature m its moft artlefs 
and fimple condition. All the Author*9 
fufferingand expence of time, talent and 
property, would have been amply repay- 
«d by only quaihin^ that calumny and 
averbon, which untortunately configncd 
ibch multitudes of our fellow-crtatures to 
the hatred and injury of others* not much 
better than themfelvcs. But he rclcues 
alio numberlefs hordes of mild andliarm- 
lefs individuals from prejudice and ob- 
Icurity ; makes them known and refpcft- 
cd by each other; and in(lru6ls the go- 
vernment of thefe remote fettleraents how 
tbir numerous tribes who occupy the back 
grounds may be trained and made fer- 
viceable : and nothing can be more plea- 
(iBg than the rapture and enthuiiaim with 
wkuch he dwells and expatiates on their 
warm unfufpicious tempers, the mildnefs 
and irtfedom of their numners, the hofpi- 
tality they (hew to ftrangers, the confi- 
dence they exercile'on all occafions, and 
the very exquifitepleafurc they uniformly 
take in doing generous and good uatured 
things. 

5. The prcdcceflbrt of our traveller 
in fome part of the fame route are every 
where handfomcly treated . Of fome who 
evidently had the improvement of icience 
cxdufively at heart, he fpeaks in terms 
of high refpe£l, and re^hfies their mif- 
takes with delicacy and liberality ; but 
others who take every thing on truil, 
and are fond of exaggerating the tradi- 
ti<Mis of the populace, and even repeat 
with approbation the romantic iables of 
the planters, he induftrioufly expofes to 
the infamy they merit. 

6. On the fuppofition that we Ihall 
be able to retain this ineftimable fettle- 
ment of which we are now in poiTeiTion, 
we eameftly reconunend thefe Travels to 
the attention cf Government : they 
bring forward objefls of great public im- 
portante : various high commercial ad- 



vantages in which thif countrv abounds " 
are fuggefted, fome ofthe iineft bays for 
/hipping tn the known world are pointea 
out, and iereral rich iourcc# ot naval 
kKkh% laid open. New fituations pcca-» 
litrly inviting to frefh colonization are 
difcloied, where the foil is fertile, the cH- 
mate gentle, water plenty, game abun- 
dant, ample communication with the.fet 
and with Europe open, and the whole 
fcenery for an immenfe fweep of the roofi 
beautiful lying ffroundi exauifitely rich 
and romantic. The pra6>icabiRty of tra- 
verfmg the whde of thefe unknown regi- 
ons is freouently and fiilly afcertainra y 
and the belt etlidcto^Uch an undertaking 
are, doi)btIe», the adventures and expe* 
rience here detailed. 

Notwithllanding the fipgular degree of 
pleafurc we have derived from the pcrufal 
of t^cfe Travels, #c do not think them 
altoe:ether faultleiV. Many of his details 
might be profitably comprefled. His de- 
fcnptions both of animals, ve^tablcs, 
and occurrences, are alfo very often tedi- 
oufly prolix. Among all the mohi^en 
he law, he accounts for none of their car- 
cafes when dead \ he doeS not once men* 
tion feeing any of their bones,, or hazard 
afingle conjeflure on this phenomenon. 
How age is accommodated among fa- 
vages, the ftate both of men and women . 
during that interefting period; and how« 
where, and with what folemnity their 
xiead are interred, he leaves us wnoUy in 
the dark. All the fpeculations he throws 
out on the various fhades of the human 
chara^lei' in this uncultivated and unde- 
praved f^age, are equally fuperficial ami 
unfatisfaftory. From the inhabitants of 
thffc high remptc latitudes, where the 
wonders of nature are in perpetual exhi- 
bition, and an extreme fermentation (Jt 
the elements diverfifies her entire organi- 
zation, who difcover in other refpects no 
weaknefs of inteliefl, it feems odd no 
traces of reflexion were difcemed, con- 
cerning either the origin of things-, or 
their own deftination; but this key .though 
thebeil for unlocking all the latent excel- 
lencies and myfterics of our nature, did 
not accord with the philofophy of the 
new fchool. It is at lead not from a dif- 
ciple of maierlalllin that we can expert 
fuch intelligence.

Scithcr moio/s nor relij^hn will ac- 
knowledge themfelves benefited by a work 
whofc grtai licopc and ptirport it is to 
fliew, that the raintft face and femblaace 
of virtue is coinroouly a cloak to the 
molt horrible crimes ; andunlelVallJlhB, 
other iburcrs of impYobahitit\ and '•atonUer 
muft. fa# confidered as completely ex- 
hauiied» it is difircult to afligh^ realign 
for the sevival of the exploded njyftcfics 
Qifonery^ and the fpiuts of dirknefs. 
If It w^sour Auth&r*8 intention^ which 
we wcuki not willingly ii]p]K>fe, to at* 
tack religious orders, and> of courfe, 
religion itfclf, by exhibiting the extreme 
'depravity of its itoii t;{pinent d^cipUa, 
he willy ia the opinion of all found 
judges* be confidered not only as having 
failed of his intention, but as having 
paid an honovrable tribute, the more 
valuable for being undrfignids to eccle- 
Jiaflici,heJlaHiJbmtnn, The Mnnk yields 
net to the firft, nor to the fecond efforts 
even of htUi/h ajailanti j he refifts 
bhndifhments which lio mortals unTup. 
ported could have been able to repel \ and 
oecomes af la(t the unhappy viflim of 
iuil from exceiV of gratitude and attach- 
ment. His prugiefs aftenwards into the 
abyfs of crimes i:» rapid and inexcufeable ; 
and in this part of his work, our author 
has fiiewn conHderable (kill and dexte- 
ttey 5 but even here, (o inflame the 
atrocity of his choraiSler, the culprit 
ibmetimcs i« made to commit gratuitous 
and improbable enormities. 

The pcctry interl'pcrl'ed through this 
work would have given popularity to a 
cpmpcijtion much inferior to this both 
in matter and in ft-ilt* .

tlie anci<uit ballad, he is eminenrly iuc- 
ceisful \ rttaining all its fimplicity and 
plthcst without the vulgarity or tho in- 
corrt^^nefs \ and there are few modem 
elegies that ^fvu'pafs the ExUe either in 
cfrgance or ima^ry. Indeed, the chief 
exceUcnccof Mr. L.'^t f^ro/f confitts in 
this latter attribute of ihc'mafei all the 
^enes on which any care has been be^ 
ftowtd exhibiting both the tmth of nt- 
tart and the animation of ge^iu.

She led him through various nar* 
ro^ paflages ; and on every fide as they 
pafled along the beams of^thc lamp dif- 
played none but the moft revolting ob- 
jeAs ; (kulls, bones, graves, and ima^ 
whole eyes ibemed to glare on them with 
horror and furprize. At length they 
reached a fpacicus cavern, whole lofty 
roof the eye fought in vain to dilcover. 
A profound oblcurity hovered tlu*ough 
the void ; damp vapoiifs flruck cold to 
the Friar*s heart, and he liltened iadly 
to the blaft while it howled along the 
lonely vaults. Here M^lda (topped. 
She turned to Ambrodo. His cheeks 
and lips were pale with apprehenlion. 
By a glance of mingled i'corn ami anger 
(he reproved his puiillanimitv, but (he 
(boke not. • She placed the lamp upon 
the ground near the balket. Shcf^oUoM^d 
that Arabroiio (hould be fileot, and began 
tlie'myltcrious rites.

The flames retired 
honk the fpot on which the blood was 
pouring. A volume of dark clouds rofc 
howly from the enfangmncd earth, aftd 
afcended gradually till it i-eachcd the 
vault of we cavern. At the fame time 
a ^p of tl^under was heard, the echo 
pcalccf fearfully along thciubtcrraneous 
paflagres, and the ground fliook beneath 
the feet of the encH^ntref^. 

" It was now that Ambrofio repented 
of hisraihnefs. Th? fol?mn fmgularity 
of the charm had prepared l^im for fome- 
thing ftrange and horrible. He waited 
with fear tor the Spuit's appearance, 
whofe coming was announc^ by thun- 
der and earthquakes. He looked wildly 
around him, expefting that fome dreacl- 
ful apparition would meet his eyes, the 
Cght of which would drive him niad ! 
A cold (hivering feized his body, and he 
funk upon one knee, 'unable to fupport 
himlclf. 

" He comes /** exclaimed Matilda in a 
joyful accent. 

" Ambrofio ftarted* and expefted the 
daemon with terror. What wa* his fur- 
prize when, the thunder ceafing to roll, 
a full ftrain of melodious mufic (bunded 
in the air ! At the (ame time the cloud 
difappeared, and he beheM a flgure more

beautiful than fancy's pencil ever drew 1 
it was a youth, fccmingly fcarce eighteen, 
the perteftion of whofe f©nn and face 
was unrivalled. He was perfc6lly naked j 
a bright ftar I'parkled upon his forehead- j 
two crimfon wings extended themfelves 
from his (houlders j and his filken locks 
werecon(ined by a band of many-coloured 
(ires, which pUyedround his head, form- 
ed themfelves into a variety of flg^ret^ 
and (hone with a brilliar.ce far furpafling 
that of precious ftones : Circlets of dia- 
monds were faltened round his arms and 
ankles ; and in his right hand he bore 
a filver branch imitating myrtle. His 
form (hone with dazzling glory j he was 
furroundcd by clouds of ro(e-colourcd 
light \ and at the moment that he appear- 
ed, a refre(hing air breathed pemunes 
through the cavern.

Her menaces 
had the defired effia. The fpirit funk 
up«n his knee, and with a iubmiflive 
air pref(:nted to her the branch of nxyitljp. 
No fooner ha^d die received it than the 
mufic was a^in heard ^ a thick cloud 
fpread itfeK over the apparition j the 
bhie flanies difappeared \ and total ol^- 
fcurity reigned through th^ cave. The 
Abbot moved not frona his place.; hi^ 
faculties were all bound on in pl^afure, 
anxiety, and furprize. At kngth, the 
darknefs dii'perfing, he perc«iyed Ma- 
tilda (tandinff near him in her religious 
habit, with the ipyitle in her hand* No 
traces remained ot the incantation, and 
the vaults werq only illuminated by the 
faint rays of the lepulchral lamp.**

Guiana, on the Wild Coaft of South An^erica, irom the Year 1771 to 1777, chi- 
cidating the Hiftory of that Country, and defcribing its Produaions, vir. Qua- 
drtipcdtfs, Birds, Fifties, Reptiles; Trees, Shrubs, Fruits, and Roots : with an 
Account of the Indians of Guiana, and Negroes of Guinea. By Captain J. G. 
Sccdman } illuftratcjd with Eighty elegant Engravings, from Drawings made ky 
the Author, a Vol's.

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THE following account of Cap't. Sted. 
man's killing an Aboma fnakc is 
v'tfry entertaining, and chara^Veriftic of 
the manners aiS refources of the ne- 
groes : 

" As I was refting in my hammock, 
between the parokyfms of mv fever, 
about half way between Cormo«tbo and 
Barbacoeba, while the Charon was float- 
ing down, the fentinel called to me that 
he had ieen and challenged fomething 
black, and moving in the brufh wood on 
the beach, which gave no- anfwer 5 but 
which, from its fize, he concluded muft 
be a man. 1 immediately dropped an- 
chor, and, having manned the canoe, ill 
as I was, I (lepped into it, and rowed Mf 
to the place mentioned by the fentinel. 
Here we all ftepped aihore to reconnoitre, 
as I fufpe6led it to be no other than a re- 
bel fpy, or aftraggiing party detached by 
tkc enemy 5 but one of my flaves, of the 
name of David, declai-ed it was no negro, 
but a large amphibious fnake, which 
could not be far from the beach, and I 
niieht have an opportunity of (hooting it 
if I pleai'ed. To this however I had not 
the leaft inclination, from the uncommon 
fifK of the creature, from my weakncfs, 
and the difficulty of getting through the 
thicket, which feemed impenetrable to 
the water's edge j and, therefoVe ordered 
ail of them to return on board. The 
ne^ then' alked me liberty to ftep for- 
ward and (hoot it himfelf, a(l\iring me ijt 
could not be at any great diftance, and 
warranting me apinll all danger. This 
declaration infpnred me with lb much 
pride and trmulation, that Idetermined to 
takeliis firft advice, and kill it mylclf, 
pv^vided he would point it out to me, and 
be relponfible for the hazard by ttanding^at 
my fide ; from which I fworc, that if he 
dared to move, I (hould level the piece at 
himlelf, and blow out his own brains. 

. -" To this the negro cheerfully agreed 5 
and, having loaded my gun with a ball 
ttitridgc, we prpceedcd 'j David cutting 
a path with a bill hook, and a marine 
following with three more loaded firelocks 
t$x k««p 19 readkuti's. We had not gone 



above twenty yards through mud and 
water, the negro lookii^ .every way with 
an uncsmmon ctegTee or vivacity and at- 
tention, when, ftarting behind roe,he caikd 
out, «*me (ce fr.akee j'* and, in cffs&f 
there lay the animal, rolled up under the 
fallen leaves and lubbKh ot the trees, 
and fo well covered, that itwasforoetims 
before I di(tin£lly perceived the head of 
this monfler, diftant from -me not at>oTe 
fixteen fret, moving its forlced tongue, 
while its eyes, from their uncommon 
brightnefs, appeared to emit fparks of 
(ire. I now, relting my piece upon a 
branch for the purpofe of taking a furer 
aim, fired, but miffing the head, the 
l)all went through the body, when the 
animal (buck round, and with fuch alio- 
nifhing force as to cut away all the un- 
derwood around him with the facility of 
a fcythe mowing grafs j and, by flounc- 
ing his tail, cauled the mud and dirt to 
fly over our heads to a coniiderabJe dif- 
tance. Of this proceeding, howerer, we 
were not torpid fpe^lators, but took to 
our heels, and croudcd into the canoe. 
The negro now intreated me to renew the 
charge, afluring me the fluike wouM be 
quiet in a few minutes, and at^y rzte 
perfilHng in the after tion, that he was 
neither able nor inclined to purfue us, 
which opinion he fupported by walking 
before me till I (hould be ready to Are ; 
and thus I again undertook to make the 
trial, efpecially as he faid that his firft 
ftarting backwards had only proceeded 
from a defire to make room for me. I 
now found the fnake a little removed' 
from his former ftation, but very quiet, 
with his head as before, lying out among 
the fallen leaves, rotten bark» and oU 
mofs. I fired at it immediately, but 
with no better fucccfs than the other time; 
and now, being but fliffhtly wounded, he 
fent up fuch a cloud of duft and dirt as 
I never faw but in a whirlwind, and 
made us once more fuddenly retreat t« 
our canoe, where, now being heartily 
tired of the exploit, I gave ordcts to ro^ 
towards the ba*ge j but David flill in- 
treating me t9 permit him to kill the ani- 

malk 
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iBol, I wasy by hit perfualiont, ioduccd 
to make a thira and laft attempt in com- 
pany with him. Thus, having once 
more dilcovered the fnake^ we difchargtxi 
both our pieces at oncet and with tW 
good effe^y that he wa« now, by one of 
us, (hot throagh the head. Dayid, who 
was made completely happy by this fuc- 
cefsfui condufiooj ran leaping with joy, 
and loft no, time. in bringing the hoat* 
rope* in order to drag him down to the 
^anoe j but this a^in proved not a very 
eafy undertaking, nnee the creature, not- 
tvithftanding its being mortally wounded* 
ftill continued to wreath and twill about 
in luch a maaner as rendered it dangerous 
for Siy perfon to approach him. The 
aegro, however, having made a running 
noole on the rope, after Come fruit- 
Jcis attempts to make an approach, threw 
it over his head with much dexterity | 
and now, all taking hold of the rope, we 
dragged him to me beach, and tied 
him to the ftem of the canoe, to 
take him in tow. Being ftill alive, he 
kept fwimmin^ likt an eel ; and I having 
BO reliih for luch a ihipmate on board, 
whole length ^otwitbltandine, to my 
aftonilhment, all the negi:oes declared it 
to be but a youne one come to about 
half its growth) I round, upon meafuring 
u« to be twenty-two feet and fome inches, 
and its thicknefs about that of my black 
^oy Quaco, who might then be about 
twelve years old, and round whofe waiil 
I iince meafured the creatuie*s Ikin. 

<' fieing arrived aiong-fide of the Cha- 
ron, the next coniideration was how to 
difpoie of this immenle animal j \vhen it 
was at length determined to bring him on 
fkorc at mrbacoeba, to have him Ikin- 
ned, and take out the oil, Sec, In order 
to cffcft this purpofe, the ncsfro David, 
having climbed up a tree with the end of 
the rope, let it down over a llrong forked 
bough, and the other negroes hoifted up 
the ihake, and fufpcnded him from the 
tree. TTiis done, David, with a (harp 
knife between his teeth, now left the 
tree, and clung faft upon the mender 
^hich was ftill twifting, and began his 
operations by ripping it up, and Itripping 
down the (km as nedefcended. Though 
I perceived that the animal was no longer 
able to do him any injury, I confefs I 
cotiH not without emotion fee a man 
ftark naked, black and bloody, clinging 
with arms and legs round tlie ftimy and 
vet bleeding monfter. This labour, 
fiowemr, was not without its ufe, Iince 
he not only dextroufly fimftied the opera- 
tknij but provided mtg bcfide* the ikin. 



with above fcur gallons of fine clarified 
fat, or rather oil, though there was 
wafted, perhaps, as much more. This 
I delivered to the furgeons at DeVir^ 
Hai^war, for the ulc of the wounded men 
in the hofpital, for which I received their 
hearty thanks { it being confidered, par- 
ticularly for bruifei, a very excellent 
remedy. When I fi^nificd myfuipril« 
to fee the Ihake ftill living after he was 
deprived of his inteftines and Ikin, Cara- 
maca, the old rtegro, whether trom expe- 
rience or tradition, a/Tured me he would 
not die till after funfet. The negrccv 
now cut him in Hices, in order to drels 
and feaft on him, they all declaring that 
he was exceedingly good and wholelbnie, 
but, to their great mortification,.! refuied 
to give my concurrence, and we r«wed 
down with the Ikin to DeviPs Harwar. 

*« Of this fpecies fcveral Ik ins are pre^ 
ferved in tiie Britilh and Mr. Parkin- 
ion's Mufcums. It is called by Mr. 
Weftiy Lyboija, and B^a in the Britiih 
Encyclopaedia, to which publication I 
refer the reader for the perfeft account, 
and an excellent engraving of this won- 
derful creature, which, in the Colony of 
Surinam, is called Aboma. Its lengthy 
when full grown, is laid to be Ibmetimet 
forty feet, and more than four feet m 
circumference ; iti colour is a greenifti ^ 
black on the back j a fine brownifti yel- 
low on the fides, aiid a dirty white under 
the belly ; the back and fides being fpot^ 
ted with irregular black rin^s, with a 
pure white in the middle. Its head is. 
oroad and flat, fmali in proportion to 
the body, with a large mouth, and a dou- 
ble row of teeth ; it has two bricjht pro- 
minent eyes, covered all over with Icales, 
lome about the fi^e of a fiiiliing $ and 
under the body, near the tail, armed 
with two ftrong claws, like ccck-fpurs, ta 
help it in I'eizing its prey. It is an am- 
phibious aniinal, that is, it delights in 
low and inarihy places, where it licscoile^ 
up like a rope, and onccalcd under mols, 
rotten timber, and dried leaves, to feize 
its prey by fui^rize, which from its im- 
menle bulk it is. not active enough to 
purfue. When hungi7 it will devour 
any animal 4hat comes within ks reacJi, 
and is indifferent whether it is a (loth, a 
wild boar, a ftag, or even a tiger ; mund 
which having twifted itillF by the help, 
of its claws, ib that the creature cannot 
efcape, it breaks, by its irrefiftihle 
force, every bone in the animal's body, 
which it then coveis over with a kind of 
flime or Haver from its^mouth, to mak* 
it Hide ^ and, at laft, grauu^tlly lucks it 
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in tUI iediftppetn : after this ^ Abo- 
ma cannot mitt its fituation* on account 
of the great knob of knot which the fwal- 
lowed prey occaiions in that part of the 
body where it relts, till it is digefted j 
for till, then it would hinder the fnake 
from Hiding along the ground. During 
tliat time the Aboma wants no other 
fkbiiftence. I have been tokl of negroes 
being deroivtd by this animal, and am 
difpoied to credit the account ; for (hould 
they chance to come within its reach when 
kungiy, it would ai» certainly Icipe them as 
any other animal. I do not apprehend that 
its flcib, which is very white, and looks 
}ike that of i(h, is in any refpe^ perni • 
cious to the itomach. I ihould have had 
no obje^ii^ to the negroes eating it till 
it was confumed, had I not obferved a 
kind of diflatisfa^Lon among the re- 
maining marines, who would not have 
been plcafed with my givine the negroes 
the ul'e of the kettle to boil it. The bite 
ct' this fnake is £aid not to be venomous $ 
Dor do I believe it bites at all from any 
other impuli'e than that of hunger/^ 

The preceding acceunt * is emhelliflicd 
with a very good print, reprefenting the 
ihake fufpcnded from a tree, and the ne- 
gro, &Bea on the upper part of its vaft 
body, in ihc a A of ripping it ^p, while 
Cwo others are holding it ^oft by means 
of the rope. 

That we may finiih in this place all 
^at remains to be faid of this extraordina- 
ry animal* we will here i'ubjoin, though it 
be in the Second Volume, wtuit Capuin

whole detachment of eighty marines^ one

It may be bbfirrved of theft two mc- 
counts, that they comribote to coafimt 
each other, both with rcfpeft to the ex- 
treme indolence of this gigantic reBtile» 
and to its indifpofition to do miKbtcf, 
unlefs provoked by hunger. It la hid 
to fubiift chieHv on the finallcr noxious 
animals, whtcn abound in fohry amt 
marfhy foils. M. Adamfon conjec- 
tures, probably enough, in hts ** Vojrage 
up the River Senegal,'* that itsule ro^rjr 
be to dimini/h and Keep down that proli- 
fic breed, which, in a genial elimate» 
might otherwife increafe to a multttudi* 
nous and mifchievous excefii.

A Petition was alfo prefented by the 
Sher\lfs of London, in favour of the 
Conftru^tionof Wet Docks; but whick 
prayed, that the Houfe would permit 
the Corporation of London to bring in 
a Bill for the execution of that proje^ 
conformable to a plan of their own, as 
they could not help regarding theni'- 
felves as the natural Guardians and Im- 
provers of the trade of the River 
Thames. The Petition hejng readj 

Mr. Alderman Anderfon moved, that 
the Petition be referred to a Comtnittee 
of the ^vhole Houfe. 

Mr Manning dcckrcd hirafelf happy 
in hearing that the Cor|>oration of the 
City of London were at length con- 
vinced of the propriety and neceifity o£ 
conft ruling Wet Docks for the fur- 
ther improvement of the port of Lon* 
don, and of adopting fome plan for the 
m<;re enlarged accommjdation of ic» 
trade.

Mr, Alderman Anderfon was dcfi. 
jfou$ that the fecond reading of the Bill 
&ouid be poftponed to a more diftant 
period, that the Houfe might iiavc liir.e 
to examine and d'j];eft the objt^ and 
pounds of the prefcnt petition, and be 
thereby better enabled to judge vhich

Tile Petition was then r(fcrrcd to a 
Selcd Coromittee of the Members for 
the City of London, and of the mari- 
time counties.

'T^HE underiigned Miniftcr Plenipo* 
•* tentiary of the French Republic, in 
eonformity to the orders of his Govern. 
menti has the honour of traDfmttting to 
the Secretary of State of the Unite«l 
States, a Refolution taken by the Execu- 
five of the French Republic, on the 
lith Miffidor, 4th year, relative to the 
condud which the ihips of war of the 
Republic are to hold towards neutral 
TeOeU, The flag of the Republic will 
treat the flag ef Neutrals in the fame 
manner as they ihall fuffer it to be treat* 
cd by the Englidi. 

Tne fentiments which the American 
Goremment have manifelled to the 
Underiigned Minifter Plenipotentiary^ 
td/o not permit him to doubt, that they 
Vfiii fee in its true light this meafurc, 
as far as it may concern the United 
States, and that they will alfofeel, that 
it is dictated by imperious circumftanceS| 
and approved bj juftice. 

Great Britain, during the War flie 
has carried on againft the Republic, has 
Aot ceafed ufing every means in her 
power to add to that (conrge, fcourres 
ilill more terrible. She has ufed the 
-well known liberality of the French na* 
tion to the detriment of that nation. 
Knowing how faithful France has aU 
"ways been in the obfervance of her 
Treaties; knowing that it tvasa prin- 
•iple of the Republic to refpe£t the flags 
Of all Nations, the Britiih Govemroent, 
from the bczinnins of the War, has 
caufed neutral vefleTs* and in particular 
American veflels, to be detained, taken 
them into their ports, and dragged 
from them Frenchmen and French pro- 
perty . France, bound by a Treaty with 
the United States, could find only a 
real difadvantage in the Articles of that 
Treaty, which caufed to be refpe6ttd 
as American property, Engliih property 
found on board American veflels. They 
bad a right, under this conlideration, to 
expe^ that America would take fleps 
In favour of her violated neutrality. 
One of the predeceflbrs of the under- 
iiened, in July 17939 applied on this

terthelefs, the National Convcntinn, 
who, by their Decree of the 9th May 
1793, had ordered the fcizure of enc- 
my.*s property on board neutral veflels, 
declaring at the fame time, that the 
Ineafurc fliould ceafe when the En^Ufli 
fliould refpe£^ neutral flags, had except* 
ed|( on the 23d of the fame month, tht 
Americans from the operation of this 
general order.

Thit conduft was the fubjeft of a Note 
which the anderiigac4 addrefldd on th^

O. S.) to the ^epmary of 5ttue. The 
femonilraQcet xfltkh it cofiuined were 
foaoded on the duties of Neutralitjrt upon 
the principJes which Mr. Jcferion had 
laid down in his Letter to Mr. Pinck* 
iiey» dated the i^di September i794« 
Ytt this Note has remained without an 
•nrwery though recalled to the rensem- 
Wance of the Secretarjr of Stale by a dif- 
mtch of the 9th Germinal, 4th year (19th 
March 2796, O. S.) tnd American vef* 
4ls bound to French portly or rcturomg 
irom them, have ftill been feised by the 
Snglifli. Indeed more } they have added 
m new vexaiipn to thpfe they had already 
knpofed upon Americans t they have im^ 
firei&d Teamen fixMn on board American 
IftStU, and have thus found the meavt 
of ibrenffthenin^theircrtMs^ at the expencc 
of the Americans, vnthout the Gov^^rn* 
inent of the United Sutes having made 
known to the underlizntd the Aeps thejr 
had taken to obtain uuisfaftion tor this 
violation of neutrality, ioliuitful to the 
kterefis of France, as the uAderfigned 
haih fet forth in his Diipauhes to the 
fiecreiaiy of State of the f tli Germinal, 
4tb year (29th March 1796, O.S.)» i9^h 
Germinal ( 8 ih April 1796), and lil Flo- 
ttsd (20th April 1 796), which have re- 
nained without an aufwei'.

I HAVE the honour to adcnowledgetlv 
receipt of your f^ote, of the ayth ult. 
covci mg a decree of the Execuiivt Din 
rtcioi y of the Fi-cnch Republic, coiicam« 
ing tlie commerce of iieutral nations. 

This decree makes no diliiq^lion betweoo 
neutral powers, who can claim only tht 
rights iecured to them by the law of 
nations, and others between whom and 
ihe French Republic Treaties have im- 

pgTeA 
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ij^M fpecial obligirions. Where do 
Trefltiet eidft, the Rqnihtic, by frizing 
Mid confifcaiirTg the property of ifieir 
cfiemiesy found on board neutral veflelt, 
5N^oiild"oi»ly eierdle am acknowledged 
right WKkr the law of nitton». If, to- 
wards fueh neutral nations^' the French 
Repahtic bat forborne to execute th*8 rights 
the forbearance hat been perfeAl^ gra- 
tuitoos* The United Statet, by virtue of 
tlieir Treaty of Coramcrce with France, 
#and on^iitterent ground. 

In the year 1778, France voluntarily 
entered into a Commercial Treaty yvith 
OS, Ml principles of perfe6l reciprocity, and 
exprefsUr ftipuktting that free Jbipsflf^M 
makt free goods: that is» if France 
flMmld be at war whh any Nation, with 
•vrhoYH the Untttd Sutet ftoukt be at 
peace, the goods .(exccpi contraband) and 
the perfons of her enemies (foldiers in 
a6kual ftfvice excepted) found on board 
the vtfl^s of the United Slates were to be 
free from ca|^re. On the other hand— 
if *the United States fbould engage in war 
with any Nation, while France remained 
at peace, then the goods (except contra- 
band) and the perfons of our enemies 
(ibidiersin actual fervice excepted) fovnd 
on bo^ French vciTels, were alio to be 
free from capture* This is plainly ex- 
prefTcd in the 13d Article of that Treaty, 
and demonftrates that the recipi ocity thei e- 
by fttpuiatcd was to operate at different 
periods — that is, at one time in favour 
of one of the contra^ing parties, and 
of the other at another time. At the 
prcfent time, the United States bein| at 
peace, they poffcfs by the Treaty the right 
d carrying the goods of the enemies of 
France without iubjc6tjng them to cap- 
ture. But what do the fpirit of the Decree 
of the Executive Directory and the cur. 
rent of youi obfervations require ? That 
' the United States ihould now gratuitouily 
renounce this right. And what reafon is 
afligned for denying to us the enjoyment 
of (his right f Your own words furniih the 
. anf'wer : ** France, bound by treaty to the 
United States, eauldfind only a real difad* 
nHmtage in the articles of that Treat y, 
which cau^ to be relpe^^ed as American 
property Englt(h property found on board 
American veflfels.** This reqoifition, and 
the realbn affigned to fupport it, alike 
excite furpriae. The American Govern, 
menti Sir» confcious of the ourhy of its 
uilentions, of its impartial obfervance of 
ibe laws of neutrality, and of its invioiaUe 
regard to Treaties, cannot for a moment 
9dmir, that it has forfeited the right to 
•lahn a rcci^irocaloblervance of ftipulations 
«ft the part of the French RepubUcy wbofe 



fHendiiip morMvn it hti everj reafoa 
to cuhivatc with the moft perfeft fincerity. 
This rifi^hi, formerly infringed byi Decree 
of the National Convention^ was recof>mz« 
ed anew by the repeal of that Decree. Why 
it (hould oe again queflioned we are a:t at 
loTs to determine. We are ignorant <A 
any new reftraints on oar commerce hf 
the BritiAi Government ; on th^ contrary^ 
we pofiefs recent oAeial infbrmatioii, that 
Ttc neto orders have been ijftted. 

The captures made by the BrhUh of 
American veflels, having French prop/i ty 
on bqpird, are warranted by the law oif 
nations. The force and operation of thte 
law was contemplated by Prance and the 
United Stateti, when they formed thctf 
Treaty of Commerce, and their fpeci:d 
fljpuJation on this point was meant aib an 
exception to an urnvrrfa) ruk^ neither our 
weaknefs nor otir ttrength have any choice* 
when the qoettion concerns the ol^ervaficr 
of a known rule of the law of nations. 

You are pleafed to remark, that the 
condod of Great Britain in capturing 
veffels botmd to and from French portt 
had been the fubje^ of a Note, wliich, 0% 
of the 29th September 1795, was addre/Ted 
to the Secretary of Slate, but which re« 
mained witliout an anfwer. Very iiall^ 
cient reafons may be afligned fortheomhfl 
fion.— The Mie^, in all its ^Spt^t^ 
had been officially and publicly dficufied» 
and the priociplefl and ultimate meafurft 
of the United States founded on thehr 
indrfputable rights were as pubKciy fixed. 
But if the fubjefl had not, by tl>e previou« 
difcuflions, been already exhaufted, can it 
be a matter of furprtfe that there fliould 
be a repugnance to anfwer a letter con* 
taiiiing fuch infinuations as thcfe \ 

** It muft then be clear to every maif^ 
who will difcard prejudices, love, hatred^ 
and, in a word, ah the paitions which 
lead the judgment aftray — that the French 
Republic have a right 10 complain, if the 
Amciican Government fuffered the En* 
^li/h to interrupt the Commercial Relx* 
tions which exm between her and the 
United States : if, by a perfidious condi^ 
fcefifion^ it permitted the £ngli(h to violate 
a rigHt' which it ought, for its own bonofit 
and interefty todefend s if, under the dosdc 
of neutrality, it nrelcnted to Engbnd a 
poniard to cut the ibrom of its faithful 
ally : if, in fine, partaking in the tjran* 
nicaland homkidalrage qj Great Britain f 
it concwrr^ed to pinnge the People nf France 
into the bortors of Famine !'* For the 
fake of preleiving harmony, fiknce vrat 
preferred to^ a^^omment «poa iheie in(i- 
EHiatioiis. 
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Yoa tre alfo pl^fed to refer to your 
letters of March and April laft* relative 
to imprefllet of American fcamen by Bri- 
ti(h ihlpSy ami complain that the Govern - 
ment.of the United States had not made 
known to you the fteps they had uken to 
obtain fatisfafltom This, Sir, was a mat- 
ter which concerned only that Govern- 
inent. As an independent nation, we 
were not bound to render an account to 
any other of the meafures we deemed pro- 
per for the proteflion of our own citizens } 
£> lone at there was not the (lighted 
ground to fufpe^l that the Government 
ever acquiefccd in any aggreflion. 

But permit me to recur to the fubjefl 
of the Decree of the Executive Directory, 

As before obferved, we are officially in- 
foroied that the Britiih Government have 
iflued no new orders for capturing the 
ycHcls of the United States.*- Wc are alfo 
officially informed, that on the appearance 
of the notification of that Decree, the 
lyiinifter of the United States, at Paris, 
applied for Information, ** Whether or- 
ders were iffued for the feizure of neutral 
reffels, and was informed, that no fuch 
order was i^ued, and further, that no fuch 
order would be ilTued , in cafe the Britiih 
did not feize ourveifcls/* — This coinmu- 
jiication from the Minifter of the United 
States at Paris, to their Minifter at Lon- 
fiotiy was dated the iSih of Auguft. But 
the Decree of the Direftory bears date the 
14th MefUdor, anfwering to the zd of Ju- 
ly. Thefe circuinftances, together with 
iome obfervations in your Note, leave the 
American Government in a ftate of uncer- 
tainty of the real intentions of the Go- 
vernment of France. Allow me then to aflc, 
Whether, in the a£lual ftate cf things, our 
.commerce is confidered as liable to fuffer 
.any new rel)H61ions on the part of the 
French Republic ? Whether the reftraints 
now exercifed by the Britiih Government 
are coniidercd as of a nature to juftify 
a denial of thofe rights, which are pledged 
to us by our Treaty with your nation ? 
'yV'hether orders have been actually given 
to the ihiptf of war of the French Repub- 
lic to capture the velTels of the United 
States r and what, if they exift, are the pre* 
^ife term? of thofe orders ? 

Thefe queftions. Sir, you will fee, are 
highly interefting to the United States.— 
It i9 with extreme concern, that the Co- 
vernment finds itfelf reduced to the 
neceflity of aOcing an explanation of this 
nature ; and if it fliall be informed that a 
liew line of conduct is to be adopted to- 
wards this coun^, on the ground of the 
Pecrtf referred to, ha furprifb ytIII caug^ 



kf regret, that prindplea /hould now hm 
<|ueAioned, whicn, after repeated diicuf- 
hons, both here and in France, have been 
demonftrated to be founded, as we coo<v 
cdye, in the obligations of impartial ney- 
trality, of ftipubtions by Treaty, and 
of the Law of Nations. — I hope, Shr, 
you will find it convenient, by an carlv 
anfwer, to remove tlie fufuoice in whicH 
the Government of the United States it 
noSv held on the qneftton above ftated. 

I (hall clofe this letter by one remarl^ 
on the Angularity of your caufing the 
publication of your Note.-^A* it con- 
cerned the United States, it was propeiiT 
addreifed to its Government, to which 
alone pertained the right of communicating 
it, in fuch time and manner as it llioyl4 
think fit, to the Citizens of the United 
Sutes.

THIS diy, at twelve o'clock, the Pre^ 
fident of the United States met boili 
Houfes of Congrefs,in the Rcprefenu- 
tives' Chamber, and delivered to tbem 
the following 

ADDRESS. 

JFelUw Citizens of the Senate^ euU 
of the IJjufe of Reprr/eMtattiesy 

IN recurring to the internal fituation 
of our country, fincc I had laft the plea- 
fure to addrcl's you, 1 find ample rcafon 
for a renewed expreflion of that |;rati- 
tudc to the Ruler of the Univerfe,\vhich 
a continued fcries ofwprofpenty has fo 
often and fojuftly called forth. 

The Aas of the laft ScinoBs, which 
required fpecial arrangements, hare 
been, as far as circumftances would 
admit, carried into operation. 

Meafures calculated to enfure a con* 
tinuance of the friendfhip of the Indians, 
and to preferve peace along the exteat 
of our interior frontier, have been di- 
gefted and adopted. In the framijig of 
thefe, care has been taken to guard, oq 
the one hand, our advanced fettlements 
from the predatory inciirfions of thofe 
unruly individuals, who cannot be rc- 
ftratned bv their tribes ; and, on the 
other hand; to protect the rights fecured 
\o the (jidians by Treaty j to draw them 
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■etrtr to the civilised ftate, and inrpire 
them with corre^ conceptiont <^ the 
)K>wer, tt well m juftice» of the Go- 
vcrnmeDt. 

The meeting of the Deputies from 
the Creek nation at Colcrain, in the 
State of Georgia y which had for a 
principal objeft the purchafe of a par- 
cel of their land by that State, brolcc up 
whhout its beiog accompli Ihed f the 
nation having, previous to their de- 
parture, intruded them againft making 
aoyfale ; theoccalion, however, has been 
. improved, to confirm by a new Trea- 
ty with the Creeks, their, pre-exifting 
engagements with the United States, 
aod to obtain their confent to the efta- 
blifliment of trading houfes and mili- 
tary pofts within their boundary, by 
means of which their friendOiip and 
the general peace may be. mure cne£tu. 
ally fecured. * 

The period <KkiD^ the late Sefllon, at 
which the appropnation was paifed, 
for carrying into efftdt the Treaty of 
Amity, Commerce, and Navigation be- 
tween the United States and his Bri- 
tannic Majefty, necelfarily procrafti- 
nated the reception of the pofts flipu- 
lated to be delivered beyond the date 
affigned for that event. As foon, how. 
ever, is the Governor General of Ca- 
nada could be addrelTed with propriety 
on the fubje^, arrangements were cor- 
dially and promptly concluded for their 
evacuation, and the United States took 
pofleflion of the principal of them^ com- 
prehending Ofwego, Niagara, Detroit, 
Michalimakinac, and Fort Miami, where 
fttcb repairs and additions have been 
ordered to be made as appeared indif- 
.penfible. 

The Commiflioncrt appointed on the 
part of the United States and of Great 
Britain, to determine which is the river 
St. Croix, mentioned in the Treaty of 
peace of 1783, aereed in the choice of 
Egbert Benfon, Efq. of New York, for 
the third Commiflioner. The whole met 
at St. Andrew's, in Paffamaquoddy Bay, 
in the beginning of Odlober, and di- 
refted furveys to be made of the rivers 
in dtfpute ; but deeming it impracticable 
to have thefe furveys Completed before 
the nest year, they adjourned to meet 
atBoftonin Auguft i7g7» for the final 
deafionof the queftion. 

Other Com million era appointed on 
the pan of the United StUtes, agree- 
ably to the feventh article of the 
Treaty with Great Britain, relative to 
pptuifs and coademiuuion of vcflfels 



and other property, met the Commif* 
fioners of his Britannic MajeAy in Lon- 
don, in Auguft laft, when John TrAi* 
bulC £fq* was chofen by lot for the fifth 
Commiliioner. In October foliowin|; 
the Board were to proceed to hufineft. 
As yet there has been no commonica* 
tion of Commiifionera on the part o£ 
Great Britain to unite with tlioTe who 
have been appointed on the part of the 
U nited States, for carrying into effcdl tho 
fixih article of the Treaty, 

The Treaty with Spam required that 
the CommiiBoners for running the 
boundary line between the territory of 
the United States and hi» Catholic Ma* 
jetty's Provinces of Eaft and Weft Flo* 
rida, (hould meet at the Naichei, before 
the expiration of fix months <itier the 
exchange of the ratifications, which was 
effe6ted at Aranjuez on the 25th day of 
April, and the troops of hu C^tnolic 
Majcfty occupying any pofts withi* the 
limits of the United Stares were within 
the fame period to be withdrawn. — The 
Commiffioner of the United States, 
therefore, commenced his journey for 
the Natches in September, and troops 
were ordered to ccciipy the pofts from 
which the Spanifli garrifon (hould be 
withdrawn. Information has been re« 
cently received of the appointment of a 
Commilfioner on the pait of his Catho- 
lic Majefty for running th^ boundary 
line, but none of any appointment for 
the adjullment of the claims of our 
Citizens, whofe vcflels were captured 
by the armed vefleU of Spain. 

In purfuance of the Adt of Congrefr, 
paffed in the latt Selfion, for the pro- 
ted) ion and relief of American Seamen, 
Agents were appointed, one to refide in 
Great Britain, and the other in the Weft 
Indies. The effeds of the Agency in 
the Weft Indies are not yet fully af. 
certained ; but thofe which have been 
communicated afford grounds tobelicve^ 
the meafure will be beneficial. The 
Agent delUned to refide in Great Bri- 
tain, declining to accept the appoint* 
ment, the bufinefs has confequently 
devolved on the Minitter of the United 
States in London ; and will command 
his attention, until a new Agent (hall 
be appointed. 

After many delays and difappoint- 
ments arifing out «f the European 
War, the final arrangement* for ful- 
filling tHe engagements made to the 
Dcy and Regency of Algiers, will, in 
all prefent appearance, be crowned with 
fuccefs i but under great, though in- 

evitabiy> 
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criubleiiira^aiitagesi in the pecuniary 
traofa^ions, occaiioncd by that wart 
iwlllch will render a further provifion 
Beceffary. The a^ual liberation of all 
our Citizens who were priibnexa in 
Algiers, while it gratifies every feel- 
ing hearti is itfelf an earned of » fatif- 
fa&ory turmiBatien of the whole ncgo* 
ciation. 

Meaiures are in operation for effeding 
Treaties with the Regencies of Tunis 
and Tripoli>. * 

To an aAivc external commerce, the 
protection of a nav^l force is iDdifpen- 
uh\t. This is maiiifvH with regard to 
wars in which a Sute is itlVlf a p^rty | 
but biTidetthis, it is our own cxperieuce» 
that the mod fiocere neutrality is ivot a 
fufficient guard againft the depi'edatioos 
of nations at war. To fecure refpeCt 
to a neutral flag requires a naval furce, 
organized, and ready to vindicate it 
Iron infult or aggrelfion. This may 
cvtu prevent the necctlicy of going lo 
\Var,by dilcouraging Bctlig«reui Powers 
from committing luch violations of the 
rifihts of the neutral pacty, as may, 
hnl or laity have no other option.— 
jFrotn the belt information 1 have been 
able to obtain, it would feem a& if our 
trade to the Mediterranean, without a 
protecting force, w»U always be infc- 
cure ) and our Citvzens expufed to the 
caianjtics from which numbers of 
them have but juft been relieved. 

ThefecoufidcTations invite the United 
States to lowk to the . means* and to fet 
about the gradual creation of a navy. 
The incceaiing progrcfs of their navi- 
gation promites them, at no didant 
period, the requifite fupply of feameo ; 
and their mean's in other refpcdU fa- 
vour the undertaking. It is an cncou- 
raKeroent likewifei that their parti- 
cular fit u at ion will give weight and 
influence to a moderate naval force in 
their bands. Will it not then be ad- 
Ttfeabicy to l>egto without delay, to 
provide, and Uy up the materials for 
tbe building and equipping of Ihips of 
war; and to proceed in the work by 
degrees, in proportion as our refources 
ihall render it practicable, without 
inconvenience ; fo that a future War 
of Europe may not find our commerce 
in the fame nnprote6ted (tate in which 
it y/n^ found by the prefent ?

But 
where the ftate of things in a Country 
Itevtfs little h^pc that certain braachn 
of Manuiaaure will for a great ka^h ol 
time obtain 5 when thefc are of a ^^^ 
eflcntial to the furmihing and equipping o« 
the public force in the time of War, 
are not ettabliOiments for pfocining them 
on public account, to tbe extent of the 
ordinary dtmand for the public Jersficr\ 
recommended by itrong confideratloos of 
iwilonal policyy as an exce|>iion to the 
general rule > Ought our Country to 
remain, in fuch cafes, dependent ort foraga 
fupply, precarious, becmifc liable ta be 
imerrupiod ? If the neoeflary article* ihoold 
in this mode cort more in time of peaces 
will not the fccurity and indepaidence 
thence artiing lorm an ample compenft* 
tioM? Ellabltfbments t^this foit» com* 
meHfurate only with tMUla of tke Public 
Seivice in the time af Peace, wiU, i» 
time of War, eafily be catended ia 
proportion to the exigtnctcs of tJie Go. 
vei nineot, and may even perhaps be made 
tp yield a forplua, for tbe fupply of our 
Citizens at hirgcj fo as to mitigate tht 
privateers from tbe interruption of their 
Trade. If adopted, the plan otqjht ta 
exclude all thole braitchet which arc al- 
ready, or likely foon to be eUabliihed la 
the touatry, in order that there may te 
nodanger of inrerferencc with pnrfniUOT 
individual indoftry. 

It will not be doabted, that with refti^ 
encc eiilier to individual or nationai weU 
fwre, agriculture i$of primary importance. 
In proportion as Nations advaace in po- 
pulation, and other ctrcuniJbaces of ma- 
turity, this iruih becomes more apparenti 
and renders the cakiiration of the foil 
more and more an objea of public pa- 
tronage. Int^itcitions for promoting it 
grow up, fupported by the public pui/e \ 
and to what objea can ir be dcdicartd 
with greater propriety ^ An»iiglhemca«« 
which l^ve been employed to thia end, 
none have been employed with greater 
fuccefs than the eftabhimient 6f Boar^j 
compofcd of proper chara^ra, chaiged 
with coUeAing and diflfofmg infonof 
tion, and enabled by premiomi, and fiaaU 
pecunbry aids, to encourage aial afifii « 
fpirii of difcovcry^and improvcnient. TIat 
fi)rcies of eflabliHiment contributes doubly 
to the increale of imffrovcment, by ftanu- 
iatiiig to enterprise and eaperimeiity sod 
by dravrtng to a comaion centre the re- 
fuks every where of indiriduat Hcill 9oA 
cbiavatioBi aod fpctadiog theo thence 
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tfcr ibc wMe KotioiL Expetkncc «•• 

oordiogJy has ibcwn, that tMj are very 
cheap iaAruneou of immui natioBU 
bencAu. 

I bare heretofore prop6fed to the confi- 
derattoo of Congreft, the expediency of 
dbbjiihing a National Univcriuy $ and aJfo 
a Military Academy. The defircableneft 
•f both theie Inftitntiona hac fo con« 
ftantly iacneaicd v^'th every now view I 
have taken of the fubje^, that I cannot 
oreit the opportunity of once for ail recal- 
ling your attention to them. 

The Aflembly to which 1 addrefs my* 
ielf it too enlightened not to be fully 
fcnfible how much a flouri/hing ftate of 
the Arts and Sciences contributes to na- 
tioDal profperiiy and reputation. — True 
k it, ttiat our Country, much to ita 
hontur, contaioa many Stminaries of 
LeirniBg bigbly refpe^lable and uTefvl ) 
but the fiii|Sa upon which they reft are 
too naiTow to command the ablcf^ Pro- 
feCors in the different departments of libe- 
ral knowledge for the Inliitution con- 
leiDplated^ though they would be exccllenc 
auxiliaries. 

Amongft the motives to fuch an Infti- 
tution, the aflimilation of the principlet, 
•pinioniy and .manners of our Country, 
aieo, by the ooaui^n education of a por. 
tion of our yooth from every quarter, 
ivell deiervea attention. 7'he more ho- 
Bugeseooa our Citizens can be madc^ 
ia thde particulars, the greater will be 
our pfoTped of permanent union ; and a 
pimary objc£k of fuch a National Infti- 
tution flioald be, the education of our 
yooik in thefeience of Government In 
a Republic, what fpecies of knowledge can 
be c<{uaUT important, and what duty 
moce preisng on its Legidature, than 
to patcooise a plan for communicating 
it Id tlM^t who are to be the tiiture 
guardians of -the Libecties of the- Coun* 
try? 

Theinftttutionof aMiiiury Aaadcmy 
IS alfo recommended by cogent reafons. 
However pacific the geaeral policy of 
a Nation may be, it ought never to be 
without an adequate ftock pf Military 
knowledge for emergenctei . The firft 
would impair the energy of its cbarao* 
ter, and both would hazard its^ iafety, 
pr enpoie k to greater evijs when War 
conldnot b^ avoided^ Beiidcs, that War 
aifhc often not depend upon iu own 
choice, la proportion as the obfer- 
Vance of pacific maxims might exempt 
alhtion from the occefiity of pradtif 
ing the rules of tiie Military arc, ought 
tf be ks care In preferring and (ra|U'« 



mictiflg, by proper eftabtiftmentt, tb« 
knowledge of that art. Whatever at- 
gn'ment may be drawn from paftkulac 
examples, luperficiallv viewed, a ifao* • 
rougb examination of the fubje£k will 
evince that the art of War is at ones 
comprehenfive and complicated ; that ic 
demands much previous ftudy $ and that 
the pofleflion of it^ in its moft im<^ 
proved and perfeft iace, k always of 
great moment to the ft curity of a Na-^ 
tion. This, therefore, ought to be n 
ferious care of every Guvernmenti 
and for this purpoTe an Academy, 
where a regular courfe of ioftra^ion it 

§iven, is an obvious txpedient whick 
ifferent Nations have rucceftfuily en* 
ployed. 

The compenfatione to the OfEcera 
of the United Sutes, in various in* 
ftances, and in none more than in re- 
fpe^ to the moft impnrtanc ftatioBt, 
ajppear to call for Legiilative revifioo* 
The confequences of a defective pro* 
vifion are ot a ferious import to the Go« 
vernment. 

Jf private wealth is to fupply the 
AtfcGt of public retributior, it will 
greatly contradit thefphere within which 
the felc^kion of character for Office, 
is to be made, and will proportionally 
diminiih the probability of a choice q{ 
men able as well as upright. — BcAdcs 
that, it would be repugnant to the vkal 
principles of our Government virtually 
to exclude from public trufts talentt 
and virttnr, ttnJtiii accompaoied by 
wealth. 

While, in our external relations, fome 
ferious mconvenieocies and embarralT- 
ments have been ofeccooK, and othea 
leifened, it is wkh much pain and deep 
regret I mention, that circjamftances 
of a very uoweicome nature have lately 
occurred. Our trade ius fuffcred, and 
is fuicrin^, exteofive injuries in the 
Wed Indies, from the cruizers and 
agents uf the French RepnbUc ;— and 
communications have been received 
from its Minifter here, which indicate 
the danger of a further diiturbance of 
our commerce by its authority, and^ 
which are, in other refpe^tt, far from 
agrveable. 

- It has been my conftant, fincere, and 
earned wi(h, in conformity with that 
of our Nation, to maintain cordial har- 
mony, and a perfedt friendly und^r- 
ftanding with that 'Republic. Thk 
wiih remains nnabated •, and I ihajl 
perfevere in the endeavour to fulfil it, 
to the vunoft ^juent of what ihail he 
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confiftent i^ith a Jaft and indifpenAble 
regard to the rights and honour of 
our Country i nor will I eailiy ceafe to 
chcrifl) the expectation, that a fpirit of 
jnftice, candour and frlendlhip on the 
part of the Republic, will eventually 
cnfure fuccefs. 

In purfuing this courfci howereri I 
cannot forget what is due to the cha- 
ncer of oitr Government and Nation ; 
or to a full and entire confidence in the 
good fcnfe, patriotifm, felf-refpeCt, 
and fortitude of my Country mei?.> 

I referve for a fpecial Meffage a 
more particular communication on this 
interefting fubjeCt.

I HAVE dtre^ed an Eftimate of the 
appropriations necefTary for the Service 
of theenfuing^year, to be fubmitted from 
the proper Department, with a view 
of tbe Public Receipuand Expenditures^ 
to the lateft period to which an account 
can be prepared. 

(t is with fatisfaCtion I am able to 
inform you, that the Revenues of the 
United States continue in a date of 
progreiTive improvement. 

A reinforcement of the exifting pro- 
▼ifions for difcharging our Public Debt, 
was mentioned in my Addrcfs at the 
opening of the lad Srflion. Some pre- 
liminary Heps were taken towards it, 
the maturing of which will, no doubt, 
engage your zealous attention during 
the prefent.— I will only add, that it 
will afford me a heart-felt fatisfaCtion 
to concur in fuch further meafures as 
will afcertain to our Country the pro* 
fpe£i of a fpeed^ extinguifiunent of 
tbe Debt.— Poftcriiy may have to re- 
gret, if, from any motive, intervals of 
tranquillity are left unimproved forac- 
celeratmg this valuable end. 

Gentlemen of the Senatet and of tbe 
Houfe of Repre/entativeSf 

MY lolicitude to fee the Militia of the 
United States placed on an efficient 
eftabliihcnent, has been fo often, anc| io 
ardently expreffed, that I (hall but 
barely recall the fubjcft to your view on 
the prefent occafion ; at the fame time 
that I (hall fubmit to your enquiry. 
Whether our Harbours are yet fuffi- 
ciently fccurcd? 

The lituation in which I now ftand, 
for the laft time, in the midft of the 
Reprefcntatives of the People of the 
United States, naturally recalls the pe- 
riod when the Adminiftration of the 
prcfcnt form of G^vcromcttC com- 



menced } and I cannot «mit itie oc(a(idil 
to congratulate you and my Country 
on the fuccefs or the experiment ; nor 
to repeat my fervent fupplicatiooi le 
the Supreme Ruler of the Univerfc, 
nod Sovereign Arbiter of Nations, that 
his providential care may ftill be ex<* 
tended to the United tatea ; that tbe 
Virtue and happinefa of the People 
may be prefervcd ; and that the Go- 
vernment which they have inftitutedi 
for the protection of their Liberties, 
may be perpetual.

PUBLISHED BY ORDER OF Ttit, KIKO 
OP PRUSSSIA, RESPECTING T^^ 
PRUSSIAN TERRITORIES ON TUB 
LEFT BANK OF THE RHtNR. 

Frederick William II. 
WE having been informed, that an 
opinion has been propagated through a 
part of our State of Weftphalia, fituattd 
on the left Bank of the Rhine, to wit, 
the Provinces of Cleres, Meurs>and 
Gueldersi in the actual poflfeflion of the 
French Troops, that fufficient remoo- 
firances and proteftations had not been 
made on our part Pgainft the varioos 
innovations and opprelfions which the 
French Commiflaries and Agents ex- 
ercife over our faithful fubje^s; we 
have therefore thought it good to make 
this public declaration, by means of our 
Regency, jointly with our Chamber of 
War and of Territory; and we do 
publicly declare that we have never 
ceafed, nor fliall we ever ceafe, to in- 
tereft ourfelves in behalf of our (aid 
fubje^, by the intervention of our £o- 
voy to the French Republic) and that 
it is far from our intention to depart 
from the baiis of the Treaty of Bafle 
refpcdting the Civil or Financial Ad- 
mini ftration of thofe Countries* . 
I In concluding the Treaty by which 
the War between our State and the 
Frtnch Republic was put an end to, it 
was never our intention to grant them 
more than a mere military poffeiiioD o£ 
our Provinces on the left fide of beRbine, 
till Peace Ihould be concluded with the 
Emperor ; and this intention, which had 
been taken as a bafis in tbe negociatioos, 
is fufficiently manifcft by the tenor of 
the 5th Article, which exprefsly de- 
clares, •« That tbe Troops of the Re- 
public (hall occupy thefe Countries be- 
longing to it^" 
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.The diff*ereiice between Provinces 
conquered from an enemy, and thofe 
which belong to a Power in alliance, 
and which have been merely conceded 
for a temporary military occupation, is 
fufficiently evident ; and it is obvious 
that they ought not to be treated in 
the fame manner. 

It is therefore impoHible For us to 
beGeve that the French Government, 
confidering the amieable ties fubfifting 
between us and it, will ftill oppofe fuch 
evident reafoning. It cannot fail to 
conceive, that neither fequeftration nor, 
conBfcation of the goods of the Clergy, 
nor the projcfted fale of woods, nor 
the enormous contribution of three mil- 
lions, impofed on the country between 
the Meote and the Rhine, which would 
entirely ruin that country, can take place 
with any regard to appearance of jufticc. 

It has already in effe6^ given our En. 
voy at Paris the moft pofitive alTurancc, 
that the meafures taken with refpe^t 
to the Clergy ihould be put an end to, 
and that the Ecclefiaft^cs fliould remain 
in quiet enjoyment of their, goods and 
revenues ; we, therefore, conftantly cx- 
peft the revocation of the order for 
the fale of woods, and, in general, a 
renunciation of all thofe deflru6tive in- 
novations relative to our dominions. 

We fiiall not by any means recognize 
as valid the fale of woods, which have 
already taken place to our great afto< 
niiiment ; and we are pofiiivcly deter- 
mined to have reconrfe to the purcha- 
fers for rcditution in kind, or for the 
▼alne at which the property fold (hall be 
efiimated by our Agents, and for the da^ 
mages which fliall refult from the wade 
committed on thefe woods. 

In thofe cafes, where the purchafers 
cannot be found, we fhall cxercife our 
feverity on all thofe who are employed 
by thefe laft for cutting anil carrying 
wood. We, in confequence, exhort our 
faithful Subje6ls of the faid Provinces 
to remain afTured of our lafting and 
efficacious proteftion, and to wait with 
confidence for, the return of that ancient 
order of things, fo highly to be defired.

^TESSAQE DELIVERED THE i6TH JAN. 
FROM HIS EXCELLENCY THE LORD 
LIRVTENANT OF IRELAND TO 
BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT. 

CAMDEN, 

I Have it in command from (lis Majefty 
to acmiaint the Houfe of Commons, that 
his Majefty feels the deepeft regret that his 
endeavours to preierve peace with Spain, 
and to adjuft all matters m diicufllon with 
that Court by an amicable NeKOtiation^ 
have been rendered inefFt6luaT by an 
abrupt and unprovoked Declaration of 
War on the part of the Catholic King. 

His Majefty, at the fame time that h« 
iincerely laments this addition to the cala- 
mities of War, already extending over fo 
great a part of Europe, has the fatisfa^tion 
to reflect, that nothing has been omitted 
on his part which could ' contribute to 
the maintenance of Peace on good grounds, 
condftent with the honour of his Crown 
and the interefts of his dominions. 

And he trufts, that under the pro* 
teftion of Divine Providence, the firm- 
nefs and wifdom of his Parliament will 
enable him effe^iially to repel this unpro- 
voked aggrdiion, and to aftord to all £u* 
rope an additional proof of the fpirit and 
reiburccs of his M'jjefty's kingdoms. 

I am alfo commanded by his Majefty 
to acquaint the H«>ufe of Commons, that 
his Majefty feels the utmoft concern that 
his earneft endeavours to efte6l the refto« 
ration of Peace have been unhappily fnif- 
trated^ and that the Negotiation in which 
he was engaged has been abruptly broken 
off" by the peremptory tefufal of the 
French Government to treat, except upon 
a bafis evidently inadmiftihle, and by their 
having, in confequence, required his Ma- 
jefty 's Plenipotentiary to quit Paiis wtthia 
48 hours. 

I have directed the feveral Memorials 
and Papers which l)ave been exchanged in 
the courie of the late difcullion, and (he 
account tranfmitted to his Majefty of its 
final refult, to be hid before the Houfe. 

From thefe Papers, his Majefty trufts. 
It will be proved to the whole world, that 
bis conduct has been guided by a iincere 
delire to cfte6l the rcftoiation of Peace on 
principles fuited to the relative fituation 
of the fielligerent Power?, and eftential 
for the permanent interefts of his king« 
doms, and the general fecutity of £urope> 
whilft his enemies have advanced preten- 
fions at once inconiiftent wiihtholiiobje^lsy 
unfupported even on the git>unds on which 
they were profefled to reft, and repugnant 
both to the fyftcm cftabliftied by repeated 
T ' Treaties^ 
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Treaties, and to the principles and pra£lice 
which hgve hitherto regulated the ioter- 
courfe of independent nations; 

In this fituation his Majefty has the 
confoiation ^f refle6ling, that the conti- 
nuance of the calamities of War can be 
imputed only to the unjufl and exorbitant 
Tiews of his enemies ; and his Majefty, 
looking forward with anxiety to the mo* 
tnent when they ma/ be d fpofed to a£l 
OB different principles, places in the mean 
time the fulleft reliance, under the pio- 
tefHon of Providence, on the wifdom and 
firmnefs of his Parliament, on the tried 
valour of his forces by fea and land, and 
on the seal, public fpirit, and refources of 
hit kingdoms, for rigorous and effcAual 
^pport in the profecution of a conteft 
which it does not depctid on his Majeftv 
to terminate, and which involves in it 
the fecurity and permanent interefts of 
this country and ot Europe. 

I iincerely congratulate the Houfe of 
Commons upon the failure of the recent 
formidable attempt of the French to invade 
his Majcfty's kingdom of Irelawl. The 
provideniial difperfion of their fquadrons, 
until his M:ijcfly's Fleets were enabled to 
appear upon the Cuaft, cannot fail to im- 
prefs (^niatlons of awful and ferions gra- 
titude for fo fignal an in (lance of Divine 
Interpo^ion j at the -fame time the Com- 
mons will cheriih the fatisfa^lory refle^Uon, 
that the delufive hopes of fucceft in crea- 
ting dtvifion and infurreftion in the 
country, by which the enemy were in- 
fpired, have been totally difappointcd, 
and that the late aJarm has aCiirded his 
Majefty's fubje^s an opportortityof telfi- 
^y"'gf ^t the hazard of th^ir fortunes 
and their lives, their invincible attachment 
/ to the mild Government of their beloved 
Sovereign and the blcflings of their hap- 
py Conftitucion. I have beheld with pi«:a. 
lure the aeal and alacrity of his Majcfty's 
Regular and Militia Foices, and the 
Drompt and honourable exertions ot the 
Yeomanry Corps, whofe decided utility 
kas been fo abundantly difplayed, while 
the diAinguifhed fervices of the moft re- 
fpecbblecharaftersin forwarding the mea- 
fures of Governmentithe benevofentatten- 
tion (hewn to the Army by all ranks and 
defcriptions of perfons, and the ipiritcd 
meafures which were uked to (upport 
Public Credit, have made an indelible 
impreflion upon my mind i it was from 
this general ipint of animated and gallant 
loyalty, thai I was infpired with a juft 
liope, that had the enemy fucceeded in 
tn attempt to land, their caj«er would have 
bee I terminated in total difcomfiture : I 
f)ave not failed to reprelent to his Majdfty 
this meritorious condud of his faithfiil 
fuhjcfti of Ireland, and am estprc^ly 



commanded tp coifvey to them his cor&I 
acknowledgements auid thanks. 

His Majcfty's concern for the fafety 
and happinefs of his people has been 
anxious and onc^nng i he was prepared 
to fend every requiiite military aiUltance 
from Great Britain. 

And his Majefty is not without hopes* 
diat the formidable fl^t aflfembled under 
the.conunand uf Lord Bi'idport for the 
prote^ion of this kingdom (the arrival 
of which was only ob(lru£^ed by tho(e 
adveiiit ftomns which proved fo de(tru£live 
o the preient expedition of the cn^* 
my), may ftill fall \n with the boftilc fqua- 
dron, and eflfe^l tlieir total defeat. 

At the fame time, howeverf bis Maje^ 
trufts that the Houfc of Commons wiu 
advert to the fituation .and refources of 
the kingdom for eilablifhing future fecu- 
rity, by means proponionable to the dar- 
ing efforts ^yhich may be cxpefled from 
^ defl>erate enemy, who, having reje^ed 
every reafonable propoial for the ref^ora- 
tion of Peace, is endeavouring to excite 
difaffedion among his Majefly^s iuSjefb* 
and to propagate the principles of anarchy 
by the i'puit of plunder.

LETTER or CO.NVOCAYIOH AD- 
DRbSSKD TO THt PLKNIPOTBN" 
TlARy F.NVOY3 OF THE ASSOCI- 
ATED STATES^F NORTHERN GER- 
MANY, By M. VON DOHMf THE 
PRLSSIAK MINISTER. 

THE undcrfigned is charged, bftbe 
exprefs command, of the King of rruf- 
fia. His Mod Gracious Sovereign, to 
make ibe following ovenuret to all 
Their Excellencies, the Plenipoten- 
tiaries of the Aifociated States of Nor- 
thern Germany, delegated to ajQTemblr 
in Cooventiou at Hildcfheim : The 
general concerns of Germany, with re- 
gard to the cuminuaVe of the War,Aill 
remain in a mod undecided condicioiit 
and the confolatory hope of a gtocral 
Peace, fo devoutly to be wiAied* re- 
mains as y«t uncertain and remote to 
the laft degree, fince the Negociadons 
entered upon for that purpofe mtv, 
^alas ! produce a farther and nK)re obfti- 
nate War, rather than bring about its 
iinal concluUon. In this perplexing 
ntuation, it certainly is a happioe£ 
which Northern Germany cannot fnf- 
ficiently praife, to fee iilelf entirely 
freed, not only from the mifefies of 
this ravaging* War, but alfo f«om all 
the inconveniencies connected with it, 
fuch as the requifitions of the Beilife- 
rent Powers, the paflaee and marchet of 
troops, and many other fimilar bur- 
dens. Ic 
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It needs but a flight compamttte glance 
at (he mofl piteous (late of the countries 
of Spttthern Germany^ formerly ftou- 
T'lih'ingt and now ruined for a long time 
to come, in order to feel, in its whole 
extent^ the happtnefs of the Northern 
parts, which have, for the two laft cam* 
paignsy enjoyed the moft perfect tran* 
quillity. 

The Kiog is fully convinced, that it 
can be unknown to none of his Co* 
States, who ^participate in this bleiling» 
that ic i^^the mere refult of the in- 
defatigable exertions of His Majefty, 
by which he has laid a fafe foundation 
for the neutrality of Northern Ger- 
miny, and mod effectually proteAed it 
by a corps of his own troops, and of 
thofe of the two allied Courts. Hi| 
Majeily has further confolidated this 
neotrauty, by the formal accefiion of his 
Serene fiighnefs the Elector of Saxony, 
and the whole circle of Upper Saxony, 
in virtue of a fupplcmcntary Article 
added to the Convention of the 5th of 
Auguft 1796, by which a b'ne of de- 
marcation, extending from the utmoft 
co^fts of the North Sea, to the Lower 
Khine, and from hence to Sileiia, en« 
compalTed the who^e North of Ger- 
many. The two alTociations in this vaft 
extent of territory, muft r<»main fcpa- 
rate, with refpe^ to the maintenance 
of tiie troops, drawn out to cover their 
neutrality, which is done in Upper 
Saxony by a Corps belonging to the Elec- 
tor hioifelf, but wi th regard to their 
common deiign, they joiii Hands, and 
by this enlargement, e0e£ted by His 
.Majefiy, the Neutrality of Northern 
Germany receives a new and manifcfl. 
importance. 

The King' is Uketuifi frmly refolved 
*<if€cure, farther i and until the conclufion 
^j the ikoTf the full enjoyment of tbs 
}f<Hirality io all the AJfociated States^ to 
pTotAd them and their territories a^aif{fi 
^ery Po^uer^ and to defend them in 
particular^ at all timesy and in the mqft 
^ffeSual and powerful manner ^ againjl 
the inp^rfiom of^tht 'Troops of the Belli • 
fefint fowerSf againft eacS and every 
demand of Military Requi/itions, of what' 
fver forty and the Levying oftbofe Requi' 
Jittms ibbijcb might he attempted by exe* 
^iouy and agimnjl nil Jimilar burdens of 
*Vj ^kewife to fcreen tb^m by his mojl 
forcible inter pofitiony during the period 
*f this. Hcutralitjy from all the fubfeqnent 
demands of fu^phes f$r the War of the 
Empire, 

Thcnnderiigned is exprefsly inftrufl* 
^ to -give pnc<,niore ihefe definite and 
^ioft'^pUcit afl'drances; It iiforfts in- 



finite nleafure to His Majefty to have 
thus lecured the invaluable benefits of 
the neutrality to all his Co-States, con- 
ne6led with his dominions bv their to- 
pographical locality, in the fame man* 
ner as it has been done to his own ter- 
ritories, and to have thus given them fo 
ftrong a proof of his friendly fentiments. 
Bcfides the gratifying confcioufncfs of 
having hitherto accompliibed this happy 
end. His Msjefty requires no other 
proof of gratitude on the part di his 
Co. States, thin that they (hould conti- 
nue as heretofore to co-H)perate in the 
maintenance of the troops. The King 
flatters himfelf the more to find the moft 
perfeft readinefs on their part, fince 
the burden which will arife from this 
roeafure to the countries thus protected, 
does not bear the moft ,diftant compa- 
rifon with the manifold evilsi and the 
probable and entire ruin averted from 
them, efpecially fince the two Courts 
allied with His Majefty, and furnilhing 
troops in like manner, make the major 
part of the facriBces required for that 
end. This latter ctrcumftance muft 
ftrike all the afiuciated States with the 
moft perfe6t conviction, that the conti- 
nuance of thofe meafures will not be 
prolonged a finglc moment beyond the 
period of their indifpenfible neceffity. 
ftut the underfigncd has His Majcfty't 
direA commands, to declare in the moft 
pofitive manner, that His Majefty deems 
the continuance of thofe meafures ah- 
folutely neceffary for theprefent, ^s he 
will only find himfelf enabled by the 
corps of troops which is drawn out, 
covering t^e line of demarcation, main- 
taining farther, in the moft efficacious 
manner, the neutrality of the cjuntriet 
fituate within their precincts, to fulfil 
the promifes previoufty given. Ytt in 
this he will not compfomife himfelf 
refpe£ting thofe very poffible events 
which accompany the vicilfitudes pf the 
fortune of War. But whereas the King 
is Under the necetficy of fetting bounda- 
ries to the great facrlfices he has already 
made ; and whereasthe concurrence far* 
ther demanded of the prote^ed coun- 
tries for the maintenance of the troops 
who defend them, is fo extremely juft 
and enuitable; the underfigned his alfo 
exprels orders, herewith to declare, 
that in the unexpected cafe of the ma- 
jority of the States not difplaying the 
neccflary zeal and alacrity, his Majefty 
will forthwith withdraw his troofs, 
renounce entirely all the obligations 
which he ha& Voluntarily taken upon 
him from motives of Patriotifm ; lup- 
prefs totally the Convention made for 
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that purpofe with the French Republic, 
and confine himfelf Iblcly to the defence 
of his 6\\n dominions, abandoning all 
the reft to their own means and re- 
sources, and making known his inten- 
tion to the Belligerent Powers. Should 
i'uch a refolution once be taken, and the 
corps be withdrawn, no circumilances, 
of whatever complexion focvcr, (hall 
induce his Majcfty to recur again to the 
adoption offimilar metfures ; and the 
iinderfigned is obliged to announce be- 
fore-hand, that his Majefty will at no 
rateintcreft himfclf again in the fate of 
tliofc of his Co- States, who (hall not now 
accept of the friendly proffer of pro- 
te^ ion,- made with fo much friendihip, 
and fo many perfonz^l facrifiees. 

Th«coldncls which has for fume time 
pad been maniteftcd from various quar- 
ters refpe^ting the maintenance of the 
troops, has induced his Mijtfty to au- 
thorize the underfigned to make this 
frank and explicit declaration, and to 
give the well-meant warning, not to 
fuffcr themfclves, to be deceived by tb.c 
hope of a fpeedy Peace, but rather to 
rely upon the fufliciently public-fpirited 
and patriotic fcntimenis of the King, 
and his Majefty 's knowledge of the ge- 
neral fuuation of public affairs, and to 
entertain th; firm confidence that his 
Majcfty would certainly, and with great 
plcafure to his Co-States, fave the bur- 
dens required by the maintenance of 
the troops, if there were theleaif poffi- 
bility of fccuring to their territories the 
benefits of the neutrality, and all the 
advantages which have hitherto accrued 
from it, without fach a meafure. 

That, however (the faving of the bur- 
denb occafioned by the maiotenancp of 
the troops), according to the general 
litaarion ofaflfairs, bein?impofl)ble, and 
h is M a j t fty deeming it abpjlutrlv necejfary 
H preffr*ve the cor pi of obfervationtilt the 
conclkfion of Peace \ if tbr tran<fiuiluy 
anJ nt'HtralUj of Uofthern Gcrmipiy are 
to be maintained^ his Majefty doubts 
not but all his aftbciated Cu-Statet will 
(hew their readinefsforthit purpi)re, in 
the maintenance of the troops, difplay 
proper zeal m a meafure fo dofely con- 
netted with Iclf-prefcrvation, and ren- 
der prafticablc the farther execution of 
the beneficent defigns of his Majefty. 

With this ponCJeoce, the under* 
figned, by fuprsme command, has the 
honour to make known toyou, &c.&c. 
[Here follow two articles, fpecifyipg 
the fuppii&s to be granted, for tnree 
monihs longer, in ftour, oats, hay, and 
ftraw, %ox the Pruffian, Hanoverian, 
and Branfwick t^roops, at two diferent 



periods, viz.— the i5thinftant and the 
1 ft of April. In order to fecure the fub- 
fiftence of the troops in future, the 
States of Northern Germany are to meet 
in Convention at Hidelftieim on the 20th 
inftant, or to fend Plenipotentiaries to 
regulate the quotas of lupplies in ne- 
ceffaries or in money, for as long as the 
War may laft.] 

As thofc deliberations (in ConTcntion 
at Hildcftieim) will preclude all fubje^s 
not eflcntiftlly and diredtly relating to 
iPhe maintenance of the troops, the 
underfigned will lofc no time to termi- 
nate them with the utmoft fpeed, and 
not to detain the Plenipotentiaries a 
moment longer than fiall be neceftary 
from following their other affairs. The 
flattering confidence with which the 
underfigned has hitherto been honour- 
ed in the late Negotiations, make him 
equally confident that his zeal and adi* 
vity will be entirely depended upon ia 
that bufinefs. HehasOnlymoft urgent- 
ly to rcqueft, that, for the fake of dif- 
patch, the States may furnifli their 
Plenipotentiaries with full inftru^ions 
for the purpofe, which has been thus 
plainly notified, in order not to wafte 
time in fending for new ones, but thu 
the neceflary refolutions may be taken, 
not only for the farther fubftantial re- 
gulation of the maintenance, but for the 
obligatory aftent to the fame to the end 
of the War. 

The underfigped has it likewife in 
command to requeft, that their Excel- 
lencies the Plenipotentiaries maf ar- 
range matters in fuch a manner, is not 
to quit the Convention, tiil the Itate of 
affairs (hall permit its fufpenfion or con- ' 
clufion, fihce the gradual departure of 
manv Plenipotentiaries has formerly 
occafioned a precipitate fufpenfien of 
the firft Convention, which has been 
highly prejudicial to the difpatching of 
bufinefs. His Majefty willalfoconfider 
the fulfilment of this wifti, and the in- 
fallible meeting of the ConventioQ, 
according as it is expected to meet, as a 
gratifying proof that hit Serene Co- 
States wifti to do juftice to his efforts ' 
and facrifices. And the underfigned 
alfo looks forward for the defired an- 
Aver, refpedting the fourth fending pf 
fuppliesy before the expiration of the 
pre lent month ^ and hopes to have the 
honour and pleafure to fee again their 
Excellei^piesthe Plenipotentiaries at the 
fecond opening of the Qonvehtion, 01^ 
the aoth of February.

by the Right Hon. Henry Dundat, one 
y of hi* Majefty's Principal Secretarks 
of State, from Major-General Gordon 
Forbes, con^manding his Majcfly's 
troops in the ifland of St. Domingo, 
dated Port-au-Piinoe, Oaober 9, 1796. 

I am happy to have the power of af- 
furing you» ihat our fituation in St. Do- 
mingo is by far more favourable at thii 
time than iince his Majefly hat been in 
polTeilion of any part of ir. The fucccfs 
ot the very judicious arrangements made 
by Major-Gcneral Bowycr, at Jcremie, 
and the divitions amonglV the enemy in 
the fouth part of the iiland, where al- 
moft all the Republican Whites have 
,been maffacrcd tince their defeat, has 
afl'ured the fafety of the important quar- 
ter of the Grand Ance. 

Tl|e fame fpirit of difcord prevailing 
alfo in the North, and the fucccls of our 
troops towards the Spanilh frontiers, 
have encouraged the remains of Jean 
Francois* army to cu'-operate with us j 
they have, in confrquencc, fought fc- 
vcral battles With the republican party, 
and have fcnl us a number of prit^ner^. 

St. Marc's and Mole St. Nicolas are 
alfo in a ftate of perfcft fecuriiy, and 
the parifli of L'Arcahaye was never in 
a higher ftate of cultivation, nor the 
Negroes more peaceable and orderly 
than at this moment. Indeed fuch is the 
public confidence, that the Planters are 
now a£tually importing from Jamaica a 
confiderable number of new Negroes. 

E^^raff of a Letter from Major-General 
Cordon ¥07 he Ho Mr. Secretary Dundas^ 
dated Port au- Fi ince, O^obcr 9, 1 796. 
IT IS with the utraoft farisfadion I 
have the honour to inform you, that the 
enemy, who had made ufe of the utmoft 
exertion to colled ail their force in the 
Southern part of the Colony for the at- 
tack of Jeremie jn various points at the 
fame time, have been defeated every 
where with very confiderablc Ufs on 
their fide, and on cur part fortunately 
▼cry trifling. Major-Uencral Bowyer, 
Whofe account of the bufinefs I inclofe, 
bas conduced himfelf, in ^he difficult 
fituation of a command of very extehfuc 
country and pofls, in the moft mafterly 
and judicious manner i and 1 beg leave 
IP fxprffs my mi^frked admiration of 
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this inoft meritorious officer, whofe ce^* 
dud on all occa5ons will, lam confi- 



dent, recommend him highly to his Mi- 
jetty's gracious favour. I beg leave alfo 
to recommend all thofe officers and mea 
under his immediate command, parti-* 
cularly Lieutenant Gilman, of the irtii 
regiment of Foot, of whom he fpeak» 
in terms of high approbation. I aoi 
happy to inform you that the Major-Gt-. 
neral,whowaswounded in the above gal- 
Jantdcfence of the important quarter un- 
der his command, is perfeftly recover^ 
This important defeat of the enemy 
affures the tranquillity of Jeremie, an4 
particularly as it is certain Rigaud, the 
Chief of the 3lacks to the Southward* 
has decidedly declared againft SanthonaK 
and the Republic, and has caufed almoft 
all the white people in his power to be 
maifacred.

SIR, 
FROM the intelligence you wilJ pro- 
bably have received from other quar. 
ters, you will not be furprizcd to hear 
of the potts on the extremities of this 
dependency, both Eaft and Weft, being 
attacked in lorce on the fame day. Oa 
the 8ih of Auguft I ordered Lieutenant 
Brad&aw, with at of the 13th Light 
Dragoons, mounted, to mai^cti for Du 
Centre j and Capt. Whitby, two Tubals 
terns, and 60 privates of the 17th Light 
Dragoons, with non-commilfioned of- 
ficers In proportion, embarked the fame 
evening tor Cay mites, from whence they 
arrived, without any accident, at Du 
Centre and Raymond, which was a for- 
tunate circumttance, as the next day, 
the nth, the enemy appeared before 
Poft Raimond, and, after keeping a very 
heavy fire on the Block-Houfe, with 
little efifc^, they attempted toftorm it in 
confiderable force four diftcrent times, 
and were each time repulfed with great 
lofs, and their Chief killed. In this 
bufinefs only one Britiih and two chaf* 
feurs were wounded. On Captain 
Whitby's arrival at Du Centre, he de- 
tached Lieutenant Gilman, of the 17th 
Li^ht Dragoons, with 20 men, to Poft 
Raimond, who immediately placed him« 
felf in the Block Houfe with his de- 
tachment and a targe party of chalTeun. 
On the x£th the enemy Ilill continue4 
before the Block-Houfe, which is fitu- 
atcd on a fmall height about i op yard* 
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from th« fort, keeping .up a fire wkh 
tnufquetry with as little coc^lasbefbrct 
ivhen LicutenaiK Oilman made a fpc- 
cef&ful fortie with the whole of the 17th 
and fomc chaffeurs, driving the enemy 
before him into the woods, who left 16 
Whites and 47 Blacks dead on thf fpot, 
and many dead and wounded were af- 
terwards found in the woods and road 
leading over the mountains to Auz 
Ciyes. Some four-pound fliot, a two- 
pounder mounted, ftveral Aoelock^, and 
cxber articles, were left by the enemy 
in their retreat, I am happy to report, 
that in this gallant affair, tUe i7ch regi- 
Vient had only two privates wounded, 
^he chalTeurs had one ofHcer, Capuin 
^utoya, and three chalTeurs, killed, 
and 14 wounded. It is fuppofed the 
' lofs of the enemy muft have been very 
confiderable indeed^ as, from every ac- 
count of fpies and dcferters, above 40 
"Whites arc among rhc killed and thofe 
dead of their wounds and found in the 
woods, which 1 can eafily conceive, as 
the affault of the Block- Houfe was made 
by about aco Whites, formerly foldicrs 
in the regiment of Berwick, afhilcd by 
the Brignnds, 

Captain Whiiby reports, that the ho- 
nour of the Britifli lervicc was never 
more ably maintained than in the en- 
gagement at Poll Raimond, and ex* 
prcrfcs himfelf highly grateful to Licu- 
unant Oilman and the foldiers of the 
17th, as well as thofe of the colonial 
corps, for their a6tive exertions in fo 
bravely checkipg the enemy in the at- 
tempt on this poft. ' 

Indeed Lieutenant Gilman*s intrepi'* 
, dity and cool condua on this occanon 
appear to me fo praife- worthy, that I 
ihotffd not do judice fo him or my own 
feelings on this occa(ion, if I did not 
flrongly recommend him to you, Sir, for 
. promotion. 

I am alfo happy to have it in my 
power to report, that the enemy has 

* peen under the neceffity of railing the 

* liege, of Irois, before which they lay 
ci^hteeif days. On the ixth ult. Ge- 
neral Rigaud, with 3000 or 4000 Bri- 

^ gands, appeared before it, and fent, a 
' Summons to Captain Beatnilh to furren- 
der the fort to the Republic of France, 
paptain Beamilh very properly aji* 
fwercd, he (hould defend it to the lad 
extremity. The enemy had in the night 
lapded a fixtcen-pounder and a mor- 
tar, ^hich, with incredible labour, they 
got up, and opened on the fort next 
day, within about 450 yards. The 
moment 1 heard Irois was inveilcdy I 



ordtred 100 prurates» ofitCfCrsand jioii« 
commtiiioned o&ccn inproportion»wuh 
Lieutepant-CoUmel Hooke of the 1 7th» 
to embark for that place, where they 
arrived fafe. Lieutenant-Coloael Hobke 
to6k the command of the fort andtroopi, 
in which ftation he has rendered very 
meritorious fervices. 

Finding the enemy had advanced a con* 
iidcrable force between Irois and L'Ance 
£ros> which (hut up by laiid tbe coinnau« 
nication with Jei-cmie, I determined, with 
what force I could collet, to attack them 
on theMotne Gautier. On my arrival at 
L\4.nce Eros, the i6th, aplanviras agrcftl 
upon to march in three columns on ihc 
1 9th, fo as to airl ve before Morne Gat^tier 
at day- break. Obfei'ving on my approach 
that a few men of the 17th dragoons were 
killed and wounded, and that firing at m 
diftance anfwered no purpofe, I determined 
to attempt to carry the hill by aflault, bad 
formed die i7rh dragoons for that piirpoffty 
onlered tl>e Z3th to difinount, and was en- 
deavouring (o rally the Negroes, who had 
been thrown into fome confufion, when I 
received a ihot in my left breaft, which 
caufed me to fall from my horfe : aftcr- 
waids I knew nothmg of what palTed, ex- 
cept by report $ and I wai foiry to hear 
that we were under the neceility of retreats 
ing, with the lofs of the three- pounder we 
had with us. 

Fortunately this little check did not 
affeft I he fafcty of the fort j on tbe con- 
trary the enemy, who mufi have fuflTered 
more than ourfelves, evacuated GauticTt 
and retired tbe next day to Rigaud, on the 
other fide of Irois | and on the 29th Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Hooke wrote me be had 
raifed the fiege entirely : fo that, Sir, I 
may now congratulate you on this depen* 
det:cy being wholly freed from the ene* 
my* 9nd on your having it in your povyer 
to acquaint his Majetty's MiniHers tfiat 
he has been beaten and foiled in ^ctw 
quaiterof thisiiland under your conmiand, 

I l\ave not hitherto been able to procure 
exafl returns of the killed and wounded^ 
but I conceive that the 17th regiment had 
about feven killtd and 14 or 15 wounded i 
none dangerouAy in my affair of the 19th 
ult. Lieutenant- Colonel Hooke has not 
yet made his report ^ but I do not believe 
more than two were killed at Irois, and 
three or four wounded, iio that the e»e« 
my's ihot and (hells had little eiFe£i. 

I am forry to fay that my Biigade-Ma. 
joi* Manners received a ball through bia 
thigh i but as it miffed the bone,' no bod 
efife^ will aj-ife, and he is doing well.

MY LORD, 

I HAVE the hoAou^ to inform your 
r^rdChip, that in the night froHi the 21ft 
to the 2 2d, the trenches vrei-e opeiied beibre 
JCchI, on the right bank of the Kiozig. 
Xhe firft parallel of this attack, v^ith its 
communications, proceeding from theright 
alid left flank of the right wing of the line 
of contravaltation, v/titt Co far completed 
during the night, that before day-break the 
men vi^cre tolerably covci-cd. The enemy 
did not attempt to interrupt the WM-k> nor 
had he yet fired a (ingle (hot upon the 
trenches ; but early ycfterday morning 
(the 2 2d), he miade a fudden attack upon 
the left Wmg of the line of contravallation, 
and, after an a^lion^ tlidin which nothing 
could be poflibly more fevere, was driven 
back intQ his works with very great lofs, 

Tbc enemy having, in the courfe of i!ie 
flight from the 21 ft to the 2 id, brought 
over a large body of troops from Straf- 
^ourg, formed his columns of attack clofe 
behind the chain of his advajpced pofts 
with fo much filence that » hey were not 
perceived. Juft before the break of day 
(which however was rendered extremely 
obPcure by a yery thick mift that hfted 
the greater part of the forenoon) theft do* 
lumns began to advance. The inftant 
the Auftrian videttcs and centn'es gave 
their &ret which was the only notice of the 
approaching attack, the enemy's infantry 
rulhed on with the utmoft impetuofiiy, 
without finsf}^ a fhot, and In an in(!ant 
they were m^S^rs of two redoubts of the 
lift of the firft line. The village of Sund- 
fadm was attacked in the fame manner, 
and with equal faccefs j after which, com- 
ing in tie rear of the curtain that connects 
the village with the firft redoubt to its left, 
the enemy immediately carried ttiat work, 
one face of whith was not quite fintfhed. 
'tTpon this, large bodies of then- infantry 
xiiihed through the openings in the curtains 
on the v^hole front of this wing; and, 
whilft part advanced againft the l^ond 
Kne, the others endeavoured to make them- 
ielves mafters T)f the remaining redoubts 
of the firflj but thefe, though perfc^ly 
left to ^eafelvci for a confidcrablc tiaie 



cmHrely fwrrotind^d, cut off tfwa ef^if 
aiftftance, and attacked with fury by thc^ 
enemy, who fiftquently got into #ie 
ditches, and attempted to cumb the psita^ 
pef, were defend^ in a manner that relMtf 
the highefi honour on the Oflficers and 
troops tliat were in them. The lofs 1W itf 
</ftheA^ redoubts was conf)derable, and In 
one the artillery drivers were at laft obliged* 
to fire the gtins, but all the attacks yfttw 
itpolfed. 

The enemy's rieht column, after occA. 
paying the two works which they had car- 
ried, pufhed on between the dykes to at* 
tack the left of tltefecond linej but PHsiCe 
Frederick of Orange (whofe gallant and 
judicious condu6l catrnot fnmeientiy f^e 
prail'ed) having rallied his brigade, placed 
a part of his infantry behind the djkc» 
which connedts the third redoubt from the 
leftof the firft line with the work whids 
is on the left of the fecond ; and in thit 
fituation he reHfted the moft fevere attack 
that can be imagined upon his front} 
whilft thofe bodies of the Enemy's infiin* 
try, which had pierced between the re- 
doubt of the firft line, werca^lually in 
his rear, he not only maintained his poff, 
but completely checked the enemy's pcx>* 
gref^ on this nank. 

A great part of the troops of the left 
wing had been working in the trenches on 
the right of the Kinxig. General Lt 
Tour, who oommaYids the army of tb^ 
fiege, formed threetii iheTe battalions wbictk 
happened to be juft returning from work,^ 
andi^took the Village of Sundheim, which 
he maintaircd, though the enemy made 
'greatelForts to diflodgehim. Lieutenant- 
General Staader (w1k> commands the left 
wing) drove back the enemy, who had 
advanced againft the right of the fecond 
line of h, and retook the redoubt on the^ 
left of Sundlieim : and the Prince of 
Orange, advancing between the twor 
dykes, defeated the column with which h£ 
had been fo feverely engaged, and rec<y<. 
venwl the redoubts it had carried. The 
enemy then retired into his entrenched 
camp. 

. The lofs of the Auftrfcins amounted to 
40 OfEwCrs and about 1300 men killed, 
bounded, and miffing, which, confiderfng 
that not more than half the left w?ng was 
engaged, is certainly confiderahlc; but 
that of the French muft have been roiich 
greater. The gromid round the works 
was in fbme parts covered with their dead 
bodies, and 1 am very much within bounds 
in ftating their lofs at 2000 tnen. I>uring 
the time the Frtnch were in pofleffion of 
the rcdoubis on the left, they found f>ie*ns 
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to icarry off five piecc« of cannon. TIic 
otbert were all retaken. 

It is impoflible to attemjit to do juftlce 
to the comiu^l of the Archduke ; he ani- 
mated the troops in retaking Sundheiniy 
4ice6led the attacks on the wurk that had 
httn loft to the left of it, and^ under the 
l^aiieft fire, gave his orders with the 
^reateft coolnefs and the moftperfe^l mili- 
lanr knowledge. 

lieutenant Froby, of his Majefty*s 9th 
regiment of foot (attached to Lieutenant- 
Cobnel Craufurd's miflion),was wounded 
by a mufket (hot ; but I feel great fatis- 
£a£lion in being able to add that the wound 
is of a verv (light nature, and will havte no 
other conlequence whatever than that 'of a 
^cry fiiort confinement.

IT is wiih ipnuch fatisfafiion that I 
have the honour to inform your Lord(hip, 
that» after an interval of ten days without 
any advices from Italy, his Royal High- 
Befs the Archduke has this day received a 
Kport from General Alvinzy, the tenor 
m which is fuch as to confirm the hopes 
which his former difpatches infpired. This 
report, which is very (hort, is dated Cala- 
bro, Nov. 13, and is in fubftance as 
follows X 

After the a6lion of the 6th, near Baf- 
£ino, the enemy continued to retieat, 
abandoned even the ilrong pofition of"* 
Montahello without refiltance, and crolTcd' 
the Adige at Verona. 

On the nth General Alvinzy ;lrrived 
near Vilhnova, and the fame evening a 
confiderable part of the enemy's army, 
conmianded by Buonaparte in perfon, ad- 
vance fVom Verona, and took poi^ in die 
neighbouring mountains. 

Karly on the izch Buonaparte com- 
menced a general attack upon the whole 
line, which though made with intinitc 
violence, was rcfifted with the mcfc per. 
fe^ fteadiucfs and bravery. 

VVhilft Buonaparte was thus employ- 
ed, in repeated though inctfV^uiI ef- 
forts, to toice the front of the pofition. 
General Alvinzy detached a column 
•gainft each of his flanks. No fooner 
bad thefe arrived at their point of attack, 
than the enemy retreated with precipi- 
tation J and a moft feverc and important 
affair was thus completely decided in 
favour of the Aufthans. 



Two of the enemy's GeneraU wcr€ 
known to have been wounded, and si 
third was amongft the number of pri* 
fpners already brought in.

IT is with much fatisfaflion that I 
have the honour to inform your Lord- 
fhip, that his Royal Highnefs the Arch- 
duke has this day received a report from 
Genera! Davidowich, dated Piovtzano, 
Nov. 18, in which he gives an account 
of his having, on the preceding day^ 
attacked and entirely defeated the enem/ 
on the heights of Rivoli. 

The attack commenced about feven 
in the morning of the 17th, and, after 
a rooft obftinate refiftance, the enemy 
was entirely driven from his .pofition^ 
and purfued as far as Cambara. 

General Davidowich took 12 can* 
son, about iioo prifoners, and many 
officers. Amongft the latter are Go^ie- 
i^ls Fiorella and Valette. He praifes, 
in the warmeft terms, the conduct of 
bis generals, and the difcipline and re* 
mark able bravery of his troops. 

The enemy having, in the courfe of 
the night from the 17th to the 18th, 
received confiderable reinforcements, 
took another pofition on the heights 
near Caaib»ra ; in which General Da- 
vidowich 
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Yidcmich attacked him the nextmortf 
in^, and drove him back beyond Pef- 
ch terra. ' 

When General Davidowich fent off 
this report (the eTenine of the fecond 
affair) ne was encamped with his right 
towards the Lake ofGarda, near CoTia, 
and his left to the Adige ; Pefchierra 
being in front of his nght wing» and

The anniverfary of the murder 
of Louis XVI. has been again cele- 
brated at Paris by a f^te. The Oath of 
Hatred to Royalty and Anarchy was 
repeated, and the Dire^ury aififted at 
the ceremony. 

This anniverfary was celebrsted, 
however, amidft the execrations of ail 
the writers of eminence in Paris, the 
force of whofe language evidently pro* 
duced a fenEble im predion on the mafs 
of the people j Barras, PreBdent of the 
Directory, took therefore vaft pains, in 
a long difcourfe, t« explain the nature 
of the ceremony, and to ftate that they 
were far from propofing even the j'ttfi 
puniihment of the laft of their kings as 
the fubjedt of a feall, but as a day of 
important recollection ; upon which 
Frenchmen, calling to mind the horrors 
of the ancient (y(lem,ibouldrwear eter- 
nal hatred to Royalty on the one fide, 
and to Anarchy on the other. This 
' hypocritical qualification of the cere, 
tnony, however, did not appeafe the 
indignation of the feeling and nervous 
writers, who confider it as a horrible 
exhibition of inhumanity, and deprecate 
its repetition. 

After the fpeech of Barfas, the Con- 
fiitutional GSarcI of the Dire^ry took 
the oath in the following words : 

** I fwear eternal hatred to Rovaltj 
** and Anarchy, and invblable at* 
** ucfament to the Republic and 
** Conititution of the third year." 

1a the fitting of the Council ot Five 
Hundred, the Prefident Riou le Bru- 
inaire, in prefacing the taking of the 
oath ik hatred again ft Royalty, had the 
- impudence to couple the vinuous Louis 
X V I. with the infanu>ut Robefpierre. 
In the Cooucil of Elders, feveral mem- 
bers propofed toconfine the Oath to Ha- 
tred surainft Royalty in France, but this 
reftridion was reieded by the Council.

30th ult. reached to>vn laft night. By 
thefe Journals we learn, that the laft 
efforts of the Emperor to relieve Man- 
tua, and re-eftablilh himl'elf in Italy, 
have been unfortunately fruftrated bf 
the genius and good fortune of Buona- 
parte. 

The laft reinforcement fwelled tht 
Jmperifl army of General Alvinxl to 
npwards of 50,000 men ; thefe main- 
tained for fome davs a moft obiUnate fe- 
ries of battles with the French army» 
the refult of which was, that S3,ooo of 
the Impcrialifts were made prifonert, 
with the iofs of a proportionate number 
of cannon, ftandards, &c. Several of 
thefe ftandards, it is added, were work- 
ed by tht hands of the Emprefsuf Ger- 
many herfelf. 

Such are the leading particulars re- 
lated by the French Generals. It ia 
(carcely poffible that the whole of their 
ftatements can be ftri^ly. correct, but 
the general h&. is too true.

** Scarcely had I quitted Roverbella, 
when I learned thac the enemy pre- 
fented itfelf at Verona. Maffena made 
his difpoiitions in a very h^ppy manner. 
We took 500 prifoners and three pieces 
of cannon. General Brune received 
feven balls in his cloaths without being 
wounded by any of them. Such is the 
effeft of good tortune. We had only- 
ten men killed, and 100 wounded.

THE SURREKDKR OF MANTUA* 

It was on the 9th, that the importaot 
account arrived at Paris. But the Di- 
reftoryt not having received th« official 
details, did not make any fornial com- 
munication to the Legfilature till Satur- 
day laft, when the Council of Five 
Hundred received a Meflfuage, of which 
the following brief, but eventful ac- 
oouni, is given in a Paris Paper of the

announced the Capture of Mantua, th« 
entrance of the Army of Italy into the 
Papal Territories, and the complete de- 
feat of his Holinefs's Ar«-y. Nor is 

this all— the vi£torious Army of Iralv, 
BO longer cramped in its exertions by tie 
fwtge of Mantua, has ftretched its vntr 
arms on every fide ; to the Bifliopnc of 
Trent, towards the Adriatic, and t« the 
.Romagna. A divifion has entered Ro- 
veredo and Treat, where the eneny's 
hofpitals fell into the hands of the 
Frtnch. Another divifion has reached 
Treviib; and by this time probably 
TneAe, the only port which the Eoi- 
peror hu on the Adriatic, it ia their 
pofieffion. The Pope had difpatched 
his army to co-operate with the Auf- 
trians, but their career was (boa checked 
by the Republicans, who coiRplece^ 
defeated them. 

The garrifon of Mantua, are, we on* 
derlUnd, to remain prifosers of war till 
exchanged. 

The Paris papers cpntain bng and 
miAute det^ls relpe£king the oonipirt* 
cy, of which it is in our power to gf^ 
Only a very impctfc6t idea. The papers

He ap- 
peared to have been Aot, orte fide of his 
face being totally gone, and a vaft quan- 
tity of blood and fume brains lying about 
the fpot where he was found. Several 
of the tnhabitants near the fpot about 
^.|fiUt eig^To'cteck, were alarmed by 



the report of fite-arms. The Colonel's 
bat was lying by his fide $ and in his 
pockets were found two ihillings, a 
p^per with a frhalt quantity of gun- 
powder, and a card of his addrefs. 

The Coroner's Jnqueft fat upon the 
body, when Mr. Sterling, of Northum- 
berland- ft reet, with whom the deoeafed 
had lodged for fome time paft, and a 
gentleman of the nameof Gretton, fpoke 
particularly as to the deranged ftate of 
the deceafed's mind for feveral months ; 
that he fuppofed hisderaneement origi* 
nated from diftrefs, occaiioned by hit 
lofing a penfion of lool. per year, al- 
lowed him by the Duchefs of Wirtem* 
berg previous to the war ; but who, to 
compehfate the lofs, propofed raifing a 
regiment of foldiers, to be difpofed of 
as the Britiib Government (hould think 
fie, on condition that the deceafed fhould 
have the command of it, which regi. 
ment was offered to the Baft Indi4 
Company, or to fcrve in Portugal 1 bui 
from fome unknown reafons Was noC 
accepted, which affected the deceafed 
fo much, his diftrcffes increafin?, that 
he frequently told feveral of hh Friendf 
he Ihould deftroy himfeK, 

Mrs. Segur, who keeps a coffee- houfe 
HI Palace-yard, alfo fpoke to the de- 
ranged ftate of the deceafed^s mind, who 
called at her houfe on Tuefday evening, 
appeared in a high fever, and refufed to 
taRC the fmaHeft refreftiment. 

Mr. Gwillam, of the Story*s-Gat« 
coffee-houfe, proved the deceaied^s dl^-> 
ing there en W ednefdajr ; but obferved 
nothing particular in his condu6t. 

William Colvin, the boy who faid he 
faw the deceafed killed, wasre examined 
before the Coroner; when, on the 
oath being adminiftercd to him, he con- 
feffed that all he had before faid wat 
falfe ; and that he knew nothing fur- 
ther concerning the tranfa£^ion, than 
that he met u boy on Wednefday night 
in St. Margaret's Church-yard, . who 

U a uiymzt^u uy JP^CJ^dv! 
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informed him the bod/ of a man was 
]yipg under the porch of the Abbey- 

fatc,oppofitc Tothiil-ftreet,and whom 
e accompanied to view it. 

Under thefe circumftances, and k 
alfo appearing that th6 deceafed had 
borrowed a piftel a few days ago of a 
perfon in St. Martin's lane, the Jury, at 
near four o'clock, returned a verdidof 
Lunacy. 

The piftol has not yet been found ; 
mod likely it was picked np by the boy 
who firft difcovered the body. 

Colonel Frederick, we are aflure^i 
wa& mere than 70. He has left a daugh- 
ter, and, we believe, four grand chil- 
dren. He was a very amiable and un- 
ofiending character. 

he was the chief companion of the 
prefent Kin|j of Poland Cit wc may (liU 
call the amiable and unfortunate mo> 
narcli by that name) while in this coun- 
try, and ufcd to relate a curious anec- 
dote of dining with the King, then 
Count Poniatowlki, ac an obicure cof- 
fee houfe in the city, where each relied 
upwn the other for money to pay the 
expences cf a very moderate dinner ; 
but both were too necelfitous, and 
Frederick was obliged to pledge his 
watch to liberate himfelf and the future 
Monarch of Poland. 



The remains of this unfortunate gen- 
tleman were ycilerday interred in the 
church-yard of St. Ann's Soho, near to 
the body of his father. The hearfe was 
accompanied by two mourning coachesy 
in which were fome gentlemen, who 
admired and efteemed him when living, 
and were folicitous of paying this laft 
tribute to departed worth!— About an 
hour before the interment, a very re- 
fpe^iable perfon deiired to piajce upon 
the church-wall, at the head of the 
grave, the following charader. It was 
lubmitted to the minifter, who granted 
the requcft. 

•* Here lift the mortal remains of 
Colonel Frederick, fon of Theodore, 
King of Corfica.— In his deportment he 
was a finifliedGentltman ; in honour, 
honefty, and truth he was princely. He 
was poor in circumftances, rich in the 
poircifion of the raoft liberal heart ; and 
the greatcft difircfs he laboured under 
was the want of abilities to relieve the 

diftrcflcs of others. God be with 

him." 

King Theodore died in the pariA of 
St. Ann's, at the houfe of Mr. DcC" 
champs, No. 5, Little ChapeUftrcet, on 
the nth of December 1756.*

• A vniter in one of the daily papers, who feems to be well informed, fays, «< The gene- 
ral opinion that Colonel Frederick was the fon of the late Theodore, King of Corfica, is, wc 
luive rcafon to believe, perfedly unfounded. The foUowing anecdotes with rcfpcA to this 
unfortunate man have been fent by a Gentleman who was for many yean on terms of inti- 
macy with him, and had various opportunities of learning many curious clrcumilances re- 
Iptf^ing his origin and purfuics : 

«* Cok)ncl Frederick was not the fon of Theodore. He veas, Uke Theodore, a Germ*, 
and he was alio, like him, an adventurer ; but he was no relation whatever to him. He 
had been a lay- brother in a Capuchin Monafhy, from which he decamped, and fome time 
after came over to England in very great diftrcfs, without friends, and with no reiburces but 
what he found in his own fertile and happy mind. He arrived mvch about the £une time 
that Theodore died, and finding the people uke a kind of Intcreft in the baplcf ^ fate of a man 
who they were told was a King, Mr. Frederick hit upon the expedient of pafling for his (<m» 
and it fuccecdcd. The afftrtion couW not be eafily contradidlcd. The UQ. did not merit 
invcftigation, and it was every where believed that he was the fon of Theodore. 

»« When I was a boy I remember him living by the bounty of minors. Sir John Borlafe 
Warren was a very great friend to him, for he took him into his houfc, and bought his Ion a 
^mmiffion in the 15th regiment. This fon was killed at German Town, in America. 

*« I afked the father Ibme years fince how he came to be a Colonel, and he toM me that 
the Duke of Wirtemberg had given him the Brevet rank. He conaantly lived by expedients. 
and from lumd to mouth ; conflantly affifted, but always poor. But whatever his v^hoie hif- 
tory may be, and no one in this country knows it except the widow of David Garrick who 
is his country-woman, and m ho knew him weU, he certainly did not defervc the fate he net 
with. 

*« Exceflive vanity was the weak part of Cokmel Frederick's charafter, but in almoftevrrf 
other i-omt of view his qualities were of the moft eftimable kind. He poflcfl*ed the prindp^ 
iequifitcsof an accomplUhed gentleman^ and, though frequently diflrefled himfelf; he ha» 
been often known to adminifler £rom hit flight refourses relief to the miferahle,*'

TN our Magazine for March X7S6, we 
''' prefentcd oiir Readers with an account 
of this agreeable Dramatift te that pe- 
riod ; we fliall now refume the fubje^» 
aixi complete the preceding account to the 
prelent time. 

In January 17S7, Mr. Cobb added 
another very pleafant Farce to the a^ing 
lift of Dniry-Lane. X^^^^re, entitled, 
" The Firlt Floor/^. It wa» a^ed many 
niehty during that (cafon, and has gene- 
rally taken its turn every year (ince. In 
this fsurce> as in *< Tne Humourifty"* 
Mr. Cobb was powcHuUy fupported by 
the exertions ot Mr. BanniAer, jun. In 
Aug^ft, the famcyear, a, flight perform- 
ance, entitled, « Englifli R^ings," in^ 
tended to ridicule a pra£lice then carried 
to a ludicrous extent, though in itielf, 
2jid in the hands of competent performers, 
xx)t to be coodenwed, ot Public Readings, 
was produced at the Haymaiket.This was 
generally afcribed to the pjpn of Mr. Cobb. 

Th^ next year, 17SS, in the month of 
Febrnary, Mr. Cobb produced, at Drurr 
Lane, another Comic Opera, entitled, 
«< Irove in the Eaft ;*' and in O^ober, 
in the fame year, appeared *• The Dollar 
and Apothecary," a Farce which ftill re- 
mains on the ailing lift. In this piece 
Mr. Cobb had the affiftance of Mr. Sto- 
race in the beautiful Mufic to which fome 
of the fongs were fet.' 

In Nov. 17S9, the Author and Com- 
pofcr, who had been lb fuccefsful in the 
laft- mentioned Farce, again united their 
taleaCC with ftill more iuccefs, in ** The 
Haunted Tower,'* then aSed at Drury- 
Lane. In this piece Sigpoora Storece, 
who had not before periormed on the 
Engliih $>tage, made her firft appearance. 

On the lit of January 17911 the fame 



union of talents was fuccefsfully employed 
in the produAion and performance of 
*• The Siege of Belgrade.** 

In the fame year the Drurv-Lane 
Company removed, v^ile that 'f heatre 
was rebuilding, to the Hay -market, and 
Mr. Cobb furniflied the Prelude with 
which the btttr Theatre was opened 5 it 
wasentitied, "Poor OldDrury,** and was 
received with confidcrable applaufa. In 
November 179a, he brought forward 
another Comic Opera, compoied by Sto- 
racei entitled, « The Pirates," with 
the fame fuccefs he had already expe- 
rienced. 

In June 1794., the fignal vi£lory ob- 
tained by Lord Howe over the French 
ftcet called forth the benevolence of the 
Public towards the Widows and Orphans 
of thofe Sailors who loft their lives in 
the action of the iirft of the month, that 
day of triumph to the nation at large ; the 
receipts of a night were therefore devoted 
to this excellent defign by the Managers 
of Drory-Lane Theatre ; and Mr. Cobb 
wrote a temporary piece, for the purpofe 
of aiding the charity, entitled, " The 
Glorious Firft of June," which was pro- 
duced with great fplendourand fuccefs. 
In December, in the Cwie year, Mr. 
Cobb gave the Public another Comic 
Opera, compofcd by Storace, entitled, 
«< The Cherokee." The laft produc- 
tion of Mr. Cobb's pen viras *• The 
Shepherdefs of CheapGde,** afled at 
Drury Lane in the vear 17^6 j but this, 
meeting with a cold reception, was per- 
formed only two nights. 

From the preceding caulogue our Rea- 
dtrs will perceive, Uiat no Imall portion 
of their entertainment at one of the Thea- 
ues is derived from the pen of Mr. Cobb. 
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Of tnt KTQCB pi0CCt surcKxy eiHBtt€nited> 
the greater part, we believe, arc unbor- 
rowed from foreign Dramas, or obiblett 
^gliih ones. They, in general, are 
happtiycoBtrvTed, and have been fuccds- 
fVlily n^refcBted. Thry pleaied their 
firft auditors, and ftlll continue to pleafe. 
' They have not been confined to London 
audiences, but have diflPufed mirth ard 
iatisfisielioa ta th& lovers of the Drama ii| 
fveryjpait o£ the three kingdoms, and, 
indeed, wherever an £ngliih audience has 
been collefted together. From the <m- 
t^ainment already roceived from this 



Gentleman much man may be hereafter 
expelled. 

Mr. Cobb continues to fcrve the Eaft- 
India Company ; and is, we are uifonprd» 
lately appointed to a military dtuation ia 
the voluntary affociation of that body to 
defend their country as^ainft the attacks 
of foreign and domeftic foes. In this 
capacity, we truft, he will not be called 
upon to fhew his attachment to his King 
and Country ; an attachment which, wc 
have no doubt, if occafion requires it» 
will pervade every Briton, in every part 
of the Britilh dominions. 



MEMOIRS OF TH5 LATE MRS. POPE, 

OF COVKIIT-CARDEN THIATRB. 
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\F the various pleafures which Bio- 
graphy affords us, there appears to 
be none fought after with more av^lty 
than the Memoirs of Theatrical Perfons. 
Thofb '* who have long gladdened or- 
improved human life'* make themfclves 
acceptable to the Public : we feldom fee 
them but in their profeflional chara^ers, 
and twe generally idcatity the ideas 
which they give us at tlie time, with 
their perfons, habits, and chara£^ers: 
hence they grow upon our aife^ions, be- 
caufe they are contributarjr to our plea- 
fares, and their final lofs is lamented in 
proportion to their private and public 
excellence. 

Of the Lady whofe Memoirs we art. 
now about to give U> the public, there 
is but one opinion — that (he wa» an ex* 
€fUe)tt Ai^rcfi j and, to all thoft who knew 
her beft, a m^ft excellent w^moM^ ful- 
filling both duties through a life, though 
much too ihort either for the entertain- 
meitt of the public or the happinefs of 
her BientU, yet of no inconfiderabk du- 
ration, with tho^ appropriate amiable 
exertions wliich were no Icfs cradi* 
table to herfelf, than ei^cmplary to fb- 
ciety. 

Miss Elizabeth YouNGE (themai, 
4en name of this lady) was defcended from 
• arcipe6^able family', who gave her a libe- 
ral education j but her father dying be- 
fore he could fettle his children in the 
world, our heroine ^odn thought of pro- 
viding for hcrfelf bv thofe talents of 
which fhe found herielf poffeffed, and of 
which the befl informed of her friendt 
gave her every encouragenaenti 

We do not know tjS^y the year tl^ia 
lady was bom ; but, from circumftanceS| 
we conjeflure, that it was about the year 
1741 or X743^« Ia the fummerof 17^8, we 



know with precifion, fhe was introduced, 
by the recommendation of a I^ady of 
Fafhion, to the late Mr. George Gar- 
rick, then Deputy Manager of Druiy- 
lane Theatre, at whole apartments ia 
Somerfet-buildines fhe rehearlcd J^ne 
Sborey and Mr. Garrick, who, from his 
alliance with the profeHicn, with a ^oed 
plain uaderfhmdingy was no inconhdcf- 
able ju(^^ of jjbc firama, pronounced at 
once her capabilities . After a few more 
rthearfala he introduced her to his bio* 
ther Davidy who likewife gave her his 
full approbation \ and fiich a teftof her 
abilities flic had a right, without vanity, 
to look upon as a fortunate prcci^^r of 
her fame. 

-Having been kept in proper training 
all that fummer, on the sid OiSiober 
following (1768} fhe made httdebuizt 
Druryl^e Theatre, in the chara^er of 
imo^etiy in Cjmhcitnej with univcrfa) 
appSuiie; but as that event fbmds at 
toe dldancft of twenty-nine years from 
the prefent time, it may not be thought 
unentertasning to the generality of our 
Readers^ to givf a brief review of the 
merits of this her firi^ appearance. 

In her perfon fhe was above ^n^at is 
generally called the middle fixe, of % 
Sender make, but finely mouUtd, par* 
ticolarly about the neck and fhoulden, 
with a commanding aif , and a roundnefs 
and precifion of voice that then au?ured 
fhe would excel in all the varieues of 
recttation ; her £^e, though it could not 
well be called handfonpe, waitunpf^*^* 
and her ejres, though finall, poffefled a 
vivacity und a fir« equeilly fBtfted to the 
dignity of the Bufkin, or tbcpleaiantries 
ofComcdy. She went throttgh the part 
with more than ufbal applauf^^ for a 
youaf pcrfohneri and iatisocd the M 
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judges that (be would be a confidcrable 
ucauiiitioa to the Stage. 

Her fccond charaftcr wa* Jane Sborr, 
wherein fl« marked the feveral traits of 
that tiniurtunate teinale with great pathos 
aod preciiton ; and it is with a mebn- 
choly pleaiure we remember her fpeakinr 
the concludiDg lines of the firlt a6l» and 
the jull and merited applaule which fol- 
lowed them. It may be worthy of re- 
mark, that Mr. Barry and hts wife, the 
Haftiogs and Alicia of the evening, 
having unhandiomely exprefTed fome re- 
lut^ance to perform with the new a^lrefs^ 
Mr. Garrick, on the fecond night^s per- 
formance, to (hew his opinion of her 
merit, aifumed the part of Haftings him- 
felf, and immediately aftei wards cn- 
tnifted her with the ^t of Ovila, the 
principal chara6ler in Colonel Dow*i 
** Zingis," firft performed at Drury-lane 
I7thj5cc. 1768. 

It would be as difficult as it would be 
unneceflary to travel through the feveral 
characters which Mifs You oge performed 
this feafon 3C Drury-lane. It will be 
fufficlent to fay, they were gererally 
capital paru ; and, as a proof how fhe 
Ailed themv the Nlanager, who was al- 
lowed to know the value of money full 
u well as theatrical merit, voluntarily 
railed her (alary, after the third night, 
from forty JbilUngi to thm pounds ^ and 
towards the dole of that feafon, or the 
hteinning of the next, placed her 00 the 
Viviztfivepountis per week. 

Her riling merits, and Mr. Garrick*s 
recommendation^ introduced her to Mr, 
Love, then a conliderablc performer at 
the fame Theatre, and Manager of the 
Richmond Company, who en|^aged her, 
during the fummer feafon, as hu lieroine ; 
and here, as in all country companies, 
there being a greater fcope given to the 
ptribrroers, in the line of trying a 
greater variety of chara^ers, Mifs 
Voynge*s abilities wereoftener called out, 
and (he performed mod of the principal 
parts of Tragedy and Comedy with a 
ftput^ion which accompanied her re- 
turn to Dny^-kne with an increafed 
eclat. 

The period of Mifs Young's appear- 
ance at Drurylace, coniidenng the ftate 
of the Stage, was not fo favourable for 
her. Mrs. Pritchard had, in the be?in- 
mn|; of the iame year, left her profemon, 
heiore the decline of her powers, accom- 
panied with all that fame which vras (0 
ittHIy attached to her private as well as 

efic charaAer. Kitty Clive ftill main- 
^ her grouadi aftfT delighting i\ic- 



ceeding audiences for near £Mtyye«re» 
and occupied fone parts with luu-ivaiiod 
excellence. Mrs. Yates had juftgnincd^ 
a£kr nany years of progrelTive induiify, 
the top of tier profeflion ^ and Mrs. Barrjr 
(fmce Crawiuid), who had /hewn fock 
talents at the King's Theatre, Hijr- 
market, during the lummer of 1 766, wa« 
foon after engaged bv Mr. Garrick, as a 
perfon of whom he had the greateft ex« 
pe6lation \ (he had likewife £e addition 
ok her hulband, the late Spramger Barry, 
to fupport her in molt ot her principal 
parts I and, with fuchan aAor, whocoohl 
polfefs aaiy powers and not exert them t^' 
their luUell extent ? 

To ipcak of Barry now (particolarlT' 
to the rifmg generation) appears tabe 
almoil as obfokte as quoting the chanc- 
lers of the old fchool from <« Cibbcr*« 
Apology }** but it is impoflible for tho% 
who rtmembered this great a^or In the 
meridian of his powe/s, ever to forget 
him : his fine and commanding figore^ 
that overlooked in point of dignity at 
well as height all who iurroundt^ him— 
his tones, which now I'poke the Imguage 
of terror and command, and now tSa 
gentkft notes of love — his exqniAteferi* 
in^s, which el<;^rilicd the whole fweep 
ot his audience — and, afoov^ all, that 
mafterly difplay of the mixed and con- 
tending paflions which he exhibited in 
OtbtUOi Oiefits^ Faranefy &c. &c. 
gave him fnch a decided fnperiority on 
the Stage, and rendered him fo much the 
ebjc^ of popular attachment, that aJ.* 
though theie talents were on the wane 
at this period of his en^gement, yet 
they were ft ill •* majeftic m decay," and 
occaiionally blazed out in all theiplendour 
of their original brightnefs. 

We retrace thefe particulars partly tq 
ihew the precife fituation Mifs Younge 
ftood in, in leipe^ to thefe two powrrtnl 
heroines, Mrs. Yates and Mrs. Barry , 
who, at the different Theatres, were 
both before her in the poileflion of all 
the capital parts, and bot^ the acknow. 
ledgad favourites of the town $ but /he 
had that within which feldomfails to re.^ 
ward its polTeflbrs, viz. a conjeioufne/s 
of talent^ with a determined refoiuti'on 
to cuUi'vaUe it by en^etf a& of ajfiduons 
and unremitting aitentton ; her little Ma- 
nager quickly faw this, and pod tt calif 
took up Mils Yeuxige to curb the occa* 
iional airs of his great ftage heroines^ 
as they were each engaged at his The-: 
atre. 

Opportunities foon occurred to fhcw 
the nccefiity of t|^it precaution* Mrs. , 
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Barry frequently, on the day of perform- 
ance, ufed to fend word to the Theatre, 
that (he could not pofBbly appear that- 
night, either on accoijnt of her own iH- 
nds, or that of her hufband j and thcfe 
eccafional fits of illnels alntoft periodi- 
caily happened the night bejofe^ or afttr 
a iioyat Command, when the Manager 
found it njoft neceffary to mnfter the* 
i^reiiflth ot his company. Mrs. Yates 
had likewife, when ihe was afterwards 
at Drury-lane, her excufes in turn— In- 
ibmuch, that we have known the Ma. 
nager (the elder Colman), during the 
ruji of a new Play, called out from dinner 
to be told, •* that Mrs. Yztti/wort flie 
would not appear that night on the (Uge 
without the ufe of a particular petticoat. " 
The ridicule did not (top here — ^the Ma- 
nager was obliged to leave hiu company 
to fetflc this important t^ucftion between 
the Mtjirtjs of the Hobds and the Ira^e^ 
dtiVty left the auditnce (hould he dilap- 
iM>|nted of their amuil-ment, 

Teazedwith thet'e and fimilar artifices, 
Garrick iawin Mi is Youpge thofc rifing 
' talents which afterwards ripened into io 
much reputation. Re therefore took 
particular care to inltru<5l her in many 
little particulars of htr profelTiup, and 
fcad her always (in the language of the 
Green Room) under -jludied in thofc 
parts which his other two heroines were 
caft for : lb that when either of them It-nt 
an apology, her nahie immediately ap- 
peared in the bills, and tlie play went 
en with no great diminution of profit or 
applaule. Their vanity lupported them 
in this extravagant conduct for fome 
time, whilft the zeal which our young 
heroine felt in treading in the flioes of thole 
great a^refles, increaled her knowledge"" 
mnd her powers, and, by bringing htr 
more forward before the eye uf the Public, 
gave her an anticipated rcp^taticn. 

We have often heard it hom the mouth 
of this.jodicious a^refs (and which flie 
tcld with a very becoming modelty, and 
a, grateful recolle^ion of God's good 
DTOvidence to her, which through all the 
Sages of her life (he never forgot), " that 
ihe owed as much of her fame to this in- 
cident, and to the afTiduity with. which 
ilie improved it, as to any little original 
talents (he might poffefs.*' This aiiiduity 
was not only of uie to her then, but grew 
iato a iettlea habit through life, which 
eontributed much to her private fatis- 
ft^ion, and left an example to the Stage 
very worthy pf imitation. 

Mr. Garrick*s parfimonious habits in 
Ids thcatri«sil conccnu wouki Act readily 



permit him to advance the falariei of his 
performers at all equal to their merits % 
and this was the cafe with Mifs Yornigc. 
After performing two feafons ihe claimed 
a higher flipend, and was xtfufed. 
Piqued at this, flu determined to eo to 
Ireland, and accordingly performed the 
feafon of 1770, 71, at Dublin, where 
(he firft reprefented, with unrivalled ex- 
cellence, the charafter of Lady Rodolpha, 
in Macklin's " Man of the World.'* 
Mr. Garrick foon felt the want of her 
performance, and took the earlieft oppor- 
tunity of re-tngjaging her on her own 
terms. She therefore returned to London 
the next feafon, where fee remained every 
fiiccecding winter of her life- 
' From this period Mifs Younge's re- 
putation as an a^refs took a more efla* 
hliftied form ; fhe not only filled occa- 
fionally the principal charafters in the 
calt of Mr^. Yates and Mi's. Crawt:rd, 
hut often per;onned in the fame plays 
with thofe ladies in no difpaiaging man- 
ner. Garrick, befidc givmg her the heft 
inftni^ions, wrote feme Epilogues for 
her, and he was followed by leveral of 
the dramatic writers of that tune. 

In 1775 Dr. HifFeman finilhed a poft- 
humous Tragedy of the late Henry Jones, 
called The Cave of Idra, which be 
brought out under the title of l^e He- 
rnine of the C^je, for Mifs Youngc'i 
Benefit j in which (he fpoke the Epilogue 
and played the principal part 1 and in 
March 1777, the prclent Mr. Jeming- 
ham, fince lb well Known for his elegant 
talents in poetry, wrote the hiftorical 
interlude of^Af/tr^/»rr/ of Anjou, likewife 
for her Benefit : in both of which (he 
confJiTned her fonner reputation. 

Many of her principal parts were call 
in the fame plavs with Garrick, and die 
had the fatisfuclion of performing Cur- 
dflia to his Ltar the laft night but one 
of this great mafter*8 performance on 
the Sf aire ; which gave rile to the follow* 
ing little incident : 

After the dropping of the curtain, his 
hand ftill locked in hcr*5 (as is the coflwne 
in finifhtng this play), he led ^her dowa 
to the Gteen-room, where all the per- 
formers had gathered round him; and 
rcccljefting, with a frghi that this was 
the laft night but one that he was to ap- 
pear in a profeflion which he fo much 
omamented, and^ which gave him fo 
much immortality, he exclaimed, " Ah, 
Befs ! this is the laft time of my being 
your father, therefore you muft now look 
out to be adopted by icmebody elfe.**— 
" Why then, §ir,*' iakl MiU Ymmg< 

(in- 
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InAantly falling on her knees before him) 
•'give me a fatb«r't blefling/' Garricic, 
feeling her (ituaticn, and the imprcflive 
manner In which ft e fp^ke, replied with 
great energy, " God blcf* you.*' Th«n 
raiJing his eyes to the reft of the per- 
formers, he added, « God blefs you 
ill,"* and inftantly retired. 

Juft after Mr. Garrtck's death, that 
is in 1779, ^^^^* Younge went' over to 
Covent Garden Theatre; and as Mrs. 
Barry, by an unfortunate fecond mar- 
riage, had not a little eftranged her 
mind from her profefTion, and as Mrs. 
Vates, firom illnefs, played but a certain 
number of nights in the Icalbn, our he- 
roine now began to reap the benefit* of 
ker well-earned labours, and to ft and 
unequivocally the firft tragic arrets en 
the Stage. What contributed further to 
her general chara^er at this time was 
the production of the Belles Strntagem^ 
a Comedy, from the pen of Mrs. Cowley, 
in whicn Mif» Younge played Lrtiita 
Hardy \ a part, we belipve> exprefsly 
written to give fiill fcopc to this great 
aftrefs's oowers, and which ftie fuftained 
with fuch veriktility and propriety of 
chara£ler as ftamped the praife of uni^ 
'verfaltij on her talents. 

0Ut let not genius, however exalted, 
•r however judicioufty cultivated, rcpole 
too fecurely on the uncbangeablenrfs of 
its JitMaii9H, Surrounding nature, as 
well as revelation, tell us, " That no- 
thing continuethin one ftay ;** and daily 
experience further confirms, •* That time 
and chance, or fafhion, or even caprice^ 
will make mutations in all the great as 
well as frivolous departments of life.'* 

In the winter of 1781, when Mifs 
Yoi}nge was thus « bearing all her 
bluihing honours thick about her*' (and 
which, to do her juftice, (he enjoyed 
with a moderation rarely the lot of her 



profeflion), Mr. Sheridan^ i«n. intro- 
duced to Drury lane Theatre the prelent 
juftly celebrated Mrs. Siddons, who had 
performed fome inconiiderable chara^crt 
about fix year* before on the fame Stage, 
but for lome reaibns, hitherto inexpli- 
cable, was fo littlft noticed by Mr. Gar- 
rick, that (he very fpiritedly diimifled 
herfclf from that engagement. 

This Lady's firft appearance, as may 
be well remembered, was in Ifahellat in 
Southemcs Tiagedy of "The B^tal 
Marriage,' • and in this charafter flic 
dil'playtd fuch genuine and original 
powers of acting, as to eftablifti her 
tame with the Critics the firft night : her 
other performances fan^ioned this ap- 
probation fo much with the town, chat 
bruiw-lane foon became the Temple of 
the Mufes, and Mrs. Siddons the presiding 
Goddels. 

In this awful and unexpected crtfis. 
Mil's Younge fteodily k«nt before her the 
advice of our immortal Bard— 

— " In the reproof of chance 
*' Lies the true proof of men.'' 

As her temper, her talents, and her a/E- 
duitics, never forfook her, (he fupported 
heri'elf as a refpeClable anta?onilt, doisr 
her 4uty with an incrcafed zeal, ana 
never once repining cither at her ill luck, 
or dttra^ing from the talents of hei 
great rival. She confidcred her merits 
as before the puV)lic, and (he committed 
herfclf to their pauonage and proteftion. 
Her conduct was accordingly rewarded; 
for though the brtm of Mrs. Siddons' 
name carried with it the greater tide of 
popularity, Mifs Younge kept her rai»k 
as an excellent judiciouit a^rei's, un- 
matched in many characters, and in 
powers of equal dfclamuiion fuperlor 19 
any one on the Stage .

I' HE pariih of Horafey, or Hamfey, 
^ in oM records Uaringeye, Haryngay, 
Harringbay, or Hcringhay, is about five 
miles North of London, in the liberties 
ot Finfliury and Wenlakefbam ; but in 
«il matters of Ecciefiaitical cognizance 
exempt from the Archdeacon of Middlc- 
icQCy and cntiffcly fubjea to the Biihop 
and his Comminary of London and Mid-

This pariih (faith Norden) ftands

KIlfG CHARLES II« 

'THOUGH this Monarchy it is very 
•* well known, paid very little regard 
to the eflcntials ot religion, there can be 
now no doub^ but thalt he was, in point 
of faith, a Roman Catboiir, though by no 
means in the degree his brother James 
was. Lord Bolmgbrake, in his « Dil- 
fertation on Parties,'* makes this diftinc- 
tion bctMTcen them : *• His M^efty Tipped 
iTom the Chalice, but his brother drank 
irotn it to the very dregs.'* 

He was converted to this religion when 
be was abroad, as it U fuppoled (on the 
authority of Sir Robert Southwell, com- 
municated to him by James, Firft Duke 
of Ormond) whilil he was at Cologne, in 
the year 1655 j where he had much pri- 
vate conicren<:e with Peter Talbot, a 
noted Catholic, and who was difpatched 
by him in a very fecret affair to Ma«)rid, 
fuppoi£(l to be that of imparting to the 
King of Spain his aflent to the Roman 
Catholic reJi^on. 

Thl^certamfy follovred, that his Ma- 
jefty did, the lame fununcr, pafs incog- 
nito to BrufleU, where a private treaty 
was concluded with Don Johnof Auftria, 
then Governor df Flander«, ** That all 
his fubje^Sis in the French fervice. or elfe- 
wfaere abroad, ihould go into the fervice 
•f Spain i*^ upon which his Majefty was 
Haid three tboufand crowns per month, 
when perhaps, in a whole year, he had 
not received two thonfand pounds from 
dli his friends in England. 

ft was on the Pyrcnean Eeace, concluded 
between France and Spain in the year 
x6c9^ that Charles refted all his hopes of 
reftoration* For this purpofe he dif- 
tatched the Mar<}uis of Ormond to 
ihouloufe, there to expeft the coming of 
Cardinal Mazarine, in order to dirpol'c 
liini in fiivour of his Majelty \ the Car- 
dinal, who, it aftorwards appeared, re- 
garded hue little the Kine'sintereft,. took 
another route j io the Marquis, mHrmg 
lum, wa« obliged to go by Berne and 
Bayonne to the place of treatv, where 
Sir Hennr Bconet, afterwards Lord Ar- 
lington, hit Maje^U Miniftei*^ was dif- 
finsaU things, and particularly. on the 
am(h (ide, for his Majefty*s coming. -~ 
Vol. XXXk Ma&cu 17^7* 



Cardinal Mazarine however prevailed | 
the Treaty between thefe two Crowns was 
concluded in November; but contained 
not one fyllable relative to his Majeky's 
restoration, or in any degree to his per* 
fonal advantage. 

Ah his la(t re fource, and in order as it 
is fuppofed to form fome alliance to I'up* 
poit himfelf, a match was propofed to 
the old Princcfs of Orange for his Ma- 
jcfty, with" the Lady Mary, her third 
daughter, and one of the aunts to the late 
King William (then Prince of Orange) { 
but the old Princcfs had fuch little hopcS 
of his Majcfty's change of fortune at that 
time (though it fo Tuddenly followed), 
that ftic tx(:ufed the matter " on her being 
wholly under the proteOion of the States 
Gtmrralj and that all things of that pub- 
lic nature ought to begin with them. 

This Lady Mary was afterwards mar- 
ried to the Count or Embden, ^nd prove4 
the fruitful mother of many children. 

It was Francifco de Melo, Arabafla- 
dor then (1^59) in London (and who 
dreaded theeffe^sof the Pyrenean Peace, 
if England did not prevent ihera), who 
told Cj^ncral Monk, the King's prime 
agent, that if the king ihould be called 
heme, the Spaniards would cenftrain 
him to furrender Dunkirk before they 
would let him go out of their hands. 

It was this lame Ambaflador that pof- 
felTed General Klonk of the advantage of 
marrying the Infanta of Portugal to thr 
King J that the high confidcration of 
Tangier and Bombay fbould be given, 
■with the free trade of all their dominions, 
and fome millions of cruzadoes. By 
the fame channel Mr. Morrice (the then 
confidant of General Monk) was en- 
gaged ; and when he become Sir William 
Morrice, and Secretary of Sute (though 
originally but a private Gentlemen of the 
northern provinces), he negotiated th* 
treaty of marriage, and the whole of it 
wa» managed through his ufike ; fo that 
ft was the General firft propoied this 
match to his Majefty, alrhoueh it wai 
oftcniibly carried on by Lord Chancellor 
Hyde> who had at firftthecredit^and af» 
terwards the diJ'grace of iu 
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Of KmgCharlet't attachment to theCa- 
tholk Rdigion, even m the* affair of his 
marriage » the following Anecdote is re- 
lated by Sir Robert Southwell^ who had 
it §pom James Duke of Orniond :— 
** At-the time that the marriage was in

He was deeply veriad in aottent ^nd' 
modern learning } underftood poetry, 
painting, and mufic ; had a taite> and 
a libenuityeqtfal to that tafte, in the col* 
le£lion of books, manu fer ipts, &c. and 
was a good praAical ehemift; which 
laft he lor fome v«ars before his death in* 
dulged in coiUitemblyi it the expcnoe of 
his private fortune. 

He waa reckoned by a Noble LorA 
now living,' a near rebtien of his, and wb4 
is in poflelfioix of many private traiti of 
their ceimnon anceftcr Charles the 8c« 
cond, to be more Hke that Monarch la 
his pitafures, his pwrfuitSt vid Ibtne of 
his tailings, thfta any of hia fucccf- 
fors. 

He had the beft libriry of any piivate 
Gentleman of his time, aixi, perhaps* ay 
w«ll arranged. His method was, vHien' 
he began aclafs, either in aru or foiencest 
to continue buying tMrincipally in that 
dafs till ho bad completed it.

ever riline till evening, and then fitting 
up the btft part of the night, either in li- 
terary focieties or parties of play. 

Soon after his death, which happened 
about fixtecn years ago, Pr. Johiv- 



fon gave the foliowiAg chancer of him 
' at the Club : — he laid, he was the moft 
general man in his knowledge, and pof- 
lefled the greatctt dexterity of i^id in 
convcriation, he ever knew ; he hit the 
fconeft,the hardei^, and faireft, cf any aa- 
tagonill i and fcldcm attempted to aigue 
without fucceeding in thofe three points. 
He then continued, " he had, however, 
^reat ill- nature about him ; and at times 
It itemed to give him the greateJl pka- 
fure to lay the molt malitious things of 
his heft friends i not that I believe he 
would aS upon this, and do a deliberate 
milchief to any one $ it feemed to be the 
mere indulgence of a jealous or petulant 
moment."

T WAS not ignorant of the allufion to

nor am I i[nuch affe^ed by it. So long as 
the fair judges to whom I appealed de- 
cide in my favour, J am very little con- 
cerned what any grave commentatoi may 
urge in onpofition to their decree, wh ch, 
on a question of this fort, J confider as 
abfolute and irreverfiblo. If it would 
not look too much like difrcfpe^ to the 
acknowledged authority of the court, 
to offer any thing in their lupf^ort, I 
might mention that Pope's Annctator 
himfdf thinks the reverend father's ex- 
poAtion far-fetthsdy though ingenious. 
Add to this' the appropriate meaning -of 
the word O \ PIZPTON, juttifying, as it 
does beyond all controvcrfy, the turn 
which OUT friend S. has given in his 
verfion to thefe intcrcfting lines.

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•T' HIS learned enquiry' into a very re« 
^ condite queition of ancient geogra- 
phy will fcarceiy be confidered as a proper 
hibje^ for criticifxn in a popular Mifcel- 
lany. There is^another reafon which 
would induce us to forbear a minute in- 
▼eftigation of it. A very (kilful Eafttm 
geographei* is about to publifh the refult 
of meicarches relative to tnc fame country ; 
aod till Major Rennell has declared an 
opinion either confirming or contradict- 
ing Dr. Vincenfs ConciufionSi it would 
be prefumption in us to agitate this quef- 
tion. 

On the fubjcft of the autbenticity of the 
Journal of Hear cbus^ we think with Dr. 
Vincent, that the Enchanted Jjland 
of which he fpeaks, and the miraculous 
origin of the Ictbjo^bagr, cannot be con- 
tjdered as impeaching his veracity. His 
own belief in tbefe wonders, which, how- 
ever, he fcems not to have implicitly 
given, is no evidence of local ignorance, 
«r prefumption of falfehood . The mode 
of procuring a fu/>ply of water on the 
Coaft of Makran, fy opening pits upon 
the beacbi which prevailed in the days of 
Alexander accordmg to Nearchus, and 
b alfo the refort of the modern na^tgator^ 
ontweighs a thotuand arguments ^^nft 
the general truth of his narration, derived 
from the ignorance or the vanity of the 
hiftorian. 

The two leaipied DiiTertatlons . at the 

clofe of the work, by the Bifliop and Mr. 

Wales^ whatever be their acutenefs of 

ibrQnohgical refearcbt might, for any

important purpofe that can be anfwertd 
by this work, quite as well have been 
omitted. They both prove, by different 
modes of elaborate mathematical im/ef-^ , 
ttgation, what our Author mi^ht have 
found, if he had fought for it, in the Latin 
edition of Ufber's tpbemeriu Whether 
this was any very important difficulty, 
the Reader will be the better able to judge 
when we inform him, that it was to fettle 
whether the departure of the fleet of Ne- 
archus from its firft ftation was on the 
firji Qxfecond of Oftober ! It iS here- 
after to be confidered, by the learned, ai 
fixed for thc/r>?. 

Though it be very true, that much of 
this volume is employed in difquifitions 
in which few will be anxious for accurate 
information, yet there are to be found in it 
feveral intereft'mg btftoricalfa£fsy and fe- 
veral curious critical obfervntions. The 
charafter of Alexander, which is very 
juftly drawn, exhibits him not only a« 
an irrejiflible conqueror^ but as a pro* 
found and prefcient politician. His con- 
duft towards the countries he fubdued | 
his plan for the fcundation of the Alex* 
andria of Egypt 5 and the fcheme of that 
navigation, wnich is the fubjeft of ihe 
work before us, art evidences of this 
which no reafoning can fubvert. To 
bring the wealth and commerce of the 
Indies within the reach of his European 
fubje^Sf bv the intervention of the Per- 
fian Gulph, was an undertaking not 
merely of^ unexampled maj^fianirrnty, but 
•i uncommon fagacity 9Xii dlfiemmnn, 
Z The 
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The greatcft difficulty arofe from the 
choice of a proper peribn to condufl fo 
new aiid perilous an enterprize. The 
Toluntary tffer made of his ferviccs to 
Alexander by the jiutborof t be Jovk sal 
removed evenr delay and obftniftion. 
The men deftined to the embarkation no 
longer confidered the expedition as deipe- 
rate, when they found a man fo much in 
the king's favour and confidence was to 
be the commander j and one whom they 
knew he would not have expofed co Inevi- 
table danger. Alacrity fucceeded to 
terror : the (hips were equipped, not only 
tritb what was neceflary, but with great 
fplendor, the officers vying with each 
©ther who ihould colleft the ocft men for 
the /ervice, and have his complement 
mod effe^ive. Succefs was anticipated, 
and defpair fnbdued/* 

Thecirciunftances that occurred to Ne- 
mrchus on his coming to land on the 
fleet's arrival at the mouth of the Ana- 
mis, and on his firft interview with the 
King, are interelting and pathetic. 

** One of the parties he fent out to ex- 
plore the country accidentally fell in with 
a ftraggler, whofc drefs and language 
•lifcovered him to be a Grtek j tears bnrft 
from their eyes upon feemg once more a 
native of their own country, and hearing 
©nee more the found of their own lan- 
ruage. They leamt that he had not long 
left the army, and that the camp was at 
«o great diltance. They inftantly hnr- 
ried the ftranger with all the tumult of 
joy to Nearchus j in his prefence the fame 
happy difcovery was repeated, with af- 
fuiances that the King was within five 
days journey. 

" Nearchus immediately fet out to find 
the King, with Archias and five or fix 
others 5 and in his progrefs fortunately 
iell in with a party from the army, whicn 
had been fent out with horfes and carnages 
for his accommodation. The Admiral 
and his attendants, from their appearance, 
might have paiTcd umioticcd. Tlieir 
kair long and ncglefted, their garments 
decayed, their countenance pair and 
veather-vvom, and their perfons emacia- 
ted with famine and fatigu«, fcarcely 
roufed the attention of the friends they 
encountered. They were Greeks how- 
ever} and of Greeks it was natural to en- 
quire after the army, and where it was 
BOW encamped. An anfwer was given 
to their enquiry ; but ftill they were nei- 
ther recognized by the party, nor was any 
queltion a(ked in return. Juft as they 
tr«r« itparating from each other, <<AiiVir« 



cdly,*' iays Archias, " this mull be f 
party fent out for our relief : for on what 
other account can they be wandering about 
the defert ? There is nothing ftrange in 
their palling us without notice, for our 
very appearance is a difguife. Let us id- 
di-els them once more." 

<' Nearchus accordingly enquired whicli 
way they were bending their courfe } 
•* We are in fearch of Nearchus and his 
people," replied the Officer :— "And I 
am Nearchus," faid the Admiral, " and 
this is Archias j take us under your con- 
duct, and we will ourfelves report our 
hiftory to the King." 

"While they were upon their progrefs^ 
fome of the horfemen, impatient to carry 
the news of this happy event, fct off to 
inform the King, that Nearchus and 
Archias were arrived, with fivt or fix at- 
tendants. This fuggcftcd to Alexander, 
that the reft of the people had perifhed, 
either by famine or fhipwreck. During 
this interval, Nearchus and his atten- 
dants arrived. It wa» not without diffi- 
culty that the King difcovered who they 
were, under the difguife of their appear- 
ance } and this circumftance contributed 
to confirm him in his miAake } imaein* 
ing: that both their perf<?ns and their dreft 
belpoke ftjipwreck, and tiic deftru^Uon 
of the fleet. He held out. his hand how- 
ever to Nearchus, and led him afide from 
his guards and attendants, without being 
able to utter a viford. As foon as they 
were alone he hurft into tears, and conttfi 
nucd weeping for a confidcrable time J till 
at length recovering, in fonae decree, his 
compofure, «* Nearchus," fays he, " I 
feel fome fatisfa6lion in finding that yoi| 
and Archias have efcapcd j but tell mc 
where, and in what manner, did my fleet 
and my people perifh ?"— « Your fleet," 
replied Nearchus, ** is allfafe 5 your peo- 
ple are fafe, and we are come to bring 
you the account of their prcfervation." 
Tears, but from a different fourctr, now 
fell much fafter from his eyes : *< Where 
then are my (hips ?" fays ne. *« At the 
Anamis," replied Nearchus, « all fafe 
on fliore, and preparing for the comple- 
tion of the voyage."—" By the Libyan 
Ammon and the Jupiter of Greece I 
fwear to you," rejoined the King, <* that 
I am more h&ppy at receiving this inteU 
ligence than in being the conqueror of 
all Ada j for I flioukl have confidered the 
failure of this expedition as a counter- 
balance to all the glory 1 have acquired." 

" Such was the reception of the Admi- 
nJ««>The joy wat now oniver^ throu^ 
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army ; a foltmn facrifice was proclaimed 
in honour of Jupiter the Prefcrver, of 
Hercules, of Apollo the Avcrter of De- 
llruAion, of Neptune, and of every deity 
<>f the ocean 5 the gamei were celebrated, 
and a fplendid {>rcceflion exhibited, in 
Mrhich Nearchus was the principal oma- 
"ttient of the pomp, and toe obje6l which 
claimed the attention of every eye. Flow. 
<rs and chaplets were wreathed for his 
head, and uiowered upon him by the 
c^rateful multitude; whUe the iiiccefs of 
Eis enterprise was proclaimed by their 
acclamationf^ and celebrated in their 
>biigs." 

Xfae particulars of the laft iickntfi} and 
<death of Alexander, as related in his 
i^ioryf and handed down to u« both 
by Plutarch and Arrian, are curious. 
'Tihey contain a fuMcient refiitation of 
the vul^ opinion th;at this hero periflied 
Jby poiion. 

It af»pears that Alexander had given a 
fplendid entertainment to Nearcbus and 
bis Officers j at the conclufion of which, 
as he was returning to his palace, he was 
net by Medius, who had been feafting a 
party of his military friends, and now re- 
queued the favour of the King*s compa- 
py to do honour at the banquet. That 
night and the following day went fpent in 
feftivity j and it is not extraordinary 
that fome fy^lptoms of fever were iht 
coniequences oi this excefs* The Diary 
fromroences here. 

•* Month Darfius 18th. The King 
bathed, and, finding the fever upon the 
Increaie, fleptat the bathing-houle. 

(** The Oeeping at the bathing-houfe 
is explained by ^Arrian, who ftates, that 
he was conveyed on his bed to the /river 
tfide, and carried over to a garden- houfe on 
the oppofite fhorc.) " On this day orders 
were imied for the land-forces to he rea- 
dy to march on the aid, and the fleet to 
be prepared to move on the a 3d. 

" 19th. The King bathed ; went from 
the Bath to his chamber ; palTcd the day 
at dice with Medius ; bathed again in 
the evening ; attended the facrif^ces in a 
litter $ tooIcnouriihmenty^^sr/A^/K^ in the 
evening the fever incireafed j and the 
night was pafled in great perturbation ; 
orders were iflued for the omcers to attend 
en the next morning. 

« »oth. The King bathed 5 attended 
facrifices at before j converfcd while in 
the Bath with Nearchus upon his voyage 
from India, and gave him frefti orders to 
be ready on the a^d. 

«< »ift. The King bathed 5 attended 
the ^frifices in the inornirg \ fcund no 



abatement of the difordcr; tranfa^cd 
bufmefs with the OflScers ; gave direc- 
tions about the fleet j bathed again in the 
evening ; the fever ft ill incrcaied. 

** 22d. The King removed into an 
apartment near the Bath j attended the 
iacrihces j the fever now ran very high, 
and opprelTed him much j he nevcrthelels 
ordered the principal Officers to attend, 
and repeated his ofderi in rteard to the 
fleet. ^ ^ 

23d. The King was conveyed to the 
facrifices with great difficulty j but iflued 
firefh orders to the Naval Officers, and 
converfed about filling up the vacancies 
in the army. • 

*< 24Jth. The King wasmtich moreop- 
preiled, and the fever much increafed. 

** 25th. The King was now finking 
faft under the diforder, but ifTued freiti 
orders for the Generals to attend in the 
palace, and the Officers of rank to be in 
waiting at the gate. He fuffered flill more 
towards the evening, and was conveyed 
back again over the river from the garden 
to the palace. Here he obtained a fhort 
repofe; but, upon his awaking, when 
the Generals were admitted, though he 
retained his fenfes and knew them, he had 
loft the power of utterance. 

** 26th. The fever had made a rapid 
progrefs all night, and continued without 
abating during the day. 

** 27th. The foldiers now clamoroufly 
demanded to be admitted, wifhing to iei; 
their Sovereign once more if he were 
alive, and luipe^inff that he was dead 
and his death concealed. They were fuf- 
fered therefore to pafs through the apart* 
ment in Angle files without arms, and 
the King raifed his head with difficulty, 
holding out his hand to them, but could 
not fpeak. 

« 28th. In the evening the King ex* 
pired.'' 

This Journal, which fo regularly re- 
cords the progrcfs of Alexander's malik- 
dy, fufficiently proves that the notion of 
his having been deftroyed by treachery it 
a conjefhire witheut foundation. Plu- 
tarch entirely difcredits the ftorv ; and 
adds, that it was not heard of till fome 
years after, when Olympias wifhed to caft 
odium on the family of Anttpater* Dr. 
V. very juftly obfervcs, *« that the vio- 
lence of Alexander's paffions, the perpe- 
tual application of his mind, and tne ex- 
celfcs of the table, are fully fufficient t# 
furnifh caufes of difTolntion, without 
having recourfe to trtafon and confpi- 
racy.*' 
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In the Notes to this work there occur 
occafionally ^ort clarfical remarks, from 
which may be gleaned Ibmc amyfement ■ 
and fome mftruSion. At page 1 86, Dr. 
Y. teJls us, « tliat the <fl^J^»a^, or halt- 
decked veflfels of Nearchus, are exa^Iy 
the veflels of Homer's age, th^ fore-part 
and waift open for the rowers, with a 
deck raifedover the hinder part. This in 
Homer is called (x^tov* and tormed an ele- 
vation on which the fteerfman ftood. On 
this deck, or under it, the perfons on 
toard fometimcs llept : which the Poet 
calls fleeping Ttcp» TpVfAviio-iet nv>i» 
Od. M. 32. For thefe, perhaps, the ca- 
bles were coiled ; but when a whole crew 
was to flecp on board, this was impofli- 
ble, and the fufFeririg was in proportion 
^o the confinement. "This makes Ulyfles 
tjcmplain, that rcftraint on fliip-board 
rendered his limbs rigid, and unfit for 
gymnallicexercife. **Hc therefore," fays 
•Dr. V. in another place (page a;98), 
*« never flept in the after-part of the ftiip, 
when he could find another bed . n^/biy^ata 



are properly the cables at the ftem, hi^ 
perhaps the after part of the veflel lik^- 
wife J whether, when they ilept on boaix), 
va^» v^Vfji9n(ncf, they Aept on the nc^Mt, 
or under it, their lodging n^uft have been 
very incommodious .'* 

Our readers arc not to conclude, Brom 
thefe fpecimens of Dr. V.*s work, which 
wc have fcleftcd for their entertainment, 
th^t it is in general cither ottical or ^^/^ 
toricaL It is in itriflnefs a minute gro- 
graf>bical difquijitton ; and all the rc» 
marks that relate not to that fubjcft are 
occqfional only, and tncidental. Xhofr', 
and tbofe only^ who are rnterefted in 
knowing to what extent and with wrhat 
accuracy the gengrapbical fciences ^wrcr^ 
poflefled by the ancients, will be much 
gratified by thefe lucubrations. Even 
fuch perfons can derive m> delight from 
them, but in proportion as they fhall ap- 
pear to be founded in good fenft^ m op-^ 
pofition to fable^ hfpothefii^ and conjee* 
ture.

fpHIS volume, with fhiall prctenfions to 
■■• novelty, contains much ufeftilinfor- 
fnation and inftruftion. This Mr. G, 
will undoubtedly confider as the beft 
praife. ^tiil it muft be admitted, that a 
pook can only be ufeful in proportion afs 
it is read. We wifli, therefore, that our 
Author had adopted the fame method 
which he obfcrvcd in his ** Eff/ui'ry in- 
io the Duties of Me/r,'' and illuHrated 
his moral theory by fa^s and ex^efi^ 
ineHts, ' We recollei^ hardjy more than 
one inftance of this in the pages we are 
examining.. The ftile too pf this work, 
though flowiniy fl^gant, and accurate, 
IS deficient in energy and* tnfettffi. 
Tliefe laft arc qualities in which Dr. Pa- 
ley's ethical compofitions excel. Without 
thtm, or fomcthmg which, like them, 
flrikci flrongly on tbe i/rta;^:nation, few 
works of a dida&ic cbaraSer can have 
an cxtenfive circulation. ' 

Thefe obfcrv'ation';» arife from a fmcere 
refpc6l for Mr. G.'s abilities and inten- 
tions. We wifh, as wc are furehe wiihes, 
them to be uniVerfally beneficial \ and he 
knows, as 'well as we, that this can 
only be accomplipitd by the fkilful admix- 
ture of the duke with the utile. How- 
-ever arduous the talk, Mr.G. mufkdeW 
io have it faid, for a far better motive 
^]^ a reputation among mpitalsi

In treating on Ffmale Educatio/ty Mr. 
G. 'difapproves of the employment of 
emulation to excite his fair pupils to dili- 
gence and exertion. He remarks, that 
whatever may be thought, by different ob- 
fervers, as to the degrees in which it en- 
larges the Turn of intelle6lual attainments » 
yet among thole who judge fi-om expe- 
rience; there can be but one opinion as 
to the refplt of its operation on the dif^ 
pofiiions of the heart. Of all the prin- 
ciples of a6lioh he accounts it as one of 
the moft dangerous ; iHmulating and 
nourifhing fome of the darkefl pafTions 
of the human mind, and fuhvertin^ 
thofe motives which it is one main pur- 
bofe of Chriitianity t6 inculcate and en- 
force. Self-conceit, a fupertilious con- 
tempt of perfons fuppofed, and often 
faiieiy fuppofed, of inferior attainments \ 
pronenefs to fufpc^ teachers of being 
prejudiced and partial, and endeavours to 
conciliate their favour by fineCfe ; a fc- 
cret wifh to retard' the progrefs of fuc- 
cefsftil competitors $ an envicus defire to 
"detra6> from their merits j and an aver- 
fjon to their fociety, with an iniKffcrcucc 
^o their welfarei are among its ufipl 
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He acknowledges that a tesdency to 
ihfele maiienant fcelingc and artf^il manoeu* 
vres is iimerent in human nature, and not 
to be attributed to emuiatton alone. Bpt 
fiill he aOerts, that emulation is the a2;ent 
wrhich, perhaps at every period of life, 
and undoubtedly in (;hildbood and youths 
fan^ them into a flame. 

But muft we not then, in the procefs 
of i^JtruQion^ employ the influence of 
compariibn -end example ? Js it not 
lawful to apply to children a fiimulus^ 
^hich is applied with viiible advantage 
to jE.indle ardour, and to confirm good 
condu6l, ^n ma.tui'er years ? Mr. G. in 
^eply to thele queflions obferves, judi- 
cibMily, that to compare our own conduct 
^nd attainments with thofe of others, 
that we may more clearly fee our defers, 
and be incited to imitate a meritorious 
example, is a pra6lice in many cafes both 
j;iftifiable and ufeful. It is therefore to 
be recommended on fuitable occafions, 
^and with proper explanation, to thofe to 
yvhora we iippart tnftruclion. But to 
compare that wc may imitate^ !« not the 
^iune thing as to compare that we may r/- 
^al : and emulation includes, not in name 
pnly, but in r^ity, the Ipirit of r/i/o/- 
Jbtp. 

There is, undoubtedly, much good 
ienle and nK>ra) wiidom in thefe remarlcs ; 
. yet we queftion whether excellence in any 
^lent will witliout rrjal/b:p be ever ac- 
quired. How far our happineis or opr 
utility may be increafed by excellence f is 
an enquiry of deeper refearch ; but eX' 
fellence prefentf itfelf as a glittering 
prize, which mortals will always pant to 
pbtain. 

In the Chapter on Female Converfa' 
iiom and Epiflotary Correfpondence^ Mr. 
'G. reprehends thp levity of dtftoitrfe in 
which women, even of improved imder- 
landings, occaftonally indulge. 

Take his penfure in his own words, 
^hich feem the rcfuit of actual and acute 
obiervation 1 

<* It is not only to women of moderate 
capacity that hours of trifling and flip- 
pant converfatioh are found acceptable. 
To thofe of fuperior talents they are not 
tmfrequently known to give a degree of 
entertainment, greater than on flight con- 
i6dcrati©n we might have expelled. The 
flatter, however, may eafily be explained. 
Many women who are endowed with 
flrong mental powers are little inclined 
to the trouble of exerting them. They 
Jove to indulge a fupine vacuity of 
thou^t } liften to nonienfe without dif- 
fatistadioQi bcpulb to lillen to it re- 



quires no effort y neither iearch nor 
prompt others to feaixh, deeper than the 
furfaccof the pafllog topic ot difceurfe t 
and were it not for an cccafional remark 
that indicates difcemment, or a look of 
intelligence which gleams through the 
liflleflhefs of floth, would icaicely b^ 
fufpe£ted of judgment and penetration. 
Wnile thefe perions rarely Iccm, in the 
common intercourre of life, to turn their 
abilities to the advantage either of them, 
felves or of their friends, others, gifted 
with equal talents, are tempted to mif* 
apply them by the conicioulnefs of poi^ 
feiling them. Vain of their powers, and 
of their dexterity in the uic ot them, they 
cannat refjft the impulfe which they feel 
to lead a pert and coxccmical young mtn| 
whenever he falls in their way, to expole 
himfelf. The prattle which they de- 
fpife they encourage, becauie ^t amuief 
them by rendering the fpeaker ridiculoua. 
They lead him on, unlufpicious of their 
deijgn, and fecretly pluming himfelf on 
the notice which he attradls, and on hit 
own happy talents of rendering himielf 
agreeable, and delighted the moft when 
he is mofl the objea of derilion, from one 
ftep of folly to another. By degrees they 
contra^ an habitual relifli for the fliie of 
converfation which enables them at once 
to difplay their own wit, and to gratity 
their paiiion for mirth and their talte for 
the ludicrous. They become inwardly 
impatient when it flags, and more impa-* 
tient when it meets with interruption* 
And if a man of grave afpe^, and more 
wakeful refle£lion, prefiimes to ftep within 
the circle, they afiail the imwelcome in- 
truder with a volley of brilliant raillery 
and fparkling repartee which bears down 
knowledge and learning before it, and 
convulie the delighted auditors with peals 
of laughter, while he labours in his 
heavy accoutrements after his light-armed 
antagonift, and receives at every turn 
a fliower of arrows, which he can neither 
parry nor withftand.'* 

|n the Chapter (the IXth) on Amu/em 
ntentSi Mr. G. lays fo many reftraintt 
on the enjoyment of Dramatic entertain* 
men/3 as amounts to a prohibition* He 
permits it, fecmingly, only in the cafe ** in 
which its fuperintendance is committed 
to legal authority, which would prevent 
the Stage from being rendered an inftru- 
ment ef political machioiations and of 
perfonai calumny ^ and aUb purify it from 
mcidents, expremon8> and allufions, of- 
feniive to modefly and injurious te 
morals.'? ^ 
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Flauiible as this opinion may be in 
tbtcry, we doubt whether the power or 
iuilucnce of a Court, or even the taftc and ^ 
learning of a i^on/ Chamber iain, will ever 
operate any very important iinprovtment in 
the province ot the Drama j ai:dif A^/7;>/7y 
itlclr, as he wilhcs, were to interfere, the 
Theatre i« too flight a fubjcft for its per- 
manent cognizance. It muft be dire6led 
in its controul of the Stage by eyes and 
cars, fbmctimes not betur i nj armed j and 
leldc.m leis corrupt, than the writers and 
a£lors tliey would correft. 

li^. Mr. G/s reprobation oi Svndcty Cod- 
ten J, we very heartily concur with him. 
Our Author in fpeaking of the tm^ 
fhyment of time, recommends a practice 
not often attended to, but not on that ac- 
count lefs ultlul and ornamental ; the 
€»mmitun^ iq memoijf it\t6i and ample 
portions of foitic compojutons, *« Ihe 
■tnind is thus ftored with a treafure of 
ientiments and ideas, combined by wri- 
tp-s of traniicendant genius and vigorous 
imagination, clothed in appropriate and 
glowing language, and imprtlled by the 
powejs of haimony. 1 he poetry, how- 
ever, ihould be kltft. It fliould be luch 
as Diay tlcvatc the heart with devotion j 
Etid energy and grace to precepts of mo- 
rality J kindle benevolence by pathetic 
nairalive; or prelent vivid piflufes of 
the grand and beautiful in the fcenery 
of nature. Such, 'Mays Mr. G. **are 
the works of, Ni ikon, of Thomfon, of 
Gray, of MaA n, and of Cowpcr. By 
thcie means the fcenery of nature will be 
contcmphted with nevr pleafure; the 
tafie will be called forth, exerciled, and 
roiTe^ed ; and the judgment firengthened 
^d informed.'' 

Were we to add any thing to this ad- 
vice, it would be to add cccaiionally 
fboftnpojfogeiin profe, i'oeiryhn^ the 
9dvan(at;e of a rradier hold on the facul- 
ties ; at.d tor that very reaion is not fo 
^rong an cxerciie of the mind. Befides, 
the image 1 in profe have commonly a 
more cxad ccntormity with their arche- 
t}'pes, and aic mere generally wimtcd as 
fxasKpks to ibejuir itrUcr, 

Mr. G. at the z'^^xh page difcuAes 
?r^d confutes the, commonly -received no- 
twt^i itat It formed rakts make the btfl 
hycandi, he conftdcrs the Drama as 
havii;g laid the ioundation of this opi- 
nicn, by carrying its hero through fcur 
entire ati b, and thlee quarters of the 6fth, 
with a chaia6iei' uniformly inunoral and 
ur.prircipled 3 which he lays afidc, like 
a wirn-cut iuit,'in the cataltrophe, and 
is luppcitd 10 btccmc in a moment radi- 



cally virtuous. It muil be acknowkdgrd 
that there is fuch an improbable folly as 
this to be found in many noveU omJ 
plays. It is aUo true, that men can only 
be eftimated with any degree of certainty 
by their halnts. On the other hand, there 
is gene; ally fomc foundation for ^o^isr 
ai/oihfgms and conciufioHS, Rcfcrma- 
tion decs ccruinly fomettmes take place 
mfome. Thefe iurcly will be indulgent 
to finall tranigreflions, when they know 
themlelves to have committed lar great- 
er j and muft receive with gratitude marks 
of afl'edion, which they have felt only by 
their return to virtue. 

It is in the application of this rule to 
pra8:cey as in other cafes, that the diiE<r 
culty lits. For how (hall we diULnguiOi 
the penitent from the hypocrite T And 
when is the danger paii of a relaj^/c i» 
'Vice? 

In tht Chapter on the Duties of Mom 
ti'tmonial UJCiMT, G. ccniures, with be- 
coming fpirit, the artifice recomnneiided 
by iome pfeudo-moralifts^ of concealing 
from the hufband a fupcriority of under- 
(landing, lelt there ihould Icem a difpofi* 
tion to rivalihip. He rcn^rks very tru- 
ly, that in general it is not Xiaitfenfe in 
woman that offends 5 it is rather fbrae 
quality or dii'pofition which has no natu- 
ral connef^ion with it. Either it is ar- 
rogance, or impatience of contradiftioOy 
or rcludance to dilcern and acknowledge 
error, which render the manners of wo- 
men overbearing, their temper irritable^ 
and thei r prejudices obftinate . I f female 
talents be meed with fimplkity, looet" 
humour^ ana modeftyy there is fcafcely a 
hu(band's heart which they will not warm 
with delight. 

In a lublequent part of the fame head 
of infti-u£lion, the circumftances arc dif- 
cufled of female reUuhns of tbi 
majier or of the miftrefs of the bottfisf 
** who, though admitted to live in th^ 
parlour, are m truth humble depemUnti^ 
received cither from motives ot charity, 
cr for the fake of being made uleiiil in 
the conduct of domeilic afiairs, or of be- 
ing companions to their prote^befi 
when the latter is not otherwilc engaged 
or amufed." 

We have net room for the quotation at 
length on this topic \ — we can only inierC 
the two concluding pafikges. 

« Is it the part ot 6riendlhip, of liberal 
prote^ion, to harra(o her with difficul- 
ties, to enfnare her fiucerlty, to efiabllih 
her in the petty arts of cunning and adu- 
lation ? Rather difmifs her v/;th feme 
iici^ pittance of bounty to iiearch in ob- 
^ T fcurity 
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icuiity for an honcft maintenance, than 
to' retain her to learn hypocrify and to 
teach you arrogance, to be corrupted and 
to corrupt.'' 

Thefe fentiments are no lefs fpirited 
than juft, and are well worthy the confi- 
deratlon of females in the higher claffesy 
who are often very capricious and tyran- 
nical rulers of their unfortunate proe- 
gees. The lalt fentence is a happy appli- 
cation of a ftrong and brilliant remark of 
Tacitus. 

Our Author Is, for the moft part, 
erave and folemn ; he relaxes, however, 
iometimes into ridkuie anei humour. 
Thus, for inftance, he defcribes a female 
fajbi OH able mcrm ng • 

•* What is called the morning is fwal- 
lowed up in driving from itreet to ftrect, 
from fquare to fquare, in purfuit of pcifons 
whom (he is afraid of difcovering, in 
knocking at doors where (he dreads being 
admitted. Time is frittered away in a 
fort of fmall intercourfe with numbers 
for whom fhc feels little regard, and whom 
flic knows to ieel as little for hcrlclf. 
Yet every thing breathes the fpirit of 
cordiality and attachment. The pleaiure 
txprefled at meeting is fo warm, the en- 
quiries after each other's health fo minute, 
the foHcitude if either party has caught 
a cold at the laft Opera fo extreme, that 
» ftranger to the ways of high life, and to 
the true value of words in the modern 
dictionaries of compliment, would be in 
aAoniihment at fuch eifufions of difmtereft- 
cd benevolence. Invitation fucceeds in vita- 
don 5 engagement preflcs on engage- 



ment : etiquette offers, foiin accepts, and 
indifference aflumes the air of gratitiide 
and rapture.*' 

Mr. G. aflcrts in a note, what wa 
fliould hope is not often true, that the 
wives of ihopkeepers in London will ailr 
more than the real price of an article 
from ready money cujlomers^ with the view 
of pocketing the cxcefs themfelves \ and 
if deleted in the fraud plead ignorance 
of the value. It is difficult to lay whe- 
ther fuch condu6l be more injurious to 
the individual or to the public. 

There is a remark in the Chapter 9m 
Parental Du/ies, taken from Dr. Henry 'i 
Hidory of England, which explains the 
attitude of Margaret Roper in the very 
curious 'ancient picture of Sh- Thomas 
Mare's Family by Holbein. Dauehterty 
though women, were not anciently per- 
mitted to fit or repofe themiclves, other«« 
wife than by kneeling on a cufhtoD^ 
until their mother departed. 

From the above account of Mr. G.'t 
book it evidently appears well worthy 
the attention of ally and the diligent p^ 
rufalof the gender /ex. As the ladiesy 
however, ftill more perhaps than men, 
delight to blend amulement with their 
weightier concerns, we muff repeat our 
wifii that the theory laid down had bcfn 
more freouently enlivened hy falls ^ and 
illuifrated by examples. The moralift 
might not, indeed, in that cafe have de-^ 
femjed more fuccefs^ but we are lure he 
would have obtained it.

Narrative of a Five Years Expedition againft the revolted Negrroes of Surinam, ift 
Guiana, on the Wild Coaft of South America, firom the Year 177a to 1777, elu- 
cidating the Hiffory of that Country, and defcribing its Produftions, viz. Qua- 
drupcdcs. Birds, Fifhes, Reptiles, Trees, Shrubs, Fruits, and Roots : with an 
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THE Thirteenth Aaptcr of the Firft 
Volume opens with an account ot a 
very happy eftablifhment enjoyed by our 
Author at a military ftation, called toe 
Hope^ where he was in the principal 
command, on the Cimmewine River, in 
Surinam . Here his felicity was confider- 
ably augmented by a viut from fome 
friends -jl Paramaribo, who gave him the 
addrefs of Meffrs. Paifalage and Son, at 
4mllerdaniy the new propri«tori af his 



favourite mulatto, whom they alfo d»: 
fired him to take with him to the Hope. 
This propofal he moft joyfully complied 
with; and -immediately fet his flavcs tor 
work to build a houfe of Manicole ir«cf 
for her reception. 

In the mean time he wrote a letter to 
MelTrs. PafTalage and Son, to fay, that 
being under great obligations to one of 
their mulatto (laves, named Joanna, for 
having attended hipi during ficknefs, he 

requtfftcd 
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requeftcd that they wcmid permit him to 
purchaie her liberty without delay, and 
he would immediately remit to them the 
money. 

In ilx days his new dwelling was com- 
pleted. It coniifted of a parlour, which 
alfo ferved for a dining. room ; a bed- 
chamber, where alfo Uie baggage was 
fiowed J a piazza or fhed to (it under be« 
fore the door ^ a fmall kitchen detached 
from the houle, and a poultry-houfe ; the 
whole fituatcd on a Ipot by itfelf, com- 
roandine an enchanting profpcft on every 
fide, and furrounded with paling to keep 
off the cattle. The tables, itools, and 
benches, were all compoliKi of Manicole 
boards, the doors and windows were 

f warded with ingenious wooden locks and 
eys, that were the work of a negre. 
His houfe being thus far finiflied and 
furniflied, the next care was to lay in a 
fiock o^ provifions, which conilfted of a 
barrel of flour, another of lalted mackarel, 
which in that country are delicious, 
hams, pickled fauiages, Jamaica rum, 
tea, fugar, fpermaceti candles, two 
foreign Ihcep, and a hog, befides two 
dozen of fine fowls and ducks, prefented 
to him by Lucretia, Joanna's aunt. 

The Manicole Tree, the wood of which 
he employed for his habitationj^ he thus 
defcribes, with its ufes in building and 
furniture, in another part of his work : 

** The Manicole, which is of the 
Palm Tree fpecics, is about the thicknefs 
of a man's thigh, very ftrait, and grow- 
ing to the height of forty or fifty feet 
from the ground : theHrunk, which is 
jointed at the difttnce of two or three 
feet, is of a light brown colour, hard ex- 
ternally for the thicknefs of half an inch, 
Sut pithy like the Englifli Elder. On 
le top the tree fpreads its beautiful green 
boughs, with leaves hanging ftrait down- 
wards like filk ribbons, which form a 
kind of umbrella. 

*' The manner of ufing it for building 
huts or cottages, is by cutting the tiaink in 
pieces of as many teet long as you wi(h 
tp have the partition high ; which pieces 
Vc next fplit into fmall boards, the 
breadth of a man's hand, and divelled of 
their pithy fubftance, and then they aie 
fit for immediate ufe. Having cut and 
prepared as many of thefe laths as you 
want to furrcund the dwelling, you lafh 
them in a perpendicular pohtion, and 
cloic to each other, to two crofs bars of the 
fanjc tree fixed to the comer polls ; and 
the whole is cut and fliapcd by the ]>ill- 
hook alone, and tied together by nebees* 
Thefe lail arc a kicd ot li^eou» ropes of 



all fizes, both as to length and thicieoe^^/ 
which grow in the woods, and climb utf 
the trees in all direflions ; they are lo 
plentiful and wonderfully difncrfcd, that 
they make the fbreft appear like a large 
fleet at anchor, and kill many of the 
trees by mere compieflion . 

" With rcfpea to the roofing of thefe 
ilender habitations, it is done by the green 
branches of the fame Manicole that made 
the walls ; each branch, which can be 
compared to nothing io well as to the 
ihape of a feather, and which is as large 
as a man, muft be fplit firom the top to 
the bottom in two equal parts, as you 
would fplit a pen. When a number of 
thefe half boughs are tied together by 
their own verdure, and form a bunch, 
you take thefe bmiches, and tie them 
with nebees one above another, on the 
roof of the cottage, as thick as you pleaie^ 
and in fuch a manner that the verdurei 
which looks like the mane of a horfe, 
hangs downwards. This covering, 
which at firft is green, but foon takes 
thecolourof the Englifh reed-thatching, is 
very beautiful, lafting, and clofe, aind 
£ni(h<s the dwelling without the help of 
a hammer, or nails; doors, windows^ 
tables, feats, &c. are made in the fame 
manner ; fo are the indofures for gardens* 
and the places for keeping cattle.*' ' 

Having completed nis houle, Captain 
Stedman thus defcribes his fituation in 
it with his beloved companion. 

On the ift of April 1774 Joanna 
came down the river in the Fauconberg 
tent-boat, rowed by eight negroes, and 
arri>'ed at the Hope. I communicated 
to her immediately the contents of my 
letter to Holland, which (he received with 
that gratitude and modelly in her looks 
which fpoke more forcibly than any re- 
ply. I introduced her to her new habi- 
tation, where the plantation ilaves, irt 
token of refpcft, immediately brought 
her prefents of cafada, yams, bananas, 
and plantains, and never two people wera 
more completely happy. Free like th« 
roes in the foreft, and difencumbered 
of every care and ceremony, we breath- 
ed the pureft aether in our walks, and 
refrelhed our limbs in the limpid ftream « 
health and good fpirits were now agaio 
my portion, while my partner flouriftcJ 
in youth and beauty, the envy dud admiy 
ration of all the colony." 

The hapuinefs our authorenjoycd in thU 
Elyfian plantation was fuddenly hlaflc<l* 
by the fatal news of the death of Mr. 
Pailalag<^at Amfterdam, the gentleman ' 
to whcmi he had written to obttin hi< 
muiatto'it 
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iMilattd*« 9ianiu«uffioii $ atd whu re- 
4oubied hi^ 4i^c£i iru> the fituatkvD ia 
which (he proved to be, being likely to 
become a tpotber in the (piice of « few 
9)oath^. *' It was now that a tho:uiand 
horron intmdcd^'* %» he, " on ray »'e- 
|ei5kd (piott i not only my hhtvui, but 
9iy o^Fapiioe, «nuft become a flave, and a 
flave too under Xuch a Qovenunent ! Atfr. 
Paflab^, cm whom I reUi^, dead i— the 
whole eftate going to be ibid to a new 
OMNfteri— ^C^ild not bear it, was totaUy 
diibaiUd, ajyi muft have died of grier, 
had not the mildneis of her temper Aip- 
mrted me, by fuggefting the jiattering 
Aope that jLolkans ^ho hsu) recommended 
me to Mr. Pfd&lage) wculd lUU be our 
^ie»d.'' 

In .this diftrafled iituation our author 
^mCinued Cpr 6>aie months, till being at 
the houfe of a Mr. De Graav> in the Ca- 
favamra Creek, that Gentleman, ieeing 
him Seated by himJfelf on a fmsdl bridge 
Ahat led to a grove of orange-trees, with 
A fettled gloom upon his countenance, 
.took him by the hand, and addreHed him 
in the following manner : 

" Z am acquaiiUed, Sir, by Mr. Lol- 
JiMnsg of the caufe ot your juft di/lrefs. 
Jleaven never left a good intention unre- 
waxded. I have now the plealure to ac- 

Suaint vou, that Mr. Lude, of AmAer- 
am {the new proprietor of Fauconberg), 
has chofcn me for his adminiHrator } and 
tthat firam this day I iball pride mylelf in 
making it my buunefs to render you any 
Service with that Gentleman, as well as 
the virtuous Joanna, whoie deieryiog 
chamber has attra<^ed the attention of 
Xo many pcoptle, while your laudable con- 
' du£l redounds to your tailing honour 
thrppghout the Colony.*' 

Capt. Stedman received this informa- 
tion, as the reader will readily conceive, 
with gratitude and delight j as well as 
the iympathetic felicitations of feveral 
friends, both male and female, who were 
preibit at t^s viiit. 

While he was at Mr. De Graav*s eftate 
he law the dances of the Loango negroes, 
w)iich confUi from firft to laft q£ a icene 
of franton ia^ivious ^gedures ; .fuch a« 
Bothing but a heated imagination and 
^ cpn^t jpraltice xoiild enable them £0 
difplay. 4 befe dances ;ure pertormcd' to 
c^ 4>uod of a drupiy to which the ne- 
groes beat time by cbpping their hands j 
^9d ihey may be confidered as a kind of 
play or panttrii^ime divided into a number 
of ^^s, which laft for fame hours, 
puriof this roprekntatAon, the a^ors, 
i9$^ of beinx fatigued, become mprt 
Vol. XXXI. MAIICU1797. 
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and more enlivened and ynbi^ted, till 
they a^e bathed in fwcat, and t^r paf. 
(ions woAind up to fuch a degree, that 
nature is pvercome, and they are le^djr 
to Hnk m convuifions. 

However indelicatfthelees^ub&tioof may 
l)e af counted^ fafhion, our Author ^y$, 
ha,s rendered them at agrces^e as any 
other diyerfioBS to the £urQ|>ean and 
Creole Ladies, vho, in company with 
the gentlemen, oroud about th;yn >viU\out 
the Jeaft reierve, to enjoy wliat they call 
a hearty laugh $ whj^e inch A:enes would 
change an £ngliih woman's face li*om 
white to fcarlet. 

Capt. 8. obierves very juftly "upon this 
fubjecl that ciuitom givics a iao«ion t^ 
many things in Ibme countries, which ki 
otht;rs would be conhdercd as prepc^e- 
rous; and in confirmation of his opinion 
9uote^, in a note, a leUer from Emanuel 
Martin, Pean of AJicant, delcribing the 
Fantiattgo Pancc, in Spain, borroKved, as it 
is faid, originally from P«;ru, ^n this 
account the molr prurient and wanton 
images are (lightly veiled by the decencies 
of a learned language. For the epiiUa 
jtfelf, which we have leen before, we 
(hall refer our readers to Capt.S.*s work % 
though were it not thf^t human ,nature ia 
an inftruftive and .curious fpcculation, 
in whatever attitude it be exhibited, the 
citation might better have been whoUy 
omitted. 

The following paflage prefents a vxxy 
honourable in(tance of the coui>ge and 
fidelity of a negro t 

** The, poor negro, w^om I ha4 ^IK 
before me with a letter, Ivid been Icfs icr- 
tunatc than I was, having his can^D 
overfet in the midiMe of the river Su- 
rinam, by the roujjhnefs of the water. 
With ^reat addiels, however, he kept 
hinvfelf in an ere^l pofture (tor tlUs man 
could not fwim), and by the buoyancy 
and rellftance of the boat againft his feet» 
lie was enabled juft to keep his head 
above the water, whiie the weight orhis 
body J^ept the i'unk canoe from moving. 
In this precarious attitude he was plckcxl 
up by a manof war*s boat ; ^/k), taking 
away the canoe ica tbar trouble, p^t 
him on (bore at Paramaribo, iie kept 
the letter, however furprifmg, Jlill inhia 
mouth} and, bein^ eager to deliver it, ^e 
accidentally ran ^to a wron^ Jiouie % 
where l^ing taken for a thifff .(for u* 
fiifmg.to let them read it), J)e was tied 
up to receive four Jbundred laihes, but 
fortunately was reprieved Ji>y thp int«-- 
ceflion of an Engiifh merobant pf thje 
JUfne.of.GQrdon« who w^my |particular 
A a friend, 
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friend, an4 knew the negro. Thus did 
the poor fellow ' efcape drowning, and 
being flogged^ either of which he would 
baye undergone, fodner than diiclofe what 
he called the fecrets ofhiiMaftra**' 

Without wi(hing to derogate from the 
fortitude of this flave, our readers will 
probably be inclined to think with us, 
that the punifhment eould hardly have 
been intended ferioufly, or that there rauft 
be fome exa^eration in the narrative. 
If it be exaelly and literally true, the 
dejhottfm and cruelty praftii'id on the 
unhappy (laves at Surinam is incon- 
ceivably and wantonly atrocious. 

We pafs on to the Second Voliune, in 
which we find a lively defcription of the 
D/ary of a Surinam Planter, accompanied 
by a very charafteriftic print. Though 
we have feen an account veiy analogous 
to this, in a detail of the mode of life of 
an Eaftetn Nabob (by which term is 
meant an Englifh merchant fettled at 
Calcutta or Madras), yet the refemblance 
is probably only fuch as ariies from a 
fimtlar fituation. It is thus delineated by 
our author. 

** A Planter in Surinam, when he- 
lives on his eftate (which is but feldom, 
as they moftly prefer the fociety of Para- 
maribo), gets out of his hammock with 
the rifing fun, viz. about fix o'clock in 
the morning, when he makes his appear* 
ance under the piazza of his houic 5 where 
his coffee is ready waiting for him, 
which he generally takes with his pipe, 
inftead of toaft and buttery and theft he 
is attended by half a dozen of the fineft 
young fiaves, both male and female, of 
the plantation to ferve him; at this 
fanBum fanQotum he is next acco4led by 
his overfeer, who regularly every morn- 
ing attends at his levee; and having made 
his bows at feverai yards diftance,with the 
moll profound refpe6l informs His Great- 
nefs what work was done the day before ; 
what ne^oes deferted, died, fell fick, 
recoverecl, were bought or bcm; and, 
above all things, which oi them negle£^ed 
their work, affc^led ficknefs, or had been 
drunk or abfent, &c. The prifoners are 
generally prcfent, being fecurcd by the 
negro-drivers, and inftantly tied up to 
the beams of the piazza, or a tree, without 
fo much as beine heard in their own de- 
fence; when the flogging begins with men, 
women^ and children, without exception. 
The inftrunents of torture on thefe oc- 
cafions are long hempen whips, that cut 
round at every lafh, and crack like piflol- 
frot ; durin? which they alternately rt^ 
fca^ Danhif Maffcra (thank you. 



Mailer). In the mean time he ftalkt 
up and down with his overfeer, ailiBAiiiif 
not fo much as to hear their cries, tiU* 
they are fufficiently mangled, when they 
are untied, and ordered to return to theif 
work, without fo much as a drdfing. 

** This ceremony being over, the drefly 
negro (a black furgeon) conies to make 
his report ^ who b^ing difiniffed with a 
hearty curfe, for ail^mmg any (lavea tn 
be fick, next makes her appearance a ibr 
perannuated matrpn, with all the young 
negro children of the eftate, over whoo| 
ihe is sovemefs; thefe, being dean wafli- 
ed in the river, clap their hairasy and cheef 
in chorus, when they are fent away to 
breakfaft on a large platter of rice and 
plantains ; and the levee ends with a low 
bow from the overfeer, as it begun. 

<* His Worfhip now faunters out inrhU 
morning drefs, which confifts of a pair of 
the fineft Holland trowfers, white filJ^ 
ftockings, and red or yellow Morocco 
flippers ; the neck of his ftiirt open, and 
nothing over it, a loofe flovring night* 
govim of the fintft India chintz excepted. 
On his head is a cotton night-cap, as thin 
as a cobweb, and over that an enormous 
beaver h^t, that prote^ls his meagre vi* 
fage from the fun, njohtcb is already the 
colour of mahogany, while his whole 
tarcafe (eldom weighs above eight or ten 
(lone, being generally exh^ufted by the 
f limate and difiipation. To. give a nio» 
complete idea of this fine Gentleman, I 
prefent him to the reader in the plate with 
a Dtp^ in his mouth, which almoft every 
where accompanies him, and receiving a 
glafs^of Madeira wine and water, from a 
female quaderoon (lave,to refeeih himduis 
ing his walk. 

<< Having Ipitered about his eftate, or 
fometimes rid^^n on horfeback to hi% 
fields, to view his increafuig (lores, he 
returns about eigKt o^cIock, when, if he 
goes abroad, he dreffes, but if not, re-^i 
mains juft as he is . ' Should the firfi take 
^lace, having only exchanged his trowfers 
for a pair of thin linen or flk breeches, he 
fits dovni, and holdinjgf out one foot aibep 
the other, like a horfe going to be (hod, 
a negro boy puts on hi^ ftockings and 
fhoes,¥rhichhealfo buekles,while another 
dreffes his hair, his wig, or (haves his 
chin, and a third is fanning him to keepoff 
the mulquitoM. Having now ihifted, he 
puts on a thin coat and waiftcoat, all 
white ; when under an umbrella, carried 
by a black boy, he is conduced to his 
barge, which is in waitii\^ for him with 
fix or eight oars, well provided with fruit, 
wine, water, and tobacco^ by his overfeer, 
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%b> lias 00 (bontr Cetn him depart, than 
he relumes his command with all the 
iifual i^lolence of office. But (hould thii 
Prince not mean to Stir firom his eftate* he 
goes to bmk&ft about ten o'f lock^ for 
which a table is fpread in the large hall, 
Dfof idcd with a bacon ham, hungbeefy 
TowU, or pigeons broiled j plantains and 
direct cafUiva*s roafted^ bread, butter, 
fheeie, ice. with which he drinks ftrong 
beer, and a glafs of Madeira, RhcniHi, or 
Mozell wine^ while the cringing ovcrfeer 
iits at the farther end, keeping his proper 
t|iftance, both being fervcd by the moft 
beautiful ilaves that can be lele^ed :— 
and this is called breaking the poor gtn- 
4cnian*s iaft. 

** After this he takes a book, plays at 
chefs or billiards, entertains himleU with 
nitt£e, &c. till the heat of tht day forces 
him to return into his cotton hammock 
to enjoy his meridian nap, which he could 
^ more difpenle with than a Spaniard 
with his>fi^/2, and in which he rocks to 
and fro» like a performer in the (lack 
mpe, till he falls afleep, without cither 
bed or covering i and during which time 
he u famed by a couple of his black at- 
tendants, to keep him cool, &c, 

'« About three o'clock he awakes by a . 
tntural ihftin£l ; when, having waihed and 
perfumed himfelf, he fits down to dinner, 
attended, as at breakfaft, by his Deputy 
Gcveraor and footy Pages, where notiiing 
is wanting that the world can afford in a 
%eftem climate, of meat, fowls, veniion^ 
fiih, vegetables, fruit, &c. and the moft 
ttqnilite wines are often fquandered in 
profnijon ; after this a cup of ftrong cof- 
Rt and a liqueur finiih the repafl. ^t 
^ o'clock he is again viiited by his over- 
leer, attended a$ in the morning by negro- 
drivers and prifoners/ when the nogsing 
once more naving continued for lome 
time, and the neceflary orders being given 
for die next day^s work, the affembly Is 
difinified, and the evening fpent with 
^A^eak puDch,fangaree, cards, and tobacco. 
His Worfliip generally begins to yawn 
about ten or eleven o'clpck, when he 
withdl^ws, and is undrefTed by bis footy 
Pages. He then retires to reft, where he 
fmes the nieht in the arms of one or 
other of his (able Sultanas (for he alwivs 
icep9 a (cragllo) till about fix in the 
morning, when *ne again repairs to his 
piazxa walk) where his pipe and coffee 
ai« waiting for him, and where, with the 
rifing fiin, he begins his round of diili- 
pation, like a petty Monarch, as ca- 
F'^iout a« h« »| defpotlc and dej^ifa- 



Though the intelligent reader will not 
fidl to remark fome fuong lines fA cari- 
cature in this portrait, it is neverthekft 
vcnr Oalfull^ drawn, and by an artifl who 
had the onginai before Rim. Jufticc 
calls upon us to fubjoinwhat the Author 
has added at the bottom of the page im* 
niediateiy fuceeeding> '< that hofpitaltty 
is in no country prk^ifed with greater 
cordiality, or with lefs ceremony, than in 
Surinam, a ftranger being every where ac 
home, and finding hit table and his bed 
at wbatever eftate neceffity or choica 
may occaiion him to vifit.** Our Authoi* 
concludes his praiies with what he con« 
ceivcs to lie an additional commenda- 
tion, that there are no inns to be met with 
in the neighbourhood of any of the Su« 
nam rivers, uxi therefore this nofpitality is 
the more to be regarded. Captain S. feema. 
not to know, or to have fbreotten, thac 
gratuitous courtefy to travellers is indif- 
peniable where there are no means of pro-» 
curing mercenary accommodation } an4 
that to exclude tnefe, the only opportu- 
nities of reft and refrefhment on a journey^ 
wouki be abfolutely to prohibit diftanr 
intcrcourfe. 

We fhall find a better contraft to the . 
character juft exibited of a Surinam 
planter, in the behavbur of a Mrs.Gode-* 
froy towards our Author, Mihen he had 
the offer of purchafing his Mulatto mif- 
trefs and his boy, without any vifiblo ' 
means of coUefling the fum neccifary fof 
that purpofe. Read the trania^lion in hit 
own wonis: 

<< I now thought proper to take the 
firft opportunity of fettling matters with 
Mr. Dc Graav, by propofing him to give 
me credit till I (hould have it in my 
power to pay the money^for which Joan- 
na and my Johnny had been Ibid to me^ 
and whicn I was determined to fave out 
of my pay, if I (hould exi(( on bread, 
fait, and water; though even then this debt 
could not be difcharged in lefs time than 
two or three years. Providence however 
interfered, and at this moment fent that 
excellent woman Mrs. Godefroy 'to my 
affifbmce: for no foopcr was flic acquainted 
with my difficult and anxious fituation» 
than (he fent for, me to diQe with her, 
virhen (he addrefled me in the following 
terms : 

<< I know, my good Stedman, tha 
prefent feelings ofyour heart, and the 
mcapacity of an Ofncer, from hif income 
only, to accompli(h fuch a purpofe as the 
completion of your wifhes. But know, 
that even in Surinam, virtue will mete 
with friendi % Your mt&ly fimfibility for 
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that deferring Toung woman and h«r Wi- 
th boy muft Mm the efttem of alt ri- 
tional fcrfbns, in fpite of malice and (bU 
ly., Permit me tnen to f^arttctpate in 
yonr happinefs, by reqnefting yocnr acce^ft- 
ance of two tbou/nndftorittii «• any iixtti 
you ftand In need of/*. 

'« Seeing me pctmu on her in a ftate 
of (lupefa£Vfon, without the powtr of 
fpeakingi the continned, with a dlvint 
benignity, 

<* Let not your dd icacyi my frietid^ 
take the alann : folditrs ' and lailorfc 
ought fo be ni^ri of the fewtil compli* 
racntf/* 

** At foon a« I recoTered^ I replied, 
that I was at a lofs how to ex()rers my 
admiration of fuch benevolence j that 
Joanna, who had fo freqtiently prefhi^ed 
my Ufei had certainljr merited mv etem^ 
a£h?6tion \ but that my gratitbcle codld 
not be lels to one who had lb generoufly 
put nie in the way of redeeming that iii- 
^luabie ^ohian from ilarenr. I con- 
eluded with obferving^ that I cmild hot 
i^ow touch a ihiUing of the mone^ ^ biit 
Aiould have the hoUour to call on htr the 
next day. 

. ** I was no fooner r^tnmed home^ than 
I acquainted Joanna with ^1 that had 
kappened, Who burft into ieariat the re* 
tit a) $ but infifted that fhe herfeif fiiould 
be mortgaged to Mrs. Godefroy till every 
fjbthing (hould be paid i fhe indeed waa 
very anxious for the emancipation of her 
boyj but till that was done, ihe abfolute* 
ly reful'ed to accept of her own freedom. 
I fhall not here endeavour to paint the cOn- 
teft which I luliained between affeflion and 
duty J but at laft I yielded to "the Wi/h oF 
this chanhirg creature, whofe fchtimanti 
codeared her to me Aill the more. I in- 
ftantly drew up a pajier, decladng my 
Joanna, according to her defire, to be 
^om this day the property of Mrs. Gode- 
froy, till the money die lent me /hould be 
repaid ; and on the following day, with 
the confent of her relations, which is ne- 
cclTuiy when refpe^lable flaves ai^ fold in 

S Surinam, I conduced herto Mrl. Godc- 
roy *6 houfc,wherc, throwing berftlf at tht

J^uteh Weft.lndtesi if not in the World i 
for which fbt tfianked me with a bok tliat 
coutd only be etpreficd by the counieflan^Sff 
of an Afl^i. 

** Mr; Th Graav toW me, on coantinr 
the moi^y^ thattwd hundred florins <? 
this Aim belonged) to him as adminiltra. 
tor j' but that hb beggtd tb have a diaif 
in this aufjkiiiious events by not accept* 
hig hit dividend $ thinking himlelf 
imply repaid hf bdnjr any way inftru. 
mental to the happini^ of two aelervinjt 
people. 

^•Having thanked ihy difinteivihd frl^nl 
with an affeaiohatc fhakeby the hand, I 
immodfately returned the tvro hundred 
ilorihl to Mrs. Godefroy j atxl we all ^^crd 
happy.- 

We have Ventured to abridge fomc of 
the particulars of this intereltinfr inci- 
dent* chieiy in i'tl})ea to the dialogue, 
at at length it woilfd havt taken up nior« 
fpaec than odl- iitnits will allow. But 
we have retained the elfential parts, which 
tonftr credit on all tl» perfons concerned 
in the tranfa6llon ; and prove that in ge- 
ncrofity, juftice, and deficacy of cohduel, 
Ruropeans may equal, but cannot Wkcel, 
lh« inhabkanls of thfe Wcftcm ContincDt*.

tT 15 very natural for. a man who 
^ imagines chat he ha« made a conH- 
dcrablc difcovcry, to communicate it as 
loon as pofliblc to the World, that he 
may receive the praife it deferves, and 
^participate' in the illnroination tlfat it 
products. TTiis is fortunately my cafe 
at prefent : I have juft difcovtred, that 
the lijands of Pclew have been peopled 
by. Greeks ; an important point in the 
wanderings of mankind ! 

The word Pelew is evidently derived 
finomPelopSy a name famous in antiquity': 
Who doe* not, fays Virgil, know the 
ftory of Pelops ? He was the Con of 
Xing Tantalus, who, at a dinner that 
lie gave to the Gods, ferved him up as 
mat of the diihes. None of the gueAs 
but Ceres touched this profane piece of 
.cookery ) but (he, before (he was aware 
of it, had already fwallowed one of his 
anns : Jupiter in pity reftcred Pelops to 
fife, and fupplied nim with an ivory 
«rm> inftead of the one he had loft t 
Felopi then became a conaueror, and 
gave his name at length to Pclojponnefus, 
and I believe to Pelew. The Pelopides, 
the Saeva Pelopis Domus of Horace, 
Iiave been the fubjeft of many Tragedies 
for the Stage, both in ancient and mo- 
dem times e

The Order of Nobility at prefent in 
Pelew is diftinguiflicd by a large hollow 
bone refembllng ivory, which is thrull 
over the hand, and is worn on the arm. 
Several of our Gentlemen of Bombay 

' Jiave received the rank of the Bone, the 
higheft dignity that thofe IHandcrs can 
beftow X 1 think that no perfon now 
can doubt that this is an inftitution in 
memory of their Kero Pelops, nor that a 
Pelew Nobleman is a Pelops diftinguiihed 
by his ivory ami — HmnooffUe Pelops /«- 
Jt^nti ebutno. 

As the per pie of Pelew had chofen 
Pelops for their Kcro, and had given his 
name to their new fcttlcment, it was na- 
tural enough f( r them to hold Ceres in 

' deteftation, the only one of all the Gods 



who had done him an injury : we finat 
accordingly, that they fow no kind or 
grain, nor ofi«r her any honour. The 
only vegetable that they plant is a ibrt, 
of yam \ and to fnch a height have they 
raiied their hatred to Ceres, that thi» 
flight tultivation is carried on by 
women, for the men conlider it aa a 
difCTaceful occupation. 

It is no ijnall proof of my origin of tb^ 
people -of Pelew, that lorae of their 
Iflands have always been under a Re-' 
publican Form of Government •• From 
what country in their neighbourhood 
could they have gotten the idea of a 
Republic ? Every other fpot near to the 
Equator has long oeen loft in Defpotiimr 
Quintus Curtius ha^ faid indeed^ that 
ATexandermet with a Republic in India* 
" Inde Sabracas adtity validam IndUe 
geittemi qu^r populi non regnm imperu 
regebatut ;" but he is a fellow of no an- 
thority. It is much more reafonabie to 
think with me, that the Pelewers. brought 
with them the model of a Republic firoo 
Plato and Peloponnefus. 

The people of Pelew make ufe of Xoxxf 
fpears in battle, which they throw veith 
anonifiiing force t This ipear i$ evi- 
dently the Dqiu Macron of Homer* 
From throwing it well, a warrior of 
Pelew gets a great reputation j hebecomet 
the douricltios of the heroic ages of 
Greece* 

The great care they take in combing 
and regulating their hair^ fo unlike the 
prafUce of Savages, is another proof of 
their origin eucntmidei Acbiuoi. 

I am informed by a Gentleman' of 
much veracity, and •f a Angular taknt 
for cbfervation, that' he has (een the 
women of Pelew Gnging their children to 
fl^p by a mournful ditty, whichi I 
douDt not, is the lala baucalan of the 
Grecian mothers. We know tiiat a 
man of Pelew who has not courage to go 
to war is obliged all his iife>tioie tb 
wear the drefs cf a woman. Our Geo- 
tlcmen, lately there, faw an unfortunate 
fellow in that habit, who appeared to be 
very much o/hamed of hirafeif. One muft 
be but little acquainted with the infti* 
tutions of Greece, who does not fee the 
origin of this ingenious punifliment r-*

I coukl prove, from many etymologies, 
that there is a great conne£lion between 
the languaee •f Pclew and that of ancient 
Greece* £ee Boo, for inftance, is no- 
thing but the Greek word Liius, the 
name for an African. The fy liable us 
in L/ina is a Barytonon from which, in 
the vocati^, it ii cnftoraary to ejeft the 
fsiaXs, The word then Ixxomes L'tbu^ 
or, as ,we have written it improperly, 
Leehco, If this is not entirely fatis- 
h^wj with refpe^l to the letter /, we 
muft recoiled that the Grammarians tell 
M, Sua patefioU\$ eft liiita^^ letter that 
jnay do as it likes, and therefore not to 
be depended upon. The natives of New 
Guinea, in the neighbourhood of Pelew, 
ha?e (hort curling hair and the African 
feature 5 it was therefore very natural 
for the Greeks of Pelew to call fuch of 
them as firft came among them Ubu or 
African > this would, by de^rees^ be- 
come a conmion name, and it has the 
fame origin with^any of our names in 
Europe. I ihall mention but another 
inibnce, though many might be col- 
leded, of the refemblance of the two 
iangaages :— The title they give at Pe- 
lew to a Chieftain and Warrior is Rttpack : 
tills is evidently the word HercuUs of

Warrior and a Chieftain. It is but 
changing all the letters into others^ 
which could not t>e very difficult witJi 
thofe e^uatorhd Icbtbvopba^i, whofe or- 
gans oi fpeech are meliorated by the heat 
of their climate, and the lubricity of their 
food. 

The inhabitants of Pelew knownothinj 
pf their own origin • ; like the Greeks 
of Attica, they think they ;u^ Grgeneis, 
or fprung from the foil. In this they are 
entirely miftaken, as appears from what 
I have already faid on the fubje^ ; and 
more efpeCially, as fuch an origin would 
not accord with the account that Mofea 
has given of the World and of Mankirtd, 
a perfon who had fuch uncommon op- 
portunities of information. 

As we have a very authentic relatloa 
of fome voyages made by the Cartha- 

finians round the Cape vf Good Hope» 
think it need not be denied that the 
fame paiTage has alio in early ages bees 
accompliflied by the Grecians, who cer- 
tainly were Aot their inferiors in enter- 
prife nor in knowledge. I have no«r 
only. to regret, that beiD|; all my life-tins 
ohU^ed to employ myielf in fomethinr 
ufeful, I have not had ability to difl\ife 
a larger portion of learning over this 
diflertation, which might have given mcf 
better arguments \ or, what is the faina 
thing, aaade them more unanfwerabk.

Do 
not all thofc who voluntanhy and ivitbout 
being d'ljham'd upon, pay the Lund Tax, 
and the Malt 'fax, which are voted and 
levied from year to year, expref^ly for 
thicpavment of the Army-- or who pay any 
other Taxes levied for the purpofcs, or 
applifd to the purpojes of War, as direQly 
violate the principle you would enforce ? 

• With refpefl to the Taxes, it may be 
objefted that the contribution is merely a 
compliance with' the Law, not fpomo' 
neous. But can any of you, my Friends, 
with conjifiency, adduce this plea, whilft 
you not only refuse a compliance 
WITH THE Law in case of Tithes, 
HUT enjoin that disobedience 
TO OTHERS, unlels indeed you fupj>of^ 
the mode of the moral and religious in- 
ftniftion of the Clergy to be more rri- 
fw/fftf/than War; — but even upon that 
fuppofition the voluntary payment of 
the le Taxes would he to fan^ ion by y.ur 
praRice tbat violation of princtple which 
a law of the Society makes the ground of 
fpiritual interdift ion againft me. 

The Cenfure, and the Laws of the 
Society, againft Slavery and Oppreflion, 
are 2A flriii and as d'cfive as againft 
War.— Now, thcfc who ufe the produce 
of the labour of fiaves, as Tobacco, 
Rum, Sugar, Rice, Indigo, and Cotton, 
are more intimately and dira/fty the prO'- 
moters of the Slave Trade than the Fen^ 
iirr of Arms is the prcnioter cf War :— 
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bf caufe ihc confumpthn of thcfe articles 
is the ytry grounti z.nd caufe of flavcry ;— 
but the Manufotlurc «f Arms is not the 
£M(fe^ hut inly a confequence of War. 
Such of you as do not concede thcfe 
ly::uries of life to your principles — Can 
yoUy confiftently, require a facrificc from . 
me, of a concern in which my property * 
is I'o involved^ and by which my family 
would be fo extei{/ivch injured f 

If you carry your fpcculative princi- 
ples into Jiriti and rigid praiiiccf you 
will abftain not only from the confump- 
tion of Weft India commodities, but 
fi*om all commodities which are taxed^ 
clpecially from Mali andWheaty and all 
the produce of the Land j for, you may 
be well aflured, that every cup of beer 
you drink, and every morlel ot bread jjou 
cat, has fumifhed refources for carry bg 
on this War, which you fo juftly cen- 
fure. 

Jf you fhouldbe fo confcicntious as to 
i^blbin from ail thefe enjo)mient$, I (hall 
have no reafon to complain of any par- 
tiality Jn applying the fame ftrid con- 
ftrurfion of principle againft me. I (hall 
greatly admire the efficacy of your opi- 
nions, whilft I lament that <the praBict 
of your principles is not compatible with 
the fituation in which Provid^ce has 
placed us. 

5th. In making thefe obfervations, I 
hope I (hall not be confidered as fuggeft-

6th. I have no view in this Addrefs to 
cmbarrals your proceedings with regard 
to myfelf. An equitable attention to 
my own cafe fecmed to require 2. fair 
ftatement of Fads^ and a candid exami- 
nation of Pnnciples'^hly intention is to 
point put the injufiice of the Lazv, but 
Jtot to appeal from it. To prove that it 
is too Jtitll for the FraHice of the Socie- 
ty—too partial for its Principles, 

I acknowledge a decided preference to 
this before any other religious feft. This 

S reference I do not inugine will be in- 
uenced by the meafures which you may 
Confcientioully conceive it to be vour 
duty to purfue, or which you may tiiink 
it incumbent upon you to adopt, id con- 
fequence of the direAion of the Yearly 
Meeting.

to feel that I aft from fpontaneous fetu' 
ment only^ and not from unworthy influ- 
ence. 

Circumfbnced as I am» ftanding /'< '^

THE RIGHT OF SANCTUARY CONSIDERED. 

BY JOSEPH MOSER, £S<^ 



r ADWINE, a Monk of the Benedict 
•^ tine Order, about the year 1049, be- 
came Abbot of AVeftminftcr, having fuc- 
ceeded Wolnoth, who died the fame 
year •. 

It was in the time of this Eadwine 
that the Chiuch of ^ St. Peter, notwith- 
fianding it had been repaired by St. Dun- 
ihn f , was p.ullcxi down, and rebuilt 
much more fplendidly by Edward the 
Coafeflbr, who endowed it with a large 
revenue, and granted to it feveral privi- 
leges and immunities. Thele privi» 
lege* and immunities were, by the piety 
and munificence of fuccecdinp; Kmgs, 
much increafcd, and they contmued in- 
creafing until they were fwcpt away by 
the torient of the times, and fwallowed 
in the vortex of reformation J. 

Not meaning to enter into a detail of 
jhofe grants, or a dircuiTion of iKefe pri- 
yileges and immunities in general, I mall 
yrave any obfervations upon thofe diffu- 



five parts of the fubje^, to apply a few 
to one in particular, namely, the Right of 
San£luary, which, I need Icarcely inform 
my readers, was a right inherent to the 
Church, and a certain diftri^ around it, 
of pr«tefting from the Civil Power fii- 
gitiv<;s, debtors, felons, and even mur- 
derers i 

This right, of which there are flill con* 
fiderable traces to be obferved in the 
privile^s annexed to theecclefiaiHcal edi- 
fices of Italy, it is probable might, in 
the two firil inilances, be foroetimes bene- 
ficial, though the two htter were certainly 
abuftrs of it. 

The K ight of Sanftu^ry I prefuiae to 
have every where arifen^ as it did in the 
fcite of Weftminfter Abbey, under the 
Chriftian difpenfatioa §, from the cano- 
ni7ation of the founder of any Cathedral^ 
and from the highveneration in which hit 
memory W2s held ; inaltnuch as it was 
fuppoicd that his merits were a fufficient

That Chriftianitv did at length dif- 
ftrft the mift of darknefs and error in 
jn^ch thefirft ages were enveloped ; chat 
theiua, which had fo (lowly riien, (hone, 
and with refpltrr.dent Iiiftrc ptrvaded a con- 
iiderablc portion of thewcrld, is ascertain 
as that the ti<ie oi' human affairs, which 
{n its ebb carried off the fupcr(lition of 
paganifm, at its reflux brought with it a 
fapcrftition, or, as it has been termed, a 
real, perhaps but little inferior in its ar- 
fiour, is to be lamented. This revolu- 
- tion from one violent prejudice to another 
proves, that to influence the paflions of 
mankind towiu*d a particular objedl has 
by Legiflators, in all ages, been thought 
eeceffary. The Heathens found, in the 
woHhip of their numerous deities, a 



one inftaoce of this fort occurs, we have, 
perhaps, an Inindred which m*^ ^b« "'•r 
naflic boundaries as a harbour for guilt, 
a retreat fiar the fraudulent debtor, the 
robber, or the alTaflin.

Were it neceflary, many other inftar.ccs 
might be adduced to (hew tl^at the Gre- 
cians in general^ and the Athenians in 
particalar, thought thofe profane, and 
field their perfbns and crimes in equal 
abhorrence, who had violated tbe Right of 
Sanftuary. 

In Syria, the Temple of Apollo was 
kmg held in veneration for poifeff^ng a 
jmteAing power i as was that of Venus 
Paphia in Cyprus. 

Nor were the Egyptians, who ihould 
doubtlefs, in this rel'peft, have firfl been 
mentioned, lefs jealous than the Greeks 
of a violation of that afyhira which even 
tbe verge of their temples afforded.

were, firoBi tbe infl^sevUe of tAef<f fi^^ioior 
deities, fuppofed to potTefs a (an^ty fa*> 
perior to thoie of Apis the Butt) Ibi* 
tbe Saorfc, the Dog, the Hawk, tbe Cro^ 
cocHle, or(htCatf. 

When Romvius determinad to knwdt 
the city of Rome, he, in order to peophr 
liis new eftabliflicneiit, firjb projected aA. 
afjrhnn between two woods (before the 
buildings were begun), to which Virgii 
alludes§. He atterwards opened m 
Saofluary for the reception of aU tbgi* 
tives, wnich was called the Temple of^ 
the God Afylans f , into which ail chat 
fkw for protection were received. I» 
this place the Servant that had abandoned 
his mailer, the debtor who Ibught refuge 
^om bis creditors, and even the murdeier 
who had efcaped from juftice, were pxx>- 
te6led againlt the power of the Magif- 
trate. Under fuch aut^ices, it is no wpn* 
der that the city foon grew popalons^ 
or that an empire (hould be founded from 
the dregs and rcfufe of mankind, the 
outcafts of every nation around. Our 
only aftonlfhment muft arifefrom its at- 
taining fuch a height of magnificence 
and celebrity, confidcring the materials of 
which it v^s originally termed. Bat even 
here, perhaps, the curious enaujrcr might, 
through the long feries ot Roman tri- 
imiphs and imperial gi-andeur, trace in 
tlieir plans of imiverlal conqueft fome vef- 
tijges of the vices of thofe firll founders 
of the Empire, and be induced to paule 
before they beftowcd upon rrpuoiicam 
*virtue that unqualified praife which it 
has at times excited. 

Be this as it may, the fan6luaiT ef*». 
blifhed by Romulus was confidered as fb 
advantageous to the State, that the Senate, 
in after ages, not only adopted his plan» 
but extended it to a degree tliat feemcd 
to keep pace with the cxtcnfion of theii* 
dominions.

The Duke of Noffolk exprelTed 
fome furprize, that fo extraordinary a 
meafure ftould have been taken upon 
the reprefentation of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer only. He coniidered 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer asibe 
D d ftiiDe 
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prime contriver and mover and orga- 
nizer of the meafure ; but he did- not 
think his reprefentation of the caufe of 
the fcarcity of cafli wa$ fair. The 
alarmt of the country had no doubt oc- 
cafioneda fcarcity ; bat the great caufe 
of the fcarcity was the exportation of 
fpecie to fpbftdize the Emperor and 
other Powers on the Continent. It was 
not his intention to difcu(s the queftion 
eeaerally at prcfent ; but h^ felt it a 
outy he owed to the country to move, 
** That an humble Addrefs be pt'cfcrnt- 
cd to his Maj«ftyi hun)bly folicitiiig his 
Mafcfty, that no further exportation of 
Gold or Silver in Coin, or Gold or Silver 
in Bullion, fhould take place for the ufe 
of the Emperor, or any other Foreigi^ 
Power, until the fenfe of ParUament 
iLall have been taken onthefubjeftj af- 
ter a full view of the caufe of .the pub- 
lic exieencies, on which his Majefty hai 
been this day advifed to ififue a moft ex- 
traordinary and illegal proclamation.** 

A number of Lords here cal>ed out 
it was no Proclamation ; upon which hit 
Grace fubftituted in the place of it, Or* 
4er of Council, 

Lord Grenville confidered the Duke's 
opinion as determining to decide upon 
the queAion to-night, and debate it to- 
Inorrow. 

The Duke of Grafton contended 
that the meafure was illcgal,and thought 
it highly neccffary that Parliament 
ihould look on it with a jealous eye. 

Lord Grcnyillc felt himfclf ready to 
enter into the defence of having fo lup- 
ported our Allie* at any time it might 
be brought forward, convinced that it' 
bad been of great fervice, And of effen- 
(ial benefit to the kingdom. 

Lord Guildford had long feared the 
fyftcm purfued would produce fome- 
tning like the prefent, though he bad 
iKver entertained an idea of its being 
carried to fo great an extent. The 
prefent Motion had nothing to do with 
that fubje^, but very properly, as he 
thougnt, wem to fatitfy the puoJic, and 
prevent ^linifters from taking the op- 
portunity of tncrea&ig the prefent dif- 
ficulties oy fending more money out of 
the kingdom: and therefore, fliould the 
Noble Duke perlift ib his motion, he 
Should certainly divide with him, unlefs 
the ^obie Lord would undertake to af- 
fare the Uoufe that MiniHers had no 
filch irtteniion. 

Lord Moil a declared^ that fince the

Lord Grenville did not thinik it wouU

Lord Grenville ftated, thatthealanMi 
with fuch induftry circulated tbroagk 
the country, of an intended Inrafioa, 
had caufed a con£derable demand for 
fpecie on the Bank of England, info* 
much, that it was found reqoifite by a 
ilrong meafure to arreft the progrefsof 
what might ultimately prove deftrodivc 
to the credit of the nation. He did not 
wt(h it to be underftood that the Bank 
was unable to pay the denoands ttM^ 
upon it. The contrary, he was prond 
to fay, was the fad, and it would m the 
end be proved to the full fatisfadton of 
the public. Our Commerce, our Cre« 
die, and our Finances were in the moft 
flouriOiing ftate; but it became the 
duty of his Majedy's Cooncji, when 
they faw any evil ariihig, to endeavovr 
to put an iriimediate (top to it« Ho 
ihould not take upon him to aifcrt that 
the meafure adopted by the Cabinet in 
the prcfent inilance was fiii£lly caa- 
furmable to law. The Council bad no 
right to contronl the Bank, nor did they 
aflurac fuch a power— tliey only mada 
a requeft, and thatTequeft was imme- 
diately complied with. Itsjufticewu 
evident — its effeft appeared to be 
fraught with beuefit \ and therefore tba 
meal u re- was adopted. The Nohia 
Lorci faid it would be unneccffary to go 
into detail on this bufinefs ; and there- 
fore he ihould comd immediately to the 
point, which was a Motion for '< An 
humble Addrefs to his Majeity^ to 
thank hiia for his gracious communis 
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I to the Houie, aod to aflure his 
Ma^fty that - their Lordihipt would 
take the moft effectual means to carry 
into execution fnch meafurei as might 
fend to the fecurity of public credit." 

The Duke of Grafton had not any 
«bje^ioa to the Addrefa; but he wiihed 
to know whether it was the intention 
of MiniAers to pafs any a£l compulfory 
oa the publict to make them accept 
notes inftead of cafii for the payment 
of debts. His Grace condemned the 
prcfent meafurct fo f&r as it went to be 
compulfbry on the Bank to accede to 
^^hat the Privy Council had advanced. 

Lord GrenriJle faid, in refpeft to 
whatleil from the Noble Duke aefpe^^- 
ing a compnifury A€t to make people 
taxe Bank.notea, no fuch matter was in 
a^tation. He was not atprefent prepared 
to ftate what might be the eflPe£t of a Re- 
filiation Bill. This matter more properly 
Mbaged to the otiier Houfe $ and when 
what they had determined upon came 
before theif X^rdlhips, he ihould then 
deliver his fentimeots upon the fubjef^. 

JifOrd Guildford, Lord Albcmarlk, 
and the Duke of Norfolk faid a few 
words on the fubje6ty and then the 
Motion being put, it was carried nam, 
4tfcnt, 

Lord Grenville then read another 
Motion,which was,*<That aSecretCom* 
mitiee of Nine ihould be appointed to 
enquire into the Finances ot the Bank, 
and to make their Report to the Houfe." 

The Duke of Bedford moved an 
Amendment^ -'^ That the Committee 
ibould be an open, and not a fecret one." 

Lords Grenville, Liverpool, Auck- 
^ady Faucouberg, and Albemarle, fup- 
ported the original Motion againft the 
Aateodment, which latter was fup- 
poned by the Dukes of Grafton and 
)Iorfolk. and 

The Marquis of Lanfdown» who ob« 
fenredf that much had been faid of the 
unfounded and exaggerated alarms 
>vbicb had plunged us into our prcfent 
Vofortunaie fituation. It was hdicu- 
ioui to talk of the general credit of the 
Couniry being hurt by alarms. He 
^•uld tra^e it to tts true fource. Had 



the continuance of a War which haA 
drained the Nation of an immenfe 
Quantity of fpecie nothing to do with 
the ciiamicy } The profufion of Go- 
vernment in the creation of new ofiicety 
increafe of falarics, the annual defi- 
ciencies in almoft every department of 
the public Revenue, inftead of ezpe£led 
furpluffesy would, perhaps, better ac- 
count for the public didrefs than tho 
alarm of invaiion. Every public ofiice 
was in arrear, even to the imalleft Turns j 
and fo ifi;norant w« the Minider of the 
demanos for the general expenditure 
of the Nation* that he had not becA 
able to calculate within ten mii«lions 
of the fum wanted fo late as the 2 3d of 
December laft I The firft Lord of the 
Treafury was no longer Primt Minifter 
of this Country. Every man in office 
had his hand in the public purfe* 
There was no controul till the money- 
was a^uall^ expended, or, what was 
the fame things the debt incurred. Tp 
this, no doubt, was owing the enormous 
ilTue of paper, and confequently the 
heavy difcounts that naturally followed 
it. The fame thing would take placo 
in the manufa£ture of B^nk paper. 
Every man who had money would fell 
it, and we ihould have two prices for 
the fame commodity. He did not like 
the idta of force to compel perfons to 
receive any paper, however well fe* 
cured; and he was convinced it would 
be attended with the mo(t fatal effects. 
He hoped, however, that Minifters, be- 
fore it was too late, would now begin 
to think of the neceffity of economy in 
the public expenditure. 

The Lord Chancellor replied ihortly* 
and fupported the arguments of Lord 
Grenville. ^He declined faying anr 
thing as to the effc^ of makmg Bank 
Notes a legal tender, or of forcing indi- 
viduals to receive them in payments, at 
that que n ion was not before the Houfr«

jBtrodufiion, Under the exiftiag lawi^ 
fcTcral Corporations bad the power to 
try in their own Courts all caufet 
which arofe within their precinds* 
By this means it happened that juftic* 
was often impolfihU ^> iM abtaiaed, h 
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the Jury canoe to the trials with minds 
prejudiced and predetermined. In 
Southampton^ Poole, and other large 
places, the utmoft inoonvenience was 
experienced from this ctrcumftance. 
But the evil did not reft here— for 
aflizes were never held in thefc places 
but at the requeit of the Corporation, 
which, to avoid the etpence, fcldom 
made fuch rcqueft until the gaols were 
crouded. It frequently happened, that 
feveral years thus elapfed without cri- 
minals being brought to trial ; and he 
inftanced one cafe of a murdarr who 
was not tried till after the expiration of 

feven^yea,rsj when death had carried off 
all the witneifes againft him. His objc£t 
was to give plaintiffs, profecutors, and 
defendants an option of being tried in 
the Court of the County at large, or 
that of the Corporation. He intended, 
he faid, to have the Bill referred to a 
Sele£l Commit-ee above ftairs, and af- 
terwards recommitted for difculfion in 
the whele Houfe. 

Mr. Wigley and Mr. Jcffcry made an 
obfcrvation or two each, after which 
the Bill was read a fecond time, and 
referred to a Comihittee above ftairs for 

. to-morrow. 

DOWNTON ELECTION' PETITION. 

'Mr.Tyrwhitt brought up, as Chair- 
man of the Committee appointed to try 
the merits of the Downton Elc6tion, 
the Report of the faid Committee. It 
'cleiermincd that the fitting Member 
was duly elefted, but that the P«:rition 
againft him was neither frivolous nor 
yexatious. 

SOUTHWARK ELECTIOK. 

♦MrJ H, Thornton faid, he had a Pe- 
tition to prefent from 1,150 Eleftors of 
Southwark, complaining of their having 
been deprived of the opportunity of 
voting, as they had no notice that Mr. 
Thelluffon waj ineligible. They could 
not expeA that the Houfe would re- 
yerfe their late determination 5 but they 
trufted that in future fonpe alteration 
would be made in the exifting law^ 
and that the abufes would be corrected. 

The Petition was brought up, and 
ordered to lie on the table. 

Mr. Tierney hoped the Hon. Mem- 
ber* would follow the Petition by a 
fpecific Motion, to take it into con- 
-ii deration. His fituatioh was very un- 
pteafant, as that Petition charged him 
with having affumed the chara&er of a 
Reprefentative.* The Hon. Member 
faid the Petition fpoke the fenfe of the 
majority of the Ekitors ^ in that he 



differed from him : he believed the 
majority would difclaim that Petitk»n, 
which had been obtained by ctrcnlar 
letters fent to thofe who were inimical 
to him, while bis friends were ignorant 
that fuph a Petition was propofed, 
However general the prayer of the 
Petition might be, it was ufual for ibt 
Member prefenting, it to make fomc 
fpecific Motion. He was certain the 
Houfe wouM attend to any that the 
Hon. Gentleman ihould make, and he 
anxiouily waited until fuch Motioi 
ihould afcertaih his fituation in ibat 
Houfe. 

Mr. H. Thornton faid, he had done 
what- he thought his duty, in ov^ening 
the general heads of the Pet'uioD ; but 
he did not fee how he could make the 
Motion required by the Honourable 
Gentleman. 

Mr. Tierney replied, that the Pc» 
tition now upon the Table accufed him 
of getting his feat unconftitutioaally ; 
and if nothing more was done in itf the 
charge remained againft him. He 
wiihed it to be enquired into; but| if 
no Motion was made, he thought it 
wou'd be proper for him to complain 
that, under colour of a Petition} I 
Member had been infultcd. 

FRIDAY, FEB 24. 
FOREIGN GRAIK. 

Mr. Alderman Lufhington, in pur- 
fuance of notice, rofe to fubmit th« 
grounds of his Motion " for the ap- 
pointment of a Committee to inquire 
into the caufes and extent ot the lofieJ 
fuftaincd by Britilb Merchants in fup- 
plying the Couptry with Forcigg 
Grain, after Government had defitted 
from attempting it." It might b^ 
urged, that it was incompatible with a 
general jprinciple to indemnify Mer» 
chant9 tor unfucccfsful fpeculations ^ 
but he thought the peculiaiity of the 
circumftances attending this cale would 
take it out of chat general princiDle. 
All the corn that had been furnimed 
by Government in ^795, including cap- 
tures, did not exceed a, 500 quarterS| 
whcq the quantity fumiihed by the 
Merchants the h)llowing year ex- 
ceeded 70o»ooo quarters. Thii vaft 
inf^iix of grain, for^unatelv for the 
Cour.*y, but unfortunately tat the ad- 
venturers, reduced the market price fo 
much, as to occafioo a loft of 60 or 70 
percent. 

' He concluded by moving, ** That a 
Committee ihould be appointed to io^ 
vcftigate ;hc caufcf uk) extent of ^ 
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loflet fuftaioed by the merchants im- 
porting corn in the year 1796, after 
Ooyemment had cekled to purchafe on 
its own account/* The Motion was 
agreed to. 

QUAKERS* RELIEF BILL. 

The Order of the Day for the Houfe 
refolviDg itfclf into a Committee of the 
Mrhole Hoiire, on a Bill for granting 
Relief to the people called Quakers^ 
and for taking their folemn affirmation 
in criminal as well as civil cafes* being 
read ; and the queltion being put, that 
the Speaker now leave the Chair, 

Sir W. Scott dated at confiderable 
length his objedions to the farther 
progrefs of the Bill. They pointed 
chiefly to that branch of the Bill which 
refpcded the payment of tithes. He 
profclTed himUlf to be no enemy to 
toleration, but by toleration he meant 
that kind of toleration, which, as it 
# affefted relieious opinions, was not in- 
coniifient with the civil rights of pro. 
perty. It was not enough that religious 
opinions ihould be fincere, in Drder to 

. give them a claim to protection, for if 
they injured the civil rights of others, 

> they could have no fuch preteniions. 
It was erroneous to fuppofe that tithes 
were a fpccics of property merely ec- 
^lefiaftical ; in many cafes they were 
lay property. A large proportion of 
tithe property was in lay hands under 
the title of lay appropriations. But the 
Quakers refufed to pay tithes to the 
appropriator, as well as to the clergy- 
man, though the property had been in 
his poiTeifion for more than three 
hundred years, a period much longer 
than the perfualion upon which they 

- aded had been in exigence. 

Mr. Serjeant Adair faid, with regard 
fo the principle of his Learned Friend, 
on which he founded his objection to 
the meafure, that no refpe^ ought to 
t>c fiiewn to religious fcruples where 
|hey went to affect property, he could 
not agree with him to the extent in 

. yihich it had been ftated. Ue thought 
that fome refpeft ought to be (hewn 
even to thofe religions which might be 
^onfidered as abfurd, though they in* 

; yolved this confcquence, and they might 
even be the obje^ of that good-natured 
toleration which bis Learned Friend 
had mentioned. His Learned Friend 

• ^id, that to fuch fcrnples the Legiu- 
lature ought not at all to yield. He 
admitted that the Legiibture ought not 
io far to yield to them as to le^n the 



fecurity of property ; bnt yet he thought 
it wife, juft, and humane, to give fuck 
indulgence as was confident with its 
moft pecfe£l fecurity* Alterations ia 
the laws which tended to afford eafe ta 
the perfon who entertained the fcruple, 
without injuring the property which it 
regarded, he would contend, were wife, 
juft, and humane; and till his Learned 
Friend could ihew that the prefcnt Bill 
would actually produce the elfe^ whic^ 
he deprecated, he would not confent to 
the application of his principle. 

The Solicitor General laid, that the 
whole argument of the Learned Ser- 
jeant proceeded upon the idea, that the 
body of Quakers laboured under a con- 
fiderable grievance. Now he denied 
that any fuch grievance exifted, or that 
any Quakers were liable to be treated 
with the feverities which had been al- 
ledged, on the fcore 'of their religious 
fcruples. For a period of twenty years 
no perfon of that pcrfuafioii had been 
imprifoncd for confcience fake. The 
grvat body of rcipe^aole Quakers were 
actuated by no fcruple wuh refped te 
the payment of tithes, nor did they 
wilh for the interference of the law on. 
the fubjtdt. There were refpe€labte 
Quakers who were tithe-owners and 
tithe-renters, and it was abfurd to fup« 
pofe that they could feel any con« 
fcientious fcruple in paying to others 
what they themfelves received and cal« 
Ic^ed. 

The Houfe divided. 
For the Queftiou - 33 
Againft it - - 33 

The Speaker gave the cafting vote 
in favour of the Ayes. 

CAPTAIN MaNNING*S CASE. 

Mr. Alderman Combe prefented a 
Petition from Edward Manning, £fq« 
Commander of one of the Kaft India 
Company's (hips, which, he obfervcf^, 
contained a cafe of extraordinary hard- 
ihip. The Petitioner was the holder of 
a promiCfory note for 2,5001. indorfed to 
him for a valuable confideration, the 
payment of which was refifted folely 
from its having been drawn upon an 
a|;reement ftamp. He therefore ,foli« 
cued for a Bill to enable the Commif* 
Boners of Stamps to put the proper 
ftamp upon the note. 

The Solicitor General, after ob- 
ferving that it was impoffible Captain 
Manning (hould have intended the 
fmalleft fraud on the revenue, which 
WQ\»U have only required one ihilltng 
' more^ 
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jBore, hiiTf that fuch a Bill was never* 
thcieft not to be granted without con* 
fiderable attention from the Uoufe. 

The Petition was then brought up» 
»nd ordered to lie on the Table ^ and 
the Houfe adjourned. 

MONDAY, FEB. ZJ, 
XAKDING OF THE FRENCH IX WALES. 

A Member role to call the atiention 
lof the Uoufe to the late attempt of the 
French upon Wales. He faid, that he 
faw fbmeihing exceedingly portentous 
IB the nianner in which the Enemy had 
cffef^ed a dcfcent upon the coall of 
Wales with 1,400 men with arms^ but 
without tents or field pieces. It was a 
matter T^ery extraordinary, that fuch a 
mumbcr of men fliould land, form them* 
felvea into a body upon a hill ; and» 
without ihewing any difpofuion to op- 
pofe the people, or the force that had 
inarched againll ihem, furrender thcm> 
felvcs at difcretion. Fourteen hundred 
meni with arc's in their hands, could 
unquedionably have done fomething ; 
but from their condu6^, it appeared 
^tear to hi<n that they had been landed 
^r no other purpofe than that of being 
nade prifoners. Under this confide- 
ration^ he could not help founding an 
•iarm to the country ; amd, as he did 
Aot know how to att upon the occafion, 
be begged to be informed what meafure 
was moil proper to be adopted upon the 
occafion, and what Motion it would be 
fight for him topropofe to the Houfe. 

The Speaker iniormed him, that it 
nmaincd for him to propofe feme 
l^otion to the Houfe, in the form of an 
Addrefs to his Majefty^ or in anv other 
|lkanner that bis difcretion might luggcfi. 

He then moved an humbie Addrefs, 
but no perfon feconded it, atid the 
|dotion tell t« the grpund.

former period 5 that, not only was the 
Bank equal to anfwtr the Utmoft ex- 
tent of the demands againft it, but that 
there was an abundance far beyond any 
den>and that could be made ; yet he 
was fatisfisd that every Member would 
agree with him, that, under the pre- 
fenc circumilances» it would be highly 
expedient to declare by law, that the 
outjianding engagements of the Bitnk ef 
England Jboidd oc con/Uered as fecmed 
by the Hational faitb of the Coumtry } and 
that an Kdi, ihould be palTed, declaring 
that to be the law whicfjk already wai 
the pra^lice, viz. that their Mous would 
be received in every branch of piiblic 
payment. This menfure, he was fatis- 
ficrd, would, in addition to the proof 
which an inveftigatiun of the. affairs of 
the Bank would give of the folidity of 
their reiburcet, neceff^rily operate as a 
confirmation of their ability to aafwer 
everv demand. He did not think it 
his duty to expatiate farther at prefent* 
It was enough that he had appri^d the 
Houfe of his intention to propofe thofr 
meafurts which feemed to him to re- 
quire the^raoft urgent attentiou. He 
trailed the Houfe would be induced t« 
enforce, by a law, the refiri£tion which 
had been recommended to the Bank not 
to make payments in calby except iq 
fuch cafes as might be thought neceffarj 
to permit. Udving expUii^ed the n»* 
ture and tendency of the meafures, he 
concluded by moving, That the Mcffage 
b( taken into conHderation to-morrow. 
Mr. Fox wi^ed ihc Right Hon. Gen^ 
tleman to inforni ihe Houfe to what 
extent he really meaht to carry tb* 
principles of conftitutxog the Notes of 
the Bank good ai)d lawful tenders. To 
give to fuch a principle an unlimited 
operat ion would, he had no hefitatioa lo 
fay, produce confequences the moft 
ruinous and mifchievous. The fourct 
^b'hci^e originated, th^ aecelDty of 
this meafure was eifiiy to be found ia 
the enormity of our National Debt» 
which was now become fo inttklerable a 
burthen^ that it was ntceffary to alter 
the laws of the Country to enable ua 
at all to bear the immente weight uf iu 
An incident fu extraordinary and fo 
novel as that arifmg out of tne prefenc 
fituation of affairs demanded the utmoft 
attention; and he hoped, that in dif« 
cuffing it ^h»r^mous fyftcm and tlie 
inicfuico^^ 
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ttalquitont pn^ices that bad reduced 
w to our prcfcnt deplorable condirioa 
would-be duly weighed, and imp^rcially 
decided upon. He did not mean to 
Ciller into' the particulars' of the qucf- 
tion until it came fairly before the 
Houfe to*mc>rrow ; but deeming the 
propofitioB of the Hon. Gentleman to 
be •f the greateft importancey he hoped 
that a Committee would be appointed 
to enquire into the whole of tne cir- 
cumftances which had combined to 
render the adoption of fo extraordinary 
a mcai'ure of urgent nectrflity to the 
exiilence of the public credit of Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Alderman Combe then afked, 
whether Notes were to be rendered le- 
pl tenders in mercantile or other tranf- 
aftions between individuals ? 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
replied, that he had already given notice 
ti every thing that he was then at 
liberty to (late. Whatever (kould be 
dctmed prat^ticablcy it was ceruinly his 
iatention to make legal. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, the ftoppage of 
nyment of the Bank, whether a mea- 
lare of necefiity or not, was entirely an 
expedient of the Minifter's, and the 
Directors hftd been called upon to obey 
u order to that tS^6t. A proceeding 
fo alarming demanded immediate at- 
ttation, aiul he did exped that fome 
plan would have been immediately

Mr. Nichol fccondcd the Motion in 
a Oiort but very warm fpecch, and was 
very fcvtre on Mr. Pitt in his obfer- 
vations upon his former boadings of 
confiding m'ajorifiesy who ht thought 
would foun hnve rcafoa to repent of 
their fcrvilc confidence. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
exprrlTed hLmfclf not (o mucha(lonilhe4 
at the Motion wh:ch had been made^ ae 
he was at the condu6^ of the Learned 
Gentleman who had fecondcd ir. If » 
Motion of the prefent nature ibould be 
carried before we afcertained that there 
was no probability of a favourable 
change, it would be declaring to the 
cnemv that we were determined t# 
abandon the Emperor ; a circumfiance 
which^ould not fail to produce the 
mo|l mifchievous and dangerous con- 
fequencei, as well to Great Britain a« 
to her Ally. Under thefc confiderationa 
he iheuld move the Order of the Day. 

Mr. Fox faid a fcarcity of Caih had 
been experienced at former periods, and 
particularly in the ^ear 1793 ; yet at 
that period the Bank of Kngltnd had 
exp^riftuced no difficulty. From what 
then could this difference arife, buc 
from the immenfc exports which had 
been- made to the Continent > Why 
then were the H.cufe to confide that 
the Minifler would not do that which 
he had already done? The u hole u( 
the bufinefs mud be brought before the 
public eye. That Houfe would betray 
their duty to their con ftituenis if thcj 
did not a6l as coniidering the bunnefs 
in this point of view. They would, 
by any other condu6\, make thcmfelvtt 
acceflaries to all the confequences, or, 
in other words, to the certain ruin of the 
Country. 

Mr. Dundas complained of a want 
of candour on the oppofite fide o( the 
Houfe. 

Sir W. Milncr faid, at a moment 

when the Bank of England bad dopped 

payment, and when almoft every other 

Bank in the Country had viohred the 

^ implied 
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iotpUed cotiditionft entered into with 
their creditor!, it would be abfurd to 
lifren any longer to the alTertions of 
Minifters; it became that Houfe to fee 
with their own eyes how the public 
money had been, and was to be ex* 
penned.

POOR BILL. 

The Report of the Bill for the better 
Regulation of the Poor being brought 

up* 

Mr, Pitt moved, that the further 
confideration of the Report be deferred 
loThurfdav fe'nnight. 

Mr. Whitbrcad faid, that if the 
Ichedules were to be circulated through 
the Country as the Bill had been, and 
as It was his opinion they*ihould be, 
there was no hope that the Bill could 
pafs in the pretent Stiiion. The Bill 
was of a different nature, full of com- 
plex, and, in hts judgment, of imprac- 
ticable machinery. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that there was nothing 
in the Bill which was not neceffary to 
the Cvliem which l\e had laid before the 
Uoufe. # 

Mr. Sheridan gave it as his decided 
opinion, that this Bill would not pafs, 
and that it dill would be met by the 
phrafe of " new and unforefeen oc- 
currences.** It was a libel on the rich 
as well as the poor. It libelled the 
benevolence of the one and the indudry 
©f the other. He repeated his wifh 
that its principle Ihuuld oe brought into 
difcu^Iion. 

Mr. Pitt wilhcd, undoubtedly, that it 
could be reduced to a lef:, complic<ired 
fliape, but had no objection to fet apart 
a day fur it* difcuirion. 

Mr. Vanfutart was •f op nion that 
the Bill Ibould give way to the preffure 
•f public bulincCs, and that the blanks 
beir.g 5lled up. it mav be meliorated by 
the confideration of Gentlemen in the 
enfuing fummtT. 

Mr, Jolliffe faid, that it was neceflTdry 
for Members to underhand the intent 
and iT^eaning of the Bill. For this 
purpofe one day, at Icaft, may be de« 
v<^)ied in the month of i\pril. 

Sir W. Geary was of opinion that 
the Bill (huuld be poftponcd to another 
Stiiion. 

Tbe Rcpc^rt was o-dercd to be re- 
ceived on ThurfJay fc'nnfght. 



TUESDAY, FEB. if. 

On the motion of Mr. Pitt, fecondca 
by^r. Dundas, an Addrefs of Thanl^s 
was voted his Majefty for the com- 
munication in the MelTage of yeftcr- 
day. 

Mr. Pitt then rofe^ and after jufiify« 
ing the Order of Council from the ne« 
ceaity of the cafe, when fuch immenfe 
drafts were unneceflarily mad« upon 
the Bank for fpecie, and eiprcifiog his 
confidence that that order would per- 
fe6tlv fatisfy all reafonable pcrfons of 
the lolvency of the Bank $ yet to put ic 
bevond a doubt, and to relieve fafpiciout 
mmds from the lead apprehenBons, he 
thought it necoflary to moveg That t 
Committee of that Houfe be appointed 
to enquire into the quantum of the 
outftanding Notes of the Bank, and the 
funds they had to pay them ; and he 
entertained no doubt but the refult' 
would prove not merely the folvencyt 
but the flourilbing ftate of that gi-eat 
Company. He undcrftood it would be 
urged, that the enquiry (hould travel 
farther back, and go into the camfirs 
which had produced the n^celEty of 
the pre Tent meafures— but this he 
thought at the prefent period would 
not be a poliiic mesfure; and he con- 
cluded by movinrg, "That a Secret Com- ■ 
mittee be appointed to afcertain the 
amount of the outftanding engagements 
of the Bank," &c. 

Mr. Fox declaimed again ft the 
Order of Council as unconftitutional, 
and againft the Miniftcr who had ad- 
vifed it, and who had brought us into 
a fituation fo unparalleled and calamit- 
ous. The prcclamarion, he faid, gave 
a (lab to the' vitals of public crcdir. 
He was nfT*fM>ui when he read it* 
"What/' obfcrvedhe/'iithefenfcofit? 
It is to declare, though you have'ib- 
lemniy and rcpeatedlv-promiled to keep 
your faith wiih the public creditor, 
though m all the difficulties, iu all the 
emergencies of the country, you have 
hitherto avoided, wifely avoid .1, laving 
any kind of ux upon the dividends jue ; 
though you have done all thcfe a^ 
yet, that thecircumftancesof the coun- 
try are fucb, jtoti;, that yoa have looked 
to the great depofitory of cafli, have 
taken that cafb, and hare thereby de- 
frauded the public creditor. Look ar 
all your A^ts of Pirlhimcnt. Do they 
fay, that you (hall receive the money 
due to you at flared penxidsef the year* 
in notes of the Bsnk of £ngUnd ? No; 

the/ 
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tbey fsnr that you fli^tl reeeiye it in the 
coiii ot the kingdom. Should Bank. 
' notes he at one per cent, difcount, will 
not that be, to all intents and parpofet, 
taxing the dividends ? But it may be 
faid, that emergencies may be neceflTflry 
to break through all rules. NccelTicy 
certainly is a plea to which no anfwer 
can be eiv^ ; but the neceility ought 
tobeabiotute and irrefocable; it ought, 
loo, to be ftridly defined. I (houid 
have thought, that when the Minider 
had been compelled by emergency to 
adopt a cafe of this nature, he would 
have efteeroed it to be his duty to have 
explained the grounds of that emer* 
gency. 

He then argued, that the enquiry 
, ought CO g^ into the cau/es that] had led 
to the prefent memfure— that the public 
required a full, fair, and aniple expla* 
Jitfoot and that the refearches made 
ihould be of the utmoft publicity and 
extent, and not kept within the narrow 
limits propoled, or confined to a Secret 
Committee. 

Sir John Sinclair, Mr« Hobhoufe» 
Lord Wycombe, Mr. Hofiey, Mr. 
Wilberforce Bird, Mr. Smith, and fe- 
deral other Members argued on the 
fame fide ; and Mr. Dundas, Mr. 
Thornton, 5cc. fupported the motion of 
Mr. Pitt. 

Mr. Sheridan, after recapitulating 
the arguments of the feveral fpeakers 
againft the motion, concluded by pro- 
prong an Amendment to the original roo« 
tion—** That after the word *• Houfe'* 
ibould be inferted thefe words, viz.^* 
** and alfo to enquire into the caufes 
which have produced the Order of 
Council of the a6th inftant, together 



with their opinions thereon; and to 
confider of Jthe propriety of continuinr 
the faid order in force for a limitedtime. 

This produced fome further debate, 

and at twelve o'clock the Houfe di* 

vided. ,

' [Mr. Pitt wu oftener than ufual 
upon his legs during this dcbatCi and 
the great point in dispute was, whether 
the enquiry propofed by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer ihould be extended 
to the cau/es which produced the oecef* 
fity of the Order in Council, or ihouid 
be conhned, in the prefent inftance, 
merely to ihtftahilitj of the BankiM* 
mately to anfwer every demand upon 
them. — Mr. Pitt and the other Mini- 
fters contended, that the occafion called 
for immediate decifioo upon the latter 
fubje6^ ; wkiie the que ft ion of the 
caufis of the neceffity iuvolved man/ 
circumfiances which would require 
more time than public credit, in the 
prefent crifis, would allo^v to be fpent 
m * uncertainty.

I HAVE the fatisfa^lioii to acquaint 
your Grace, that fince the information 
nraofmitted to Mr. Greville, that tbe 
French had entirely left Bantry Bay, 
there has been no re -appearance of them 
upon the coafta ; fo that I trufi, from 
the violence of the tcmpeft, and from 
their fliips being ill found and ill viau- 
ailed, their expedition is at prefent fruf. 
trated. 

Upon reviewing what has pafied dur- 
«g this expedition of the enemy, I 
have the fatisfeftion to rcflca, that tbe 
beft fpirit was manifcftcd by his Majcfr 
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?fs Rtgi^r tod Militia Forces ; and 
ht?e«Tery rcafcm to beltcTc, that if 
i Imdtiii had taken place* they would 
h«?f difplared tbe mmoft fidelity. 
W^n tot lank companiet of the An- 
trim regiment were formedy the whole 
rtginent turned ont to a man, with 
expreffions of the greateft eagemeif to 
match i and the Downlhire regiment, 
to a man, declared they would ftand 
and fall by their Officers* 

At the time the Army was ordered 
to march, the weather was extremely 
ffvere; I therefore ordered them a 
proportion of fpirits upon their route, 
and dirc^ed an allowance of four pence 
a day to their wives until their return* 
During their march, the utmoft atten- 
tion was paid fhem by the inhabitants 
of the towns and villages through which 
they psfied ; fo that, in many places, 
tbe meat provided by the CbmmifTariat 
yn% not confumed. The roads , which 
in fome p^rts bad been rendered im« 
patfaUe by tbe fnow, were cleared by 
the peafantry* The poor.people often 
Aared their J90tatoes with them, and 
drefled their meat without demanding 
payment { of which there was a very 
psiticQiar inftance in the town of Ba- 
ingber, where no Oentleman or prin* 
cipal farmer refid«s to (et them tbe ex- 
ample. At Carlow a coofiderable fub- 
fcnption was made for "the troops as 
they pafied, and at Limerick and Cork 
erery exertioo was ufed to facHitate 
the ^rriage of artillery and bagea|e 
by premiums to the carmen ; and in 
the town of GaUvay, which for a ibort 
time was left with a very inadequate 
^srrifon, the zeal and ardour or the 
inhabitants and yeomanry were parti - 
colarly manifefted, and in a manner to 
fdve me the utrooft iatisfa6tion. In 
wrtt the general good dj^fpofition of 
the people through 3ie South apd Weft 
was fo prevalent, that had the enemy 
landed, their hope of aiS dance from the 
Inhabitants would have been totally dif- 

From the nnned Yeomanry Govern- 
ment derived the moft honourable a£- 
fiilance* NobleHien and Gentleaien of 
the firft property vied in exerting 
thetnfelves at the bead of their corps. 
Much of the exprefs and efcortduty 
vas performed by them. In Cork, 
Limerick, and Galway, they took the 
duty of the garrifoo, Lord Shannon 
Informs !Qe> that men of three or four 



thouiand pounds a year were employed 
m efcortin^ bagnge and carrying ejo. 
preiTes.— Mr. Jonn Latouobe, who was 
a private in hb Ton's corps, rode twsm* 
ty-fivc miles in one of the fevertft 
nights, with an exprefs, it being hit 
turn for duty. The merchants of 
Dublin, many of them of the firft emi- 
nence, marched fixteen IriHi milts with 
a convoy of arms to the North, whither 
It was condu£led by reliefs of Yee* 
manry* The appearance in this me* 
tropolis has been highlv meritorious. 
The corps have been formed of thf 
moft refpe^table Barrifters, Attor* 
neyt, Merchanu, Gentlemen, and Ci» 
tizens^ and their niimber is fo confi- 
derable, and their zeal in meutitinA 
guard ib ufeful, that I was enabled 
greatly to reduce the garrifon with 
perfe^ fafety to the town. The nun* 
bers of Yeomanrv fully appointed aii4 
difciplined in Dublin exceed two tbou*^ 
faod, above four hundred of whom are 
horfe* The whole number of corpe 
approved by Government aii(iount to 
four hundred and forty, exdufive of 
the Dublin corps* The grofs number 
is nearly twenty-five thoufand.

LETTERS from St. Domingo, dated 
Dec. 7, inform us, that the EngliOi 
troops have joined thofe inhabitants of 
the Spaniih (iart of the Tfland who are 
nawitiiog to belong^ France. They 
are to make an attack upon the Capc^ 
and the Cayes. Santhonax and hit fol- 
lowers kept up the civil war in the co- 
lony. 

Feb. 14. Ge<wge Crofley, a well- 
known Attorney, was indittcd for wil- 
ful and corrupt perjury :— after a trial 
which occupied the whole nwrnini;, the 
Jury pronounced the defebdanc guilty.

A large hole 
iiad been dug under one of the prifuns^ 
and a paiVa^e was nearly completed to 
the outtide of the walls of the CalHe, 
3when an information w?s given. At a 
given time in the evening, after the pri- 
foncrs were all locked up in their dilfe- 
irent apartments, it was i^r«?cd that the 
Clfi^ccrs on guards nd aiumcicntnurrtbtr 



offoldiers, (hould rufli in among them, 
and diicovcr the prifoners at work. 
This was dene, and fomp of the men 
were taken out of the fubterranco^ 
pnirage. Shortly after, an alarm wa 
given in another quarter, and a prifpnO" 
was detc6\cd making his efcapc inrougti 
a broken part of the walls. 

The prifoners, from this difappoinci 
ment, grew riotous, and very rttraftc- 
ry, and conriniled fo the whole of the 
night, keeping in hghted candles, (ing- 
ing republican fongs, and bthaving la 
a difordctly «nd alarming manner % fo 
much fo, that it was found ncceffary to 
fire fome ball cartridges amongft them. 
— This was attenrlcd with no other 
cflTe^^ than pnxuring order for a ihoft 
tune. 

On the. next morning (Saturday) 
difordcr and tumult ?gain prevailtd*^ 
the ccntrncis were intuited on their du* 
ty, and it became necclTary to make 
fome example. One man, in attempting 
to get out from one of the \ ennUiors a*t 
the top of the buildings, was !hot ihrou^k 
the back ; the ball w.^^ obftiuaed by 
the fliouUler bhtde, and went our at me 
neck > the woui»'l,. 'however, it n«t 
mortal. Very iomi tftcr, u>5r« provo- 
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eatios wts gifcn, sftd another French* 
DiAU W9» Ikot through the bcirt — he 
4lird, of courfcy iDftaDuneoufly. 

It is prclumed, that| frum the recent 
riirc«(res of chcr French over the arms 
of Auftria, the UU return of the French 
fleet into BKfi, and other circumftancet, 
thefe men weac led on to that kind of 
behaviour which hat been the caufe of 
this fatality. 

If this plan hid been attended with 
fVicccfs, the intention was to have rour*

'T HE Nobleman ^ofe Portrait adornt 
0arprcfcnt Magarine paiTed a long 
life in purfuits To kldom the objcds of 
attcatioii in pcrlbnt of the fame rank, 
that, we cannot forbear claiming for hi« 
memory that retptft which ever ihould 
accompany ihoie who, by the exertion of 
their mental faculti^> have contributed to 
the improvement of their own or to the 
entertainment of Ibture times. 

HoraceWalpole was thp youngcft 
Ton of the celebrated Minifter of Great 
Britain, Sir Robert Walpole, after- 
wards £ai^ of Orford (a title which 
became extinft by the death of the No- 
hleman now under our confideration), by 
his wife Catherine Shorter f . He was 
horn about the year 1718, jyid received the 
(rarly part of his education at Eton, where 
he hrit became known to the celebrated 
Jl/r. Gray* whofe friendHiip at that early 
period be cultivated, and whole eftecm 
and rpgprrd be retained, with a fhort inter- 
ruption, to the end of that Gentleman's 
lilc. From Eton he went to King's Col- 
lege, Cai^bpd^ J butt according to the 



pra^Vice of men of rank and fortune at 
that time, left the Univerfity withotit 
taking anjr degree. While there he wrtfte 
" Verfes m Memory of King Henry the 
Sixth, Founder of the College," which tte 
dated Feb. %, 1738, and are probably the 
6rft pr^duf^ion of his pen f . In the 
lame year he was appointed Infpeflor- 
General of the Exports and Imports ; a 
place which he foon after exchanged for 
that of Ulher of the Excliequer J. To 
thcfe were added the poft of Comptroller 
of tlic Pipe and Clerk of the Eltreats j 
all which he held unto his death. 

Finding himfelf diGnclined to enter fo 
early into the bufinefs of Parliament, be 
prevailed on his fatlier, Sir Robert Wal- 
pole, to permit him to go abroaJj, and 
Mr. Gray confented to accompany him in 
his travels. They left England on the 
a9th of March 1739, *"^ ^^^ their route 
by the way of France lo Italy, viewing 
whatever was remarkable in the fcveral 
places thev.vifited, and at fome of thei^, 
particularly Florence, refining feveral 
months. Unequal friendihips are Kbt

tlways the mbft lading. Ab<rat July 
1 74.1 the two friends came to a rupture, 
and parted at Reggio, each purfulng his 
journey homewards feparatciy. Of this 
quan^l the circiunftanccs are unknown j 
but Mr. Walpolc enjoined Mr. Mafon 
to charge him with the chief blame, 
confeOing, that more attention, complai- 
fance, and defcreqce, to a wajra friend- 
ihipy andfuperior judgment and prudence, 
might have prevent«l a ruptui-e which 
gave much uneaiinefs to them both, and 
a lafting concern to the furvivor. The 
liberality of Mr. Walpole on this occa- 
fion deferves much praife j though we 
cannot but aflcnt to Dr. Johnfon's re- 
mark, that *• if we look without preju- 
dice on the world, we (hall find, that men 
whoie confcioufnefs of their own merit 
fetsthem above the compliances of fervi- 
Utyareapt enough, in their aiTociat ion 
with fuperiors, to watch their own dig- 
nity witntroubleforoe and pun^iliousjea* 
loufy, and in the fervour of independence 
tQ exa£^ that attention which they refufe 
to pay.^* In 1744 a reconciliation to«k 
place between them, by the intervention 
of a Lady who wimed well to both 
parties j tnough it is probable the cordi- 
ality which had fubfified between them did 
not whclly return, as Mr. Walpolc was 
entirely unnoticed by Mr. Gray in his 
laft will. 

In the Parliament which met the a 5th 
of June 1 74.1, he was returned for Cal- 
lington, and foon had an opportunity of 
(hewing that he was koC likely to become 
either a filent or inactive Member. On 
the 23d March 1741-2, on Lord Lime- 
rick's motion for an enquiry into the 



conduA of Sir Robert Walpole ^df the 
preceding ten years, he oppofed the pro- 
portion, a» far as the debates of that 
period may be depended on, in a ipccch 
of ibme length, with great fpirit, and 
greatly to the credit of his filial piety •. 
He was not, however, a freouent fpeaker. 
In 1 747 he was chofen for toe borough of 
Cadle Rifmg. 

The tenor of. his life viras not much 
varied by accident or adventure i though 
about the year 1 749 he narrowly efcaped 
the piftol of a higHvirayman, the relation 
of which we ihall give in his ownwordsf: 
*' An X acquaintance of mine was robbed 
a few years ago, and very near (hot 
through the head by the going-off of the 
piftol of the accomplifhed Mr. Maclean i 
yet the whole affair was conduced with 
the greateft good-breeding on both (ides. 
The robber, who had only taken a purfe 
this v^y becaufe he had that morning 
been di^ppointed of marrying a great 
fortune, no fooner retumeo to his lodg- 
ings, than he lent the Gtotkman two 
letters of excufes, which with IcTs wit 
than th^ epifUes of Voiture had ten timet 
more natural and eafy politenefs m the' 
turn of their expreffion. In the poftieript 
he appointed a meeting at Tyburn at 
twelve at night, where the Gentleman 
might purchai'e again any trifles he bsd 
lofk $ and my friend has been blamed for 
not accepting the rendezvous, at it 
feemed liable tobeconftrued by ill-naturtd 
people into a doubt of the honour of a man 
who had given him all the fatisfaflion in 
his power fcr having unluckily been 
near (hooting him through the head.^*

Thomas Martyn was bom in Church- 
lane, Chellea, on the 13d of September 
1735. He was admitted of Emanuel Col- 
le^ the a4th of June 175%, and was ma- 
triculated of the Univerlity on the x8th of 
December following. 

He yfz% eleAed to a Fellowfliip on the 
foundation of the Lady Frances Sydney, 
Coontefs of Suflrx, on the 27 th ot April 
1^58. He was ordained Deacon on Tri- 
^ Bity Stinday , May the 1 1 ft , the fame ^f ar, 
» at Conduit-ftreet Chapel, in the panfli of 
St, George's, Hanover- fquare ; and 
Pricft at Buckden, on the 23d of Decem- 
ber 175^ > both by John Thomas, then 
Lord Bifliop of Lincoln. The beginnijig 
<)f this year he was an unfucccf^tul can- 
didate for'the Le6lureihiD9f CkeUea, then 
vlcailt by thedcafliof liis'Ichoolmaftcr, 
^ Mr. Rothcry. 

, Mr. Martyn was unanlmouily chofen 
JProfeiror of Botany by the Senate of the 



Univerfity of Cambridge on the ad of 
Febiuary 1762, on the ftJi%nation^ not 
the deatn, of his father ; for his fsither did 
not die till the a9th of January 176S. 
Prett-ntly after, he was appointee, by Dr. 
Walker himftlt, who was then founding 
the Botanic Gaixicni his firft Reader of 
Botany. Both thefe offices were without 
emolument till the year i774> when a fa- 
lary of cnr hundred pounds a year was 
given by the King, whilft the Duke of 
Grafton, Charcellor of the Univerfity, 
was at the head of the Treafury j and lb 
Continued to the ad 'of Auguft 1793, 
when Mr. Manyn was appointed Regius 
ProftfTor by patent, with a falary ot two 
hundred pcuh'df a year. 

If any merit is to be claimed from read- 
ing LeAures in'Englifli, Mr. Martyn can 
derive none from that circumftance ; for he 
merely followed a cuftcra which he found 
eftablifhed, and which his Either \a(\ 
adopted thirty years before. Mr. Manyn 
fometimes made excurfions into the coun- 
try witli his pupils, but not io conflantly 
as his father had done ; the ncceflitv of 
them being in forae degree fuperlcdcd by 
the foundation of a Botanic Gaiden. 

January 6th, 1773, Mr. Martyn was 
prefented, by the then Biihop of Ely, to 
the vicarage of Foxton, in Cambridge- 
ihire; and on D^-cember the 9th, the 
fame vear, he was married to ^l|ls Mar- 
tha Ellifton, lifter to the prelent worthy 
Mailer of Sydney College. 

January ift, 1774, he was prcfented 
by John Borlafe Warren, Efq. to thf 
Re^ory of LudgerAiall, in Buckingham- 
(hire} and on Auguft loth, i>7^> to the 
VicaiagcofLittleMarlow, in that couniy, 
by the fame patron. 

Mr. Warren, now Sir John Borlaft 
Warren, never was Mr. Mariyn's pupil, 
but there had been a friendfliip between

London. TheMantger ofCrow.flreet The. 
aire therefore, in \Sc year 17^59 renewed 
Rn engagement with her for that fummer, 
when (hit, in company with the late Mr. 
Henderfon and Mr. Pope (a young a£lor 
from Dublin), who made hit appearan^je 
the winter before at Covent Ganlen The- 
atre in Oroonoko with Tery coniiderabJe 
appiaufe), fet out for that capital in the 
June of the fame year. Accident threw 
Mr. Pope, Mifs Younge, and another 
Lady of her acauaintance, into the fame 
poft-chaife, and as Cupid avails himfelf 
nmch of accident, the two former, from 
fellow. travellers, foon commenced lovers. 
In fhorty towards the clofe of that leaibn 
they were married together in Diiblin, 
on terms of fettlement, Sec. very credita- 
ble to the iincerity of Mr. Pope's affec- 
tions. 

The following winter Mr. and Mrs. 
Pope reaflumed their (ituations at Covent 
, Ganlen Theatre r he in the firft lines of 
Tra|^y and Comedy, flie as evidently 
the hrlt a6lrefs in ail the parts of her pro- 
feflion 9 which fhe fupported with a fta- 
tionary degree of reputation till Thurf- 
day the «6th of January 1797, when, 
in the run of the new Comedy called 
" A Cure for the Heart- Ache,'' Ihe was 
reluctantly confine4 to her bed. She 
found herielf foill three days before this, 
that none but thofe who felt like her 
would venture out 5 but fuch vwis her 
teal for her prcfeflion, fuch her invariable 
fenfe of duty to Managers, Authors, and 
Perfonxiers, that, frcm the bare hint 
from her phyfician Dr. Warren, that her 
bufinefs m/]^/'/ diflipate her diibrder, ihe 
cheerfully tried the experiment. 

Nature, however, was not to be con- 
quered thus \ her illnefs increaled upon 
her fomuc^ that on her return from the 
r Theatre (he was feized with fvch a light- 

nefs in her head, as for a while- to deprive 
her of all fen(ation. From thi^ moment flie 
was confined to her bed, and it was foon 
difcovered that fhe had a paralytic afiec- 
tion. During the firft month there were 
hopes of her iiecovery, as (he retained her 
femes pretty accurately, and employed 



them to the beft of all poflible purpofet^ 
in confiant a^s of prayer, zodptous re* 
JlgHotion to her condition. 

During this interval, being requeiled 
by a female friend to endeavour to com- 
pofe herfelf, (he complacently faid, <* (he 
would, if itkt would fird permit her to 
repeat Pope's Univerial Prayer," which 
(he immediately began, and recited with- 
out ever mi/Hng a Unzle word, with a 
precidon, a fervour, and itillnefs of voice^ 
that delighted and a(loni(hed every body 
about hei". 

For the I aft fortnight (he dail^ became 
more infen(ible, fcldoiti fpeakmg, and 
then evidently with great effort, until 
Sundav the nth of March, when (he 
refulcd all noun(hment, and gave ftrong 
(ymptoms of approaching diffolution. 
She continued in this ftate till the mom* 
ing of the 14th, when (he made (igns to 
R particular friend at if (he had fome* 
thing to communicate; many things 
were (\iggefted to her, to all of which 
(he waved her head 5 till, very oppor- 
tunely, her old and valued friend, the 
Rev. Mr. Matthew, called in, and read 
prayers by her. This feemed to be the 
ohy^Si (he aimed at, as (he grew inffantly 
compofed, and, clofin^ her hands toge- 
ther at well as her infirm (tate would 
permit, joined moft fervently in the de- 
votions. 

After this (he relapfed into a (bte of 
infenfibility till Wednefday the 15th 
March« wlicn, about half ||)a(t two o'cloch 
on that mcming, (he expired without r 
groan. 

By Mrs. Pope's marriage (ettlement 
(he had the power of difpofing of her for- 
tune by win } but with that juftice and 
propriety which evef diftingui(hcd her 
charafter, by dying inteftate, (he left the 
whole of her property, except a few no- 
minal legacies, to her hulbanid. 

Her remains were carried, in a hearie 
and fix horfes, from her houfe in Half- 
moon-ftreet, Piccadilly, on Wednefday 
the 2ad of March following, between the 
hours of twelve and one o^dock, attend- 
ed by her particular friends in two mourn- 
ing coaches, and followed by the Gen- 
tlemen compofing the Sibool f»f Gar rick ♦ 
(wearing 4he mMallion of their founder)

Elizabeth Pope— thefc remains to be 
added a (ketch of her public and private 
thara^er ; and it is pleafing to tlie pen 
of Biography to review both 5 becaufe 
in doing fo it will fulfil the laft melan- 
choly yet pleafing office of friendfliip— 
record departed excellence, and fet before 
the Public an example truly worthy their 
imitation. 

That Mrs. Pope was bofn for her 
profe0ion the various qualities of her 
mind and perfon evidently proved. Of 
the latttr we have already reported in the 
beginning of thelc Meinoiia; hence we 
have iittfe more to fay, but that ^s time 
had added fullnels and rotundity to her 
figure, thefe gave her a greater dcgf«{ of 
grace and dignity. In rel'pefV to ner ta- 
kntH, though they mav be called univcr- 
i'al, hei; /or/r conkflfedly lay in the grave 
and dienified parts of Tragedjr, and 
particuLuly in thole which required the 
powers of rrdtafiOK— here ihe was at lea ft 
equal to any one actreis in her time, and 
fuperior to moft, as the beft judges who 
have lecn her in many of her parts, and 
particularly in Queen Catherine, have 
unanimouUy teftified. 

Her Comedy was rather of the well- 
bred ftcady kind, inch as Mrs, Belmour^ 
Utdj Etify. Loily Brute ^ Mjtu ^uUerii &c. 
which required a fenfible marked deli- 
very — not but what we have fcen her in 
Jlioiricff, Ctarlnda^^ ^ifantai Rofalitrd^ 
St€, to very great advantage ^ 1^1 ix^ 



deed, whenv^e recolk^l her perfarmance 
of LitiitM Hardy, in the «Bdle*s Stra- 
tagem,** we are tempted to withdraw our 
former opinion, as here (be difplaycd 
fuch grace, fpirit, and verfatihty^ of 
charader, as to make it or^iiiai in bcv 
hands. 

Her ftudy was favourable to her ge-. 
nlus.; as there was feldom known an 
inltance in which (he wanted the aid of 
a Prompter. Her adiduities in her pfo- 
ieHion were likewile conftant and oini*- 
mitting : (he drew her information from 
the beft fources, from the convtr&tio» 
of intelligent perfons ; from obfervatica 
on thofe eminent on the Stace who pre- 
ceded her ; and from the ftudy of the old 
and modem dreitcs. Sec, &c.} (he was 
fo particular in this laft, that before Ike 
/irft appeared in the chara£Ur of i^^9 
EUzabetby (he had not only review^ tb* 
drefled figure in wax work of this Prin« 
ccfs in -Weftminfter Abbey, but care- 
fully read over and noted the minutiae of 
her drefs, as related by the celebrated 
Paul Hentzner dm-ing his reitdence in 
England towards the dofe of Queen 
Elizabeth's reign ; — her attentions werq 
fully repaid, as we believe flie made as 
^nt a reprefentation of this chara£ler ia 
point of iimilitude, fpirit, and deport- 
ment, as evei' was difplayed fince the 
daysof Shakefpeare. In ihort, after th« 
example of her great mafter, Garrick, 
(he omitted no enquiries, no afuduitieS} 
that could enlarge the bounds of her pro« 
feffion. 

Her private life refle^ed credit o» her 
theatrical diara^er. Called upon at aa 
early age to exert herfelf for her iuiurc 
maintenance, (he had the good icnlc to 
profit in this fchool of trial ; ihe had the 
grace to know herfdf, to have a rcfpe^ 
for the fufferings> of otlicrs, and to efti- 
mate the i?aluc of independence ; thefe, 
tempered bv ajuft ftafe of religion, gave 
a colour to her life of the beft complexion \ 
It checked all rifing temputiona. Which 
the gaads and vanities of her profciSon 
might othci-wifc cxpofe her to'j it uught 
her equanimity of mind and^^noaiyof 
fortune j and by p^rfcvering m thcii du* 
tics (he became ulcfiil to heiielf and 
others. 

She had, like moft womes (b high iir 
her profe(Gon, many temptations to xxux 
in wliat b called " the Great WorW| 
but her natural inelindtions (indepesuicnt 
of her prudence) led hcf to prefer com* 
foH$ to exUrnaU-i flic feldom, therefore, 
appeared in thofe ci(cle$« except in tt- 
iursutu morning wlUt^, or paying her 
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^aimiud refpe^ls to thofe who patro- 
nised her in her profeflion. To her f riendl 
Ihe was ^or^ial, affable, and polite, and 
did the honours of her table with very be. 
conning hofpitality and attention. 

Her convedation partook as little of 
the Stage as any pertormcr we ever knew j 
aind yet when toe fubjefl was afloat 
amongft intelligent perfons, (he gave a 
very good opinion both of plays ?nd 
jyhtyers, bat with a referve •* that never 
once outilvpped the modcily of natuj*c.'* 
Indei^d, her difpofition t« fpeak well of 
every body was univerfal, and fhe had 
this deferved charaftcr from her friends, 
her neighbours^ her fer?ants, and frcm 
all who knew her. 

She wa« r^ular in, the whole of her 
conduft— in her devotions, her charities, 
ber hours, and in all her domeftic con- 
cerns ; (he kept her accounts herfelf, 
which (he generalhr fettled weekly, and, 
liJce moft jpeople who are their own (Rew- 
ards, (be tvit the benefits, and her tradef. 
men the pundloality, of this condufl. 
Put the tnieft teft of a well-fpent life, 
and '* that which ihould accompany /// 
f^r, as honour, love, obedience, troops 
of'^fHcnds,'' Ihe enjoyed to a degree which 
was as gratifying to (ce as it is now 
gratifying to relate* 

From the firft to the laft hour of her 
illne/s, crowds of perfcns of ail ranks 
^ere found at her door, inquiring the 
i^ate of her health with the mofl anxious 
ibiicitude. She was attended entirely by 
tier ow;r fir^ants^ who would fuffer no 
common nurfe tender to approach her, 
bpc who took the charge of fitting up 
w^rlh her thcmfelves, and who executed 
tlus charge with a readinefs, a tender- 
ncfs', and a fympathy, that at once be- 
fpoke tlK goodnefs of the miftrefs, and 
tncgratitude of tlie domeftic. 

To thefc were added two ladies of her 
Intimate acquaintance, who daily vifitcd 
her, and con(tantly adminidered, or law 
ftdminiitered, to her the prefcriptions oi 
- her phyfician, accompanied with every 
dtgttt ofa>mfort and attention. * One of 
Ihem in particular deferves to be recorded 
as a Ihining example of female frundjbip 
in tliefe days of frivolity and dl/npation. 
^his lady, though in the bloom of youth 
jliid beauty, living mych in the circles of 
faihioo, and in the poifeflion of a hand- 
Ibnic fortune, not only gave her friend 
(he tenderell afliduities by day, but fat 
tip feveral nights with her, luggefling 
«very decree of comfort and relief, and 
' d«ing aD the menial officea of a ii9(^ 



room \ the three laft nif hts (he never once 
(lirred from her bedlKte \ nor did die 
leave her till death cloM this melanchoty 
fccne for ever. / 

From this examn)^ let the Good an4 
P^ifiuoui be checrira with the pUaring 
hope of having rfieir deeds repaid them 
by the teniUr fffices i(f fritnci/bify and the

to Mifs YouN^e, whilft at Priftol, 

• on her r^urn from Ireland in the Year 

** DEAR MADAM, 

•' I am greatly obliged to ytu for 
your polite letter, and I lincercly congratu- 
iate both you and the Managers of I^ry- 
Lane Theatre upon your i-eturn to Eng- 
land and to them. You have, in my 
opinion, afted very wifely to comeb;icK| 
>nd eilabliih your theatrical cbara^er in 
London. V have known fome example^ 
of ladies and gentlemen of our profcilion 
who have been allured, by large offer* 
and other inducements, to fta^ in Ireland 
very much to their prejudice. Every 
nation has its peculiar tafte for dramatic 
performances, and young performers are 
too often milled by talfe approbation.

youriclf fee, cannot be extended beyond 
the imzodu£h>ry line. Pope has furely 
betrayed great failure of judgment in the 
next I where he ha* rendered the word 
•^;^X«v by the pcriphrafe mgbl ofniapws ? 
thut confounding the mift with the night, 
to which in the original it is pointedly 
oppofcd. The fame unaccountable inat- 
tention nuu^hrough the reft of the vcr- 
iion. Having bdore called the mift a 
night of vapprs, he exprtlTes the night 
itielf by another pcriphraic, mtlmgbi 
Jhade : and drops without fcruple another 
oppoiition, very ftron^ly marked by Ho- 
mer, betwetn the di&rcnt e^t^s pro- 
duced by this temporary darknefs on the 
Ihepherds and on the thief. 

** Uniriendly to the one, but more favor- 
able to the other than even night itielf.** 

Then can yc?u excnfe ? I am fiire yon 
cannot aoprove, the fieebie paraphrafe, 
into whicn the thought it drawn out in 
the third linet 

Swift-gCdlng Ott(U the daiky fiekb invade; 

w4ick ie merely a repetition of what had 
beoi more poetically cxpreded in the fiift 



couplet. Not fo nmch a repetition, per- 
haps you wiU fay, as a narration of the 
progrefs, which the mift makes. It is 
nrft fhed on the tops of the mountains, 
and thence defcends on the fields below. 
How far this progrefs be according to the 
courfe of nature I will not detam yoa 
now to examine. One thing is certain, 
we have nothing of it in Homer ; and, to 
confefs the tiuth, is it inferted here lb 
much for the fake of the ide^s, which it 
conveys; as of the rhyme, which it fur^ 
ntfhcs for the next verfc ? 
To thieves nx>re grateful than the nudni^hc 

Was it the difficulty of tranfmitting 
coiTcfpondent ideas through the mediuin 
of the Englifti language, under the re- 
ftraint of rhyme and metre ? or the am- 
bition of improving upon his author ? and 
exchanjging, as the ingenious Eflayift; 
expreflcs it, 'Mioffenu'ing cjrcumjiatif e for 
a beauty fytVxch betmycd Pope into tbele 
evident improprieties, as alio into a ge- 
neral dcrcli£Vion of his author's fenft and 
manner. The cirounftance of a man's 
not feeing during this temporary darknels 
beyond a ftone*s throw appears to the 
ingenious EfTayift a mean kica, com- 
pared with that which, be JaySy Pope 
has fubftituted in its ftcad, " the dim- 
culty which the fhepherJs experience <A 
furveymg their flocks.'* On luch a point 
how are we to determine ? By what clr- 
terion are we to decide ? Tafte is f^ 
vague and capricious, thati am always 
dil'pofed to miftruft my own \ efpccially 
when it runs counter to the opinion fafi a 
writer, who has (hewn fo much accuracy 
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•f difcrimination and critical perfpicaclty 
in kis valtiable EfTay. Let it, however, 
be allowed me to examine tne pailaffe 
without prejudice gr partiality by tne 
cltablMhed rules of criticifm. The Poet, 
as is uiual with him, illuftrajtea Kis i'ub- 
isSi by the moil common and familiar 
circumftances. Amongft thele that of 
throwing a ttont Items, no doubt, fuffi- 
cientiy trivial and unimportant. The 
tmihiers of a (bcphefd funreying his flock 
fbes not appear very far exalted above tht 
common tracics of life. Does the mean- 
Beft of the idea coniilt in the vlR ? cr in 
the inilrument employed f Would the 
thought be railed to a proper degree of 
elevation ? if, inttead ol a ilone, the difc 
or javelin were I'ubilitutedt thefe were 
i»arlike tnftmmeots, which heroes ufed 
in their martial games and exerciies ; or 
rather, does not much of the oflfence, which 
ftrikes ib forcibly on this elegant writer's 
£selines, arile moie ftom the cxpreilion 
than the thought ? He fccms in his proie 
^ Teriion purpolely to have lowered the d»c- 
tioii> that Pope on companion may ap- 
pear to greater advantage. Allow me 
to render the lines with equal ftdelitj 
to the text, and more jufticc to the Au- 
thor. 

"As Notns (heds a mift on the tops 
•f the mountains, unfriendly to the 
ihepherds, but more favorable to the 
thief than even night itfeHj during which 
temporary gloom a man cannot fee far- 
ther than he can tlirow a Itone."" 

In ord<^r to ellimarc their refpeftlre 
merits more accurately, Jet Pope's tranf- 
lation be taken, out of rhyme and metre, 
and compared with that given above. 

*» Thus whcti Notus ihcds a night of 
vapors on the beads of the mountains, the 
milU gliding fwiiily invade the duiky 
£dds, which (miils) are more grateful 
to thieves than the midnight ibade j dur- 
ing which tliiu! the fwains fcarcel v Ibn ey 
their feeding flocks, wliich are loft and 
confufed as the day grows thicker.*' 

I will not teaze voy with captious ex- 
ceptions to particular exprefllons. Take 
the whole together and tell me, Does 
there really appear to you fo much lui- 
vantage on the part of Pope, as the tn- 
l^cnious E;irayilt fcoais to diTcover ?' The 
comparifon, perhaps it may be laid, is 
not fairly inltituted. By confinmting the 
two pieces in this form rope is da>rived 
of his chara^eriltic excellence, the cnarms 
of his Inducing verABcatioq. . If tbit 
ihould be inlifted on in Pope's behait, I 
^Ul adventure one Cdupl$t, merely tc iet 



fmth the offending clrcumltanct in at &« 
vorable H light as I can i 

No furtlier now can pierce the ftraining eyes 
Than from the hand a Aooe proje^ed flies. 

I have hitherto confidered this admireii 
^iHagc, and the improvements which 
Pope is faid to have made on the original^ 
under the fame form, as the ingenious 
Eflayifl appears to have viewed it. But 
I cannot difmifs the fubje^ without re- 
marking, that in the warmth of his ad* 
miration he has been betraved into an 
extraordinary error. Pope has nor ex- 
changed the offending arcumflance for a 
bfMut)f\ he has dfopped it altogether* 
without fubftituting any thing whatibevcr 
in its ftead. The pbin fentiment, iimply 
exprefled in the Greek text by three words 
ttw^imr »n ^»\iivy is indeed tiot eafijy 
difcovered amidfi the heap of extraneous 
matter, with which it is encompafled in 
the Engii/h veriion. Yet certainly it is 
this plain fentiment» which Pope meant 
to convey by his wdrdy interpretation, 
extended through awhole couplet; though, 
as appears bv the miftake of the ingenious 
Eilayift , under this diCguiie it is notfcnown 
again for the fame. Now if mereomiiEon 
Be conHdered as fo great an improvement. 
Pope in this inftance only (hares the ho- 
nor with another of lefs note, who has 
piven us the firft three books of the IBad 
m vcrle. He too, with equal delicacy of 
feeling, has had the addrefs to drop the 
tffendtng circumflemce i 
And as a mountaio-miA glides o'er the plains^ 
Friend to the thieves, but fatal to the fwaim ; 
When hazy ikies the diftant view cooibuod | 
So the thick cioud rafe datk*ning fro^n the 
ground. TaxviBS. 

On the whofc, whatever beauty the in- 
genious EirayKl may fee in thefe lines of 
Pope, has not too much been iacrificcd to 
obtain it ? Can you think a tninfiator 
juftified in giving fo different a call to 
the original compofition ? in altering io 
materially the cliaraf^eriftic features of 
the piece ? and prefenting an image fb fo- 
reign, and bearing fo little refemblance of 
' tlie model, which he profeflcs to copy ? 
The ingenious Effayift lays it down as the 
firlf law of tranilation, that " it fhoufd 
give a complete tranfcript of the original.'* 
On this fundamental law I will ventjure 
to reft whatever you have heard from roc 
on thefe fubjedis. Adieu, O. P. C.

npO determine the cxafi boundaries be- 
' *- tween truth and faifhood, in what is 
derived from human teiHmony, is beyond 
the attainment of human wiwom. Whe- 
ther he believe too little, or too much, 
the hearer and the reader it equally liable 
tomiftake. Nothing, i^ys fome one, is 
more aeJulous than incrtdulity j and the 
knowledge of him who only believes what 
he has bSen able to obl^rve hiinlelf, will 
be' neither certain nor comprehenfive. 
There was a time when the Antbropo* 
fbagi of TravnHers were claffcd among the 
Gia'nis and Fairies of Romance \ and even 
in thfc prefent day extraordinary cuftomt 
pr'occurrencet are often rejefted as wwt- 
iiers^ though, in other rel*pe6lt, not def- 
titute of inarka of authenticity. Per- 
haps \x it the beft objc^ion to the lion- 
eaters in Shaw, and in Bruce to the 
feeders on living fielh, that the like had 
been never leen or related before. 

What part, or whether any, of Mr. 
Le Vaillant's narration be unworthy of 
the Reader's crfidit, he muft determine 
for himfelf. Different ptrrrons, as Mr. 
Locke oblerves, will ule d.ffcrcnt mea- 
luret of probability. Let him not, how- 
ever, forget to difcriminate between the 
extraordinary and the incredible j for 
that which is extraordinary in one iitua- 
tion may excite in another neither fur- 
prifc nor curiofity. Let me be permitted, 
nowever, to obferve to more fcrupulous 
and wary readers, that the prefent wcrk 
if not near fo fertile in marvellous tran- 
ia^ions as the former Travels of our 
Author on the African coalt. I agree 
with vou in thinking, that it is equally 
moral, animated, and inftruflive. 

The Introduftion, which, wkh the Dedi« 
cation and Preface, confifts of 50 pages, re- 
fers chiefly to local and temporary concemt 
at the Cape of Good Hope 5 tlie only fuhjeft 
' treated that is generally interefting relates 
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to experiments made by otir Author on thi» 
power different animals poflefs of endur- 
ing abftinence from food tor a great length 
of^time. He found that a large garden 
fpider, inclofed under a glai's bell, faf- 
tcned round the bottom with cement, 
coatiniaed ten months together without 
nourishment, and during the whole pe- 
riod vigorcfus and alert. .The only 
alteration it aj^peared to fuftain v/as a 
. diminution in its belly, from the fize of 
a nut to that of the head of a pin. Ano- 
ther (pider of the fkme kind being plac^ii 
along with it, the orig^inal inhabitant, 
after a long confli6t, oeftroyed and de- 
voured the Itranger, and foon after be- 
came as plump as at the firft moment of 
it« confinement. 

It appeared, by a comparifon of the 
effeA on the flomach of animal and ve- 
rctahle food, that tl)e former was much 
better adapted for the prolongation of 
life. Two fparrows, of the fame age, 
and in equally good condition, were re- 
duced by thewantofnouri/hment to fuch 
a ilate of weaknefs, that neither of them 
was able to take what was offered them. 
Some bruifed feeds were then forced down 
the throat of one of them, and of the 
other a little minced fitfh. In a few mi- 
nutes the latter was quite well, and tha 
former, two hours after, died. 

Oftheamulements, arximodeof edu* 
cation, of the African children, the fol- 
lowing particulars are mentioned in th^ 
firft Volume, which, as they alfo defcribe 
a new method of killing fmall animals, 
I think interefting. 

** With the Africans, the dnly amufe- 
ment the children know ferves at the 
fame time as the commencement of their 
education. 

"It is cuftomary, when the cart or 
waggon belonging to a planter it not em- 
ployed, to leave it in the open air bv the 
li 'fidtt 
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fide of the hou(e. As fopn as the chll* 
dren can climb to the boafd that fenres 
for a featf they place tbemfelves ttpon it, 
and, with a whip in their hands, exer- 
cifc themfclvc» in commanding the oxen, 
which are fuppofed to be prefent, calling 
. them by their names, (Inking the place 
of any one that is thought not to obey 
with fiifficient readinefs 5 in a word, in 
direflin^ the courfe of the waggon, in 
making it turn, go on, or recede, prc- 
cifcly as thcv wiih. After having fuc- 
ceflively handled, in this manner, whips 
fuited to their age, they arrive at laft to 
the management of a bamboo, nicely ta- 
pered, fitifen or fixteen feet in length, 
jrith a thong at the end of it ftill longer j 
and with this inftrument they can ftnke, 
at the diftance of more than twenty- five 
feet, a pebble that is pointed out to them, 
or a piece of money throw/i upon the 
ground. 1 have already mentioned a 
pleafant amufemcnt of this kind, which 
ore of the Slabcrs procured mc, who Tin- 
gled out j with aftonilhing addrcfs, among 
;i multitude of birds, fuch individual 
as I was defjrous of hiving* Swanpool 
alfo, the companion of my jcurney, 
would feldom rails a partridge flying j 
and, no( with (landing his age, applied 
Ais whip with io much force, that in one 
•f oui txcui lions I Taw him itrike, per- 
fcikly dead* a duck, of a much larger 
fpecics than the common one of Europe." 
; Though the Author of this Article is 
willing to allow a fuperiority of adroit- 
icfs tto. the lavages of Africa, when com- 
vared with the inhabitants of civilized 
•ountries, yet he could have wifhed that 
as our Author has enlarged his duck 
beyond the meaiiire of European magni- 
tudci he had alfo delcrib^, with more 
prccUc minutenefs, the mode bjr wHich 
the anill, wjib tbr Iq/b r^tertly of a nubip^ 
could {b inftantancouAy dcftroy it. 

At page 74. there are three curious and 
well-authenticated inftances of the power 
of fafcination exerted by ferpents towards 
the objects of their food, and even man 
himfelf. Thefe I am the more willing 
to believe, as I myfelf have been wit- 
nefs to (imilai energies put forth by a cat 
towards birds. For a more particular 
narration of thefe fmgular phenomena in 
Nariiral Hiftory, the Reader is reiierred 
fco the work at large, a* the/rxtra£ls have 
betn already anticipated in a former Ma- 
gniJne. 

Our Author defcrihcs, in lively co- 
lon; s, theefcorte with which he adven- 
tured on his firft expedition of the new 
. Travels to explore the African coaft. 



The Reader will, probably, not be ur.ift- 
terefted in the detaiiof his* retinue. 
^ ** On the i4.th I made a general isufter 
of my eqtiipag^ and my people. lodwi* 
ing the wife of Klaas, and my InipcAor- 
general Swanp«ol, I had all together nine- 
teen perfons, thirteen dogs in high con- 
dition, one n^e and ten female goats, 
three horfes, of which two, handlomeiy 
caparifoned, were thoic given mc by 
Boers ; three milch cows, thirty-i'>x 
draft oxen for my three waggons, tour* 
teen for relays, aind' two to carry the bag- 
gage of my Hottentots. Thcle fifty head 
of horned cattle were fufficient for the 
prefent fervice % but I meant to increaief 
them as k ihoukl become neccilary, mhI 
as I advanced fartlicr from the colony^ 
when in the way of barter I ihouid be 
able 10 purchai'e them at a cheaper rate^ 
The cock that in my firft journey (fes 
the former Travels of the Author) h^ 
afforded roe intei-vals of pleafure, .Aig- 
gefled thf idea of having one again, and 
that it might be happier than my other 
had been, 1 gave it a mate. Laftly» iox 
my amulcnv:nt, and I may alfo fay iur 
Ibciety, I took my ape Kees^ Kees, whc» 
chained up during my abode at the Cape^ 
had apparently lolk his gaiety, but who, 
from the moment he regainea his liberty, 
gave himfelf up to fports and antics that 
were extremely diverting* 

^< Such was the company I aiTociated 
With in my entcrpriie, and which I had 
conceived to be ncceflary, either to infurs 
its tuccd's, or tbr the purpoieof atfordtag 
me fome pkalant relaxations.'* 

Towards the clofe of the Flrft Volume 
there is a wonderful efcape of our Author 
from the danger of drc'yning. in croiling, 
on a raft drawn by Hottentots, the 
Queer-boom, an extremely broad and 
rapid river. The danger was nnich in- 
crcafed by M. Le VaiUant*s inability to 
fwim, and his beine incumbered bcfidcs 
by his powder flaiks and two fulccs. 
For a moment his fituation appeared 
hopelefs, as the ftrea^ was conveying 
them with an trrefiftible current towar£ 
the lea. The vigorous and per&vering 
exei:rions of his Hottentots at laft lan^bd 
him in lafety. 

In the beginning ^ his tour into the 
country of the greater Nimiquas, our 
Author obferved a curious circumftancc 
in Natural Hiftory. I will -recftc it in 
his own words i 

«< Every time I difcharged my piece 
at thefe (the fpringback) antelopes, 
their rumps immediately^ and at the 
iame moment, all became white: and 
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thoCt ihoahndtpf redbicks flying before 
Bie^ forrot^, as it were, one uieet of 
fiiow, which fertaed di (flayed only to 
dilappcar again in an infant.** 

** I have already fpoJ&en of that Gn* 
gular pro^ierty of the fpiing-back ante* 
Iopc< which oaa the faculty of changing 
at will the colour of its rump, which ia 
red, and of makinz it fuddenly become 
white, as if by a kind of enchantment. 
A pliencymcnon of fthia nature prefcnta 
at hrit to the mind Ibroething marvellous ; 
it is, however, ftri^^ly true, and may be 
caiily compreheodcd after the tclloi^ing 
cxpianaticn. 

" The long thick hair which coren 
the rump of the fpring-back aiitelope it, 
in general, of a tawney hue ; but though 
it appears to be entirely of that colour, 
it Is only the furtacc that is really fo, for 
underneath it it of a pure white, and in 
its natural fituatioA this part is entirely 
concealed : now all the hair on the rump 
jpowt from a ftroiig tiifue of mufcular 
iibrts, by meant of which the animal 
can, at pleafure,' extend or contra^ the 
ikin^ lb that, when extended, the upper 
kair is laid flat to the right and left, and 
that below only, which it perfectly white, 
I'cmaint expoied to view, and even covert 
the reft. I cannot better deicribe thit 
operation, than by comparing it to the 
' aflion of opening and ihuttmg a book 
placed on its back/* 

Mr.Lc V. remarkt on the prodigious 
multiplication of theie antelopes, not- 
withftandiug the country they mhabit is 
inicfted with camivort>us animals, that 
the herd he had routed, in a very rapid 
coiu-ie, employed three hours to pals the 
dcfilt. 

The account of a Rhinoceros Hunt, 
though it l>e l«mewhat lon^, is too fm* 
gular and interelling to be withheld from 
the Reader. | will endeavour, there- 
fore, to abiidgeit, without omitting any 
important circumftance. 

« One day Klaat came in greafr haile 
to my tent to inform me, tn^t he had 
pbferved, at fome diltance i'roin mv camp, 
■ two rhinoccrolVct, {bntling quivtly dole 
to each other in the middle of the plain. 
%o attack two I'uch formidable enemies^ 
^t was neccflary to ui'e great precaution, 
an^ that we /hould approach ttiem in fuch 
a manner as they might neither Ice nor 
Inaeil ut. I gave myielf «pj tbficfore, 
to the enrir^ dire^\on of ro^f iavagtft, 
a^ we let out armed alike with a good 
fui'ce. 1 caulcd two of my Itron^eft 
dogs to be led in a leafh, in onler tluit 
they might be let ^opfe ont^ rhincccrofljbt 



in cafe it fiunilj be oceeflary. We were 
obliged to take a lone circuit to gain the 
lee lide of them, leS they ihouid imell 
ut ; and we reached the river imder cover 
of the large txeet which grew 00 its 
banks 

'< At one of thefe animals was much 
lareer than the other, 1 fuppo^ them 
to oe a male and female. Motionlel's, 
by the fide of each other, they ftood with 
their noles to the wind, and, cenie* 
quentl^, presented to us their rumps. I 
was giving fome orders to mv company,, 
when Jeuker, one of my Hottentots, 
requefted that I would permit him to at* 
tack the two animals alonci at a ^/•' 

** I hate before obferred, tha* la 
Africa it is imDoiTible to get within reach 
of certain wild animals but by creeping 
on the belly. Thote who have acquired 
this art arc called brkryff^ars. At Jenker't 
propoial could not impede our gr^neral 
plan, I granted his requeft. He then 
iirmped himlelf naked, and, taking hit 
fiiiee, proceeded towards the animal S| 
creeping on hit bell^like afcrpcnt. 

" In the mean time, I pointed out to 
my hunters the different pofls they had 
to occupy. As for me, I remained on > 
the fpot where I was, with two Hotten- 
tots, one of whom held my horie, and 
the other my dogs 5 but, to avoid being 
firen, we polled ourl'elves behind a bufh. 
Jenker ilowly advanced, with his eyet 
£xed on the two monfters. If he law 
them torn their heads he ftopped, and 
remained motionlefs. One would have 
taken him for a large ftone ; and in thit 
rcfpeft I myfelf was deceived. He con* 
tinued creeping, with various intcrnip- 
tions, formore than an hour. At length 
I faw him proceed towards a large bufti 
of euphorbia, which was only two hun- 
dred ]^ce8 fron^ the animals. Being 
then certain he was concvuird, ht roie 
up, and made prrparationt for 6ring, 
I waited with impsitirncv' for the report 
oi his gun } and was told by the Hot- 
tentot who ftood near me, that Jenker . 
could not fire till one of the rhinocercflet 
ihouid turn round, that he might, if poili* 
ble, take aim at Us head. 

*• Prcicntly, the largeft of the two hav- 
ing looked behind, was immediattly 
fii-ed at > being wounded, he lent forth a 
horrid cry, and| followed by the female, 
ran furioufly towards the place from 
whigh the noife had proccfied. Jenker 
threw himfelf down with his belly on the 
ground, and they ptfied dole by hit fidQ 
without pqrteiving him, and cintt 
I i a ftraight 
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ftraight tewardi me. I prepared myielf 
to receive them ; but my dcgs became lb 
redlefs on their approach, that, being 
. unable to check them, I ordered them to 
be let leofei and encouraged them to the 
attack. 

** When the animals fiiw this, they in* 
ftantly turned afide and proceeded to- 
wards another of the hunters placed in 
ambuih, from whom they received a fe* 
coiid tire, and then to another, from 
whom thcY received a third. My dogs, 
on the otner hand, harraiTed them pro- 
cUgionily, which ftill encreafed their 
rage. They kicked at their purfuers in 
the moft terrible manner, ploughed up 
the plain with their horns, and digging 
furrowt in it feven cu* eight inches in 
^epth, threw around tkem aihowcr of 
psbbles and ftones. 

" During thi» time we all kept ap- 
proaching to furround them more clofely. 
This rendered them completely furious. 
The male, however, fuddcnly flopped, 
and turning round to attack the Uugs, 
eudcavonrcd to rip up their bellies with 
his horn j and while he was cng-a^cd in 
purfuing them, the female quitted him 
a^d made her cfcape. 

*< Her flight was a fortunate circum- 
dance, for wc ibould have been much 
emharraflcd with two iuch formidable 
adverfaries. Without the afliltance of 
the dogs we (houid not have been able 
to combat, but with great hazard, the 
one that remained. The bloody traces 
whjch he icft wherever he >^cnt an- 
nounced that he had received more than 
one wound ; but he defended himfclf with 
the greater obftinacy. 

*' After a fruitlefs attack, which con- 
]tinued for Tome time, he began to retreat, 
and itemed defirous of gaining icme 
bufhes, with a view of finding ilielter, 
or to prevent his bein^ harrafTed but in 
front. In order to difappoint him, I 
ruHud towards the place, and made a 
fign to the two hunters neareft me to ad- 
vance thither alio. He waa only thirty 
psces from us when we took poffefTicn u£ 
the pod } accordingly we all at the iame 
inllant clifcharged*o\:r three fhots ; he 
inliantlyfcll, and was never after able to 

•<« Though mortally woundetl, the ani- 
mal ftill continued, to defen<i himielf 
when lying on the ground, as iic had 
done when on his legs. With his i'ett 
he thrsw amund him heaps of floncs, 
and neither wc nor our dogs durft venture 
to approach him. I wiJhed to put an 
end to his torn^nt by dring one more 



ball, btit my people intreated w/t' m 
dcfift. 

« I have already fakl, that all the ia- 
vage tribes, and even the people at the 
Cape, fet a high value on the dried blood 
of the rhinoceros, to which they alcribc 
great virtues in the cure of certain dif- 
orders. This animal had \oik a great 
deal by his vi^olmds. It was with much 
regret that ther faw the earth* moiftcned 
with it around htm^; and they were ap- 
prehenfive that a new wound would in* 
ereale that loft. 

« Scarcely had the animal breathed 
his lait, when the Hottentots all ap- 
proached with eageme^ in orderto coUeft 
the blood. I had approached the body 
alfe, but with a diflierent defign, to mea- 
lure and examine it. The favages of the 
horde afTured me it was one of the lai^dt 
of its fpecies. I, however, did not be- 
lieve them, as its principal horn was only 
nineteen inches three lines in leng^^— 1 
had feen horns much longer. The height 
of the animal was feven feet five inchcSt 
and its length, from the fiK)ut to the root 
of the tail, eleven feet fix inches.** 

Mr. Le V. mentions an extraordlnauy 
faculty poiTefTed by the Hottentot », of 
diicoverine water concealed in the bowcl^ 
of the cartn . One tribe, the K(^mr9iianas% 
do this by the fight. They throw them- 
felves fiat on the ^und, take a diftant 
view, and if the Ipace their eye tniverlca 
hides any fuhterranean Ijf ing, they rife 
and point to the fpot. They difcov^ H 
by an ethereal and fubtile exhalation, 
which evaporates from every current of 
water, when not funk to too great a 
deptlu With regard to pools, their 
evaporation is more fenfible, and is dii- 
coverable even when behind anemintmcej 
and the vapours of the itre'*ms and rivtrf 
are fo ditHn£)ly marked, that ail their 
finuofities may be traced. Our Travel* 
hr acquired tnis f;iculty from bis com- 
panions to ^ certain extent, fo as to be 
able fo diflinguifh water at the diftance 
of three himdred pacea. 

Mr. Le V. in one of his excur/ion* 
difcovered about a doreh zebras, and was 
"fortunate enousrh, by the help cf his 
dogs, to fccure one, which wa* a femaSc;. 
He ventured upon her back, having* iV- 
cured himfclf from her teeth by a muzile, 
and after a flight rclittaaicc, leCi» than that 
of a cok the hrft time of being mcunteii, 
flie proceeded tjuietly with her rider fyr 
more tnan a leaj»;ue, to the houfe whither 
the party v^as going. Tnls trial io tar 
fatisficd Mr. Lr V. that he thoui^ht 
of keeping her tor riding, had not her 
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woutxls been to« large, from the bite of 
the dogs, to promilt: a fpeccly cure. Our 
Author reaibnt from this tafl on the 
poflibility of training the zebra, and en* 
deavours to refute the argument that might 
he taken from the weaknels cccafioned by 
her wounds, which might render her more 
manageable and docile« He ftates the 
difference, in this rel'pefl, between dO' 
meflic animals and thoie in xficUe of na- 
iwre ; the former of which bear blows* 
And even wounds, with conliderable pa- 
tience, while the liftter are only rendered 
by acute pain more ungovernable and fu- 
rious. I think there is much truth in this 
diftinflionl 

Alter a Ion? abfence from water, our 
Author delcrioes, in animated and glow* 
ing colours, his arrival at the Great 
Kiver. 

•« It was not long before 1 heard the 
nolle of flowing water toward the North 
Weft. This Ibund, which announced 
our fafety, made my heart leap for joy, 
and my people involuntarily uttered a 
ibout of gladnefs. A fecond time our 
pains were on the point of being ended, 
and 1 ihould at length fee a river ! For 
lince we <juitted that of the Ele- 
phants, I had found nothing but the beds 
of periodical iheams, either completely 
^ry, or containing a few puddles of ftag. 
pant muddy water. The more fpecdily 
to enjoy fuch an agreeable light, I mount- 
ed on norfeback with Klaas, and rode 
towards the place to which the noife 
direAed me. All thofe of my people 
who were* not employed about the wag- 
gons began to ran with me, and my ape, 
my do^Sy, and indeed every one of my 
animals that was at tibtrty, fct off at the 
iame time. We pulhcd on, heltcr iktl- 
icr, ccnrending who Ihmild firft reach the 
fpot. However, I fuffcred my animals 
\o precede me a few paces, certain that 
their I'mcll and their inttinft would lead 
inc by thr ihoitcll road. The barkings, 
thie cries, the tranfports of this gallop- 
ing crpw, refembled a troop of bacchanals 
rather than a pompany ot familhed tra- 
vellers, i fliared the joy of every indi- 
vidual. A thoufand confufed fentiments 
agitated me at once, and my eyes were 
filled with involuntary tears, rew men 
upon earth have fuffcred pains equal to 
mine, but then few have coeperienced fuch 
crxquifitepleafure. 

•♦ My nrft ttcp when I arrived at the 
water was to leap into it, that I might 
c^>ol and refrefli my linibs while I was 
cjucnching my thirft. ' Thus I fatisfied 
two urgent wonts at op^e, and my peo- 



ple, and all my animaU* 4^id the fame.^ 

The hirtory of travellers over dcfeit 
regions muff ne a hiftory of the chtce. 
The game of which Mf. Lc Vaillant 
fpeaks with the ^ateft delight, is tho 
camelopard, or giraffe, and the day oa 
which he obtained one of them he ac- 
counted the happieR of his life. 

*• I commenced ray chace,*' fayi oar 
Author, <' at fun-rile, and after walkii^ 
fome hours perceived ieven giraftrs, 
which mr dogs inftantiy attacked. Sit 
took flignt together, the feventh, inter* 
cepted by my do^s, fled a different way, 
I followed him tull fpeed ; but, in fpite 
of the exertions of my horie, the griraiiie 
fo far outdrippcd me, that on turning a 
little hill he was out of light, and I gave 
up the purfuit. The dogs, howtver^ 
ioon came up with him, and be ftoppca 
to defend himielf. I heard them bark 
with all their ftrenofth, and €oncludin|^ 
they had the animal at bay, fpurred mf 
horfe towards them, 

« I had Icarce turned the hillock, whea 
I perceived him furrounded by the dogs* 
and endeavouring, by forcible kicks, ta 
drive them off. I had only the troubfc 
to alight, and brought hhn to the groant 
with a fingle fliot. While I was Icroking 
for my people, one of them appeared, 
and made iigns to me, which at lirft X 
did not underftand. Looking towards 
* the fpot to which he pointed, I perceiv- 
ed, with furprize, a giraffe ftahdin^iirw 
der a large ebony tree, and affailni by 
my dogs. It was the one I had juft be- 
icre (hot, which had, in reality, reco- 
veied itielf; but the momcni I vsras p»T- 
paring to fire at it a lecond time, it 
dropped down dead.'* 

Mr. Le V. goes on to relate the tnm- 
fports with which his miixl was over- 
whelmed in this acquifition to the Itorca 
of Natural Hiftory.' He enters minun;Iy 
into the precautions which he took to 
preferve the Ikin entire and undamaged, 
and he has brought it xi\ Kurope. He 
would alfo have Ituffed it, lb as to exhibit 
a faithful rcprelentation of it in its na- 
tural Hate, were not the apartments if 
an individual too low for the placing of 
fuch an tnormous animal. 

Our Author dific* vers upon all occa- 
fions a ftrong partiality for his Atrican 
frien4s, which, in eenernl, conddcring 
their hofpitality and fidelity to him, is 
not only excufablc, but laudable; but ia 
fome inftances this partiality (hews it.df 
fo plainly in oppolition to truth, that I 
wonder how it fould have eicaped tlic 
obiervatiou even of Mr. Le V. himielf. 

Tta« 
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Thu# he tcH$ of hit coming to a horde 
ci lavages, all of wliom w<.rc iiUetu-d 
with a dangerous pcililence, and their 
Wniies being covered with ulcers they 
lay extended in their huu. Such of thje 
lierdc) adds he, as had luppeted, them- 
leUes in good health, had retired towards 
the South, to avoid its influence. It is 
preciiely in thte place, which fecins 
the ^oirft chofcA in the hock, that Mr. 
Ix V. chtties to vindicate lavage nations 
froni the accufation of abandoning, in 
thietr emigrations, oid ahifirJitMptr/bnj^ 
who are not in a condition to iclbw tKttn. 

Avery lionourableinftancc* of our A y- 
thor's tiiendly attention to the diiireilet 
•f the favaces occurs in his hazardous 
and fucceishii attempt to diilodge from 
an impenetrable thicket, a tamily of 
lions, which had greatly ani.oycd one of 
their encainoments. I will mention the 
jBore >TMtcrial circumilances of this oc- 
currence, which alio d.cws the ufual 
method in Africa of availing t^ofe for- 
jDkkble bcafts* 

** Full of hope and confidence in my 
£re-antis/ the chief nrqueilcd me to cm- 
ploy my weapons to (ieliver them from 
4uch a fcourge. The circumltance of 



the lions having young ones rendered 
the attack a buhnels of no linall danger* 
Theie animals, at all times formidable, 
Jiave, at iiich |>eriods, a liercenels that 
pothtng can refift. Ncverthelcls I pio-' 
jxiifod to attack them the next day. At 
break of dawn the men x>f the horde were 
ready armed with arrows and adagays, 
and waited ray orders to proceed to the 
attack. I heard the lions ilill growling 
in their ftrong hold, but tlie incrcaUng 
light loon filcnced them. 

** The thicket was about two hundred 
paces long and Hxty wide. It occupied 
a fpol funk lower than' the adjacent 
ground. As it was unfaie to attack 
ihefe beads in their intrcuchments, ajl 
ihat remained was to tempt them out of 
iheir fcrt, I therefore placed my markf- 
pienand the other iavuges upon the emi- 
Dei'ccs all K^und the wood, ii) that the 
lion* IhcuM he unaHlc to reach il»e plain 
Without b -ing iH-rCv'ivcd. 

•« None oi the lavages daiing to enter 
tI>ewQr,d, WL reiolvcd t"p lorce all the 
<,yin of tlic horde iiito it. Accordingly, 
when wfc w»:re at our poflv, with our 
gnin* ready to fire, we drove the rxen 
btl4>ie us, €on;pclUnp thtm by voices 
aiiil blc\v\ to enter the thicket. The 
\>T(tWt I'ctr.tir.f; their crcmies, loon ntfhcd 
ba<.<vJth rif\r»i;iu i but our crii>, the 
bsxLu*.^ <** *li« dojs, and the rcjK.j^ of 



our ptftols, compelled them to rt-«ntcr 
the Aickct, which they did in a fort of 
fury, joilling oncanotiiery and bcUo«ii«{ 
in a fearful manner, 

** The lions, on their fide, were ronM 
at the fight of danger, and their mgc 
Tented itlelf in dreadfiri roars. This 
hideous ccncert continued great part of 
the morning, and we began to defpair 
of Aiccefs, when fuddenJy I hcard^ oa 
tlie lidc opptifjtc to me, piercinjf crics« 
inltantly followed by the report of a guju 
Shouts of joy immediately fuccccacd : 
I i-an to the place, and found thf. lionefs 
expiring. Klaas, who was Rationed at 
that poit, had ihct her through tbebelly^ 
Her dugs were fwelled and pcodaot, 
which iiulicated (he had youfig ones. It 
came into my head to employ her carcaie 
for the purpoie of enticing them oat of 
the thicket. With this view I ordered 
it to be drawn to a certain diilance. We 
retired about thirty paces trom the car* 
cafe, ready toHre ii the animals advanced. 
But my diatagem was unluccefst'ul. The 
whelps, iadecd, iinetfyat not feeing their 
mother, ran about the thicket ^^owling 
on all fides • The male, too, redoublca 
his roarings and bis rage t We iaw btai 
for a moment appear at the edf p of the 
thicket, his eyes iparkiing, Lis mane 
cre^l, and lafhin^ his fides with his tail. 
He was out of inot of my pu'bine, and 
one of my marklmen, poAcd Dear* iiieda 
and mifled him ; ^i this he retinnl, and 
appeared DO mort:. The fpn was now 
declining, and the fpcrt was bcccming 
dangerous 5 I deeiped it, tbereibrc, j>ru- 
dent to d^ier ouf final y^ory til} the 
next day. 

** The fi^yagcs conveyed the liouefs 
to the kraai, for the purpofe of fcafting 
op hef. She was four feet eight inches 
high to the top of the (houlder, and eleven 
feet four inches long fifom the point of 
the nofc to the* extremity of the tail. I 
had certainly not the fiiroe deiirc for its 
fleih as the* red of the guefis, yet I was 
jndu9ed to talte it, but found it inferior 
to that of the tiger. 

** During the night I hes^ nothinff 
either of the lien or the whelps, vrhicli 
I aicribed to the noify mirth of my la- | 
vagesi. There was another reafon for 
their filencr : The male, aftrightcd by 
the dangers he had r^n, availed himicif 
of the darknefs' of the night to retire 
with his family,, «nd in the mcrninf, 
when we returned to the chace, wc pei- 
ceived the thicket dpferred. We csu- 
tiouAy advanced into it, and found 
the marks ool^ of l,lie fpoil that ^ad been 
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hf ^ic hmmr finmly) on all 
iidct were fecn bone« lyuig in heaps. I 
employed myfclf in tracing the footifept 
of the lion and the whelp*. The latter 
•ppeared to have b^n' two in number, 
aaad at leaft equal to my great dog Yagefi 
^vho wat as high as my -middle. To 
j«dge of the lion from the print of his 
^oot, which was one-third larger than 
* that of the lionefs, he muft have been of

In moft of the es- 
txtBi.% I have madt, though I have 
abridged the narrati^ more than ooe- 
half, I am not confciovt that I have 
omitted any material tra]ila6)ioo.«-The 
Volumes in the Tranflation have neither 
Index nor Table of Contenu. Thia 
you have properly ctafuitd and leoMdicd. 
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rpHIS Volume is part of a feriet of 
' ** elaborate oriental difquliitiont. It 
may, however, be very fairly confi- 
dered as an independent work, contain- 
ing two hiftorical enquiries, one into the 
origiM of the Dfttids, the other into the 
4tMcieftt ctmrnerce of Htjidoftan, 

In tht/rfi, Mr. Kfaurice thinks he has 
traced out and eftablilhed a Jfrikimg qfi- 
miiy between the religious rites and cere- 
inoiuea anciently praftifed in the Briti/b 
I/lofuiSf and thoie of the BtahmfMs oftJb^ 
^Eafi. It is divided into three Se6^ions, 
of which the third is conftderably the 
longeft, aj it runs out into an extenfive 
foraiki between the iacrcd ri(p« juod'civil 



cufHims prevalent la Indkt^ UriUtU', ani 
the Norihern Empires of Europe^ The 
firft Sc£lion is principally occitpittl in 
delineating the probable geographUai 
connexion between the inhabitanta cf 
thefc fcveral countries, and ths extraar^ 
dinarv Uktntfi concfivedh^ our Autlior 
tocxift between their primeval languages. 
Some of thcfe resemblances, if they be 
deemed fanciful'^ will bs certainly al- 
lowed to be ingenif'US^ 

In tht ftconii SrBhn Mr. M. ccsfiders 
the Br ill (h ludicrous cuftom of making 
Aprtl loolsy as it is called, on the firs 
da^ of that month, and traces it u^ tot 
Aha, vrhere, he %s, it ia prafliiiBd 
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K>B?tht Bifff<^i,by!imBaiiortal ufage. 
It ta^es pkce at a celebrated fellival 
holdcn about th^ faine period in India* 
termed the HuIi FefiivtU, An account 
of it t& coUe^td from a paper of Colonel 
Pearce^s, pubHihed in the lecond volume 
€f .Aiiatic Rcfearchet. We fliall inlert 
k ai^ quoted by Mr. Maurice. 

** During the Huli, when mirth and 
Icftivity reign among Hindoos of every 
ciafs* one fubje^ of divcrfioa it to iend 
peopk on errwitis and expeditions tb(U 
mte /• end In {bj*<p^wntment^ and raife a 
laugh at the expence of the pcrfon fent. 
Tlitt HuU \% alwaya in March, and the 
lafi day is the general holiday. I have 
never yet heard any account of the 
origin of this EnglJ^ ii^om^ but it is 
imqueftionably very ancient, and is ftill 
kept up even in great towns, though lels 
in them tlon in the country *. with us. 
It is chiefly confined to the lower clafs of 
|ieopk> but in ludiat high and low join 
in it, and the late Sur^ja Dowiay I am 
toid, was refy tond of making Hu/i fools, 
though he was aMuiTuImsn •fthehlgheft 
lank. Thty carry the joke here fo far, 
as to fend letters^ jnaking appointments 
. in the name of perfons who, it is known* 
xnuit be ablent from their hottfe at the 
lime fixed upon, and the laugh is always 
in preportionio the trbuble given.** 

Mr. M. is of opinion, that an en- 
quiry into the ancient cuih>ms of Perfia, 
or into the general a/ti onomtcal mytbo'^ 
*Ugj^ of the £aft, would have tanebt Co- 
lonel Pearce, that the bonndlefs nilarity 
and jccund fports prevalent on /be firfl 
day of April in ff^^/tfff}', and during the 
Ukit ftJii'vnL ot In^iia^ hnvc their origin 
inthcpni^ice ofcrVbraring with jocund 
»ites (he period oi the V"' nn! '■uuitiox j 
which alfo was the day when the new 
f^ar of Pttjia anciently begun. 

In a fubfequcnt p^^c ^tI. M. affertJ, 
that thc./fr// of Ma\ is equally regarded 
tsa feftival in India as in Britain. He 
alio remarks, that the xra of the Crea- 
tion began, in all probaUility, at the 
vernai equinox, when nature was gay and 
foiling, and not at the ^i^<^rv rtM«w»/a/ 
£fainoXf wheiv the beauty ot* the earth 
was declining, and its Verdure decaying. 
Perhaps our Author may deride the opi- 
nion of Burnet, and fome other Philolo- 
phecSk that the Earth lias, in conl'equence 
of the Deluge, changed its pofition in 
the EeLpuct and has thus been deprived 
of its original donation from Heaven of 
a perpetual fpung. But he certainly has 
tursrotienthat \\\tff»rin^ which we enjoy 
is tnjo^cd' only m tlic t^jnbcrn bemi*

We find in the third S^Sion a very «z« 
traordinary opinion, that the magnet 
was in the poileflion of the ancient lU* 
mansp under the name of Lapu HewacUtUf 
in allufion to its reputed inventor Her* 
cuUs* He affirms alio, fircm Dr. Hyde» 
that the tbaldeans and Arabtans nave 
inunentorially made ufe of it to guide 
tham over the vafldeferts that OTcrlpnad 
their refpe^ve countries. 

It feems totf that the Chinefe Recoids 
declare, that the Emperor Ofing^yanj, 
above a tbouland years before Cbr^% 

?refented the King of Cocbin -China, or 
is Ambaffadors, with a fpecies of jo^- 
netic index, in other words, with the 
waMner^s comftafs. This may be tnie, 
but, confidcring the extreme ignoi ance^od 
timidity of the Cbineje even to this hour 
in nautical concerns, can nardly be con- 
fidered as probable. But when Mr. M. 
infers from an exprejton in the ancient 
Inftitutea of Menu (allowing theift a 
date equal, or even interior to the 
1 500th year before the Chrif^ian rra)* 
that the Brahmins were then acqttaintd 
with this wonderful difcowry in naviga- 
tion, he will furely be thought to noke 
a «very precipitate conclujion. It is de- 
duced from a pafTage on the legal interei 
of money, and the limited rate of it in 
different cafes, wiih an exception tvitk 
regard to adventures at fea. The dan- 

ftr of fuch adventures is not amgmenffd 
ut dimintjbed by the invsenttoh of the 
fnai;nstic power \ and there can be no 
queftion but that man as often, if not 
more frequent Iv, found a viotery grtKi 
for himltflf ana for his merchandize io 
the bofom of the deep before their^f^ 
wa:; his companion aitd condu^or. 

Our Kc^idt^rs, mone elpectaUy thcfc 
of yemd.tian extraflhn, will fctl a 

frlow of patriotic exuliation from thcfol- 
owinfc animated detail of the learning 
of the ancient Di uids. It has thc/pirtt 
of poetr}', without its //2xi7^///e7*. 

** VVliat fciences, in particular, iko- 
rifhed among the Druids bciides aftronfi" 
myy which they feem to have carried to 
wonderful pcrle£^ion for thofc periods > 
moral philofopbv, whofe fublime and aw- 
ful precepts they incefiantly inculcated 
on their dilciples \ mu/ic, whof^ folrtna 
melody, breathed from inniunerabie 
harps during the public worfhip, roufcd 
to tranfports of enthufiafm the votarict 
of that animated fuperi^ltion ; meckaHtcs, 
which enabled them to ekvTUe to fuch 
iiirpfiitng heights the immcnie xoailef ot 
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AoflA iiikomM of above (JStone-benget 
ScQ y ; and botany, to which a race con- 
llantjy i-ciidli^ in woods, and accuftomed 
to xiie plants and herbs of a fuppofcd 
Inylierious cffHcacy in the rites ot divi- 
nation, could be no ib-angers : What 
Icicnccs, I fay, befidcs thcie they might 
have cultivated, the imnenetrable dark- 
xncfz in which they delighted to bury 
themielves and their pUriuits, muft rve^" 
prevent our knowing. An acquaintance 
with geografibv is indeed allowed thrm 
bv Caefar ; but to a race ib entirely !e- 
chided from the reit of the habitable 
^lobe, little more of that fcience could be 
known than what they might learn fh>m the 
Phoenician and Grecian navigators, who 
iuccciHvely vifited the" coaft of Britain. 
Ignorant oi its external furtacc, hew- 
ever, the deep and uroduftive mines 
With which the ifland abounded afforded 
that inqaiiitive race ^ noble opportunity 
of c^ntemplaiing its tnternai ivom/^rSi 
and advancing far in the 'knowledge of 
minerals, rnetah, gems, and other pro- 
du^ions of the fubterraneous world. Of 
gewntetricai knovuk'ig^ sdib, no inconfi- 
dcrable portion may fairly be a/Figned 
them, as being fo intimately conneftcd 
•with ajironomy and the mecbamcal arts, 
in which they had evident Iv mad* lo 
l^reat a proficiency. Dr. BorUie, indeed, 
Irmn his own perfonal inveiligation, 
greatly confirms this htter portion ; for 
on one of the rocks on the feiroous Karn^ 
bre-HiU in Cornwall, hf diicovered a 
very regular elliptical bafon, ten inches 
by fourteen, which, he obferves, could 
hardly be ib exa^ly delineated without 
. ftationing Xht ftuo focuffis cf the eUiiJis 
mcubematically j a Itrong evidei^cc that 
not only the ^id bafon was^jnade -by the 
Druids, but that they undcrlUod the 
|irinciples of geometry* " 

The lubjeft of \\sk fecond Differ tot ion, 
ftated at length, is an enquiry into Hhe 
commerce can'ied on in very rcni^te ages 
by the Phasnlcians, Cnrthaginians, an4 
Greeks, with the Britiih lllands, for 
their ancient Jlaple of tin j and their eX- 
tenfive barte*^ of that commodity for 
tbole of the Indian Continent ; the whole 
conftnsied by extra^ls from the Injl.tutes 
9f Menu, and interiperied withftri^ures 
on the origin and progrefs of narjigation 
and Jhip bmUing in the Eaft. This 
enquiry is replete with curious and amu- 
fine literature j and with Icvcral lingular 
^as in natural hillory. We are told^ 
that in exploring the tin mines of the Caf- 
Jitrrides and Gornivcdl, they exhibif in • 
ternal tcif imony of the remote, almoll 
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of the incalculable pellod at which they 
have been wrought; for in digging to 
the depth of fiUy fathom, the miners 
treqiiemly meet with l^rge timbers ftill 
entire. They are vulgarly fuppofed to 
have h^n depofitcd there oy the waters 
of the deluge J but without going quite 
fo far back in the annals ot time, Mr. 
M. thinks we may realbnably enough 
conclude them to have been left there by 
PbcpHician -workmen, the props ard pif- 
lai's of the exhaufted mines ; erpeciallv 
as we are told in Childrey*s 'Natural Hil- 
tory, that pkk-axes, bra/i -nails, and 
other uten/ils, are found at the greateit 
deptlii intermixed with tbo/e tim- 
brri, Mr. M. fubjoins a very dear 
and paiticular account of tne *me- 
thod of preparing t/» in the mines of 
Cornwall, which, though diveMid of 
technical pbrafei, and as much abridged 
as the nature of the fubjeA will admit, 
is too prolix for our publication. We 
mult therefore refer our readers for it to 
the ori (final work* 

In the progrefs of the hiftory of our 
national commerce with the cities of 
^re and Cartbage, we are told of fome 
Jingklat and magnificent proje^s of the 
Mtuedonian Alexander, Among his pa- 
pers were found memor(UKta of ccrtaht 
grand ichemes which, if he had lived, it 
was his intention to have executed. One 
of thefewas, to build a tboufand f> allies, 
to reduce the Carthaginians and other 
maritime nations who might be inclined 
to oppofe the progrefs of his arms in an 
intended conqueft of all the (ea-coafts of 
Africa and Spain lying in the Meditcn-a- 
nean. Another memorandum ftated his 
intention to carry a broad and regular 
high road along the line of the fame 
coaft, as far as Ceuta and Tangier. 
This was for the convenience of com- 
merce, and for a more eafy communica- 
tion between his land and fca- forces. A 
tbird plan wa« for the ereftion of for* 
trrjfes, cftablilhingrtr/r«<3A, and forming 
havens, doiks, and j'«»y/j, for building 
ami repairing (hips throughout his de- 
ntin ions at proper intervals. The whole 
fcheme, if carried into execution, muli 
have annihilated the power of Carthage, 
and decifively marked the judicious po- 
licy and comprchenfive grafp of the mind 
that formed it. 

In defcribing the navigatfon of anti* 
quity, Mr. M. obferves, that the Greeks 
were accuftomed to fortify the outfide of 
their veflels with pitch, mixed with rolin, 
which gjavc them a dark appearance, and 
bencc, in Homer, that they aii uniformly 
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denomlxuted ^Xkimi» or bltuk. The 
Komans, he adds> in fuccceding ages 
improved on thit pra£licc» and fet the 
firft example to pofterity oi Jhiotbinfr 
vefftts with mitcU. Mr. Lock in hit 
Hiftofy 9f Navigmiow informt ut, that 
Trajan^s (hip having been weighed out 
of the lake of Riccio, where it nad faun 
funk for above jbntetn bumdredjeatSf it 
waJobfenrcd that the /^/ji^ and i^frrfs of 
it had lafted moft remarkably. On the 
outfide it was built with double planks » 
daubed ever with Greek piubf caulked 
with linen rags, and over all a Jbeet if 
iead^ faftened on with Ikitle copper naiis, , 
This fhip was weighed up by the order 
of Cardinal Profpero Colonna. Thus 
it appears that caulking and /beaikiug 
were in wfc fixteen bmn Ireei yrars ago. 
For it cannot be doubted that ^^flxet 
■ (S^^/u/ nailed over the outAde of the vef- 
it\ with copper nails, ^^a^ Jbeatbutg^ 
and that in great perfeAion, the copper 
nails being uied in preference to iron, 
which when rufted in the water by the 



working of the ihip* ibon ioic dieir 
bold and drop out. 

In the account of the natural produc- 
tions of Perfia, Nfr. M. enumcritcf 
their delicious witrrSf with which the 
ancient' inhabitants were not, like their 
M ^diotnetan Uefcemtioimt denied to regak 
themfelves. The wine of Scbircz we 
remember to havefeen highly conuncndcd 
in thax fanciful but oktbeuitc rep^fiiorf 
of Eaftem manner s^ the Arabian Taks. 
Our Author thinks, that it was in alio- 
(ion to the multitude of the Perfian^vw 
yards that the golden bed of Barius wai 
adorned, as Athenieus writes, with the 
Jiaik of a vine iA gold, and with branches 
reprefenting ^r<3^r/, whether, retnt ma* 
turefcentf or tnature, by clullers of rubies, 
emeralds f and amctb^s. 

We here uke leave of Mr. M. wiA* 
in^ him that proiit from his book» whidi 
neither his learning nor his diligence, as 
we gather from forac hints icattered here 
and there, have yet procured him from 
the Public. R. R.

We think it is fcarccly worthwhile, in 
a Sketch of the Literature, Philofophy, 
zvd politics of the age, to inUft fo much, 
on the wild extravagances of Godwin,

who know no other fn^ert in fctenfce 
than the Jacobins of France -y nor on 
Crazed Myltics 5 nor yet on the Hiftory 
of the Jews, which forms by far the 
largeft <e£li'jn in the work ) although we 
fhould be forrv to mifs fbme of the ob- 
fervations on the circumilances that form 
the Jewiih charafler, particularly thole 
that direA their literary purfuits. 

Our Author animadverts on a praflicty 
which he confiders as prevalent, of name«t 
iefs writers compofmg books which are, 
^om vanity, fatnered by other perfons^ 
who, no doubt, pay an extra price for 
the gratification of their vanity. The 
writers thus ei^pioyed muft be men in 
indifferent circumftances, we are to pre- 
funie, otherwife they would not facnfice 
the hope of praife for the conveniency of 
mone y . 1 1 i s pofTible that fuch mtn may 
poflels good natural parts as well as afc- 
quired accompliftiments ; of which wp 
have an indifputed inftance in Mr* Bad- 
cock, who is now known to have been 
the author of a great part, at leaft, of 
thefiAMPTON Lectures. Ther^ is no 
Ifpecies of compofition that require^ 
greater tafte, jud^ent, and genius, thai^ 
to feleft from an immenfe variety of ma- 
terials fuch particulars as are interefting^ 
to all times and ages, to arrange them ii^ 
a dear order, and, without repetiticn^ 
to involve them, under lu&lime and af« 
feeing views, in one coptcus and ma« 
jeftic itream of narration. Does it n« 
quire Iefs power in the unfortunate wrj^ 
ter, who is reduced to the necelEty of 
compofing hiftorical works in the name 
of another, tmder the chillir^g damps 1^ 
obfeurity smd poverty, than it would do 
under the genial influence of fortune, a^id 
the animating hope of approbation and 
applauie? We particulariae hiftorica\ 
compofition, becaufe it Is to thif tlia^ 
our Author chiefly refers. But the faro^ 
queftion may be put with regard to ^vcry 
other fpecies of compofition. It is by 
the compofition itfelt, not the cirtum<« 
ftan^es of th^ writer, whtthtr anoMjfmoMs 
or fiflitioufly named, that his merit orde^ 
merit is to be detenntnrd. Dr. Johnfbn 
wrote a great variety of pieces, and, 
ambng others, fennons, preached, and 
oerhapt publifhed, by clergymen. And 
ne fays, that '< a man may write at all 
times, and in all hunv>urs, if he will fee 
doggedly to work ;" that is, rouic hia 
faculties into due exertion : which is cet- 
tainly true ; yet Vaurien confidera 
anonymous authors, at ieaii thofe that are 
employed by others^ as totally ticftltnte 
¥ oi invention ^ im^infU^Qui^ and aa 
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forming mechanic*! books with me- 
chanical pens (See Vol. II. p. 162 — 
164) ; as if fuch writers employed Tome 
phyfical power in their works, and not 
the ufuai biltniments and powers of 
thought, the ordinary modes of rtalbning, 
and the ufua) laws of the alTcciation cf 
ideas. Precilclyoq the fame ground he 
might reprelait as mere machines the 
moil renowned Pleaders bttbre Courts 
of Judicature, whofe fubjects, in general, 
su-e none of their own cliufjng. The 
abfurdity of Vaurien in this matter is not 
greater than the petulajice of joining a 
▼uigar cry ag-ainft men who arc forced 
to write tor bi-ead ; whp may, noilibly, 
poficfs as great powers as thole who write 
for fame. Nay, if what he fays be true* 
that there arc pcrfons in London who can 
write with plaufihility on any fubject, 
«< in funfliine or in rain," the prcfump- 
tion is clearly in favour of the poor and 
laborious writer. 

The ftridureg of Vaurien on this clafs 
of writers will fall with the lefs weight, 
that it is evident he it not a man of edu- 
cation, l)ut unacquainted even with the 
common divifions of fcience, as appears 
from his fneers at the recomroencfations 
of a certain writer ia the Reviews of 
the Study of " Univerfal or Philoso- 
. PHiCAL Gramma* j" words which he 
reprttfents as *« unintelligible, though 
ionmdahkt confufmg, and alarming" (bee 
Vol.11, p. 164). Is this bold Critic 
to be informed, that philofophical gram- 
mar, by conne^ing words with ideas, 
ideas with the principles and operations 
of , the mind, and tbefe again with the 
proptrties and powers of matter, opens 
to every ingenious and cultivated mind 
a wide and beautiful field of fpeculation, 
and gives pretifion to the ftyle, as well as to 
fhe Sntiments of an author ? The Philofo- 
phical Inquiry of Mr. Harris on the 
luhjc6l of Univeifil Grammar it. gene- 
rally known, not only to thofe who have 
had the advantage of a liberal and icien- 
tiHc, but even to boys who have rcccivtd 
what is called a common clalfical educa- 
tion. And this fubjeci of philofophicul 
Gr.in3m:ir has, of late, received much 
ingenious, jJieafuig, and fatislaclory il- 
luftration in ^fr. Home Tooke's Eti« 
TlT(flonl%'i or, Diverfionsof Parley 5 p.ir- 
ticuUrly in his obfcrvations on the ^b* 
^n.*t nu-aning of the Parriclcs.

Author, though poflcfled of itvelf parfif 
and a knowledge of the" worlds unac* 
quainted with the exigence of fuch % 
fcience as Philofophical, after perccivtng 
his frequent errors againft Englifli Grai©- 
niar.— Examples: •* Mr. Jufticc, who 
[whcm] I do not name,'' Vol. F. p- 17. 
•* She was refolved to vifii two kind# of 
perfons^ 'iiift, thqfe inbo (he did know} 
and, fecondiy, thoA; who (be did nol 
know,*' Vol. I. p. 269. The nominative 
ti'bd is ufed inllead of the accufativc %vhom 
throughout the whole of -thcfe voJumcs. 
*« His great foXil can fl/p«^ receive," Vol. 
I. p. 29. Meaning "his great (bulalon^ 
coji receive.** f* AVhile his fever was 
o»/y Vfjible in his hollow eyes," Vol L 
p. 1-0 3. This would feem to import 
that his fever might pcflibly have been 
more than vifible. But his meaning muft 
doubtlefs be, that his " fever waa VifiHb 
only in \y\t hollow eyes,** •< Except X 
total ignorance of Greek, Charlotte Fen-

analyfis of the above fentence ? — ^TTjc 
writer of thefe Sketches poflcfles fancy, 
acutenefs, and a conftderable knowledge 
of the world. He has alfo ready and 
made excerpts fi*om, a great variety of 
books. He is, however, very imper- 
fectly acquainted with the fciences* and 
the general principles' common to all fci- 
ence. He does not feem to have had the 
. ad van'tagre of a good educat ion. Tboagh 
a judicious and humorous obfervcr on 
the ways of mim, he is by no means fitted 
to defcribe the Literature and Phiiofephv 
of the times. We have farther to add, 
thathefeeros, in very many inrtances, If 
we rightly gwfs his allufions, which aie 
indeed very obvious^ \o pay more i^gard 
to tilt efit£l he wift^s to produce on the 
affe6\icns'and emotions of his reader^ 
than either to matter of fa6ly or candour 
«t juilgment. Yrt, on the whole, it is 
but juftice to Vaurien to fay, that 
though he is no great Critic in eitht-r 
Philolbphy or Literature, and although 
there i^ Icarctly any natutal bond of con- 
nci^ioh betwetn the numerous fafts amj 
tancies he has heaped together, he is, 
nerej rbelefs, an inteil'gcnt, jentcrtainio^' 
a::d jr-:t:iictiv.c writer.

Vfhen an old ntgro Jlepped up, and cfftr^ 
to receive any p\>riilli|i tnt his Mader 
iliopld decree it any one ol thclc bees fhcuhl 
ever ftiiig the owh/r of tbt: dwelling tn 
ferfmi. ** MalFera,*' faid he, <* they 
veulc! h::ve ilung yen long ere now, had 
yi M been a ftranger to them ; but they 
fccing vclir tenants, tfcat is, gradually 
sllowe^i tc build upon your pren.ifcs, they 
afl'uredly know both you and yours, and 
will never hurt either you or them.'* 

Capt. S. inilantly aU<;ntcd to the pro- 
potiricn, and ordered his bey Qi»aco to 
^fcend the ladder (juite naked, which he 
4id, and was not (lyng: he tlien ven- 
tured to follow himielf, and declares, 
upon his honour, that, though he.fliook 
the neit fq as to make jts inhabitants buz 
aboitt his ears, not a fmgle bee attempted 
to fting him. He im^ned lately r^lealcd 
the old negro, wbcm he had tied to a 
tiee during the expcrimeii.t, and rewarded 
him with a gaUon of rum, and five ihil> 
lings, for the diieovery. " Th^s fwarm 
of bees," adds our Av^bor, '« I have 
iince kept unhurt, as my body guards^' 
ifid they have made many oyer fern take 
f dcfperate leap for^ny amulcnient, as I 
gewjtally fent t^em up my bidder, uj-Ofli 



forae frivolous meflage^ when I wilhcil t9 
pUniih them tor injuiiice and croehyg 
which was not leldom,'* 

We have inierted this teftunony fo tbft 
fogaciiy ct btcs, which to Icme rnay ap- 
pear to iavour cf improbability and tabftt 
tecauie it «nay be conftdored by others» 
as we proiels it is conixiered by as, as 
an evidci.ce rather cf the Author's vera- 
city. Certainly it agrees with an opU 
nion >ery generally received in the vit 
U>ges ot this country with refpeA to the 
donttjiic befSy of which no apprehcn- 
iicn is entertained by the eliabhfhed in* 
habitants of tlu; manAon, by which their 
little colony is prote^ed, as it is raieiy 
known, even when much ditttirbcd^ t^ 
violate tlK: laws of hofpitality. 

Hitherto we have abftaincd from &•« 
le^ ing any fptcimens of the horrid po- 
ni(l)Q.ents too frequently infli5led on the 
Ccaft of Siu'Inam, and too frequentJyi 
perhaps, detailed in thcfe volumes. We 
^all now, however, pre(ent our readers, 
%K ith a fmgle inftance of this dreadhtl 
jutti^e, which we have choien becauic 
our Author was htmfelf a fpe6^ator of 
it \ becauie tbe huCerer was a. very atro* 
cicus cripiinal \ atn) is a)fo an exemphuT. 
proof of that wonderful infeniibiiity and 
contempt with w^iich thefe favages make 
it their glory (o endure the bittereft 
tortna's ^heir toes can infli6^. But we fuf- 
peft that tliere is (bme partiality t^ Capt, 
ot^i^man's* favourable account of the 
crime for which this cruel pui^fhnitD^ 
was infli6led« 

<< This Negro, whofe name w;is Nep- 
tune, was ho flave, out his own mafter^ 
and ^ carpenter by trade \ he was yourg 
and handlome ; but having £i(led the 
ovtrfeer of the «?(^atc Altona, in ttc Para 
Creek, in confequencc of fome difpute, 
\)t juiijy forfeited his ^ife. *rbe parti- 
culars,* however, ace worth 'relating : 
This man, having ftole:) a (heep to en- 
tertain a favourite young woman, the 
oVerfeer, who burnt with jealouiy, had 
determined to fee him hanged, to pnc- 
vent whieh the negro (hot *hifn de«4 
among the fugar-canes : icx thcife offen- 
ces, of couric, he was fentenced' to be 
bi okeu alive ufon the rack wit'hout th| 
. benefit of the cottp de grace-, or nier<y- 
(Iroke. Informed of the dreadfVil len* 
^ncc, he eompofedly laid himIelf*ilov»j| 
cb his back on a ftrong crofa, on whi^» 
yrlth arms and legs'ezpanded, he was 
faftened by ropes : the executioneri 32£> 
a black man, having now with a hatcbct 
chopped off bi& tct( buKi» nc&ttock i 
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JIftvy in» b&r, With which, brreptated 
l>iowf y he broke his bonc« to flbiTers, till 
the marroWy blood» and ijplintcrs flew 
nbout the iield $ but the priibner never 
Uttered a groan nor a %h. The ropet 
being next unla^Kd, I imagined hbn 
dcad» and fek happy } till the Magiftratet 
ftining to depart* he writhed hiailelf 
from the croft, when he fell on the gralib 
and daoined them all^ as a iet of barbo^ 
rous rai'cals ; at the lame time, removing 
his right hand by the help of his teeth, he 
.rcfted his head on part ot the timber, and 
aflccd the by.ftan(krs for a pipe ol to- 
bacco, which was infamoutlv anlw^red 
by kicking and fpitting on him j tilJ I, 
'with lome American leamen, thought 
proper to prevent it. He then begijed 
that his head might he chopped oi^$ but 
to no purpofe. At laft, feeing no end to 
his niilery, he dcrclarcd, that though he 
had defcrvcd death, he had not expelled 
to die ib many deaths. ** However," faid 
he, «« you Chrittians have milled your 
aim at lai^, and I now care not were I 
to remain thus one month longer/^ Af- 
ter which he iiing two extepmore fongs, 
with a clear voice, the fubjcat of which 
were to bid adieu to his livine friends, and 
to acouaint his deceafed relations, that in a 
very little time he Ihould be with them, to 
enjoy their company for ever, in a better 
place.Th is done, he.calmiy entered in to con • 
verlat ion with ibmeGenilemen concerning 
his trial, relating every particular with 
uncommon tranquillitv. ** But,*' faid 
he, abruptly, " by the fun it muft be 
eight o*cicck, and, by any longer dii- 
Cwurle, I Ihouid be forry to be the caule 
of your loiing your breakfaft/* Then, 
^calUng his eyes on a Jew, whofe nanw 
was DeVries, "A-propos,8ir,** laid he, 
**woii't you pleafe to pay roe the ten fhlU 
lings you owe me?*'—** For what todo ?" 
To buy meat and drink, to be furej don't 
>ou perceive I am to be kept alive ?*' 
which fpeech, feeing the Jew Itare like 
a rooly this mangled wretch accompanied 
with a loud lau?h. Kext oblerving the 
foldier who (toed centlneJ over him bit- 
ing occafionally *n a piecc'^of dry bread, 
he aik^ him, ** how it came to pafs that 
he, a white maHi Omuld have no meat to 
cat along with it V^ '* Becauie I am 
not fo rich,*'anfwered the foldier^** Then 
I will make you a ^lent, Sir,"^ faid the 
llegro; ** firft pick my hand, which was 
chom>ed oflf, ctean to the bones ^ next 
begin to devour my body, till vou are 
glotted } vrhen you will have both bread 
a»dnrat» as belt becomes yoil ;" whi^ 



Eiecc of humour watfbHowed by a (econA 
lugh } and thus he continued till I Jelt 
him, which was about thne hours ahsT 
the dmdfiii execution."^ 

We (hall liibjoin to this (hocking de«> 
tail our Author's reflexions on it, as in- 
tirely agreeing with our own, together 
with a lingular occurrence which took 
place on his vifit to the lanse fpot kmm 
Ikours after. 

** Though I never recall to my te* 
membrance without the moft painftH 
fenlation this horrid fcene, which muft 
revolt the tcelings of all who have otm 
fpirk of humanity, I cannot forbear ex- 
hibiting to the public the dreadiul fpec*- 
tacle in a drawing. If the reader, lu)w- 
ever, (hcuid be offended with this (hock-> 
•ing exhibition, and my dwelling ib long 
on this unpkafant fubjeX, let it be ienS 
relief to his refle£lion to confider thia 
punilhment not infliXed as a wanton and 
unprovoked a£l of cruelty, but as the ex^ 
trcme leveiity of the Surinam laws on a 
del'perate wretch, lliftering as an exampk 
to others ior complicated crimes, while* 
at the lame time, it cannot but give me» 
and I hope manv others, fome conflation 
to reflet, that the above barbarou« mod« 
of punilhment was hitherto never put 
in pra£%ice in the Britifh Colonies. 

<*I mull now relate an incident which, 
as it had a momentary effect on my ima* 
gination, might have had a lafting one on 
Ibme who had not inveftigated the real 
cauie of it, a.*id which it gave me no 
imall fatisfa^^ion to difcover. AboiK 
three o'clock in the afternoon, walking 
towards the place of execution, with my- 
thouphts full of the atfe^ingf fcene, tndl 
the image of tlic luflfcrcr Irtlh in my 
mind, the firft obje61 1 faw vi as his ]iead» 
at fome dlltance, placed on a ftake, «9(/. 
^^f to me backwards and forwards, as 
if It had really been alive. linftantly 
ftopped fhort, and, feeing no perfon in 
the Savannah, nor a breath of wind fuf- 
ficienc to move a leaf or a feather, I ac* 
knowledge that I was rivetted to the 
ground where I ftood, without having 
the relolution of advancing one ftep, fbi\ 
fome time j till, reflefting that I muft be 
weak indeed not to approach this dead 
fcuil, and find oiu the wonderfttl phsno* 
menon, if pofTible, I bokily v/alked up, 
and inftaixtly dilcovered the natural tzmk 
by the return of a vulture to the gallows^ 
tuh^ perched Mp<m It, as if he meant to 
difpute with me for itd$ feaft of carrion | 
which bird, havih|; already picked out 
one .of the eyca, h^ fled tt my ht^ ap. 
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|MPoacb» and, ftriking the ikuU with its 
hhna as it took its iudden flights occa- 
fioncd the motion already delcrihcd. I 
ft^i now only add, that ttiit poor wretch* 
attcr living near dx hours, had been 
luipcked on the head by the commilerat- 
Ing^centinel, the mark:i of whole raulket 
were pertcdly vifibk by a Uxgc open frac- 
ture on the ikull.*^ 

Our Author mentions a cuftom often 
ftra^ifed^t Surinam by thole who can 
a^ord it, of bathing young children in 
Madeira wine and water i and that his 
little boy was immeried in this iiouid by 
the generous hoJ'pitaUty of a ftiend . The 
C^fon« for this pra£lice, lb ftrange to an 
Muro^eaKf he does not declare j perhaps 
be does not know : but the iame cultom 
prevailed among the ancifni SpautuiSy as 
.u related by Plutarch in hit Jl».i*e of Ly- 
^urgus \ and be alfo gives this reafonlor 
k r' "They luppokd, ' fays he, " that 
an ablution in this mrxrure determined 
the ftren^h or wcaknefs oi *hc intant's 
Conltitution, which, if it were detie^ive, 
would, incontequence of fucha bath, dry 
«ad pine away \ but if heahhtui, woukl 
^eoHie heartier and iqlHer/* 

^ muchliaving been laid in thcic ex. 
tra6l$ concerning Joanna and her little 
lioyj the reader will, probably, not 
be uninterefted in what i^emains to be 
toW of herhiltory, though the cataftrophc 
lie melancholy. Capt. S. on quitting 
Surinam for ever, wilhcd to take with 
)fSxx tQ Europe his faithful companion \ 
but« notwithitandine her ardent afFef^ion 
ibr him, his intreaties were ineffe«5lual. 
Hrr attachment to her native country, 
her fenlc of julHce to Mrs, Gcdefroy, 
whole debt was ft ill undifchaigctl, and a 
decent pride, which mutt necdfarily ex- 
perience mortification, on being degrad- 
ed from tlie firtt rank among" her own 
claCa in America to mn humbk and con- 
temptible condition in Europe, over- 
balanced every motive of love and ten- 
dernels placed in the oppofite fcale. 
Captain o. left Guiana on the xlt of April 
1777. In the month of A\igult 178^ 
he i-eceived the melancholy tidings, that 
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OB the 5tll of November preceding, kek 
beloved miftrefs expired, as lame liilpeA« 
ed by potfcn adminiftered by the nand 
of jealoufy and envy, on account of her 
pro^)erity, and the marks of dilllndioB 
which bar fuperior merit had attraided. 
Her adopted mother Mra. Godefroyy 
who bedewed her remains with fearst 
ordered her to be inteircd under the grov^ 
of orange-trees where ihc had lived. 
Her boy was lent to the Captain, with a. 
bill of near two hundred pounds, his own 
property, by his inheritance trom his mo- 
ther. His education being finilhcd in En^ 
glandjhc went two voyages to theWcli In- 
dies with tlie higheft character at a lailor, 
and lerved with honour as a Midfliipman 
during the dilbute with Spain, on board 
his Majefty^s mips the Suuthami^on and 
theLixard. Unfortunately for hisfricndsa 
be perilhed at/ea off tl^ illand of Ja- 
maica. 

Though Captain S.*s partiality for a 
race of beings with whom he was fo ten- 
derly connc^ed induced him to colkdt, 
as it appears to as, with more diligence 
than cautioii, inftances of the oppre/Tion 
which they are faid to endure, yet, every 
realbnable allowance being made, there 
can 1^ no quel^ion that ihu^ y nneceHil- 
ry evil exilts in this fyftem of fervitude. 
tower Hi'iW always be abuled by foroey 
when not circumlcribed by la'W ; but the 
Legijtator Ihoutd dwell in the country 
for whofe benefit his regulations are de- 
figned, and be acquainted with the pre 
jkdtces and taants of its inhabitants. 
Inaccuracies in the ftile of this work oc- 
cur here and there, which we have mark- 
ed with italics in our ejftra^s. Thefe 
may well be pardoned in a Ibldier am! a 
traveller, who, as he tells us,, was often 
compelled to write his obfervations wiili 
a pencil on his cartridg^s^oT on a 'bleach- 
ed bone ^ Their novelty and variety make 
abundant compeniation ibr any grammi- 
tical irregularities ; and after aS the ex- 
ceptions ol'faftidious critic ilm, there are 
few readers who will not be gratified by 
Capt. Stedman's narrative.

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M DIDEROT, and (ome literary 
• friends, amufcrd themfelves 
^ith m^lifing a plesfant artWice upon 
the^ Morquii (U Cioifmarey one of their 
focifty, who had lately retired from Pah$ 
to his country refuience in Normandy^ 
This gentlemaO| a pcrfon of lingular hu- 



manity, had interefted bimft^lf confideim* 
bly in the caule of a Huh^ who had ap- 
pealed judicially againft her v«ws, into 
which &e had been tbrced by her parents. 
Without having Icen her, withoat know- 
ing her name, he went and iblicked in ber 
favour all the Counicllcrs of the Grrat 
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Ckanbcr of Ae Parlian^t of Paris . In 
fpite of this generoufc intefceflloiH the 
unfottvnate reclufc loft her caufe* and her 
Vows were adjuJged valid. 

Ib recalling this whole adventure to 
their minds, the Marquis's literary af- 
ibciates relblved to revive it to their 
own advantage. They took it for grant- 
ed, that this Nun haii heen ib fortunate 
ms to efcape from her convent 5 and, in 
cocfcqucnce, they made her write to the 
Marquis de CrBifmare^ to intreat aflift- 
ancc and protefticn. They employed 
(hemielves at their pttitfouftsy^xtiidA loud 
burfts of laughter, in compofmg thofe 
letters which were to make the eood Mar- 
cniik wetp ^ and at thole mtelmzs they 
alib read, with tiie fame exprc%ons of 
mirth, the kind anfwers which were re- 
ttimed by this generous and vvorthy- 
iriend. ^ 

They fooii however perceived, that the 
calamities of their heroine began to inte- 
reft too deeply their tender benefaftor. 
Accordingly they adopted the expedient 
of takin? her off by death, preferrmg the 
uneafinefs which he would ieel upon this 
event to the certain danger of inflaming 
his imagination, if flie were permitted 
longer to furvive. After his return to 
faris^ all the circumftances of this con^ 
J^iraqf were unfolded to him. He laugh- 
ed, as may be fuppoled, at the trick, and 
the misfortunes of the poor Uun ferved 
only to ftrenethcn the bonds of friend- 
filip among thofe (he had left behind* 

It is a fingular circumftance, that if 
the imagination of the Marquts de Ooif* 
mare was heated by thU pleafantry, that 
of Diderot^ on His part, was no lefs ar- 
dentjly inflamed. He began to write in 
detail the whole hiftory of the Nun* He 
has not completed his work, but ftill it 
fnuft be allovred to be a pathetic and i/r- 
Urefling romance. It contains, however, 
no mixture of love* It may be reckoned 
one of the md^fevere fatins on cloiflen 
that ever was corapoied ; and, perhaps, 
cot the lefs dangerous, as it feems only 
to fpeak of them with praile. It cannot 
be dq^, but, that like other /3//Vr/, it 
fometmaes exaggerates the evils which it 
would remove, ixAJeldom places in the 
oppofite fcale the ^00^, which, in what- 
ever proportion, Is f^ill te be found in 
every human focietv. The character of 
the Superior, Madame M»nif and of F^i- 
iber LemoinCf are indeed both excellent 
in very different ways, but they are both 
pcifled over in a liaii^ and perfunfiory 
manner, while the vicious and fuper(li- 
tious perfontges of the drama exhibit

thcmielves minutelv, and in detail. This 
may be conformable enough to the pur- 
p6ies o{ oratory and popularity, but is ut- 
terly inconiiftent with trutbt and with real 
phUofophy, 

Of the amiable pi^urvs which a nunnery 
may difplay.the following may beprefented 
to the reader, as no unfavourable fpecimen 
of our Author's talent for diving into tho 
depths of the human heart. 

** I performed my noviciate without 
averfioij. I pafs rapidly over thofe two 
firft years, hecaufe they contained no- 
thing melancholy to roe, but the feci^t 
feeling that I Was (lowly approaching a 
ftate for which I was not formed. Some- 
times it was. renewed with violence j and 
as often as this happened, I recurred to 
my good fupericr (^Madame Moni), who 
embraced me, whounbofomed my foul, 
who difpUyed to me her arguments with 
force ; and always conclude>dwith tellin|^ 
me— « And have not other fltuations, 
too, their crofTes ? We are apt to be fen- 
fible only of our own. Come, my child, 
let us fall on cur knees, and pray.** She 
then knelt down, and prayed aloud, but 
with fo much unSif^n^ eloquence, mild- 
nefs, ekvation, and force, that you would 
have faid (he was infpired by the Spirit of 
God. Her thoughts, her expref&ons, her 
incases, penetrated to the vciy bottom of 
the heart. At firft you liftened, by de- 
grees you were elevated, you were unit- 
ed with her ; the foul was thrilled, and 
your partook her tranfports . Her defien 
was not to feduce, but certainly this fte 
accomplifhed. We left her with a heart 
enraptured, our countenances difplayed 
joy and extafy, we (hed tears fo delight- 
ful ! It was an impredion which ihe be|- 
ielf took, which me long retained, and 
which thofe to whom itwras communicat- 
ed likewife preferved. It is not to my 
own experience that I refer, it is to that 
of all the nuns. Sofne of them have told 
me, that they have felt the want of her 
conization as that of an exquifite plea- 
fure, and I believe I required only a lit- 
tle more liabit to reach that point ; never- 
thelefs, at the approach of my prqfeffion^ 
I experienced a inelanchol)r To profound, 
that it expofed my good fupericr to ie- 
vere trials : her talents forfook her : fire 
herfelf iicknowledged it to me. "I don*t 
know," fays fhe, " what paffes within 
me I it feems, when you come, as if God 
retired, and his Spirit were filent. It is 
in vatn that I animate myfclf, that I feck 
ideas, that I attempt to eitalt my foul \ I 
feel mylelf aa wdinaiv and humjble wo- 
man. 
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" Ah, my dear mother!'' fiid I, 
I '* what prclcntinient ! if it were God 
that rendered yoH dumb.'* 

** One day that I felt myfclf more 
uncertain and more dcprelled than ever, I 
went te her cell ; m^ prefence at firftrcn- 
dei^ her fpeechlcfs ; it fecmed that /he read 
in my eyes, in my whole perfon, that the 
profound lentimcnt I carried within me 
was beyond her ftrcngth, and (lie wa» un- 
willing to ftruggle without the certainty 
df being vi^orious : ncvtrthelel's /he 
made the attempt : by decrees (he warm- 
ed J in proportion as my lorrow fubllded, 
her enthufiaim increafed. She ihrew htr- 
felf fuddenly upon her knees j I followed 
her example. I imagined I was to partake 
her tranfportSi I wi&cd it. Shcpronounced 
ibine words j then all at once fhe was 
/I lent. I waited in vain, (he fpoke no 
n^ore ; (he rofe, fhe burft into tears, ihe 
took me by the hand, and fqueezing it 
between her's, ** Oh, my dear child !" laid 
flie, ** what a cruel effccl have you pro- 
duced upon me! Obfervetheconlequence; 
the Spirit 1ms withdrawn — I feel it. Go, 
let God rpeak to you himfelf, fince it is 
not his pleaiure to communicate liimfclf 
by me.'' 

"In reality, I know not what had 
pafled within her; whether I had infpircd 
her with a dilhuft of her power, which 
has never been diffipatcd i whether I had 
rendered her timid, or really broken her 
correfpondcr.ee with heaven j but the ta- 
lent oi conlL4ation returned to lier no 
moic. 

** Upon the eve of my profeffion^ I 
went to fee her ; (he laboured under a 
intlancholy equal to my own. I wept, 
amf fo did (he J I threw myfclf at htr feet j 
flic blefled me, fhe raifed me up, embraced 
me, and again fent me away, faying, '* I 
am weary of life, I wifli to die. I have 
afkcd of God never to fee this «'ay, but it 
is not his will. Go, I will fpcak to your 
mother \ I will pafs the night in prayer j 
pray you alfo ; but go to bed, I com- 
mand you." — <* Allow me,"anfwered I, 
*• to join you :"— " I allow you from nine 
o'clock till eleven — no more, no more. 
At half paft nine o'clock I will begin to 
pray, and yon will begin alfo \ but at 
eleven o'clock you will allow me to pray 
alone, and you will take repofe. Go, dear 
child, I (hall watch before God the re- 
mainder of the night." 

" She wi(hed to pray, but could not. 
I flept 5 and in the mean time this holy , 
woman v ent through the paflagcs,knock- 
Ing at every dooff bhe ai\vok« thenun»j 



and made them go down without noUe tr 
the church. Ali of them repaired thii 
ther ; and, when they were there, (he ia- 
vited them to addrefs thcmfclves to hea- 
ven in my favour. This prayer was 
made in filcnce: then (hecxtinguUbed the 
U^ht, all repeated together the Miferere^ 
except the Superior ^ who, profb^tcat the 
foot of the altar, macerated herlelf in a 
cruel manner, faying, *' O God ! If it 
be for any fault that I have committed 
that you have departed from me, grant 
me forgiveiiefs ! I do not alk you to «- 
(lore me the gift of which you hare de- 
prived me, but that you would addrefs 
yourfelf to this innocent, who (leeps, 
while I here invoke you in her favour.*' 

This it a faithful and animated pi^ure 
of gioiuing and bumbU piety j and fuch, 
we trufl, is not barely tlic creature of 
Fancy fhvit maybe found both ^c^s/^/x and 
without the precinfts of the cloifter. We 
are furprized to obfervc the tranflatcr, who 
is in general fu(ficiently correal, ufing the 
word macerate for coneQing luith lajbet 
in the above, and in ieveral other paf- 
fages of this Work. He muft have con- 
founded it with another word of a fimilai- 
found. 

As a contraft to fhe above defcription, 
read the following account of the fuffer- 
ings our unfonunate heroine endured af- 
ter the death of the Superior ^ her ^-lend, 
and when another of a very oppofite dif- 
pofition had fuceeeded. We will hopey 
however, for the credit of conventual in- 
(lilutions, and of humanity, that the fccne . 
has never been recdixed^ 

" They no ionger complained of mt, 
to the Superior t but they did every thing 
in their power to render my life imcom- 
fortable. They forbad the nuns to come , 
near mc, and I foon found myfelf deferr- 
ed. I had a few friends, who contrived, 
by (lealth, to get the better of the re- 
Itraint which was impofed upon them $ 
and now that they could not pais the day 
with me, they vifited mc at night, or at 
forbidden hours. Spies were fet upon us ) 
they furprized me, fometimes with one, 
fometimes with another. This fort of 
impiiidence was all they wi(hcd for, and 
I was punKhed for it in the moft inhuman 
manner. They condemned me for whole 
weeks to pafs the fcrvice upon my knecst 
apart from the reft of the choir ; to iiye 
upon bread and water 5 to remain fliut up 
in my cell ; to perform the meaneft offices 
in the houfe. Thofe whom they called 
my accomplices, were no better treated.

Alter a variety of unheard-of pcrfecu- 
tions and hardfhips, our l^un is removed 
to another convent, wlvete (he experiences 
as extraordinary kindnefs. The Superior^ 
however, is rcprcfentcd as irregular and 
careJi/i in her Ji/aplmty^ndlkeniious in her 
mora/s. In confequence of difappoin^- 
ment in an improper attachment to the 
heroine of the ftory, (he becomes infane, 
and dies the terrible victim of guilt and 
delj>air.

The old vexations and 
perfecutions are renewed, and the^*»i«

fome attempts which he makes on her vir- 
tue in their flight, finds hcrfelf at laft 
with a Madanie Maditty from whofe houfe 
Tier correfpondence with the Marquis de 
Cioifmare commences. 

Of all the .cftabliihments of which

benevolent Mr. Colquhoun *. Amidd 
the many reforms that have been pro- 
je^ed in rarliament, none furely would 
do more honour to it, and perforin

THERE Ihall be Peace, Friend fhip, 
andGood Underftandinebetween the 
FrenchRcpublic andPope Pius theVIih. 
IK The Pope revokes all adhefion, 
tffiftance, and conceffiou, open or fecrct, 
given by him to the Coalition armed 
agamft the French Republic, and to 
every Treaty of Alliance, Offcnftve and 
Dcfenfiye, with whatever Power it may 
be. He engages himfelf not to fur« 
l\ifli, either f^r the prcfcnt or any future 
war^ to ary Power armed againft the 
French Republic, any fucccurs in men, 
iblpSj arms, warlike (lores, or provifions 
of money, under any title or dcnomma- 
tion whatever. 

III. His Holinefs (hall diib tnd, with- 
in five days after the ratification of the

tated not to declare him the very beft 
Or^cer \f^ his Majc fly's fervice. 

Lord Guildford approved of the In- 
tr.uhiftion of the words, as highly ne- 
cefTary to diftinguifh a fervice that was» 
perhaps, the very fa'vation of the coun- 
try ; it was the moll firnal vi6lv.ry wc 
had ever atchieved ; and he hoped it 
would ever remain fo, for he hoped no 
Britilh fleet would tvcr again be left i% 
engage fo great a fupcriority. 

Lord Spencer, with mubh warmth^ 
contended againft fuch a refponfibility 
being thrown upon his fituatioa as that 
a Britiih fquadron ihouid never have to 
contend with a fuperior force : — he had 
in tliis inftance, as he fliould in everf 
other, fupplied the Admiral with every 
fupport it was in the power of the coun«> 
try to enable him ro do. 

Lord Hr^od paid many compKmentf 
to the abilities and valour of Sir John | 
be faid, it appeared as if the gallant Ad- 
miral was aware that feme great at* 
chievcmtnt was neccflfary to difpel out 
prefcnt gloom, and therefore, confident 
m the valour, fpirif, and difcipline of 
the Officers and men whom he had m 
command, he boldly hazarded a rifle 
which could only be equalled by hit 
fuccefs ; no compliment, in his opinion, 
the Houfe could pay, would more than 
counterhrtlance the fervice the country 
had received. 

After a variety of obfervationson the 
fubjtdl, it was at length agreed, that 
the motion, with the amendment of 
great fuptriority of the Spanifli fleet 
*ihouW be adopted; and the thanks of 
the Houfc to Sir John Jervis, and to 
the Flag Officers, mentioning them by 
name, anJ the Captains, Officers, and 
Seamen of the viftorious fltct, were 
voted. 

CAUSE OF THE LATE OILDER 0» 
COONCIL* 

The Duke cf Bedford, after a long 
fpt-ech, moved, *' That a Scledl Com- 
mitiec, of fifteen Peers, be appointed to 
cnqjiic inr • the caufes for ilTuing the 
Order in Council of the a^ih of Februa^ 
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Lord GreoviIIe did not obje£t to the 
•ppointment of a Committee, convinbecf, 
the more the matter was inveftigated, 
the more it would be to the credit 
of the Bank ; but he could not agree 
to its being an open Committee ; there- 
fore he moved to leave out the word 
Special^ and infert the word Sectii in 
iuAead. 

The Duke of Bedford ftrongly con- 
tended againft this, upon the ground 
thar» fo far from 119 being likely to be 
iatisfaftory to the public, it would be 
confidered as a mockery, and add to the 
alarm. 

Lord Grenville*t amendment 'was 
then put and agreed to ; after which he 
moved that the Committee be appointed 
\^ ballot.— > Carried by ^ Majority 

THUBSnAY, MARCH l6. 

The Eari of Albemarle rofe to make 
his promifed motion on the Naval De<« 
|ence of Ireland. His Lordlhip en- 
lered into a copious detail of the naval 
Operationsi as well on the part of the 
tnemy as the Britiih fleets, refpe^ting 
the attempt on Ireland, from the period 
f>f the French fleet quitting Brcft, until 
the time of Lord Btidport's return to 
Portfmouth ; and, fr »m the whole, 
he argued, that negU6t and mifmanage* 
ment on the part t^f the Britifli, were 
the caufes why the enemy's flee: did not 
fall into our hands. He concluded by 
anoviney " That this Houfc do refolvc 
itfelf into a Committee to inquire into 
the mcafures taken for ihf protedion 
•f Ireland by ^ naval force* on the late 
attempt of invafion.** 

On the queftion being put from the 
Wo<Jfack, 

Earl Spencer, in an argumentative 
fpeech ot con fide rable length, replete 
3with nautical detail, fuccefsFolIy replied 
to the Noble Earl. He reftcd with con- 
fidence on the decifion of the Houfe, 
confcioos th^t the whole of what had 
taken place proceeded from caufes out 
cf the reach of human controul. He 
fiood acquitted to himfclf.— He could 
Dot command what depended on the 
weather and the elements. — Conld any 
perfon be found who could combat aqd 
controul thefe irrefiftible opponents, to 
him he would cheerfully refign the 
fiianagement of the Britiui Navy, and 
would rejoice a^ the circumftance . for 
his part, be had made the bed ufe of 
the means entru(led to his hand$, and 
employed them in fuch a manner as a 
fenfe of duty , and the fafety and hono\^r 
of the country, h?id dieted. 



Lord Hood oppofed the^ mottQB« 
which he thought might be produftivc 
of much mlfchief, without mnfwerirg 
any good purpofe. Id (lead of thefe 
kinds cf difputes, if all parties would 
cordially unite in fupport of Govern. 
ment, he had no doubt but that our 
endeavours would be fuccefsf ul, and that 
we ihould obtain a (afe and bonourahl^ 
peace. 

Earl Fitzwilliam confidered the in- 
quiry as nebeflary, to fatisfy the people 
of Ireland that the defence of their 
country was not a fecondary confidera* 
tion, and that the fecurity of England 
was not fo much preferred to it, that 
their fhorts were left unprote^ed, whea 
an attack from an enemy was reafona* 
bly to be expcfted. 

Lord Grenville replied, fo far from 
the fafety of Irelana havmg been ne- 
gleded, it had been the obje^ of parti- 
cular attention. 

Earl Carlifle, Marquis of Abercorn, 
Earl Moira, the Duke of Bedford, and 
the Marquis of Lanfdowne, fupported 
the motion. After which the Houfe 
divided upon Lord Albemarle's motion.

TUESDAY, MARCH 21. 

Earl Moira rofe to bring for%vard a 
motion on the ftate of Ireland. He fet 
out with admitting the apparent delica- 
cy of the quefl'ion, and with anticipat- 
ing the various objections which might 
be urged againft his propofition ; he 
allowed the propriety of the fcparare 
and independent Legiflatures or both 
kingdoms adhering to the conftitutional 
bounds prefcribed to them in particu- 
lar cafes, and was aware of the allow- 
able iealoufy which, on fuch occafions, 
ihould be entertained by either \ but 
fuch a line of reafoning could not apply 
to the prefent occafion. He contended 
that, when an urgent necelHtj arofe, 
whencircumflances took place in which 
the general fafety or welfare of both 
kingdoms were involved, it was proper, 
it was neceflary, that either the one or 
the other (hould boldly ftep forward, 
and, with manly opennefs,avow its fen<r 
timents in fuch a manner as to evince to 
the public (he purity of its motives, and 
that it was on great and obvious grounds 
ofpublic utility alone that its interference 
was offered. His Lordlhip then movcdf 
** That an humble Addrefs be prefcnt- 
ed to his Majefty, imploring his pater* 
nai and bcnevolcut intervention to re* 

mcdy 
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■ledftbe difcontents wlfich unhappily 
prevail in his Majefty's kingdom of Ire- 
land, and threaten ferioufly toaffeilthe 
4eareft interefts of theBritifli Empire.*^ 
On the quefiion being put» 
Lord Grenville rofc— His Lordihip 
began by regretting the abfence of his 
Noble and Learned Triend (th« Chan- 
cellor), from whofc experience and abi- 
lities thtir Lordihips would receive 
much adiftance. He imagined that the 
Noble Earl who brought forward the 
notion might conceive he had very 
ftro'^g grounds to proceed on,or he wouM 
not have urged their Lordihips to en- 
tertain fuch a very objectionable propo- 
lition ; a proportion which would in 
effeCt go to violate the folemn contra^ 
made between the Legiilators of Great 
Britain and Ireland, to tear afunder the 
bonds of union between the two coun- 
tries, and to ftrike at the verv founda- 
tions of the Britifh Empire. His Lord- 
ftip deemed the propofed call upon his 
Majefty to be at jeaft highly fuper- 
fiuous ; there was no need of imploring 
hit paternal intervention ^ the whole 
tenor of hit conduct towards Ireland 
fliewed there was tio neceflity for tirg- 
ing htm. RefpeC^ing the fubje^ of the 
reparation of the LegMlative towers of 
the two countries, and confirming the 
independence of thatof I rtfland,hiiLord- 
ifaip went into «n hiftorical detail. The 
bunncfs was firft taken up about 14 
years ago, and he recited the diiferent 
conceffidns which were made with this 
Tiew, in the order in whidh tliey took 
place :— the rtnun'ciation of her claims 
on the part of Great Britain, the repeal 
of the (ith of George I. add the Tub- 
fequent indulgences which were grant- 
ed to the Iriih m matters of Conftitution- 
• aland commercial regulation) thefewere 
granted to that nation by the moft folemn 
Afts of the Britifh Parliament, and 
againft all thefe, he muft contend, the 
Noble Earl's propoficion direct ly mili- 
tated. Ob this eround it was that he 
principally oppoled it, and he would 
trouble their Lordfliips no farther than 
to fay, he deemed it his duty to give the 
motion his decided negative. 

Earl Fitzwilliam fpoke in favour of 
the motion. He confidered theprefent 
as a cafe of exigency aflfe^ling the 
deareft interefts of both countries, and 
in which no impropriety could obtain in 
the Lt^ifljture of the one addrefling 
their common Sovereign to interpole 
and remedy thofe grievances whicn fo 
ferioufly threatened both* 



TheEarl of Liverpool expreffed hit de- 
cided difapprobation of the Motion. He 
confidered the adoption of it asdireAly 
trenching upon the LegiAacive indepea. 
dence of Ireland, as it was clearly « 
matter of internal regulation. 

TheMarquis of Laafdowne fuppoltaii < 
the Motion. 

The Queftion being called for, thfe 
Houfe divided on Lord Moira's motioa. 
Contents, 201 Proxies, i— -Non-Cott* 
tents,72 I Proxies, 20. Majority agaiaft 
the motion, 71. Adjourned. 

THURSDAY, MARCH 2}. 

The Earl of Oxford rofe to make hit 
promifed motion for a Negociation for 
peace.— He prefaced it with a verf 
Ihort Addrefs, in which he referred^ in 
general terms, to what he atledged to 
be the dillreircd Situation of the coon- 
try, and the neceffity that exifted for « 
Ipeedy pacification, in order to fave iu 
—He alfo cenfured the conduft of Mi- 
ni ftert with regard to the late Negocia- 
tion for peace, and contended for their 
tnlincerity on the occafion ; at the fame 
time, he inlTfted on the fincerity attd 
eameft wiibes of the French Go- 
vernment to terminate the Negociation 
amicably.— 4Ie then moved an Addrefs 
to his Majefty, of conHderable length, 
and embracing a variety of topics.'^The 
leading features of the propofhioa were 
to the following effef^ : — The fituadoa 
of the country was fet forth as em bar- 
raffed in fuch a manner, that the fpeedy 
reftoration of peace was eifential to Its 
prefcrvation and welfare. The general 
bad condu6t of Miniilers was mfifted 
on, and particularly in* the affair of the 
late negociation for peace, in which 
their in fincerity was obvious. At the 
fame time, the good-wilhes of the 
French Dire6tory for peace were no left 
evident ; and thefe points were illuftrat- 
ed by copious quotations. The pro^ 
pofed Addrefs then referred to Coni^itu- 
tional topics, and urged the propriety of 
reftoring to Engliihm<;n the ancient and 
free Conditution of their country, as the 
beft means of infuring permanent prof- 
perity. Above all, the neceifity of 
peace was infilled on, and his Majefty 
was implored to order fteps to be taken 
towards accelerating thefe defirable 
ends, &c. 

On the qucftion being put. 

Lord Grenville obferved, that it was 

totally uuncceiTary to reply in any detail 

to the very extraordinary firing of pro- 

pofitions their Lordihips had jufi heard. 

With

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With refpcft to the prominent feature 
in the motion— that which refpe6ted the 
jKegociation for peace, it was a fubjct^ 
which the Houfc had recently difcuflcd, 
«nd folcmnly decided, in this view he 
would move, that the Addrefsof their 
Xordfliips on that cccaGon, namely, of 
the 30th of December lail,be read : thia» 
he obferved^ contained every necelTary 
argument againft that part of the mo- 
tion; and it would be ieen, chat, fo far 
from the Negociation being terminated 
hy thi» .country, it was iofolently and 
abruptly broken off by the Government 
«f France. 

The Addrcfs abovcroentioned was 
accordingly read by the Clerk ; on 
which 

The Duke of Norfolk rofc.— He ob- 
ferved, that the circumftance of their 
Lordihips having come to fuch a deci- 
fioD, even allowing ic to have been una- 
nimous and. juft, was certainly no rea- 
fon why they ihould not confider and 
deliberate upon the fubjcdl again when 
occafion required. H<; contended, that 
the inBncerity of Minifters was appa- 
rent ; and he had no hope of an ade. 
quate peace, until the ncgociation of ic 
was entrufted tu abler and wifer perfons. 
He reprobated the idea gf making the 
cclfion of Belgium by France ?ijtnequa 
non In the Negociation : if that was in- 
«£lled upon, we never ihould have peace. 

The Earl of Morton faid, he deemed 
it incumbent on him to relill the motion, . 
with a view to the confiftency and dig- 
nity of the proceedings of the Houfe, 
and pre fled the Houfe to recoUedt, that 
the French had not only broken off the 
Negociation for peace, but originally 
commenced the war— we were not the 
aggreffors. 

The Marquis of Lanfdowne faid, 
he certainly would fupport the motion. 



A late deciTion of the Houfc on the fofc« 
jcd was no ground that they ihould noC 
take it up a^'ain •, and it would hardlf 
be denied hmi, that the prefcnt alarm- 
ing ftare of the country did render 
iuch difcufn'>n necelfity. His Lordihip 
generally cenfured ct\c condudt of Mi- 
nifters with refped to the late Negocia- 
tion, and concluded with afferiio^, that 
the Situation of this country was as well 
known in France as it was in En* 
gland. 

The Earl of Guildford faid, he 
would fupport the moiion, as he would 
every other proportion that had a ten- 
dency to the re-eftab)i(bment of peace. 

Earl Spencer thought the adoptioQ 
of the motion, inllead of acceleratii^ 
peace, would retard it. It would, in 
effe^, be holding out to France and to 
Europe, that we were willing to make 
peace upon any terms. 

1 he Earl of Carliile was decidedly 
againft the motion. He was furphfed 
to hear the fincerity of MiniOers in their 
wilhes for peace doubted. He faw no 
poHible reafon why they fliould be other- 
wife. 

Lord Grcnvillc entered into a very 
able and fpirited reply, and fuccefsfuUy 
refuted the various arguments which 
had been urged in favour of the motion ; 
after which the queftion was called for^ 
and the Houfe divided— ^For the' motion^ 
16 ; Proxy, t.— Againft it, 51 % Prox- 
ies, 19* — Majority, 54. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 24. 

The Royal Affcnc was given by Con- 
m\/2jon to the Marine Mutiny Bill, the 
Land Tax Commilfioner^ Bill, together 
with ten private Bills. 

The-diffcrent Bills on the Table were 
forwarded in their rcfpeftive Aaget, 
and t heir Lordihips adjourned tillMon^ 
day.'

' HLGH PRICE OP BUTCHERS MEAT. 

Mr. Mainwaring rofe to make his 
promifed motion on this fubje£t. It ap- 
peared, thar the high price of meat was, 
in a great degree, owing to the pradices 
of jobben, who went round the coun- 
try to buy up large quantities of cattle, 
which were afterwards jobbed again 
from them, and fomriimes went through 
three or four hands before they reached 
the market. The laft of thefe jobben 
fent them tol^ondon, with a fixed price 
on their headh, contrary to the practice 
of the grazier, who would fell them for 
the price of the day . It was in evidence 
before the Commitfee lad Seflions, tha^ 
one of thefe jobbers had gained in the 
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fpriog of 1795 90 le{s than 20ool. tnd 
tWe werr aT%ri«ty of infttnces where 
tbey had cleared other confide rable f^ini. 
More recently thev hfd gone into cho 
briber practice of buyinc up lean cattle 
from the breeders, and (elUog them 
again to the ^raaiers.— The carcafe 
llUtchen alfo, loftead of purchafing cat- 
tle in Snnichfield* met them at the dif* 
unce of foroe miles, and purchafed half 
the fuppty intended for the London 
market. SinhhjKeld market was thus 
made to appear thin. It might be faid 
that there were already laws to prevent 
this; but the prefent mode of prolecution 
was fo expen6ve and dilatoryt it fub* 
jeAed a complainant to fo much attend- 
ance, lirft» before a Grand Jury* and 
then at the AiCses, that offenders were 
feldom fued» nor had they in general 
known houfes at which they could be 
found. Tbe Houfe would, of courfci 
)>e very cautious when they were called 
vpon to interfere with any trade : but 
they would be alfo careful to cherim the 
labouring claCes, which were the true 
fupporters ot our national importance 
and wealth. The report was then read ; 
after which Mr. Mainwaring moved for 
ieave to bring^ in a Bill for more eflfec^ 
tualW preventing the foreftalling, en- 
gromng, and regrating of live cattle. 4 

Mr. Alderskan Combe fccunded the 
nvotioQ. 

Leave was gtven» and Mr* Main* 
paring and Mr. Alderman Combe were 
ordered 10 bring in the Bill* 

The order or the day being read for 
the commitment of the Quakers Biil» 
Mr. Picrrepoint ohje£led to the Speak* 
er^ leaving the Chair ; the Bill, which 
he had maturely conAdered^ being, in 
his opinion, fraught with dangerous 
confequencrs. 

Mr. $erj«ant Adair thought that all 
the obj^eftions to the Bill might be re- 
moved in the Committee. He then went 
over his former argumenu in <(efepco 
of it.

wards, he Ihould wiih to have the real 
fit nation and refources of tha country 
enquired into; the preflure of tha nra- 
fent burdens, and tno probable effedt 
of new ones ; the meafures moft impar<« 
tant for the prefervation of the public 
fafety, and the cSc^ of the meafurei 
hitherto adopted. He was folicitous fof 
a firm and candid inveftigation into all 
the(c fubie£ls i atid having fo declared 
himfelf, he concluded by l^bmitting hi| 
firft motion^ ** Th4t it be an InftnjSion 
to the Chairman of the Committee to 
move the Houfe for leave to bring in a 
Bill to confirm the reftridtions icnpofed 
by an Order of Council of the 20th of 
February laft on the payment of Ipecie 
by the Bank for a limited time**' 

Mr. Fox began by bating, that he 
could uot coincide in the meafure pro- 
tofed of guaranteeing the notca iifued 
oy the Bank } for it tended to ccmeat 
Government and the Bank ; and every 
thing that went to unite diftin£^ fonc* 
tions in the public department, was, in 
his opinion, a great and additional cala- 
mity to the nation. Any Miaifter who 
advifed his Majefty to prorogue hU Par 
liament until pubuc credit was reftored, 
ihould it laft for firt yeaif , oi^ht, in hit 
•pinion, to be impeached. Mr* Fox, 
alur reviewing the ncccSty of the piea* 

fares 
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furet which led to the Order of Coun- 
cil) which he termed oot only a breach 
of faith, but an a£t of robbery» pro* 
teeded to ftate his object lout tu the ap- 
poifitment of a Secret Committee to en* 
^uire into the caufes of the ncceificy* 
He declared he Ihould oppofe foin^ into 
a Secret Committee by tSallot, con?iDced 
IS he was, from the experience of many 
ytnTZf that a Committee of that kind 
was the fame as if a^ually appointed by 
the Minifter. 

Sir J. Sinclair objeQed to the word 
tmtfirm^ a* tending to give a iegtfiative 
ian&iOn to the Order of Council 

Mr. Pitt explained, that nothing more 
was meant by the word> than to give a 
legal force and credit to a meafure 
which the Cotnmittee had declared to 
be neceflary. 

The queftion^ *< that leave be given 
to bring in the Bill,^ was then put and 
carried without a divifion. 

VRlDAYy MARCH 10. 
THE BANK. 

Mr. Sheridan, in conformity to no* 
tice, brought forward his motion on the 
affairs of the Bank. In a fpeech of con- 
fiderable length, he entered upon a ge- 
Beral review of the relative lituation of 
the Bank to Government and the Pub* 
lie; commented on the reports of the 
Committee, on which he founded his 
motion \ pointed ^ut the critical ftate of 
public credit ; deprecated a forced paper 
currency, which he conlidered aa the 
prelude to national infolvency, and at 
an opiate in a fever ; and concluded by 
tnoving as a refolution, '* That it is the 
opinion of the Honfe, that immediate 
fieps ought to be taken rn enableGovern- 
ment to diicharge the fumofii,686,oooL 
or a pan due from it to the Bink." 

Mr. Grey feconded the motion. 

Mr. Pitt very ably replied to the ar- 
guments of the Hon. Gentleman, and 
concluded with moving the previous 
quefUon. 

Mr. Sheridan explained, as did Mr. 
Pitt. 

Mr. Fox fupported the motion of his 
Hon. Friend. 

A divifion then took place.-^Por the 
orevioils qucftien }<5-*Againft it 45. 
Majority 140. 

MONDAY, MARCH 13. 
8INCCURE PLACES AND PENSIONS. 

Mr. Harrifon called the attention of 
the Houfe to a fabje£t of no fmail inte- 
reft and importance tu the country, at a 
period when the public expenditure fo 
far exceeded the income that there ap» 



peared hardly a poflibUhv of fupporting 
any longer the accumulated burden to 
which jtnis calamitous war had given 
rife* Thie public bi^rdens, he faid, were 
not merely occasioned by the war ex* 
pendicur^i ttiey were materially in- 
creafed by the erection of new ofl&ceY, 
and the prof u (ion aiad prodigality of Mi- 
aiders in everv department, for the be- 
nefit of their laullttes and dependantt. 
This prodigality ought to aroiiie the 
jealouly and indignation of the Guar* 
dians of the Public Pur(e. If tbe prefent 
fyftem of corrupt inAuence was not 
checked quietlv within the walls of tlut 
Houfe, it would be done tonuiltuoufly 
without. By that new^fan^ed monitet 
called Coi\fidencet the o^spriugof a too* 
confiding Houfe of Commons, were tht 
difculGonsand deliberations of the HooTe 
influenced, and to this undue influence 
was to be afcribedthat train of accumu- 
lated burdens which were fo grievouu/ 
felt by tbe country. He then mention- 
ed a tew places and itt%^ not amounting 
to any confiderable fum, which he wifll- 
ed to be applied to public purpofes; 
among them were the Ulary ot the thii d 
Secretary of State, which he flatcd as 
5000I. a yeart and certain fees, arifing 
from Contingent Bills in the War De- 
partment, amounting to about 550,000!. 
He animadverted on the profligacy of 
AdmioiftratioB, and the diftrefles of the 
Public from the coofequent accumula- 
tion of taxes, and concluded by moving, 
as a refolution, <* That the ektent of 
fupplies voted to Government flnce 
the commencement of the war, and 
the enormous increafe of taxes upon 
the people, made it incumbent upoa 
the Houfe to enquire* Whether fome 
alleviation of their burdens may not 
produced by the abolition of certain 
tiiperfluous offices, penfions, and ex- 
orbitant fees, and likewife what fav- 
ing ma)r accrue from an oeconomicai 
reform in the public expenditure/' 

Lord W. Ruflcl feconded the motion. 

Mr. Pitt, after hliuding to A>me irre- 
levant ebfervations made oy the mover 
and feconder of the motion, remarked, 
that the mover appeared tu have two 
different objects in view \ the (irft rela- 
tive to the making retrenchments, and 
corre^ing prof u Aon in the eftabliihed 
offices of Government, and in iinecui^ 
places and penfions.— the fecond to an 
enquiry into t^ie ftate of the national ex- 
penditure, and propoiing a check on thq. 
expences of the flate. This latter was 
already comprehended b a refolution 

N n 4 ^'^y^'^^"' ">' ^^ which- 
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which had pilTcd the Houici to enquire 
into the finances of the country, and to 
confidtr of the moft pradicible means 
for obtaining a diminution of the public 
expenditure. ** The Hon. GeDutman 
means to include in the inveftigatiun 
which he propofes» fubje6ls of the mod 
extenfive and complicated nature. He 
*w!(bes to embrace all the ondinary and 
extt-aordinary expences of the different 
branche* of Oovemroent. He extends 
his enquiry into the dilbwrfements of 
Army, Navy, and even public efiabliih- 
mcnrs. I am ready to admit (faid Mr. 
Pitr) that :as far as this nroporuion goes, 
it furcns a fobjeft worthy the conlidera- 
tion bf the Houfe ; and the magnitude 
of it appears to be fuch, that no man 
can fay what will be the tStR of it, or 
' to what particular meafures it may lead. 
Yet, the Hon.Gentleman in bringing be- 
fore th« Houfe conHderattons of fuch 
extenfive views, and of fuch high im- 
portance, adopts a rery (ingoUr mode 
of proceeding. He does not think pro- 
per to offer matters, fo momentous and 
complicated in their* relations, in a di- 
rect manner, to Parliamentary difcuf* 
* fion ; but dates them as the object of a 
collateral enquiry, und introduces them 
immediately after his motion for re- 
trenchment in the offices of Govern- 
ment. But certainly the Hon. Gentle- 
man will not deny thatthere is an extreme 
difference between both objcfts; for 
the check which he propoles on the 
public expences very much exceeds in 
importance that reform which he wifh- 
es tbould take place in the eltablifhment 
and falaries of public olliees. The dif- 
tin^ion between thefe two objctts being 
fo evident, as the latter docs not form 
any part whatever of the propofition 
formerly fubmitted to the Houfe by the 
Hon. Gcntlcinan, nor of the notice 
which he gave of his motion of ibis 
night, 1 muft copfider the manner of 
inttodacing it not onljr irregular, but 
inadequate to the magnitude of the en- 
quiry which he propofes to edablilh. 1 
alfo think it ncceflary to remind Gen- 
tlemen, that the objects which it com- 
pretiends form the^ grounds of my mo- 
tion for the appomtmrnt of the Com- 
mittee which has thj| night been chofen 
by ballot. I dated in general terms, 
previous to my bringing forward that 
tnotion, tbe various points to which the 
attention of the Commttee was to be di- 
rcftcd J but I could not, until I AP- 
FofWTED THAT Committee, proceed 
to offer, in a fpccific manner, each of 



thofe poii)ts. I therefore onVf fiaud, 
that it was my wiih and delire to move, 
as an indru^lion to the CofniBJttee, 
that, after enquiring into and afcer- 
taining the whole date of the finances 
of the country— kfter reviewing the 
whole amount of the debt which had 
been incurred during the war— after 
invefligating the provifions which had 
been made to meet it — after coniider'ng 
the probable amount of tbe total ex- 
pence of public f«rvice for the whole of 
the year 1^797, and the fums now appli- 
plicable to defraying it ^ the Cmnmittec 
ihould exercife a full power in forming 
and digeding a plan for^ comptrolling 
the public expenditure, and to enquire 
and report upon the btd and mod prtc* 
ticable means of obtaining a diminutioa 
thereof. 1 therefore am not a little 
furpri^d, after dating ihefe meafures 
in general terms— meafures which have 
been fan6tioned by the unanimous coa- 
currence of the Houfe, in confeqoence 
of the appointment of the Commtrtce 
for the profeffed and acknowledged coa- 
fideraiion of thofe very obje6bs, that the 
Hon. Gentleman diould now bring for- 
ward a motion to the fame end» and 
without any previous notice what* 
ever. ' 

After reafoning with much ingenuity 
and effeft on the judice and propriety 
of rhe ufiices under conGdcration, Mr. 
Pitt called the atcention of the Houfe to 
the redu£^ion that had already been 
made, »nd the favings that had been 
made in confequeace. Under this no* 
tion of an economical reform in 1781, 
and a fubfcquent enquiry by the Trea* 
fury, zyS offices had been abolidied, and 
the expences reduced from lyi^oool. to 
6o,oool. The falariesof ihe Exchequer 
Office had been materially reduced, as 
had the Auditors of Impreis. The 
favings from thefe were nearly 6o«oool. 
The Peniion Lid had been reduced 
fince 1783 above 48,0001. and during the 
fame period Sinecures in the Cudoms^ 
to the amount of 130, the expence of 
which was io,68ol. had been fupprcffed. 
In the Excife there was a iavio? of 
nearly fi,oool. and Lotteries, &c. were 
under fuch regulation as prevented cor- 
rupt influence. 

To afcertain the date of the ezpcfn- 
diture compared with the income, was 
a fair fubje6^ of in vedigation.. Convin- 
ced as he was, that any attempt at en- 
quiry, with a view to the production of 
an edicitnt refource from the materials 
propofed, would cud in dif^p^ntment, 
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hc-ihould move the previous qncilion, 
not wilhing to preclude the Hguft from 
enquiry* ihould it afterwards be judged 
cxpcdicQt. He accordingly ruoved 
the previous quefiion. 

Mr. Sheridan fupported the original 
motion ; he adnitted there were many 
Offices that were not overpaid, but there 
were a ^very great number that called 
cither for abolition or reformation. He ob- 
fcrvedttheGeDtlemanoppofitetohimhad 
places to the amount of i«^oool. per.ann. 
but allowed he was a very active fervant 
of the public. The Mioifter himfelf 
alfo had a rinecure» and undoubredly 
defcrved it, for having brought the 
country into its prtfent happ^ and proT- 
pcrous fituation. Adverting to the 
number of Peers created by the prefent 
Adroiniftration» j6o> he cenfurcd it as 
a lavifli diftribution of Minifterial Fa- 
Youft. 

Mr. Rofe faid, that of the offices enu- 
merated bv Mr. Sheridan, there were 
thr^€ whicD he did not at prefent hold, 
and cH^ which he never poflefTed. To 
the fituation of Clerk of the Houfe of 
Lords he was appointed in confequence 
of an Addrefs of the Houfe of Peei^ to 
bis Majefty* His falary as Secretary to 
the Treafury was rightly dated at ^aool. 
a year, which was 2000L a year lels than 
any of his predeceflbrs, 

Mr.Wyndham coofidered the motion 
in a ridiculous point of view, and ex* 
preifed his Indignation at any peity fyf- 
tem for faving the ends of farthing can- 
dies and the parings of cheefe ! 

Mr. Fox faid, the finecures alluded to 
in the motion were merely th^ power 
of holding nominal places under Go- 
vernment, without a plea ef neceffity 
or the fan^ion of a grant from the Crown. 
Mr. Burke^s reform did not confine it- 
felf to a fubjeA of one or ten thoufand 
pounds. JcB objeAwas'the faving of 
millions. He lamented that Mr. B« had 
affixiated with and fupported an ad- 
miniftration conAituted on principles' 
dire^lv oppofite to thofe maintained in 
' moft of bis own books.— >He contended 
that had it not been for the fupport Mi- 
nifters received from perfons holding 
:finecure places, the nate of France 
would never have been fo formidable as 
to have diftrelTed this country with fuch 
heavy calamities ; had it not oeen for the 
influence of the Crown, France would 
not have pofTelTed Belgium, Holland, or 
ltaty#— With regard to the argument 
that the influence of Parliament could 
a^ in contradi^ion to its fcntiments, he 



had the authority of Mr. Bnrke, who \ 
in one of hit late pamphlets had affierted 
that the minority fpoke the fentimenrs 
of the majority. Alluding to Mr. 
Wyndham and others who had feceded 
from their former connexions, he faid, 
he was convinced, fuch as quitted their 
friends, and fwerved from the principlea 
to which they were formerly attached, 
knew not their own motives. Their 
views sf ambition end in reducing them 
to a date of mfufficiency andindifcretion. 
Thefe feceffions of perfons from their 
eftab!iihed connections created a jea^ 
loufy in the minds of the people that 
wjis pregnant with public mifchief. 
However he and bis friends might be 
defirous to be employed as oftenfible 
agents of the country, he wilhed the 
prefent motion might pafs, in order to 
prove to the people, that the view of 
pod*eliing a place was not merely that 
of emolument ; on this principle he 
wiffied to deftroy the exiftence of due* 
core places. 

Mr. Rofe, in fome warmth, obferved, 
that Mr. Fox, who had diliipated his 
own fortune, was n«t, he thought, the 
mod proper advocate for public econo^ 
my. 

Mr, Fox in repiv obferved, that Mi- 
niders in their wim to infulthim on hie 
having fpent hit own fortune, were not ' 
angry for his having diffipated it, but 
for not having been mean enough to re- 
pair it. 

Some warm word« paded betweca 
Mr. Pox and Mr. Rofe, as to the re« 
verfions held by both of them. Mr. 
Fox (aidt fevcral Exchequer and othef 
offices, after the lives of the frefent /^» 
feffors^ ought to be abolilhcd. 

Upon a diviiion there appeared,. For 
the previous quedion i6:,figaiad it77. 

The members of the Committee are,

Mr. Sheridan moved, that the name 
of Mr. Fox be added to:hc Committee. 
Ayes 75, Noes 148. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 17. 

Leave was given ^ bring in a B l[ t* 
trtdi the Corporation of Surgeons into 
a College. 

Mr. Pitt moved the fccond reading 
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of tht BUI for continoiDg and coitfinn* 
ing the Order of the Ptivy Comicil to 
the Bank. 

. Mr. Fox faid he ihoiild not oppofe 
the fecond reading | hut wiibed to Know 
if it were to be obligatory on Govern- 
ment to receive Bank of England notes in 
•payment of taxet i and ^^nether Bank 
pa(>er was to be legal payment between 
individuals, for neither of which he faw 
anjr provifion in the Bill ;— 4ie thought 
.alio a cJaufe (hould be added to limit the 
Bank in their advances to Govern- 
•Sient. 

Mr. Pitt faid, Mr. Fox had now ftat* 
,ed matter which more properljf belong- 
ed to the Committee on the Bill. 

Mf* Hobhoufe violently objected to 
the Bill iff toiOt as an adt of robbery and 
•depredation upon the public creditor. 

Mr. Grey confefled, that as the Order 
of Council had taken place, it would be 
impol&ble to open the door fuddenly 
aigatn. He was tbtrcfore for the fVcond 
reading of the Bill. But what he w t%- 
cd to notice was» a paper which had 
been laid upon tht rabk, and which 
contained very alarming information. 
. From that paper it appeared, that on 
Saturday laft Minifters had ilTued 
isoyoool. in Excheqtier BrtU, for the 
purpofe of being paid to the agents of 
tis Imperial Majcfty, which Bilh muft 
be converted into fpeeie, and could only 
-be fent in fpecte to the Emperor.— The 
Bills were ibid in the market a» three, 
and three and a half per cenr. discount i 
on whom was this tuTs to fall ; on rhe 
Emperor, ' or on this cotmtry .* The 
whole matter, he thought, was worthy 
cbe moft ferious attention of the Hoafe*. 

Mr. Pitt oWferved, that ;he iCmpe* 
fffftrV bills had been drawn and accepted 
long before the Order of Council was 
i^ued. — th< V f»>rmecl part of the50o,oool. 
voted the Emperor betbre the reccfs^ 
and w« could not avoid payrn^ them. 
Exchequer Bills were iffucd for rh:« 
porpolc, and part of tiw difcount fell 
upon the Emperor. 

. /The Bill was then read a feCond time, 
and comrnittcd- (or Monda-y, and the 
Houfc was ordered to be called over on 
Mondsy {e'nnight. 

MONDAY, MARCH ao. 

Mr. Pirt remarked, that the Order 
for the Commitment of the Bill for 
con^rmiog andcontnuingthe htr Order 
of Council refpe£^ing the Bank ttood for 
this d^y; but fome circumftances had 
aome to hi» knowledge lince the notice 



waa given, which induced him to posA 
pone the Commitment of the Blli. He 
therefore moved, that the Order of the 
Dav (hould be difcharged, and that the 
Bill fliould be commiteed on WediMfday 
next* Agreed to. 

Mr. Aobot| ill a fpeech of fome 
length, urged the inconveniesces that 
refuhed ^om the defe^ive manner in 
which the laws were promulgated, and 
eap^tiated on the Refolutions which ha 
afterwards fubmitted to the Committet. 
It wat his intention, he Cud, to move 
that the refolutions fiinuld be taken in- 
to confideration at a future period, and, 
in the interval, that they (hould be. 
printed. He concluded by moving eight 
Refolutions, of which the following it 
the fubftance. ' 

t. 1 1 is the opinion of this Committee, 
that it is expedient thit his Majeilv*S 
printer, inftead of iia6 copies of AoSf 
as he now prints, be authorifed and di- 
rected to print 3550 copies of everr 
public A£t, looof every pubhc focal AA 
(including Road, Canal A^» &c.}, and 
200 of every private A£^. The fecood 
and third Refolutions related merely to 
the mode of diftribuirng thofe public 
and prti'ate A^ through the medium of 
the Poft Office. The fourth enjoins the 
Chief Magitf rates of towns corporate, 
Scotch bo.oughs, and Sherifi& of^coun* 
tics, on receiving thofe 'Copic5, ttj pre* 
fervc them for public ufe, and tranfmlt 
them to their focccCTors in oflice. The 
iifth charges the parties interefted in the 
profccution and event of private bills 
to tranfmit the copies to «he Magiftntes 
in their rcfpe6tivcdi(lri£t$, withouraay 
additional charge to the pubhc. The 
fixth dire^s the KiiTg's printer to ftaia 
the general head* of the ftatutcs, to- 
gether with the general fubftance of 
each A€t. The Seventh provides tirtt 
the duration of any fcmporarv law be 
exprelfcd in the title of the Bill, and it 
the end of it, and no where elfe. Af^ 
the eiehih enjoins, that all ftatutes io- 
tendfd rn be revived (hall be included 
in one Bill, defcribing the (iatutes vt* 
^e^livefy 5 and thofc of a temporary 
flsrure in another Bitl, defcribing thf 
precife duration and continuance. 

The Houle rcfumed, the Chairman 
brought up the Report, and the Refo« 
lutions were ordered to be taken for* 
ther into confideration this day fe*n« 
night.

If ic had been adopted when re* 
commended by the Board of AgricttK 
ture. heaflertedy that we ihouldnot now 
b^ fuflfering fo much from a national ca* 
lamity. fn 1795* and the foUowbff 
fear, no left than a million quarters of 
foreign wheat bad been imported at the 
fxpence of 3,qoo,oooI. fterling, which 
coBtnbttted in a great degree to the pre* 
(ent fcarctty of cuin.-- He concluded by 
requefting Gentlemen to give the Tub* 
)t& the nK)ft (eriousattentionrtnd rnov- 
f d» That a Committee be appointed to 
take into con fide ration the moft effec* 
tual meant of promoting the cultivation 
and improTf ment of Wafte Lands, Com* 
mon Arable Fields, Common Meadows, 
^c. within this kingdom. 

The morion paflvd, and a Committee 
was appointed. 

Mr. Keene moved, That an humble 
Addrefs be prefented to his Majeftyi re- 
quefting a lift of the number of Freoch 
prifoners in Great Britain, and how 
they were difpofed of; alfo nn account 
of the number of foreigners who h^ve 
come into this country, from the ill of 
May 179a* and now refident therein, 
diftinguilhing the laity and clergy, and 
^he number of each refpc^Vively. 

Mr. Secreury Dundas (aid, that Go« 
^^rnment were now uliog their utmoft 
diligence to afcertain the number ; and 
when the examination was completed, 
hd had no objection to lay before the 
lioufe the refult of their refearches. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf ia« 
to a Committee on the Bank Indemnity 
BilU an^ the Claafe for indemnifying 
the Bank for having Hopt payment be* 
^ig read, 

Mr. Fox faidf he could not confent to 
• claufe of this nature, at be confidered 
obedience to the Order of CounciJji on 
the part of the Bank, ae ctdpable rather 
than meritorious. The intimate con* 
seAioQ that fubiided between Govern- 
ment and the Bank, made him extreme- 
ly jealous in giving his confent to pot 
the latter more under the controul of 
the former. If the rumour were true, 
there would b^ an end of public credit. 



She rumear he alluded to wts> that the' 
inkers had gone to the ChancoJlor #f 
the £xohequer, requeiUng his interfe* 
rence with the Bank for more liberal 
diicouna,— *He urged the danger of 
making the l^ing^s Min'rftert the medr-^ 
um of accommodation at the Bank, an4^ 
reprefented ihe interference of the hand 
of power as incompatible with the ftabi* 
Uty of public credit^ and repugnant to 
the principiet of the Confiitution.- Re- 
Drobaiing, as he did, the interference of 
Minifters, he Ihould give hit negative t« 
the claufe/ 

Mr. Pitt contended^ that the Report 
of the Committee was fufficient autho* 
rity for confirming the Order, and thn 
indemnity was neceflfary to relieve the 
Bank from the penalties for their obe* 
dience to that Order. As to the inter- 
ference fc much reprobated by the How 
neurable Gentleman, he admitted that 
the Bankers had communicated to him 
the necetfity of a fupply of cafli for tb« 
accommodation of their cuftomers, and 
that he had ul'ed what influence he poT. 
fcffed as an individual, to further their 
vie^vs. He urged the propriety ot agree** 
ing to the elaufe. 

ivlr. Pollen was for delaying the paf* 
fiog of the Bill until the Secret Commit- 
tee brought up thrir Report. 

The Solicitor General entered into a 
general defence of the claufe. 

Mr. bheridan attacked the claufe ia 
detail.— If the Committee adopted thin 
claule without inquiry, they eftablifhed 
this pernicious priociple, thAt the Banl^ 
arc bound to obty, and that they are 
fure of indemnity.

Tbefloufe haVing refolved itftlf into 
»Conimitcee, to take inro confederation 
the Pecitiin from the Debtors in Lan- 
cafter Caftlc, 

Colonel Stanley faid, the ob)e6t of 
bis motion was to increafe the allowance 
to perfons charged in execution fordebti 
under the id Geo. IX. from fourpence 
to fixpcBce a day. He therefore moved, 
as a Resolution, that leave be eiven to 
bring in a Bill to amend part of an Adl 
•f the id Geo. II. for the relief of per- 
Ibns confined for debt. 

TheReport was brought up, and leave 
given in conformity to the Refolution. 

Mr. Fox rofe to make a motion re- 
fpefting the ftate of Jlreland. He ob- 
Icrircd, that the bulinefs he had to bring 
before the Houfe was not only of great 
importance, but likewife r f great ur- 
gency, on account of the diftra6ted con 
dition of the fifter kingdom. He en* 
tered into a detail of the circumftances 
that led to thefe difcontents, the caufes 
of which were fit fubje^s of inveftiga- 
tioo : Firft, the Houfe ought to enquire 
how far the people of Ireland have had 
the benefit or the conceflions that had 
been made ; fecondly, whether meafuras 
had been taken to allay the difcontents 
smong the Roman Catholics, who con. 
ftituced 6ve-lixths of the peojtle of Ire- 
land ; and thirdly, to inquire into the 
caufes of the difcontents m the north of 
Ireland. Thj general diffati^faftion he 
afcribed to the calamities brought on 
by the war, in which the intereHs of 
the people were not confultcd, and to 
their conftitutional grievances. Ireland, 
he faid, had not a Legiflature even vir- 
toally reprefenting the people, and 
they had as little fhare in the Govern- 
irent as the fubje^s of the moft arbi- 
trary Monarch. The cooceiiiona that 
had beeii made, he contended from a 
variety of fa&s, had not produced an 
independence on tUe Mmifters and Ca- 
binet of this country ; it had only prc- 
chided the controul of the Legiflature. 

He took a rapid review of their politi- 
eal hiftory from its dependence on thit 
country, traced their proartfs to civili- 
aationand comparative freedom, and af* 
fertcd, that the reprefentaiion was fo 
condu£^ed, For purpofcs of emolument 
•nd corruption, as to bear only a fdint 
jtkmblance to the reprefentation of this 



country, with ill its abufes (atd fla- 
unt they were), though they profcls 
to DC eflabliflied on 6milar principles. * 

We were now, he faid, in a ftatc fi. 
milarto-the period of 1774, when %re 
were to govern America by force, or 
make concefCons, He related a Variety 
of occurrences which preceded the Aroe* 
ricau War, (imilar to thofe that have ta- 
kAi place in Ireland. The proclama- 
tion, for inftancc, for difaripiogtheiB- 
babitants of Maflachufet^s Bay, to the 
proclamation lately iflticd by GeoenI 
Lake at Belfaft, and the difpofuion of 
the French to aid them in their refiftaace 
tq the Government of Great Britaio f 
though Government plight diiarm, ex« 
pericnce proved their'inability to keep 
the people difarmed. 

He hoped, that on fo urgent an occa- 
fion, no objections would .be taken ia 
point of form. The neceffity of the in- 
terfcrence ought to fuperfede all dnfi- 
derations of this nature. He concluded 
by moving, "That an humble Addrcfs 
be prefenced to his Majefty. pnying 
that he would be gracioufly pleafcd to 
take into his royal confideration the di- 
fturbed ftate of Ireland, and to adopt 
fuch lenient meafures as may tend to 
reftore tranquillity, and conciliate the 
affcaions uf his IriOi fubjeas.'* 

Sir F. Burdett feconded the mottoo. 

Mr. Pitt objeaed to the motion, oa 
the ground that the Legiflniure of this 
country, having abdicated the power of 
enforcmgany requifition by our autho- 
rity, we cou4d notconHitutionallyioter* 
fere with ai^ mdependent Legiflature. 
Befides, the motion was, in his opinion, 
nugatory, as it went to advife his Ma* 
jei^y to extend his paternal rrgard to the 
fifter kingdom ; a circumfiance which 
he had never chafed to do during a 
long and happy reign. 

Lord Wycombe, Mr. W. Smith, Mr.

Lufignan having difgraced him- 
felf ia his condn^ taw^rds our Ikk at 
Brelcia, I gave orders to condud him 
to France, wit hour being exchanged. 

On the a6th, General Guieux's dU 
vifion fet out from Pardep-ne, at five 
o'clock in the morning : that of Gene- 
ral Serrurier left Pahano at four, both 
directing their march to Valva^ne. 

General Guieux*s divifion paflcd be- 
vond Vatvafone, and arrived -on the 
banks of ihe Tagliameato at eleven 
o'clock in the morning. The hoftiie 
army wts entrenched on the oppofice 
fide of the river, of which it preunded 
to difpute the pafiage. My Aide-de« 
Cam^, the Chief of Squadron Croifiefy 
went at the head of twenty-five gisidca 
to reconnoitre it as far as the antrench- 
ments, and W4S received with grape* 
Ihot. . 

General Bernadorte's divifion arrived 
at noon. I immedi<itely j^ve orders to 
General Gaieux to march to the icft^ \m 
order to crois the river on the hghc 
of ilie cnemy*s entrenehmcntr, under 
the prore£\ion of twelve pieces of artil* 
lery. General Hernadqtte was to crola 
it on the ri<^ht *, both divifions formed 
their battalions of grenadiers, ranged 
themfclves in order of battle, having 
each'half a brigade of light iafanrrv be* 
fore them, fuppnrted by two bauaJioos 
of grenadiers, and flanked by the «a« 
vairy* 

The light infantry maoaeovred a» 
riflemen ; general Dammf rtin oa the 
left, and Gcneia( Lefpidif^firc an iha 
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fif\^9 made their artillerf advance, and 
a briik cannonade was opened. I gaf e 
firders for every half brigade to file off 
m a clofe colamn on tde wings of their 
fecoflc), and of their firft and third bat- 
talion. 

General Duphot; at the hbzi of the 
s 7th light infantry, threw bimfelf into 
the river, and prefenthr trained the op. 
bmdxt bank. General Bon ftipporied 
nim witbthe grenadiers of Guieux's di- 
^ifion. General Murat made the fame 
ilfiovement on the right, and was hke- 
wife fupported by the grenadiers of 
Bemadoite's diviAon. The whole line 
put itfelf in ^otioni each half bfigade 
tn ecbeiok^ with fquadroiis of cavalry, 
tb fill up the empty fpact^ from behind. 
The hofVile cavalry wanted feveral times 
to charge our infantry, but without Aic* 
Cefs ; the riVer was crolTed, and the.ene- 
toy routed in every di^e^llon. They 
attempted to aflail our right with their 
cavalry, and our left with thfcir infan- 
try. I fent General Dugua^ and the 
Adjutant-Gencral Kellermarin, at the 
head of the cavalry of referve, aififted 
by oar infantry, cammanded by tde 
Adjutant-GenertlMerieuri they worfted 
the enemy*s cavalry, and tctok prifoher 
the general who commanded them. 

General Guieux ordered the village 
^ Gradifcato be attacked} and, not- 
withftanding the darknels of the night, 
he captured ic, and completely routed 
the enemy ; Prince Charles had juft 
time enough left to fate himfelf. 

General Serrurier's divifion pafTedihe 
Hver, inpro|)onion as ic arrived, and 
fanned itfelf in battle array to fcrve as 
a corps of referre. 

In that day we toksk from the enemy 
fix pieces of cabnon, one General, feteral 
fuperior officers, and made from four to 
five hundred prifonefs. The quick nefii 
of. our difplay and manoeuvre, and the 
fuperiurity of our attillerv* alarmed the 
enemy to fuch a degree, that they would 
dot m<»ke a Hand, and profited by the. 
itight to take flight. 

The Adjutant-Oeneral KeHerroann 
teeeived feveral cuts with the fabre in 
Charging at the head of the cavalry i^iih 
his ufual eourage. 

I am going to occupv myfelf in rc- 
i^rding the Officers who diftinguifh'ed 
themfelves in the different anions.

I have giten you an aocbuikt of the 
pafTage of the Piave^ of the battles df

The i9th, the divifion of General 
Bernadotte departed at three o'clock in 
the morninc;, marched round Patmano- 
va, and took pofition on the torrent of 
the Torre, where ihe huffar> met him. 

The divifion of General Serruriet 
took pofition on the right, that of Gene- 
ral Guieux on the left. I Tent Citizen 
Lefale with the 24th regiment of Chaf* 
feurs to Udine. 

The enemy at our approach evacuat*^ 
eci Palmanova, where we found 30,000 
rartions of breads &ej It was but ten 
flays before that Prince Charles feized 
that place from the Venetians ; he wilh* 
ed to occupv it ^ but he had not had tim« 
to eftablifh himfelf there. 

General MalTena arrived at St.Daniel, 
at Ofopo, at Gcmona, and pulbed bis 
advanced guards into the defiles. 

The 29(h General Rernadotte ad-' 
vanced and blockaded GraJifca; Gent* 
ral Serrurier ctfarched oppofice Saint 

f^etro, for the purpofe or paifin^ the 
fonzo. The enemy had feveral pieces 
of cannon, and fome battalions on the 
other fide^ for defending the paffage* 

I ordered different manftuvres to a* 
lafm the enemy, and .the pafTage was 
offered without oppofition. I cannot 
forget the trait of courage of Citizen 
Androffy, Chief of firigade of Artillery, 
who, ordered to try whether the river 
vf^s fordable, precipitated himfelf into 
the water, UA palTed and repi^fl*ed on 
foot. 
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fASSlCt OP L^XSOK'ZO, AND TBI 
CAPTURE OP GRADIfCA. 

GcBcral Serrurier reached Gndifca 
by hit march upon the hcigbu which 
g/ortmtA this town. 

To make a diveriion, and to preclude 
the enemy from the diicovery ot our ma- 
noeurrey General Hernadottc caufcd the 
rlHemen to attack them in their entrench- 
ments ; hut our fuldiers, impelled by 
their natural ardour, advanced with 
their fixed bayonets to the very walU of 
Oradifca They were there rtcenred 
by a heavy dilcharge of mufquecry and 
grape fliot. 

Five thou(and prifonert, the flower of 
Prince Charlei's army, ten pieces of 
cannon, and eight ftandards, were the 
fruits of this manceuvre. We at the 
fame time pafled L'lfonzo, and took 
Gradifca. 

General Serrurier, in the mean time, 
arrived upon the heights which com- 
manded Gradifca, rendering every 
means of retreat impoflibie. Theene- 
mjf panic (liuck, law no poffibiiity of 
defence, and dcfpaired of making their 
cfcape. General Bernadotte prefented 
the lummons fubjmned, when the ene* 
my capitulated. 

General Bernadotte, obliged to fup- 
port them, brought forward four pieces 
of eannon to force the gates ; but thty 
were defended by ^Jinbc well entrench- 
ed. 

The diTifion of General Bernadotte 
ttmdofled itfclf with that gallantry 
which guarantees our future fuccefs. 
General Btrnadotte himfeif, his Aid- 
de Camp, and Generak, braved every 
difficulty and danger. I iblicit the ranlc 
of General of Brigade for Adjutant* 
General Mircur. 

BATTLE op CASAS0L4. 

The divifinn of General MalTena, car- 
rying the firft of La Chinfa, encounter- 
cd the enemy, who wilhtd to difpute the 
ptaflTage of the bridge of Carafola. The 
riflemen drove the enemy back* and 
hnmcdiately after the grenadiers of the 
3f d and C7th demi-brigade, in clofc co- 
lumns, /orccd the bridge, beatmg the 
tnimjy nctwithftanding their cntrench- 
menu and cbrvaux de frizf^ purluing 
thera even to Pontitba, taking 600 pri- 
ibnersy all belonging to the regi.nents 
k'cly brought fromn he Rhine. All the 
migazines which the enemy poffeffed on 
this fide became alfo our property. 

Tlie rangers of the loth regiment, 
with fword inKand, ruihed forward in- 
to the er.cmy's cntaeRchmefttSyaDd have

BATTLE OF TARVI8. 

General Maflena being arrived at 
Tarvis was attacked by a divilionof the 
enemy, which left Clagenfurth» and 
came to the afliftancc of the divifion 
that was hemmed in, After a confli6^ 
extremely obftinare, he put it to the 
rout, took a vaft number of prifoners, 
among whom arc three Generals. The 
Kmperor*s cuiificrs, who arrived from 
Chtf Khiney have fufifered mod fcvcrcly. 

ENGAGEMENT OK LA CHIN3E. 

Capture of the Place. 

Meanwhile General lyuicux drove 
the column which he had defeated to 
Pufero, as fer as rhe Auftrian Chinfe* 
a poft extremely well intrenched, but 
which was carried by afl'riult after a 
ver| obftinate eng^gcmenr, in which 
Generals Bon, Verdicr, and the founh 
hatf^brigade* as wetl as the 43 J, p^r* 
ticu|arly diltiogniihtfd themfelvcN. Ge- 
neral ICabics himfcif defended the 
Chinfe, with ^o grenadiers ; by the 
laws ojF war thei'c 500 men ought 10 have 
been put to the fword } but t!n> h.^rba- 
rouf right has always been d:fchimed> 
and never c^crciied by the French 
army. 

The liofiile column, feeing theChinfe 
^ken, precipitated its march, anJ fell 
into the middle of the divifion of Gene- 
ral MalTena. who, after a (light combat, 
made the whole prifoncrs, 30 pi^'ces of 
cannon, 400 waggons carrymg the 
baggage of the enemy, 5020 men and 
four Generals fell into their hands. I 
am eaeer to apprife you of this event, 
becauie, under the prefcnt circumftan« 
ces, it is indifpenfable that you fliould 
)>e informed of every thin^ without de- 
lay } I refer vp it to give you a more 
detailed account of all thefe evcnti as 
f;>on as 1 Ihal) have received all the re- 



ports, and It foon at CTcry moment 
diall be left precious* 

The chain of the Alps which partt 
France and Switzerland from Italy, fc- 
paratet the Itatian part of Tyrol from 
the German part, the Venetian State* 
from the duminlonaof the Emperor^ and 
Carinthia from the county of GoHoo 
and Gradifea. The divifion of Mafr 
feoa had crofled the Italian Alps, and 
came to occupy the defile of the Norie 
Alps. Our enemiet were ibaukward,as to 
enthral all their baggare and part oif thu 
aimy, by the Noric Alpty who wer« 
that moment taken. The combat of 
Tarvis was fought above the clouds, on 
a height which commandt Germany j 
in ftveral parts to which our line ex* 
tended the uiow lay three feet deep, anij 
the cavalry, chargine on the ice, (uffer- 
ed accidents, the rclult of which were 
extremely fatal to the enemy's cayalrir,

EAST INDIA INTELLIGENCE, 
A Dauil of the operations of a de- 
tachment of the Britifh troops in the 
fcrvice of the Nizam, by which the late 
alarming infurre6lion in the Decan wat 
fuppriflSd, has been publiflied in the 
general orders of the Government of 
Fort St. GeorgCf together with a letter 
from Generaf A. Clarke, expreilive of 
his admiration of the general conduct of 
the diriGon. 

It appe^rS) that all terms of concilia- 
tion and pardon having be<n refufed by 
the rebels, and the Nizam't rroops being 
unable to fubdue them, the Bririfh dcr 
racbment entered upon this fcrvice. 
They found the rebels intrenched in a 
large and ftrong fortrefs ; which, after 
many days of preparation, they com* 
menaed the fictje of, and on the 7ih of 
April ftormed. Colonel Dalrymple, 
the commandant of the troops, fays, 
•* The commanding ofRcer of artillery 
having this mirning reported a breach 
his continued ftte h^d madepradicable^ 
and having, in the courfe of the whole 
of the morningi gradually brought for- 
ward the tr^xips I intended to employ, 
I dctermincdtomake the alTault, which 
accordingly took place between three 
and four o%;iock in the afternoon ; for 
feveral days preceding I had obfervcd, 
from a commanding lituation, that the 
enemy relaxed in their attention during 
the heat of the fun *, wljtipb made ma 
determine, x>n the attack by day \ ano- 
ther motive of ec^uai inCuence induced 
me to chufe day. light for the operation. 
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u the ifrnncDfe height of the )>each, 
rocks of confidcrable magnitude ficuated 
there, and in the ^rea <^ the fort, pre- 
fenced difficuUiet more to be appre^ 
hended by night, 9% Hr more formida- 
ble than the enemy to be encountered. 
The company of artillery, volunteeri, 
»iid twelve companies of fepoyi, com* 
pofed the firengch of the troops which 
liTaulted, and which were followed by 
four companies of the Nizam's troops, 
who were deiioDus of having a ihart of ibe 
credit to be acquired, and whom I could 
not well refuTe. Having a fine cover 
in the Pcuahy \yhich fecreted the 
troops fr©m the view of, the enemy, fo 
as to render all fufpicioD of Ayiiat was 
meditated in a manner tmpoflible, the 
party, on the iignal given, moved out 
from the (lank of the breaching battery, 
at the diftance of 500 yards, and were 
{o pecuUarly fortunate, that the forlorn 
. )iope had gained the foot of the breach 
Dearly before our troops were difco* 
vered crofliqg the interval j the enemy 
then coUeded about the beach, and 
• made a formidable oppofition. Though 
fix or eight of ouf leading men were 
•verfet, and tumbled to the bottom, yet 



their impetuofity was not to be re&fted| 
and, though oppofed with muiketry. 
pikes, arrows, and ftones, they €ooa 
prevailed ; as np fooner had the majpr 
part obtained a footing on the fummit, 
than the enemy fell, back, and fled to a 
fccond walL which wa»immfdiateij at* 
tapked, ana carried with more early 
fuccef^ and better fortune.'* 

In lefs than an hour, by rigoroufly 
puihine the aflTault in all C|uarters, the 
rebels fought refqge in every place it 
could be found, bcggiqg in the rooft 
humiliating terms for mercy, wiiidt 
wa9 generally panted ; fo ttiat not % 
perfon reeeived any injury, after the 
fury of the firft aCault had fubffded. 
The family of Darah Jahlt, the chief 
infurgent, even in the moment of vie* 
tory, as well as the houfcs of the people 
of rank, were held inviolate to all in. 
trufton ; as the troops refpe^ed t^e 
fan^lity of cullom too n^uch to abufc the 
fiicpel's they had obtained. E^elufiye 
of the young Prince, the Begum, Ifmaet 
Khan, and the whole of the princi{»l 
inftrurpents in the rebellion, with about 
iQQo priloners, are in the poffeliioa f( 
the Britifh troopii.

A DREADFUL fire broke out in the 
Minories, near the corner of I,iitle 
Minories, which was not extinguiihed 
till i)car 30 houfes were cunfumed, be- 
fides an immcnfe quantity of property, 
a great deal of which was uninfured. 
The flames were fo rapid, that it was 
with the greateft difficulty the inhabi* 
tants of fome of the huufes efcaped their 
fory; fevcral were much burnt. 

Same dav a Common Hall of the Li* 
very was ncld m Guildhall ; prefent, 
the Lord Mayor, the City Members in 
Parliament, Bve Aldermen, the Sheriffs, 
and a great number of Liverymen.

Albans, at Hanworth Park, hear Hamp- 
ton ; which, in the couife of . three 
hours, dedroyed every part of tie 
building, and all the beautiful gallery 
of paintings, which were an heir looni 
with the houfe.

Wc are under the ncceflity of apologizing to our poetical Cofre(poodcntS| Itianx of Wbcie 
fatoun we are obliged to pollpone. 
The EU^y tf TtbtJlut in our next 
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TN th^ Parliament which met in 1754., 
•■ Mr. W.ilpoL' was returned for King'a 
Lynn ^ ami ubout thj: lame period he cc- 
Cflfionajly joined v/ith many of the Lite- 
rs'! cf ihut time in afliltjng Mr. Mt»cre 
in a pej'iodical paper entitled ** The 
World }'' cf which he \yrote No. 6, 8, 
ic, 14, 28, 103, 160, 195, andthecon- 
clading World Extraordinary, contain- 
inj^ thr chara^^er of Henry Fox, aft\.'r- 
twards Lonl Holland. Two other paptrs 
anKniied for \\\\% work were afterwards 
printed in his <* Fugitive Pieces.*' 

In 1752 his firlF publication (except 
fomc Poems in Dodftey's C^llcflion, and 
a Jeu d'Efprit in the Mufcum in 1746) 
appeared, entitled ^'.^dps Wnlpoliana,'* 
dcicribing the beautiful building of 
Houghton and the piflures therein, fmcc 
Ibid t<; the Emprefsof Ruflia ♦. In 1757 
he publiflied ** A Letter item Xo Ho, a 
Chmefe Philofoplier at London, to hig 
Friend Lien Chi, at Peking,'' chiefly on 
the politics of the day ; a performance 
which went through five editions in a 
fortnight f . 

At this period he devoted his attention 
more to litci-ary purliiits than at any for 
pier time J and in the next year, 1758, 
produced to the public Ibme fpeciniens 
of his printing prefs, then rirrtj exhibited 
to the notice ot the world. Its firft pro- 
du^ion was in i758,of the fublimcOi!c« of 
liis friend Mr. Gray, and tiiis was fgl- 
lowcd by the edition and tranflation of part 
of Hentzer'^ Travels, the Firft Edition of 
t-hc Catalogue of Royal and Noble Au- 
thors, his Fugitive Pieces, and Lord 
VVhitworth's Account of RufTia j and to 
thefe fuccceded others, of which mention 
yvill be made hereafter. 

Ill' 17^^ he was again rc-chofen fof 
|Cing*g Lynn ; and in the fame year 
publilhed tvo Yolun^es of his Anecdotca 
6f Painters in England, compiled from 
tlie 'papers of M^. George Vcrtuc, pur- 
Chafej at the fale of tH<; cffea^ of that in- 
It will b^ allowed, 



the remains of Mr.Vertuc could not hare 
fallen into better hands. In 1763 another 
Volume was added, and alio the Cata- 
hfue of Engravers; and, in 1771, the 
whole was completed ii) a fourth Vo- 
lume, though it was not publilhed until 
the year 1780. In 1764. the romantic 
life of Lord Herbert of Cher bury appear- 
ed from the fame prefs j and, on the dif- 
miflion of General Conway from the ar- 
my for a vote j^iven in Parliament, he, in 
the fame year, defended his friend's con- 
duil in a pamphlet entitled, ** A Ccun- 
ter- Add rein to the Public on the late dif- 
miflionof a Genci*al Officer.'* Svo. 

In the fucceeding year be publi/hed 
*' The Caftlc of Otranto,** translated, as 
the Title-page affcrted, by William Mar- 
/hall, Gent, from the original Italian of 
Onuphrio*"Mura]to, Canon <^f the Church 
of St. Nicholas at Otranto j 6vo. But 
this difguife was foon laid afide ^ and, in 
the fame year, a fecond edition appeared, 
with the initials of tlic real Author, 
whofcwork hasfince receivedalldue honour. 

In 1766 he is fnppofed to have indulg- 
ed the vein cf humv^ur which he poflefled 
in "An Account of the Giaou lately 
difcovercd, in a Letter to a Friend in the 
Country,'* 8vo. ficce reprinted inDilly'« 
«* Repolitorv,*' 

He alfo, about this period, vifited Paris) 
and, while thcrci had an opportunity of 
forming a judgment of the iniane Socra- 
tes, as Mr. Burke calls bira, of the 
French pation, the celebrated Jean Jaques 
RoufTeav. Believing him t6 be, wha( 
his fubfequent coridy^^ to Nfr* Hume 
proved, an impoftor, he fiabricated a letter 
as from the King of Pruifia, \n order to 
ridicule his continual chimerical con^* 
plaints of perf^^ution. A« this Letter 
was brought by the wrong- headed lunatic 
as one of his proofs of the duplicity of 
Mr. Hunv, and having at the time 
naade foroe noxicl we ihali here inj(ert it, 
with Mr. Walpole*s atteftation on th^ 
fubjca.

Mr. WalpoVe's Letter to Mr. Hume 
was in the following terms : 

** I clnnot be precife as to the time of 
my writingf the Kingof Pruflla*8 Letter; 
but I do aHure ycu with the utmoft truth, 
that it was fevfcral days before you left 
Paris, and before Roufleau's arrival 
thehe, of which 1 can give you a ftrong 
proof; for I not only fuppreffed the Let- 
ter while you (laid there, out of delicacy 
to you, but it was the reafon why, out pf 
delicacy to myfelf, I did not go to fee 
him, as you ottcn propofed to me 5 think- 
ing it wrong to go and make a cordial 
vifit to a man with a letter in my pocket 
to laugh at him. You are at full liberty, 
dear Sir, to make life of what I fay 
in your juftification either to Rouffcau or 
to any body clfe. I Ihould be forry to have 
vou blamed on my account : I have an 
fcearty contempt of RouQ'eau, and am 
perfe<5lly indifferent what anybody thinks 
of the matter. If there is any fault, 
which I am far from thinking, let it lie 
on me. No parts can hinder my laugh- 
ing at their poflcflTor, if he is a mounte- 
bank ; if he has a bad and moft ungrate- 
ful heart, as Roufleau hj^s fliewn in your 
cafe, into the bargain, he will have nty

The Parliament in which he then (at 
drawine near a conclufion, Mr. WalpoJe 
refolvcd to retire frcm public buhnci's ; 
and accordingly announced his intctKion 
by the following Letter, addreffcd to Wau 
Langley, Efq. Mayor of Lynn. 

. "SIR, 

"The declining ftatc of my health, and 
a wifli of retiring from all public bufi- 
nefs, have for fome time made me think 
of not offering my fcrvice again to the 
town of Lynn as one of their Keprcicnta- 
tives in Parliament.! was even on the point 
above eighteen months ago of obraininp 
leave to have my leat vacated by cncof thtxfe 
temporary places often beftowed for that 
purpolc i but I thought it more refptjft- 
ful, and more conibnant to the great ai^d 
lingular obligation* I have to the corpo« 
rationand town of Lynn, to wait till I had 
executed their commar.ds, to the laft hour 
oi the commiftion they have voluntarily 
cntrulied to me. 

"Till then. Sir, I did not think of 
making this declaration ; but hearing 
thiit diflatisfadlion and difHrnfiors have 
arificn amongll you (of which" I am fa 
happy as to have been in no fljapc the 
caule), that a warm contcft is expcftc3, 
and drcr.ding to fee in the uncoiruptdd 
town of Lyfin what has fpread fo fatally 
in other places, p.nd what I fear will end 
in the ruin of this conftitution and coun- 
try, I think it my duty, by an early de- 
claration, to endeavour to prefcrre the 
integrity and peace of fo great, fo refpeS* 
able, and fo unblemifhed a borough. 
, y My father was re-chofen by the £r^ 
voice of Lyfi», when iroprifoned and ex- 
pelled by an arbitrary Court and pro^. 
tute Parliament ; and from afFcaxon to 
his name, not from the fmalleA merit in 
me, they unanimouflv demanded rae for 
their member while I was fitting 
for Caji/t Rifirtg, Gratitude exa£ls what 
in any other light might feem vain glori- 
ous in me to lay 5 but it is to the lading 
honour of the town of £.;f/r;f I declare, tluit 
I have reprefentcd them in two Parlia- 
ments, without offering or being aiked 
for the final left gratification by any ogc 
of my conftituents. May I be pcr- 
niitted. Sir, to flatter myfclf they are 
perfuaded their othcrwife unworthy ^. 
^ ,Myuj4^u uy '*^.^^^^-3tpreicntativc 
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jwrfentatlvc has not difgraccd fo free and 
unbiaded a choice. 

" I have fai above five and twenty years 
in Parliament : and allow me to fay, Sir, 
as I am in a manner giving up my ac- 
count to my conftituentt, that my con- 
duct in Parliament has been as pure as 
my manner of coming thither. No man 
who is or has been minifier can fay that I 
have ever alked or received a perianal 
favour ; mv votes have neither been 
di^lated bv favour nor influence, but by 
the principles en which the Revolution 
was founded, the principles by which 
we enjoy the eftablifhment of the prc- 
. ibnt Royal Family, the principles to 
which the town of Lynn has ever ad- 
hered, and by which my father com- 
menced and clofed his venerable life. 
The beft and only honours I defirc 
would be to find that my condu6l has 
been acceptable and fatisfa6lory to my 
conilituents.

I llatter inyillf I Havc now luccecded 
in cAabliiliiijg wiiat i atVertvd in the 
beginning of this Letter, that I could 
put a (hip's company upcn a vegetable 
diet at as cheap a rate as they can be 
tupplied with bread j and I think I 
have gone beyond it, as common grey, 
and even white peas, are, in incft years, 
much cheaper ; nor is the fimple proccls 
I liavc pointed out to be comj)ared with 
the trouble and vxpence of making lea 
bUciiit. If ungiazed earthen jars cr pans 
were ufed, the procefs would be more 
certain, as the altringent quuiity of oak 
might be injuricus to it. If the fcnuer 
Ihould be cbjftHed to, as bring liable to be 
broken 00 board ilitp, I wcultl then recom- 



mend the ufr of elm tubs. Should any 
donbt be enteitained ot my principle, it 
may be eahiy alcertained by trjina: the 
experiment in a common tirAvtr j>ot in 
a room. The only objection that 
occurs to me agp.inll it is, ^hc' additional 
coniumption at water it would occafign, 
which in long voyages cannot al^ys be 
fpared. I led ine fall force ol thi*i > 
but in an objeil of fo much conlequcncc 
as that of the health of our Icamcn, it 
ought to have but little weight, and any 
water left in, the tubs or jars might be 
applied again to the fame procels, a»d 
after all need not be entirely b(t, as it 
might lerve for the piirpofe of boilinj;

I WAS much plcaled to find in your 
elegant rej^iitoiy fcrrie account of 
that learned ai^d pious clivlr.c 'John twirts. 
You will, I truit, pardon inc, if in atldi- 
ticn to your Memoirs, 1 lay a word or 
two on his IVniingSy which iiare not been 
diitinguiflied by that popularity which 
their eminent merit certainly delerves. 

In metaphyiical acumen, in thtolo- 
fi;fcal learning, and in purity ot di^ti^n, 
Mr. Norris acknowledges no /uptricr. 
Mr. Locke, the reputed discoverer cf the 
true theory of the mind, does not rank 
higher in tliat peculiar branch of Iciehce 
than our penetrating divine i fcr it his repfy 
to Lockers Efl*ay on Human Undcrirand- 
ing be critically con6dercd, it v.iil be 
found to dcte^ many fundamental errcrs 
in that celebrated treatiie. 

Ihc piety of Norris was as confpicu- 
0U3 as his learning and abilities. The 
extreme fervour of dcvotionwhich appears 
throughout bis works, may be tenuwd 
enthuhafm, in this age, when moral pre- 
cepts clegaatly drefled, conlUtutc clerical 
compolitions. 

The Theory of the Ideal World, may 
he confidered as the capital wcrk cf 
Norris. The ^pth of thought, and the 
aautenefs of logic, which he dii'plavs in 
this tnratiie on a very ablirulc Uibjc^, 
juitly ehtitle him to claim a hi?h i;ank 
among metaphylicians. His phiTofopbi- 
c k\ piece$,with a pecilliaf vigour of miud, 
dilulay aclqicnds of il>]e, aixl a nice but 
juit difcriminaticn of cauiea and cifcf^s; 
and though in a treatiie prcfefledly en tb« 
iuhjedl, he Scries the value of Ich^lafiic 



Icariii.^rr^ yet he every v/hcre proves his 
ismiliai'itv with every branch of it 5 and 
perhaps he has made a more frecjuent 
and better uie of io<»rc, than any writer 
in the Efiglifh languii^c. ^ 

An the pious and iincere chriftian, as 
the fervent and zealous divine, Norris. is 
above praiie. The pure morality which 
breathes through his dikotiriics, the fenu 
phic tire which glows in his aipiration^ 
may be toe rehncd, may be too warm fsr 
the cool and rational tafte of the prelent 
<Uy j but the ardency ot this divine heat 
45 a Itron^'^ proof ottne natural fen^bility 
ot lii;» hearty and of the dncerity of his 
rciigiotts proteiTions. 

Nor is the genius of Norris, as a ^ottf 
at all Miisrlor to that of his contempora* 
rics ; ipecimens of genuine poetrv, whole 
fire aiki fublimity are barely excelled by 
the FaradiJ^ L^jU are difplayed in h^ 
Miicellaniest The following extracts are 
made from a Pindaric Ode, entitled Ihe 
CortfummaiiOn, The poetry is almoft ; 
equal to the fubje^ : 

** The waves cf fire noor? pmurfly rtW, 
*• The fierid» in their deep caserns howl, 
«» And with tr.e fnglitlul trumpet mix their 

** hideous cry. 
** Now is tire tragic fcene begun 5 
** The fire in triumph marclies en % 
*' The earth's girt round with fi^naesy and 

" feenis ancthcr Sun." 

What a fine pi6lure of the Saviotrr of 
Mankind do the following lines exhibit I 
They are in the tourti) itanxa of the lame 
poem; 
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** Lo ^th a mighty hoft he comei ; 
^< J fee the parted douds give way ; 
<^ I (ee the banner of the Crod difplay. 
<* Death*s ^nqueror In pomp appears, 
«* In his right hand a paW lie bears'> 
*' And in his look redemption wears. 

Mv^y other pafla^es might be pro- 
iluced, which wotrid Tully prove the juf- 
ticc of Ncrris'a daim to the title of 
Poet, in the Oi^e to M lancbo/y, the 
grcatclb part of thofc images may be 
tound, which have been fo hackniecf and 
wire-drawn by modem vcrfifyers. I 
cannot refift the defire of tranicribing a 
ftanza from an ode, entitled Tbi Afpira^ 
tion. The poet lamenta that hi« foul is 
immurdd in the dark priron of the body, 
which prevents its full enjoyment of tne 
ctiviie prcfence, 

•* How coidthis clime! and yet my fenfc 
^ Perceives e'en here thy influence; 
*< Ev*n here thy ftrong magnetic charms I 

" feel, 
^'*;And pant and tremble like the am*rcu8 (led: 
« To lower good, and beauties Irfs divine, 
•* Sometimes my varying needle does decLnc j 
*' But yet fo llrong the fympathy, 
*« It turns and poinu again to ihee ! 

'The metaphor contained in thcfc lines 
ftrongly rcfcmbles that beautiful one, in 
an o3c to Scnfibility, the produGion of a 
modern female writer. 

Norria as a poet wrote but litlle ; bttt 
his pitces dilplay a vigour of' inre!lc61, 
and a rich vein -of imagjery ; and the pe- 
culiar energy v/hichhc f(;lt when treating ■ 
on divinv lubjc«^s, enabled him very fru- 
quently to foar to the true fublime. 

Philofophers will dteem hira nioft^n 
accourtt of his mctaphyfical works, in 
which he exhibits proofs of a clearrxis of 
conception, andan accuracy of di(tiiu*tion, 
rarely lo be found in the pages of any 
other wilter. I know that thclc cnqui- 
ties have been ccnfured as c^' no profit 
to the miod of man, which they are laid 
ptfpetually to delude. There may be 



much of truth in the objcftion^ yet at 
the fame time it muft be confelTed, that 
fuch dirquidtiona, abftiuie as they are, 
exhibit the powers of the mind in their 
greatcft pertcdioa.— An acute mctaphy- 
fician leaves ^t a great diftar.ce, in point 
of mental energy, the proficient in every 
other bi-anch of knowledge. Norria has 
foared to the utn»oft heights of this fiib- 
lime fcien^e, and with a more vigorous 
wing than any other writer, his own 
great favourite Maubrancbe not ex- 
cepted. 

Whilft memoirs, and fcraps of ine- 
moirs, of chara^Ws which have but Kt- 
tle claim to public notice, are gleaned ' 
with care, detailed with pomp, and read 
with avidity ; it furcly rcdctts no crtdit 
on the fcientific charaaer of a nation, to 
fuffcr the name of a divine equally emi- 
nent in learning and piety, to fail down 
the dream of time unnoticed, and im>w 
nearly forgotten. 

This feeble eulogium on the merit* of 
a writer, who deferves the wartneft 
flrains of panegyric will at leaft telHfy 
my gratitude} for I do not fcruple to 
acknowledge, that the pu^fal of hit 
works has conftitutcd one of the chief 
pieafures of my Hf*?* 

Were I ranked amorig the diftinguifhtd 
few whofe apphufc is t3n»c, glsf^Iy 
wotild 1 \s-cave the garland of praiic ar^ 
pl:V^e it en his brow; well amircd thit 
the difccining tafte of future a^s wosld 
f iclcrvc the laui^ls uttwithcrea, aciiUr 
ever green.' 

Mr. Norris was educated at Winchef- 
tcr fchool, was (I think) of All ^duls 
Collecre, Oxford, and Rc£lorof Beineftbn, 
near Salifbuiy. He preached an c?6cvl- 
lifit Vifitaticn Sermon at the Abbey 
Church Bath, before the Bi<hop of that 
diocefe, July 3cth, 1689. He re^cd 
fomc little time at Newton St. Loo.

Wfor of Htnduftan— a man whoTe mitfortuaet and fufferings are abundantly 
Jcnowny but whofe talenti and virtues have not been juftly appreciated* The 
Jtarratort •f hit melancholy hiftory, viewing htm merely in a political light, 
and judging of the man from the imbecility olhis government, have formed con- 
clufiont unfavourable to hit intelicftual er.dowTnents ; but tbofc to whom an inti- 
mate knowledge of ht« life hat given the means of cftimatirg the general character 
of his mind, whilft they concur in the opinion of hit incapacity for public affairs, 
defcribe him, at the fame time, as pofTcflin^ much el^atjion of fentiment, and 
acutenefs of fenfibility ; at being alike capable of exalting his mind to the purfuits 
of philofophy, and of foftening it to the excrcife of the milder virtues. Poetry 
was the amulement of his youth amidfl the fplendour of a palace, and ii now the 
conf«lation of his age in the gloom of a dungeon. 

This Odb is eftetmed the- beft of his late performances, and is rendered pecu- 
liarly interefting by the afflifling nature of its theme. It was written at the age 
•f feventy, about two years after he had been dtpofed, imprifoned, and deprived 
mi hit fight, by Golaam Kbdder^ one of his valiai Princes, and it bears ample 
teftimony of his dignity and his fpirit. It breathes the warm language of infulted 
Tirtue, and the calm di^lates of pious refignation. It (hews a mind of which the 
energies have neither been cnfccoled by age, nor repreffcd by adverfity. 

Of the beauties and defe6Vs of the roem, as they appear in an Englifh drefs, it 
were unbecoming in this place to make any difcrimination. I may, however, be 
f ermittcd to obfcrve, that the Tranflator has given to an almoft litfrs 1 tnnfla- 
tion, a chaftenefs and an elegance which, from the oppofite idioms of the two Ian* 
guages, and the ftill more oppofite ^nius of Oriental and of Engiilh poetry, hae 
been but feldom attained. But thefc pathetic verfes have a higher value, as illuf. 
trji^infr Che charafier of their venembte author, whom England has allovred to Ian*

By Styx — but hold ; inftead of waiting 
my fpirits by vain expletives let me in* 
form you who thfr pnrties are that have 
incurred my diiplealWie. 

Know then, Mr. Editor, that the gcn- 
trj'' to v'hom I allude are n large body of 
frecbootei*s,who, like the Indian Cohorts, 
difperfe their poifoned arrows with fuch 
ikill and fuccefs, that they, kill many 
thoufands without the furvivors perceiv- 
ing the wound.

miles to the Eaft ward of tate^ lfland\ 
when it wa* propofed by Captain Bamp- 
ton, of the Hormaziery to fend a boot 
from each (hip to found two n^fii of 
rock*, extending to the Ncrthward firom 
the North point of the iflaiMl to -the 
ScutMard »om the S«Ath points . » 
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. The boats were .accordingly difpatch- 
td i and when they had approached with- 
in about half a mile of the idand, they 
|>erceived that the ifland was inhabited. 

The natives made ijgns to the feam^ 
to come alhore ; but thf day being then 
far advanced, and not (laving a fumcient 
quantity of arms and ammumtion in cafp 
they were attacked, they thought it pioft 
prudent to make the beft of their way 
back to the Hiips. 

When the natives faw they were about 
^o return, many of them leaped into the 
water and fwam after the boats, while 
othei s of them launched tw» or three ca- 
noes, and foon came >ip with them. 
They bartered bows, arrows, and fpcars, 
for fmall penknives, beads, d^c— 
Some of the natives went afterwards on 
board the ^ipsy and traded there iu the 
fai;ne articles. 

They are a ftojjt well -made people, 
woolly -headed, and in llatufc refemblc 
thedefcription given ofthchlew Guineas, 
as well as in complexion. They appeared 
to be humane and holpitable people from 
their behaviour while on board. 

Aftef they had left the Hormasiifr it w2% 
perceived that they had ilolen a hatchet, 
dnd feyeral fniall articles, which might 
have been cxpe^ed, a^ it is c^m^n 
mnongft moil lavages. 

On the ad of July it was propofcd by 
Captains Bampton and Holt to man one 
^oat from the two ftups, and fend her 
aihore, to fee if there was any water to 
be had, and alfo fcr a part^ to ro up to 
the higheft point of tne ifland, to fee 
how far the land extended to the Weit- 
T^ard, as the fhips were then looking out 
for ForrjVs Siui^bis, 

Mr. Shaw, chief Officer of the Chef- 
tcrfielH, was appointed to this duty. 
Captain Hill, ot the New South Wales 
^orps, Mr. Carter, Purfer of the Hor^ 
mamier, and Mr. Haikett, paiTenger, 
propofoi to accompany him> in order to 
make fome obier.*ations on the foil, pro- 
iluce, and inhabitants, of this new-dvf- 
^overed iiland. 

On the 3d. in the morning, thele gen- 
tlemen having provided themfclves with 
pirelents for the natives, confining of 
pen-knives, fcilTars, razors, beads, 8c^ 
and with plenty ot* arms and ammuni- 
tion, in cafe of attack, embarked on 
board a boat, and at noon reached the 
iiland. 

The natives received themyery kindly, 
and condu(^ed the boat to a convenient 
place for landing. After they had ^one 
afhore, and diltrlbutei^ fome prelents 



amongft the natives, which they appear^ 
cd to be very much pleafcd withy it wa^ 
ProDofedf that Muf&s* Shaw, Carter, and 
Haixett, (hbuld proceed to the top of ^ 
high point of land, and that Captain Hii] 
fhould ftay by the boat with the fous 
f came n. 

They accordinglv armed themfelve^ 
with a rouiket ea^n, and a iiiflicien^ 

auantity of powder and Kail to begiq 
icir journey properly acsoutred. 
There were by thu time great num- 
bers of the natives, mem women and 
children, affemb led round them, themes 
and children quite naked, and the women 
with no other covering than a leaf ovof 
fuch parts z% nature had Uught them tq 
conceal. 

The gentlemen, when properly equip* 
ped, made figns to them that they were ii^ 
want ofwatcr, on which, with thegreateit 
chearfulnefsy they conduced them to a^ 
excellent fnring of water, frequently 
kiting the Lands of the paity on the way^ 
crying out ** H^ahba ! *wabba /" whicl| 
thty iuppofed to be water in their Ian* 
guage. 

After the gentlemen l^d examined the 
water, thej made figns of being d^nrous* 
to afccnd the hill i the natives rcadii^r 
conceived their meaning, oflfeied to con- 
duA them, and appeared to bo very happyi 
in the ftrancers conmany. 

They had proceeded sibout three quar* 
ters of a mile up the hill, when they 
were condufled to a level I'pot of cleared* 
ground, where grafs was growing, and 
feveral young plantain trees fpringing 
Qp in the mi£l 6f it, and the number of 
birds chirruping among the bulhes that 
furround^ this fpot maide it appeal* ro- 
mantic. 

Here they were invited to fit down, t<\ 
which Meni-s. Carter and Shaw con- 
fented \ but on Mr. Hafkett^s faying « hci^ 
fufpe£^ed they had fomedefis^nsonthem,'^ 
Mr. Carter replied, that be believed thnn 
to be a fet of innocent creatures, and 
made (igns for fomething to drink. 

A boy was. immediately difpatchedj^ 
and (hortly after returned with two cc 
coa huts, which were given them to drink. 
After Mr. Carter had drank he fot up 
and gave his mufket to Mr. Halkett to 
hold, while he took a iketch of tho 
^dfcape as it then appeared to his view. 

The natives feeing the two muikets in 
Mr. Haikctt^s hands, defircd to hold 
them for him j he gave Mr. Carter's to 
one of them, but kept his own cocked, 
the muzzle directed towardl the brcaft of 
him who held it. 
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As foon as Mr. Carter had finifhcd, 
he took the mulket from the native, and 
chid Mr. Hafliett for his fear, mention- 
ing repeatedly that they were an innocent 
race of men, and Mr. Shaw acq\jiefccd 
In his opinion. 

After refreihing themfelvcs they made 
€gn5 to the natives to proceed iiirther 
up the hill, which they did net fccm in- 
clined to, but raihcr wifhed them to go 
'<iown to the valley that appeared clear 
amd pleafant frcm the place they were 
then in, which was furroundcd by bulhes 
and fh rubs. 

When the natives pcirceivcd that thtir 
Tlfitors were detcrrnhied to afcend the 
hill, they followed in great num'^ers, 
hallooing and (houtingmofthidecnfly on 
the way. 

Mr. Haflcett ftriftly ©bferved -their 
motion* ; as they were continually ma ic- 
ing figns to each other, and frequently 
pointmg towards him, he intimated thcle 
obfervations to the other gentlemen, and 
Vrgged them for God's fake to be on 
their guard, for the natives were certainly 
bent on mifchi^f. 

At length, about half paft two P. M, 
they reached the fummitof the hill, on 
which they found a cl^r l^ot «f ground 
of ibme acres in extent : the natives here 
luflfed their hands frequently, and, very 
iiindly to all appearjiKe, inviteji then^ 
.to (it down and reft themfelves j which, 
however, they declined to do, the day 
being fo far Ipent. 

Jierc they had an opportunity of taking 
the view which was the objeft of their 
Journey ; they faw the reefs extending 
as far as the eye could reach $ but no 
land to the Weftward of the iiland, except 
a large fand bank nearly even w irh the 
water's tdgi, and not far from the ifland. 

At the fame time they alfo perceived a 
great miraber of the natives round f iie 
beat, who they fuppofed were trading 
with Captain Hill. When they had 
made their obfervations they began to 
^Jefcend $ by degrees the natives contrived 
to feparatc the three gentlemen at eight 
Often yards from each other, infmuating 
themfelves between them in i\\t path, 
which was but naiTow, under the pre- 
tence of afliftingthem down the MH. 

Mr. Hafkett perceived boyt of abput 
14. or 15 years cf age luiking in the 
bufhes as they pa (Ted, with bundles of 
fpears ard arrows, of which he informed 
Mr. Carter, who was the fcremoft in the 
piLth, and aflted Mr. Shaw, who viras be- 
hind them, if he faw them? vU) an- 
iATeredin the a£nnativc. 



Mr. Shaw begged the other gentlemen 
to be on their guard j and Mr. Haikett 
propofcd to Mr. Carter to turivall the 
natives before them, as he could plainly 
perceive they were bent en murderiog 
them ; but Mr. Carter faid, he thought 
that would /hew (igns of miftraft or feary 
and that he thought it better to go on 
as they were, and be all upon their guatd. 

They had got down the hill thcgreatcft 
part of the way in this manner, whczi 
they were met by a very old. man, wlio 
killed Mr. Carter's hand firft, and then 
attempted to kifs Mr. Halkctt's, but was 
not permitted j he then went on and 
kifTed Nf r. Shaw*p, who was in the rear. 

Immediately after Mr. Halkctt called 
GMt, «« They want tq take my muikct 
from picj'' and Mr. Carte)*. exclaimed, 
** My Gcd ! my Gcd ! they have mur- 
dered me!*' Mr. Hajkett drfchai^ his 
mufket ^ the next mwi to him j on the 
report of it the natives all fled info the 
biifhcj. 

Here was a horrid fpc^acle for Mr, 
Hafkett to behold j Mr. Carter lying 
en ibp ground in a gore ot bl.^, ai«3 
Mr. ghaw with a large cut in his throat 
under the left jaw ; but luckily they were 
both able to rife and proceed down the 
hill with all poffible fpeed, firing at the 
natiyes wherever they law them, 

When they arrived on the beach they 
called out " Fire ! <ire!'» But what mu<( 
have been their feelings when they per- 
ceived Captain Hill and one of the feamen 
dc^d upon the beaph, cut and mangled in 
a (hocking manner j they (hortly after 
perceived two of the leamen floating en 
the water between the boat and the beach, 
wjth their throats put from ea^: to ear. 
After fome difficulty the unhappy for% 
vivors made a fliift to get on board the 
boat.^ 

They found that the natives hadtakeA 
all their provifions, boat cloaks, Scc» 
ftartcd the water out of their kegs, and 
left the fourth failor dead in the boat, 
cut and mangled in the fame ihcckin|r 
manner. 

They tried to get in their grapnel, but 
found it impo^ible, it wai» fo e>ntanglc<l 
amongfl the recks by the natives. They 
therefore cut it ; and MeflTrs. Shaw and 
Haikett got cut two oars and puUed cff 
flicre, whilft Mr, Carter kept the natiwt 
off with his muiket. But they found 
great difficulty in getting cut of the 
reach of their fpears and arrows, as the 
wind blew freih on (here. 

At length they found they could wea- 
ther the point ot the iiisnd by hoiding the- 
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fail, which the natives moft fortunately 
had left behind themi and it was hoifted 
accordingly. 

Mr. Haikett hound up the wounds of 
his unfortunate comrades with their band* 
kerchiefs j but Mr. Carter was lb weak 
from the lol's of biood» that he was ob- 
liged to lay down in the bottom of the 
boat, while the other two wcie fpef^ators 
of the fate of their dcceafed companions. 

They law very diilin^ly thoic vora- 
cious cannibals dragging the bv^dies of 
Captain Hill and the leamen up towards 
large fires prepared on the occafion, yel- 
ling and howhng at the lame time. 

Between nine and ten I hey cleared the 
point of the ifland, when it was pro- 
pofed by Mr. Shaw to run under the lea 
of it, ^ind endeavour to get to the land 
bank they faw from the top 6f the hill } 
that being the only method they could 
take, as they might reafonably hope, when 
they had not returned to the fhips as 
expededy boats would be fent in qucft 
otthcm the next morning. 

They, therefore, hauL-d up under the 
lea of it, and made fait a club of iron 
wood, which the cannibals had left in 
the boat, to a nine pound ^ead, which 
had alfo efcaped their notice i thefe they 
bent to the lead- line, and let it go. In 
hopes it would ridr her till t^ morning. 

They then committed the body of tne 
murdeml feaman to the deep, and re- 
turned thanks to the Almighty for de- 
tivering them from thofe inhuman mon- 
gers. 

The pain the two wounded gentlemen 
felt, and the anxiety of them all, de- 
prived them of relt all that night. When 
da^- light anpearedy they found they had 
drifted nearly out of light of the iUand, 
and to the leeward of the fand bank. 

It was impoflible to reach the bank ; 
they therefore conlulted relpcAing what 
was beft to be done in their perilous iitu- 
ation. 

They examined what wias left in the 
boat, and found fome knives and fciil'ars 
in the ftem locker, but to their great 
(brrow the compals was gone, and all 
their provifions and water. There was 
alfo Mr. Hafketi's great coat leit in the 
boat, but nothing elle. 

Left now totally to Mr. Shaw, as to 
what were the beft ftcps to take, as the 
other two were neither navigators nor 
ieamen, he informed them, that the wind 
was then fair to run dire^ for Timor ^ 
which lay nearly Weft of them, and he 
fuppoftd they (hould reach that ifland in 
about ten days. He could not think the 
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ihip or boats would ever fnA them, and 
the lonser they delayed bearing away, the 
lefs able they would be to perform theit 
voyage without provifions ^lA water. 

They tberefui^ all agreed to ftand 
away to the Wcft^ard, and truii them- 
felves to that Providence who bad deli- 
vered them from the cannibals of Tate*i 
lOand. 

Animated with hope,they continued thut. 
until the 5th, when hunger and thirlt prey- 
ed upon them : Mr. Carter*s wound was 
% painfull that he begeed to have it exa- 
mined, which Mr. HafkeU did while 
Mr. Shaw held the Itcer oar. With 
great difficulty the hair was cut from the 
head, which, with the handkerchief and 
his hair, were entirely clotted with 
blood. The wound was in the back 
part of the head, and appeared to have 
been made with a hatchet. After having 
been wafhed with fait water, Mr. Haikett 
tied it up with a piece of h^s ihirt, and 
Mr. Carter found himlelt after the 
dreflins; much relieved. 

In the afternoon they difcovered land^ 
which they fuppoled to be the S. W, 
extremity of hew Guinea ; and on run- 
ning down towards it, perceiving a retf 
extending to the Southward, on which 
were feveral negroes, whole heads only 
were out of the water, they were a( 
firil miflaken for breakers above the wa- 
ter, but as foon as their miitakc was 
dilcovcred, no one was eager to try their 
friendihip, the fate of their companions 
being too frcfh in their memory ; not even 
though one ot the negroes held up to 
them a large fifh ) no imall induceitK;nt 
to men who bad not broke fait for fitty- 
t wo hours. 

They pafled the reef, h<n«rever, with- 
out in the Icall noticing the natives, and 
continued their courie to the Weftward, 
Ml*. Shaw and Nir. Hafkett relieving each 
other every two hours at the liecr oar. 

On the 6th in the morning they difco- 
vered a land bank to the ^uihward, 
quite dry, to which they gave the name 
of FotiotH Hope. A great number of 
birds being perceived about this bank, 
they endeavoured to make for it, in the 
hopes of killing feme of them and ga- 
thering eggs, but found that the boat 
was driiting to the leeward of the bank ; 
they therefore hauled down the fail, and 
encieavoured to row up to it, but found 
themfelves lb exhaufled for want of food 
and water, that it was impoflible to 
make their way towards the bank ^ indeed 
fo much had that attempt fatigued thoQ^ 
that it was with the greateft difficulty 
Ss they 
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tliey couM accomplifh (Pepping the maft 
and again hoifting the fail. 

Tms fatigue, after the boat wata£;ain 
on her courie, occaiioned them to repine 
^d murmui- |t their misfortunes ; but 
reflcftion on the goodnefs of that Provi- 
d^ence who fo hr had protefted them, 
changed it into a perfefl reliance on his 
-iercy. 

On the 7th in the morning they found 
. tfro fn\all birds in th? boat, one of which 
they immediately (!i vided into three parts, 
«acn devouring nis Aiare with the keencft 
ifenfations of hunger : the other bird was 
referted for another incal. Evpn with 
this fmall fliare of fuftenance their fpirit^ 
were confidcrably raifed ;— they ft ill fleer- 
ing to the Weftward^ the fun being thei^^ 
guide by day, and, the ftars by night, 
" Shortly after fun-fet this day they 
found tnemfclves in ihcal watery and 
breakers alf round them ; however, they 
ftood on till about nine at night, -when, 
having deepened to about five fathom, 
it was propofcd by Mr. Shaw, and agreed 
to, that they fliould come to and reft 
themfelves for the night. 
• On the 8th in the morning they difco- 
vercd land on both fides of them, which 
was at firft very difcouraging, but Mr. 
Shaw, perceiving a cuiTent fetting (o the 
Weftward, conjeftured that there was 
a palTage through, and that after clearing 



the land they fliould find ait open fira, 
which means they might Ihortly reaci 
Timor. 

Having, therefore, ftood in between 
the iHands, they found there was a paf- 
fage between them^ And, nat perceiviD|| 
any figns of inhabitants, igreed to land 
and look for water : Mr. Shaw and Mr. 
Haflcett accordingly la|ided, and finding 
a hole full of water, Mr. Shaw could 
not rt5'ain frcpi drinking heartily of it s 
after which, however, and that a keg of 
it had been filled, it was found to be as 
brackifli as the water alongfide. 

They ftood on through thcf'e flraights, 
which they named Gael s Mercy, In the 
afternoon Mr. Cajter's -wound became 
very painfyl j and on Mr. Haikctt's 
opening it to wafh it as ufiial with lalt 
water, he found three oieces of the (kull 
had worked out; which circumftance, 
however, he did not communicate to 
Mr, Carter, but, on the conti*ary, eavc 
him every affurance of its doing wcU. 

Mr. Carter having been very weak 
from the opening of the wound, the 
throat of the remaining • bird was cut 
and applied tq Mr. Caitcr> mouth, and^ 
yielding a few drops of blood, gave him 
great relief. They divided the bird in 
the fame rnanner they bad done the other*

•'*^ uncerc regret, in t^c hrc Gazette ac- 
counts of our various luc^elfcs in St. Do- 
mingo, no mention made of any of the 
French officers or troops in our pay. Mon- 
talembert, Dcibruges, DesScurces, Depef- 
tre, and many others, are names which 
would riot discredit any report j and the 
conduft qf the gallant Chevalier dc Scvray, 
commanding a Black company in our icr- 
vice, ought not to have been pafled over in 
filerceby our Generals ; this Gentleman 
was wounded in the breaft Jn one of the 
aiftions under Gen. ^owyer; he was fo far 
ftcovered as to be out of danger, but on 
-the Bripnds attcnipting to ftorm one of 
'FQrts> he was agaib in adion, and by 



his exertions greatly aided the repulfe j 
but thofe exertions cauled his wounds to 
open afrefh, and he died in confequence. 

7^t there are bad men in all nations 
muft be allowed ; but our Correfpondent 
cannot help thinking fuch French Gen- 
tlemen as have ai t acted tlwmfthrts to us, 
have thus given the ftrongeft proofs bf 
their honour and integrity, their wi(h for 
good order and government, :cid they' 
mould ever be mentioned for their portion 
of merit, as a principal ftimulus to great 
and good anions. This, without mean- 
ing any refieflion on our comraanderst 
Would, in the opinion of our Correfpon- 
cicnt, give ihem additional credit fo^ 
their candour and difmtereflciners. 
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bur Correfpondent alfo obfervet an ac- 
count of the verv flouriihing ftate of the 
l^ariih of L^Arcahaye, but not a fyllable 
to whom this is to be attributed ; had the 
Inhabitants been conlulted^ they would 
have proclaimed to the world, that the 
high Rate of cultivation, and the great 
tranquillity in. which tRat pariih js at 
prefect, is owing to the genius, ftri»ng 
mind, and indefatigable exertions of Col. 
Lapointe, Commandant of the Diilrift, 
who whilft almoft every other part of the 
Ifland is devaftated and in iniurfedlion, 
has uniformly preferved peace and qiiiet 
in the extent of this pari/h under his 
tbarge, and by this means brought it to 
unequalled prolberity. 

As the Britim nation is Co little ac- 
quainted with the immenfe value of this 
Illand, our Correfpondent prefumes to 

§ive a fliort (kttch of tbJs fiar/Jb i it is 
\&fmalUft in tbt IJland, and the fertility 
and vaft refources of the whole may in 
fome n^eaiure be judged of therefrom. 

L^Arcahaye, ^m Boucailin to Fort 
Lapointe is from four or five, to nine 
miles wide to the mountains. 

The hills of the fame par i(h are iixty- 
fjx miles lone, in coffee, from MountXer- 
rible to the Hill of Montruis. 

In 1789, fifty veflfels, each from 300 to 
400 tonsy were loaded herewith lugar and 
cotfec, befides a gr<:at quantity of mo- 
bfles and other matters mipped to Ame- 
rica, and the contraband trade} aUb 
taflia, there bcin^ three diftilleries. The 
Fonds Blancs adjoining, and two- thirds 
of MIrebalais, on account of the neamefs 
of the fea, ftiip much of their produce 
from this pariih alio. — There aie in thf 
)>arifh 

57 fugar ellatcs, 
300 cottee eftates, 

4 indigo eibttss, and about 
100 finall places where cotton if 
cultivated, 
i 8,000 flaves, and 1000 to 1200 white 
inhabitants j fome eftates make xooo 
hogiheads of fu^ar per annum, and or« 
cftate of forty weight acres (that of Ja- 
roflay aux Vafes), has been known to 
produce aoo,ooolb. of fuear in one year j 
a good deal of clayed fugal- is alfo made, 
and double refined equal to any in the 
World. They reckon that a good field 
flave (hould earn there 400 dollars or up- 
%rards of 90I. fterling, per annum. 



This pariih^ like many others in Sit. 
Domingo, is very independant of feafons. 
A variety of ftreams aj)d rivulets, which 
are never dry, nm from the mountains^ 
and every eltate has a part, proportioned 
to Its magnitude, fldlotted to it, whi«h it 
feen meandering through the cane pieces* 
and prdbres them in conftant verdure j Uy 
that though the general feafon of mak- 
ing fugar is the fame as in the Britiih 
lilandk in the Weft Indies, yet they make 
fugar ibe whole jecur round. 

This is one of the fmalleft pariihes and 
plains of the Ifland. Prior to the war, the 
exports from St. Domingo exceeded in 
value thofe of the whole Britiih Iflands in 
the Weft Indies ; the Spaniih part of thi< 
invaluable liland is faid to be equal in 
fertiiitv to the French, though, owing to 
the indolence of thofe people, it is littio 
cultivated. 

. In the whole tfland it is very healthy* 
aind cool in the n^ountains. Ini788, tne 
population, &c. of the French part of^ 
St. Domingo flood thus :— > 

30,816 white inhabitants, befides troops^ 
24,84.8 mulattoes and free negroes* 
434,429 flaves, 

793 fugar eibites* 

3,150 indigo ditto, 
789 cotton plantationsi 

3,117 coftee eilates, 

54 cocoa ditto, 

520 water mills, 

1,639 cattle mills^ 
46,823 mules, 
^ 36,782 horlc$, 
243,682 head of cattle, &c. 
and all this within the fpacc of 70 yearf , 
as it could only be faid to be a colony 
fince 17x8, when the throne of Spain was 
fee ured to the Duke of Anj ou . 

Spain holds two- thirds of the cultiva- 
ble foil \ has only 14,000 blacks or mu- 
lattoes, of which 7OQ0or 8000 are flaves, 
and has no plantation of confequence-y yet 
the V have held this Colony three centxirica, 
and it cofts the Government 2 50,000 dol- 
lars annually, whilft in 1788 theFrenek 
part yielded 6,924,166 livreS of o^oi, 
or dultei to Owernment on the various 
ph)du6lions of the Colony, of which 
the total value the fame year wat 
179,383,396 livrcs. In the Spaniih part 
they have only a depreciated paper cur* 
rency, as all their fpecie goes to thf 
Frendi port cf the iflaiuf.

Bot, inde|>endent of the fimple narrative of the means by which it has been 
lefcued from oblivion, it feems to carry in it fuch intrinfic marki of authenticity, that no 
one who is in the leaft acquainted with the peculiar chandter of the produ^ons cdT Thom- 
fon, can hefiute a momem in aCcribing it to him. Befidcs gratifying that laudable curioficy 
which the Public naturally kt\ to become acquainted with the moft minute circumftances in 
the lives of eminent men, we corfider this letter as peculiarly interefting in many odrr 
points of view, ft appear!^ to hive been written at a moft aitical period of tlie auchor^s 
life, being fi>on after his arrival in England, whither he went upon the d^h of his mo- 
ther. It exhibits the interefting fpeftacle of an elegant and inex^xrienced mind, labouring 
under the preflbre of pecuniary embarraflments, and ftruggling with thrfe feelings of coo- 
fcious dignity by which he had k>ng been prevented from foI«ci(ng aififtance, and which 
the horrors of impending indigence alone enabled him to overcome. But the account he 
then proceeds to give of the origin and partial progrefi of ** The StASOMt*' rkmc nearly

•■•^ earth is not our only place of ex- 
iftence; that God who lent the good 
into this world of care has prepared a 
future reward more than adequate to all 
their prefent i'uftcrings.'* — My heart was 
gladdened with the idea— it fwelled with 
thankfulneis to its great Creator, aiid 
benevolence to all mankind. Tranquil- 
lity rei^^ned in mv brcall— my feelings 
were fottened into narmony. The cailfe 
'of the exclamation was forgotten 5 — my 
mfaid was relieved from every unpleafant 
imprcffiori. Perfcft ferenity we were 
never meant long to enjoyj— (hort was 
its flay with me— the name of Julia 
ftruck my ears, and inlhmtly recalled my 
wandering thoughts. " She is awoke," 
laid the Cottager— that^momcnt I found 
myltlf at her bed -fide and clafped her 
liiy-hand to my heart. Horatio hung 
over her faded form with a countenance- 
llrongly expreflive of anguifti j he looked 
a^ if defirous to arreft the flight of her 
fpirit,now on the point of quitting its 
earthly tenement for ever. — ** Poor fuf- 
ferer 1 that beauty and innocence which 
once rendered ihee fo lovely, are now fled j 
cnce thou waft innocent and happy — the 
J»pf ort of thy parent, the pride cf thy 
brother, and' the delight of all thy 
friends. Every eye ipcke a^mii-ation, 
every tcng^e exprefled applaufe. Had 
Julii a wiih ? it was gratified— had (he 
a fear ? it was bani/hed - had (he an aver- 
fiou ? it was indulged,— Now mark the 
conti-aft : Alcandcr (patience fupport me 
at the mention of his name!) came to 
blalf her felicity. Under the fcrm of an 
angel he concealed the heart of a fiend.

ceived with rapture. Too artlefs to con- 
ceal her affc6lion, her deftroyer perceived 
the advantage he had eained before ih^ 
herfelf was aware of tt. This difco* 
very, inftead of filling him with grati* 
tude (could a heart fuch as his be lenli. 
ble of that fbft emotion), only embokl« 
ened him in hit hopes ; from that time 
doubling his aiTiduities, in an unguarded 
moment ke prevailed upon her to put her* 
felf under his protedion. This accom. 
plifhed, his tafk was done ;..he took ber 
to London, where, in a ihort time, fhe 
was, atmoft unconfcioudy, ruined, Ju-> 
lia, though fallen, vras Julift ftill| 
though fhe had quitted the path of vir- 
tue, fhe could not long contmue in that 
of difhonour. Her unfhakcn delicacy 
provoked Alcander; finding her mind 
flill maintained its native dignity, after 
feverai inefTefiual attempts to continue 
the connexion, he very honourably de- 
forted her. Though reduced to the ex- 
tremity of difh-efs, Julia thoiight not of 
herielf; fhe flew to her ag3 parent, 
whoib arms, fhe well knew, would be 
open to receive her.

condu^ of thoie to whom Government is 
(oramitted, every wile man, in his pri- 
vate capacity, will forbear to intericrc ; 
^onfcious that his opinion mult necella- 
fily be circumfcribed by a narrow and 
inaccurate range of information. But, 
in what morejunmediatcly relates to in- 
dividuals, he is not equally relbained \ 
tndetrd he may be iaid to be called 
|ipon in an efpecial manner, by his duty 
as a good citiaen, to do all in his power 
to contribute to focial orders and to the 
jMPpteli.on of dangtrwi innovations. 

It is on this account that the work be- 
fore us has a claiq:\ to our. earned re- 
commendation.

Though the ftile of this work is good# 
the fair Authoreis is fo modelt, as fo 
apologize for any defeds that may ap^ 
pear in it. She tells her readers, '' That 
Ihe ihould never have ventured to offer 
any production of hers to the world, 
had (he not conceived it polfible, that 
information and reflections collected and 
made on the fpot, during a period whea 
France exhibited a ftate of which there 
is no example, might gratify curiolity 
without the aid of literary embeliifh* 
ment ; and an adherence to tinith might, 
in a fubjeCl of this nature, be more ac- 
ceptable than brilliancy of thought, or 
elegance of language. The eruption of 
a volcano, fhe adds, may be more fci- 
entiHcallv del'cribtd and accounted for 
by the philoibpher : but the relation ^ 
the illiterate peafant v/ho beheld it, 
and luffered from its effects, may not be 
Xti^ interefting to the common hearer.** 

Thefe remarks are undoubtedly juit, 
and argue a very becoming diffidence In 
the writer; it is our province to add» 
what a perafal of thetc Volumes will con- 
firm, that where the fpeftator of, and 
fharer in, the difmal icene is firaught 
alfo with tlie wildora of the pbilofopber, 
the information derives from this cir^ 
f umftance additional weight and Value \ 
. and that the perfon who has publtlhcd 
thefe pages is not more faithful in.ftau 
ing the circumftances, iiixa judtciods and 
^orifidctaie in appreciating the impoir 

tance 
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taRce and extcstt of the ctlamitict Ihc re- 
lates. 

Perhaps we can in no way better con- 
fulr the interefts of the PMU and of the 
Juthorefif without over-looking; what 
ought to be our chief concem> the fniif* 
taittm^nt of the readers of our xnifcclo 
Jany, than by fekflingy as we turn over 
the pages ot two cioicly printed oAavo 
volames, fuch paflfages and occurrences 
as (hall ^pcar particularly impurtant 
and imureUivti making ourtelvcs any oc- 
cafional rcniarks which may render our 
cxtrails more intelligible or ufctul. 

The firft letter wc Ihall notice is dat- 
ed Arras, 1792, which dcfcribes the gar- 
den and palace of the BUhop of that 
place, who had emigrated. In this de- 
loriptlon, veluti inf/^eculOf tbsy may be- 
hold their fate who quit their native ibil ' 
to efcape the ordeal of perfuuiion ; and 
all may contemplate the rife of malig. 
nity and the progreis and punlHunent of 
ingratitude. 

" After obtaining an order from the 
Municipality, wc went to lee the gardens 
and palace of the Biihop. The garden 
has nothing very remarkable» but ia 
large and well laid out, according to the- 
old ftile. It forms a very agreeable 
walk ; and, when the Biihop pollelTed it, 
was open for the enjoyment of the inha* 
bitants, but it is now (hut up, and in 
diforder. The houfe is plain, and fub- 
flantially furnilhed, and exhibits no ap- 
pearance of unbecoming luxury. The 
whole is now the property of the nationi 
and will (con be dii poled ot. I could not 
krip feeling a feniation of mtlaDchcly as 
wc walked over the apartments, ^"^ftxj 
tLlng is marked in ao inventory juft as 
left, and an air of arrangement and re- 
fiderce leads one to reflcil, that the own- 
er did not imagine, at his departure, he 
was quitting tt perhaps fcr ever. I am 
Bot partial to the original enngrants> 
ytt much may be faid tor the Hilhop of 
Arras. He was pnrfucd by ingratitude, 
and marked for pcrfecation. The Ro- 
befpiei res were yovng men whom he had 
taken from a mean ttate, had educated, 
and patroniicd. The Revolution eate 
them an opportunity of difplayin^ their 
talents, and their talents procured them 
popularity. Ther became enemies to 
the Clergy, becauu: their patron was a 
Biihop \ snd endeavoured to render their 
benefactor odicus, becaute the world 
cottld not forget, nor they forgive, b^fnu 
mmk they were indebted to him. -^ Vice 
^ not often palEvc \ nor is there often a 



medium between gratitude for bene^t, 
and hatred to the author of them. A little 
mind is hurt by the renoembrance of 
obligation, — > begins by fGrgettin|ry and 
not uncommonly ends by pertecutmg." 

Of the domeltic diibreites perpetually 
excited by civil fufpicion and animofityY 
the following is a very diflreffing and it.* 
tereftirg^i^KTf, terminating happilyhow- 
ever in its perfpe^ive: 

" The lait days of our ftay at Arras 
were embittered by the dillrcfs of our 
neighbour and acouaintance Madame 

de B . She has loft two fons under 

circuraftances fo aifefling, that I think 
you will be intereilcd in the relation. 
— The two younff men were in tbe 
army, and quartered at Perpignan^ at a 
time when lome effort of connter-rero- 
lution was faid to be intended. One of 
them was arreiled as being concerned^ 
and the other liirrcndercd himl'elf pri- 
foner to accompany his brother. When 
the High Court at Orleans was inftitutcd 
fer trymg State-priibners, thole of ^tt- 
pignan were ordered to be coiMluCled 
there, and the two B.*s, chained together, 
were taken with the reit. On their ar- 
rival at Orleans, their noler had miflaid 
the key that unlocked tneir fetters, and, 
not finding it immediately, the young 
men produced one which anfwetod the 
purpofe, and relealiEd thcmielves. The 
gaoler looked at them with furpriae, and 
aiked why, with fuch a means in their 
power, they had not elcaped in the night, 
or on the road. They replied^ becaule 
they were not culpable, and had no rea- 
fon for avoiding a trial that wouM ma^ 
nifeli their innocence. Their heroilni 
vras fatal. They were brought, by a 
decree of the Convention, trom Orleans 
to Verfailles (on their way to Paris), 
where they were met by the mob and 
maiTacred. 

•* I'heir unfortunate mother is vet 
ignorant of their fate^ but we left her 
in a itate little preferable to that which 
will be the efted ot certaintv. She law 
the decree for tranfporting tne prlToners 
trom Orleans, and all accounts of the re- 
iult have been carefully concealed from 
her ) yet her anxious and enquiring looks 
at all who approach her, indicate but 
too wdl her fufpicion of the truth. 
Monfieur dc B.U lituation is indiicribably 
p:^inrul. Informed of the death of hfa 
ions, he is yet obliged to conceal. his 
iuiferini^s, and wear an appearance of 
tranquillity in the preience of his wifie. 
Sometimes he eicapes, when unable to 

Contain 
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'Contain his emotions any longer, and re- 

fnains at M. dc 's tililie recovers 

himftlf. He takes no notice of the iub- 
je^ of hik grief, and we reljpe^ it too 
much to attempt to coafolc aim. The 

Uft time I aiked him after ^ad. dc , 

he told me her iblrlcs were fomething 
better, and, added he, in a voice almoS 
fiiffocated, Jbe is amufing berfelf ivitb 
'WW king neckcloths for berfons / — WheA 
you relleil that the maila^res at Paris 
took place the fecond and third of Sep- 
tember, and that the decree was paflcd 
to brine the prifoncrs from Orleans 
(where Voty weic in fafcty) on the ttnth, 
I can fay nothing that will add to the 
horror of this tranlaAion, or to your dc- 
tcftation of its caufe, $ixty-two,mQttlv 
people of high rank, fell victims to this 
Darbarous policy : they were brought in 
a fort of covered waggons, and were 
murdered in heaps without being taken 
out/' 

We promifed a bapPy perffuSfrve to 
this pi&ure^ and it willbe found in the 
note fubjoined. 

** perhaps the reader will be pleafed 
at a difcovcry which it would have been 
unfafe to mention when made, or in the 
courfe of this correfpondencc. The two 
young men alluded to abo\ e arrived at 
VerfaiUcs, chained together, with their 
fellow- priibners. Surprize, perhaps ad- 
miration, had diverted the gaoler's at- 
tention from demanding the key that 
opened their padlcck, and it was ftiil in 
their poHeirion. On entering Vcriailles, 
and obferving the croud preparing to at- 
tack them, Siey diveftcd themfdves of 
their fetters and of every other incum- 
brance. In a few moments their car- 
riages were furrounded; their compa- 
I nions at one end were already murdered, 
mnd themfelves (lightly, wounded \ but 
the coufufion increafing, they darted 
amidft the croud, and were in a moment 
undid inguiihable. They were after- 
wards tlken under the protection of a 
humane magiftrate, who concealed them 
for fome time, and they are now in p«r- 
feft fccurity— They were tbc only tnoo 
of the whole number that efi^aped.** 

The following paflage will remind thofe 
of our readers who were in London during 
the dri ndful riofs which took phor in the 
year i7$o, of feveral ridiaUous though 
uecfffaTy^JuhUrfnget which dtctncyyttM 
often cctopelled at that time to tccw io> 
to Shelter itlclf from outrage^

claffes of ariftocnicy j for it is not to be 
dil'guii'ed, that fince the hope from Du> 
movrler has vanifhed, though the difeuft 
of the people may be increafed, their 
terror is alio greater than ever, and the 
Departments near Paris have no refotirce 
but lilent fubmiflion* Every one, there* 
fore, obeys the letter of the decrees with 
thedilig«ice of fear» while they elude 
the fptnt of them vrith all the ingenuity 
of hatred. — The rich, for example, who 
cannot -entirely diveft themfelves of their 
remaining bautrurf exhibit a fullen com- 
pliance with the edi6ls. It has lately 
been ordered, that evefy houfe in the Re- 
public fliall have fixed on the outfide of 
the door, in legible chs^flers, the name^ 
agCf birtb'placCf and profefflon of its in» 
habitants. Not the poorefl cottagei*, nor 
thofe who are^ too old or too voung for 
action, nor even unmarried ladies, are 
exempt from thus proclahning the ab- 
ftra£l of their hiftory to pafTers-by. 

"<< Some of the wealthy do this on a 
finall piece of paper, written in a fmali 
hand, and placecf at the very extreme of 
the height allowed by the law. Some 
fix their bills fo as to be half covered by 
a ihutter \ others faften them only with 
wafers, fo that the wind, detaching one 
or two comers, makes it impoflible to 
read the reft. Many who have courts or 
paifages to their houles, put their names 
on the half of a gate which they leave 
open, fo that the writing is not per- 
ceptible but to thole who enter. But 
thofi^who are moft afraid, or moft de» 
cidedly ariftocrats, fubjoin to their regif. 
ters, all good Republicans ^ or Viiic la 
Republiquti une isf indinjifibU* Some 
likewife, who are in public offices, or 
ihop. keepers, who are very timid and 
afraid of pillage, or are ripe for a coun- 
ter revolution, nave a iheet, naif the (ize of 
the door, decorated with red caps, tri-co* 
loured ribbons, and flaming ientences 
ending in Dca/b or Libert/ " 

A tew pages farther on, our fair tra-? 
vcller introduces a letter from a female 
fncnd of her' s, dated from a mat/on d^ar^ 
reU to which (he had been conveyed by . 
a decree of Convention. We have not 
room for the whole, though intereilin|^; 
but the following paragrapii is a fpeci- 
men oix\vt atrocity zikl falftbood with 
which the public concerns were mt- 
naged: 

** One of our companions is a ooii* 
juruif prieft> who hit been imprifooad 
ft "^^^ 
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. V^der circumftaneet which make mc al- 
moft ^fhamed of my country. —After 
having efcaped from a neighbouring De- 
f artmenty he procured himl'elf t lodging 
in the t0wn, and for forte time lived very 
peaceably, till a woman, who fui'pefted 
his protelBon, became extremely impor- 
tunate with him to confefs her. The 
boor man for feveral days refufed, tell- 
ing her, that he did not condder him ft If 
as a prieft, nor wiihed to be known as 
fuch, nor to infringe the law that ex- 
eluded him. The woman, however, 
ftill continued to perfecute him, alledgme 
that her confcience was diftreffed, and 
that her peace depended on her being able 
to confeis in the right tvay. At length 
he. fuffered htmfelf to be prevailed upon j 
the woman received an hundred hvres 
fbr informine againft him, and, perhaps, 
the pi-ieft will be condemned to tne guil- 
lotine." 

We find- in a fubfe^uent note, that 
this unfortunate M«-/'/r9r aftually fuffered 
' afterwards on the fcaflfold. 

The following letter will fumiOi the 
Engli/h reader with a competent idea of 
a domiciliary vi/ft j and, a$ we hope, will 
fet him on his guard againft luch as 
would introduce that novei fpecits of art- 
fniniftratton into our If1an<i; after the 
example of thofe whom they delight to 
honour and extol. They might not in- 
deed begin vrirj^ fuch regulAtionSy but 
they would aiTuredly tnd with them.

^* I have often regretted, my dear 
Brother, that my letters have for forae 
time been rather intended to fatisfv your 
curiofity than your affcft ion. At this 
moment I feel differently, and I rejoice 
that the inauietude ana danger of my 
fituation will probably not come to your 
knowledge, till I fliall be no longer lub- 
jeft to them. I have been for feveral 
days unwell, and yef my body, valetu- 
dinarian as I am at beft, is now the better 
part of me } for mv mind has been fo 
deranfecd by fufpenie and terror, that I 
cxriw to recover my health long before 
I mall be able to tranquillize my ^iritsi 

•* On our rtlum from Soilibns I 
found, bv the ^Aiblic Prints, that' a 
Decree nad pafi^ for arrefting all 
natives of the countries with which 
France is at war, and who had not con- 
ftantly refidcd thtr» fince 1789. This 
intelligence, as. you will conceive, fuf- 
£ciei)tly abrmed me, and I loft no time 
in confulting Mad. De — — *s ftiends 
on the fubjc6t,*who were gcaeraliy of 
•pinioB that the Decree was merely a 



menace, afnd that it was too unjuft to be 
put in extcution. . Ai'fbme days elapicd^ 
and nO fteps .were taken in conicqucnce, 
I begaaJto* think -that they vrtre right, 
and my fpirits were ibmewbat revived \ 
when one evening, as I waa oreparixifl 
to go to bed,< my maid fuddenfy cntert] 
the room, and before (he could give mc-any * 
previous explanation, the apartment was 
filled with ai-medmeir. Aa foon as I was 
collefled enough td enquire the €4>jeA of 
this anfeafonable vifit, I learned that all 
this military apparel was tepi|t the fealt 
on my papers, and convey ray perfoo to 
the Hotel de Ville ! I knew it would be 
vain to remonftrate, and therefore made 
an effort to rt cover my Ipirits^ and fub- 
mit. 

" The bufinefs, however, was not yet 
terminated - my papers were to be ieaJcd \ 
and though they were not verr volumi- 
nous, the procefs was mc re difficult thaa 
vou would imagine, none of the company 
having been employed in affairs of the 
kind oeforc. A debate enfued on the 
manner in which it Aiouid be done, and^ 
after a very tumultuous difcuflum, it 
was fagaclouily concluded to ieal up the 
doors and windows of all the apartments 
appropriated to my ufe. They then dif- 
covered that they had no feai fit for the 
purpofe, and a new confultation wa« 
holden on the propriety of affixing a 
cypher, which was offered them by oik 
of the Gnrde Nationale, 

** This weighty matter being at length 
decided, the doers of my bea-chamber» 
drefling-room, and cf the apartmentt 
with which they communicated, were 
carefully faftenea up, though not with- 
out an oblervation on my part, that I 
was only a gueft at Mad. De *$, 

and that an order to feize my papers or 
perfon was not a mandate for remkring 
a part of her houfe ufclefs. But there 
was no realbning with ignorance and a 
fcore of bayonets nur could I obtain 
permilHon even to take fomc linen ont of 
my drawers. On going down ftairs I 
found the court and avenues to the gar- 
den amp}^ guarded, and with this nu- 
meroua eicovt, and accompanied by M«d« 
De -P-^M—, I was conduced to the Hotel 
de Ville. I know not what refiifamce 
they might expert from a fin'gle female, 
but, to judge by their precantions, 
they mult have deemed the adventure a 
very perilous one. When we arrived at 
the Hetel de Ville it was near eleven 
o^clock I the hall was crouded ; and a 
younff man, in a dirty linen jacket and 
trow£rty and dirty Iwol, with the air 

of 
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of 1 Pd/iJ^n, and the countenance of tn 
alTaiCA) was haranguing with great ve- 
hemence againt tSc Engliihy who> h« 
affertedy were all agents of Pitt (efpeci- 
ally the womcn9> and were to ftt fire to 
Che corn, and corrupt the garrilbns of 
the fortified towns. The people liftentd 
to thefe terrible proie^s vi ith a ftupid 
fort of Airprife, and for the moft part 
iecmed either very carcleCs or very incre- 
dulous. As Toon as this inflammatory 
piece of eloquence was ftni(hed> I was 

frefented to the ill- looking oracor, who, 
learned, was a KeprefenffMi' du ?euple. 
It was very eafy to perceive that my (pi- 
nts virerc quite overpowered, and that I 
could with difficulty fupport myiclf ; 
but this did not prevent the RtprtffHtant 
du f tuple irom treating me with that in- 
confiderate brutality commonly the eflPe^l 
of a fudden acceifion of power on narrow 
and vulgar minds. After a variety of im- 
pertixxQt queftions,menaces of a prifon for 
m3rfelf, and exclamations of hatred and 
vengeance againil my counirv^ on pro- 
ducing fome^'Icnds of Mad. De — , 

who were to be anfwerable for me, I was 
fcleafed, and returned home more dead 
than alive. 

** You muft not infto- from what I 
have related, that I was particularly dif- 
tinguiihed upon this occafion, for, tho* 
I have no acauaintance with the Engliih 
here, I underftand that they had all been 
treated in the fame manner. As foon as 
the Refrefrntant had left the town, by 
dint ^t iolicitation we prevailed on the 
Municipality to take the ieal off the 
rooms, and content themfelv.es with fe- 
Je^ine and fecuring ray papers, which 
was done yefterday by a Cummiflioner 
fbrraally appointee! for the purpole. I 
know not tne quality of the good citizens 
to whom this important charKe was «n- 
tmfted, but I concluded from their C9flume 
that they had been more ufefully cm- 
ployed the preceding part of ^he day at 
the anvil aiid laft. It is c«rtain, how. 
ever, they had undertaken a bufmtfs 
greatly beyond their powers. They, in- 
deed, turned over all my trunks and 
drawers, and dived to die bottom of 
water-jugs and flower-jars with great 
zeal, but negle^led to iearch a large port- 
folio that lay on the table, probably trom 
not knowing the ulie of it ^ and my ler- 
Tant conveyed away fome letters, while 
I amufed tnem with the light ef a blue- 
^ttle *fly through a microlcope. 

" They were at flrft much puzzled to 
know whether books and mufic were in- 
cluded under the artkk ef papers, and 



wecr very deiirout of burning a Hil|ory 
of France, becaufc they dilcovered b/ 
the title-page that it was abom Kingt ^ 
but the moft difficult part of this mo* 
mentous tranfa^ion was, taking an ac- 
count of it in writing : however, as only' 
one of the company could write, there 
was no difputing as to the fcribe, tbougk 
there was much about the manner of ex- 
ecution. J did not fee the compofltion* 
but I could hear that it flated <* cotnme 
f»oi.'"' They had foimd the frtlls un- 
broken, comme ffuoi \ they bad taken 
them off i and divers as bcivs of the 
iame kind. The whole concluded, and. 
my papers depoflted in a box, I was at 
lenjKth freed from my guefts, and put in 
poiteffionofmy apartments.** 

In confequence of the news of Lord 
Hood^s taking pofleflion of Toulon, which 
the Government affe^ed to difcredit for 
fome days, but which was foon afccr- 
tained, the Convention, in a paroxiiin of 
rage at once cowardly and unprincipled, 
decreed, that all the Englifli not reUdent 
in Fiance before 17X9 Ihould be impri- 
foned as hoflages, and b« anfwerable for 
the conduct oi their countrymen, and of 
the Toulonefe, with their lives. This 
Decree was foon after put into executiou, * 
and our fair correl'pondent was Involved 
in the common calamity. Having hern 
fo particular in our quotation from the 
account of the domiciliary viHt, and as 
a^s of opprciEon and brutality exhibit 
themfelvci generally in the fame odious 
unifmmlty of appearance, we (hall pals 
over the circumitances ot this oir^^a//^/. 
But the following account of a female 
fallow- prilbner we will infu't, b«jth on 
account of its Sniiitj- and the ctnnmifera" 
tioM it mult excite : 

" While I was walking in the yard 
this morning, I was accotted by a female 
whom I immediately recolle6Ud to be 
Viftoire, a very pittty cou/urute, who 
ufed to work for me when I was at Pan- 
themont, and who made your laft Hol- 
land fliiris. I was not a little lurprlzed 
to fee her in fuch a fituation, and t6ok 
her aiide to enquire her hiitory. I ihUni 
that her mother was dead, and that her 
brother, having fet up a little fliop at St. 
Omer's, had engaged her to go and live 
with him. Being under flve-and- twenty , 
the lalt Requiiition obliged him to de- 
part tor the army, and leave her to carr/ 
on the bufinefs alone. Three weeks 
after Ihe was arretted at midnight, put 
into a cart, and brought hither. She 
had no tune to take any precaucionsi and 
their little commerce^ which was in ha* 
Tt % berdaihery, 
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berdaihery^ as ^tXi ^i fome work (he had 
)D hand, is abandoned to the mercy of 
the people who arrefted her. She hat 
ytafon to fuppofe her crime is, not having 
frequcptcd the conftitutional mafs. Her 
accufer is a m^nber of one of the town 
comniittces, who, fmce her brother's 
abfence, has perfecuted her with diiho- 
liourable propofals, and, having been re- 
jrulied, has taken this method of reveng- 
ing himfclf. Her conje£lure is molt 
probably right, as finceher imprifonment 
this man has been endeavouring to make 
a ibrt of barter with her for her rcleafe. 

** I am really concerned for this poor 
creature, who is at prcfent a very gocd 
girl 5 but if (he remains here, Ihe will not 
only be deprived of her means of living, 
but perhaps her morals may be irreme- 
diably corrupted. She is now lodged in 
a room with ten or a dozeamen, and the 
houfe is fo crowded that I doubt whether 
I have intereft enough to procure her a 
more decent apartment." 

What can this ftrange policy have in- 
tended, which thus expoied to ruin and 
^^rant a girl of onc-and-twenty, not ior 
any open violation of the law, but 
merely for her religious opinion > j ar.d 
this too in a country which profeflcd 
toleration as the bafis of its Govern- 
ment ? 

Of. the mode by which the Military 
Order were kept faithful to the Republic, 
cn£ and indfutfibUi the following in- 
ftance may fatisfy the reader. *« The 
motiveby which Defpotifm rules is F^f^r," 
fays the Author of "The Spirit of 
Laws }*• what fort of Government then 
iball we term this ? 

*' Every man of note in the army is 
bcftt with fpies, and if they leave the 
camp pn any ©ccafion it is more neceCary 
to be on their guard againlt thcfe wretches 
than againft an ambu'cade of the enemy ^ 
and General — — related to us acircum- 
ilance whifh happened to himfclf as an 
example of this, which will give a toltr^ 
able idea of the pi*clent fyftem of Go- 
vermncnt : — Aft^r the relief of Dunkirk, 
being quartered in the neighbourhood of 
St. Omer, be cccaficnally went to the 
town on his private concerns. One day, 
while he was waiting at the inn where he 
intended to dine, twd young men accofted 
him, and after engaging him in a gene- 
fa] converiation for Ibmc time, began to 
talk with ^eat freedom, though with 
an affcfted caution, of public men and 
meafures, of the banditti who governed, 
the tyraxmy that was exerclfed, and tl^ 



fupineoefs of the people ; in Qknt, of all 
thofe too poignant tiuths which confti- 
tutc the leze nation of the day. Moof. 
Dc —— was not -at ijrft very attentive \ 
but finding their difcour^ become ftill 
more liberal, it excited his fufpicioiUi 
and calling his eyea on a glafa oppofitc to 
where they were converting, he perceived 
a fort ofintelligence between them, which 
immediately iuggeited to him the pro- 
feilion of his companions ; and caJling to 
a couple of dragoons who had attended 
him, ne ordered them to arrcd the two 
Gentlemen as ;iriftocrats, and convey them 
without ceremony to prilcn. They 
fubmitted, fecmingly more lurprifed than 
alarmed ; and in two houis the General 
received a note from a higher power, de- 
firing him to fet them at Tiberty, as they 
were agents of the Republic.'* 

Another Ihort inftance of the conduA 
of Robefpierre and his party towards 
thofe in mtlitaij cnnimanei whole politi- 
cal opinions they fufpe<5ied, will iarthcr 
evince the atrocity ct their jealouf/: 

** Nov. ax, V^x have been wallunc ia 
the yard (of th? prifon) to day with Ge- 
neral Laveneur, who, for an a£l whidi in 
any other country would have gained him 
credit, is in this iufpended Irom his ccm- 
mand. When Cultine, a few wcekt bc» 
fore his death, left the aimy to vifit fome 
of the neighbouring towns, the commmd 
devolved to Laveneur, who received, 
along with other oflF.cial papers, a lift of 
counteriigns, which, having probabfe 
been made fome time, and not altered 
conformably to the changes of the day, 
contained, amorg others, the woida 
Condor cet-^fjiijiiituion \ and thefc were 
in their turn given out. On Cuftine*s 
trial this was made a part of his accufa- 
tion. Laveneur, rec«flle£Ving that the 
circumftance had happened in theab&nce 
of Cuftine, thought it incumbent on 
him to take the blame, if there were any, 
on himfeif, and wrote to Paris to explain 
the matter as it really itood \ but his 
candour, without availing Cufiinc, 
drew perfecution on himfeif, aiki the 
pnly notice taken of his letter was an 
cnler to anett him. After being dragged* 
like a criminal, from one town to ano^ 
ther, and often lodged in dungeons and 
ccmmon prilbns, he was at length depo- 
fi ted here."

lative and proteflional men would he adopted, and the policy he purfued, 

employ their abmtie» and habits of ob- did not permit him to leave unproteAed. 
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fervation on matters of general conve< 
nience and utility. From the ingenuity of 
cnliehtered minds but occaiionally exer-^ 
cifed in cunfidering the numerous ezi-* 
gencies of human life, many valuable 
advantages would inevitably ariie. It 
would not noerely dilclofe new fources of 
fcience, but enhance its importance, by 
rendering its principles pradicable, and 
reducing them to common ufe. This 
deplorable raiiapplication of talent is 
prolific of great and manifold evils. It 
deluges the world with ignorance and 
error, abules the credulous, infults the 
wiie with fiction and nonfenfe, and fwclls 
the mafs of learned lumber with a con- 
ilant acceifion of ridiculous paradoxes 
and obiblete theories. We are, there- 
lore, highly gratified by ever^r departure, 
in writers of credit and refpeaabUity, 
from this uftlefs expence of labour and 
time, and hope Suj^rjiienif in the true 
fpirit of what may be expelled from an 
individual lerioufiy difpoftrd to confult 
the public welfare, will be as acceptable 
to our readers as ourfelves. Their tem- 
pers, at leaft, muft be ftrangely perverfe, 
or their taftes oddly vitiated, who can 
perufe /bf/ir with any degree of candour, 
and not receive very fatisifa^ory informa- 
tion on a variety of particulars, in which 
ail are, more or lefs, concerned. 

One of the mod curious fa^s in the 
hiftory of civil fociety is, the Origin of 
Hofpitals. It is fomewhat remarkable. 



The expedient was acceptable to every 

Jerlbn of feeling, and pra^liled even by 
ulian the Emperor, who in this care- 
fully imitated the example, though he 
publicly renounced the creed, of bis illuf- 
trious predcceflbr. Providence probably 
referved a meafure thus propitious to 
human ^ilty and the caiualties of fb- 
ciety, to grace the aulpices of Revealed 
Religion, which was originally fubltan- 
tiated by a merciful attention to the liif • 
fering part of mankind, and miraculoujly 
btalinjg ail mattutr of difeajei* And 
there ftill iiibfifts the happieft accordsiDce 
between whatever abridges the ravages 
of afili£lion, and the infiuence of a fyftera 
which has for its obje£^ the ialvation of * 
the world • 

To the fame benevolent principle we 
owe the publication before us. It is the 
obvious rei'ult of long, iedtilous, and 
Ci.rre£l attention to the various localities^ 
exigencies, atKl regulations here enume- 
rated. Many circumftances in the exte- 
rior, as well as the internal arrangf mcnt 
and condu^ of Hofpitals, in detail, have 
occupied our Autbor*s care and obferva* 
tion. He conceives the interell of huma- 
nity and that of thef^ charitable eftabliih- 
ments, in general, efpccially in this me- 
tropolis, to be per£eAly infcparable. 
And it docs him peculiar honour* 
amidft his very laborious and extenfive 
pra£lice, his great profeiTiona] cclrbri ty» 
and private avocations, that fo large a

iorating the liinWings of our common 
nature* Intentions like thefe would 
ian<5lion talents very inferior to his. 
Indeed, what higher merit can we 
expeft to find iq any work, thin that it 
means well, and is well executed ? 

What our Author luggefts in fpeaking 
of cordial medicine, and the falutary 
ufe of ftrong beer for recruiting the 
health and fpirits of patients from the 
moft laborious clafTes of the poor, reduced 
by ijcknefs and penury, deferves very 
particular regard. It refers to a cir- 
cumftance of extreme feverity, which all 
the poor in the kingdom are eaually 
docmed to fufFer from the late exorbitant 
duties on wine. This is often enough 
a necc^aij inspredient in prefcriptions 

r families who c 
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where thU ii not the cafe, ind h«w«Tcr 
indifpenfablc, apothecariei mly alwayt 
he fuppoi'ed molt Iparing in their compo • 
iitions of what ismoftcoilly. May th^ 
toUowing fealbnabie hints, i'an6^ioned by 
the higheit phylical a^ithority, hate due 
eiFe^oniiich as are compete. t to redrei's 
the grievance ! 

^ There are difeafes and ftatcs in 
which wine it- effentially neceflary to 
liiie. To the honour of Government, it 
is amply lupplied to our brave foldiers 
and laiiors who (land in need of its vir- 
tue. ^ As a medicine of the moft impor* 
tant kind, its goedntfs is a point ot fe- 
rious confidemtion j tor, if it be bad, it 
may prove a bane inftead of a laving 
cordial. The genuinenels of wines, the 
procefs of lining them> and the n^ans of 
edulcorating them, andotherwtfe correct- 
ing their defeats, ftiould be liibjc^s of 
continual fcrupulous enquiry. Arlenic, 
that has certainly been employed for 
white wines in the former intention, and 
iead in the latter, are things whoie pro- 
perties are too generally known to need 
explanation. The meal'urc, alfo, of 
wine, retailed by the bottle, demands the 
attention of the Legiilature and the Ma*- 
^rijftrate. A gentleman took pity upon a 
milerablc family, in which was one fmk. 
Ing in a lu^-vovs lever. He indifcrectly 
ordered, from a retailer of wine and other 
iiquors, a dozen of red port. He was 
prefent wlicn it was received-— /ti/^iW 
S^tiUs^ containing eatb barely a pint and 
t^M half (wine incajurc)^ of the mofi abo^ 
mnabiejhjf! 

Some Hoi'pttals are habitually dif- 

f raced by the balecu:toraof taking fees, 
t is furprizing that Governors are not 
more earneft and active in liippreliing a 
pradice that a^ually expoles tlieir cna- 
rity to fale. It gives undue infltience to 
nurles, and excites envy and jealouly 
among the patients. To relilt what is 
deemed due, notwithftanding the molt 
public and explicit inhibitions, only oc- 
cafions one to he pointed at, othenmfe 
ill treated, and perhaps expelled, or^ 
at leaft, And fuch a fituation very irk. 
fome. In (bme public foundations for 
the education of youth, this fincHer habit 
in nuri'es is become fo exorbitant and ra- 
pacious, that boys may be put out, at a 
tittle more expence, to a common board- 
ing- fchool. Teoderneis for their chii- 
dx^ lecures the connivance of parents 
with this infamcus traffic, who never 
look into the Hofpital, or take the leaft 
concern about their own whik under the 
cogn'uan«c.of its ofliceim without being

** The receipt of fees and pecuniary 
Conliderations, wi any aceooi^t, from 
patients of Hofpitals, ought to be abo- 
lilhed. It is like the cruel pra£Hcc of 
demanding money of poor debtors. oA 
their entrance into pnfon, after bein^ 
torn from their homes, and their families 
wanting bread. Will not nurles, 
watchers, &c. exa£t all they can if al- 
lowed to receive any ? Will they not be 
dif|>oled to treat with indifference thole 
patients that are not able to purchafe 
their favour*? Will they not probably 
endeavour to get luch unfortunate per- 
ibns dilmifled trom their wards, in the 
hope of advantage from their fnccef- 
for ? Think on thefe things, friends of 
the diltrefted ! and fulFer not thole wh^ 
are appointed to difpenfe your mercies, 
to blalt them in their hands, and fni Urate 
your pure intentions !*'

Bell, of Auchrermony : " His 
Majcl^y's perfon was graceful, tall, 
and wtll made ; he was very plain in 
hn apparel ; he grneraUy wore an 
Kofitlilh drab-coloured frock, nerer tp- 
peariog in a drefs-fuit of cloaths, un» 
icfs on great feftivals and holid^iys, on 
which occafions he wasfomctimcs drcfled 
ia laced cloaths, of which fort he was 
Dot owner of above three or four fuits. 
When he was dreffed he wore the 
Order of St. Andrew; at other times 
he had no badge or mark of any Order 
on his perfon* When he went about 
the town by land, he always made ufe 
ot an open two'whecled chaife, attend- 
ed by two Toldiers or grooms, who rode 
before, and a pa^c, who fometimet 
Kood behind the ctiaite, and often ht 
tn it with his Majefty, and drove 
hifn. He rofe even in the winter time 
before four o'clock, and was often rn 
its cabinet by three, when two private 
t'ccrctarica and certain clerks were in 
ronlUnt attendance.— Peter feems to

for my pat^t, I cannot amufe myfelf 
in that manner whilll I have enemicsto 
encounterabroad,and refra6tory fubj<£h 
to bring into order at home." — Peter 
the Great knew no game of cards ex- 
cept a common Dutch game> at which 
he played occalionally among i\ his Offi- 
cers military and naval j and he re- 
ftri£ted the (lake to a fmall fum, and 
made an edi£^, which declared that be 
who Joft more than thatfum was under 
no obligation to pa^. Of perfons who 
vere fond of gaming this g^eat man 
ufed to fay, that they had no tafte for 
any thing ufeful, and that they de- 
voted their time and talents to the pur- 
pofes of groft avarice. The Czar, when 
nc retired to red, was in general com- 
pletely fatigued with the toils of the day, 
and gave Utr'iGt orders that he fliould 
never be awaked untefs in cafe of fire. 
When any accident of that kind hap- 
pened, there was a ftanding order given 
to rouze him at the firft appearance of 
it, and his Majefty was frequently the 
firft perfbii that aflifted at the 6rc» 
remaining there and givingthe neceifary 
orders until the danger was over. Nearly 
the laft aft of this great Monarch's 
life was an effort to fave the lives of 
fome of hit fubjefts. In a very infirm 
ftate of his health the Czar was in a 
boat vifiting fome works that were car* 
ryine on near Peterlburgh ) he faw at 
fome diftance a vefifel, full of foldiers and 
failors, rn danger of perifbing j the 
weather was cloudy, and the fea roughs 
and the violence of the waves bad al- 
ready driven the veffel on a fand. The 
Czar immediately fent a boat to their 
'affiftance; but, ootwithdanding the 
efforts of the crew, they could not gee 
the veffel aBoar. The Emperor, a wit- 
nefs cf this diftrefling fpe^acle, and 
thinking th.tt they did not exert then»« 
felve« fufficicntly to fave their brethren 
from the furj of the waves, took the 
refolution or going himfelf to thrir 
af!i(Vance, and finding that his boat could 
not advance to the more ort account tf 
the fand banks, hq waded into the 
water up to his knees, aod rcachad the 
bolt that was aground. The prefence 
and the example of the beneficent So- 
vereign made every oa^. redouble hit 
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ctTortB ; the beat was foon got off, and 
the perfons it contained were i'avrd. 
The next day the CzarVas taken wiilj 
a fliivering fit, which was followed 
with a return of his old difordcr, a very 
horrid rotej-nal difeaCe, of which he 
never recovered : acute and unremitting 
paio indicated the approaching death 
of this friend of his country, to which 
he refigncd himfclf with the mod heroic 
firmncl^, tvvo months after the exertion 
of 6nc of the moft heroic a£ls of bene.

It is fuppofcd that the immediate 
caufe of the profecution of this excellent 
and intrepid man was, that his grand- 
father had mentioned Cardinstl Rich- 
ileu's father in his celebrated Hiftory of 
His Own Times, in a manner not much 
to his credit. His Judges were anxious 
to fdve him. ** M. le Cbancclicr a beau 
dire," faid Richlicu, *' il faut que M. 
de Thou mcure; The Chancellor may 
fay what be pleafes, but M. de Thou 
mud die •.'* 

De Thou, whilft he was in prifon, 
had ,made a vow to endow a chapel 
whenever he gained his liberty. On 
the morning of his condemnation to 
death, he ^ompofcd the following in- 
fcription for himfelf :

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J^CCOWNT OF THE LATE MUTINY IN THE CHANNEL FLEET,

"iN the month of Februiry laft, pcti- 
* tioni wert fcnt from all the line-of- 
battle ihipsat Portfmouth to LordHowe; 
but being all written by one perfon, and 
couched inthe fame language, it was pre- 
fumed they were only the productions of 
forae fa^ious or mad- brained individuals, 
who were too contemptible for notice ; 
the petitione were therefore thrown 
afide, and obuined no anfwers. This, 
on the return of the $leet to port from 
the lad cruize, occafioned a corrcfpon- 
dence by letter to be kept up and pafled 
from (hip to fliip, through the whole 
fleet ; till at length it wa> unanimoufly 
agreed upon, that no ibip (houlJ lift fni 
anchor till a redrefs of grievances was 
obtained. In tbis ftate matters remain- 
ed till the 15th of April, when Admi- 
ral Bridport ordered the (ignal for the 
fleet to prepare for fea ; but, indead of 
weighing anchor, three cheers were 
given from t\]c Queen Charlotte, as the 
(ignal fcrdifaffe&iun, which w»s in like 
manner followed by every ihip in the 
fleet. The Officers were thunder- 
^ flruck, and tried various means to bring 
the men to a fenfe of their duty ; but 
~ without eflfed. The next day a boat from 
each iliTp was demanded, and two men 
from the crew of each were appointed 
Delegates to reprcfent the whole, and 
Lord Howe's cabin was deemed the 
moft proper place for their delibtra- 
tioas. On the X7th, every man in the 
lieet was fworn to iupport the caufc in 
which ho had embarked 5 even the Ad- 
miral** body fervantk were not exempted 
f.'om the oath. Their next procedure 
was the reeving ropes, in Urroiem^ at 
t'ie fure-yard-arm, and turning all the 
Officers out of the fleet who had behav- 
ed in any manner to offend them. On 
the iSth the Lords of the Admiralty 
arrived there, in the courfe of which, 
and two following days, feveral propo- 
rtions were made by them to reduce 
^hc fleet to obedience', bur ineflfef^ually. 
On the lift Admirals Gardner, Col- 
pcys, and Pole went on board the Queen 
Charlotte, in order to confer with the 
'Delegates, who informed the Admi- 
rals, that it was the determination ••( the 
Lrews tQ agree to nothing that fliOulU 
not be fanftioned by Parliament, and 
i;aur3nTeed by the King's Proclamation ; 
'^yhichfo difappeinted and irritated Ad* 
niiral Gardner, that he fciztd one of 
xkt Delegates by the collftri and IwoVc 



he would have them all hanged, with 
every fifth man throughout the fleet. 
This circumftance fo exafperated the 
crew againfl the^gallaat Admiral* that 
it was with much difficulty he efcaped 
from the fliip with his life. The Dele* 
gates from the Royal George no» re- 
turned to their (hip, and informed- the 
crew of what had happened, who, after 
r(»me confultation, reiolred on fummmi- 
ing aK the Delegates on board their 
ibip, which was done bv hoifling the 
i%d or bloody flag, which ftruck terror 
through the fleet (as the fignal was not 
generally underftood), and particlarly to 
the Officers, who trembled for the coo« 
fequences, fearing that fomething' 
dreadfully hoftile was intended. It 
was atthi$ moment that the much valu- 
ed and refpe^ed Lord Bridport*s flag 
was flruck, with a refolution never to 
difplay it again, which drew tears from 
almoft all the Officers. The fleet next 
proceeded to load all their gnns, or<lered 
a watch to be kept the fame as at fea^ 
and put every thing inaflate of defence, 
keeping every Officer to his refpe^ve 
ihip. On the iid the men were fonie'' 
what pacified, and caufed two letters 
to be written, one to the Lords of tbt 
Admiralty, flating the caufe of their 
condu^ on the preceding day | the 
other to Lord Bridport, in which they 
fliled him their Father and Friend^ and 
avowed no intentronal offence to him* 
This had a good etfe^; for on the ajd 
the Admiral returned tu his iliip, and 
rehoifled his flag, and, after a fliort ad- 
drefsto the creu^in which- he toW^hem 
the painful bu fi net's of < the lal^ week 
would be the means of hurryiog him 
ihortly to his grave, be informed them 
that he had brought with him a redrets 
of all their grievances, and his Majef- 
ty's pardon for the offenders, whl^ 
^fter foir.e deliberation, were accepted, 
when ever man returiied to his duty. 

The following are authentic Copies 
of. the feveral Papers which have paffed 
on this very extraordinary occafion : 
To the Right Honourable and the Ho- 
nourable Knights, Cirizens, and Bur- 
geifes, in Parliament affembled. 
The humble Petition of the ^e^mcn and

Humbly Sheweth, 
That your Petitioners, reiving on the 
candour anUjuiiice of your Honourable 
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Hotife, make bold to lay their grievances 
before you> hoping that when you reflect 
on them, you will pitafe to giveredrefsy 
as far as your wildom fhail deem iie« 
celTary. 

We beg IcaTe to remind your auguft 
Aflembly, that the A6t of Parliament 
pafled in the reign of King Charjes II. 
wherein the wages of all fcaoien ferving 
OB board his Majefty*s fleet was fettled, 
pfled at a time when the neceflfaries of 
life, and flops of every denomination, 
yrere at lead 30 per cent, cheaper than 
at the preCent time ; which enabled 
Seamen and Marines to provide better' 
for their families than we can now do 
-with one half advance. 

yfc therefore requeft your Honour* 
able Houfe will be fo kind as to revive 
thfi A£t bcfore*ment toned, and make 
itich amendments therein as will enable 
your petitioners and their families to 
live in the fame comfortable manner as 
Seamen and Marines did at that time. 

Your petitioners, with all humility, 
laid their grievances before the Hon. 
Earl Howe, and flattered ourfelves with 
the hopes that his Lord (hip would have 
been an advocate for us, as we have been 
repeatedly under his command, and 
madf the'Briiifli flag ride triumphantly 
over that of our enemies. But, to our 
great furprize, we And ourfclf unpro* 
te^ed by him, who has fcen fo many in* 
fiances of our intrepidity in carrying the 
Britiih flag into every part of f he Tca» 
with, vtGtovy and fuccefs. 

We profeft ourfelves as loyal to our 
Sovereign, and zealous in the defence 
of our Country, as the Army or Mi- 
litia can be; and eftecm ourfelves equal- 
ly entitled to his Majcfiy^s muniflcence $ 
f harefore with jealoufy we behold their 
pay augmented, and the out-penflons 
of Chielfca College increafed to thir- 
teen^ pounds per annum,while we remain 
negl^^ted, and the out-penfioners of 
Greenwich have only feven pounds per 
annum*

To the Right Honourable the Lordi 
Commimonersof the Admiralty : 
My Lords, 
We, the Seamen of his Maje(ly*s Na« 
▼y, take the liberty of addreffing your 
Lord0iipt in an humble Petition, ihtw« 
ing the many hardfliips and oppreifioM 
we have labonred under for many yeara, 
and which we \kope your Lordfliips Will 
redrefs as foon as pofGble. We flatter 
ourfelves that your Lordfliips, together 
with the nation in general, will ac- 
knowledge our worth and good ferri- 
ces, both in the American war and thi 

Srefcnt ; for which fervicc your Lor«l« 
kips' Petitioners do unanimo<ifly agree 
in opinion, that their worth to the ni^ 
tion, and laborious induflry'm defence 
of their country, defcrve Tome better 
encouragement than that we meet with 
at prefent, or from any we have ex- 
perienced. We, your Petitioners, do 
not boafi of our good fervites for any- 
other purpofe than that of putting you 
and the nation in mind of the refpeft 
due to us, nor do we ever intend to de* 
viate from our former chara^er, fo far

yrill allow, which, we truft, will be 
looked into by your Lordflitps and the 
Uooourable Uoufe of Cummoos in par- 
liament afTemblcd. 

We, your Petitioner*, beg that your 
Lordlhipswill take into con fideration the 
grievances of\ which we compUio, and 
no.»* lay before you. 

Firit, that our provifipni be raifed 
to the weight of fixtcen ounces to the 
Bound, and of a better auality ; and that 
our meafures may be the fame as thofc 
ufed in the commercial trade of thi^ 
country. 

Sccondly,th8t your Petitioners rcqueft 
your Honours will be pleafed to obfervc, 
there (liould be nn flour fcrved while we 
^re in harbour, ii) any port whatever, 
und^r the command ox ihe Britilh flag ;

THE SEAMEN'S RFPLY. 

We received your Lordlhips'Anfwer 
to our Pctifion ; and, in order ro con- 
vince your Lordlhips and the nation in 
general rvf our moderation, beg leave 
to offer the following remark* to youT 
conHderat^on, viz. — That there never 
has exifted but two ordc-s of men in the 
Navy. Able and Ordinary, thereff-rc'the 
diftinflion between Ordinary and Land- 
men is totally new 5 we therefore 
humbly propofe to your Lordftiips, that 
the old regulations be adhered to, that 
of the wages of iht Able Seamen be 
raifed to one /hilling per d?y, and thrtt 
. of petty Officer*, and the Ordinary, in 
the ufu^l proportion ; and, es a further 
proof of our moderation, and that we 
•re actuated by a<r«e fpirit of bcnevo- 
icnce towards our brethren the Ma- 
rine"!, who are no: nciiced in your 
(«ordihip8 Anfwer, we hunnUy propofe 
thai theitpay he augmented wiiiie fcrv- 
ni^ on board, in ih: lame proportion as 



Ordinary Seamen. This we hope and 
truft will be a convincing proof to your 
Lordihips that we are not a£ku4tea by 
a fpirit of contradiction, but that we 
earneftly wi(h to put a fpeedy end ro the 
prefent affair. We beg leave to ftue to 
yonr Lordihips, that the penfions from 
Greenwich College we earneflly wifli 
to be raifed to ten pounds per annum ; 
and, in order to maintain which, we 
humbly propofe to your Lordihips, that 
every feamao employed in the merchant 
fervice, inflead of fix pence per month* 
which he now pays, ftall hereafter paf 
one (hilling per month ; which,' we 
trult, will raife a fund fully adequate to 
the purpofc ; and as this, in time of 
peace, mud be paid by your Petitioners, 
we iruft it will gWe a convincing proof 
of our difintcreiUdncfs and moderation. 
We would aifo recommend, that this re* 
gulution be exrendeil to the Seamen in 
the fcrvicc of the Bail India Company, 
as we know by experience that there 
arc few failors cmpioyed by them but 
what have been in the Royal Navy, and 
we have feen them with oQr own eves* 
after iicknifs or other accident has dif- 
abied thtm, without any hope of relief 
or lupport but from their former fer- 
vices m the Navy. — As to provifiont, 
that they be augmented to. fixteen 
ounces JO the pound of bread and meat; 
cheefe, butter, and liquor in propor- 
tiouy ftnd of a better quality, and a fuf- 
ficieni quantity of vegetables, and that 
nri flour be ferved with fre ih beef, ' 
And -</t' further beg leave to, inform 
your Lordihips, that it is unanimouiiy 
agreed, that, until the grievances be- 
frue dated are redreifed, and an a^ of 
indemnity pafTed, we are dererminedf 
not to lift ^n anchor ; and the griev- 
ances of particular ih«ps muft be re* 
dreiTed.

to the wages of Landmen : and that 
none of the allowance made to the Ma- 
rines when on (here fliall be ftopped on 
their being embarked on board any of 
his Majefty's fliips. We have alfo re- 
folved, that all Seamen, Marines, and 
others fcrving in bis Majefty^s fliips, 
fiiall lu^e the full allowance of provi* 
fions, without any dcd unions for leak- 
age or wade ; and that, until proper 
Aeps can be taken for carrying this in- 
to efie£t, (hnrt-ailowance money ihall 
be ^aid to the men in liey of the deduc- 
tion heretofore made } and that all men 
wounded in a£tipn ihall receive their full 
pay until th^r wounds (hall be healed, or 
until,bcingdectared incurable, they fhali 
receive apenfion from thecheft at Chat, 
ham, or mall be admitted ioiothe Royal 
Hofpital at Greenwich. And/our Lord • 
ihip b hereby required and direded to 
communicate this our determination to 
the Captain of each of his Maje fly's fhips 
under your orders, directing him to 
make in known to the ihip*s company 
under hb command; and tr« inform them, 
that (hould they be infenfiblc to the ve- 
ry liberal offers now made to them, and 
perfift in their prefent difobedience, 
they muft no longer txpc6t to enjoy 
thole benefits to which, by their former 
eood cooduA, they were entitled ; and 
that in fuch cafe, all the men now on 
board the fleet at Spithead (hall be in- 
opable of receiving any finart money 
Of penfioDS from the cheft of Chatham, 
orof being admitted at any time into the 
Royal Hofpiul at Greenwich ; and that 
they muft be anfwcrable for the dread- 
ful confcquences which will nectflarily 
Uttend their continuing to tranfj^refs the 
rules of the fervice, in open violaiion of 
the laws of their countrv.

•* As you like it ;" the general ftyle ^ 
that Author being to be tiaced, ^and that 
not unfuccefsfully, in various parts of it. 
Little novelty of chara£ler is to be found j 
but the whole is a pleafin^ attempt to 
unite the ferious and comic into one -per- 
formance, and the execution has not been 
onfuccelsful. 

28. Tut Queen* of Carthage, 
a Tragedy, was afted at Drury Lane, for 
the bcncht of Mr, PaUacr. This Piece 



was written by Mr. Jofeph Reed, de« 
ceafed, and was firft aftcd for th« benefit 
of Mr. Holland, in 1767, and two nights 
afterwards; when, a difference taking 
place between tl»e Author and Manager, 
the Tragedy (though approved of) was 
laid afide. On the prefcnt occafion, th^ 

Sirtt of ^neas, Nirbal, Jarbas, and 
ido, ori|imlly performed by Meflrs« 
"Powell, Holland, Bcn(le>', and Mrs. 
Yates, were reprefcnted by MeflVs. Bari-y- 
more. Palmer, Ciulfiild, and Mrs. Sid. 
dons. Candour requires us to Ay, that 
this Piece is not unworthv of repre- 
fentation; the ftoiy, though hackneyed 
and familiar, is not improper for the 
flrage, and the chara^ers are ably difcri* 
minated, the I mguage fufficiently diftanc 
from familiarity or bombaft, and the fitu- 
aiions interefting. It was, as on its ori* 
ginal pcrforiuaucc, leceived with ap- 
plauie. 

After the Play, Mr, Colman's Tales, 
with the title cf <* My Night-cap and 
Slippers,** were recited and Tung ; but the 
receptioai of tiie fccond Tale was by no 
means gratifying to tlie ipeaker Mr« 
Palmer.

Mr. Allworthy, forced by pecuniary 
embarralTinents abroad, returns to England 
after having amafllHl a confiderahle for- 
tune. At h'S departure he kic his wife 
and daui;hter at a cottage in the' countiy. 
Froward, an old haichelor, who aifumes 
the name of Wbimfey, becomes ac- 
quainted with their hiltory. Aher the 
death of her mother lie tnkes tlie daughter 
under his prote^ion, brings her up in a 
ftate of hiTjplicity, and intends making 
her his wi:e. For this purpolc he ini. 
mores her wi.h an old attendant, in a 
houfe, apparently empty j and appoints a 
cobler, who fodows his vocation in an 
adjoining iUll, to keep a iharp look out. 
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Notwithftttndlnsj all this care, Fnnny's 
fimpiicity, like Wychcrly's Country, Wife, 
is- an overmatch for the fagadty of her 
Moody. Shaitcr, a vobtilc young feliowr, 
Ikes her, and makes a favounhle im- 
preilion on her heart ; this lie imparts to 
Froward, ignorant that he afTuines the 
uaroc of Whimfcy, and, even after her 
elopement with him, places her under hia 
care. In the mean time Mr. Allworriiy 
is dtilrnf^ed at the fuppofed lofs of his 
daughter j but on his fervant's recounting 
to Sir Thomas Severn all that he could 
karn from the cottage, he immediately 
concludes it muft be Froward's e/tvf, and 
accordingly <he is reftorcd to her iathrr, 
%«ho beitovirs her on young Shatter^ the 
Ion of his intimate friend . ' 

This long dormant Comedy appeared 
with lefs credit to the Author from the 
circumltance of frvcral pieces on the fame 
fuhjc^ having made their appearance fioce 
his death. It is borrowed from MoHere's 
•* LEcolr des Frmmes j" from which, in 
T765, Mr. Lee extra6icd a Farce called 
*« Ihe Country Wife j** and Mr, Garrick, 
in 1766, the popular performance of 
** The Country Girl.'' Mr. Murphy 
aifo again made ufe uf the plot in a Co- 
medy, in 1767, called, ** The School for 
Guardians." In the prefent Piece, the 
main plot is relieved and •enlivened by z 
well-d:re£^ed f^tirc at the fully of fcandal ; 
^Lady Nctiletun, an adept in that favourite 
txercile oF wit and talents, being firit 
nioriiBed, and atterwards foiled by her 
«>wn. weapons. Tiiis charadlcr wai well 
drawn and coloureil. 

The fc'llovviog Prologue and ^pilogue» 
the firft written hy Mr. Taylor, was 
Jnoken by Mr. Holnvin, and the l.ifl-, 
wr!Tie«i by Mr. jVrningham, was ipukeii 
by Mis.

DEBTORS AND CREDITOas. 

Earl Moira, in an excellent fpeech, 
Aated the hardfiiips which Debtors la* 
boured under by being fubjeft to im- 
prifonmeDt on mefne proceft, and frc* 
qiiently being obliged* for want of bail, 
to lie twelve months in prifon before 
the plaintiif would bring the matter to 
a trial. He alfo Ihewed the hardOiipt 
which oiany hundreds of others fuffered 
by bein£ imprifoned in execution* and, 
where the plaintiff* did not proceed, be- 
ing kept m gaol fometiroc'S for many 
years frooi want of money to liberate 
t^ einfelves by fuperfedeas. The Society 
for the Relief of Perfons confined for 
Small Debts liberated by their benevo. 
lencc in the laft year one hundred and 
thirty unfortunate perfons under this 
wretched predicament His Lordlhip 
moved, «* That a Committee be ap- 
pointed to confider the fiate of the laws 
between debtor and creditor, and to 
maKe their report on the fatne.** Be- 
fore hit LordlLip fat down, he men- 
tioned that the Learned Lord then on 
the woolfack had put into his hands a 
fcandaleus letter, which the Learned 
Lord had received from fome pcrfon* 
who therein accufes the Lenrned Lord 
of authorizing m long lift of rnormittcs 
which prifoners for debt were fubje^ed 
to, and wUicht he faid, he was fure 
there was not one l.ord in that Houfe 
who wouJd notaU together ililbclieve. 

Lord KenyoB began by alluding fo 
the letter mentioned by the Noble Lord, 
and declared, by all that was (acred, 
and as he hoped for mercy at fhe Day 
of Judgment, that every word in it, fo 
far as related to himfelf encouraging 
enormities in the prifon, or in any re- 
fpeft whatever promoting corruption, 
was abfolutely and pofitively falfe. He 
hoped, nay he entreated and conjured 
their LordOiips wouW appoint a Cotn- 
mittee to enquire into his conduct in 
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this refpc£l. On the fubjeA of the Com- 
mittee moved for by the Noble Lor'd, 
he oppofed it, on the ground of the in- 
jury thai any alteration in the Law ctf 
Arrefts would do to the credit of this 
country as a commercial one. 

Earl Moira deprecate^ the idea of t 
Committee to enquire into the Learned 
Lord's conduct, and pafled fome very 
high encomiums on hia Lord(hip\ cha- 
ra&er, of the truth of which he was 
fure every Noble Lord was convinced* 
It was only an anonymous letter, and 
not worthy of notice. He had a fimilar 
one in his pocket, from a man who 
called himfelf a DeJ^erate Creditor^ and 
who threatened to kill his LordAip 
himfelf for the exertions he was uiing 
in favour of unfortunate Debtors. He 
hoped, therefore, the two anonymous 
letters mi^bt be allowed to/o/r pf to- 
gether, without any further notice be* 
ingtaken of them. 

The aueflion being called for, a d:vi« 
fijhn took place : Contents ai, Not* 
Contents 37— Majority t6. 

.MOTION FOR THE REMOVAL O/ 
MR. PJTT. 

The Earl of Suffolk o.ffered himfelf 
to tbeirLordfliips' attention, as poflelflng 
the warmeft love for his couotrv, whicii 
by the mifconduA of hisMajcfty'sMi- 
nifters had been reduced from a flate uf 
tha higheft profperity to the verge 
of ruin. He adveacd to the conduct 
of Minifters, in facrificing tMe feelings 
of men who had performed the mod 
eminent fervices to their country, to pro- 
mote their own perfonal influence, and 
political jobs with individuals. They had ■ 
given toaNobleDuke(Porthnd)amark 
of honour intended by his Majefty as a re- 
ward for a Noble Earl (Howe), whith 
he had been well alTurtd was, as it ought 
to have been, coniidcred by the Noble 
Karl as an indignity t'» him; How had 
they treated another Noble Lord (Rod- 
nev) for the glorious fer vices of the 
tath of April ? It was true he had a 
miferable penfion, but he had beea fuf* 
fered to t^oEui^ in poverty in his eld 
age ; and, but for the perlopal pFocec- 
tion \\< eojoved as a Peer in Par^a- 
rocntt he would have ended his days in 

Y y a jail. 
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ajtit* When decetfed, hit body wat 
fcifed oftt and for a confidcrable tithe 
denied the rights of burial. Their whole 
fyftem wat to govern by influence ; they 
had libelled the loyalty of the people, 
tnd branded every man with the epi- 
thett of Jacobin and Democrat who op* 
pofcd their fneafures. In tracing them 
through every Court on t)ie Continent, 
from the Treaty of Pilnin to the pre- 
fent moment, duplicity, incapacity, and 
corruption were difcernible in all their 
meafuret. The Koble Earl faid, in re- 
viewing the circumfiancet of the War, 
he found Minii^ert as incapable in their 
plans of hoftility, at they were in their 
negociations for Peace \ and after com- 
menting at fome length on the fituatien 
to which they had reduced the finances 
of the country, he concluded by a mo- 
tion to the following eflfc^ : 

•« That an humble Addrefs be pre- 
fentcd to his NIajefty, praying that be 
would be graciouily pUafed to remove 
from his Councils his Minifter, namely, 
the Firft.Lord of the 7>cafury, who 
by his mifconduft nad forfeited the 
confidence of the People/* 

Lord Grenville very ablv replied to 
the variety of topics in the Nubk Earl's 
Addrefs. He vindicated the condu£t 
of Miniftcrs with refpeft to the War; 
he (aid, every nefve had been ftrained 
to profecnte it ^ith vigour and effed *, 
ittd contended, that as far as the arms 
of Great Britain were coi cerncd, the 
defired fMcCefles generally enfued. The 
mifcarrifgcrs of the Allies on the Conti- 
nent could not fairly be imputed to Mi* 
nifters ; and they feited the firft oppor- 
tonity, where it coiild be done with 
honour and advantage, of bringing 
about a Peace, which overtures were 
jiQtortouily counteracted by the enemy. 
iVith regard to the tenor of the motion, 
he muft rmy,he never knew any inftnnce 
* of the kindi where fuch a motion was 
brought forward without any one fpe- 
cific charge alledgcd of mifconduA or 
Bialverfation againft the perfonin quef- 
tion ; it was therefore unneceifary to 
dwell on that head. Ht thought it ne- 
Ceflary, however, to (iiy, that-one part 
of the Noble Lord's acciifatioo had no 
fdtiQdatlot) in truth. The Treaty of 
Filnitz, he aiTerted, was not only emertd 
into without the participation, but even 
without the knowledge of the Bnciih 
Govemoietit.

The Earl of Oxford begged leave to 
bring a very important burners before 
the Houfe. In coofequence of his 
motion fdr Peace being negatived (See 
Page 271, 272.) ht had cone down-to 
the Clerk*s room next day to enter a 
Protet upon the books ; but to hit fur* 
prife he found that Lord Kenyon bad 
carried off the motion in hitpodLet. He 
therefore moved, '*Thata Lord Chan- 
cellor carrying away a motion frcmi the 
Table of their Lurdfliips, was gntity 
of a high breach of the Privileget of 
their Houfe ; and that Lord Henyon, 
a^ing as Pro-Chancellor, having car- 
ricd away his motion , had been guilty ol a 
high breach of Privittge, a»d oug«t to 
be ccnfured.** 

The Biihop of Rochefter moved, 
«• That the 77th ftanding Ordw of tlSit 
Houfe ihould be read, which dcehuret 
it to be a high breach of Privilege to 
print any part of the proceedingi t>f 
that Houfe without the aothorhy t>f 
their Lordihips.'* When he came down 
to the Houfe on this day, he conceived 
that the Noble Earl hail it in coBtein- 
plat ion to move t^at the Printer and 
Publifher of a Newfpaper called The 
Oracle, had been guihy of a breath 
of Privilege in pnbiithing, under the 
titfe •f an Adttrm to tbe Vrnti^tts an ac- 
count of a depati/ which had taken 
place in that Honfe, accompanied with 
remarks ftgned by the Noble Rarl't title 
of honour. This infan>o«s thing,, wbith 
the Printer of thJt Paper had had the 
audacity topubiiib, was certainly a high 
breach of the Priviltmof their Lord- 
fiiips ; and as the Nuble fiarl (eemed to 
be implicated in the ^blication, it 
would have been very becoAnimg in him 
to have come forward and vindicaoed bis 
own dignity along with tbatof the M<mie« 
The Rr, Rev. Prelate prooeeded toadvtrt 
to one or two of the pari^rapbs in this Ad* 
dreft, and reprehended, with mucbitve- 
rity, one in which Lord Grenvilln'a 
reply aa the Noble fiari'i motion it 

ttroKd 
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ttrmtd foortWeahMtdnuie'f and likewifjp 
the concluding festeii«|u in which thf 
Parliimenc is cilled their, 4^t it» the 
People's ParliameMt. He faifi, xhnx the 
Houfe of Comtnonsy as choCen bfi the 
People, fni^ht properljr be oailed thi^ 
Keprefentauves i but that Parliament, 
as compofed of Lords kod Commons, 
was, in con Aitutional language, and by 
the law of the land, the X/»f*j Far ha* 
tmnf,-^Ht mentioned this phrafe in 
particular, becaufe when ratti ^and in- 
experienced young men made uft of 
fuch e;tprc0ions, there was ((poietimei 
piore meant by them than met the ear. 
He concluded with faying, Uiat were k 
^nfillent with perfonal rcfpe^t for his 
Lord (hip, he w^uld term the prefen^ 
amoft petulant motion. 

Marquis Townihend c^uld auc agree 
with the Noble Prelate, that the Parlia- 
ynent was the King's Parliament ^ it was 
reprefentative of, and confequently the 
Parliament of the Nation. 

The ^iihop of Rocheaer explained, 
that what he meant was, that Parlia- 
ment as an aggregate body, and com- 
pofed as it was of jLords and Commons, 
was the Ring's Parliament ; he was 
fubjeft to correction if he was wrong. 
The Noble Prelate added,that he would 
tiave moved, that the Printer and Pub- 
lifher of the Oracle had been guilty 
of a high breach of privilege, had he 
not conceived that fuch a motion would 
have come witli more propriety from 
the Noble Earl (of Oxford). 

Marquis Town(hend (aid, that he 
ivould nave no objection to a motion 
%eine made by the Noble Prelate, that 
the Printer and PubliOier of that Paper 
^d been guilty of a high breach of 
privilege ^ the more fo, as be had ob- 
ferved an infamous falfehood in ano- 
ther Morning Paper of this day, dating 
the Ajbftance of an anfwer laid to have 
been made by hu Majefty to a Noble 
Earl, when no anfwer had been made 
at all. 

The £arl of Suffolk ftated, that cer- 
tainly no anfcrer had been made by Kis 
M^efty on the occaAoif alluded te, and 
that what he had faid had been grofsiy 
mifreprcfented in the fame paper.

The Duke of Oraftos exprefled hU 
forprize at the abfence of Miniften, 
when their Lordfliips and the Public 
might naturally be fuppofed to be anxi- 
ous for fome informa*^ion refpe£ting the 
ffvmours which had lately been in eir- 
enicon. Whether thofc nimourt 
were falfe, or whether they were 
founde<^in fa^, he was uifable to deter- 
mine ; but of courfe he concluded they 
were falfe, i^caufe he had no authority 
to ftate them v ^c tnie. Their Lord* 
ihips muft have known, through the 
medium of the pniiiie prints, and po- 
pular report, thst^ree very great aa4 
alarming events wefe fald^to have taken 
place during the recefc. The firft was » 
a feparate Nensctacion for Peace between 
his ImperialT^ajefty alid ihe French 
Republtc, which ntuft be impo4libIe, 
fince no peribn in Admin iil ration ha4 
cheCvn to apprtfe their Lordfliips. The 
fecond was, the report of increafed dif* 
turbaneet in IrelaiK], which muft he 
equally errooeons { and the other wgs, 
a fort of 4*tailcd and circumftaotial ac» 
count of the infurre£tion of the Seamen 
on board of his Maje(lv*s Fleet at 
Portfmouth, which muft be equailf 
untrue, or their Lordfliipe would have 
been oflficially acquainted with it, and 
informed of the meafureS/ adopted to 
reftore peace and fubordination. 1/ 
they had been true, their Lordfliipa 
ought to have been informed of every 
circumftance by a Meflage from the 
Crown, pnlefii it was the intention of ' 
Minifters to realize an opinion which 
he had heard fome time ago, that their 
LerdOiips merely fat in that Houfe to 
rcgiiler the a^ (k Adminiftration. Qe

that day i and he had no doubt but that 
to« morrow they would be ready and 
willing to give the Noble Dulic every 
information he might require on chcic 
fu jeds.

R. Alderman Anderfon prefaced 
a motion for leave to bring in a 
BiH for the betur regulation of the 
affile of bread, by enumerating the va* 
rious abufes pra£med under the prefent 
A^.— >Leave was accordingly given. 

The Bill for repealing the Aa of the 
laft feffion, which permits theimporta- 
cioB, and prohibits the exportation of 
Corn, was brought in by Mr. Ryder, 
read .a firft time, and ordered to be read 
a fecoud time to-morrow. 

BANK INDEMNITY BILL. 

- This Bill being recommitted to a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer moved for 
the introdudion of a claufe, to make 
Bank notes a legal payment to the Col- 
le^ors in every department of the pilb- 
lic revenue. The claufe was receivedv 
and read a firft and fecond time. 
, The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
then ftated, that he had to propofe ano- 
ther claufe of much more importance* 
and which related to tht commercial 
intercourfe of individuals. At prefcnr, 
however competent perfons might be to 
the payment of their debts, they were 
liable to be arretted if they were not 
able to make their payments in fpecie. 
His object was» not to make Bank notes 
a le^al tender, but to provide that no 
pcrion fliail be arretted, on firft procefs, 
who (hall tender Bank notes to the 
amount of his debt. Such aclaufi would 
do no more than give to Bank notes the 
effect of fpecial. bail i but it would ftrll 
he in the power of the creditor to make 
his debtor depofit the Bank actes in 
Courts and there would be no r<»rt of 
interruption to further procefs, or any 
alteration in the ultimate rcfult of fhe 
fuit. It would give itlief to perfons 
a^amft the fevcrity of immediate; procefs, 
bur without going to the ex'ent of ren- 
dering Bank notes a legal tender.' 

The, claufe was paUcd, and ordered 
to be added to the Biyll. 



A claufe was then brought np by 
Mr. Fox, enacting, "That no further 
advances in caih or notes fliould be 
made from the Bank to Government* 
as long as the former was reftralaed 
from paying in fpecie." 

Mr. Pitt moved att exception with 
refpe£^ to thofe Exchequer Dills to cha^ 
amount of 6oo,ooot. 

The claufe, thus amended, was 

S'ifled, and ordered to be added to the 
ill. 

TUESDAY, MARCH aS. 

Mr. Rvder mloved the order of the 
day for tne fecund reading of the Bill 
for repealing that part of an AB of the 
prefent Semon which prohibited the 
exportation of Com. 

Mr. Alderman Combe oppofed the 
motion. Brewers, he (aid, had fuf- 
tained very heavy loffes from the eikor- 
mous price of barley, and it was but rea- 
fonable that they fhould have an oppor* 
tunityof indemnifying themfeJves now 
that the price was fomewhat reduced*' 

Mr. \V hi thread fpuke to the (amt 
effc£t, and moved, as an Anrendment, 
•« That in(lead of now, the Bill be read a 
ftcond time this day month.** 

Mr. Ryder and Mr. Yo^ke oppefed 
the amendment, becaufe it had a tea* 
dency to affc^ the «igricu!tum of the 
country. 

A diviiion took plaice, when there 
appeared for the amendment^ Ayes 
24; Noes 59. 

The Bill was then read a fecond tioie. 

Col. Wood made his promtfed mo- 
tion refpe^ling the defence of the couo> 
trf , which was feconded bv Sir John 
Sinclair ; but the Colontl, finding the 
fenfe of the Uoufe much againft him^ 
did not prefs his motion to it divifion.

Mr, Rfder propofed that the com- 
mencement of the Bill ihould be on the 
joih of April.— Agreed to. 

Mr. Sheridan fald, that at he had 
put oiT the motion he bad intended to 
make this day with regard to any fur- 
ther advances to the Emperor, in order 
that the H.^ufe might be in poflelfion of 
the Report of the Secret Committee, he 
wasdetiroustoknow when tlu»t Report 
would be produced. If there was not 
m profpcft of the Report of the Secret 
Committee being before the Houfe in a 
day or two, he certainly ihould not de- 
fer hit motion upon this fubje^ ; and in 
this view he moved, " That there be 
laid before the Houfe copies of the«re- 
prefentations made by the Directors of 
the Bank, with reeard to the advaocet 
te the Emperor, hnce the firft of Ja- 
nuary 1795, ^^^ ^**e anfwer of his 
Majefty's Minifters thtreta'* 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, that it was impoflible fy him to 
anfwer the que^on» when the Report 
of the Secret Committee would be laid 
before the Houfe, He did not wi/h to 
avoid the dlfcuirion of the fubjed, nor 
was it poflible for him to avoid it ; but 
Hill he wu defirous to meet it fairly 
and fully. In all the circumdaoees of 
the cafe^ to make further advances to 
the Emperor, provided we could fo ob- 
tain his cordial ca-operation in the com- 
■kMicaofe, he conndered as a me^fure 
the moil eflcntial to the interefts of the 
country. Whether it was proper, how- 
ever, to enter upon the fubjed upon 
partial information, he would leave to 
the Houfe to determine. He did not 
oppofe the produ^ion of the papers. 

The rootioa was then carried. 

The Report of the Bill for continuing 
the Order of Council was brought up, 
read, and agreed to % and on the motion 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
the Houfe again went into the Commit- 
tee to confider certain daul'es that were 
to be offered 

Mr. Pitt faid, that after an inter* 
cenrfe which had taken place between 
bim and Gentlemen from the Bank, and 
mlfo from the great body of the Bankcr», 
he underftood that they approved of the 
' general principle rif the daufe which he 
had to offier to the Committee. The 
fubiUiice of it was, to allow the Bank tp 



repay, at different peHodt, in ca(h to 
thofe who may, at their difcretioo, 
hereafter dcpofit cafli with them, fo that 
no more than ihrte-fouribs of fuch fum 
ihould be repaid by the B^nk in calh 
during the continuance of the prcfcnt 
Bill. This ciaufe, he apprehendedt 
would be of great advantage to the Bank^ 
and to the Fublic. 

After fjme obfervations from Mr. 
Dent, Mr. Thomtoo, Mr. Sheridan, 
and Mr.Tiemcy.thc claule was agreed 
to without a dif .(ion. 

MOV DAY, A PR IT. 3. 

On the Report of the Bank Indem- 
nity Bill, M)r. Ticrney moved a cUul'e 
to this effc6t, ^*That any perfon m-^k- 
ing R tender of Bank notes in p^ymeat 
of a debt, ihould not be allowed to have 
this tender (tand in the place of holding 
fuch peribn to fpecial bail, unltfs fuch 
pel Con Ihould «Ttake oath that he or ibe 
did not pofltfs the whole or three- 
fourths ot the fum for which fuch per- 
fon had been arrefted.** 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, this ciaufe would entirely do away 
the effc^s of a former ciaufe refpe^iiig 
the tender of Bank notes. 
> The ciaufe was negatived without n 
divifion. 

Sir William Pulreney prefented t 
ciaufe by wh ch the Bill was not to 
have effect, unlcfs at the third reading 
of ir, the Pire^tors of the Bank ihould 
notify to the Speaker of the Houfe that 
the reftri£tion contained in it was at 
their denre. 

The Houfe divided on this ciaufe. — 
Ayes 45, Noes 86. 

The Bill was then ordered to be en- 
grolfed. 

The Report of the Corn Bilh wae 
brought up, and, on the reading of the 
Amendment, 1 har barley be exempted 
from exportation, 

Mr. Coke pmpofed to rcftorc the 
ciaufe ss it originally ftood ; and that 
barley ihould be included in the rcgula- 
tion. After a cunverf^tion of fome 
length, the Hnufe divided :— Ayes 51, 
noes 75. Barley, therefore, cannot be 
exported.

ADVANCKS to THt KMPhROR. 

Mr. Shtridan went over a Igrg field 
of argument to prove, that the fending 
more xnoncv to ihc Emperor would con- 
tinue to dcprtfs publx credit more than" 
it had yet felt ; and to (htw the rapid 
decline of our Hnances, the low ebb of th« 
cre'iit we yet p'^lftfs, i«n.l the want of 
confiicnce in Adaiiniltraiiun (not i«i 

uiyiii/yu uy ^^-J^^v^r-i I- l|iig 
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tkit Honfe), he compared the price of 
flocks thU day with the corrc(pondiiig 
day of iaft yrar-^hen, c per cenu were 
f oi— ) per cents, at 691 ; but to day, 5 
fer cents, are 71} and three per cents, 
•r 49|. Thefe diicouraging aud alarm- 
ipg circumftanccs pointed out the oe- 
cetfity of reftoring the public credit to 
its former elevation, it was not his 
wi(h to infufe a fpirit of. dcfpondency 
iatothe public mind ; but he wilhed to 
temore that fyfiem of delufion which 
had proved fo fatal to the Bank of £og« 
land, who were truftees for the pub* 
lie good ; it would prove alio, he laid^ 
equaHy deftru6^iTeto that Hnufe (mean- 
ing the Uoufe of Commons) it they 
^rfevcred in their implieit confidence 
in Minifters ; for if it It ill went on con- 
fidmg, it would not indeed become 
**ihe K.iDg*s ParliamsBt,** but the conHd- 
ing Parliament of tne Emperor of Gcr- 
nany. 

Mr. Sheridan concluded by moringi 
'« That the Houfe thould refolve itfelf 
isito m Committee qf the whole Houfe, 
to enquire whether the country could, 
coofiftently with its own fafety, grant 
any farther loansor advances to the £m« 
peror.'* 

Mr. Pitt entered upon a very ani- 
mated reply, deennng the m<ttion un- 
fair, contradt^ory, difingenuous, and 
premature ; and proceeded-tu take a re- 
view of the general argument. *' Thus 
much 1 lay : the traiumiliion of money 
tothe£mpcror wilt be found the moll 
cffe£tu-tl method of promoting the true, 
intere^s of the country, and of fccuring 
an honourable peace ; for if we cut oS* 
our fupplies tu the Emperor, the enemy 
will renew their attacks tn the Tyrol 
and on the Rhine with redoubled fury, 
and force him to a fepdrate peace ; 
which is what the French arc labouring 
at daily ; but fo magnanimous has the 
Uoufe of Auftria (hewn itftif to this 
country, that it has rcjc^ed hitherto the 
overtures upon thisluhjedt with difdam, 
declaring that i*: will make no peace with 
its enemy, but in concert with Great Bri- 
uia. After fo fair and open a declaration. 
It is manifeft.that if this country continues 
the contefty* a joint war would be lefs 
txpeniivr, and more likely to be at- 
tended wUh a favourable iuue, than in 
a fuuggle where we are the only par- 
ty." He pBid many high complioieott 
to the Vrilour of the Authian troops at 
the clofe of the Uft campaign, which 
had uo parallel in the hidory of any 
cuontiy. A^ 10 the concluliunS that had 
been drawn from papcis, of the difiriflTod 



fituatioB of the aoantrv, << I can affett^ 
with a confidence which my official fitn» 
ation enables me to do, that the de* 
fcription is very much exaggerated.** 

After combating the other ari^nmentt 
of Mr. Sheridan, the Right Uononra* 
ble Gentleman concluded by giving his 
moft decided negative to the nocioa. 

Mr. Fox fpokc in aafwer to the Chan* 
eellor of the Exchequer. 

Sir W. Pulteney fpoke a few words^ 
and Mr. Sheridan repliedt

Mr. Baftard, differing from all parcict

The queftion for the third reading of 
the Bill was then put aod carried. 

Mr. Wilberforce Bird prefeated m 
claufe for the purpole of preveotiog 
^iftrcfs fur rent after tender of the 
amouat in Bank Notes. 

Mr. Pitt did not objeA to the cUu£e 
being prefented i but entertained doubtf 
whetlierit was neceflary. 

Mr. Fox conceived that the cafe of 
dil^rcfs lor reiK was entitled to more 
relief than perfooal arrets. 

The Solicitor General obferved, thar 
to remedy a fmailand improbable evil to 
the tenant, the preleot daufe won.den^ 
gender a great and laitmg one to the 
landlord.

Mr. Sheridan couki not anent to the 
daufe now prM>ored, unlefs it fpecificd 
that the time allowed the B^nk for the 
aotificatioo of iu wiibes (hould be after 
the fums now due to it from Govern* 
meat were paid.

THURSDAY, AttLlL 6. 
SLAVS TRADE. 

Mr. Ellis rofe to make his proraifed 
motion refpe^ling the Slave Trade. 

It might be fuppofcd, he faid, that 
the meafure be intended to offer to the 
confvderation of Parliament, was fome 
modification of the Abolition Bill ; but 
it was of a directly oppcdite nature | for 
he coniidered an abolition #f the trade, 
ai^d the meafures adopted for that pur- 
poie, fo fraught with impolicy, and 
pregnant with injuftice to individuals— 
10 <hort. To radically faulty, that nopof. 
Able modification 0/ them could be made 
innoxious. From the civilization of the 
Negroes in Africa, very falutary effects 
might be expeded $ but the procefs 
muft neceflari'y be (low, aiwl the effects 
produced be at a very dilVant period ; 
and much applaufe was due to thofe 
who bad embarked in that laudable at- 
tempt. The civilisation and. reforma- 



tion of morals and manners in the Ne« 
groes of the Weft-Iudies was an objeft 
of ftill greater importance in the great 
fcheme of ultimate emancipation : for 
it would be found, that population waa 
always on the dccreafe among thefe 
people ; fo that the very exiftence of 
the colonies depended upon the (uppkf 
from Africa ; and that decreafe of po« 
puUtion was attributed, by fome, to a 
vicious fyftero of morals and manners 
among the Negroes ; by others, to an 
exc€(% of labour, and the want of a fuj- 
ply of proper food 5 and by others to 
both caufes taken together. After hav- 
ing enforced thefe topics by the relatioa 
of many faOs, be moved, *' That an 
humble Addrefs be presented to his 
Majefty, requefting that he would give 
dire6^ion to the Governors of his Weft 
India lilands, to recommend to their 
refpedive Councils to adopt fuch mea- 
fures ak wil! tend to the natural increafe 
of the Ncgrpes, and to employ fuch 
means as will contribute to their moral 
and religious improvement, fo as gra- 
dually to diminiOi the oeceflity of the 
Slave Trade, and lead to an ultimate 
Abolition, and feeure to them the pro- 
te6kion of the laws.** 

Mr. Bartiam feconded the motion^ 
and fupported the meafure in a fpeech 
of fome length. 

Mr.Wilberforee oppofed the iBotion« 
as falling (hort of what it was b>s wifli 
and opinion ihould be adopted. 

Mr. Pitt faid, this fubje<^ had been {o 
fre<|uent!y and §0 minutely diicuOed, 
that Very little argument was necefl*<iry« 
The only queftion that remained waa 
as to the time ; and for himfelf he be- 
lated not to declare, that no Abolition 
would fatihfy him that was not iptmediatef 
j}tcifiCy and totcU, 

Mr. Dudley Ryder moved to amend 
the motion, by leaving out the words 
«* gradually diminift, and nltimaieiy 
aboliOi." 

Mr. Fox reviewed thefeveral ar|{«« 
ments againft the immediate abolitioiip 
and inlifted they were totally uofatts* 
factory. He oppofed the motion, as 
tending to fubftitute an unreal and pre- 
tended remedy, ioftead of that which 
ought to take place, an immediate abo- 
lition. 

Lord Hawkefbury, Mr. Dundas, Mr. 
Windham, and Mr. B. Edwards, fop- ^ 
ported the motion. 

Mr. Ryder's Amendment was re* 
jeded without a divi/ton \ and the ori» 
ginal motion carried by a dhrifion of 99 
againft 63«Majority 36* 
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FKTDAY, APRIL 7* 
BANK BILL. 

Upon the queftion, Thst this B\\\*% du- 
ntiun be to the 14th of June, Sir W. 
Pultency rofciooppcfe it. He entered 
into a hillory or the Bank, from its 
commencement to the prefent hour, 
mod declared himftflf to be perfectly 
perfuaded, that all the embarrAflTments 
which Government had in money tran- 
f;i£lioiii art)fti from the monopoly of the 
Bank of England $ from which he 
formed an opinion, that annthtr B.4nk, 
ought to be eftabliCbed ( he did not me^n 
a rival Bank, but a Bank that (hould 
ifl'ue its paper, and be capable of paying 
thit paper on demand. He knew that 
there was great terror on the idc-t of 
oppofing the Bank, but he did not think 
that fuch terror would be of long du- 
raftoo. He believed that the Bank it- 
fclf would be^ benefited, and that the 
value of ftock would ri'e, ihould the 
Bank monopoly be done away. Jn or- 
6tr to (hew that two Banks would be 
ferviceable to thU country, be referred 
t« Scotland, where there were two, the 
hiftcry of which he gave at full length. 
There was no countrv in any part of the 
globe> America excepted, which had im- 
prored (o rapidly in Agriculture, Trade, 
Commerce, and Manufa^ures, as Scot- 
land had (ince the cftabli(hmentof thefe 
two Banks, and th*s improvement was 
chiefly owing to thofe eftabliihroents. 
He enlarged much on this t'*pic, aad 
concluded by moving, that the Bill be 
in force only to the 6th cf May, ioftead 
of the 24.th of June. 

Mr. Pitt declined entering into the 
topics the Honourable Baronet had 
brought forth j but oppofcd the Amci^d- 
ment, which was reje^ed, and the Hout'e 
adjourned. 

MOKDAY, APRIL lO. 

Mr. Pulirn rofc, m conformity to 
notice, to fubmit a propotuion on' the 
fubie£t of negotiation. Jn doing this, 
)ke difclaimed the idea of being aau:ited 
by party -motives. He was impelled by 
a conviction of the nectlfity of termi- 
nitingthc war, or convincing the world, 
that the profccution of it xwas o^ving to 
the unj'ili deinands of ''>fe enemy. He 
then took a review of the calamities 
produced by it, expatiated on the cri- 
-tical (icuation of this country, and con- 
cluded by moving an addrefs to his Ma- 
jeily, rcprefcnting, ** That it appeared, 
on matur confideration, from the refiilt 
of the Ute negotiation, that his Majefry's 
gracioHS an J benign inuntions had been 



mifconccived by the GorerlimeDt ti 
France, or unexplained to the French 
nation ; the Houfe therefore prayed 
that his Majefty would ba pleafed to 
adopt fuch meaifures as he may judge 
molt effc^ual to remove thofe roifcoo- 
ccptions and mifreprefentattons rcla'tre 
to the fincerity of bis Majefty 's Mi- 
niflers.'* 

Mr. Pitt faid, at the prefent coi- 
jun^urc, the motion could not be pro- 
du^ive of any pra^icti benefit to the 
country, and might prove injurious 10 
frclh negotiations. The Hon. Gentle- 
man*s lamentations on the calamiries of 
war would always prevail, unlefs war 
could be wholly excluded ; but on every 
evil the Houfe ought to decide on the 
comparative evil, without fufferiog their 
judgment to be biafled by circumftanccs 
unavoidable in a coniefl founded on 
juftice, neceflity, and felf-defence- — 
With refpe^ to the Addrefs itfetf, it 
was calculated to encourage the enemy 
and embarrafs frefli chances of general 
pacification.— If any fuccefscouM be at- 
tained, it muft be by a 6\rt6t negotia- 
tion in concert with oar Alliet. But 
he begged to prefs upon the Houfe chat 
there were even limits to the wifli ft)r 
peace. That objed was only dcfirable 
where there was adequate fecoritT 
againft additional infults, and on this 
principle the Country ought to nB» If 
therefore meafures of this nature are 
now depending, any thing that may 
fruft|ate them was dangerous at the 
prefent crifi*. — Our views ought to be 
dire^ed to difappoint the policy uf the 
enemv, in difuniting our Allies. ^* I 
have,**faid Mr.Pitt, ^^nodilBculty in ftat« 
ing, that bis Majefty*s Miniftersarc at 
this rfioment about to embrace an op- 
portunity for negotiation. In confe- 
c|uence of the determination expreCcd 
bv the Emperor, not to enter iato aay 
Negotiation for Peace, except in concert 
with Great Britain, fteps have been 
taken for the renewal of a joint nego- 
tiation, and his Majefty has deterimned 
to fv nd a conBdential perlhn to Vienna 
to concert meafures with the Emperor 
for a joint negotiation. Under thefe 
circumftances he hoped the Hon. Gen- 
tleman would not prefs his Motion. 

Ci)l. Porter contended, that Miniflert 
were not actuated by a fincere defrre 
to make Peace. 

Mr. Adlinston crmbated the topics 

s advanced by Mr, P<^llcn, and entered 

into a vindication of the Minifler's con- 

du-ft through the whole of thb war, of 

which 
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wVich be gave « biftory of the origin 
and progrcfs, and fuggcft?d the pro- 
priety ot poftponing this Motion until 
the event of the Negociation aliuded to 
was known j and cor^cluded by- ex- 
prtfling hisdifapprobation of the motion, 
and moving the Order of the Day. 

Mr* Fox laid, it was impolfible for 
him- under the preffure of calamities at 
the prefcnt conjuoftorc to give a filcnt 
vote. The Hnufe was again called on 
to continue thtir confidence in thofc 
men wh< fc councils had beei) fo inju- 
rious to the rouniry, and ^vhofc ne^^o- 
ciations had bern f* unfuccefikful. When 

Seat e was negociatcd he hoped it would 
e conjoiBtly ; but if the queftion wa5, 
whether ihe war was to be profecuicd, 
or we were to have a fcparatc peiee, 
be fell no hefitation in frying he pre- 
ferred the latter. After 4 few remarks 
OB the nature of the peace, which, he 
{^\d, ought to be on the fylVem of equal- 
ity and juft comptnf.itiuns, but, above 
all, a rcconcihation of the refcntments 
of the, refpe6live people in order to a 
permanent p>eace, to convince both 
countries that their refpc^live Govern- 
tnents are not dangerous to each other, 
and that they are equally capable of 
ir.aintaining the relations of amity and 
peace, he concluded by giving his nnft 
iJearty fupport to the motion. 

Several Members delivered their fen- 
tjmcnts, after which a divifion took 
place on the Amendment : Ayes, 491 ( 
X»«ioes 85 J Majority againft the motion, 
?o6. 

The Houfe adjourned to Thurfday 
« fe'noighr. 

THURSDAY, APRIL 20. 

This day the Houfc having met pur- 
fuant to adjournment, 

Mr.W. Bird obtained l"eave to bring 
^n a Bill to amend the Aft paffed in tiic 
prcfent Seffion, to enable Manufactu- 
rers and Bankers to iffuefmall Notes.— 
The Bill was read a firfl time. 

MONDAY, APRIL 24, 

The Speaker, on taking the Chair, 
uiformed the Houfe, t^at he had receiv- 
ed a letter from Admiral Sir John Jer- 
vist exprelfing his moft grateful ac- 
knowledgments for the honour con- 
ferred upon him by the Houfe, in vot- 
ing him theiir thanks for hitfervicts on 
the 14th of February laft, when the Spa- 
niih fleet was defeated by the Britiih 
under hi^ command. 

The Order of the Day being read for 
the Hottfe to form itfcif into a Com- 
mittee of Supplv, Mr. Vox cAqaircd 
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whether any information wai intCDde4 

to be given to the Houfe relatiTe to the 
proceedings wh1th» he underftood from 
the tievvfpapers, had lately taken placa 
on board the fleet at Portimouth, and 
at what time it might be expected. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, that a communication upon the 
circumftances alluded to would be made 
as loon as polfjble. He had none to 
make this day, i\or could be ftate the 
ptccifc day when the .Houfe would bt 
appH«d to upon the lubjcft ; but he 
could promiie that no time would be ' 
loft. On going into the Committee of 
Supply, the Chancellor of the Exchet 
quer, after fome previous flatements, 
which were remarked upon by Mr. Fox, 
moved, that the fum of 5,ooo,oool. be 
granted for the Navy ; the fum of 
i,ioo,oool. to difcl^rge Exchequer 
Bilts; and the fum of 2, 17 7,000!. to make 
good charges on the Confolidated Fund* 
Various other furas were alfo moved for 
and voted. 

TUESDAY, APRIL 25. 

The Houfe, in a Committee on the 
Navigation A£^s, refolved, •* That it it 
expedient to giant to certain foreign 
ihips under his Majefty't ]>rote6)ion 
in confcquence of capitulations, the 
privileges of priie (hips under certain 
regulations and reftraions. AUb, to 
allow aliens, in certain foreign colonies 
furrendered to his Majefly, to exercifi 
the occupations of merchants and fac- 
tors. Alfo, that proviiion (hould b« 
made for rcgiftering fliips bnilt in the 
Company's fcttlements in the Eaft In* 
dies, fo as to entitle the fame to the pri« 
vileges of Britifh built fhips.'' 

The Refolutions of the Committee 
of Supply were reported and agreed to. 
Mr. Ryder moved the Order of the Ditf 
for the Houfe to go into a Committee 
on the Levant exportation Bill in Britiih 
and foreign bottoms.The Houfe went into 
B Committee accordingly, and being re- 
fumed, leave was given to bring in a Bill 
to permit fuch goods to be imported in 
3ritini or foreign bottoiXM for a time to 
be limited. 

Mr. Douglas obtained leave to bring 
in a Bill to enable the Eaft India Com* 
pany to pay the expences of two regi- 
ments of Infantry to be raifed at the 
Company's expence 

WEDNESDAY, AP^RTL26. 
COUNTY RATE. 

Mr. Mainwarint^ moved the fecond 
reading of his Bill for making a more 
equal County Rate in Middlclex* H« 
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cji?fcrve<I,,tbat according to the prefent 
race, the Strand, tbe rcnul of which 
did not exceed 70,000!. per annum, paid^ 
annually 21 5I. while Mary. le-bonnc, the 
rental of which exceeded 300,000!. paid 
only 54I. per annum. The fame lort of 
argument he applied to Spitattields and 
Shorcditch, where numbers of the poor 
indudrfous people are compelled to 
contribute, with difHcalty,a larger por- 
tion to the county rate than parilhet 
(fuch as Mary. le-bon lie) where fcarce- 
)y any but the rich and idle refilled. He 

^obferved alfo, that if the Bill did pafs, 
Mary-le-bonne would not have a great 
^eal to complain of, fmce an equal 
(County rate would not aflfefs it more, in 
Addition to the t.iile which it now 
contributes, than one penny in xht 
found. 

The Marciuis of Tichficld (fon of 
the Duke of Portland, the great propri- 
etor of the parifli of Mary-le-Bonne) 
(^pofcd tbe Bill, ftnd argued for the 
ancient contributions, on the plea, that 
perfons who had made purchafes (ince 
they were fettled, apd under an idea they 
vrouLd not be altered, would be mate- 
rial fufierers by the Bill. He was, 
poweyer, out-voted. Ob the firft di- 
jrifion, that the Bill be read a fecond 
time, there being for it Si, againft it 
2ri : and on the fecond divifion, that it 
be read a third time on Wedncfday 
fe*nnightT-the Ayes being 80, Noes 77, 

THE SECOND BUDGET. 

Mr. Pitt role, and lamented that the 
l^arious ciicumftances of unforefeen dif- 
ficulty made it necelTary for him topro- 
pofe a Fcry • large addition to the ex* 
peqditure of the year, and confequently 
to the tayes to be borne by the people ; 
but, difagreeaj>le as the talk was, he felt

fufTeren ) to the patriotic fubfcribcrs to 
-the late Loyalty Loan ; and that in hit 
eftimatesof the Navy, he had not in- 
cluded the additional pay which the 
late proceedings at Spickead might make 
.DecelTary. 

NEW TAXES. 

To pay the intereft of the money 
>aifed by loan, the Minifter then prupof- 
ed the following taxes : 

Stamps.] He meant to ihcrcafe all 
the branches of the ftaihp paper and 
parchnient duties^ with the exception 
of fuch as had lately received an aug- 
inentation (fuch as legacies, &c.), and 
to lay a Aamp duty on authenticated co-i> 
pies of all deeds. On Attornies Certi- 
ficates alfo he iboald propofe an addi- 
tional duty.

TrAKSFER of PROt-BRTY.] Tht 
principle of taxing transfer of Property 
lad been admitted in levying. a duty on 
property difpofed of by audlion— he 
therefore Ihould propofe a tax of 
four-pence in the pound on all private 
transfers of property. 

Newspapers.] Hcobferred,rhatthc 
next tax h« iitd to propofe would give 
rife to a good deal of difculiion, not 
merely verbil. Newfpapert the Minif- 
ler thought proper to confider at a lux* 
II ry, and that the taftc for them waa fo 
great and general in the country, that it 
was not likely lu be fhaken by any addi- 
tion tD their price. The prcfent Itamp 
duty upon a Ncwfpaperwas two-pence, 
and he propofcd to add to this a duty of 
three half-jKncc more, which would 
produce 114,000!. per annum at lead. 
ADVtRTiSKMbNTS.] He would pfo- 



pofc a flill further charge on ibis anlcle* 
All Advcruremcnri ladifcriminately^ 
whether lon^ or fhort, now paid a dupy 
of three (hillings ; he Ibould thcreforfc 
now proportion the duty according td 
their length, or their fiiuaiioh in a print. 
Upon the fcalc which he (hould lay- 
down in this cafe, he calculated an in- 
creafe of annual revenue of lo^oool. 

TollTax.I Lartly. faid the Mini. 
fler, 1 (hall offer to the Houfe a tax 
which has before been thought of — a 
tax upon the Conveyance of all Good«~ 
in Carriages of every denomination. 
He h^d fecn the produce of the tolls ja 
ditferent parts of the country, " and I 
have,*' added he, '* obtained an accurate 
count of the amount of rhem round 
the Metropolis ; what proportion thcf, 
bear to the Kingdom at large it is difficult 
to (lace ; but I do not think that the 
tolls -round the capital, amount to ai 
tenth part of the whole kingdom. I 
ihall, therefore, take the tax at 4r50,oooU 
a year, impofing upon all carriages for 
the public, the fame fum as taken by tht 
Receiver of the Toll.

Mr. Pitt concluded with retur^iinf 
thanks to the Committee for the atten- 
tion with which he h^ been heard, an^ 
trufted when the indifpenfable neceiStf 
for thofe additional burthens was con(i« 
dered $ when the Houfe reflected onth* 
permanent ftatc of the revenue^ whichy 
the more it is inveftigared, appeared the 
more flouriOiing, he flattered himfelfi 
that the temporary c/nergencics would 
call forth all the wealth and energy of 
the kingdom, all the property of prl» 
vate perlbns in fupporting their inde- 
pendence, «< If wc a^ with tnsTgjp if 
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we do net ftiffer ourfelves to be led awajr 
iy.falfe alarms^ if we do not diftr^ft 
our own caufe, we muft foccced ;, for 
the fpirit of the country, if excited, is 
fuch as muft erentuaUy lead to the cer- 
tain enjoyment of a fecure and honour* 
able termination of the war." 

The Refctutions were then put by 
the Chairman, and agreed to; but up- 
on the Refolution for an increafed duty 
on Ncwfpapers, a divifion enfued :

THURSDAY, APRIL a;. 

The Speaker read a letter from Srr 
Thomas Moftyn, (latin?, that he did 
sot intend tooppofe the Petition aj^ainft 
his return, as a minor, for Flintfliire. 

A conference was fixed with the 
Lords for Monday, on the fUbjcft of 
the better promulgation of the Statutes. 

Mr. Fox told the Minifter, he could 
not make his taxes yefteroay amount to 
the fum he had ftatcd them at. It ap- 
peared that Mr. Pitt, in his fpeech, had 
forgot to inform the Houfe of the new 
duties he put in his Udk, on Bills of £x- 
change> and Fire Infurances* 

Mr. Fox again rofc, and declared, 
great as was the fum the Minider was 
railing this year, it was not fufHcient 
to anfwer the cxpences. He noticed 
the great failure in the produce of the 
vine tax in confcquenct of the laft duty. 

Mr. Pitt faid, he had kept nothing 
back, and the expences would not exceed 
the fum raifed. 

Mr. Wm. Smith obferred, that if the 
marriage of the Prince fs Royal took 
place, there would be a further fum to 
prcvidc for her dower of 80, or xco,o<>oI. 
To this wastobe added 400,000!. at leaft 
for the increafed pay of the Seamen, and 
the additional bonus to the fubfcrir^crs of 
the Loyalty Loan would amount to 
mbout jooiooot. more, making in all a 
further fum -to be provided of 8oo,oool. 
Some perfont might think^that we bdd 
finithed the bitter cup, but it would foon 
appear that we were doomed to drink its 
very dregs. 

Mr. Pitt made no reply. The queftion 
was put, "That theRcfolutions be read 
a fecond time,** and carried. 

The Oppofition Members then rofe 
and left the Houfe in a body.

His M^^jefty trnfts that he Ihall ex- 
perience the ready concurrence of hie 
faithful Commons, at this important 
conjundlure, in a meafure calculated to 
enable the Erpperor the more effcAualiy 
to continue his exertions for the fup- 
port of the common caufe, and for the 
attamment of a general Peace on iccure 
and equitable terms. 

And his Majefty relies on the zeal and 
affection of his faithful Commons, to 
provide for enabling his Majefty to de- 
fray fuch other extraordinary expences 
as may be Decefl*ary for the public ler« 
vice, and to t%ke fuch meafures as the 
exigency of affairs may requifc.

Dugua and Adjutant-General Keller- 
man, at the head of the cavalry, aliifted 
the infantry under Mireux, worfted 
the cavalry, took the commander pri* 
ibner, and captured the village of 
Gradifoa^ Prince Charles having juft 
tune to fave himfelf. General Serru- 
ricr*s divifion ferved as a corps-de-re« 
fcrve. They took this day fix pieces 
of cannofiy one General, feveral Ofii- 
•era, and 4 or |oo prifoners. <* The 
quick nefs of our di^lay and mar.ccu- 
vres, and the fupcriority df our aniU 
lery, alarmed the enemy to fuch a de* 
gree, that they would not make a 
iiaod, itid prodted by the night to take 
flight. The Adjutant General KclUr-

On the iSth the Aultrians evacuated 
Palmannya, leaving behind )0|000 ra- 
tions pf bread |— ten days before. Prince 
Charles fci^ed this place from cheVe* 
n^tiaus, being flefirnus of eftabliflitng 
himfelf here. The next day General 
Bernadotte blocki^ded Gradifliay and 
General -Serruricr pafledthe heightt of 
V^t.XXXI. May 1797.

ly^R. SAMUEL HEARNE was bom 
•*• •* in the year 174.5 5 ^'^ w^* ^^^ ^^^ 
•f Mr., Hcarnc, Secretary to the Water- 
works, London-bridge, a very fcnfible 
man, and of a refpefiable family in So- 
mcrfctfhire j he died oK a fever in his 
40th year, and left Mrs. Hearne with 
this fon, then but three years of age, and 
a daughter two years ol«er. Mrs. H. 
finding her income too (inall to admit 
her living* in town as ilie had been ac- 
cuftomed to do, retired to Bimmiller, in 
Dorletfhirc (her native place), where 
ihe lived as a, gentlewoman, and was 
much refpc6led. It was her wifh to give 
her children as good an education as the 
place afforded, and accordingly lent her 
ion to fchool at^a vei-y early period : but 
his diilike to^ reading and writing was 
fo great, that he made very little pro- 
erci's in either. His mafters, indeed, 
fparcd neither threats nor pcrfiufion to 
induce him to learn, but their arguments 
were thrown away on one who lecined 
predetermined never to become a learned 
man J he had, however, a very quick 
apprehenfion, and in his childifh fports 
ibewed unufUal activity and ingenuity ; 
he was particularly tond of drawing j 
and though he never had the Icaft inftruc- 
tion in the art, copied with great, deli- 
cacy and correflnefs even from nature. 
Mrs. Hearnc's fiiends, finding her fon 
had no tafte for iludy, advifed her fixing 
on fomc bufinefs, and propofed fuch as 
they judged molt fuitabie for him j but 



he declared himfclf utterly averfe to tracFe, 
and begged he might be fcnt to fca. His 
mother verj' rcluftantly complied with 
his reqiteft, took him to Portfmouthy and 
remained with him till he failed. His 
Captain (now Lord Hood) promifedto 
take care of him, and he kept his word ; 
for he gave him every indulgence his 
youth required. He was th*na but eleven 
years of age. They had a warm cngage- 
mcnt^bon after he entered, and took ie« 
veral prixes : the Captain told him he 
fliouW have his (hare, but he begged, in 
a very afleftionate manner, it might be 

fiven to his mother, and ftie would 
now belt what to do with it. He was 
a Midfliipman fe veral years under the 
fame Commander j but either on the con- 
ckifion of the War, or having no hopes 
of preferinent, he left the Navy, and 
entered into the fervice of the Hudfon^s 
Bay Company, as Mat* of one of their 
(loops. He was, however, foon diftin- 
guiihed from his affociates by his inge- 
nuity, induftry, and a wifti to undertake 
fome hazardous enterprize by which man- 
kind might be benefited. This was re- 
prefented to the Company, and they im- 
mediately applied to h'mi as a proper 
pwfon to be fent on an expedition they 
had long had in view, viz.— to find out 
the North Weft Paffage: he gladly ac- 
cepted the propofal, and how iai he fuc- 
cccdcd is fhcwn to the Public in his 
Journal. On his return he was ad- 
van(;ed to a more lucrative poft, and ina 
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few years was made Commander in Chief, 
in which fituation he remained till lyZt, 
when thi French unexpe£beclly, landed at 
Prince of Wales's Fort, took pofleflion 
«f it, and after having given the Go- 
vernor leave to Secure his own property, 
ieized the ftock of furs, &c. &c. and 
blew up the fort. At the Company's 
requeft Mr. H. went out the year follow- 
ing, faw it rebuilt, and the new Go • 
vemor fettled in his habitation (which 
they took care to fortify a little better 
than formerly), and returned to England 
in 1 7 8 7 . He had faved a few thoufind s , 
the fruits of many years induftry, and 
might, had he been blefled with prudence, 
enjoyed many years of cafe and plenty ; 
but he had lived fo long where money 
was of no ufe, that he leemed infenfible 
of its value here, and lent it with little 
or no fecurity to thofc he was fcarcely 



acquainted with bv name ; fincere awl 
undcfigning himfelf^ he was by no means 
a match for the duplicity of others. His 
difpofition, as may be judged by his 
writing, was naturally humane j what 
he wanted in learning and polite accom- 
plifhments he made up in native fimpli- 
city and innate goodnefs 5 and he was fo 
ftriftly fcrupulous with regard to the 
property of others, that he was heard to 
fay, a few days before his death, " he 
could lay his hand on his heart and fay» 
he had never wronged any man of fix- 
pence." 

Such are the outlines of Mr. Heame's 
charafler 5 who, if he had fome failings, 
had many virtues to counterbalance them, 
of which charity was not the lealt. He 
died of the dropfy, November 179a, 
aged 47.

'y HERE hath bepi for fome time paft 
•*• in almolt all European countries 
much talk concerning the Pro/iaganJa, 
a fociety whofe members are bound by 
folemn engagements to ftir up fubje6ts 
againil their lawful rulers, and to pro- 
mote dlflfenfions and agitations in all 
European ftates. Hitherto this ibciety 
Is known chiefly by the effefls produced 
by it : it confirts ot two orders or clafles 
CT men, viz. men of enthufiaftic difpo- 
iitlons, who imagine tbemfelvcs to be 
cnlled to refccm the world, and of am- 
bitious, mifchievous knaves, who flatter 
the former in order to ufe them as tlieir 
tools, and whofe wifli it is to breed 
trouble, confufion, and diftra6lion, which 
affords them an opportunity to fifli in 
troubled waters, and to lay hold on power 
iifter i- hath been wrefled from, the hands 
of thofc men in whom it had been law- 
fully and rightfully placed. 

I have taken great pains (even in 
France itfelf) to obtain an accurate ac- 
count ot this club or fociety : I found 
means to become a member of ahnoft 
every club in Paris, even of that famous 
club of 1789, whT)ic Prefident was the 
Mai'quis de Comtorcet j and which, to 
the beft of my knowledge, never ad- 
mitted any foreigner as a member except 



myftrlf. But notwithftanding all my 
pains, endeavours, and refearcnes, con- 
cerning the Prof>Hgandat were in vain 
until lately, when I obtained, by the 
kindncfs of an eminent mafit in whoie 
heart the welfare of mankind is fmcerely 
imprefl'ed, the following autbrmic or- 
cottnty which I have here tranflated_, and, 
by his pei-miflion communicate : I have 
no doubt of the authenticity of this ac- 
count : 

The club of the Propaganda is very 
different from the Jacobine club, not- 
withflanding they are too frequently con- 
founded with each other. The Jacobine^ 
are the iHrrers up of the National Af- 
fembly ; on the other hand, the Propa- 
ganda are the feducers and ttirrers up of 
the nohole human race. This cjub cxift* 
ed as early as the year 1786, and the 
Ix)rds Rochefoucault, Condorcet, and 
the Abbe Sieyes, were at the head of it. 

Their tenets are as Iblbws ; and fer 
the furtherance of them, their fociety is 
eftabliflied as a pbilofof>btcal ordrr^ whofe 
objeft it is to comronl the opinions of 
mankind. To become a member of this 
fociety, it is neceflTary that the candidate 
be either a defender artd promoter of 
modem philofophy (that is dogmatical 
Rth^ilm}, or elie a man of an ambitious 
^ chariftwi 
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cluira^^er, turbulent, and difcontentcd 
with the Government under which he 
lives. When he is admitted he gives 
his word of honour to oblerve j'Crefy 5 
before -he is accepted, he is intormcd 
that the number of members is very 
great, i'pread over all the earth, and that 
all thcfe members labour inceflantlv to 
pmt any falfe or traiterous members (who 
might betray their fecrets) out of the 
way. The candidate further gives his 
word of honour, that he will communi- 
cate all information he may acquire to 
** his brethren ; that he will always defend 

the people in opptfition to *the Govern- 
ment ; that he will do his utmoft to 
refift all peremptory (by him called ar- 
bitrary) ccnunaiKis, and do all that in 
him lies to introduce an univerfal to- 
lerance of all religions. 

There are two clafles of members, 
' fuch as pay and fuch as do not pay ; 

they pay according to their ability : the 
number of contributing members were 
about 5000, the number of non-contri- 
buting members about 50,000 j thefe 
bind themlelves to fpread the do£lrines 
of the Propaganda in all countries, and 
J^ to promote the defigns thereof.

oppreflion, under which ibmc men live

minds of mankind will be univer/aliy 
tuned to accept the new fyftcm, which 
muft be preached all at once over the 
whole of Europe. Thofe who obfti-

fail, 

A numerous focicty like this, whole 
members hitherto as yet aft fingly, which 
accumulates money, which eocs to work 
flowly, and carefully avoids all preci- 
pitance, which win ftrlke no blow until 
ihe is well afliired of almoft certain fuc- 
cefs, liich a fociety is a dangerous thing ; 
their progrefs may poffibly be fwift, and 
deliverance out ot thtir hand fcems next 
to an impcffibility. The Dutch patriots 
who fled to France confidered the Propa- 
gauda as their chief anchor: Suppofe 
(lay they), fuppofe then that the Houfe 
of Auftria will aftbrd us no aftiftance, 
there yet remains for us ^ke Propaganda \ 
there' are millionarles of this order all 
over Holland, and perhaps even already 
fome regular lodges. 

In the club of the friends of the people 
at BrufFels, a fpeaker lately exprciied 
himfelf in the following words : *■ EVcry 
where they are preparing fetters, but 
philofophy and realbn will one day tri- 
umph } and the time will come when the 
unlunited, uncontrouled ruler of the Ot-r 
toman Empire in the evening ihall lay 
himfelf to reft as a defpot, ^lui in the 
morning (hall arife as a citizen.* 

The treafury of the Propaganda re- 
ceives confiderable fums frcm all the 
provinces of Holland.

SIR, 

T CANNOT but be in fear that I do 
•* not ftand in that degree of favour 
with you which I had realbn to hope I 
did* and fome fufpicions have occurred 
to me on this occafion, which give me 
inexpreflible ^mcafmcfs, not to izy con- 
cern. 

I muft therefore* beg leave to alTure 
you. Sir, (conclude wliat you pleafc 
bom it) to aiTure you, on my honaur as 
a gentleman, and by every thing facred, 
that as I have never mentioned you in 
converfation but' with the highell rcfpecl 
and gratitude ^ fo I have never writ a^y 
thing that had a view to you, but what 
was perfeflly honourable and well intend- 
ed* There is a line in a late poem *, vie. 
the one epiftle which I prefume you may 
have ieen, that carries m it a flight rail- 
kry upon Dr. Young fj — but this was 
entirely without my approbation^ and fo 
I was overborne in it, as a thing of that 
nature that could not well give offence to 
him, or to any one elfe. As to the firil

GARRICK'S MONUMENT, 

IN WESTMINSTER-ABBEY. 



SUNDAY (the nth of June) the new 
monument to the memory of the late 
David Garrick, Efq. in Poets Corner, 
Weftminfter-abbey, was opened. 

This interefting and weft- executed trji- 
butc of 'a private friend, to the memory 
of a man to whom the Public owe amuie- 
ment of the higheft kind, being now open- 
ed for infpeftion, fome dcfcription of it, 
by explaininc; the Sculptor^s defigns, may 
be ufeful and proper. Garrick is repre- 
fented at full length, in an animated po- 
fitlon, throwing afide a curtain, which 
difcovers a medallion of the' great Poet, 
whom he has illuftratcd ; while Tragedy 
and Comedy, adorned with their relpec- 
tlve emblems, and half fcated on a pedef- 
tal, feem to approve the tribute. The 
curtain itfelf is defigned to reprefent the 
Veil of Ignorance and Barbarifm, which 
darkened the Drama of the immortal 
Bard till the appearance of Garrick.— 
The careiling attitude, airy figure, and 
fmiling countenance of the Comic Mufe, 
is intended to defcribe the fatisfa6lion 
/he derives from at length beholding a 
memorial to her favourite ; while Melpo- 
mene, with a more majeftic and dienihed 
mien, raifm^ her veil, gazes with cha- 
raeleriftic a£niration on the " fovercign 
of the willing foul,*' whom (he at once 
delights in and deplores. The fimilitude 
to Garrick will inmiediately be felt by 
every fpcflator who has his features in 



remembrance: and where it the periba 
of tafte who has ever once feen him, can 
forget ihe ref^mblance ? — -The back 
ground is compofed of beautiful dove- 
coloured marble, relieving the figures, 
which arc in pure ftatuary marble. The 
Artift is Mr. Webber. The infcriptioOy 
by the Mufe of Mr. Pratt, is as follows : 

TO THE MEMOHY OV DAVID GARRICC> 

WHO DIED IN THE YEAR 1779, 

AT THE AGE OF 63. 

To paint fair nature, by divine command^ 
Her magic pencil in his glowing hand,

' INGHAM. 

A MONGST the follies of this very 
'**' witty and profligate Nobleman, his 
pajjion for cbemiftry was a principal drain 
in thediflipationof his immenfe fortune* 
The hunt after the philofopher's ftone 
iyas one of thp great impofitions of his 
tij;ne ; and, with all his wit and judgment 
in many other matters, he fell into the 
belief of this folly : hence he built a 
laboratory at great expence in his houie % 
uten/ils were proviacd, and the miiSi 
celebrated artifts in the tranfmutation of 
metals employed. 

The Duke continued this great charge 
for many years, in the midft of ** ten 
thoufand other freaks which died in 
thinking $** for whoever was unpaid, or 
whoever was negle^ed, money was to be 
found to pay the expences of this labora- 
tory, till this chimera, with other extra^ 
vaganciesy caufed him to fell a great part 
of his eftates. 

In all this tiiae, however, nothing was 
produced by tho^ fons of art but Ibme 
difcoveries of little value. Excufes 
and large promifes were conftantly held 
out ; fuch as, << that the glalTes broke, 
or the man let out the fire, or foroe other 
accident which retarded the grand pro* 
cefs.** At laft, the Duke encountering 
nothing but misfortunes, money very diN 
iicult to be had, and the operators finding 
them(elves flighted, the proje£l entirely 
fell to the ground. 

It if impoifibleto calculate the expences 
which the Duke was at in paying the 
number of Italians,French, and Germans^ 
concerned in this mad undertaking : one 
of them, we are told in Leraory*s Che- 
midry, of the name of Huniades carried 
off about ^jTl^^if tboufand pounds J which, 
by afterwards lending money to the Duke 
and others at ufarious intereft, he in a &w 
years increaied to thirty tboidottd ^ the 
whole of which be left by will to his fif« 
ter, a poor woman who fold earthen- ware 
in Shoreditch.

and ambitious prelate, was ^nifhfd by a 
decifionoftheHoufe of Lords, on a charge* 
noifo fully proved^ yet his general r^^^S^ 
as one ftrongly attached to the intereft o£ 
the abdicated Famil vwas always fufpe^edi 
and this fufpicion feentis to be pretty well 
confirmed by the following note found 
amonfffl the late Dr. Birch*s papers : 

<< Lord Harcourt leaving the old 
Miniftry provoked Atterbury^s abufive 
tongue. Hf in return d^lared^ that oa 
the Queen's death (Queen Anne), the 
Bifliop came to him andlto Lord Boling* 
broke, and laid, << Nothins remained 
but to proclaim King James munediatc- 
ly.'' He further offered, "ifthey would 
ffive him a guard, to put on his lawn* 
fleeves and head tbeproceflion.** 

LORD GALWAY. 

This Nobleman, who is fo often meo* 
tioned in the annals of Queen Anne* 
though not a very fortunate Ueneral, waa 
a man of unconunon penetration and me- 
rit. He often vifited the old Marchioneft 
of Halifax, the widow of the celebrated 
Marquis,whodiftinguiihed himfelfno lefs 
as a man of wit than as agreat Stateihum, 
during the reigns of Charles, James, and 
William) and here meeting with the late 
Barl of Chefterfield, whom be obierved 
had a ftrong inclination for political life» 
and at the fame time an unooneuerable 
love of pleafure, with fome tin^ure of 
lazinefs, gave him the followin&r advice s 

" If you intend to be a man of bufinefs^ 
you muift be zm. early ri/er. In the difUU'- 
guiflied pofls rank and fortune will en* 
title you to fill, you will be liable to 
have vifitors at every hour of the day ^ 
and unlefs you wtl/ rife conftaHily at am 
early hour you will never have any leifure 
for yourfelf.**— This admonition, delU 
vered in the moft obliging manner, jnade 
a confiderable impreiuon on the n^ind oC 
younf Chefterfiela, who ever after ob* 
ferved that excellent rule, even when h^ 
went to bed late, and was advanced in ^, 
years. 

LORD CHIEF JUSTtCE^WILLBS. . 

In confirmatlouof the above advice wf 

fubjoin the foUkywing obf^nration^f Lop^ 

uiyiii/fcju uy >^-j^^>' v_>'pt iv^ 
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Chief Jufticc Willcs. It was ain< 
the defiderata of his Lordfhip's private 
enquiries to find out the principal caufes 
eflonge^ty-^ and, accordingly whenever 
he examined a witnefs who had the ap- 
pearance of advanced age, he generafly 
enquired, " how he lived, what regimen 
he kept. Sec. &c." This he praailed for 
a great number of years, fometimts 
balanced in his mind m favour of one 
fvftem, and fometimes in ftivour of ano- 
tncr, till at laft he found out, that what- 
ever were thchr private habits, the ear/j 
fifers had by far the greateft claim to 
longevity : and this he often enforced to 
young people as an obfervation they 
^ould by no means overlook in the con- 
dua of life. 

SIR ROBERT TATLOR 

affords a ftrikin^ example of the habit and 
good effefts ot earh fifing. We have 
been informed that this Gentleman, who 
was bred an architefl, and followed it 
with considerable reputation, never was 
found in bed for the fpace of forty years 
at five o*clock. He lived in good health 
to fevcnty-fivc years of age, and. left to 
his only Ion, the prefcnt Michael Angelo 
Taylor, Efq. a fortune cf above one butt'^ 
dred tbcufand pounds, befide an handfomc 
jointure k> his widow. 

His death was occafioned by a cold 
which he caught attending the funeral of 
a Iriend. 

KING WILLIAM. 

About November 1674, his Majefty 
(Charles 11.) fent over the Earl of Ollbry 
to the Haguc^ithacommiflion topropofc 
the Lady Mary, eldeft daughter of the 
Duke of York, as a match for the then 
Prince of Orange. His Highncfs re- 
ceived the meflage with great refpcfl, and 
anlwcred, •* There was nothing he more 
flmbitioned when tjie war was over ; but 
tlien he could aeither leave the war, or 
fhlnk it very pleaHng to tlie Lady to 
bring her where the noife of war was.'* 

Tliis anfwer incenfed the Duke of 
York to ib high a degree, that he abufed 
the Eari of Olfory in very ftrong terms 5 
but when Hat Noblemen came back and 
Ihewedhis Koyal Higlmefs his Majefty's 
co^nmiilion for what he did (which was 
iiot then kxK>wn to him) he became paci- 
fied} but continued his anger fo iharp 
againft the Prince, that none ever thought 
at that time that his Royal Highnefs 
woukt ever permit that mauh to proceed. 
Xn 1^77, however, they were married i 
bat vtty much to the dtlicacy of the 



Prince, he would fuffer no prelimixiaries 
to take place till he had prcvioofly fccn 
and converfed with the Lady.

fpeare. This dd'ence did not receive 
univerfal ailcnt ; it was controverted in 
various quarttrs, and generally confidcjrtd 
C c c 2 , as 
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at more ingenious than folid. It was 
aDfwered by Frederick GuyDickeQ9» Efq. 
in a 4to. volume ; and the evidence from 
the wardrobe-roll was controverted by Dr. 
fAl\\t9 and Mr. Mafters, in papers read 
before the Antiquarian Society. It is 
faid, one or both of tbele latter pieces 
gave Mr. Walpole f* much difguft, that 
he ordered his name to be ftruck out of 
the lift of Members, and renounced the 
honour annexed to it from his connection 
with the body of Antiquarians. It can- 
not, however, be deniecl, that the charac- 
ter of Richard is cleared from many of 
the enormities charged Upon him by hif- 
torians and poets. 

It was about this time thatthe banila- 
tion took place for which he has fuifefipd 
thegreateft cenfure, and from wluch> we 
believe, he derived averylafting contem } 
though, when every circumftanee is dulv^ 
weighed, perhaps but little blame wiil 
attach to his memory* A¥e Ak^H give 
Mr. W«lpole*8 own narrative in his own 
words, extraAed from a letter to Mi*.

It 
is very improbable that Rowky, writing 
in the reign of Henry the Sixth, or 
Edward the Fourth, as is now pretended, 
or in that of Henry the Fourtk, as was 
aligned by the credulous before they had 
digefted their fyftem, fliould incidentally, 
in a poem on another fubjeft, fay, mow is 
Richard dead. I am perfuaded that Chat- 
terton himdelf, ' before he had dived into 
Canning*s hiilory, had fixed on a mucb 
eaf Iter period for the age of his forgeries, 
-v*Now to return to my narrative. 

'* I Wfote, according to the indolcd 
d h'efhmi, for fnrther particulars . Chat- 
terton, in anfwer, informed me, that he 
was the fan of a poor^*idov^, who fup. 
poised him with greatdifiUulty ; that ho 
Tfn clerks or apprentice, to an attorney, 
but had a talle and tuni for more elegant 
ftudies ; and hinted a wifli that I wouM 
affift him with my intereft in immerging 
out of fo doll a profeffion, by procuring 
him fome place in which he could purfue 
his natural bent ; He aflfnrmed, that grtat 
treafures of antient poetry had been dif- 
covered in his native city, and were ii^ 
the hands of a peribn who had lent him 
thofe he had tranfmitted to me, for he now 
ient me others, amongft which was an 
abiblute pnodem paftoral in dialogue, 
thinly fprinkled with old words, rray 
obferve, Sir, tKat he affirmed having 
rectivcd the poems from another perfon | 
whcreafc it is af^ertained, that the Gentle- 
man ot Rriftol, who poflefTes the fund of 
Rowley *s Poems,receiTed them fi:om Chat- 
terton. 

** I wrote to a relation of mine at Bath, 
to enquire into the fituation and charac- 
ter of Chatterton, according to his own 
account of himfelf j nothing was re- 
turned about his chara6^er, but his own 
ilory was verified. 

'* In the mean tune I communicateci 
the poems to Mr. Gray and Mr. Malbn, 
who at once pronounced them forgeries, 
and declared there was no fymptom in 
them of their being the productions of 
near fb diftant an ag^, the language and 
metres being totallv nnlike any thin^ art- 
ci^t J fortnough I cxprefTcd nodoimt to 

them. 
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thcniy lafcribed th^ to the time of 
J^khard the Ftrft ; Mr. Gray nor Mr, 
Mafon faw any thing in the poems that 
was not more recent than even the reign 
of Henry the £igbth. And hfrre let me 
remark, how incredible it is that Rowley, 
a monk of a mere commercial town, which 
was all Briftol * then was, (hould have 
purified the language, and introduced a 
aivcriified raetrs» more clailic than was 
known to that poliflied courtly poet Lord 
Surry; and 1 this in the barbarous tur- 
bulent times of Henry the Sixth $ and 
that the whole nation (hould haverelapfcd 
into the (ame barbarilin of ftile and verii- 
fication till Lord Surry, I might almoft 
iav till Waller, arofe. — I leave to better 
fcholars and better antiquaries to fettle 
how Rowley became fo well verfcd in the 
Greek tragedians. He was as well ac- 
quainted with Butler, ov Butler with 
him i for a Chaplain of the late ^iihop 
of Exeter has found in Rowley a line of 
Hudibras f. 

" Well, Sir, being fatisfied with my 
intelligence about Chatterton, I wrote him 
a letter with as much kindnefs and tender- 
nefs as if I had been his guardian $ for 
though I had no doubt of his impofitions, 
iiicha ipiritof poetry breathed in his coin- 
ageasiutcreftedme for him 1 nor was it a 
.grave crime in a young bard to have 
Forged falfe notes of hand that were to 
paw current only in the parifli of Pamaf- 
ibs. I undeceived him about my being a 
perfon of any intereft, and urged to him 
that in duty and eratitude to his mother, 
who had ftraitened herfelf to breed him up 
to a profeflien, he ought to labour in it, 
that in her old age he might abfolve his 
filial c|ebt : and I told him, that when he 
ihould have made a fortune he might un- 
bend himfelf with the ftudies con^nant to 
his inclinations. I told him alfo, that I 
had communicated his tranfcripts to much 
better judges, and that they were by no 
means Satisfied with the authenticity of 
his fuppoled MSS. I mentioned their 
reafons, particularly, that there were no 
fiich metres known in the age of Richard 
the Firft : and that might be a reafon 
with Chatterton himlelf to ihift the aera 
of his productions . 



^« He wrote me rather a peevi(h in-* 
fwer i faid he could not conteft with a 
perfon of my learning (a compliment by 
no means due to me, and which I certainljr 
had not aflumed, having mentioned my 
haying confnlted abler judges) { main- 
tained the g^nuinenefs of the poems ; 
and demanded to have them returned, aa 
they were the property of another Gen- 
tleman. Remember this. 

" When I received this letter I wat 
going to Paris in a day or two, and either 
torgot his requeft of the Poems, or^ 
perhaps, not having time to have them 
copied deferred complying till my return,^ 
which was to be in fix weeks. I proteft I 
do not remember which was the cafe; 
and yet, though in a cauie of fo littlo 
importance, J will not utter a fyllable of 
which I am not politively certain^ 
nof will charge my memory with a tittle 
beyond what it retains. 

" Soon alter my return from France, T 
received another letter from Chatterton,' 
the iiile of which was fmgtilarly imperti-/ 
nent. He demanded his poems roughly f 
and added, that I ihould not have dared 
to ufe him fo ill if he had not acquainted* 
me with the narrownefs of his circnmo 
ftances. 

" My heart did not accufe me of info- 
lence to him. I wrote an anl'wer, ex- 
poftulating with him on his injuftice, and 
renewing good advice $ but upon iecond 
thoughts, refle^ing that fo wrong-headed 
a young man, of whom I knew nothing, 
ami whom I had never feen, might be 
abfuixi enough to print my letter, I Hung 
it into the fire ; and wrapping up both 
his Poems and Letters, without taking a 
copy of either, fcr v/hich I am now^ lorry, 
I returned all to him, and thought no' 
moil^e of him or them.'* 

Mr, Walpole then relates the informa- 
tion he received of the catallrophc of 
Chatterton, which he deplores in the fol- 
lowing terms : •* I heswtily wiihed then 
that I had been the dupe of all the poor 
young man had written to me \ for who 
would not have his underftanding im- 
poTed on to fave a i^llowilitiiig from the 
utmoft wretcKednefs, defpair, and fuicide ! -

not having feen him { my poor patronage 
might have faved him from the abyf^ into 
which he planned : but, alas ! how could 
I Airmif'e that the well-being and exiftence 
of a human creature depended on my i'wal- 
lowing a legend ; and from an unknown 
ferfon ? Thank God ! fo far from hav- 
ing any thing to charee myfelf with en 
Chatterton's account, it is very hypothe* 
tical to fuppofe that I could have ftood 
between him and ruin." After the pre- 
ceding ftatemcnt, extrafted from Mr. 
Walpolc's unpubliflied defence, we con- 
ceive much oi the prejudice entertained 
againft him by foroe on account of this 
tranfadion, will^either totally difappear, 
•r at leaft be coniiderably leOencd. 

In the year 176X, Mr.WalpoJe printed 
fifty copies of his tragedy of the ** Myf- 
terious Mother," a performance entitled 
to very high praife. Of this piece an 
siccount is given in our Magazine of Sep- 
tcmber 1787, to which, on this occasion, 
we muft retcT. It was originally com- 
poicd with a view to the performance of 
Mrs. Pritchard ^ and could the horrible 
ctrcumftance on which it is founded be 
fioftened, we am of opinion it might ftill 
be reprdimted with great effeft by the 
prefent ornament of the tragic fcene. 

From this period no circumllance of 
importance occurred In the courfe of Mr. 
Walpolc's life until tlicyear 1791, when, 
by the death of his nephew, he fuccccdcd 
to the title of Earl of Oiford. The ac- 
cellion of this honour, and of the fortune 
annexed to it, made no alteration, in any 
refpe^, in his manner of living. He 
Itill purfued the fame unvaried tenor of 
life, devoting himfelf to the converlation 
of his friends and to the purfults of lite- 
rature. He had been early affli£^ed with 
the gout, which, as he advanced in years. 



acquired llrenfi;th, tfadugli it did not dlf- 
qualiiV him either for company or con- 
verfation. The fame fpirit of enquiry, 
the lame ardour of purfuit, and the iame 
candour in judgment, prevailed aknoft to 
the lateft period of his life. He was ca- 
pable of enjoying the fociety of his friends 
until a very ihort time before his death, 
which happened on the %d March 1797. 

By his will, which contains %x (hects, 
befides the addition of leven codicils, by 
one of which he dire6led that his body- 
might be opened and afterwards privately 
interred} and bequeathed to Robert Berry, 
Efq. and his two daughters, Mary and 
Agnes Berry, all his printed works aod 
manulcripts, to be publifhed at their dif- 
cretion, and for their own emolument. 

To thefc two ladies he gives 4000I. 
each 5 and, for their lives, the houie aiid 
garden late Mrs. Clive*s, with the long- 
meadow before the fame, and all the fur« 
Aiture there j after their deaths or mar- 
riages, to go to the fame ufes as Straws- 
berry- hill i and with a rtftriftion not to 
let the houfe for longjev than a year. 

By the fame codicil he alfo direfls all 
the boxes containing his print r, books of 
prints, ice. be conveyed to Strawberry- 
hill, to remain as heir- looms appurtenant 
t» that eitate*; and makes it a particular 
requeft to the perlbn in poffcflion of his 
favourite refidence, that the books, and 
every article of furniture there, may be 
prefervcd with care, and not difpofea of, 
nor even removed. But all the letter* 
written to him by fuch of his friends as 
fhall be living at the time of his death, 
are to be returned lo the writers. 

Strawberry -hill • is given to the Hon. 
Mrs. Anne Darner f, and a legacy of 
aoool. to keep it in repair, on condition 
that (he refides there, and does nbt dif- 
pol'e of it to any perfou, unlefs it be to 



* This very beautiful villa was originally a fmall tenement, bui^t 1698, by the Earl of 
Bradford's coachman, as a lodging- houfe. Colley Cibber was one of its Arfl tenams } aad 
after him, fucceflively, Talbot, Bilhop of Durham, the Marquis of Carnarvon, Mrs. Cheoe- 
vix, the toy-woman, and Lord John Philip SackvUle. Mr. W. purchafed it 1747* began to 
fit it up in the Oocbic Ayle 17 5 3, and completed it 1776. He permitted it to be fliewn, 
by tickets, to paitks of four, from May to Odober, between the hours of la and 3, and only 
one pany a day.

Lord Ort'ord has died worth 9I9000I. 
3 per cents, and has given away 50,000 1. 
fierling in legacies (which, in the jpre- 
fent ilate of the funds, will leave nothing 
to the refiduary-legatee.)

Berg, he returned home fo his father* 
who was. a Bookfellcr at Zurich, and 
whofe fhop was reforted to by iiich mea . 
of genius as were then in that citjt 
her;: his poe:ical talents in fome flight 
degree difplivcd thcmielves, rthcugh not 
in fuch a inaiivier as to prevent his father 
from fending him to Berlin, in the year 
1 749, to quality him for his own bu- 
fincls. Here he was employed in the 
bufinefs of the fhop j but he foon became 
di.T:^ti lied with his mode of life: he 
eloped from his mafter and hired a cham- 
ber for hinJclf. To reduce him to or- 
der, his parents, according to the ufual 
mode in Arch calcs, withheld every fupply 
ofnor.v'v. He refolvcd, however, to DC 
indi^- -acnt; ftiut hiui;?:f u;* in his 

uiyiii/fcju uy >wj^^y *'*''^^Oer J 
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diamber ; imd, after fome weeks, went 
to his friend Hempel, a celebrated ardft^ 
whom he requcfted to return with him to 
liis lodgings. There he ftiewed his 
apartments covered with freih landfcapes, 
which our Poet had painted with iWett 
oil, and by which he hoped to make his 
fortune. The ihrugging up of the 
ihoulders of his friend concluded with 
an affurance, that though his works were 
not likely to be held in high eftimation 
in their prefcnt ftate, fome expeflations 
might be raifcd from them, if he con- 
tinued the fame application for ten years. 
Luckily for our young Artift his 
parents, relented, ^ad he was permitted 
to fpend his time as he liked at Berlin. 
Here he formed acquaintance with artifts 
and men of letters : Kraufe, Hempel^ 
Ramler, Sulzer, were his companions ; 
Ramlcr was his friend, from the finenefs 
of whofe ear and tafte he derived the 

freateft advantages. With much diffi- 
ence he prefented to Ramler fome of his 
compofitions 5 but every verfe and every 
word were criticifed, and very few could 
pafs through the fie^y trial. The Swifs 
, diale£l, he found at lad, was the obdacle 
in his way, and the exertions rcquiilte to 
iatisfy the delicacy of a German ear 
would be ejcceiTive. Ramler advifed him 
to clothe his thoughts in harmonious 
profe ; this counfel be followed, and the 
anecdote may be of ufe in Britain, whei-e 
many ^would-be Poet is probably ham- 
mering at a verfe, which, from tlie cir- 
cumJiances of his birth and education, he 
can never make agreeable to the ear of 
tafte. 

From Berlin, GelTner went to Ham- 
burgh, with letters of recommendation to 
Hagedorn ; but he chofe to make himfelf 
acquainted with him at a cofFee-houfe 
before the letters were delivered. A 
clofe intimacy followed, and he had the 
advantages of the literary fociety which 
Hamburgh at that time afforded. Thence 
he returned home, with his tafle much 
refined; and, fortunately for him, he 
came back when his countrymen were in 
fome degree capable of enjoying his fu- 
ture works. Had he produced them 
twtnty years before, his Daphnis would 
have been hiifed at as immoral ; his 
Abel would have been preached againft 
as prophanation. 

This period may be called the Au- 
ruftan age of Germany: Klopftock, 
Ramler, Kleift, Glcim, Utt, Leifmg, 
Wicland, Rabener, were refcuing their 
country from the farcafms of the great 
Frederic. Klopdcck paid about this 
4 



time a vifit to Zurich, and firecf ewttf 
breafl with poetical ardour. He had 
fcarce left the place when Wteland came, 
and by both our Poet was well received. 
After a few anonymous compofitioQs, he 
tried his genius on a fubjed which wss 
flarted by the accidental perufal of the 
tranflations of Longus ; and his Daphnis 
was improved by the remarks of hit 
friend Hirzel, the author of the Ruftic 
Socrates. Daphnis appeared firft with- 
out a name in the year 1754. ; it was 
followed in 1756, by Inkle and Yarico | 
and Geifner^s reputation was fpread in 
the fame year, over Gemuny and 
Switzerland, by his Pafbrals, a tranf- 
lation of whicn into Englifh, in 1761, 
was publiAied by Dr. Kenrick. His 
brother poets acknowledged the merit of 
thefe light compofitlons, as they were 
pleafed to call them { but conceivi^l their 
Author to be incapable of forming a 
grander plan, or aimmg at the dignity of 
heroic poetry. To thefe critics he kkhi 
after oppofed his Death of Abel. 

In 1762, he collected his Poems in 
four volumes 5 in which were fome new 
pieces that had never before made their 
appearance in public. In i77*> he pro- 
duced his i'econd volume of Paftorals, 
with fome Letters on Landfcape Painting. 
Thefe met with the moft favourable re- 
ception in France, where they were 
tranflated and imitated ; as they were 
alfo, though with iefs fuccefs, in Italy 
and Endand. 

We Ihall now confider Geflher as an 
Artilt : till his thirtieth year. Painting 
was only an accidental amufenKBt ^ bnt 
at that time he became acquainted with 
Heidegger, a man of tafle, whofe col- 
lection of paintings and engravings was 
thus thrown open to him. The daughter 
made an impreffion on him, but the cir- 
cumftances of the lovers were not fa- 
vourable to an union, till, thronzh the 
a^ivity and friendihip of the Sorgo- 
matter Heidegger and Hirzel, he waa 
enabled to accompliih his wifhes. The 
queftion then became, how the married 
couple were to live ? The pen is bnt a 
/lender dependence any where, and ftUI 
Iefs in Switzcrlaad. The Poet had too 
much fpirit to be dependent on others ; 
and he determined to purfue the Arta no 
longer as an amufement, but as the meana 
of procuring a livelihood. 

Painting and Engraving alternately 
filled that time which was not occupied 
with Poetry i and in thefe arts,' if he did 
not arrive at. the greateft eminence, he 
was diftinguiihed by that fimpltcity, that

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«legance, that (in^larity^ which are the 
chau^criftict of his Poetry. His wife 
was not idle ; befides the care of his 
houfe and the education of his children^ 
for which no one was better qualified, 
tlie whole burthen of the (hop (for our 
Poet was Bookfcllcr as well as Poet, 
Engraver, and Painter) was laid upon 
her ftioulciers. 

In bis manners, Geflner was chearful, 
lively, and at tiroes playful ; fond of his 
wife J fond of his children. He had Imali 
pretentions to learning, yet he could rpad 
the Latin Poets in the original ; and of 
the Greek, he preferred the Latin 
tranflations to the French. In his early 
years, he led either a Iblitary life, or 
confined hmiieif t« men of tafte and li- 
terature : as he grew older, he accultomed 
himieif to general converlation $ and in 
his later years, his houie was the centre 



point of the men of the firft rank for 
talents or fortune in Zurich. Here they 
met twice a week, and formed a convert 
faxhnr of a kind kldom, if ever, to be 
met with in great cities, and very rarely 
in any place : the politics of Enghnd 
deftroy luch meetings in London. 
Gcflhcr with his friends enjoyed that 
fimplicity of manners which makes lo- 
ciety agreeable ^ and in his rural refi- 
dence, in the fummcr, a little way out of 
town, thev brought back the memory 
almoft of the Golden Age. 

He died of an apoplexy -n the ad of 
March, 17885 leaving a widow, three 
children, and a lifter behind. His 
youngelt fon was man ied to a daughter 
of his father*s friend Weiland. His fel- 
low citizens have erected a ftatue in 
memory of him on ' the banks of the 
Limmot, where it meets the Sihl.

T N that xra of the world, when the 
•*■ gods of the Heathens overlooked and 
<Jlrcded the a£tions of men, and the dei- 
ties of Olympus deiccnding from their 
celeftial abodes, convened with mortals ; 
Mars, the Heady, firm, and inflexible god 
of war, faw, admired, and grew padion- 
ately enamoured of the n\ mph Folly. Of 
all the maidens of TheiTalia, none c uld 
vie with Folly in the number of admirers 5 
captivated by the fantaltic variety of her 
motions, the petulance of her dilcourfe, 
and the arch vivacity of her countenance. 
Her light auburn hair fancifully braided 
with flowers of a thoufand diflerent co- 
louis, and her whole drefs curiouily in- 
terwoven with a variety of ornaments, 
created an effe^ plealing, though whimfi- 
cal ; and alluring, though groteiique. — 
The god of battles owned the power of 
Cupid, nor was he long fuffered to repine 
at heif coldnefs. For though Folly had 
hitheno turned a deaf ear to the fupplica- 
tions of her lovers, and i'pumed the power 
of love, her leiiiHnce was the confecjuence, 
not of innate virtue, but of emcl and 
wanton levity j fhe delighted in the fuf- 

Errce her lovers endured, and while they 
nguifhed under her indifference, t-xulted 
in the fuccefs of her charms. Nought 
could difturb the ferenity of her d Jpoli- 
tion, and (he was frequently kr.i \vn to 
join in the laugh which ilie inu^iiiefs of 
her conduct provoke i Irom the wiic. - 
Pleafure danced in her irain, and light 
Vol.. XXXI. Junk i797* 



joy followed her footfteps. But, alas 1 
file foon fell an eafy vi£lim to the reduc- 
tion of Mars, being betrayed by the fug- 
geftions of that vanity whicli had hitherto 
lupported her, and dazzled by the emp^ 
parade of military Splendour. 

The nymph met the god in a neigh- 
bouring grove, and every thing confpired 
to aflift the amorous deity in his enter- 
prife. Nature was hufluil in lilence orer . 
halt the globe, Morpheus hung heavy on 
the eyes of mortals, and even the chafte 
Queen of Night indignantly withdrew 
her beams frcm the fight. Poflefled of 
his lours defire, Mars from that time hid 
leiliu^ to contemplate the mental perfec- 
tions of his miftrei's, and at every inter- 
view her attractions decrealed j - her 
laughter, having no rational obje^l, be- 
came inilpid J her frequent fmiles loft 
their povecr of pleafing 5 till, at length, 
the eftrangcd deity totally forfook the 
nymph, and wondered at tnat fafcination 
which could make him miftakc hilarity 
for wit, and imiles for fwcetnefs. In the 
mean time. Folly had no fooner .quitted 
the embn'ccs oi Mars, than in fpite of the 
leiTons of Pnide^ice, (he could not forbear 
boaifing of her conquest, being lu-ged 
thereto by Vanity, nr»w her conftant com- 
panion. Tiie tale was quickly criught 
by Echo, and by hei conveyed to the ears 
of Venus, who, enraged at the fuccefs 
of her rival's charms, loft no opportunity 
of endeavourine to regain the affe^iona 
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of the God of War, and in tkis fuccecded 
with little or no difficulty. Folly, thus 
delerted by her admirer, and expofed to 
the enmity of the Queen of Love, who 
frequently, but in vain, urged Jupiter to 
punifh the incontinence of her rival, ftill 
continued her thcnightlcfs career, until, 
in proccfs of time, the etfecls of her crime 
grew tco plain for concealment ; her gai- 
ery gradually forfook her, and her bound- 
lcl"8 pleafantry was chafed away by ihc 
ftings of remorlc and the conlicioufnefs 
of guilt } till, wearied wRU folitude, and 
dreading deleft ion, in the anguifti of her 
heart (he addrelTcd to Jupiter the follow- 
ing prayer : ** Father ot gods and men, 
who vieweft my forlorn and abjcft condi- 
tion, deign to aflift m< with thine aid, 
and lave me from pijblic ihame. 'Till 
my eye met tlw eye of Mar», no virgin 
bounded mere light and carelcfs through 
tte groves of lY.cflalia 5 but now, alas! 
my every joy decays ; I wander di(!refled 
amorg thofe rocks which heretofore echoed 
with my jocund fong,and the vale of Tempe 
is to me a dreary and comfortlefs defart !" 
---Jove, ever indulgent to female frailty, 
heaid not unmoved the lamentation of 
Felly, and by a tempcrar)' ah t ration of 
form fecured her from public rejjroach. 
But no fooner was flic delivered of a Ion, 
and thus again enabled to excite admira- 
tion without pity, and envy without con- 
ttnjpt, than fhe relapfed into her former 
levity. Her repentance having been ex- 
cited net by a fenlc of guilt, but adread 
'of (hame, quickly vaniflied ; and Folly 
fprung, with renewed and cialiic force, 
fi om the cloud of miichance that had en- 
Tclopeci her. 

In the meanwhile her fon thrived under 
the afliftance of Jupiter, and was foon 
known to the world by the name of Obfti- 
nacy j and never fincc the creation of the 
world was a Ion more Ih-ongly marked by 
the dilpofition of cither parent, however 



diverfified by accidental circumfhuiccs. 
In the profecution of any fchemc he i» 
indebted to his father for the means, tho* 
his mother conflantly direfts the end. 
The iirra inflexibility of Mars inrpircs 
his mo/l trivial undertakings, and trom 
thefe he is to be difluaded neither by the 
dilates of prudence, .the fcnfc of fear, 
nor the dread of flianie : he continues his 
courfe in a cool, though headilroog direc- 
tion i and I'uch is the inconflftency of his 
difpofition, that he derives new vigour 
wl)en conicious that he is wandering in 
the mazes of error. In his progrefs he is 
to be diverted neither to the right nor the 
left. Dallas in vain points out the road 
to happinefs f his aim is not to enjoy hap. 
pinels himfclf, but to perfuade others that 
he enjoys it. His perpetual error is oc- 
caiioned not by a dilpotitioii naturally de- 
praved, but from an overbearing coneeit 
of the fupericrity of his abilities, caufing 
him to difdain Advice and fejeft Aili&- 
ance. 

In his journey through life he perpetu- 
ally (tumbles 5 but feems, like Antaeus, to 
rife ftrongcr from the fall, and to exult ia 
his fancied fa^city. All thofc who And 
the read to Wifdom too ftecp and labori- 
ous, become the votaries of Obftinacy, 
though daily experience might convince 
them of the treachery of their oommandcr. 
Thus, though fure to create a difl ike and 
diflTeminatc difpnte wherever he appears, 
ObiUnacy thinks to aflume the femblance 
of Wildoin, and at every defeat flies for 
confolation to the fcciety of his mother, 
(who is frequently feen to wear the garb 
of age) and who with open arms receives 
her fon. They then flatter themfclves 
th«ir hnppinefsis complete : fancied ado- 
ration is fubftituted for real ncgledl : — - 
they laugh at the world, and thus arc 

{)re vented from obierving that the world 
aughs at them.

OBSERVATIONS and EXPERIMENTS on the DIGESTIVE POWERS of the 
BILE in ANIMALS. 

BY EAGLESFIELD SMITH, M. D. AND MEMBER OF THE SOCIETY FOR. THE 
ENCOURAGEMENT OF ARTS, MARUFACTURES, rC. 



TOURING the^beginning of the prcfent 
^^ war, I attended a man who was 
troubled with the jaundice, which we 
th.ui7ht to proceed from a wound he had 
received in his liver. IJis foeces were 
white ; no gall could be dilcharged by 
vomiting : his appetite was almoft a* 
go' d as fcrmei ly, when in health j but 
his digeliicn wa* in a great mwalure lolt: 



for whatever food he took into his fto- 
mach, inlJead of being digelled into 
wholefome chyle, entered into fermenta- 
tion, producing great diftcnfion of the 
ftomach, head- ache, and often vomiting. 
N t fucceeding in relieving the patient 
by the ui'ual nunns, and as he was de- 
clining in his ftrength daily, I endea- 
voured, by a temncrary method, to re- 
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lievc him, which was by making him 
take inwardly the gall of other animals j 
as it appeared to me that all the lymp- 
toms ot indi^llion proceeded from a 
want of that fluid finding its way into 
the ftomach. 

I therctbre gave him hulf an ounce of 
the gall of a iheep, recently killed, in two 
ounces of water: thi^j, drank, alter a mo. 
derate meal promtttd digc-ition, and 
fecmcd to reftorc the patient, tor a while, 
to his former Itatc ot h<;aith. To be la- 
tisticd of this raH, I repeated the expe- 
riment fevc: J times, and thtieby fup- 
pcrted the jatient until the o)>ltruaion of 
the gall into the ftomach was fortunately 
removed. 

This led me to make the following 
experiments, to afcertain the digelUve 

fowers of the hepatic fccretion. . . . 
t is a generally received opinion, fonncd 
on the experiments of the Abbe Spalian- 
zani Kaiimeur, and oth»?rs, that the di- 
geftion is performed by the ibivcnt power 
of the ^ajU'iG juice ; a fluid fccrcted from 
the mterior furface of the meinbranauiy 
and trcm the afophagus of animals with 
i^rong muicular ffomachs, as in galicna- 
*cous fowls, &c. 

EXPERIMENT THE FIRST. 

Having encloled iome grains of barley 
(bruifc^. fo as to admit of coniatt wiib tbe 
fluids ) in two tin tubes (perforated at 
each endy and im'b frrail hbles in tbe 
mid.tlr)y I faftened them to the end of a 
. piece of packthread,' and tliruit them 
down the aiophagns of a young cock, lb 
as to lie near ihc entrance ct the muicul.u' 
ftomach. But within the cavity of that 
'vifcuy I fattened it by the other end to 
the beak of the binl, and kept it thtre 
for twelve hours, during which time it 
had increafed much in its weight, from 
the abfrrption of the afcphageal juice. 
No digelHon feemcd to have rai^n place, 
neither was it in any mealurc tinged wiih 
gall, as the taife of the inclcfed lubitance 
was entirely infipid, and had acquired no 
pajticular colour. 

I think it has been proved, and is a 
general opinion, that tiiere is little or no 
Iccretion from the hcrny fublfance which 
lines the ilomach in thefe animals \ yet 
we find their food, before it pallcs out of 
the ftomach into the inteflints, to be en- 
tirely changed in its confiftence and ap- 
pearance : it becomes a flm.i of a yellow 
cineritious colour, and of a bitter talfe. 
I repeated this experiment on other birds, 
us turkeys, pigeons, &c. 



" EXPERIMENT THE SECOND. 

Having bruiledtwo drachms of boiled 
veal, I encloled it in a tin tube fimilar 
to the former. 1 thru ft it dov/n tlie alb- 
phat^us of an owl, and faltened it with n 
piece of packthiead to the beak of the bird, 
lo as to prevent its entering into the fto- 
mach. I kept it there for fourteen hours, 
during wiiich ipace it had not loft any 
tiling ef its weight, but had increafed, 
from the ablbrption of the albphageal 
juice. It had not acquired any particular 
taite, the juice of tlic afophagus itfclf 
being infipid. I then thioilt it down fo 
far as to enter the (iomach of the bird, 
but fo as not to i each the bottom, thereby 
preventing aiiy contaft between the meat 
and the gall, which generally lies at the 
bottom of the Itomach in all animals. 
After fourteen hours there appeared not 
the lealt alteration, nor had it acquirotj 
any particular fmell. 

EXPERIMENT THE THIRD. 
I inclofed two drachms of boiled veal in 
the fame tin tube with which I made the 
former experiment, and thruft it down the 
a/oph3gus of the fame owl, and allowed 
it to reach the bottom of the ftomach. 
After five hours I pulled it- up. I found 
it had loft one hslf of its weight, and the 
remainder was entirely changed in its 
confilfencc, being now of a white colour, 
and reduced to a kind of pulp, and rafted 
extremely bitter from being impregnated 
with the bile. I thruft this remainder 
down the throat of the birda fecond time. 
After two hours I pulled it up, and I 
found the tube quite empty. I have 
often repeated this experiment, and with 
the lame fuccefs, oil owls, crows, and 
other birds of prey. - 



EXPERIMENT THE FOURTH. , 
* *To Iome fhecp which were going to be 
killed I had an opj»ortunity of making 
the following experiment : Having 
bruifed Ibme leaves cf vegetables, I 
ir.cljfed them in tin tnbes, perforated at 
both ends, as well as in their fides, with 
Imall holes. To one Iheep I gave fix of 
thele luhes, and.at different periods of 
time, fo that when the animal was killed 
they might not all have paflcd the pyterus 
ot the laft ftomach. After leven hours 
the animal was killed. I found one tube 
in the duodenum quite empty ; two in 
the bottom of the fourth ftomach in the 
fame ftatc. One which literaed recently 
to have paiTed the cardia of the fourth tto- 
niUch was fcarccly changed, having ac- 
i) d d a quired 
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quired no particular tafte nor fmell, but 
hid ablbrbed much gaftric juice. The 
remiining two had not got qnite fofar as 
the above mentioned j did not feem in the 
lealt altered, but were a little bruifed 
with chewing. I repeated this experi- 
ment fincc> and with near the fame ene6l. 
The tubes which were in conta6l with 
the bile, which is always found in large 
quantities at the bottom of the laft fto- 
roach, Were generally found empty, or 
what remained was reduced toa fott grey- 
iih pulp, and had a very bitter tafle. 

EXPERIMENT THE FIFTH. 

In order to try whether animals could 
digeft their food while their gall du£ls 
were obftiuftcd by ligature, I made the 
following experiments on irogs. Cold- 
blooded animals leemed well adapted to 
my purpofc, being moft tenacious of their 
living prirclple, and their interior cavi- 
ties being lei's, fufceptible of inflamma- 
tion when laid open by incilion. I 
therefore laid open «he abdomen of ft veral 

« frogs. I then pafTeda ligature round the 
ducV which trar.fmits the gall into the 
duodenum, (in frogs it enters the duo- 
denum) at about a third of an inch 
from the pylorus of the (tomach. Hav- , 
ing tied the ligatures pretty tight, I then 
fewed up the wounds, ana allowed thera 
fome time to recover themlelves. In 
this ftate I fed them with inlets, and 
pieces of earth- woiro cut Imall. Two 
days after this I opened the ilomach of 
two frogs, and found that there was not 
the lealt appearance of digeftion having 
taken place in the infers. The abforbents 
fccmed to have aftcd a little on fome of 
the pieces of the earth-worms, but fo little 
as Icarcely to be perceptible. The re- 
maining frogs I feci with the gall of other 
frogs, which I killed for the purpole. 
After twelve hours, on opening thefe*I 
found the appearances quite different 
from the foregoing, as I always found 
their ftomachs empty, and nothing re- 
maining but the wings of the inle6>s, 
the pieces of earth-worm having entirely 
difappcarcti. I could not cbfcrve any 
alteration in regard to the healthincfs of 
the animals on which I had performed the 
operation, '* as milk put into their Ilo- 
machs coagulated as in a natural ftate of 
that cavity.*' In this experiment I never, 
failed in fucceeding during the fummer, 

. when thofe animals are arrived at their 
greatell degree of irritability or life. 

EXPERIMENT T«E SIXTH. 

In order to try the digeftive powers of 
the biie when out of the animal, and to 



compare it with that of the ga^lc jaitt» 
I inclofed one drachm of boiled beef 
{bruifed fo as to extofe a iarge furf lee) 
in a tin tube, perforated fimilar to the 
former. This I immerfed into the |[all 
of a (heep recently killed, having previ- 
oufly diluted it with a fmall quantity of 
water, that it might,enter the pores or the 
tube more eafily. The fame quantity •£ 
beef I immerfed into the juice fecreted 
from the afophagus of galleoaceous fowls; 
and likewife thqpfame quantity of beef 
I immericd into the fluid lecretcd from the 
lower part of the afophagus in crows. 
Thefe juices I obtained by nieass of 
fponges. They did not appear to have 
any particular tai^e cr colour, not being 
in the fmalleft degree mixed with the biJe. 
At the fame time I immerfed the fame 
quant ity of beef into water. I kept them 
fourteen hours in a degree cf heat equal 
to that of the human body 5 alter which 
time I *ock them out, when I fou* d that 
the beef which was immericd. in the gall 
had loft one-halt of its weight ; the re- 
mainder being intirely changed in its 
confitience, it was now become a white 
pulp, of a fweetifh bitter tafle. Thofe 
in the other juices did not appear at all 
changed, either in weight, colour, or con- 
fittence. I often varied this exDeriroent, 
but always with the fame elFea, as well 
on vegetables as on fleih meat. 

From the foregoing experiments it ap- 
pears, that the gall, and not the gaifric 
juice, is the principle of digeftion in ani- 
mals. I do not deny that animals mar 
live a coniiderable timewithmit the gall 
finding an entrance into the ftomach, as is 
often the cafe in the jaundice. Food 
after maftication may be eafily aded 00 
by the abforbents, as we find extraneous 
fubftances ?re when put into any cavity 
of the human body. An animal may hie 
fupported for weeks by clyftcr. Gall, as 
a Itomatick had been long in ufe in 
France and Italy, and was found of great 
ufe to people with weak ftomachs ; and I 
have frequently given it to people who 
wete troubled with uncafmefs after a full 
meal, af.d never failed in relieving the 
patient. But it feems to have fallen out 
of ufe through principles of delicacy \ 
but furcly no better can fupply its place 
, with equal eflfcff . In fome le!^ civilized 
nations, and where much animal food is 
ufed, gall is reckoned a luxury. (Sec 
•* Lobos Fovag^ to AviffiniaJ'^) The 
liver is the largeft vifcus in the body of 
moft animals j and ro fulUciently mate- 
rial ufe has been afcribcd to its fccretion. 
We know of no animal wliich wants the 
; iivcr 5 
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liver ; and m fomc voracious filhcs it 
difch^rges its fluid immediateiy into the 
cavity of the ftomach. Befides, wc never 
iind that digt^ion has taken place in any 
animal urtil the i'ood has found its way 
to the bottom of the itomach» when it 
meets with the bile. This is not only 
ieen in men and other animals which 
feed on fleih meat ; but, in the ftomachs 
of calves, the coagulum of milk is only 
dieeiied in prop-rtion as it becomes 
mixed with the bile in the laft itomach 
or duodenum. In ferpents and feme 
fifties which fwallow their food whole, it 
is little altered, except in that part which 
lies contiguous to the bottom of their 
ftomachs ^ and, on examining the ftomachs 
of thefe animals, we do not find any dif- 



ference, in regard to the furftcc, either of 
the upper or lower ends. On preiTurey 
the tranfuding liquor appears to be fhc 
fame in every part: a cohvrbh trnfi^id 
fluiJ, Gall has a great power of aifimu- 
lating animal oils with water, and has 
been much ufed by dy.rs to take the 
mafe out of their wool before the cd- 
Touring matter is applied ; and it is by 
this fame power of affimulation that I 
conceive it aflifts digefiion. 

On examining the experiments of 
Spallertzani and Mr. J. Hunter, I do not 
find any expetiment which militates 
againftthisconclufioni which, ifprcvddt 
would certainly be of the greatest benefit 
to fociety.

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ACCOUNT of the DELIVERANCE of THREE PERSONS, \fESSRS. CAR- 
TER, HASKETT, and SHAW, from the SAVAGES of TATE's ISLAND, 
and their SUBSEQUENT DISTRESSES. 
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[Continued from Pa^e 314..] 



/^N the mofning of the 9th Mr. Carter 
^^ was fo much reduced as to be under 
tbe neceflity of drinking his own urine, 
which example was followed by the other 
two, and notwithibmding its being dif- 
agieeable, they found great relief from 
it. . About nine at night Mr. Shaw and 
Mr. Haflcett found themfelves ib weak 
and overcome by lleep, that not being 
longer able to (land to the (leer oar, they 
lafhcd the o^r, and found the boat went 
along very fteadily. After joining in a 
prayer of thanklgiving to thciAlmighty, 
to whofc prote6>ion they committed 
themfelves, they lay down and had a re- 
frelhing (Icep j occafipnally, howeyer, 
they could not refrain from Jlarting up 
to look out for land or danger. 

They refumed their labours at the 
car on tbe inpming of the loth, which 
were rather increafcd by its blowing 

■^frelh and by a heavy fwell, which 
obliged them to reef the fail. It was 
with the greateft difficulty Mr. Carter's 
wound could be drcfled.^ Mr. Shaw's 
wound in the throat was by this lime 
nearly clorcd up. 

They ftocd on this day without any 
thing material occurrir.g ; Mr. Shaw 
ftill ufing all his powers to cheer them 
with the aliurarces of feeing land in a 
day or two, although at the* fame time 
he had hardly flrcn^th to haul the fliect 
aft, while Mr. Hafkett laflitd the oar. 

At ten P. M. they fcund vciy fhoaJ 
water, with breakers all round, en which 
Mr. Kaikett took the car, while Mr. 

. Shaw kept a look out for a channel ; in 
which manner they ran on tor the dif- 
tancc c f three or lour miles in not more 
Hian three or fovr I'eet water; the fea 
frtcucr.tiy breaking ever thtm, which 
rendered Mr. Carter's fituation truly de- 
plorable, as, iVcm extreme weakr.cis, he 
touKi not ftir irom the bottom of the 
boat, which was fo full of water that it 
was with the grenteft difficulty he could 
Keep his head above Jt. 

To add to their dll^rcfs, no looner 
hsd they got cltar of one fnoal, than 
irofn the vielcnce oi' the oar beating 



againft another Mr. Ha(kett wa« knocked 
out of the boat, which required all tbe 
exertions of Mr. Shaw to get him in 
again, and which he could have acconi* 
pliihed by no other mode than that of 
putting an oar under his arm, and lift- 
ing him up as. by a lever. 

On the 1 ith they telt themfelves much 
relieved by getting clear of the /hoals 
and launching once more into the ocean j 
on which occafion, as otten beure, they 
addreffed themfelves to that Power to 
which they trulled for deliverance. Mr. 
Carter's wound was again waHied, 
and four pieces more taken from the 
ikull, when they clearly dilcovered, that 
from the blow being given danrways 
down the back of the head, it had been 
given by a hatchet, which they had no 
doubt was the one which had been ilolen. 
from the (hip. They ftill however aflurcd 
him of its looking well and being about 
to heal. 

They were now in greater diftrcfs than 
ever for water: even the laft miferable 
refource tliey had confiderably failing 
them. This threw fuch a damp on 
their fpirits that they grew difcunfolate, 
and were making up their minds to meet 
death with becoming fortitude, having 

fiven up every hope of furviving another 
av,when Mr. Haikctt eagerly exclaimed 
*^ nefaw land." 

Mr. Shaw Hkewife perceiving it, they 
were in an inllant revived. Once more 
putting their hopes in Providence, they 
Itood in for the louthem extremity of the 
land, which they made no doubt was 
I'imoTy and foon got in a few miles to 
the leeward of the extreme, where they 
di:covtued a bay, at the head of which 
were cocoa-nut trees. 

They (hoitly after perceived the na- 
tives on fhore. Recent circumllancesy 
however, made them fearful of landing 5 
but Mr. Shaw oblerved, that they might 
as (afely truft to the chance of being 
well received on flicrc as perilh at i^A^ 
which they muft inevitably have done in 
another day. 

Having refolved, therefore, they ran 

int« 
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into thfc bay, when it was propofed that 
Mr. Haflcett Hiould remain in the boat, 
while Mr. Carter and Mr. Shaw went in 
fcarch of water. But on Mr. Carteret 
being helped out of the boat it wa» 
found he could not ftand ; he was 
thererore helped in again, and Mr. Haf- 
kett with Mr. Shaw advanced towards 
the natives, Mr. Shaw having a water 
keg and Mr. Haikett a mufquet, when 
they were overjoyed' by hearing the na- 
tives call out, BUgbl Bligb ! recollecting 
that Captain Bltgb was very hunianely 
treated at Timor ; and they had now no 
doubt left but they had the good foi^ 
tune to touch at the fame place. They 
made motions to the natives for cocoa 
nuts, who gave them to underlland that 
they did not belong to them; one of 
then) however gave Mr. Shaw a baked 
yam, which he found it impoiHble to 
cat on account of his throat being fo 
exceedingly parched. Having made figns 
for water, the natives led them to a 
fpring where they quenched their thirft ; 
when, having filled the keg, they ran to 
Mr. Carter, who was calling out for 
water, after which they devoured the 
yam with the greateft eagemefs, the na- 
tives looking at them the whole of the 
time in aftonifhmcnt. 

After their flender repaft they men- 
tioned the word Ttmpr to the natives, 
who repeated it very diftin6lly, and 
pointed towards the point to the South- 
ward, and then to a prow on the beach, 
intimating that they would condu£l 
them there ; in conlequence of which 
Mr. Shaw ^ve them two mufquets and 
a number of knives and I'ciflars which re- 
mained in the boat. • 

The natives made figns to go farther 
up the bar, which they acquiel'ced in j 
but finding they wifhed to lead them up 
a very narrow inlet, Mr. Shaw refufed 
to go in with the boat, rcprcfenting that 
it would be highly imprudent, and, as 
they wifhed to get to CuPancr as fcon as 
poUible, thought it advifeable to make 
the beli of their way there. 

This being agreed to, the boat vv2,s 
pufhed off, and two oars got out in order 
to row round the point, expefting, after 
that, to have a fair wind to Cupanq, 
Finding, however, a prow in chace of 
them, they lay on their oars, hcifted 
their fail, and put away before the wind, 
in order to clcape from flaverv, which 
they made no doubt of experiencing if 
taken by the prow in chace of them. 



The prow continued chafing them along 
the Hiore, between a reef and the beach, 
which extends the whole length of th« 
ifland. Finding the prow ft ill in chace 
they ftood over the reef, which is a con- 
tinued chain of breakers, and the prow 
not thinkine it proper to follow them» 
they efcaped and coafted it down the 
ifland. Night approaching, and finding 
themfelves much fatigued, they hauled 
the fheet aft, and laihed the oar as be- 
fore, and found the beat went along 
fhorc very fteadily. They then lay doWn 
to fleep, and on waking in the morning 
were refrefhed with the Imell of fpices> 
which was conveyed by the land windy 
and which fo revived Mr. Carter that 
he ieveral times exclaimed, << Keep up 
your hearts my boys, we (hall dine witn 
the Governor of Cupang to-day." Their 
hopes wpre however fruftrated by the 
numerous difficulties they had yet to 
encounter, owing to the • innumerable 
flioals and points. The water they had 
drank tended likewife to increafe their 
appetites. They were forced at night, 
notwithftandin?, to purfue the fame 
method they had formerly adopted in 
order to obtain fufficicnt reft to enable 
them to go through the fatigues of the 
cnfuing day. 

On the moming of the 13th, Mr. 
Shaw took the fteer oar ; but the wind 
being frefh, and the b«at going with 
great velocity through the water, he 
was, from weaknefs, unable to ftand the 
force of the oar and fell overbcaid ; 
luckily, however, he held by the gunnel 
until Mr. Hafkett ^came to his affiftancc, 
when with great exertions he was got 
into the boat again. 

Shortly after this they faw a point 
a-head, which they found it impt-Mble to 
Weather while the wind remained the 
fame way. They, therefore, once more 
determined to land, and accordingly ran 
into a final! bay j when the natives 
cime running towards them, beckoning 
them to come alhore, and calling out, 
Biigb ! Bltgb ! They immedhitely ran 
the boat on fhore, and Mr. Hafkett 
being helped out of the boat by nhe 
natives, they fat him down on the 
beach, and went immediately to the affift- 
ance of his companions. When they 
had brought them on fhore, ^hey pre- 
fented them with" a couple of cocoa nuts, 
yams, and Indian corn, which they re- 
ceived with unfeigned gratitude. 

The natives gazed on thefe three fa- 

mi/hed 
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BiUhiKi AifTercrs in filcnt aflonifhment : 
nor is it to be wondered at j for their 
cheeks were ftirivelled, their eyes funk 
almoit into their heads, their beards 
long, and their whole frames totally 
«02aciated. 

The natives, far from dlfturbingthem, 
made figns for them to eat and drink, 
which they did with the greateft eager- 
aefs. Mr. Carter then begged to have 
his wound drelTed, which was done with 
ireih water. Mr. Sliaw having unbound 
his wound found it nearly healed. 

The natives appearing to exprefs feme 
curicdty as to the manner in which thoJe 
wounds were received, Mr. Shaw ex- 
plained it in the bcft manner he could, 
at which they made (igr^ of being much 
fliocked, which did not however fully 
&tisty the t|jree Gentlemen of their 
pacific intentions 5 but as they beckoned 
tD proceed on towards their huts, they 
complied, which gave the natives, appa- 
icntly, great fatisrad ion. 

They then attempted to get up and 
walk, but found they could not accom- 
plirti it without fupport, which the 
natives very kindly afforded them, and 
kd them to their town, which is fituated 
mt the top of a (leep hill, acceiTible only 
by tw:o perpendicular ladders, up which 
they were lifted by their guides. When 
tbey arrived they were taken to the 
CbiePs houfe, whcie were afl'emblcd an 
iromenfe concourfe, who came to view 
the Itrangers. Here they were again 
prefcnted with corn, yams, and toddy 
to drink j after which the Chiefs prelled 
them to tal^e reft. Mr. Carter and Mr. 
Shaw accordingly laid themfelves down 
there, but Mr. Hafkett was removed to 
another houfe, there not being fufficient 
room V.r all. 

They were a little alarmed at feeing 
two rccn watching at the door ; not- 
withftanding that the CLief placed him- 
felf between them and the men, and had 
a fpcar by his fide. Mr. Shaw got up 
in the -night and went out of the door, 
in crder to try if they would prevent 
him gt>ing farther, but was agreeably 
fiupriied to find they waited only left 
any thing ihc uld be wanted by the ftran- 
gers. 

On the morning of the i4.th of JuW, 



when they again met together, the ns« 
lives prcicnted them with Indian com, 
yam, and toddy ; which when they hadl 
taken they made enquiry into the name 
of the land, and found that it wm» 
called Sarrrty and was (eparate from the 
Timor Landt which was the firft place 
they refrelhed at. They were alfo in- 
formed that there was another fisaU 
ifland to the northward called FarU^tte 
by them, but which is in our charts 
called lernabor^ They alio underftood 
that a prow came yearly to trade to Terna'- 
bor^ and that (he would arrive in feven 
cr eight months. 

Tnis infermition greatly relieved 
them, and tbey were foon convinced that 
the natives were of a humane and boC- 
pitable nature. 

The firit and fecond week cbpfcd 
without any material occurrence, except 
that of a pair of fcilfars being ftolen by 
one of the children. As tbey were very 
ferviceable in cutting the hair round Mr. 
Carter's wound, the Chief was informed » 
of the circumftance, and he iounedi. 
atcly called a cuuncil, confitfing of the 
elders of the community \ when after an 
hour's debate tbey withdrew, and on the 
day following the IcilTars were found. 

On the 25th of July Mr. Cartcr^s 
wound was entirely healed, after having 
had thirteen pieces of the fradured &ulJ 
taken out. 

They remained in perfeft health until 
the 24th of November, when Mr. Car- 
ter caught a fever, and died on the loth 
of December 1793, much regretted by 
his friends Shaw and HaOcetr, as well as 
by the natives of Ttmor Land, 

The two furvivdrs waited in anxious 
expeftation for the arrival of the annual 
trading prow from Handay and ihe ar- 
rived," to their great joy, on the 12th of 
March 1794. 

They lailed from Ternabor op the 
loth of April, and on the ift of May 
arrived at Banda^ where they were re- 
ceived with the ucmoft hofpitality by the 
Governor, who fupplied them with every 
thing neceffary for men in their fiiua- 
tion, and procured them a paifage 00 
board an Indiaman boi^nd to Batavta^ 
where they arrived on the 10th of Ofto- 
ber 1794. 
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•yHOUGH this very affeaing fubjeft 
-■• ioas been treated by a great variety 
of writers, the Volumes befbre us fumiih 
new fources of emotion a« well as of in- 
^ni^ion. The Author enjoyed un- 
common opportunities of becoming ac- 
quainted with many tran&flions and 
ciicumftances unknown to the world; 
lie poflcfled judgment to obfervc, and fen- 
fibility to reel, whatever was important 
and interefling in the fcenes that paiTed 
under his eye y and he appears to poflcfs 
a very uncommon ihare ot candour and a 
reganl to truth : for, while he difplays 
the virtues and injuries done to the 
amiable and unfortunate ICing, he dees 
not conceal his weakneiTes, nor that thefe 
were, in a great meaiure, the cauie of his 
misfortunes. Mr. B«rtrand had no in- 
tentiAi that thefe Memoirs, fhouid be 
publifhed during his life. ** His chief 
view in this Work was to do juftice to 
the charaftcr of Louis XVI. 5 to deteft 
the calumnies invented by the moft 
wieked of men to julHfy the dethroning, 
imprifoning, and murdering t^he moft vir- 
tuous of Kipgs. Placed ia fituations 
that afforded me opportunities of know- 
ing the principles on which his Ma-efty 
afted, and the motives of his conduft at 
a moft important crifis, I confider myielf 
as a necenary witnefs in the gi'eat caiife 
between Louis XVI. and his Murderers, 
of which pcfterity is to judge. 

** My nrft defign was, that thofc Me- 
moirs (hould be referved for the impartial 
judgment of future ages, as my perlonal 
teftimony refpe^ing all the la«s within 
my knowledge 5 but it has beenfuggeftcd 
Vol. XXXI. June 1797. 



to me fmce, that thofe fa£ls would derive 
a greater degree of authenticity from 
their being fuomitted to the contradi^lion 
of all cotemporaries who .think themfelves 
iBterefted in refuting them; that the 
truth of the Memoirs may be brought to 
the teft of that crofs- examination, I have 
been prevailed upon not to defer their 
publication any longer. 
• *< The honour of the French Nation 
loudly demands, that all the manoeuvres, 
intrigues, and confpiracies that brought 
on the prefent RevcJution (hould be laid 
open i that all the fa£ls (hould be known $ 
that the real criminals (hould be branded 
for the jufti(ication of the innocent ; and 
the authors of fuch general calamity, and 
of fo many atrocities may not be c n- 
founded with their numerous vi^lims. 
Truth and juftice (hall trace the line 
which ought to diftingui(h and ieparate 
the errors which produced and favoured 
the Revolution from the horrid crimes 
which difgraced it. This fepayation will 
exhibit on one fide but a imall number 
of men j the greateft portion and the 
moft blood- thirtty of the guilty having 
already been overtaken by the divine 
rengearce. On the other fide will ap- 
pear the whole French Nation, compofed 
of different parties, now mere divided by 
their recolie6Uons than by their opinions j 
for the greateft part being at length en- 
lijghtened by time and by misfortune, de- 
teft thofe whole exaggerations led them 
aftray : they are ~now more e(b^nged by 
the hatred which they fuppofe in ea(^ 
other, than by that which they really 
feel ; all are harradcd by^ ajKl difgufled 
£ e e with 
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with the Revolution; all feel the ne- 
cefllty of a general union to obtain the 
efUbJiihment of that order and tran* 
quillity for which they all figh» and are 
willing to purchafe by reciprocal facri- 
fices, and by the oblivion of all injuHes 
and refentmentt ! How pan they refiife 
to forget and forgive the confequences of 
errors^ into which a|moft every indi- 
vidual of the French Nation have been 
led? for there is h^dly one who did not 
wiih for Tome f hans;^ in the Government, 
at a period when the minds of men were 
in fuch a ftate of exaltation, that the 
antient edifice of the Conftitution was in 
danger of being totally overturned, if at 
all attacked. To vows imprudently 
made, to the chimerical and ambitious 
hopes of hot-headed and fa6iiouf men, 
to an inconfiderate dcfire for a npw ordef 
of things, was owing that general fer- 
mentation, of which a clafs of men, a^ 
artful as perfidious, took advantage to 
throw all into c^niufion* Since then, 
every one has, in fome way or other* 
helped on the Resolution : thii ought to 
prcKluce a reciprocal forgiveoefs, as uni- 
verfal as the errors from which it ori« 
ginated ; '-^ I lay the errors, not the 
crimes ;— for I am faf from thinking, 
that certain execrable deeds, obje^^s of 
everlafting degradation to the French 
Nation, will ever be forgiven by it. 
But, fbrtunately, the greateft criminals, 
the chiefs of (he Regicide fa^lion, no 
longer exift ; and, among thofe of their 
accomplices who have the misfoitune to 
be alive, how few there are who were 
not driven by threats and by terror, 
rather than prompted by native wicked- 
nefs I and who would expiate the crime 
of their cowardice, if i^morfe could ex* 
piate fuch a crime 1 ** 

Mr. Bertrand forefees that the publi- 
cation of theic Memoirs will offend the 
violent of all parties ; but he has formed 
the refolution of making no anfwer to any 
attack that may be made on his political 
opinions : whif h he leaves to anlwer for 
themfelves, and to the judgment of the 
candid. However, he retains the right 
of reilifying, in the Original, fuch as 
may appear ncrcaftcr, in his own judg- 
ment, erroneous. 

The Exordium which we have here 
extrafled appears to us to be excellent. 
He brings ^rward the moft proininent 
features of the pifture he is going to 
inake> which are indeed as juftly as boldly 
marked; and, thrpughout the whole of 
the Memoirs, there is an air of finccrity 
and candour. Mr. Bertnmd has re- 



corded a very great number of Anet- 
dotes, not a few of them intereftine to 
every reader ; but the mater nu9ibcr» 
perKaps, to the natives of France only.— 
It is a^ a book of folid and feafonabl^ 
i|iftni6lion, rather than a book of enter- 
tainment, that we regard thefe Mpnoin , 
Mr. Bertrand is a judicious and pene- 
trating obferver; a^ hi^ •bfervatiooa 
are commonly of fuch a nature as to de- 
fer ve the attention of Statcfinen. As an 
example, we Ihall give the following 
extract : It is generally known, that an 
open i-efiftance of the French Monarchy 
firft broke oqt in Rennes, the Capital of 
Brittany. " The capital error which 
M. de Thiard committed, and what im- 
mediately occafioned the infurredioo^ 
was the order he was known to hav^ 
given to the troops, not to make any ui 
of their arms, except to intimidate ; for 
he had directed, that the foldiers fliould 
put the rammel-s into the barrels of their 
firelocl^S, in fight of the populace ; to 
prove clearly, m cafe they ihould hare 
harboured any fufpicion of being fire4 
upon, that no harm was intended. 
Haying received this pledge of their ie- 
curity, the mob becanae infolent and 
outrageous in the higheft degree j while 
the foldiers, on the other hand, were in- 
timidated and pailive, fuflfering themfelves 
to be cuiFcd and kicked, and even allow, 
ing their arms to be taken from thens^ 
without attempting retaliation or refift<* 
ance. In fliort, a party of fixty foldiers 
were fo obedient to the orders of re- 
maining pafTive, as tamely to allow their 
fentry-box to be broken m pieces by an 
inconfidprable mob, and they themfelves 
to t>e beaten and wounded by the broken 
pieces of this very box. 

" The people were emboldened to the 
excelTes, rather frcm thp impunity with 
which they were permitted to aft, than 
from any idea of their own ftrength. At 
firft, the diforder might have been fup- 
preflcd, if M.de Thiard had given orders 
alcud to charge immediate^, and firp 
upon thofe who did not dilperfe at the 
firft warning 5 but, moft unfortunately, 
he thought it would be better to over- 
awe the people by a more confiderabie 
appearance ot force ; and that very night 
he difpatphcd couriers to St. MaJo, with 
orders for frefti battalions of infantry, a 
few fquadrons of cavalry, with fome 
pieces of artillery, to march immediately 
to Rennes. This little army would cer- 
tainly have been fufficient to ranfack the 
town, and exterminate the inhabitants; 
but, as the charaftcr of M. ^e Thiard 
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^i foo well known to be fufpeaed of 
having fuch defignS) the arrival of thofe 
troops, fo far from terrifying the multi- 
tude, only rendered the imurre^Uon more 
^neral, and aufi;mented the mortification 
and difguft of the fbldiers, who were full 
of indignation at the defpicable part 
which they had been made to a^. The 
military officers were not received in any 
family in town 5 and there never palTed a 
day but what Ibme of the foldiert were 
attacked or beaten. We were not much 
more refpe^ed ourfelves : we feldom 
appeared m the ftreets without hearing 
very diiagreeable comments pafled upon 
ts. To this M. de Thiard always re- 
turned a gracious finile, which the po- 
pulace (not Comprehending its refined 
delicacy) imputed to affe^ation, or took 
for a fign of foole fear. This cuftom of 
overlooking every attempt which was 
inade againft Royal authoritv, and the 
licence which was given to degrade and 
infult the perfons employed to fupport 
it, infpired the leaders of the infurre^on 
with the higheft degree of infolence. A 
farce was a&ed in 3ie fquares and public 
ftreets, particularly imder the windows 
of the Commandant and the Attendant, 
which was dcfigncd as a bui'lcfque on 
the /// de jiiftice, the laft feilion of par- 
liament, and fome of the new laws. This 
piece was performed by ihoe-blacks and 
chimney-fweepers, drefled in tattered 
black robes, louare caps, and paper cra- 
vats, and feated on the little (lools which 
thefe blaek^^uards brought for the oc- 
, caiion $ giving, as it was faid, an exa6l 
reprefentation of putting the Judge on 
a level with the judged. Printed papers, 
giving an account of all that palfed at 
this Royal fitting of fiioe-biacks, were 
diftributed with profnfion among the 
populace. Thefe papers contained alfo 
f the fpeeches which the a6iors in this 
were fuppoied to have pronounced j but 
which tne loud applaufe and mirth of 
' the immenfe crouds which followed them 
prevented from being heard. 

** M. de Thiard, who dined with me 
that day, happened 10 arrive while this 
entertainment was going on under my 
window. The id6a feemed to him very 
amuOng ; and he endeavoured to make 
me lau^h at fome of the farcafms con- 
tained m a piece, where ^e were both 
made to a£l the loweil and moil indecent 
parts. I could not help faylnff to him, 
with fome degree of fpleen> * that if this 
farce had been a6led in Conftantinople, 
and that I had read the accotmt of it in 
the Gazette, I might perhaps have been 



as much inclined ^0 laugh at he was ^ 
but that it was impoffible for me to find 
any amufement in feeing the King's 
authority fo fcandaloufly degraded.* 
This was the cafe already to fuch a de* 
gree, that the fpirit of revolt infisfled 
every clafs. The Parliament, Which had 
till then ^iven an example of fubnuflioii 
to his Maje(hr's orders, was loudly ac« 
cufed of havmg ibkl itfelf to the Court { 
and was in a manner compelled, by cii'- 
cUmftances, to infringe the interdiflion 
againfl afTembling. I palled within tetv 
paces of the mobi without attrafling any 
attention: they were entirely occupied 
by a detachment of dragoons, who came 
to fupport the fiege or blockade of the 
JHtotei de Luillis and who, indead of 
marching againfl the mob, whom they 
might have difperied in a twinklings 
formally drew themfelves up, according 
to the orders of M. de Thiard, and flood 
pesiceable fpefUtors in the walk which 
overlooks that town. A few momenta 
afterwards I met a dragoon, who, ia 
gallopinff to join the detachment, chaced 
before him all the people in the ftieet. 
Twenty-five dragoons, I am convinced^ 
by a brifk char»;, would have been fuf- 
ficient to put all the inhabitants of the 
tovim to flight/' 

, Mr. Bertrand gives a very fatlsfa^lory 
account of the commencement of the 
Revolution ; o^ which he very juflly ob* 
ferves, that' << the fird fymptoms are as 
important as the effe^ls." 

He has occafion to remark many in- 
ftances of the cowardice and infolence of 
the mob \ eafily difperfed, if timeoufly 
and vigoroufly attacked ; but rendered 
audacious and fierce by hefitation and 
forbearance. 

There is fomething at onee curious 
and inflru6live in the States, Parliament, 
and fiaili^ges of Brittany reviving and 
recovering their privileges that had been 
fo long antiquattxi. This fhews the im- 
portance of even obfblete and dormant 
claims; which may be realized by time 
and accidents. 

Our Author, throughout his Book, hat 
manifold occafions, which he readily em- 
braces, of doing juilice to the memory of 
his Royal Mailer ; but, among the many 
and various teftimonies exhibited to the 
innocence and goodnefs of the late King 
of France, there is none more emphatic 
than that of our countryman General 
Melville, recorded in a note, page 173. 
vol. 3. " The General, fpeaking of that 
Prince, faid with much emotion, that he 
was ovef'gBtrd* Tht fenfibility of the 
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humane and philanthropic General is 
well known. It feemcd, however, to 
have been excited by the misfortunes and 
unmerited fufienngs of the Kins in a 
Tery extraordinary degree. The General 
had opportunities of being intimately ac- 
quainted with the virtues of Louis XVI. 
By the Peace 0C1783, it was fettled that 
the liland of Tobago (honld remain to 
the Crown of France 5 but no conditions 
had been ftipulated in favour of the Britifh 
proprietors, who dreaded the idea of their 
rights and properties falling under a 
French Government. It was thought 
neceiTary to fend a deputation to the 
Court oV Verfailles ; and this was hap- 
pily committed to General Melville, with 
another Gentleman, The General had 
not only been the firft Governor of To- 
bago from 1764, but indeed the Founder 
•f the Colony ; that Ifland, then covered 
with wood and uninhabited, having been 
included in his general Government of 
the Ceded Idands. He had acquired, of 
courfe, a particular knowledge of the 
Ifland, and of its interefts 5 and he was 
alfo confidcred as a perfon moft likely to 
be well received at the French Court, 
fix)m his condufl towards the French in 
his Government of Guadaloupe, and af- 



terwards of the Ceded Iflands • Through 
the candid and honourable attentions of 
the Marquis of Caftries, Minifter of 
Marine and Colonies ^ and, above all, to 
the juftice and generofity of the King 
himfelf, on which the rate of the con- 
quered Colony had been entirely thrown ; 
he obtained various conceiiions, beyond 
the moft fanguine expeftations of the 
Britifli Settlers. General Melville hav- 
ing thus poflefied uncommon opportu- 
nities of knowing the amiable qualities 
of the King, was therefore affefted in an 
uncommon degree by the necolleftioir of 
them." 

Mr. Bertrand fets out with giving, it 
the manner of Tacitus and the beft Hif- 
torians, the outlines of the pifture which 
he afterwards fills upt but he iklls too 
foon, agreeably to the vivacity of his 
notion, into a paflion : even at the fixth 
page he begins an apoftrophe, which he 
continues even to the iixtcenth. Through- 
out the whole of the Memoirs, indeed, 
he appears too much in the light of an 
Advocate on one hand, and an Accuier 
on another. This may well be excufcd; 
but the Memoirs would have had greater 
weight, if the Author had adhered mete 
to the fl}'le of Narration and Defer iption.

JAMES THE FATALIST, Kke Pan- 
glofs, his rival and predeceflbr, attacks 
all ancient ejiabltjbmentsy civil and r^//- 
giouSi with fome wit and fome learning, 
but chiefly with fophHlical and iniidious 
logic. Like btni, he hopes to overturn 
the direftion of an over- ruling f^rovidence, 
by fhewing an occafionsl and accidental 
obfcurity ; and Ikimmine on the furfiice 
of the unfathomable (jnejiion concerning 
necfjfary agency ^ endeavours to obtain 
the credit of having explored its depths. 
The optimijl confiders himfelf as having 
accompHflie^ hispurpofe if he eftablifhes 
a few examples ^i mifery in bts befl of all 
po/frble ivcrlds 5 and the neccjfariarti 
having deironftrated that, in fome cafes 
of *voliti'jn, man may be determined by 
incuhable caufesy concludes, that in none 
he can be at liberty to cboofe. 

The chief difference between the two 
champions is, that the firft in order of 
time is fuppoffcd to fief end in good earnefi 
the canfe to which the Author in reality is 
boflile ; whereas James and Diderot are 
both likewife decifive advocates far fixed 
and inequitable fatcy and honcftly and 
fimply fupport their opinion. 



As a work of liveliBefs and injg;enuit7, 
this compoiltiondefervesa perufal, though 
it leaves the great qeeflibn which it pro- 
feffes to difciifs in its original entoMgie- 
ments and ambiguities* Such, tadieed, 
they are, as probably no mortal will be 
able to clear, 

<< Or know their fprlng, their head, their 
uue dcfeept.** 

This, indeed, James, to do him juflice» 
ingenuoufly confefles ; and in fpite of his 
theory of necrfflty cutd fatcdifmy acknow- 
ledges that he a6ls, and expeRs others to 
aft agrccablv to the free determination of 
the nund. He pt cafes and he condemns 
according to the degree of wifdom and 
pnidence which appears blended with the 
conduct he is conlidering \ than which 
nothing, as he admits, can be more in- 
confiftent with the opinion of thc/wCT«f//2. 
bility of the event . 1 1 might as wifely be 
alicrted, that man has neither tbefacnl^ 
ties of eyes nor ears, while we reckon 
upon the beaefits of hearing and feeing 
for our companions and for ourfeives. 
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6ur work It not intended for the dif- 
«>ffion of metaph^Jical fubtUtiest which, 
in truth, enter not, nor were ever intended 
to enter, deeply into the bufineft and bo- 
foMf of men . Let us return to our firiend 
James, The following detached incident 
will give an idea of his tharafter : 

** While our two theologians were dif- 
puting without underftandtngeach other, 
as in theology it will fometimes happen, 
night approached . They were traver fin z 
ft country in which travelling was at all 
times unfafe, and which was ftill more fo 
at a period when a bad iadminiftration, 
combined with wretchednefs, had multi- 
plied without end the number of malefac- 
tors . They halted at one of the moft mifera- 
ble inns in the world . Two wretched beds 
were prepared for them, in a room formed 
by a partition of boards that difplayed on 
every fide wide-gaping crevices. They 
called for fupper : they were ferved witn 
dirty water, black bread, and four wine. 
The hoft, the hoftefs, children, and fer- 
vants, every thine had a forbiddine af- 
pe<5l. Clofe by Uieir fide they heard im- 
looderate biuits of laughter, and the tu- 
multuous joy of about a dozen robbers, 
who had been before them and engrofled all 
theprovifions. James was tolerably tran- 
quil ; his mafter was far from being of the 
lame temper. The latter was employed 
in placing his chagrin before him in every 
^ attitude, and in every point of view j 
while his fervant devoured a few dices of 
black bread, and fwallowed, not without 
wry faces, fome glades of bad wine. They 
were in this (ituation when they heard a 
knocking at their door. It was a waiter 
whorothefeinlblent and dangerous neigh- 
bours had compelled to carry to our tra- 
vellers, on one of their plates, all the 
bones of a fowl which they had eaten up. 
" James, fired with indignation at this 
treatment, laid hold of his mader^s piftols. 
** Where are you going ?*' — ** Leave 
me to manage the matter." — ** Where 
are you going, I fay ?'* — " Why ! to 
bring this rabble to reafon.'' — <* Don't 
you know there is a dozen of them?" — 
** Were they an hundred, the number is 
of no cenfequence //// is decreed on bigb 
that they are not enough."—** Devil con- 
found you with your impertinent bab- 
ble." — James made his efcape from his 
mafter, enters the room where the ruf- 
fians were aflcmbled with a loaded piftol 
in each hand. ** Quick to bed," faid 
he i <* thefirll that Itirs I fhafl blow his 
brains out." 

** James's air and tone of voice fo 
ftrongly proved him to be ii) earned, that 



the rogues, who valued their lives as 
much as honefl men, role from table with- 
out the finalleft murmur, undreded them- 
felves, and went to bed. His mader» 
doubtful of the idue of this adventure^ 
waited his return in fear and trembling. 
James entered the room loaded with the 
fpoils of thefe people \ he had feized the 
whole of their effects, that they might not 
be tempted to rile again j he had extin- 
guifhed their candles, and double-lock«l 
their door, the key of which he kept in his 
hand with one of nis pidols. ** At pre- 
fent. Sir," laid he t« his mafter, «< we 
have nothing more to do than barricade 
this door, by pudiingour beds clofe to it, 
and then go to deep in tranquillity. Ac- 
cordingly he fets to work* and pu/hed the 
beds up againft the door, recounting to 
his maner, with great coolnefs and bre- 
vity the detail of this expedition. — 
Mafter. *« What a devil of a fellow you 
are, James ! You believe then" — James. 
** I neither believe nor difbelieve."— * 
Mafter. *«Had theyrefufed to go to bed." 
—James. ** That was impodiblc."— 
Mafter. " Why ?"— JamesL ** Be- 
caufe they did not refufe." — Mafter. 
** Should they ri/c again." — James, - 
«* Why then lb much the better, or fo 
much the worfe." Mafter. ** If— if— if 

—and "—James. ** If, if the fta 

were to boil, as the faying is, we fho\|ld 
have abundance of ftlh ready cooked. 
What the devil. Sir, but this minute you 
thought that I ran a very great rilk, yet 
nothmg was more unfounded. Now you 
imagine yourfelf in imminent danger; 
yet, perhaps, nothing is more falfe. All 
the people in this houfe dread one ano- 
ther, which proves that we are a parcel 
of fools." — Converfing thus he undreffes, 
tumbles into bed, and falls adeep. His 
mafter eating in his turn a dice of black 
bread, and drinking a glafs of bad wine, 
pricked up his ears, looked at James, 
who lay fnoring, and faid, ** What a 
devil of a fellow is this ?" Following 
the exampk^ of his valet, the mafter 
ftretched himVcIf alfo upon his bed, but 
he could not, like him, enjoy repofc, for 
he did not deep a wink. At day -break 
James felt fomebody (baking him ; it 
was his mafter, who whilpcred him, 
** James ! James !" 

James. ** What is the matter ?"— 
Mafter. " It is day. "—James. **Vcry 
poffibly."— Mafter. «* Rife then."— 
James. ** Why ?"— Mafter. « That 
we may l^ave tms place in all hafte."— 
James. ** Why ?"— Mafter. <* Becaufe 
we arc not well here."— James, ** Who 
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knows that we are not $ or that we (hall 
!>• better any where elfe ?" — Matter. 
«« James '."—James. « Hey-day ! 
James ! James I What a devil of a fel- 
low you arc ? 

Mailer. " What a denl of a fellow 
rather are you, James, my friend." 

** James rubbed his eyes, yawned ferc- 
ral times, Itretched himielf, rofe, put on 
his clothes very deliberately, replaced 
their beds in their former ftakion, fallied 
out of the room, went down ftairs into 
the ftable, (addled and bridled the horfes, 
awoke the laiidlord who was ftill afleep, 
difcharged the reckoning, kept the keys 
of the two chambers, and ott fet our he- 
roes." 

James you fee is endued with conftitu- 
tioncd bravery f which has been the cafe 
aJlb of more difiingmjbtd Faialijh of 
whom hiftory has recorded the atchieve- 
ments. Concerning the friendly alliance 
between courage and fatalifm we (hall not 
now fpeak \ obierving only, that this 
fpecies of philofdphyis very fit to infpire 
confidence in fuch as arc engaged in peri> 
Idus undertakings. Accoraing to thefe 
principles, fecunty and apparent faftty 
are fometimes, to ufe an txprelTion of our 
poet, more dangrroui than danger. Xhc 
reader mav not be forry to be told, that 
James ami his mafter continue their jour- 
ney unmolefted by the robbers whom the 
former had routed. 

But let us drop James for a while, 
and attend to his mafitr \ not him of the 
fable^ but Diderot^ the mafter of both, 
who, quitting his fi6litious charaAer, 
thus relates an anecdote of himfclf : 

« The hiftory of the poet of Pondi^ 
gherry* — After the ufual compliments 
upon my wit, my genius, my tafte, my 
condeicenfion, and other difcourie of 
which I do not believe a word, though I 
have been in the habit of hearing it re- 
peated, and perhaps with (bcerity, for 
twenty years. 

** Tne young Poet drew a ^aper from 
his pocket. " There are afew verfes," 
he fyijt to me.—" Verfes !"— " Yes, 
Sir { and I hope that you will have the 
goodnefs to give me your opinion of 
them." — ** Do you like to be told the 
truth?**—" Yes, Sir j and I defur to hear 
it ftxaa you."—" Well, you (hall hear 
it."— ''What I are you fuch a fool as to 
believe that a poet would come to you in 
queft of truth ?"— " Yes."—" And 
really to tell it him ?"— « Moft cer- 
tainly !" — " Without management ?" 
— " Certainly \ management in fuch cafes 
is at the beft a grofs infult \ when fairly 



interpreted, it means you are a bad pos^f 
and as I do not think you have ncnrcs tv 
hear the truth, you are but a (illy feK 
low."~« Anddoyou find thatfranknela 
always fucceeds ?"— " It Very foidonx 
fails." 

" I read the veries of my young Poet ; 
and I told him, " Your verfet not onljr 
are bad, but they prove to me that joa 
will never make good ones.** — " I cauft 
make bad ones then, for I cannot ivfrain 
from writing."—" What a drcadini 
curfe ! Do you know the dilgrace. Sir, 
into which you are about to fsdi ? Medi. 
ocrity in Poets can ntither be endured 
by gods nor men, nor by bookieUers- 
(helves) fo faid Horace.*—" I know 
it.*'—" Are you rich ?'*— " No."*-. 
** Are you poor ?'*—•* Very poor.**— 
" And to poverty you are goii^ to add 
the ridicule which attaches to a bad poet t 
you (hall have thrown away your whole 
life } you will become old. Old^ fto^r^ 
and a bixd Poet ! Ah ! Sir, What a ca- 
talogue !**^« J am fcnlible of it } but I 
am conftrained in fpiteof myfelf.** (Here 
James would have (aid, but tbts tvas dtm 
creed on ht^b),"^** Have you any rela- 
tions ?"— *< I have."—" What are their 
(ituations in life ?*' — " T^hey are jewel- 
lers.**—" Arc ihcy difpofed to do any 
thing for you ?"— " They may.*'— 
** Well 5 go lee your relations, and pro- 
pofe to them to advance you a fmail quan- 
tity of jewels. Embark for Pondichenyy 
make bad verfes on your voyage $ on 
your arrival naake a fortune. Your (or- 
tune made, return here, and write as many 
bad verfes as you plcafe, provided that 
you don't print them, for it is needlefs to 
ruin any body." 

" About a do«en years alter I gave 
this advice to the young man he aeain 
made his appearance . I did not recoiled 
him. " lam. Sir, faid he, the perfon 
whom you fent to Pondicherry j I have 
been there, and have anuHed a fortune of 
an hundred thou (and francs. I am' re* 
turned, have fet about writing vtries, and 
here are fome which I have brought 
you."—" Are they ftill bad ?**— " Still.** 
— " But your lot is fettled, and I have 
no objection to your pcrfifting to write 
bad verfes."— ** In truth, this is my in- 
tention.*' 

This you will think, Reader, a lingular 
occurrence and a lingular charafler j but 
M. Diderot has many of them in ftore. 
Here what he fays in another place upon 
this fubjed : 

" Is it this that excites your incredulity ? 

In the (irft place> nature is fo diverliHd, 
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ffpecially Uicbara^ers and inftinAs» that 
there is nothing in the imagination of the 
poet fo extravagant of which obfervation 
3nd experience do not prefent us with the 
inodel. I myfelf, who n«w fpeak* have 
met with the fellow of the Mock-DoSor^ 
which till then I had confide^ as the nnoft 
entertaining of all fiftions.— What ! the 
fellow of a huiband whofe wife lays to 
biai> I have three children on my bandSf 
^ind who anfwers, iMtbem donun then, 
** Th€y aflc for bread." " Give them 
a rod. Prccifely. — The following is 
the dialogue that palTcd between hini and 
piy wife : •* Are yon there Meniieur 
Gouffe ?"- " Yes, Madam, for I can- 
not be in two places at once.—** Where 
arc you come from ?'*^-« From the place 
I went to."— <* What have you done 
there ?"— ** I have repaired a mill that 
was out of order.'*— ** Whofe mill was 
it?"— «* I know nothine of that $ I did 
not go there to fet the miller to rights." 
•— ** You arc very well drefled, contrary 
to cuAom. Why \inder this fuit, whicn 
IS very beicomingi )iave you a dirty ihirt ?** 
— " Becaufe I have no more than one.** 
»— ** And why no more ? — •* Becaufe I 
have no more bodies than one at a time V^ 
— ** How arc your children ?"— <* Admi- 
rably !" — *« And the boy that has fuch 
fine eyes, fo plump, fo pretty a (kin ?"•— 
'* Much better than tb$ reft | he is 
4ead." 

" Take Goufle to a tavern, tell him 
your bufinefs, pxopofe that he (hould go 
with ycu twenty leagues off he will ac- 
company you. After having employed 
l)im,difmils him without a penny ^ he will 
return perfe£lly iatisficd with his treat- 
ment. 

** Goufle and Premonval kept a fchool 
of mathematics together. Among the 
numerous fcholars that attended there 
Vas a young Lady, called Mifs Pigeon, 
the daughter of the celebrated artift who 
conlh-u^fed thofe two planifpheres which 
have been tranfportcd from the Royal 
Garden to the Hall of the Academy of 
Sciences . Mifs Pigeon went every morn- 
ing with her fatchel under her arm, and 
her mathematical inftrument cafe in her 
muff. One of the profcflbrs, Premonval, 
fell in love with his Icholar, andinfpiteof 
the prcpofitions upon lb]ids,infcribed upon 
the Iphcre, * Ihe was got with child .* Fatncr 
Pigeon was not a man toacquiefce with pa- 
tience in the truth of this corollary. The 
Ctuation of the lovers becomes erabarraiT- 
ing } they hold a conference j but having 
nothing, nothing at all in the world, what 
could bip the rciylt of their d^iberatioBf } 



They call to their affiftance their fnead 
GoulTe. The latter, without iaying a 
word, fells his whole property, linen t 
clothes, inftruments, furniture, books { 
raifes a fum of money \ hurries the two 
lovers into a poft-cnaife $ accompaniet 
them moft cheerfully as far as the Alps | 
there he empties his purfe of the little 
money that remained j prefents them 
with It i embraces them \ wiihes them a 

food journey $ returns on foot, begging 
is way as far as Lyons, where, by paint- 
ing the rooms of a cloifter of Monks, he 
earned as much as enabled him to return ^ 
to Paris without begging. 

" This was very fine."— «« Certainly." 
— <* And from this heroic a&ion yom 
imagine that Goufle was pofl«fled of a 
rreat fund of morality." — « No, indeed ! 
be undeceived \ he had no more idea of it 
thana boric."— " Impoflible !"— « It ia 
true, however. I had employed him in a 
piece of budnefs ; I gave him a draft upon 
my agent for eighty livres ; the fumwaa 
written ia figures. What does my mas 
but add a cypher, and draws eight hun- 
dred livres.' —** Ah ! fhcckfny I"— 
** He i# not more diflioneft when heroba 
me than ^nerous when he ftrips bimielf 
to ferve bis friend. He is an original* 
deftitute of principles • The eighty Uvrtt 
were not iufficient for him ; with a dafli 
of the pen he procured the eight hundred, 
for which he had occafion. And then 
with what a valuable book was I pre- 
fented ? Some time after I had cccafion 
for another valuable book, and again ha 
furniflied me with it. I wiflied to pay 
for it ; he refufed to accept the price. I 
had occafion for a third.'* " This time," 
faid he, ** I cannot fupply you \ my 
Do^or of the Sorbonne is dead.*' 

** And what connexion has the death 
of your Do6^or of the Sorbonne with the 
. book tl)at I wifli to procure ? Bid you 
take the two former out of his library ?" 
— " Afluredly !"— <« Without hia 
leave ?"— " Poh ! What need had I of 
that, in order to adminifter diflribativQ 
juftice } I only difplaced thefe books for 
the better> by transferring them firom a 
plate where they were ufelefs, to another 
where they were to be ufed to advantage.** 
Alter this, fhall we venture to judge of 
men by their condu^ ? £ut there is the 
ftory of Goufl*e and his wife which is bdft 
of aU.** 

And this. Reader, you aftually find 
fome forty pages after, at the end of this 
firft Volume. But we have not room for 
iU infertion. 

Towards the end of the f^cood Volume a 
plcaiant 
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pleafant quarrel takes place between 
James and his mailer, in confequence of 
the iiiccefs of the former in an amour in 
which his mafler had failed. We will 
txtra8: the more prominent parts of it : 

** Mafter. *• Well now, James, you 
fay you were fixed in the houfe of Defgland^ 
and Denef<E ordered by her mother to pay 
you at leaft four vifits a day. The bag- 
gage to prefer a James !** 

** James. •* A James! a James, Sir, 
is a roan lijce another /^—Mafter. ** James, 
you are miitaken j a James is not a man . 
like another.'*— James. *« He forae* 
times is better than another.'^-— Mafter. 
*« James, you forget yaurfclf ! Refume 
the hiftory of your amours j and remember 
that you are, and ever will be, no more 
than a James." — James. ** If in the 
cottage where we met the robbers James 
had not been a little better than his maf- 
ter." — Mafter. ** James, you are imper- 
tinent ; you abufe my gocdnefs. If I 
have been guilty of the folly of taking you 
©ut of your place, I know very well how 
to fend you back to it again. James, 
take your bottle <and your bafon, and go 
down ftairs.'*— James. "Youareplcaftd 
to fey fo, Sir ; I feel myfclf very well 
here, and I will not go down ftairs.** — 
Mafter. << I fay^ you fhall go down 
ftairs.*'— James. " lamfureyoudon't 
fay tine. What, Sir, after having accuf- 
tomed me for ten years to live on the foot- 
ing of a companion ?" — Mafter. " I think 
proper to put an end to this." --James. 
*< After having fuftered all my imperti- 
nences ?" — Mafter. " I intend to lufFer 
them no longer."— James. <* After 
feating me at table by your fide, calling 
me your friend." — Mafter. <* You do 
jiot know then what is the meaning of the 
word friend, when beftowed by a luperior 
upon his inferior."— James. " When 
it is known that all your orders are not 
worth a pinch of fnufF till ratified by 
James : aiter having coupled your name 
fo clofe to mine that the one never goes 
without the other, aad all the world uys, 
James and bis Mofler / all at once you are 
pleafed to feparate thera. No» Sir, that 
wUl not be. // is decreed on b/gb, that 
as long as James lives^ as long as his maf- 
ter lives, and even after they are both 
dead, it will be faid, James and his Maf- 
ter I" — Mafter. ** And I fay, Tames, 
that you ftiall go down ftairs inftantly, 
bccaufe I connnand you." — James. 
« Command me to do fomething tlftf 
Sir, if you have a mirul to be obeyed." 

**AnA now James and his Mafter, who 
had hitherto contained themiclvesy both 
4 



at once fly out, and iet a crying, mig^ 
and main, Tou Jball go d<non jiaits — I 
'will not fO down flairs • The boiieis 
came up (the quarrel was at an imi), and 
being adifcreet and prudent-dame adjufted 
the matter, by requiring mutualconcef- 
fions, not knowing," adds the Autbca-, 
" that this, which ftie took to be the firft 
conteft, was more than-the hundredth of 
the fame fpecies that had happened." 
James very wifely remarks, on an amica- 
ble refumption of the argument after- 
wards, when the mafter propofes that they 
fhould now chanc;e ftations, ** I>o you 
know what wouM be the confequence ? 
You Would lofe the title without c^tain- 
ing the fubftance. Let us remain as we 
are j we are both very well j and let the 
reft of our life be employed in making a 
proverb."— Mafter. ** What proverb ?*• 
—James. *^ James manager bis tnafier.^* 
— We (hall be the firft to whom the (ay- 
ing will be applied, but it will be re- 
peated of a thouiand far fuperior to yon 
and me." 

There is muchfolidityof refleflion and 
knowledge of human nature in this little 
occurrence, which has the appearance of 
levity J and a very u fef ul hint may be 
gathered from it for the dire^ion of 
J'otial conduB. But this we willingly re- 
fer to the reader^s fagacity. He will al&> 
find) in different parts of this work^ 
feveral happy ftrokes of wit and btcmour ; 
but in this particular Diderot is much 
inferior to his predcce/Tor Voltaire. In 
mixing it cccanonally with indecency and 
profane nefi both Authors agree ; and the 
philolbpher of Fermey may be thought to 
De equalled, if not outdone, in the fkble 
of tlie Sheatb and the Hanger^ and in the 
application of that fine pafTage of Ovid, 
Os bomini fublime dedity which that Poet 
attributes to the author of nature, to 
James's broad Jloucbed hat* For his 
indecency Diderot defends himfelf fbr- 
mally in the very arguments of Sterne { 
but luch arguments, by proving too much, 
prove nothmg. If their truth be admit- 
ted, it follows, that books do not at all 
contribute either to injure the moraTs or 
to improve them ; it fhould be added, 
that the more exceptionable paflagcs are 
omitted in the tranftation before us* 
Many other refemhlances of Sterne occur 
befides this which we have noticed. The 
Author confelTes this re/emklance in one 
cafe\ admitting airo,^ that the point of 
originality can only be decided by priority 
of compofition. 

The main queftion, concerning ^tY^W^ 
tination Qifcuality^ remains in its priroi- 
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tive metaphyfical darknefs ; from which» 
learning and diligence, far fuperior to 
Dideroi^Sy have not hitherto been able to 
draw it forth. A work of leVity and 
gaiety was certainly not defigned to alter 
the condition of it 5 but may contribate 
a little to difplay the character of tl^ofe 
vrho maintain it. Jama is a pleafant 
fellow ; but he fometimes appears, what 
his Maiier calls him, a dangerous raga* 
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muffin. Whoever conceive therofelves 
imoelled by inevitable fate will probably 
feel lefs remor/e for the malignity of their 
fchemes, than grief iav their fruftration ; 
for how convince bim of gmlt^ wha 
throws the fault xx^n tht flats f or how 
delight bis fancy with the temporal re- 
wards of boneflyy who believes that he ii 
born to be banged f

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TN the- following paflage we fee the ftate 
•■' of Religion during the tyranny of 
Robefpierre, and his unprincipled and 
languinary faflion : 

*' While the conftemation v»ras yet re- 
cent, the deputies on mifllon in the de- 
partments (hut up the churches entirely : 
The refufe of lew clubs were paid and 
encouraged to break the windows and 
deftroy uie monuments of them, and thefe 
outrages, which it was previoufly con- 
certed, fhould at firft affumc the appear- 
ance of a popular tumult, were foon re- 
gulated and directed by the mandatories 
of the Convention thcmfelves. The 
churches were again opened— atheiftical 
and licentious homilies were fubftituted 
for the profcribed fervice, and an abfurd 
and ludicrous imitation of the Greek 
mythology was exhibited, under the title 
of the Religion of Reafon. On the prin- 
cipal church of every town was in- 
fcribed tbe Temple of Reafon \ and a 
tutelary goddefs was infbilled with a ce- 
remony equally pedantic, ridiculous, and 
profane ; yet the philofophers did not on 
this occalion diidain thofe adventitious 
aids, the ufe of which they had fo much 
declaimed againft, while they were the 
auxiliaries ofchriflianity. 

*' Mufic, proceifions, and decorations, 
which had been banifhed from the ancient 
worftiip, were introduced in the new onej 
and the philofophical reformer, even in 
thq very attempt to eftablifh a religion 
purely metaphyfical, found himlclf 
obliged to inculcate it by a grofs and 
material idolatry. Thus by fubmitting 
his abftra^lions to the genius of the peo- 
ple, and the irapcrfeftions of our nAture> 
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perhaps the befl apology was offered for, 
the errors of that worlhip, which had 
been profcribed, perlecuted, and ridi- 
culed. 

" Previous to the tenth day, in which 
a celebation of this kind was to take 
place, a Deputy arrived, accompanied by 
the female goddefs } that is, (iftl*etown 
itfelf did not produce one for the purpofe), 
a Roman drefs of white iatin was hired 
from the theatre, with which fhe wa« in- 
vefted, her head was covered with a red 
cap, ornamented with oak- leaves, oiie 
arm was reclined on a plough, the other 
grafped a fpear — and her feet were fup- 
ported by a globe, and envhoned by 
mutilated emblems of feodality. 

** Thus equipped, the divinity and 
her appendages, were borne on the 
flioulders of Jacobins en bonnet rouge 9' 
and efcorted by the National Guard, 
Mayor, Judges, and all the conftituted 
authorities, who, whether diverted or 
indignant, were obliged to obferve a re- 
fpeflful gravity of exterior. When the 
whole cavalcade arrived at the place ap* 
pointed, the goddefs was placed on an altar 
crefted for the occafion, from whence fhe 
harangued the people, who in return pro- 
fcfTed their adoration, and fung the Car- 
magnole, and other Republican hymns of 
the fort. 

" They then proceeded in the fame 
order to .the principal church, in the 
choir of which the lame ceremonies were 
renewed \ a prieit was fometimes procured 
to abjure his faith, and avow the whole 
of Chriftianity an impofhire : though it 
muft be obierved in jutHce to the hreucb 
Clngy, t\\2it it was fcldom pofTible to find 
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any who would Confent to tbU infamy : 
in fuch cafes tht part was exhibited by a 
man hired and drefled for ;the purpoic. 
The fcftival concluded with the burning 
of prayer books, iaints, confeiTionals, 
and every thing appropriated to the uie 
of public worihip. 

** The greater part of the attendants 
looked on in filent terror and aftoniOi- 
incnt ; whilft others intoxicated, or pro- 
bably paid to a£^ this fcandalous farce, 
danced round the flames with an appear- 
ance of firantic and Xavagc mirth. It is' not 
to be forgotten, that Reprefentativcs of 
the People often prefidcd as the Hij;h 
Pricfts of thefe rites j and their official 
difpatches to the Convention, in which 
thefe ceremonies were minutely defcribed, 
iRTcrt always heard with burfts of ap- 

plaufcy ana fan^ioned by a decree of in- 

Icrtion in the Bulletin.** 

It might have been expe£Ved that dur- 
ing the extreme fcarcity of g^rain, the far- 
mers would become, aifd ohcn with fuf- 

ficient reafon, objefts of fufpicion i yet 

tbe records of opprefiive cruelty have lei- 

dom» probably » have never before equalled 

the following dctai) of their perfecutions : 
It occurs in a note at the looth page 

of the Second Volume, and is in part 

authenticated by the fpeech of Dubois 

Crancc, Sept. a*, 1794, 

** The avarice of the farmer vra» 

doubtlefs to be condenmed, but the cruel

fays Dubois Crancc, hare been thrown 
into prifon; the confequence is, that 
their capital is eat up, their ftock gtxie 
to ruin, and. our lands have loft the al- 
moft incalculable cflfe£l of their indoftry. 
In La Vended lix millions of acres of 
land He uncultivated, and five huodRd 
thoufand oxen have been tuamed aftniy» 
without Ihelter and without an ow- 
ner.'' 

Maniacs of every nation, as was the 
cafe of Margaret Nicholfon, and others, 
have occafionally, and it may eafiiy be 
accounted forj direfled their wild ven« 

Cce againft the Throne i but no in- 
:e ot the bloody retaliation of dc- 
fpotifin can exceed that of Robrfpierre. 
Let the reader run over the following- 
narrative, and fhudder at Revolutionary 
Syftems. 

" The aflaflins of Henry the Fourth 
had all the benefit of the laws, and fuf- 
fercd only after a legal condonnation | 
yet the unfortunate Cecilia Renaud» 
though evidently under a ftate of mental 
derangement, was hurried to the fcaffbid 
without a hearing, for the vague utter* 
ance of a truth, to which every heart in 
France, not loft to humanity, mull 
aftent. Brooding on the miferies of Jier 
country, till her imaginati(» became 
heated raid difordered, this young woman 
feems to have conceived fome hopelefs 
plan of redrefs from expoftvdation witk 
Robefpierre, • whom (he regarded as a 



confounding error with gtiilt, and guilt 
with innocence, they habituated you to 
indifcriminate pity, and obliged you to 
transfer your hatred of a crime to thole 
who in punifhing it, obfei'ved neither 
mercy nor juftice. A Fanner was guil- 
lotined, becaufe fome blades of com ap- 
peared growing in his pond } from which 
circumftance it was inferred, he had 
thrown in a large quantity, in order to 
promote a I'carcity 5 though it viras fub- 
fcuitially proved on bis trial, that at the 
preceding harvcft the grain of an adjoin- 
xng field. had been ^ot hi during a high 
wind, and that in all probabihty fome 
' fcattered ears which reached the >^ater. 



Tlie.difliculty of obtaining an audience of 
him, irritated her to make fbmecompari- 
fon between an hereditary Sovereign and 
a Republican one j and me avowed, that 
in defiring to fee Robefpierrc, (he was 
a^uated only by a curiofity to contemplate 
the features of a tyrant. On being 
examined before the Committee, (he ftifl 
perftfted that her defign vrzs feuUment 
pour 'Voir comment etoit fatt un tyran ; 
and no inftrument, or pofllble means of 
deftru£lion was found upon her to juftifjr 
a charge of any thing more than the 
wild and enthuHaftic attachment to 
Royalifm, which (he did not attempt to 
difguife. The influence of a fcmminc 



had produced what was deemed fuflicicnt propenfity, which often furvives even the 



teftimony to convi^ him. Another un- 
derwent the fame puniftunent for pur- 
fuing his ufual courfe of tillage, and 
fowine part of his ground with lucerne, 
iaftead of employing the whole for 
wheat J ajsd every where thefe people be- 
came the obje6ls of perfecution, both in 
their perfons and property. 
** Almoft all ourconfidcrablefarmerti'' 



wreck ot reafon and beauty, had induced 
her to drefs with p«culiar neatncfs when 
(he went in fcarch of Rdb«fpierre ; and 
from the complexion of the times, fup- 
pofing it very probable a vifit of this 
nature mieht end in imprifonment and 
death, (hehadalfo provided-herfeif witha 
change of clothes to wear in her laft mo- 
nents. ^ Suck 
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** Such an attention in a beautiful girl 
of eighteen} was not very unnatural 5 
yet the mean and cruel wretches who 
were her judges, had the littleneis to en- 
deavour at mortifying, by divdfting her 
of her ornaments, and covering her with 
the moft loathlbme rags. But a mind 
tortured to madnefs by the fufferings of 
her country, was not likely to be (ha ken 
by fuch puerile malice ; and when inter- 
rogated under this difguife, ihe dill pre- 
ferved the fame firmnefs, mingled with 
contempt, which (he had fhown when 
£rft apprehended. No acculation, or 
even implication, of any perfon could be 
drawn from her, and her own confeflion 
was that of a paffionate loyalty j yet an 
vniverfal confpiracy was neverthelefs 
decreed by the Convention to cxift, and 
Mifs Renaud, with fixty-ninc others, 
' Were fentenced to the Guillotine without 
farther trial, than merely calling over 
their names. They were conduced to 
the fcaffold in a fort of red frocks, in- 
tended, as was allege<l, to mark them 
as aflaiTms — but, in reality, to prevent 
the croud diftinguiihing or i-eccivmg any 
impreffion from the number of youn^ and 
interefling females who were compriljl in 
this dreadful flaughter. They met oeath 
with a courage which feemed almoin todif- 
appoint the malice of their tyrants, who, 
in an original excefs of barbarity, are 
faid to have lamented that their power of 
inili^ling could not reach thofe mental 
faculties which enabled their vif^ims to 
iufFer with fortitude.'* 

Wc find farther in two notes below, 
explanatory of the above pafiage, that 
the fixty-jiine people executed with 
Madamoifelle Rjinaud, except her father, 
mother, and aunt, were totally unconncft- 
ed with her and with each other, and had 
been coUe^led from different prifons, be- 
tween which no communication could 
have fuhfifted. We are told alfo that 
FouquierTinvifle, Public Accufer of the 
Revolutionary Tribunal, enraged at the 
courage ^ith which his viftims fub- 
mltted to their fate, had fonned the de- 
sign of having them bled previous to 
their execution, intending by this means 
to weaken their fpirits, that they might 
appear lefs interclHng to the people, by 
a pufillanimous behaviour in their hit 
moments ! 

In Augufl 1794, our fair authorcfs 
quitted her dreary prifon, in conlequence 
of the fall of the deteftable Robcfpierre. 
She reckons it among her fatisfaaions, 
that with the exception of thtr Marechalic 
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de Biron, none of her fcllow-prifoncrt 
had fuffercd on the Icaffold. Of bety 
however, the fate appeals to exceed tht. 
raeafure of author ifed Murder. 

It feems ihe was a very old and infirm 
woman, and taken from her confinement 
in the lame prilbn with this Lady, to the 
Luxembourg at Pahs, where her 
daughter-in-law, the Duchefs, was alfo 
confined. A cart arriving at that prifon 
to convey a number of victims to the 
Tribunal, the lift, in the courfe dialeik of 
Republicanilm, contained the name of 
La Femme Biron. << But there are two 
of them," faid the Keeper. « Then 
brinff them both.''— The aged Mare- 
challe, who was at fupper, concluded 
her meal while the reft were preparing, 
then took up her book of devotion, ami 
departed chearfully. The next day both 
mother and daughter were guillotiAed ! 

The enthufialtn of Rouneau's genius 
was foraetimes ufefully fubmitted to hit 
good fenfe and knowledge of mankind. 
He obferves very juftly, that it is danger- 
ous to teach the common people to rtra^ 
fin : it muft not ahvays be informed of 
too much, becaufe it cannot be informed 
fufficiently. Nothing therefore is gene- 
rally more ridiculous or peraicious, than 
to make the bulk of the people negieft 
their ufeful callings to become//)/^. 
phfrs and ^atrtoh. 

Yet this ri^ht of direfting public 
affairs, and of^ncglefting their own, is 
one chara^eriftic of the new politics of ^ 
France. Remark the following fentence 
of tranfporution in the regilters of 4 
popular Commiflion : 

" Begeron, a dealer in ^vcw^fuf^eQed^ 
—having done nothing in favour of the 
Revolution—extremely felfifh, (egoifte) 
and blaming the Sans Culottes for neg* 
leftina; theu* callings, that they may, 
attend only to public concerns .*' Signed 
by the Member of the CommiiRoo and 
the two Committees.*' 

Much clamour and heart-burning has 
arilcn in this country, from the check 
which Government has given of late to 
the formation of Political Clubs and 
Aflbciations. The following paragraph 
from the hiftory of the late rulers of 
France, will be the hiffheft pra^fe of the 
prudence of our MiniSer's c<indu5l, in 
the mind of every impartial Friend of 
focial order. 

*' The profligate^ the turbulent, the 
idle, and needy of various countries in 
Europe, have been tempted by the luc- 
ccfles of the Frcoch Jacobins to en- 
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deavoui* at eftabltfliing fimilar inftitu- 
tiens i but the fame fucceifes have ope- 
rated as a warning to people of a different 
defcription, and the fall of thcfe focicties 
ha« drawn two cenfeflions from their 
original partizans^ which ought never to 
be forgotten : namely, that they were 
formed for the purpole of fubverting the 
inonarchy» ana that their exittence is 
incompatible with regular government of 
any kind. " While the monafchy ftill 
exifted,** fays the philofophtc Lequino, 
** it was politic and ncceflary to en- 
courage popular focieties, as the moft 
efficacious means of operating its de- 
ftruAion; but now we have efFe^ed a 
revolution, and have only to confolidate 
it by mild and phiiofophic laws, tbefe 
focieties are dangerous, becaufe they can 
produce only confufion and dilbrder.*' 

This is alfo the language of Briffot, 
who admires the Jacobins from their 
origin till the end of 1791, but after that 
period he admijts they arc only the inflru- 
ments of fa6lion, and deftni61ive of all 
order and property. For the period of 
the Jacobin annals, fo much aamired by 
that Revolutionift, and commended in 
his addrefs to his Constituents, comprifcs 
the dethronement of the King, the mafTa- 
cres of the prifons, and the banifhmcnt 
of the prieiVs. The period he reproaches, 
begins precifely where the Jacobins dif- 
puted the claims of himfclf and his party 
to the cxcluiive dire6lion of the govern- 
ment. 

" We learn therefore, not from the 
abufcs alone, but from the praifes be- 
llowed on the Jacobins, how much fuch 
combinations are to be dreaded: their 
merit, it appears, was to have lubverted 
the monarchical government, and their 
crime that of not being vfenil as agents of 
tyranny longer than while they cuuld alfo 
be principals.** 

Of the following example of enormity, 
poflcrity might hSve been permitted to 
doubt, did not the circumftance of its 
having become the fubjeft of legal in- 
fpeftion, ettablifh the horrid fail. 

The Deputy Maignet, was on raiflion 
in the Department of Vauclufe, and bc- 
fides numberlefs other cruelties, he 
caufed the whole town of Bedouin to he 
burnt, a part of its inhabitants ' to he 
guillotined, and the reft to be difperfed; 
becaufe the Tree of Liberty was cut 
down on a dark ni^ht, while they vcrre 
alleep. The order for burning the pla^e 
begins thus ) LibeUe^ E^aliic\ au nom 
du peu^le b'raii^ois $ and after dating the 



offence of the inhabitantSy and tnftkuting 
a commiilion for trying them, proceeds 
thus : <* It is hereby ordered that as foon 
as the principal criminals are executed, 
the National Agent, fliall notify to the 
remaining inhabitants not confined, that 
they are enjoined to evacuate their dwel- 
lings, and take out their effeAs in twenty- 
four hours \ at the expiration of which 
he is to commit the ^own to the flames, 
and leave no veflige of a building ftand* 
ing. Further, it is forbidden to ercfi 
any building on the fpot in future, or to 
cultivate the foil. 

*« Done at Avignon, the 1 7th FlorcaL" 

Maignet efcaped the jufl punifhment 
of his atrocity ; as it was proved in the 
courfe of the debate, that he was autho- 
rized by an exprefs decree of the Con- 
vention, to infli6l this fpecific example 
of barbarity. 

Of the nmtuod fujpic'iom which tyranny 
never fails to excite amongfl private in- 
dividuals, to prevent them from uniting 
to make an effeftual refinance to a go- 
vernment they fecretly deleft, the follow- 
ing fa£l is an illuftration : 

** Two gentlemen dined with us yef- 
terday, whom I knew to be zealous 
ro)%lift8, and as they were acquainted, I 
made no fcruple of producing an engraving 
which commemorates inyfteriouUy the 
death of the King, and which I had juft re- 
ceived from Paris by a private conveyance. 
'They looked alarmed, and affe^ed not 
to underftand it ; and perceiving I had 
done wrong, I replaced the print with- 
out faither explanation : but they both 
called this evening, and reproached me 
leparately for thus expofing theu' fenri- 
ments to each other.'* 

In fuch times indeed how could any 
man be fure of his life, or his liberty, 
for a fingle moment ? The fair writer tells 
that the municipality of Dijon common- 
ly iffucd their writs of arieft in this 
form ; — *« Such and fuch a perfon (hall 
be arreftcd, and his wife— if he has one.** 

But our time and our paper are fail- 
ing us, while we ai*e citing a few of the 
facts and paffages in thcfe letters, worthy 
of an Englifhman*s moft ferious atten- 
tion aqd meditation. War, even the 
moft neceftary and moft defenfive, is a 
calamity which humanity m!ift always 
depreciate; but when weighed againft 
a Peape, which may domefticate fuch 
maxims and fuch condu£l, it be- 
comes comparatively a bleffing. At 
prefent a Briton delight^ to fave and to 
protcd even an enemy, when fubdued j 

but

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Iwt what arc the fentlmcnti which a 
Kcvolution muft excite in him towards 
his relations, his countrymen, his friends ? 
If there be truth in this narrative, which 
we have no ground to queftion, a father, 
a brother, a beoefa^lor, fliould he diflent 
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in politics, muft l>ccome an advcrfaiy 
from that moment ; an adverfary, whole 
doom is death ; and whom it would be 
criminal to pardon or to pity.

Family Secrets^ Literary and Domefiie. By Mr. 

Pratt. 5 Vols. i2mo. Longman. 1797. 

WE arc at a lofs how tO'Clafs tliis per- 
formance, which attempts, and we think 
uot unfuccefsfully, to unite with th« enter- 
tainment afforded by the novel, fomething 
of the higher order of literature. To exalt 
the charadler without diminiihing the interefl 
of this fpecies of compofition, is certainly no 
eafy taflc; but die principal difficulty of it, 
at the Author obfcrvcs, feems to coniift in 
combining the one with the other, fo as to 
invigorate both. " Of the poffibility of raifing 
the general chara£Ur of the £ngli(h romance 
by the inicrfperfion of fubjeds of weight 
and fublimity, either in fcience or morals '(he 
aifo obferves), fo as likewife to raife the 
paflTions and aifedions of the faWe, there 
cannot be a doubt : and it has indeed been 
by fcveral authors occafionaliy attempted^' 
and with fucccfs to a degree, but with ap- 
parent a,iprchcofion." It is very evideot| 
that the Author offers his Work to the 
Publick not without apprehenfion j though 
wc think he may difmtfs hi» lears, and con- 
fidently demand approbat on from the fucctfs 
of bis attempt. The principal charaflers of 
this Work are three brothers, of difiercnt 
difpf'fitlons, purfuits, and manners; all 
amiable in general, though not wholly fault • 
Icfs. The incidents aiife naturally, and 
fucceed one another without any violence or 
impro'^'abiiiry. In the progrcfs of the ftory, 
the mind is kept in fufpence, and the events 
are not anticipated before their time. The 
literary difipuflions do not interrupt the chain 
of adventures, but appear naturally to arife 
out of them. There is a due mixture of the 
comic with the ferious, and we confider the 
character of Panington as well drawn and 
fupported ; indeed we fufpeded, before, the 
Author's intimation, that he liad fome leal 
perfon in view. The part which we lealt 
approve is the cavern fcene in the lail 
volume, wliich feems to have been introduced 
by the fiibionable rage for imitating the 
horrors of »* The ^yfteries of Udolph9/» 
Nor are we much better fatisfied with the 
converiion of one of the principal charaders 
to the Roman Catholic £uth. Thefe Vo- 
lumes, upon the whole, 'however, combine 
entertainment and inftrudion ; and if the 
VVuthor has for^tude enough to exercifc .the 



pruning knife with freedom, they may fland 
a fair chance of obtaining a refpe^Uble 
ftatbn in thit» fpecies of literature. 

The Tm*i Fate. A PoettMl Dialogue. By 
George Dyer. 8vo. Robinfons. 1797. 
The negle^ of Poetry is not a new com- 
plauit, nor has Mr. Dyer offered any thing 
new on the fubjea. His diffatisfadion feems 
rather to be urged againfl the indifference 
fhewn to Literature in general than to Postry 
in particular ; as mod of his inftances are 
taken from authors who arc not to be num- 
bered in the poetical phalanx ; and fome of 
thofe Bards who are mentioned, as Jonts, 
Rogers^ Wolc9t, Sec never were in circum- 
iUnces to draw on them the commiferation 
of the world. Gibbons, Parr, Aikin, Gre- 
gory, Parfon, Geddes, Wakefield, Maurice, 
Taylor, are introduced as not being in fitu- 
ations, to which, by' their merit, they aic 
entitled. This is a circumftance which, if 
admitted, is to be regretted. The fate af- 
cribed to Butler is by no means/ certain, as 
there is reafon to believe he was provided 
£E>r by a penfion from the Crown. Our 
Author cenfures Jchnibn, Bek>e, Nares, and 
others, and entertains an opinion, that 
Prieftley, Paine, and Godwin are three of 
the molt ingenious and ufeful among modern 
writers J an opinion, to fay the leaft of it, 
which will not be univerfally aifented to. 
The poetry of ihi^ piece, however, dcferves 
applaufe, and we /hall be glad to hear that 
Mr, Dyer himlelf has no caufe to repme at 
his own attachment to the MufwS.'

This Author is lufpedor General of Health 
to his Majeity*6 Land Forces ; and, by virtue 
of that fituatlon, may be prefumed to be well 
informed in matters fimilar to that which is 
the fubjeft of the prefent performance.

THE RIGHT OF SANCTUARY CONSIDERED, 

[ BY JOSEPH MOSER, ESQ^ ]

T EAVING the fabulous ft«ries of 
•■-^ Malmucius, and the perhaps equally 
fabulous hiftcry of Lucius, as the dreams 
of Mcnachiim, I Ihall return to the point 
from which I have, in a long digreillon, 
diverged j n^unely, the reign of Edward 
the Confeflbr, who, as I have heretofore ^ 
obferved, laid the fcundation of thole 
privileges and immunities which were 
Dy fome of his fucceflbrs enlarged 5 by 
feme curtailed down to the age of Henry 
the Eigntb 

In ancient times, the right of fane- 
tuary extended not only to the Church 
Stfeli, but included' the Vicar^s or Mi- 
nifter's houfe and furrounding premifcs f 5 
yet it was ftjll far more contrafted than 
that of the Greeks, whofe fani^uarics 
frequently comprehended the groves in 
which their Temples ^ere iituated, and 
comprifed a circuit of feveral miles. 

Of the fanftuaiy at Weftminftcr, once 
fo famous, little now remains. Its pri- 
vileges have been long iince taken away, 
and the part which ftill retains its ancient 
name, is not, as it is conje6lured, more 
than one third of its original dimenfions : 
yet, upon the veftiges of that little, it is 
no unpleafant purfuit for a contem- 
plative mind to dwell \ and in a mo- 
ment of reflexion, endeavour to retrace 
the events that have happened, the fcenes 
that have paflbd, and the changes which 
^ feries of agA have wrought in the 
liarrow compafg of the few jicrea fuf^ 



rounding the venerable and auguf^ fabriC| 
which icems to have reared its head im-r 
pervious to the florm, and to have tri» 
uniphed over the ruin of time. 

The Conftitution of the Benedictine 
Monaftcry of St. Peter at Weftminftcr, 
it was once thought, refted upon as firm 
a bafis as the Abbey itfelf j and, fenced 
around by laws ec.clefiafticaj and civij, 
was for centuries unaffailed, and indeed 
deemed unaflailable. It was a fortunate 
circumftancc for this Nation, that thp 
perlbns to whom its fall was owing, 
though rapacious, were not pbtiofof>btrs j 
confequently, they did not attempt t* 
rcot up one i-eligious eftablifliment,^ with- 
out planting another in its Aeadj and, 
although we owe littlt to their motives, 
we have great obligations to Providence 
for the iiuie of an event, which has been 
a lingular bleflTmg to the ages which have 
fucceeded that memorable epoch in the 
niftory of this Country. 

Although it is more than probable 
that the I'uppliants and fugitives who 
fought^ the. proteft ion which the fhrlne 
and cloifters of St. Peter afforded, were, 
in periods far remote, very numerous, 
I do not find anjr that have been deemed 
of fufficient coniequence to attraft the 
attention of the Hiliorian, from the reign 
of Edward the Confeflbr down to that 
of Richard the Second, when not only 
the San£luary, but the Church fuffered 
a violation, which, as it cauled a con-

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fidcrable emotion while it was recent^ 
aiwl has been differently rtprei'cnted by 
Hiflcrians who have li\rtd near to or 
remote from the time when it happened* 
I flirilly to conclude this fpcculation, re- 
late in my own words, as they have oc- 
curred upon compaiing the Icveral au- 
thorities to which I have in the coun'c of 
ft alluded. 

In the year 1378 •, a very remarkable 
Ctrcumftance relatingj to San6iuary, hap- 
pened in that ol St. Peter at Weftminfter ; 
Kobcrt Hawley and John Schakcll, two 
men famed for their valiant actions in the 
war engaged in by the Black Prince, in 
fevour of the Spaniib Monarch Peter the 
Cruel, had, in 1367, taken prilbner the 
Count of Denia^ a pcrlbn of great im- 
portance in that country. In thofe an- 
cient times, when the law of Chivalry 
retained its full force, the prifoner, and 
confequently his ranfom, belonged to 
thofe that had captured him. The 
Count, it Hiould feem, ill brooking con- 
finenurnt, foon after he arrived in Eng- 
land, endeavoured, by his correfpondent 
in bis own country, to raife money in 
order to procure his emancipation $ but ' 
iailin? in this, he fent for his eldeft fon, 
and left him as ^n' hoftage for his re- 
mittance of the ranfom. He fet out for 
Spain, procured a command, and went 
upon an expedition i in the cour/e of 
which, his fon and his ranfom were 
equally forgotten*

Hawley was buried in the South part of the Cr.fs, and had an epitaph, of which, m 
Cambden'9 {I) time, there were the ibUowing remains ; but which, alas ! have been kmg 
Unce oblitetattd :

Whether any circumftance in a cpcr.e 
of years brought to the father's memory 
the young man, is uncertain ; but it ii 
certain, that feme application was made 
to the Duke of Lancsmer, who, in right 
of his wife, claimed the Crown of Cailikr; 
and that he demanded the youth of his 
keepers Hawley and Schakcll, who, re- 
fuiiug to deliver him up without a pro- 
per remuneration, were comrhitted to tbe 
jTower. 

Schakell had a favourite doraeftic, 
who, ftruck with the misfortunes, aorf 
much attached to the peribn of his rnafttr, 
requeued to accompany him ; which re- 
qued was, after fome dilficulty, complied 
with. 

The two warriors and this fervant U 
been but a (hort time in confinement he- 
fore they -found means to eicape frx4n the 
Tower, and to Hy to the San£luary at 
Wcftminftcr for prote£^ion. Sir Alan 
Boxhull, Conftable of that Fortreis, witk 
Sir Ralph Ferrars his deputy, and fifiy 
armed men, unmediately purluing, feiztd 
Schakell and the youth juft as they had 
gained the verge of the Abbey, ai)d rt- 
conveyed them to their former apan- 
ments in the prifon. While this was 
tranfaft'ing, fome of the party foUowed 
Hawlev into the Church, and ^noll in- 
humanly murdered him in the choir, at 
the time when high maiii was cele- 
brating f. 

It was not without rea(bn, that great

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complaints were made of this viofation 
•f Sanctuary ; for although> at I before 
obfervedy this privilege had been much 
abuiixl, and the Church had frequently 
become a rehige for bad men, ahd even 
the fcenc of great enormities ; yet furely. 
In fuch a cale as this, the Ju$ ajyli ought 
to have been allowed. Here the ccclefi- 
aftical arms ihould have been opened to 
have (heltered innocent fugitives, who 
flew to them for protection. Befides, the 
Abbty itftlf, but more efpecially the 
Choir, was always confidercd as more la- 
crcd than the diltrift and liberties around 
it $ and the hour of prayer, and oiHces of 
public worihip, thought to be, above all 
other times, entitled to peculiar venera- 
tion and rel'pcft. 

In all the reign of the unfortunate 
Richard, there was fcarce a circumftance, 
bowevf^r untovrard, that cauled a greater 
agitation in the public mind, than did 
this murder. Every one (huddered with 
horror at the atrocity of the offence. The 
pro^nation of the Abbey was deemed fo 
f reat *, that it was ordered to be fliut 
during the fpace of four months, and that 
the taking otf this interdiction might be 
attended with a folemnity calculated to 
imprefs the minds of the people with an 
awe and veneration fuitabfe to the ccca- 
fion, the Archblftiop of Canterbury f and 
five other Bifhops, went thither, with 
their fuifes, in proceiTion, and after fome 
ceremonies neceffary to the purification 
of the Church, did publickiy excommu- 
nicate Boxhull, F\:rrars, and all others 
concerned with them in the facriiegious 
murder that had been committed : which 
excommunication the Blfliop of London 
repeated on every Wednefday and>Friday 
for near four fucceeding months, at St. 
PauPs. 

In thofe .times the Saxon cuflom of 
commuting crimes for money, had not 
been totally aboliihed. Boxhull and Fer- 
rars agreed to pay to the Abbey two 
hundred pounds |, by way of nne or 
penance, which, it appears, was confidered 
as an ample remuneration ; and then in^ 
terdiCtion confcquently ceafed. 

But tho^ the culprits were thus relieved 
from the ecclefiaftical cenfure, Nicholas 
Litlington^ the then Abbot, determined, 
whatever might have been his realon§ 



for difperfing the impending thunder of 
the Church, not to let the Itorm lubflde 
by their liberation from its ai^athemas. 
Me accordingly, in a Parliament which 
was ihortly after hokien at Glouoei^er, 
made a long and pathetic appeal againfl 
this recent violation of Sanftuaiy, — 
which had luch an effect upon the minds 
of his auditors, that when they next 
met at Wcrtminftcr it was remembered 5 
and, being again taken up with great 
fpirit by the Abbot ^, the privileges cf 
hanftuary were unanimoufly coniumed, 
with this realbnable exception, that the 
goods oi the perfons who fought its pro- 
tection, fhould be liable to be ieized for , 
the payment of their debts. 

By this time the old Count of Denia 
being dead, and the fituation of Schakell 
having attracted the attention of the Pri- 
vy Council, he was ordered to be brought 
before them, and his hoftage demanded ; 
but he refuling to deliver him up, or in- 
form them where he was, they came to, 
an agrectncnt to ranfom him. The fam 
itipulated was five hundred marks in band, 
and one hundred yearly during his life. 

When this was fettled, he was called 
upon to produce the young Count of Dc- 
nu. He retired for a few" minutes, and» 
to the aflonifhmentof every one, returned 
with the vouth, who had defired to be 
imprifonecl with him, and who had for 
ieverai years a^ed as his valet. 

Proper perfons were immediately ient 
for, who to the fatisfa^ion of the Coun- 
cil, identified the young Nobleman ; and 
while the whole Court applauded his high 
fenfe of honour and integrity, which had 
induced him to affume a menial charaAer, 
rather than violate an engagement which 
his father had made, they paid equal com- 
pliments to his quondam mafier Schakell, 
for his a(fc6lion and attachment towards 
him. The affairs cf the Count demarid- 
ing his attendance in Spa^n, that Genth- 
man was permitted to accompany him. 
Thfy fcrved together in the wars, and it is 
iaid that the friendihip which commenced 
in the manner which has been related, 
continued until it was diffelved by the 
death of Schakeil , who expired in the 
aj-ms, and was honoured with a magnih- 
cent funeral at the expencc of the Coi rt 
of Denia.

Pray to God for me.-*I have re- 
ceived) with great et>t>iude, the fecond 
volume of your Hiftory of Peter the 
Great* If when you began that Hiftory 
I had been in the (itaation ia which i 
am now, I could have fent you (everal 
papers relative to it. It is indeed trae» 
that one cannot fofficientlyexprefs one's 
admiration of the genius of thm grea^ 
man. I am about to print his Original 
Letters, which I have gotten together 
from ail quarters. He has painted him- 
felf in them. What has always ttrucl^ 
me as the noblell feature ia his cha^ 
ra^er, is, that, howevir he might foqie 
times give way to pailion, truth had al- 
wavs an infallible afceodaucy overhira ; 
and for this alone, in my opiaion^ he 
would deferve a ftatue. 

" The Princes and Republics of 
Chriftian Europe are themfelves the 
caufes of the infults their Ambafladors 
receive at the Ottoman Porte. They 
make too much of -thefe Barbarians.

RACINB. 

Voltaire ufed to fay, that nothing 
couldbe Co eafy as to maks a commentary 
upon the writings of this elegant writer, 
for that the author would have nothing 
to do but to put under every paflage, 
*' fine, admirable, excellent, charming, 
&c,** The French fcholars univerfally 
prefer his verfcs to thofe of anf Poet in 
their unmufical language. Racine was 
"by no means a man of good temper, and 
"Was extremely rough and impetuous in 
converfation. He had once a long and 
a violent difpute with his friend Boi« 
leau ;— when it was over, Boileau, with 
great fang froid^ faid to him, " Had 
you any real intention juft now of mak- 
ing tne uneafy ?" «* God forbid, my 
good old friend," replied Racine.^- 
«* Well then," faid Boileau, «* you 
have done what^ou did not intend to 
do, fof indeed you have made me un- 
caiy/» 

Yfct Racine bad fo great an attach- 
ment to Boileau, that when the fatyrift 
vifited him on his death- bed, he faid, 
throwing his arms around him, ** 1 
k>ok upon it as a great happinefs that 
I die before you.*' 

Racine read extremely well. Louis 
the Fourteenth fent to him one day 
when he was indifpofed, to read fome- 
thing to him. Racine propofed the 
celebrated Trinflation of Plutarch's 
Lives by Amyot. •* The language is 
antiquated,'* (aid the King.—'* Well, 
then, Sir,'' replied Racine, ** I can 
correct that defc£t ; I will put him into 
modern French.'* This Racine did, 
and pleafed his Sovereign extremely. 

Racine, foon after his appointment to 
the place of Hiftoriographer to Louis 
the Fourteenth, requefted an audience

— " Sire," fsid he, " an Hiftorian 
ought not to flatter ; he is bound to re- 
prcfent his hero exa£tly as he is. He 
ought indeed to pafs over nothing. In 
what way docs your Majeftychoofe that

** Pafs them over," replied the King, 
coolly. ** But, aUs ! Sire," replied 
Racine, with great manlinefs, ** what 
I omit, the reader will fupply." Louia 
replied, "Pafs them over, I tell yoo." 
— Racine added, •* As there are many- 
incredible things, Sire, in the life of 
your Majefty, the fincerity with which 
I fliould avow the weakuefl*es of my 
Hero to my reader, will perfuade him . 
that I regard the truth, and this regard 
to truth will, in his mind, be a paflport 
for my hiftory." Louis replied, ** I 
am not yet decided in my opinion what 
you ought to do : All that 1 can tell 
you at prefent is> to pafs over my in- 
trigues." 

EDMI^ND SfENSBR. 

Ben Jonfon told Mr. Drummond, 
of Houthorden, that by the Blated 
Beaft in the '• Fairy Queen,'* Spenfer 
meant the Printers, and by the falfe 
Duefla, the Queen of Scots. He faid 
too that Spenler's goods were robbed 
by the Iri/h, and his houfe and a little 
child burnt, and that he and his wife 
efcaped \ and that afterwards he died 
in King-ftreet for want of bread ; and 
that he rcfufed twenty pieces fent him 
by Lord EfTex, and faid he had no time 
to fpend them. ' 

BEN JONSOK. 

This learned man ufed to curfe Pe- 
trarch for fcduCting verfcs into fotinets, 
which, he faid, was like that tyrant's 
bed, where fome who were too Ihort 
were racked, others too long cut fliort* 
He faid, that Petronius, Plenius Secun* 
dus, and Plautus, fpoke beft Latin, and 
that Tacitus wsote thc'fccrcts of the 
Council and Senate, as Suetonius did 
thofe of the Cabinet and the Court ; 
that Lucan taken in paxti was excel- 
lent, but altogether naught ; that the 
fixth, feyenth, and eighth books of 
Quintilian were uoi only to be read, 
but altogether digefted; that Juvenal, 
Horace, and Martial were to be read 
for delight, and Hippocrates for health.

■yHIS day the various Bills upon the

ftages. Among thefe was the Minute 
of Council Bill, which was read a third 
t4me, and pafled. 

The Uiher of the Black Rod apprized 
the Houfe, that a number of Mennbers 
of the Houfe of Commons were waiting 
for a conference with their Lordihips 
in the Painted Chamber, which took 

gace with the accuftomed forms. The 
eputation from the Commons was 
headed by the Mafter of the Rolls, who 
read the Refolutions agreed to by that 
Houfe refpedling a Plan for the more 
cffedual Promulgation of the Statutes. 
After foroe private bufinefs had been 
difpofed of, the Houfe adjourned* 

TUESDAY, MAY 2. 

Lord Muncafter prefented, from the 
Houfe of Commons, certain Reports, 
made by the Secret Committee of that- 
Houfe, for the ufe of their Lordfiiips. 

Lord Gcenvillt prefented a MefTage 
from his Majefty, precifely the fame at 
that delivered to the Houfe of Commons 
on Saturday laft [fee page 356.], which 
was read by the Clerk. 

His Lord (hip then moved, " That his 
Majcfty's Meflage be taken into con- 
fideration on Thurfday next, and that 
the Lords be fummoned for that day ;" 
which was ordered accordingly. 

WEDNESDAY, MAY 3. 

The Royal AfTent was given by Com* 
mifHon to the Minute of Council Bill, 
the IriOi Funds Transfer Bill, and to 
nineteen private Bills. 

ROYAL MAR&IACE. 

Lord Grenville prefented a Meflage 
from his MajsAy, (imilar to that de* 
livered to the Houfe of Commons, re- 
^£ting the intended Marriage of the 
Princels Roval to the Hereditary Prince 
jof Wirtcmberg. His Lord (hip then 
moved an Addrefs to hit Majefty, in 
anfwer to his gracious MelTage, which 
he prefaced by obferving, that the ut-. 
moft unanimhymuft pervade the Houfe 
on fuch an occafion, and that ail their 
Lordfiiips muft feel happ^ in expreffing 
their fincere congratulation at an event 
which produced fuch aa advaAUgeous 



alliance, and contribcfted to the domcftie 
happinefs of hit lA^t^f% fi.oyai Fa- 
mily. 

The Addrefs was then read, which, 
after thanking his Majefty for His 
mo(l gracious commynication, faithfully 
echoed the Meflage, and exprefled the 
fatisfaAion and concurrence of the 
Houfe in the warmed and moft af-> 
fe£^ionate language. 

The queftion was then ptit, and the 
Addrefs was voted nem. dif. 

The Duke of Bedford intimated hit 
ihtention to bring forward, on feme fu* 
ture day, a Motion fur the produ^oa 
of papers relative to the late proceedings 
on board the Channel Fleet at Spithead» 
unlefs Miniflers deemed it expedient 
fo to do of their own accord. 

Earl Spencer faid, thai he had it noc 
in command fr«m his Majefly to make 
any communication to the Houfe on the 
fubjed y nor did it appear to hiin as 
likely that he (hould be ordered to do 

Earl Howe fatd, that he had attended 
the Houfe lately feveral timet, and 
waited with anxious impatience for an 
opportunity of vindicating himfelf from 
aa unfounded charge that had been al- 
ledeed againl^ him, which aife^^ed his 
profeflional credit and chara&er: he 
felt that he could noc regularly have 
originated the difculfion himfelf, but 
was fo far happy, that he was likely to 
have a reguur opportunity of vindi* 
eating himfelf; at the fame time it 
ftruck him (alluding to the afiair of the 
Mutiny) asu very improper fubje^ for 
difcuifion, and, in the prefcnt circum- 
fiances, rather likely to be produd^ive 
of niifchiefy than of good efiedts. 

His Royal Higbnefs the Duke of 
Clarence took the opportunity to expreft 
his opinion, that the Noble AdmiraPs 
conduct had been perfedly unexception* 
able, and that when the opportunity 
arrived, he would be able to vindicate 
himfelf in a manner confonant to the 
illuftrious chara£ber he hgd always 
maintained. He alfo coincided with the 
Noble Admiral, in deprecating the dif« 
cuflion of the fubje£^, as likely to be 
productive of nd poifible good effe^. 

Lord 
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Lord Gr«n.TiIIe obfcrvcd to the fame 
cfFedt. He deprecated tl^ dircuffion of 
a fubjc6fc of fuch delicacy and import- 
ance, as of the moft injurious tondencyy 
and, under the prefent circumftances^ 
as had better never been mentioned. 

The Earl of Carliflc faidj that aU 
lowini; the prefent moment not to be a 

g roper one for fuch a difcuflion, it rai^ht 
e. proper to inveftigate the affair, for 
the purpofe of determining where the 
faults lay, or how an affair of its alarm- 
ing tendency had originated* 

Earl Howe roCe and faid, that by what 
had tranfpired, it was not likely that 
he (hould have a fitter opportunity than 
the prefent moment, for dating to their 
Lord(hips the Ihare he had in the un- 
fortunate tranfa6tion before alluded to, 
which to the bcft of his rccolledtion 
was this : During his relidence at Bath, 
about three or four months ago, the 
Noble £arl (^id he received feveral pe- 
titions, accompanied by anonymous let- 
ters, reprefenting the exiftence of 
grievances on board the fleet which he 
once had the honour to command ; but, 
on account of their coming in fo quef- 
cionable a ihape, he did not tranfmit 
them to the Admiralty. He was in- 
duced, however, to communicate what 
had happened to an Officer on board 
the fleet, and requefted information as 
to the eiciftcnce of thofc grievances. 
His friend tfl*ured him in reply, that if 
any grievances did exiff, they were un- 
known to him. With this anfwer his 
Lordfliip was fatisfiedi and concluded 
that the allegations in the petitions were 
without foundation. On his return to 
town, however, one of the Lords of the 
Admiralty called at his houfe on the 
fubjeft of the petitions, and the fequel 
wab' well known to their Lordlhips and 
the Country, by public rumour. 

After a few explanatory words, the 
converfation dropped. Adjourned. . 

^ THURSDAY, MAY 4.. 
ADVANCES TO THE EMPEROR AND 
IRELAND. 

The Order of the D^y, for the con- 
fideration of his Majefty's Meflage to 
the Uoufe, delivered on Tuefday, re- 
fpe£ling a pecuniary Loan to the Em- 
peror, and alfo a Loan to the Govern* 
meat of Ireland, having been moved, 

Lord Grenville then rofc to move an 
Addrefs to his Majefty on the occafion, 
which he prefaced with a very few ob- 
fervations, as he was confident that but 
one opinion could prevail amon^ rhcir 
Lordfliips on the fubje£lof hlsMaJcfly's 



corom^unic^ion. The fituatlon of Ire- 
land was obvioufly fuch as to render 
the propofed pecuniary afBffance ne- 
ccflary : to this he deemed it impofllble 
to offier an obje6tion. With refpe^t to 
the proie6ted Loan to our illuftrious 
Ally, his Imperial Majefty, it was 
deemed expedient, under the prefent 
circumftances of the War^ to enable this 
Country to accommodate that Prince 
with a Loan, to -the amount mentioned 
in his Majefty*s gracious Meflage, fhould 
the fltaation of affairs require it, as the 
beff means of effecting a general and 
fecure Peace. I^is Lordfliip then read 
the Addrefs, which, after thanking his 
Majefty for his gracious communication, 
as ufual, faithfully echoed the Mefla|^e. 
The Addrefs being read from the WooU 
fack, the queftion was put, and it whs 
voted nem, dif. 

The Addrefs was then ordered to be 
prefented to his Majefty in the ufual 
form, and an adjournment took place. 

FRIDAY, MAY 5. 

The various Bills on the Table were 
forwarded in their rcfpedtive ftages, 
and fome private bufinefs difpofed of, 
after which an adjournment took place* 

MONDAY, MAY 8. 

The Loan Bill was brought up from 
the Commons, and read a firft time. 

Various Bills were forwarded in their 
refpedive ftages, after which the Houfe 
adjourned. 

TUESDAY, HAY 9. 

On the Queftion for the fecond read- 
ing of the Loan Bill, 

The Earl of Suffolk took the oppor. 
tunity to obferve upon the magnitude of 
the fum that was intended to be fcnt to 
Ireland, and thought that the meafure 
required explanation. 

Lord Grenville replied, that the fitu- 
ation of Ireland was obvioufly fuch, as 
to leave no doubt of the propriety of 
raifing a fum of money for it« defence, 
in this country \ and that its difpof ^l was 
to be under the dire£tion of the Parlia- 
ment of Ireland. 

The Earl of Suffolk obferved, that if 
he imagined it were to be applied to the 
external defence of Ireland, no perfon 
could be lefs inclined to oppofe ir, as he 
well knew the importance of Ireland to 
this Country ; it was its right hand^ 
which, if lopt off*, the effects might be 
latal ; but if it was for the fupport of 
a fyftem of coercion in that Country, 
he deprecated the confequences. 

Lord Moira adverted to the Motion 
he had not long firttc made rcfpedling 
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the Affairs of Ireland, and aflerted» that 
had his advice then been tc^ken, the 
various unfortunate circumftances that 
had fince happened in that Country 
would not have taken place. It was 
not yet too late for the Houfe to inter- 
fere, and to prevent Minifters from 
carrying their nugatory fchcme of co- 
ercion into effc6t ; they might addrefs 
the Sovereign, and by his paternal in- 
tervention, his Kingdom of Ireland 
might yet be faved. He did not allude 
to a reparation of the two countiteSt 
but feared that Ireland would be 
plunged into fuch a (ituation, as to be 
not only not a fupport to Britain, but to 
become dangerous to her. 

Lord Qrenville obfervcd, thatat pre- 
fcnt ther,e was no qucllion before the 
Houfe. With refpc6> to what the 
14oble Earl (Moira) had alluded to, 
and the Motion, he prppofed, he muft 
fay, that its adoption would be a vio- 
lation of public faith, and of the folemn 
contra£t made with Ireland, which was 
guaranteed by the Parliament of this 
Country , of veftjng in the parliament 
of Ireland the abK)lute and exclulive 
legiflation wid^ refpcd to Jriflj con- 
cerns. 

The Earl of Moira faid a few words 
to the fame tendency as what he had 
before advanced i and he cenfured the 
di(lin£iions made by Miniilers as eva- 
fions. 

The Bill was tfhen read a fecond ti^ne, 
and ordered to be committed. 

The Duke of Bedford ftated, that 
feveral Gentlemen of the Surgical Pro- 
felfion conBder^d themfelves as ag- 
grieved by forae of the provifions of the 
Surgeon*s Bill, and requeued to be 
permitted to be heard by Counfel againft 
It. His Grace therefore moved, ** That 
the third reading of the Bill be d<:fcrred 
until the 19th inftant/' which was or- 
dered accordingly, 

Mr. Pybus prefcn^ed a Bill from the 
Houfe of^Coramons, to enable his Ma- 
jefty to carry into effe£t the Order of 
Council of the 3d of May, refpt^ling a 
certain increale of pay and allowances 
to the Seamen, 3:c. which was read a 
firft time. 

Lord Grenville moved the immediate 
fecond reading of the Bill. 

The Earl or Suffolk having expatiated 
on the great importance of the meafurt, 
wiflied «o know of Minillers, why they 
had not brought it forward earlier ? 

Lord Strange (Duke of Athof, in 
Scotland) reie, and with fome warmth 



deprecated all difculDon of this meafurr* 
which, amongft other evils^ might affbrd 
the opportunity of mifreprefentatioii, 
and might be attended with fprious coa- 
fequences. 

Lord Grenville ftated his firm con- 
vi6tion, that all difcuffion of the prefent 
fubje£^ was highly improper j and better 
reafons could not be amgned by him 
againil \x than thofe given by the Noble 
Earl (Strange). 

The Duke of Bedford fai<], he ha4 
DO wifli to provoke difcufSon ; but his 
duty led him to deprecate the condu^ 
of Minifters, in thus delaying to come 
to Parliament. What paUed that night 
could not be cenfured as difcuffion ; it 
only afforded Minil^ers an opporturrity 
to vindicate themfelves, and to ftate 
their reafons for delaying the meafure. 

The Earl of Moira oblerved, th^t an 
explanation on the part of Miiiiftcrs was 
ncccffary to fatisfy the Country, as well 
as Parliament, refpefting the caufes of 
their** delay ,in bringing forward the 
Bill ; andijiat a fatisfaflory expiaaation 
might prevent the evil from fpreading 
farther. The Seamen would then fee 
that tl^cy were not negle^ed. The 
queftion propofed by the Noble Earl^ 
he thoi^ght, embrace^ no difculfion. 

The Lord Chancellor quitted the 
Woolfack, and obferved, that he woul4 
appeal to the underdanding of all pre- 
fent, if the prefent moment was to be 
lod in unavailing difpute. Let theo^ 
qonfidcr what might be the prefent 
condition of the Fleet.— Tranquillity 
was the object of all.^-There was no 
objection to the palTrng of th^ Bill.^ 
Then why clog its progrcfs byjnquiries, 
for which there would be timt enough 
hereafter ? 

The Bill was then read a fecond time, 
the commitment of it negatived, and 
then read a third time, and paffed. 

The Houfe then waited for fome time 
for the arrival of the Commiffion t<^ 
authorize certain Peers to give his Ma- 
jefty's Affcnt to the Seamen's Increafed 
Pay Bill, and to other Bills. On the 
Commiflion being brought down, the 
Houfe of Commons were Tent for, and 
his Majcfty's Royal Affent' was given 
to the Bill for Incrcafine the Pay and 
certain Allowances to the Seamen, aad 
to eight private Bills. 

The Houfe then adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY, MAY lO. 

The various Bills upon the Tabic 

wereforwardcd in their refpe6^iveftage$. 

Six rrivdtc Bills were brought up from 
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the Houfe of Commons and read a firft 
time, after which the Houfe adjourned. 

THURSDAY, MAY 1 1. , 

The Royal Affcnc was given by Com- 
ipifTinQ to the Bill enabling his Majefty 
to raife the funi of 14,500,000!. by the 
w^ay of Annuities, and to eight other 
Sills. Four Bills were brought up from 
the Houfe of Commons, which were 
fcverally read a firft time. • 

The Duke of Bedford acquainted 
their Lordfliips, that, on account of the 
prefent (late and agitation of the public 



mind, he was inclined to podpone the 
Motion he had intended to bring for- 
ward to-morrow, relative to the Report 
of the Secret Committee of that Uoufe^ 
At the fame time he would wiih to have 
the Order remi'.in for fummoning the 
Houfe for to-morrow, as he believed, 
that unlefs fome intelligence to quiet 
the public mind arrived before that 
period, he (houid bring forward a 
Motion relative to the prefent ftatc of 
the Marine of this Coui^try. Adjourned. 
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MONDAY, MAY !• 

ON the Motion of Mr. Abbot, a Com- 
mittee was appointed to conduft 
the conference with the Lords, relative 
to the Bill for improving the Pro- 
mulgation of the Statutes. 

SCOTCH DISTILLERIES. 

Mr. Grey faid> that he had itf his 
band a Petition from the Diftillers in 
the Lowlands, complainikig of the 
grietances under which they laboured, 
from the difproportion be^tween the tax 
qn their ftills and that on ftills in the 
Highlands. The Houfe would rccol- 
le6t, that in 1793, when the duties on 
^ills in the Lowlands had been inereafed 
to 2I. per gallon, no increafe had taken 
place on ftills in the Highlands ; that 
when the duty on the former was after- 
wards raifed to 9I. per gallon, that on 
tiic lattct: was increafed only to 2I. los. 
that the Lowland (tills were afterwards 
taxed at i8l. per gallon, and that they 
were now 54I. per gallon, though thole 
in the Highlands continued to pay only 

2L lOS. 

The Petition was brought up, and 
ordered to lie on the Table. 

HIS majesty's messaof. 

The Order of the Day being read for 
the confideration of the King's Me ffage, 
and for the Committee of Supply, . 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
(aid, th^t of the three points which his 
Majefty *s Meflage recommended to the 
confideration of the Houfe, namely, the 
Loan for the fcrvice of Ireland, that for 
the fervice of the Emperor, and the 
other Extraordinary Expences for the 
Public Service which might be ren- 
dered neceffary by ;he exigency of af- 
fairs, he fhould only trouble the Com- 
mittee upon the two firft 5 — and, wirti 
refpeft to the Loan for.IreUnd, there 
vas, he believed, fo little difference of 
opinion, that, though he ihould make a 



motion upon it, he would not follow it 
with any obfervations. On the fubjeft 
of the Loan to the Emperor, he was not 
fanguine enough to expert the fame 
unanimity, though the general pro- 
priety and pru()ence of retaining the 
affiftance of the Emptror, as long a& the 
war (hovld continue, was almoft uni- 
Yerfally admitted, it would, hoWever, 
not be neceffary for him to do more tham 
remind the Houfe of the chief points 
difcuffed in the laft debate upon this 
fubje6t. In that difcuffion, the benefit 
of fuch a diverfion as the arms of the 
Emperor produced was generally ac- 
knowledged : in point of economy it 
was alfo agreed, that no expenditure of 
equal amount at home could produce 
the fame effe6k } and it was almoft as 
generally admitted, that the re fu It of the 
diverfion cffetted by the Emperor ws^s 
highly beneficial, if confidered only with 
a view to our domeftic credit. The 
only difference between the period of 
the laft difcufiion and the prefent pe- 
riod was produced by the circumftancet 
which had occurred at the Bank by the 
courfe of the Exchange, and by the 
advantage which the Houfe bad in pof- 
fefling the Report of their Committee 
of Secrecy upon the Public Finances. 
That Report, Mr. Pitt contended, 
ihewed the difficulties with rc(pe€t to - 
ca(h to have been occafioned by the 
concurrence of many caufes at home, 
and not either immediarely or exclu- 
fively by' foreign remittances. During 
the continuance of the late drains from 
abroad, fo much were they counteraAed 
by the fiouriihing ftate of our com- 
merce, that the courfe of the Exchange 
had rifen. Mr. Pitt concluded b^ 
ftatinj^, that of the three millions and 
a half which he Ihould propofe to grant 
by way of Loan to the Emperor, the 
fucn of i)620,oooL had been already 
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(emitted ; Tq that tljui RefolgyciQa which 
he l^ad now to roove was £or iht further 

Mr- Fox werycdt tlja^ however the 
Vqi^. Geptlemaq W)^^ rejoipe in hold- 
ing oiu (heflmperUlLoans not to have 
been the exf 'uuve cavfes of the prefent 
difficulties^ \^hi^ no man fijppc^ed, it 
wai well known tb^t they were material 
caufcs .of thofe difiieulties. The ereat 
iynf porta tion of corn might have oeen 
. another caufe, and it was time that this 
did not now cxift , 'but in the courfe of 
the prefent year the payment for neutral 
cargoes might be a drain equivalent to 
that. The real difFerence, however, 
bctwef n the \>XfCt9X peri^^l ^nd that in 
which the lail Loan wa» grated, con- 
lifted in the interior circumftaqc^i of 
the country^ |t w^s unnccplTfiry for 
hm to ftM« th« alarming fa^t which 
conftituted that diflTerenpe. There was 
now alfo a drain for Ireland* The 
Hon. Gentleman had referred to his 
triumphant arguments in a furmer dif«> 
pnflion ; and certainly they did procure 
hvnoL all that triuqaph, whichf in the 
<Mrcumftances oif the country, the ma* 
jority of the Houfe could bcftowr ; ■ yet 
he was furprifed to find that triumph, 
and the iamc arguments, referred to 
m»oQ the prefept occafion. 
. Mr. Fox, after fevercly condemning 
the Gondu^ of the Chancellor of the 
£xche(|uer, in draining the Country 
of fptcie and impoveriibing all ranks 
of people, in granting Loan after Loan 
to the Emperor, faid* h« did not know 
that he Qiouid object to the Loan pro- 
posed for Ireland ; not that he thought 
the fum inconfiderahle j hut when 
ineafures were taken for bringing that 
country into the (nme fituation as Ame. 
rica ; when there was apparently a vain 
intention, he hud almoft faid he hoped 
it would be vain, to fubje6fc it by ar- 
mies ; when that iQand was in a ftate 
almoft as bad as rebellion ; in this fitu* 
ation, however much he might feel for 
aifiAittg Ireland, he did not know 
wbf^tbcr he could entirely approve the 
Loan. Ue concluded by faying, that, 
as the Houfe might in a few days know 
on what grounds they were to vote the 
Loan for the Emperor, he would move, 
** That the Chairman now report pro- 
grefs, and bQh leave to (it again.'* 

After a debate of coofiderahle length, 
in which Mr. Grey, Sir W. Pulteoey, 
Mr. Sheridan, Mr. Wilbcrforce, and 
Gen. Tarleton, feve rally took part, the

The Houfe, in a Committee of Ways 
and Means, voted, That Exchequer 
Bills, made out after the ift of May 
¥799t niay be paid for the fuhfcription 
of i8,ooo,oool. and that 5!. per cent. 
he allowed to perfons paying in their 
fubfcriptions before the inftalimcnts be* 
come due. To be reported to-naorrow.

proofs of aftftion and attachment Which 
he has received frotn this Houfe, aiford 
hirrt ttoVoorti to doubt, that the Houfe 
will enable him to give Ihch a portion, 
as may be fuitabfc to the dignity of the 
elde^ daughter of the Crown." 

Mr. Pitt then moved, ** Th^t an 
humble Addrefs be pretcnted to his 
M^efty on the above M'cftagc ;*" which 
palled rtfht, roft. 

Mr. Fox alkcd the Chancellor of rtic 
Bxchequcr, v.hcthcr it >vas hot his in- 
tentidn. In confequence of intelligence 
received in town of the Emperor having 
figni^d the preliminaries ot a feparate 
Pckce, to abandon fhe Loan ? For his 
own j)ai't, he did n«t think it ptfllible 
for the Houfe to proceed in it. 

Mr. Pitt declared, that he had no 
moi*e information on the fubjeft al* 
luded to than any other Gentleman. 
I^he only intelligence he had was in the 
French Papers, and that.mediun> was 
not fufficient authority to induce the 
Houfe to alter the lirte of conduct th^y 
were to purfue. 

Mr. Sheridan afked the Minifler, 
whether the Houfe were to underdand 
that no more money was to be r(Snt to 
the Emperor, till we were affu red that 
he had not made a feparate Peace ? 

Mr. Pitt faid, he purpofed going on 
with the Loan Bill to-morrow, and 
wiiheilf to decline all difcullions at 
pre Pent. 

Mr. Jekyll moved for an account 'oF 
all advances now outtlanding made to 
the Emperor, above the fum of 
tt6oo,oool. Agreed to. 

The Report of the Committee en the 
Cultivation of Wafte Lands was brought 
up ; and, after a fhort converfation, the 
Bill was ordered to be re-committed for 
Friday next. 

Sir John Sinchirfaid, it was with the 
utmoft alloniflimcnt he faw the manner 
in which this Bill had been received. 
He had expected, that every Gentleman 
who valued the profperity of the Coun- 
try, would have been anxious to give it 
every fupport. He hoped that 6cntle-

Mr. Rofe brouj^ht up the Report oF 
the Committee of Supply ; and the 
Refolution for granting 9o,oool. as the 
MAtfi-Tgc Portion of thrPrihcefs Royal, 
was agreed to rie^.con, 

Mr. Rofe alfo brought up th^ Report 
of the Loan Bill, the Amendments of 
which were agreed to. 

Mr. M*DQwal moyed the fetond 

read- 
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Tciding of the Stotch Small Kotet Bill, 
which was read accordingly, and the 
Bill ordered to be committed on Mon- 
day .—Adjourned. 

MONDAY, MAT 8. 

The Addition Stamp Duty, and At- 
tomies* Regulating Bills, were brought 
in and read a firil time. 

The Cambrick and French Lawns 
Bill was read ^ firll time. 

Mr. Tiemey pre fen ted feveral pe* 
titions, figned by upwards of 3000 fhip- 
buildres, caulkers, ma(i-makers,fawyers, 
and artificers employed on the Thames, 
in confequence of a Bill now depending 
in Parliament, whofe operation they 
conceive to be injurious to themfelves 
and families. The Bill alluded to con- 
uined a claufe <* For rcgiftering Ships 
built in the Settlements m poflcfilpn of 
the Eaft India Company,*^ which the 
Petitioners coniidered as a virtual re- 
peal of the Navigation A^. 

The petitions were brought up, read, 
and laid upon the Table. 
^ Mr. Pitt moved the Order of the Day 
for the Unufe to refolve itfelf into a 
Committee, to take into confideration 
ih^ Eftimates prefented to the Houfe 
by his Majefty*s command, for enabling 
hmi to increafe the pay and allowance 
to Seamen, &c. in conformity to an Or- 
der of Council on the 3d of May, 1797. 
The Houfe having refolvcd itfclf in the 
faid Committee, 

Mr. Pitt rofe, apparently much agi- 
tated and embarraued. He began by 
fiating, that when any proportion was 
brought forward for an increafe of the 
public expenditure* it might naturally 
be ezpe6ted that he (hould enter upon 
a detailed (latement of the caufe that led 
tQ that augmentation of pay and allow- 
ance in any of the fervices. On the 
prefent occafion, however, he declared, 
that, he did not find himfelf at liberty to 
enter into a detail of the tranfa^ions.— 
Obfcrving how much thi? fubje£l occu- 
pied the attention of the Houfe, he felt 
hi mfc if obliged to fay, that he mufttrud 
ifi their judgment in concurring to the 
Motion, in preference to their entering 
into a long difcuflion. He was, befides, 
unable to enter into a flatement of the 
events that had more recently happen- 
ed, and if he could, he (hould feel a re- 
luctance in doing it ; for whatever the 
extent of thofe embarraifments might 
be, they were wholly, or in a great de- 
gree, to be afcribed to mifreprefenta- 
tions. The utmoft caution ought to be 
employed to avoid even the poi£bility of 



mifreprefentation. Nothing ceuld, is 
his opinion, contribute fo ele^tually f 
filence difcontent, as the unaniinous de- 
cifionof Parliament. He therefore fclc 
it his dutj, on public grounds, co en- 
treat the judgment, and, if poflible, the 
filent judgment of the Houfe. He then 
moved that the (urn of 536,000!. be 
granted to his Majefty, to enable bim to 
defray the increaied pay and allowaace 
to Seamen, Marines^ occ. according to 
the diftribution in the Order of Coun- 
cil, founded on the Report of the Com- 
roifTioners of the Admiralty, and alfo 
about 21,000]. for increafed expenccs 
already incurred* 

The Refolutions were read by the 
Chairman ; and, on the queflion for* 
their being read a fecond time, 

Mr. Fox rofe and faid he (hould cer. 
tainlv agree to the Refolutions, but he 
ihould betray bis duty to the countiy 
were he to give a (ilent vote. He dif- 
fered from the Right Hon. Gentleman 
in his notions of confidence. Every 
queftion relative to the public expendi- 
ture ought to be fully difcufled. The 
Minifter had alluded to mifreprefenta- 
tion of debates, but, inftead of difcuT- 
fion, a profound filence had been ob- 
ferved, and a fuTpicion of the fincerity 
of Minifters had ripened into revolt.-^* 
Why, he dcfired to know, had they fuf- 
fered a whole fortnight to elapfe before 
any application was made for the inter- 
ference of Parliament? The confe- 
quence of this criminal condu^)*, which 
argued a degree of guilt and incapacity 
unparalleled in the annals of the coun- 
try, would attach generally upon the 
Houfe, were the Refolutions to paf* 
without remonflrance. 

it was the dutv of the Houfe to in- 
quire how far the Admiralty had ac- 
ceded to the wilhes of the Seamen, and 
how far the Seamen were fatisfied, and 
whether the remedy prapofedwaa likely 
to be e£Pe6tual in allaying the difcon- 
tents. The Houfe had a right to com* 
plctc information, and if their privileges 
were not maintained, they were giving 
them up to men who had proved them- 
felves unworthy of the confidence of the 
country. 

Mr. Sheridan declared that the cir- 
cum dances of the cafe were fuch as to 
induce him to vote without information. 
The Minider had alluded to the new 
mutiny, and faid, " Nothing can tend 
more towards the redoration of harmony 
than an unanimous vote.'* He wifbed 
to know whx.he did not bring forward 

hit 
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kil profioiition on the publication of hii 
MaJeftyS pardon ? 

Mr. Pitt declared that the bufinefs 
vras not brought on in confequence of 
freih didurbaoces $ and contended that 
the previous notice was a fufiicient proof 
of the intention of Government to ap* 
ply to Parliament for a confirmation of 
their promifes. 

Mr. Sheridan contended^ that the 
fecond difeontentt were wholly to be 
afcribed to the procrafiination of Mi- 
niden. 

The Refolutiont were then agreed 
tow 

Mr. Pitt propofedy on account of the 
urgency of the bufinefs^ that the report 
be now received. 

This motion was agr^d to> and the 
report receiyed. Adjourned. 

TUESDAY, MAY 9. 

Mr» Whitbread faid, in confequence 
of what happened yefterday, on a fub- 
j jeft which arretted the attention of every 
individual, be confidered it his duty to 
inquire of the Minifter, why he did not 
at an earlier period propofe the refolu- 
tion which he fubmitted to the Houfe 
yefterday, which was unantmoufly adopt- 
ed» and which, if prefented fooner, 
would probably have prevented tlie 
moft diiaflrou^ confequences f 

Mr. Pin faid, no man could avoid la- 
menting that the earlieft opportunity 
poffible was not taken; but the Hon. 
Gentleman was mifinforniedi if he fup- 
pofed that no fteps had been taken. So 
early as the 26th of April, the fubjed 
was referred to the Privy Council, to 
confider of the Memorial of the Lords 
of the Admiralty, relative to the Sea- 
men's demands. The matter was after- 
wards fubmitted to the King in Council, 
and, upon his approbation of it, direc- 
tions were given for the eftimate to be 
laid before the Houfe. Every thing 
had been put into an oflftial train ; but 
more fpeed would certainly have been 
employed, were it poflible toforefee the 
effeds of procraftination. Ckk any fu- 
ture occafion he exprefled his readineis 
to fubmit to an inveftigation of his con- 
du6t to the decUion of the Houfe. At 
prefent, however, he felt it his firft duty 
to recommend that a bill, founded on 
thfe Refolntions which had already been 
adopted, fhould be immediately palTedy 
as the beft mode of terminating this un- 
fortunate bufinefs. 

Mr. Fox defired to know whether 
fuch language as the Houfe had juft 
now heard was to be endured| after an 
Vol. XXXI. JvvKn^j. 



inftance of fuch fatal and unfnfferable 
neglea ? The eflfca of thefe mifchiev- 
ous delays might eafily have been pre- 
dicted. He then took a review of the 
negbtiation between the Delegates and 
the Commiilioners of the Admiralty, 
and the fubfequent refoiutiohs of Go- 
vernment to the Order of Council on 
the 3d inftant, on which the eftimatea 
(delayed to fo late a period as Monday 
laft) were founded. In the whole of 
this proceeding there were fuch evident 
marks of confcious guilt, as, he trufied, 
would induce the Houfe to cen/ure the 
coudu£b of Adminifiration. The Mi- 
nifter affe^ed to lament the confe- 
quences that had arifen from his delay ; 
but could he ftate any individual aft of 
hisMiniftry which had not afforded to 
his country a fubjed of lamentation ?— 
More lives, it was now underfiood, had 
been loft, and many high in profedional 
chara^er, fur whole fervices their coun- 
try were deeply' indebted, were at this 
moment in a fituation of the utmoft pe^ 
ril. Under fuch circumftances, it be- 
came the bounden duty of the Houfe to 
ft amp the condi^£t which had produced 
this effe^ with fome mark of reproba- 
tion. 

Mr. Whitbread faid, in confequence 
.of what had fallen from Mr. Fox, be 
ihottid proceed immediately to move a 
vote of cenfure. The thinnefs of the 
Houfe could be no objection, for it waa 
certainly as full as when fums of mon^/ 
had been voted in the utmoft profufion. 
Mr. Sheridan began an eloquent and 
animated fpeech, by reprobating the 
condudt of Minifters for delaying the 
confideration of the Seamen's claims, to' 
make way for the Imperial Loan, the 
Princefs Royal's Portion, &c. of lefs 
importance to the true interefts of the 
country. Unlefs the Mmifter had been 
completely befottcd, it was impoflible 
for him not to have apprehended new 
jealoufies and^difcontents from his fcan- 
dalous procraftination. The nature o£ 
the difcontents were unknown to the 
Houfe ; but if there were men among 
them who wilhed to Xacrifice the Con- 
flitiition, they were the bafeft traitors 
on earth, and he could not perfua^e 
himfelf the Britifti Sailors, who 
ought to be actuated by nobler fenti- 
menu, would of their own accord be 
found cavilling for an increafe of pay^ 
when the deareft interefts of their coun- 
try were involved. Some encroach* 
ments he was inclined to think had been 
made on their rights, or attempts to 
I i i ^ abridge ^ 
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abridee their comforts. Whatever the 
cofift qucnccs may be, he declared tliat 
thcv were wholiv imputable lo the mif- 
condu^V of Adminiiiration. He con- 
cluded by proporinjr a CoiVimittecto meet 
the other Houfe ?tow^ with a view to a 
joint Committee, empowere(^ to fend for 
pcrfoDS, papers, an<;i records, and iikc- 
wifc to be at liberty to adjourn from 
time to time, and from place to place. , 

Mr. Pjtt laid, the quclUon hr wifhcd 
to bring before the Houfe was of infi- 
nitely more importance than the propo- 
lltion of the H^n. Member; a propofi- 
tion calculated to produce acoul change 
in the difciplinc of the Navy, and to fub- 
vert the fundamental principles of the 
Conditution ; bccaufc its obvious ten- 
dency was to fuperfcd* the functions, 
not only of the Executive Government, 
but alfo thofe of the Legiflarure of the 
country. He cohcluded by moving, 
thiita meflage be lent to the Lords, dc- 
firing them to continue their fittings for 
fome time. 

Mr. Sheridan ftill perfiftcd in his Mo- 
tion fur the appointmeutof a joint Com- 
mittee to inquire into the caufes-that 
had produced the extraordinary infub- 
ordinaiionia the fleet. 

The Speaker put Mr. Pitt's Motion, 
and a MciTage was fent accordingly to 
the other Houfe. 

The Refoluticn of the Cpmmittee of 
Supply, for granting the fum of fix miU 
lipns five hundred and feventy-two thou- 
fand pounds to His Majefty» for the in- 
creafed pay and aliowance of the Sea- 
men, &c. was read, and a bill ordered 
in purfuanct of that Refolution. 

Mr. Whitbread poftponed his motion, 
on account of the fliortnefs of the notice. 

Mr. Pitt then brought up the Bill 
founded on the above Refolution. Jt 
contained a provifion not before men- 
tioned, becaufe an eftimate of the ex- 
pence could not be made, namely, for 
the contmuance of pay to Seamen, &c. 
who were wounded, until their wounds 
were healed. The Bill was read the 
tirft and fecond time, committed, cn- 
groffed, read a third time, paifed, and, 
after an adjournment of fcveral hours, 
received the Roy^l Aflcnt by Commif- 
fioni which gives it the efficacy of Law. 
■ ■Adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY, MAY lO. 

Mr. Whit bread rofr to make his pro- 
mifcd M(uion for acenfure on MiniOers 
for delaying to bringthe Admiralty Re- 
ports on \\u late Mutiny at Portfmouth 
before the Houfe. He took a view of 



all the tran fashions that have tranTpire^ 
on the unfortunate buGnefs, from the 
'firft fvmptoms of difcontent to the late 
cxplofion, and contended, that, accord* 
ing to the negotiation with the Admi- 
ralty, it was exprcfsly tlipulated on me 
part of the Seamen, that the prumife of 
the Lords of the Admiralty and the pro- 
clamation fliould be ratified by P<irlta- 
ment with the utmoft celerity and dif- 
pjrch. This was (hamefully delayed ta 
Monday laft, and to the criminal dc:Uy 
were to be afcribed the late difconitnts. 
He ftiould therefore move, that •* tnc 
Right Hon. V/illinm Pitt, having fo long 
delayed the eftimatcs of ihe Seamen's 
increafed pay and allowance, is euilty 
of a grofs negle6t of duty, and dcfervct 
the cenfure of this Houfe."- 

Mr. Pitt rofe, and proceeded to dif- 
cufs the Queflion as applicable to delay, 
and having entered upon a hiilory of 
the whole tranfa£tion, contended that 
there was nnquefiionable evidence of 
the intention of Minifters to bring for- 
ward the bufincfs on Monday, (fooner 
it could not poffibly have been done), 
for the completion of the engagemenc 
with the Seamen. Of the (incerity of 
Minifters the proofs were numerous 
and irrefragable, and denied that any 
imputation of guilt or criminality at- 
tached upon them. He crncluded oy 
ftating, that whatever cenfure might b« 
due to him, that the country would not 
be longer deprived of the exertions of 
the fleet. 

Mr- Whitbread, in confequence of 
what had fallen from the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, wiflied to amend bit 
Motion, by leaving out " The Son. W. 
Pitt, and infcrting *' His Majefty's Mt- 
niftcrs." 

Mr. Rofe, jun. urged the propriety 
of poflponing thequeflicn. The ac- 
cufatton of the Minifler, he conteodec, 
was the cffedt & party animofiry, rather 
than a fincere wi(b to promote the ip- 
terefls of the country. 

Mr. Fox went through the varioot 
flages of the bufinefs, and concluded by 
obferving, th.it the Houfe could noc 
give a better earneft to the public for 
preventing a recurrence of the error ac 
crime, than to mark it by their cenfure. 

Mr. Whitbread made a general reply, 
and declared his intention to perfi^ in. 
his Motion. 

A divifion then took place, whci^ 
there appeared for th% Motion, 63 ;

rHE LATE MUril^Y IN tHE FLEET. 



¥N mir laft (page 337), wc had the fa- 
■* tisfaflion ot aniv uncingtheconclufion, 
as we then fuppofcd, oT the moft dif- 
graccful circumltance which ever befell 
this Nation. We now, with forrow, re- 
fume the fubjeft : 

'The conceHions of Pai liament, and 
the moderation of Lord Howe, appeared 
to have fettled every thing in diipute, 
and order was expelled to enfue. In 
this, jiowevcr, we were diftppointcd : 
the failors at Portfmouth foon atter came 
on fliore and committed every kind of 
cxcefs, and four of them were lecured in 
cuftody for a rape and robbery. Seme 
attempts were made to refcue them, 
but without effcft. 

On May aid, the Fleet at Sheernefs 
began to fhew figns of ferment, and 
ftortly the Mutineers took poflefHon of 
the /liips then there. 

At leven o'clock on Saturday evening, 
Earl Spencer, Admiral Young, Loid " 
Ardcn, and Mr« MarlUen, fet off from 
the Admiralty for Sheernefs, and at 
twelve o'clock the fame night an Ad- 
miralty Meflcnger followed, with his 
Majcfty's Proclamation, offering his moil 
gracious pardon to fuch m^en as, having 
been fcduced from their duty, fliould re- 
turn to it. 

• In order to concentrate the fcene of 
their opeintions, a. id to rencier their plans v 
more ctTeilual, the mutinous leamcn com- 
piled all the fliips which lay near Sheer- 
neijs to drop down to the Great Nore, 
amongf: which was the St. Fiorenzo, 
which had been htted up to carry liie 
•Princefs of VVirtemberg to Germany. 
No man could leave his ftiip without a 



kind of paflport, figned by fomc of the 
Delegates, which was called a Liberty 
Ticket J and if any feaman was found 
without fuch an order, he was kept a 
cJofe prifoncr till he could (hew by what 
means he had obtained leave of ablence. 

Thefe Delegates came regularly every 
day to Sheernels, wlicrc they held their 
conferences. They then paraded the 
ftrects and ramparts of the garrifon with 
a degree of triumphant infolence, which 
had been extremely aggravated by the 
aiTival of a regiment of Militia from 
Canterbury ; againil whom they held up 
in Icorn the bloody flag of defiance. At 
the head of thef^ men marched that per- 
ion who was confidered as Admlra* of 
their Fleet. The Captain of the Fore- 
Caltle was the efficient, though not the 
nominal Commander of every fhip. It 
is a moft lamentable fa£l, that no Officer 
had any command or authority whatever. 

On Saturday fourteen Delegates came 
up the river, to induce the crews of his 
Ma'elty's ffiips lying jn the Long Reach 
to dj'op down to the Nore. As ibon as 
it was underllood who thole peifons 
w.re, they were fired upon from a fort 
below Tiibury. At Gravelend they 
were takei) into cuftody by the 1 loyal in- 
habitants of that town j but liaving been 
fi on after fet at liberty, they prevailed 
on the leamcn of the Lancafter, of 64 
guns, which lay at Long Reach, to join 
them. 

On Monday, an Admiralty Board being 
formed at Coinmilfioner Hartwell's houle, 
the Delegates were lent for and intro- 
duced to Lords Spencer, Arden, Sec, 
One of the leamcn, called Parker *, the 

principal 



• Parker, who has rendered himfelf fo confpicuous among the mutineers of the fleet, it 
faid to be dtfcendcd from k refpcdahlc family in Ex.ter, Devon. He obtained a good ' 
education, was bred in the Navy, :*nd, about the conclufion of the A.neiican War, was aa 
afting Lieutenant in one of his Majcfty's (hips. He P)t>n came into the poflTcflion of a con- 
fidtrable fum or money, and, fhordy after he arrived m Scodand, he married a. larmer't 
dliughtcr in Abcrdctr.&.re, with wlkom he received fo.ne property. At this time, bting 
xvithout employment, he fcon fpent h s money, which involved him in debt, on account of 
which he was caft into the jail ot Ed nhu-gh, where he was at the lime the Counties wcrc 
raifing fcamen for the Navy. He tneo entered as one of the volunteers far PeriWhire, 
received the bounty, and was releafed froii prifon, upon paying the incarcerating creditor a 
part of his bounty. He was put on board the tender then in Leith Roads, commanded by 
Capt. Watfon, who carried him, with many other*, to the Nore. On the pafTage, Captain 
Watlbn diftinguidied Parker, both by his activity and pohte addrefs. That he is the Uvnt 
|»erl(Ni who is now known in the mutinous fleet by the appeUitionof ^/^^/^^^r^^ere^ 
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principal Delegate» was the fpokefman 
for his colleagues, who amounted to 
about a dozen. They flood behind 
Parker, forming a fort of half circle, and 
the Lords of the Admiralty feemed feveral 
tiroes defirous of inviting them to fpeak, 
but none of them would take a part in 
the difcufllon except Parker, who, being 
the chief of the Delegates, is called the 
Port Admiral. 

Lofd Spencer addrefled himfelf to the 
Delegates. He told them they (hould 
have every indulgence that had been 
granted to the feamen at Portfmouth, and 
with which thev had been contented ; 
and his Lordfhip expreflcd a hope, that 
the feamen at bhcemefs would be alfo 
fatisfied with thofc indulgences. The 
ieamen faid, they had other grounds of 
complaint. They prcfented a lift of 
them, amounting to eight articles, the 
A^ and principal of which was, the 
unequal Diftribution of Prize Money. 
The Lords Commiffioners told the De- 
legates they could grant nothing of 
themfelyes, but they would ky their 
d^ands before thofe who muft finally 
decide upon them. 

In the course of the difcourfc. Lord 
Spencer aflced them, rather pceviihiy, 
** What do vou want V" To this Par- 
ker anfwered, *< You are a man of Icnie, 
»nd you know what is due to us j you 
know what we want." The audacious 
infolence of Parker was intolerable. 
When Lord Spencer hinted, he muft refer 
their demands to Minifters in London, 
Parker laidi " Aye, go and confult the 
rincrleaders of your gang;" and as the 
Delegates were retiring, Parker, in an- 
fwer to fome very juft admonitions from 
Lord Spencer, faid, ** You may all 
be ." 

On Tuefday afternoon, the Lords of 
the Admiralty returned to town, without 
having accompliftied the objefl of their 
journey. The Mutineers grew bolder : 
in addition to mutiny, they committed 
a6ls of plunder and piracy. The 



Grampus ftore-ihip, equippecl ibr t]» 
Weft Indies, with a fupplv of Naral and 
Ordnance Stores for the Fleet there, wis 
ftoppwi by the Delegates— the ftof€« were 
taken out of her, and diftributed anxHigft 
the (hips under the cbmrnapd qf Sic 
Delegates. The Serapis ftorcrihtpy irom 
the Weft Indies, was Ukewtie ftopned. 

On Thurfday evening the Delegates 
fent on fhore to the Admiral a decia? 
ration, ftating their intention of blocking 
up the River Thames. The^ gave as 
the reafon for this, their having beard 
that the Dutch Fleet was on the point of 
failing j and as they were detemiincd to 
have their grievances, as ther call them, 
fettled, they would bring things .to an 
extremity at once. This was confidcred 
as a threat which they would Scarcely 
venture to execute j but ycfteiday, about 
half paft twelve, the Standard, Infpe^or, 
Brilliant, and Swan, sot under weigh^ 
and moored at equal diftances across the 
mouth of the Thames. Sooo after, 
feveral velfels ftanding down the Rifer 
were obliged to come to an anchor nea^ 
the (hips of the Mutineers. The Mon- 
mouth at the fame time moved her birth. 

The Prefident of the Delegates now 
held his office only for a day. A faefli 
Prefident was chofen every day. 

The following is a lift of the fliips at 
the Nore, and in the Mouth of the 
Thames. Three or four of the number, 
however, were well difpofed, but thefie 
w«re kept in the middle of the fleet, and 
were obliged to conform to the onWr^ 
of the Delegates 
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remains no doubt ; for Capt Watlbn, of the Uith tender, who arrived in Leith Rosdt a 
^cw days ago, lays, that before he (ailed frsm the N«re, he was ordered by the crew of the 
Sandwich to come on board, which he did, and was then introduced, and interrogated, bf 
Parker, whom he knew at firil fight. , Parker alfo recoUcded l^im, and ^roin this circan* 
Aance he experienced great favour. — Parker ordered every man on board to treat Captain 
IVatfon well, (aying he was the fcamens' friend, and had treated him wc^ ; and that if any 
man ufed him otherwise, he tiould inftantly be — [Btrt be feinte^ to the rapt si the yard arwuj 
Captain Watfon took an opportunity of hinting tb Parker the impropriety of hisconduAy mai 
the confequences that might fblk>w ; it feemed to throw a momentary damp on his fpirits | 
but he exprefled a wifli to wave the fubjedj and Captain Watte left hinij h^TlQg ohtuaed 
permiflioQ to proceed on bis voyage. 
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The San F!orenko> ^^ch had laiii for 
fome days in a Orate of captivity under 
tht ftem of the Sandwich, much to the 
honour of her gallant officers and her 
loyal crew^ made a furprifing efcape, 
equally repnarkable for the boTdnefs of 
the attempt, at well as for the manage- 
inent ;md dcill with which it was exe- 
cuted. It appears, that the moment 
when the feveral (hips were to pipe all 
{lands to dinner, was the time fixed upon 
for carrying this plan into effeft; when 
it was naturally fuppofed that the hoftile 
fliips mull have l>Ben in a ftate of the 
lead preparation to prevent its com- 
pletion. The Boatfwam's whiftle, there- 
fore, was the fignal on this oc^on 1 the 
fables of the San Fiorenzo were inftatftly 
€ut> and fhe got under weigh without 
lofs of time. This efcaoe was favoured 
by the arrival of the Montague, which 
came up at that moment, and by the 
fudden agitation whieh the event caufed 
in the Fleet, the mutinous crews were by 
this, and the circumftance already men- 
tioned, retarded in their endeavours to 
bring back the §t. Fiorcnso by force. 
Notwithdanding all this, fhe was fired 
^t by feyeral of the fhips, and as (he was 
perceived to have fultained confiderable 
damage in her riggine and her main fore 
chains, it was teared that fome lives 
might haye been loft, ^he proceeded 
immediately to IJarwich, where (he ex- 
pelled to meet the other frigates which 
were to convoy the Prince and Princefs 
of Wirtemberg to Germany. 

On May 31, part of Admiral Duncan*s 

fleet, viz. the Iris, Agamemnon, Ardent, 

and Leopard, defertra him and came to 

Varmouth, and foon afterwards joined the 

* I^u'tineers. 

Meafures now be^rame neceflary to be 
taken, on behalf of Government : On 
June I, his Majeftv conrtmunicated t« 
Parliament the dilbraers which had taken 
place in the fleet, and recommended fome 
iporceflfeftual proyifion for the prevention 
and puniflunent of al( traiterous attempts 
tp excite fedition and mutiny. Tnis 
conununication produced immediately an 
a^ of parliament, which was com- 
pleated on the 6th of June. 
* During that night, the Serapis, Capt. 
Puncan, made her efcape, though da- 
maged from th^ (hot of the rebel (hips. 
Two others attempted to efcape, but 
were overpowered •

arrived in town» charged mth kytal 
Propodtions, in a Letter addrelFed to the 
King, fr«m the Mutineer Committee oa 
b«ard the Sandwich. The foIlowin|r 
were the particulars of his miflion ; 

At one o'clock P. M. on Tueldsy, 
the two Delegates of the Monmouth were 
rowed on board that (hip, and informed 
Lord Northeik, itwas the pleafure of the 
Committee, that he (hould immediately 
accompany them on board the flae (hip, 
as they hsui propofals to make leading to 
accommodation. His Xx>rd(hip imme* 
diately complied, attended only by one ^ 
Officer. . He found the Convention in 
the State Cabin, ^onfifling of 60 Dele, 
^tes, with P?irker fitting ^t their head* 
Aefore they entered upon bufinefs, the 
P|iefident demanded of the peribn ac- 
companying XA)rd Northeik^ Who he 
■was ? The anfwer was, <* An Officer 
of the Monmouth, who accompanied hit 
Captain in' the capacity of Secretary, 
from a fuppoiition that he might want 
one on the prefent occafjon.''— «« Who 
knows him? Say, Delegates of the 
Monmouth, what kind of man is be V* 
^>v-The two Delegates ftated, that he was 
a worthy eood manj on which it was 
iinanimoudy voted, that he might attend 
the conference. Lord Northe(k was now 
told by Parker, « That the Committee, 
with one voice, had come to a declaration 
of the terms on which alone, without the 
(rnalleit alteration, they would give up 
the (hips: and that they had ^t for 
him, as a known Seamcn^s friend, to be 
charged with them to the King; from 
whom he muft pledge his honour to return 
on board, with a clear and pofitive an- 
fwer, in 54 hours." Parker here read 
the letter, which was fald to contain fome 
rough compliments on his Majefty^s vir« 
tues, and as manycoarfe ttrifliires on the 
fuppofed demerits of his Minifters. His 
Lord(hip faid, ** he would certainly bear 
the letter as they defired ; but he could 
tiot, from the unreafonablenefs of the 
demands, flatter them with any expec- 
tation ot luccefs." They perliftcd that 
the whole muH be complied with, or they 
would immediately put the fleet to fea ! 
Lord Northefk was now rowed on board 
the Duke of York Margate packet, un- 
der a flag of truce, jwith tni-ee cheers 
from the Sandwich, and with the follow, 
ing State paper ta ratify his credentials ; 
«* Sandwich, June 6, 3 P. M. 

♦* To Captain Lord Northesk. 

** You are hereby authorifed and or- 
dered to wait upon the King, wherever 
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Itc may be, widi the Kefolations of the 

Committee of Delegates, and aredire6led 

to return back with an anfwer to the 

• ,^amc within 54 hours from the date hereof. 

" R. Parker, Prefidcnt.'* 

Lord Northclk arrived at Gravefend, 
took a Jittle repofe, and proceedtd by land 
to town) when, after (topping for a 
ihort time at the Admiralty, he attended 
Earl Spencer to the King. 

To this application no anfwer was 
returned j and fliortly' after, divifions 
teok place in the rebel <:ouncil8. The 
termination of the Mutiny fuccecded ; 
the particulars of which are extrafted 
fa>vn the following letter printed in The 
Whitehall Evening Post of the 
37th of June : 

<« Sbeerne/Sf June 1 5. 

** A Tioknt difference of opmion arofc 
among the men at the Nore on Friday { 
"^ and it was on that afternoon the Rcpulle 
made for this place, and that the Leopard 
went vp the Thames. Other veflels, 
particularly the Naflau, alfo attempted 
to efcape, but they were prevented, 
Some men were killed in the various 
fcrugglts on board the fhips, and many 
were wounded j but the moft agonizing 
fght was the Repulfe, which ran aground, 
and in that helpkls fituation was iired 
upon at a moft terrible rate by the Mon- 
mouth, the veflel which followed her 
/ clofe. The people of th;8 place fpeak 
with the utmoft horror of the fight, and 
with the utmoft indignation of the crew 
of the.Monmouth, who were guilty of fo 
barbarous a conduft. They naturally 
imagined, that the flaughter was great 
on board the Repulfe, but happily they 
■were deceived : only a Lieutenant lolt 
his leg, and another man was wounded 
by a fpllntcr. This was very remark- 
able, as many hundred ftiot were fired at 
her, and they were feen in great numbers 
to ftrike the water clofe to the Repulfe. 
The Ardent afterwards in the dark ef- 
caped, and, in paflirg the Monmouth, 
fired at her and killed or wounded feverai 
of the ci-ew. Next day, namely, on 
Saturday laft, the Delegates, finding it 
impofifible to eflfc^l their purpcfe, various 
propofitions were made, but diicord uni- 
rerfally reigned. It was then that the 
red flags were ftruck, and that the trade 
was allowed to pals up the Thafnes, a 
njeafure which the Delegates took in con- 
sequence of being aflui-ed, that ftopping 
tlie trade had excited the public relent- 



mcnt } il wat then that diftnift of each 
other, and defpair of Succeeding in their 
demands, took poflcffion of the feamen»* 
minds, and that every fliip was fnffercd 
to follow her own courfe. In this ftatc 
they remained on Sunday, in hopes ot a 
general pardon 5 but finding that Go- 
vernment was decided in refufmg It, and 
that the moft vigorous preparation); were 
making to force them to fuhnriflion ; 
finding that their conduft was odious \o 
the whole Country, they refolved to al- 
low every ftiip to do the beft for itfelf, 
and to oppole the dciertion no lojnger. 

" On Monday night, the Naflau, the 
Standard, and others, made oft' a litTic 
way up the Thames, and early on Tucf- 
day morning the five (hips akeady men- 
tioned lailed up the River to Gravelend, 
with a flag of truce flying. On Tuclday 
afternoon the Chan>pion failed in under 
the guns of Sheerncls, and on Tuefday 
night the Monmouth, re^rded as the 
moft defperate fliip of all, came into the 
Little Nore, under the guns of the Fort, 
to luiTcnderj but fo little faith was 
placed in her appaient intentions, that 
every preparation was made to ccmpel 
her to fubmit. The guns at the Fort 
were ready to fire on her, and the Ardent 
drew up on the oppofite fide, fo that flic 
would then have been between two fii^s 
if fhc had attempted to refift. When 
fixe firrt came in, itTwas with difficulty 
the crew of the Repulfe could be reltraincd 
from going to fight her, fuch was their 
indignation at the cruel conduct of the 
Monmouth. 

** The fame night the Brilliant and 
fome others came into Slieemefs, and the 
Lion and a frigate went up the Thames. 
About three o'clock on Wednelday morn- 
injg, the Sandwich came undeT the guns 
of the fort. 

'* The Grampus arrived in the conrft 
of the forenoon, and the Director anived 
off" the Fort about half patt four o'clock. 
The Swan floop of war arrived in the 
evening. She is nick-named the Little 
Inflexible, to diftinguiih her lor her* 
violence ; the Inflexible being regarded, * 
as well as charaftcriied by lier name, as 
ftie is the moft outi-ageoufty mutinous, 
and the moft obftinate of the whole fleet. 
There was a dtUperate flrugglc on 
board the Swan, betore the loyal party 
triumphed.*'

I AM now to acquaint you, for 
their Lordfliipi** information, that on 
the 7th inft. jSir Harry Ncalc, in the 
St. Fiorenzo, recaptured the Cynthia 
brig, from Liibon to Poole, laden with 
fruit, which had been taken tight days 
before by a privateer brig. On the 8ta 
ioft. the Impctueux captured La Va- 
tour, a fmall putter privateer, armed 
"with mulkett, having twenty-eight men 
•n board, and only one day from Breft. 
In the afternoon of that day, the wind 
coming to the northward, I bore up 
for Ufhant, and detached the St. Fio- 
renzo and Nymphe to look into Breft ; 
and I have the fatisfa£tion to inform 
their Lordfbips, that on the St. Fio- 
renzo and Nymphe's returning to re- 
join the^fqoadron, they fell in with and 
captured La Refinance and La Con- 
fiance, French frigates. The taking 
thefe fhips does Sir Harry Neale, with 
Captain Cooke, and their Officers and 
men, the higheft honour, and I hope 
their Ikilful and spirited condu6^ will 
meet their Lordihips* approbation, as I 
warmly feel they have merited m? 
particular thanks. Herewith you will 
receive alfo a copv of Sir Harry Neale's 
letter to me on this occafioa.

MY LORD, • 

I have the fatisft6lion to acquaint 
you, that after having (aerecabl^ to 
your direction ), with the afllftance of 
Captain Cooke, of his Majcfty*s ihip 
La Nymphe» under my ordenj rccon* 



noitred the enemy's forcfc in the Oatc^ 
Road of Bred Harbour, CsTptain Cooktf 
informed me he faw two (hips to the 
weft ward, ftanding in for Breft | in cob- 
fequence of vfhich we tacked, and 
made fail, clofe on a wind, for the ptfr« 
pofe of goin^ the weather g^gt j 
which being with eafe accorapliihed^ 
we bore down upon the (hip» together^ 
having afcertained them to be two 
FrencQ frigates) and as we were not 
more than two or three leagues from 
Point St. Matthew's^ with a leading 
wind out of Breft, and the French fleet 
in fight from our tops, it was an objed 
of great importance to be as decifive 
as polfible in our mode of attack. At 
the largeft fliip. was the headmoft, we 
both engaecd her very warmly, at the 

- diftance otabout forty yards, and com* 
pelled her to forrender, after a Ikott 
refiftance. By this time the fmaller fri- 
gate had arrived up, and being imme- 
diately attacked by both (hips in the 
fame manner as the former, her refift* 
ance, though better made, wasnot long^ 
She ftruck her colours about nine 
o'clock A. M. The whole of the 
a^ion was a running fight, and did not 
laft more than half an hour. 

I have great pleafure in ezpr effing tm 
your Lordfhip, that I feel panic ularly 
obliged to my friend Captain Cooke, 
for his judicious and a^ive condu^ 
during the time we jointly engaged the 
enemy. 1 have long known his abilities 
and zeal for the fervice, and am Happy 
to have this opportunity of tefttfyior 
it, both as an a^ grateful to my felt, 
and as a duty I owe to his Majefty^a 
fervicc. 

I ihould be wanting in gratitude to 
all my Officers and fliip*s company, i^ 
I did not acknowledge myfelf ranch 
indebted to them for their fteady zeal, 
and the affiftance I received from 
them daring the adion. Lieutenants 
Dureil, Farnell, and Renwick, Mr. 
Kitcatt, the Mafter, and Lieutenant 
Caruthers, the Officer of Marines, are 
particularly entitled to my thanks for 
their adivity at their different ftations* 
Mr. Dureil, my Arft Lieutenant, who 
has been an Officer eighteen years, 
merits my warmeft recommendation. 

* And it is with equal pleafure I exprefs 
myfelf obliged to the Officers and mip's 
company of La Nymphe. Capcata 
Cooke (peakkS of the amftance he re* 
ceived from them in terms highly to 
their honour, and in particular oC ^ 
Lieutepantt Irriot, Lawrence, and 
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Mafters, and Mr. Dyer, the Mafter» 
and Lieutenant CaropbeU, the Marine 
Officer : in menitoning them to your 
Lordlhip I comply with their Captain's 
vf'iih, I beg your Lordihipt will men- 
tion Lieutenant Dureli and Lieutenant 
Imne to my Lords Commilfioners of 
the Admiralty as Officers deferving of 
the higheft commendation. 

The (hips taken are La Refiftancey 
commanded by Monfieur Montagne» 
mounting 48 gunS) i8-pounders, on 
her main-deck, and manned with 345 
men. She is only fix months old, built 
upon a new conftru£tion, and is in every 
refptGt one of the fined frigates the 
French had, and certainly the largeft, 
ineafuring 45 feet beam. The other 
frigate, La Conftance, commanded by 
Monfieur Defauney, mounting ;t4 
nine-pounders upon the main-deck, and 
manned with 189 men : ike is two 
years old, and a very fine ibip. Thefe 
are two of the frigates which landed 
troops in Wales : it is a pleafing cir- 
cumlUnce to have completed the failure 
of that expedition. I am particularly 
happy to inform your Lordihip, that 
neither the St. Fiorenzo nor LaNymphe 
have had any men killed or wounded, 
or the (hips hurt; the St. Fiorenzo 
only having received two ihot in her 
hull. La Refinance had ten men 
killed, the firft Lieutenant and eight 
men wounded ; La Confiance had eight 
men killed and fix wounded.

Early this morning, Captam Drew, 
of the 45th regiment, arrived from the 
Ifland of Trmidad, with a difpatch 
from Licutcnant-General Sir R. Abcr- 
cromby, K^B. to the Right Hon. Henry 
Dundas, of which 'the following is a 
Copy :— 
, Head' ^tarter Sf TrimJa^f, Feb. 27. 

StR, 

On my arrival in this country, I did 
not f^il to lay before the Admir:»l my 
inftructionsj and lo confult with him 
upon the means to carry them into 
execution. I fourd in him every de- 
fire to co-operate in the execution of 
the views to which they itre dirc^ed. 
The arrival of part of the convoy from 
England cnaSled us to prviceed u irh 
confidence in our operations ; therefore, 
as foon as the troojjs could be coUe^ed 
from the different iflnnds, which were 
ordered to rendezvous at Cr.riacou, the 
Admiral failed from Martinfque, which 
jfland he left with his fquadron on the 
12th inft. 

The prccifion with which the Ad- 
miral had given his orders to alTemble 
the (hips of war and tranfports, left us 
not a moment of delay. On the 15th, 
in the morning, the fleet failed from 
Cariacou. On the x6th, in the after- 
noon, it pafled through the Bocas,* or 
entrance iato the Gulf of Paria, where 
we found the Spaniih Admira!| with 



four fail of the line and a frigate, tf 
anchor, under cover of the Tfland of 
Gafpagrande, which was fortified. 

Our fquadron worked op, and came 
to anchor oppofite to, and nearly within 
eun{h0t of the Spanifli ihips. The 
frigates and tranfpons were ordered to 
anchor higher up m the Bay, and at the 
diftance nearly of five miles from the 
town of Port b*£fpagne. The difpo- 
iition was immediately made for land-* 
ing at daylight next morping, and for 
a general attack upon the town and 
Ihips of war. 

At two o'clock in the morning of the 
17th, we perceived the Spanifli fqua« 
dron to be on fire \ the ibips burnt 
with great fury, one line of battle fiiip 
excepted, which efcaped the conflaera- 
tion, and was taken poffellion of at 
day-light in the morning by the boats 
from our fleet : the enemy at the fame 
time evacuated the ifland, andabandoned 
that quarter. 

This unetpcfted turn of affairs di- 
rected ourwhoie attention to the auack 
of the town. The troops were imme« 
diatelj ordered to land, and, as foon 
as a few hundred men could be got on 
ihore, about four miles to the weft ward 
of it, we advanced, meeting with little 
or no refiflance. Before night we were 
maflcrs of Port D*£fpagne and the 
neighbourhood, two fmall forts except- 
ed. In the morning a capitulation was 
entered into with the Governor, Don 
Chacon, and in the evening all the 
Spanifli troops laid down their arms, 
and the whole colony pafled under the 
dominion of his Britannic Majetty. 

Copies of the Capitulation, of the 
flores and provifions taken, are here- 
with tranfmittcd. 

It is a peculiar fatisfa£lion to me that 
there is no lift of killed or wounded ; 
Lieut. Villeneuve, of the 8th regiment 
of foot, who was Brigade Major to Bri- 
gadier-General Homptfch, being the 
only perfon who was wounded, and 
he IS tince dead of his wounds. 

From the Admiral I have experienced 
every pofllble co-operation. Captain 
Woolley, of his Majefty»s (hip the Are- 
thufa, and Captain Wood, of the Fa- 
vourite floop of war, who had been 
fent to reconnoitre in the Gulph of 
Paria, afforded us minute information 
of the fituation of the enemy previous 
to our arrival. Captain Woolley, who 
dire^ed the difembarkation, fliewed alt 
the %eal and intelligence which I have 
expecienced from him on former occa. 
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lions. To Lord Craven, who begged 
to attend the expedition, I am iodel>ted 
for great zeal and exertion. 

Lieutenant • Colonel Soter, who is 
Intimately acquainted with this coun- 
try, has been, and continues to be, of 
very great ufe to me. 1 ihouid not do 
juilice to his general character, if I did 
fiot take this opportunity to exprefs it. 
My Aid-de-»Camp, Capt. Drew, of the 
45th regiment, will have the honour to 
deliver this letter : he has ferved long 
in this country, and is capable to give 
fuch further information as may be re- 
quired. I humbly beg leave to recom* 
mend him to his Majcfty*s favout.

ARTICLES OF CAPITULATION 
For the Surrender of the Illand of Tri- 
nidad, between his Excellency Sir 
Ralph Abercromby, K. B. Comman- 
der in Chief of his Britannic Ma- 
jcfty*s Land Forces ; his Excellency 
Henry Harvfcy, Efq. Rear- Admiral 
of the Red, and Commander in 
Chief of his Britannic Majefty's Ships 
andVeflels of War; and his Excel- 
lency Don Jofef Maria Qbacon, 
Knight of the Order of Calatrava, 
Brigadier of the Royal Navy, Go- 
vernor and Commander in Chief of 
the llland of Trinidad and its De- 
pendencies, Infpcdtor-General of the 
Troops of its Garrifon, &c. &c. &c. 

Art. I. The Officers and troops of his 
Catholic Majefty and^ his allies in the 
Ifland of Trinidad are to furrendcr 
themfclves prifoners of war, and are to 
deliver up the territory, forts, build- 
ings, arms, ammunition, money, cffe^^s, 
plans, and (lores, with exa6t inventories 
thereof, belonging to his Catholic Ma- 
jcfty 5 and they arc thereby transferred 
to his Britannic Majefty, in the fame 
manner and poifeilion as has been held 
heretofore by his faid Catholic Majetly. 

Art. II. The troops of his Catholic 
Majedy are to march out with the ho- 
nours of war, and to lay down their 
arms, at the diftance of three hundred 
paces from the forts they occupy, at 
live o'clock this evening, the iSth of 
February. 

Art. III. All the Officers and troops 
aforefaid of his Catholic Majcfty are 
allowed to keep their private effects, 
and the Officers are allowed to wear 
their fwords. 

Art. IV. Admiral Don Scba(lia;i Ruiz 
de Apodaca, being oi> Ihore in (he 



idand, after hiving burnt and abandon* 
ed his fhips, he, with the Officers and 
men belonging to the fquadron under 
his command, are included in this ca- 
pitulation, under the fame terms as are 
granted ro»his Catholic Majefty's troops. 

Art. V. As foon^as ihips can be 
conveniently provided for the purpofc, 
the prifoners arc to be conveyed to Old 
Spain, they remaining prifonets of wac 
until exchanged by a Cartel between the 
two Nations, or until the Peace ; it be- 
ing clearly underftood that they ihall not 
ferve againft G rear Britain or her Allies ^ 
until exchanged* 

Art. VI. There being fomc Officers 
among his Catholic Majefty's troops, 
whofe private affairs require their prc- 
fcncc at different places of the Conti* 
nent of America, fuch Officers are per- 
mitted to go upon their parole to the 
faid places n)r iix months, more ctr lefs^ . 
after which period they are to return 
to Europe; but as the number receiv. 
ing this indulgence muft be limited, 
his Excellency Don Chacon* will pre- 
vioufly deliver to the Britifh Comman- 
ders • of their names,- rank, and 
places which they are going -to. 

Art. VIL The Officers of the Royal 
Adminiftration, upon the delivery of 
the ftorcs with which* they arc charged, 
to fuch Officers as may be appointed 
by the Britiih Commanders, will re- 
ceive receipts, according to the cuftom in 
like cafes, from the Officers fu appointed 
to receive the ftores, 

Art.yill. All the private property 
of the inhabitants, as well Spaniards as 
fuch as may have been naturalized, is 
prcferved to them. 

Art. IX. AU public records arc to 
be prefcrved in fuch courts or offices as 
they are now in, and all contradts^or 

Kurchafes between individuals, which 
ave been done according to the laws 
of Spain, are to be held binding and 
valid by the Britifti Government, 

Art. X. The Spanifli OTficfers of 
Adminiftration, who are poffeffed of 
landed property in Trinidad, are al* 
lowed to remain in the Ifland, they 
taking the oaths of allegiance to his 
Britannic Majcfty ; and they are fur- 
ther allowed, Ihould they pleafe, to 
fell or difpofc of their property, , and 
to retire elfcwhere. 

Art. XI. The free exercifc of their re- 
ligion is allowed to the inhabitants. 

Art. XII. The free coloured people, 
who have been acknowledged as iMch 
by tue I*\ws of Spaia jihall be protcA^'d 
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in their liberty, perfons/and property, 
like other inhabitants ; they taking 
the oath of allegiance, and demeaning 
themfelves as becomes good and peace- 
able fubje^s of his Britannic Majefty. 

Art. XIII. The failors and foldiert 
of his Catholic Majefty are, from the 
time of their layine down their arms, 
to be fed by the Britiih Government, 
leaving the expence to be regulated by . 
the cartel between the two nations. 

Art. XIV. The fick of the Spanifli 
troops will be taken tare of, but to be 
attended, and to be under the infpec" 
tion of their own furgeons. 

Art. XV. All the inhabitants of Tri- 
nidad (hall, within thirty days from the 
flate hereof, take the oath of allegiance 
to his Britannic Majefty, to demean 
themfelves quietly and faithfully to his 
Government, upon pain, in cafe of 
DpU'Compliance, of being fent away 
from the iiland.

«< The Preliminary Articles of Peace 
are figned, in confequence of which hoT* 
tilities have ceafed, and. the hope of m 
fpeedy reiloration of peace is brought 
nearer to its completion* 

** His Imperial Majefty will feel the 
moft heart-felt pleafure, fhould he fuc- 
ceed in his endeavours to put an end to 
the war, and fpare the effunon of human 
blood, and by a lafting peace fecure the 
honour and happinels of his beloved 
fubjeds. His Majefty has therefore 
given it in charge to the underftgned, to 

five public notice of the iigning of the 
Veliminary Articles of Peace, and the 
confLquent retiring of the French army ; 
and fince by this event the country of 
Lower Auftria is freed from the imme- 
diate danger with which it was threaten- 
ed, bis Majefty will no longer impoTe 
on his brave and loyal fubje& the bur- 
den of bearine arms, and therefore com* 
mands that the general levv be fuper- 
feded. |Iis Imperial Majefty has like- 
wife giyen orders, that a medal ihall be 
ftrucK fuitable to the occafion, which 
ihall be worn on the breaft by tbofe who 
voluntarily took up arms for the general 
levy, as an honourable teftimony of the 
gratitude of the country for their fide« 
lity and valour. 

*♦ it is now therefore the will of his 
Majefty, that the peafants (hould re- 
turn to their ruftic Ubour&, the ftudents 
to their fchools, and the artizans to their 
refpe£tive employments; and by induf* 
try, economy I and morals, diftinguifti 
themfelves, as much as by the fpirit with 
which they armed in defence of their 
country. Should, however, contrary to 
every expectation, the pacific views of 
his Imperial Majefty be fruftratcd by 
any adverfe circumftances, he is confi- 
dent that he can rely on the tried valour 
and unihaken fidelity of all hiy fob- 
je^s.'* 

General Buonaparte has publifhed an 
important Manifefto againft the Vene-

Tbefe men had 
been feduced from their allegiance hj 
the United Iriflimen ; they had engaged 
to dcfert from their Officers upon a hg- 
nal, and were actually appointed Offi- 
cers, and had received coromiffiona to 
ad in a rebel corps. The enormity of 
the offience was of that magnitude, that 
the lenity of Government could not be 
extended to them, and the fentence of 
the law was accordingly executed.

Her Majeily and 
ihePrinceffes (hed abundant tears, while 
the Princefs hung upon her Royal fa- 
ther's neck, overwhelmed in grief. — 
The Prince at length prevailed on her 
Serene Highncfs to go with him, and 
fupported her to the coach. The King 
followed them to bid his daughter an 
affectionate farcwcl, but fo overpowered 
were his parental feelings, that he could 
fcarcely give utterance to his words.

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before he was able to be (en t home in a 
fedan chair. Mr. ViUcitc efcaped with 
a flight bruifc. — The two malcfadlors 
fwung off with their 4^iftorted features 
cxpolcd to the view of the diftreflcd 
fpcftators. By the hudabic activity of 
* Air. Rarofden, the prifon furgcon, how- 
ever, the cap was drawn over their faces 
afterwards. Their bodies were re- 
moved to a proper place for the purpofe 
©f diffe£tion and expofure. — They both 
denied to the lad moment having had 
any concern in the murder.

He fpcakt with 
the moft lively gratitude of the prefect 
Emperor of Ruifia ; and complains th^t 
his wounds were long negle^ed aficr 
he was made prifoncr. in the battle 
that determined the fate'of Poland, be 
placed the Nobles on the two wings, 
and took himfe'f the command of the 
centre, which confified of new levies 
and Serfs.

the centre maintained its ground under

He then determined not to furvive his 
country, and put '♦lis hift piftol to l)is 
own head !
